The Bird of Freedom. 


(Excerpts from “‘The American Eagle, Sir!” by H. O. Bishop, in the National 
: Republican.) 


The symbol of America is the eagle—a lover of peace, but a good fighter 
when necessary. The American eagle means to the world what a ‘Stop, 
Look and Listen’ sign means at a railroad crossing. The eagle comprises 
the principal scenery on the Great Seal of the United States. Our coins and 
paper money would.look neither legal nor valuable without being adorned 
by this popular bird. . 

The eagle symbolizes the highest type of American patriotism. It might 
very appropriately be characterized as Uncle Sam’s. trade-mark. This fine 
old bird has developed into a part and parcei of our country. It never 
fails to give a thrill either in real life or in picture form. 

The bald eagle, otherwise variously called white-headed eagle, white- 
headed sea eagle, bird of Washington, and American eagle, is of deep in- 
terest to all Americans as the national emblem of the United States, to 
which distinction it was elevated on June 20, 1782. The name bald eagle, 
by the way, originated from the white head and the erroneous impression 
of baldness it gives when seen at a distance. 

The average bald eagle measures from three to three and one-half feet 
in length, and has a wing spread of from six to eight feet. Its weight 
ranges from six to twelve pounds. When fully adult its color is dark brown, 
with white head, neck and tail. Its eyes, bill and feet are yellow. Not 
until it is three or four years old does it develop its remarkable plumage. 

As a general rule the eagle is wary and difficult of approach. It always 
has an eye out for possible danger and invariably gives suspicious looking 
things a wide berth. The eagle is endowed with a deep sense of affection. 
There are no such things as divorces in the eagle world. The first mating 
results in an alliance, defensive and offensive, that lasts as long as the 
mates survive. 

The song of the eagle is anything but musical. It sounds like a cross 
between a cracked phonograph record and the highest note in a cat fight. 

The flight of the eagle is amazingly powerful, and is capable of being 
sustained for almost indefinite periods. When it comes to feats of strength, 
the eagle is just as: marvelous as in flight. 

The favorite place for watching and roosting is a high tree. The Potomac 
river, not many miles from the national Capital, is a favorite haunt of eagles. 
Unlike most birds, the eagle occupies the same nest year after year. ; 

The eagle has few natural enemies, and when free from human interfer- 
ence has no difficulty in maintaining its numbers. The Indians prized the 
wing and tail feathers for their war bonnets and killed the eagle whenever 
opportunity offered. In some sections egg collectors have caused the eagle 
to become scarce. 
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In Alaska, the gunner gets his money by cutting off the eagle’s feet and 
exhibiting them to any commissioner. From 1917 to 1923, according to 
Nature Magazine, the feet cut from 18,000 birds have been. checked and 
accounted for on the bounty records. Perhaps—but let’s hope. not—the 
day will come when the only place we will be able to see an eagle will be on 
our money and the seal of the country. 

It was on the 4th of July, 1776, when the Declaration of Independence 
had been finally adopted, that John Hancock, the president of the Conti- 
nental Congress, arose and said: ‘‘We are now a nation, and I appoint Ben- 
jamin Franklin, John Adams and Thomas Jefferson a committee to prepare 
a device for a Great Seal of the United States of America.’’ 

It was not until 1782 that a design was presented which Congress deemed 
worthy of adoption. This design, the work of Will Barton, was adopted on 
June 20, 1782. The main feature of the seal is an American eagle—the 
bird of freedom. 

This Great Seal was used for the first time on September 16, 1782. It 
was placed on a commission granting full power and authority to Gen. 
George Washington for arranging with the British for exchange of prisoners 
of war. This commission was signed by John Hancock, president of the 
Confederation Congress, and countersigned by Charles Thomson, secretary 
of the Congress. This famous old document is in the possession of the 
State Department and is considered one of the most precious to be found 
in the archives of the Government. 

In 1841, during Tyler’s administration, Daniel Webster, Secretary of 
State, discovered that the seal was practically worn out. President Tyler 
ordered him to have a new seal engraved. The engraver found it difficult 
to engrave a bundle of thirteen arrows, and with Webster’s consent cut 
them down to six, thus changing the original design. 

In 1885, during the administration of President Chester A. Arthur, Sec- 
retary of State Frelinghuysen also found the seal in a badly worn condi- 
tion and had a new one made with the original number of arrows. 

In 1903 Secrtary of State John Hay called the attention of President 
Roosevelt to certain slight discrepancies and ordered a new seal made, 
which is now in use. 

The first silver dollar containing an eagle was coined by the United States 
mint in the latter part of the year 1794. From that day to the present the 
eagle has adorned most of our coins and currency. 

From earliest history the eagle has been used in symbolism and art. The 
Persians, Assyrians and Egyptians all used the eagle. The ancient Roman 
armies carried the eagle as a standard. The eagle is found in Greek myth- 
ology. The eagle was prominent in the decorative features of the palaces 
of Napoleon, and was used as an ensign for his victorious armies. 

The eagle was used in heraidry as far back as the period of Charlemagne. 
France, Austria, Prussia and Germany all adopted the eagle in heraldic 
form. Very ancient prints show that China used the eagle as a symbol 
many centuries ago. 


Die Varieties of Cents of 1803. 
By GEORGE R. ROSS. 


Having become interested in die varieties of United States coins I began 
to make full descriptions of them, and then afterward made a key for quick- 
ly identifying them. Carrying several of these keys in my pocket when 
away from home, I have oiten found a coin J] wanted. When not obtain- 
able, I took the full description, and thus added another to my list. As 
far as possible I depend upon sight, using a scale in case of United States 
cents coined after 1807 to show the relation of the stars to figures of the 
date. The position of the edge of the forelock and T and of 1 and hair is 
determined by a line drawn along the edges of T and 1. On the reverse, 
the center dot and the end of the leaves determine the position in relation 
to the letters. The list gives three ways for designating the varieties. I 
use them all.

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Numismatic Notes. 
By M. SORENSEN. 


During and since the war it has been impossible for Denmark to keep 
silver coins in circulation; they have disappeared as fast as issued. It soon 
became evident that they were smuggled into Sweden, where they were 
disposed of at a good profit. In spite of a close control, heavy fines and 
confiscation the smuggling out of the country its supply of silver seemingly 
flourished. The same thing was done in Norway. To find means of over- 
coming this difficulty, representatives of the three Scandinavian countries 
held a conference in Kristiania, Norway, in October. It was decided, as a 
supplement to the monetary convention of 1873 and the supplementary 
convention of 1875, to permit each country to issue minor coins in such 
metals, forms and designs as it Saw fit, as long as such coins or tokens varied 
from those approved by the above mentioned convention, such new coins to 
circulate in the country of issue only. 

A press report from Copenhagen states that the artist Gerhard Heilmann 
has delivered sketches to the Treasury Department for new minor coins for 
Denmark, and that such coins will be struck and ready for issue by January 
1, 1924. If an illustration in a Danish paper can be taken as authority, 
the 1-krone token will be square with rounded corners, the 25-6re piece 
oblong, 5-6re serrated, 2-dre with straight top and bottom and rounded 
sides, and the 1-6re piece round with straight bottom. It has also been 
proposed to issue these tokens holed, so they more readily could be dis- 
tinguished. 

It is stated that Norway contemplates issuing new 25 and 15 Ore pieces, 
the last one being a new denomination, but it will fit in well in the every- 
day transactions of small purchases. The street-car fare in the cities is 
15 Ore, and 15 Ore is the price of a newspaper. 


It may seem out of place to mention the present circulating medium in 
Germany in a numismatic magazine, as it has its greatest value, not as 
money, Dut as curios. During the last few months our newspapers have 
been busy trying to be up to date in reporting the decline of the mark. At 
the present time Germany has Russia beaten by a mile, and such a deliber- 
ate debasement of the currency has no parallel in the history of any country. 

German notes in high denominations are sold in this and other countries 
as curios. At the Iowa State Fair, in September, 10,000-mark notes of the 
“Vampire” type sold for 10 cents, and street hawkers in New York and 
other large cities have been doing a flourishing business selling the worth- 
less notes. In a late British journal I found an illustration of a hawker in 
the streets of London selling 100,000 mark notes for twopence. 

As the mark fell and prices went up in Germany, the printing presses 
turned out notes in ever higher denominations. Notes for ‘‘thousands’’ 
would no longer pay for anything, so they were printed to read ‘‘millions.”’ 
And now the ‘“‘billion’’ netes are circulating. Everyone in the ‘‘Vaterland”’ 
is a millionaire—or better. The latest note I have seen is for ‘‘eine mil- 
liarde mark,” surcharged on a 1,000-mark note, the surcharge slanting from 
left bottom corner to upper right-hand corner. Across the scroll and figures 
“1000” on the right-hand end of the note the new value is also surcharged. 

Within a month two letters have been received here from Germany. The 
first one bore postage to the amount of 15,000,000 mark, while the last 
one demanded 6,925,500,000 mark——in itself a good illustration of the 
mark’s rapid decline. The stamps ranged in value from 1,000,000 to 
500,000,000 mark. 


The seventy-first anniversary of the Studebaker Corporation was observed 
at South Bend, Ind., September 29th. Twelve thousand Studebaker em- 
ployes, with their families, were invited to a celebration in Springbrook 
Park. During the afternoon President A. R. Erskine presented medals to 
employes for continuous, loyal service to the corporation for periods of 5, 
10, 15 or 20 years. More than 11,000 employes received bronze medals for 
5 or 10 years’ service, 150 were awarded sterling silver medals for 15 years, 
and:220 had gold medals pinned upon them for more than 20 years’ em- 
ployment by the company. The last group included those employes who 
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had been with the corporation 20 to 60 years. Later, medals were awarded 
the employes of the Studebaker Detroit plants. 


Judge Francis Mancuso, of New York City, has been awarded the Italian 
Cross of the Order of the Crown by King Victor Emmanuel for services to 
the Italian people. 


It is stated from Washington that the Bureau of Engraving and Printing 
in the near future may issue currency for Japan, and also that our mints 
may strike coins for that country. Japan, having lost its printing and en- 
graving plant in the recent earthquake, has appealed to the United States 
to help it out in the emergency. The request was before the Cabinet re- 
cently. It is stated that everything possible will be done to meet the re- 
quest and to give such aid as will prevent any shortage of currency in Japan 
until engraving facilities can be set up again. 


A year ago the Greek Treasury ran dry. So M. Protopapadakis, the Min- 
ister of Finance, hit upon a remarkable scheme for raising a forced loan. 
On a given day every note in circulation was to be cut in half, the Govern- 
ment taking one half. The Greek citizen had his fortune halved with a pair 
of scissors. 

A new issue of Greek notes, with the word ‘‘Nean’’ on the right-hand 
half, which was the part the Government annexed from the old issues, is 
gradually replacing the half-notes with which the public was left. 

There is an almost complete famine of nickel money in Greece, so a ten- 
lepta stamp, printed with the head of Mercury on both sides, has been made 
legal tender. 

Copper coins in circulation in China are now equal to about forty billions, 
according to a report to the Department of Commerce from Commercial 
Attache Arnold. With the fall in copper prices and with the wholesale 
minting of these coins in China, including some light-weight coins, the 
value of the copper cent has continued to fall, so that it now exchanges for 
about 19c. to $1 silver. It has reached a level where it is no longer profit- 
able for the mints to continue coining them. 


It is supposed to be funny to ask: Why is the German mark like American 
wheat? And if you do not know, the answer is: Both are below $1 a bushel. 


Canada’s Token Currency. 
By WILLIAM BUTLER. 


Of the many branches of numismatics none is, perhaps, of more interest 
to the collector than traders’ tokens, which were struck in large numbers 
in this country toward the close of the last century. Besides indicating 
with historical accuracy the development of Canada and Canadian com- 
merce, they constitute an interesting historical record of the doings of the 
past. 

None of the tokens bear any pretentions to beauty or art, and in most 
instances they are very crude, both in design and execution; but this adds 
to rather than detracts from their value. They are seen in a great variety 
of sizes and metals. These tokens were issued by corporations and indi- 
viduals and supplied a definite need; they were mostly struck for advertis- 
ing purposes, but when a paucity of smail change existed they passed for 
currency. These bore inscriptions reading ‘‘To Facilitate Trade” and ‘‘For 
Public Accomodation” or “Token of Commerce.’’ Previous to the adoption 
of the decimal system in 1858 Canada had no regular coinage of her own. 

The most common type of token encountered bears the familiar inscrip- 
tion ‘‘Good for Five Cents in Trade,’’ with the name and address of the 
issuer on the reverse. These were usually issued in large quantities, and 
consequently are not scarce and have little value. As these tokens were 
struck in many parts of Canada, thousands were never redeemed, and are 
now readily obtainable by coin collectors. A token of this type issued by 
the Commercial Hotel, Maple Creek, North West Territories, is now as fine 
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an example of subtle irony as can be seen, for on the reverse is the inscrip- 
tion ‘‘Good for One Drink”’! 

The early part of the nineteenth century was a very critical one in the 
history of the Canadas. The country was a virgin state and had only a 
small population with no financial resources to develop it, and so its crying 
needs were unheeded. Agriculture, fishing and lumbering were the only 
occupations and all had to work unitedly to secure even a bare living. In- 
scriptions on tokens, as ‘‘Encourage Country Importers’’ and ‘‘Success to 
the Fisheries,’’ ‘“‘Speed the Plough,’’ indicate the trend of opinion in those 
far-off pioneer days. 

A very significant and extensively circulated token, and one which might 
be well employed today, was the ‘‘work token.’’ On the obverse is depicted 
an individual thrashing grain by means of a flail, and immediately above is 
the inscription ‘‘No Labour, No Bread,’’ while on the reverse a farmer is seen 
ploughing with a team of oxen and a ploughshare of antediluvian appear- 
ance, “Speed the Plough” appearing above. It has the value of one half- 
penny, but bears no mark to indicate whether it is a Government or private 
issue. Other similar tokens bear the inscription ‘‘Ships, Colonies and Com- 
merce.’’ 

In Ontario, then known as Upper Canada, all manner of tokens were very 
prevalent. One of these, issued by the Copper Company of Upper Canada 
and dated 1784, is very curious. It has the value of one halfpenny, and on 
the obverse is an illustration of a horned figure with a fork and the inscrip- 
tion ‘‘Fertilitatem divitas que circumferemus.’’ Another rarely seen Upper 
Canada halfpenny token bears on one side a small sailing vessel, and on the 
other the inscription ‘‘Commercial Change, 1821.’ The principal feature 
of the design is a barrel, upon which ‘‘Jamaica’”’ can be discerned and which 
probably has reference to the famous, product of the ‘‘isle of wood and 
water.” Another variety has the barrel inscribed ‘‘Upper Canada.’’ 

Lesslie & Sons, Toronto and Dundas, issued a token of the value of two- 
.pence, with the date 1822, bearing the blindfolded figure of Justice with 
the sword and scales. In the same year the firm also issued a halfpenny 
token on which Justice had removed the bandage from her eyes and as- 
sumed a new position. Both are identical otherwise. The reverse shows 
an ancient plowshare, above which is ‘‘Token’”’ and ‘‘Prosperity to Canada,’’ 
and below ‘‘2d Currency’’ and ‘‘La Prudence et la Candeur.’’ Another 
unique halfpenny token bears the inscription ‘‘Pure Copper Preferable to 
Paper.’ It is self-explanatory. 

In the Province of Quebec, then known as Lower Canada, many tempo- 
rary makeshifts for money appeared before the Bank of Montreal issued its 
own tokens in 1837 and 1839. One of these, from the Magdalen Islands, is 
decidedly unique, for it has a piece of dried fish for the principal portion of 
its design. It is dated 1815 and depicts a seal basking in the sun, above 
which ‘‘Magdalen Island Token” appears, while on the reverse is ‘‘Success 
to the Fishery’’ and the vaiue ‘‘One Penny’’ and a specimen of the genus 
haddock. 

What is known as the ‘‘bouquet’’ series of tokens were. very common in 
Lower Canada. They were so designated because of the fact that each bore 
on the obverse a bouquet of flowers in addition to the ‘‘Trade & Agriculture, 
Bas Canada.’’ There were many varieties of this token and the earliest 
date is 1837. On the reverse the usual inscription was ‘‘Token” or ‘‘Bank 
Token” and ‘‘Montreal,’’ while ‘‘Un Sou” appeared partially encircled by 
laurel leaves. 


EXHIBITION OF MEDALLIC PORTRAITS BY MR. T. SPICER-SIMSON. 


Boston was tortunate in having an exhibition during the week of Novem- 
ber 19-24, at the Massachusetts Historical Society, of the work of the 
eminent English artist, Mr. T. Spicer-Simson, who had gathered together 
97 specimens of his medallic portraits, chiefly of British authors, but also 
including many medals of American interest, such as his medal in memory 
of the entry of the United States into the World War. An appreciative 
foreword to the catalogue by Mr. Newell added greatly to the interest of 
the exhibition. The collection showed many notable examples of Mr. Spicer- 
Simson’s genius, especially of his delicacy of modelling, while in some cases

strongly marked faces, such as that of George Meredith, were very success- 
ful. The exhibition was largely attended and many enthusiastic comments 
were heard. On the opening day a reception given by the Society brought in 
many interested friends. It is to be hoped that other distinguished foreign 
artists may follow Mr. Spicer-Simson’s example and afford us° an oppor- 
tunity to see their work. M. §S. 


Mr. Newell’s Foreword. 


iMr. Spicer-Simson is well known to collectors and connoisseurs in Europe. 
There his work is to be found as part of the permanent collections of all 
the principal museums. The opportunity of seeing a large number of his 
medals brought together in one exhibition will not fail to create a very 
great interest in America, where only a few examples have been acquired by 
the public collections. 

The variety shown is remarkable, and the means employed to express 
the individuality of his subjects as varied as they are imaginative. 

To his own inborn ability Mr. Spicer-Simson adds that inestimable quality 
so often lacking in present-day artists—-an understanding and appreciation, 
as thorough as it is sympathetic, of the great masters of the past. It is 
rare to see reflected in the work of one man so many Of the characteristic 
qualities of the Greek, of Roman and of Italian masterpieces, the graceful 
lines, the subtle modelling, the sure instinct for balance and spacing of 
the Greek, the truthfulness and ability in portraiture of the Roman and of 
his pupil and descendant the Quatrocento Italian. ‘To all, Mr. Spicer-Sim- 
son adds his own originality of thought, a sensitiveness of touch, a some- 
thing that is perhaps as much the poet’s as the artist’s. 

Medallic art is at once one of the highest achievements of human genius, 
as it is one of the most difficult and exacting mediums of artistic expression. 
To the obvious points of contact between medallic art and the so-called 
major art of sculpture, are to be reckoned in favor of the former, the added 
charm that resides in the compactness of the form, the spacing, the letter- 
ing, and above all in the intimate and human interest which is the very 
nature of the medal. Here we have a form of sculpture on a scale that 
allows of it being taken in the hand, giving it that intimate character not 
wholly attainable by the more popular forms of art. Thus may be obtained 
the varying play of light which gives distinct changes of expression to the 
features and a consequent semblance of life to the portrait. Like its older 
sisters of sculpture and, painting the portrait medal should possess, per- 
haps to an even greater ‘degree, beauty of life, of form, of composition, and 
even of color suggestion. 

As usual it was Greek genius that first conceived the great artistic and 
commemorative possibilities presented by a piece of metal of coin-like as- 
pect. Thus their coins often assumed the form and appearance of a com- 
memorative medal, though still serving as a medium of exchange. We are 
justified in assigning the origin of the medal to the Greeks, for they were 
not only the pioneers in perpetuating records of great events or personages 
in this manner, but they were the people who laid and established the can- 
ons and ideals of that art whose most beautiful examples today are the 
incomparably gloricus coins of the Greek cities of Sicily and Magna Graecia. 
Although the famous silver medallions of Syracuse are undoubtedly coins, 
still, in other respects, they possess all the characteristics of the medal. 

The Romans carried the commemorative issues of the Greeks a step near- 
er to our conception of the true medal. From Augustus to Theodoric and 
Justinian, the Roman rulers made a practice of striking gold and silver 
pieces of medallic form and commemorative of notable events in their 
reigns. As these pieces were all multiples of current coins it is conceivable 
that at times they might have been put in circulation. Our literary sources 
however speak of them as having been struck with the basic idea of gifts 
from the throne to important personages cf the empire. In addition to 
these quasi medals many of the emperors actually did strike large and ex-. 
ceedingly beautiful medals in bronze which had no relation to the current 
coin. They are fine examples of the best. in Roman art and,. though. not 
signed, are undoubtedly from the hands of the LOrenIase artists of, their 
kind. 

The private and personal medal had not yet appeared. This was destined 
to be one of the glories of the Italian Renaissance. The Italian artist, new- 
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ly awakened and sensitive to ail forms of beauty, strove to emulate and sur- 
pass the handsome products of the Roman mint which directly inspired him. 
The numerous princes, the powerful nobles, the rich merchants, the litterati 
of the rising Italian cities of those days, continually striving among them- 
selves and intensely individualistic, were consumed with the desire of per- 
petuating their achievements, their fame, and their features for all time. 
This spirit soon produced the true medal or medallion such as we know it. 
The tendencies of our times, resembling in their individualistic develop- 
ment those of the Renaissance, have again brought about a great revival of 
this monumental yet delicate art of which Mr. Spicer-Simson is such an 
eminent exponent. 


SCULPTORS NOW MODEL WORLD'S COINS IN CLAY. 


There is much intormation, and some romance as well, in the fifty-third 
annual report of the Deputy Master and Controller of the Royal (British) 
Mint, which has just been issued for the year 1922. The United States led 
the world in the value of coins issued. The day of the old artistic die-cutter 
is gone, and has given place to the sculptor, who carves in clay the model 
from which coins and medals are cut. At the Paris Mint the Deputy Con- 
troller found the medal department easily the first in Europe and also 
plenty of reminiscences of the late Jacques Wiener, who, until his death, in 
1899, had for 30 years been the leading medalist in Belgium, if not in 
Europe. He was the designer of the first Belgian postage stamps as well 
as of her first modern coins. 

The introduction of the reducing machine—an invention claimed both by 
France and England—to a great extent has eliminated the engraver in the 
die, who worked with absolute knowledge of the final effect and in the 
actual size of the medal to be struck. While admitting the cheapness and 
prodigality of the new process, which requires a sculptor and not an en- 
graver, the author deplores the defects of finish, particularly in the case of 
the War and Victory Medals. He believes, however, that in time the faults 
now visible in coin and medal may be remedied if only sculptors and other 
plastic artists have more reverence for their work, and he adds: “It is 
necessary also to understand the technique of the small steel punch pro- 
duced from the model by the reducing machine, from which the working 
dies are prepared. In other words, it is not only necessary to be a sculptor, 
but to be a medalist, possessing at least something of the eye and skill of 
the old engravers. 

“Under the practice which ceased on the death, in 1902, of G. W. De- 
Saulles, whose post of engraver to the mint has not been filled, the engraver 
was responsible for taking the drawing or model of the artist, and, where 
necessary in consultation with the artist, for making such adaptations as 
might be required in order to produce a satisfactory coin or medal. 

“Since that date, however, it has been the practice to go to the artist 
direct and to be satisfied with the very literal interpretation of his model 
which results from the use of the reducing machine. It was clear that in 
this way an important connecting link had gradually come to be omitted 
and that good results from the artistic point of view could only be obtained 
either by doing something to revive the art of direct engraving or by giving 
facilities to the outside sculptor or modeler to keep in the very closest 
touch with his work as it left the reducing machine and proceeded through 
the various stages at the mint toward the production of the finished coin 
or medal. Moreover, this work should be supervised by a body of experts 
who are able to visualize what a large design will look like when it has 
been reduced to the size of the coin or medal required. 

“But artists, like other people, must live, and it is obvious that the ordi- 
nary requirements of the State for medals, coins or seals must always be 
insufficient in themselves to make it worth while for any considerable num- 
ber of artists to devote themselves to the medallic art. They must, in addi- 
tion, have private orders, and plenty of them.” 

The total number of coins struck in the pressroom of the mint in 1922 
was 187,730,740. The number of good pieces passed in the weighing room 
was 99.05 per cent. of the total received from the pressroom. The total 
number of medals issued was 90,192, compared with 129,662 in 1921. As 
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a comment on the British changed currency caused by the war, it may be 
noted that since 1918 no sovereigns nor half-sovereigns have been struck 
at the mint, but in 1912 the number was 36,542,237. The number of silver 
coins struck last year was 92,340,208, representing £6,328,281; of bronze, 
37,038,658, representing £100,848. J. deL. 


UNCLE SAM HAS FINE COIN COLLECTION. 


(Under the above caption Norman C, McLeod writes interestingly in the 
Washington Post of November 25 on the national coin collection in the 
Smithsonian Institution, the greater part of which was the Philadelphia 
Mint collection until last summer, when it was transferred to Washington. 
A part of the article is printed below.) 


A coin collection of the first magnitude is the latest addition to the nation- 
al treasure at Washington. Until now the United States has been able to 
make no particular boast as a collector of rare coins and medals. The 
Government has owned an abundance of material, but it has not been avail- 
able in the form of a comprehensive collection. The treasure has been 
divided, with inevitable loss of value. With the removal of the Philadelphia 
mint collection to Washington, and its consolidation with the material owned 
by the Smithsonian Institution, the American people have ready access to 
one of the great collections of the world. 

This concentration of the Philadelphia and Washington collections is 
taken as the initial step in giving the United States a place in the ranks of 
nations which have taken numismatics with the seriousness the science de- 
serves. Numismatics may be described as covering coins, medals and deco- 
rations. In these three branches it affords a wide field for historical study 
and a wealth of human interest, dealing with the progress of nations, the 
development of civilization and the individual achievements of the human 
race. 

The fact that Uncle Sam’s rich treasure of material has always been 
scattered has convinced close observers that a coin collection divided against 
itself cannot stand the test of usefulness. Because of the fact that part of 
the material was in Philadelphia and the remainder in Washington, neither 
portion has received proper attention at the hands of the Government or 
public. To give the collection full value it has been made a collection in 
the true sense of the word. Under orders from Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon the coins at the mint have been transferred to Washington to take 
their place with the Smithsonian material, and give the nation a display 
worthy of the name. Students hail this as the most important advance yet 
made in the United States in connection with the science of numismatics. 

Recent visitors to the Smithsonian have found Curator Belote busily 
engaged in the installation of the material, old and new. To Mr. Belote 
the move is of great importance from the historical standpoint. American 
history is his special study and problem, and as curator of the division of 
history he recognizes the value of the combined collection. The newly or- 
ganized display aggregates approximately 50,000 pieces. With one excep- 
tion it is the largest assemblage of specimens in the United States. As far 
as public exhibit is concerned it is the largest. The one collection of greater 
size is that of the American Numismatie Society, in New York. The New 
York material is intended primarily for research, while the greater Smithso- 
nian collection is the property of the public, and will command the inter- 
ested attention of students and sightseers alike. 

The express purpose of the concentration is to let the display in its en- 


tirety be open for both public and research workers. The scientist and col-- 


lector will have every facility for study in connection with the valuable 
tokens, and at the same time the general run of daily visitors will have full 
reason to regard them as their own. 

The significance of the move is very striking. The Smithsonian is one 
of the most popular places in Washington. The daily attendance, through- 
out the year, runs into large figures and shows the strong lure of the insti- 
tution for the people of America and the world at large. The assembly of 
the nation’s treasure of coins, medals and decorations in this national center 
gives it an established audience which is widely representative. 

These considerations were influential in bringing the transfer of the

Philadelphia collection. An added factor was that the Smithsonian has the 
liberal space necessary to adequate display the great wealth of material. 
It is stated that there is no other place in the country in which it would be 
possible to render the collection accessible in such a satisfactory fashion. 

The Philadelphia assemblage embraced coins, tokens and medals of broad 
range and extreme importance. The Smithsonian collection was exceptional 
in its gathering of medals and decorations. In combination the two give 
the Pee States a vast store of material in which great national pride may 
be taken 


MEDALS FOR MITH. 


For the first time since the days of Louis XIV the French Government 
has signally honored the profession of mirth-maker. L’Angely was a sort 
of Secretary of Smiles in the Cabinet of the Grand Monarch—the last of the 
titled court jesters. And now France has awarded and will bestow the deco- 
ration of the Academic Palms on her three most popular clowns, the Fra- 
tellini brothers, in recognition of their services as almoners of good cheer 
at a time when sorrow and trouble are all too universal. The citation which 
accompanies the medallions praises the fraternal buffoons for ‘‘their magic 
power of creating wholesome laughter among those who are too unfamiliar 
with smiles.’’ 

In the days before the movies and the circus, when crowned kings every- 
where sat uvon gilded thrones, it was the custom among princes and nobles 
to attach to their courts and households both fools and jesters, whose job 
it was to drive dull care away. The fools were sometimes but half-wits 
whose droll antics would make a bored king laugh in spite of himself. The 
jesters were not infrequently satirists of the keenest intelligence with a 
genius for repartee. Such was the famous Archie Armstrong, the official 
jester of James I and his son Charles, and Chicot, the jester to Henry III 
and IV, around whose life Alexander Dumas whote a full-length novel. 
King Arthur knighted his jester, Sir Dagonet. And many of the fools of 
Shakespeare are aS famous for their wisdom as for their folly. 

Fortunate is the man—or the nation—whose smiling face mirrors a happy 
heart. But if the heart is not glad, but sad, that is all the more reason for 
lifting a shelter of laughter against the storm of sorrow. Ceratinly France 
in recent years has suffered grievously. And yet, in the midst of her sea of 
troubles, she has seen fit to reward these motley messengers of mirth. Is 
not this a sign of moral healih and spiritual courage? And is there not in 
it a message for all of us? It takes a deal of courage to be cheerful, and 
appreciate humor and comedy, when Fortune frowns. It takes a deal of 
courage to be joyous when heaith or happiness, or both, forsake and desert 
us. But the man worth while is the man who can smile when everything 
goes dead wrong.—Public Ledger. 


THE NEWEST RHINELAND CURRENCY. 


Paper money in the occupied areas of Germany was expected to be re- 
placed before Christmas, by a new currency backed by gold, according to a 
press dispatch from Dusseldorf. The new bill is for 4 marks 20 pfennigs, 
or the value of the American dollar. 

Instead of being financed by private concerns, it was planned that issue 
will be made by the Landsbank of the Rhine Province, aided by the German 
Government. This arrangement came as a complete surprise, as it had been 
intended to establish a Rhenish issue bank at Cologne, financed by German, 
Belgian, French, Dutch and Swiss private capital. 

The originators of the new system have expressly avoided use of the term 
“Rhenish mark’ in connection with the new issue or anything suggesting 
separation from the Reich Government. It therefore will be known as the 
“gold mark.’’ 

In order to forestall possible hoarding of the new money the plans pro- 
vide that from the time it first makes its appearance all taxes and all money 
transactions with the public authorities must be in the new currency.

NEXT MONTH’S ISSUE A LINCOLN NUMBER. 


Next month’s (February) issue of THkE NUMISMATIST will be almost en- 
tirely devoted to ‘‘Lincoln in Numismatics.’”’ As announced last month, the 
main feature will be the list of Lincoln medals, tokens, coins, ete., compiled 
by Mr. Robt. P. King, of Erie, Pa. It contains accurate descriptions of 
nearly 900 pieces, each of which is a die variety. The varieties of metals 
are not included in this number, although each description will give the 
various metals in which each has been struck. 

A descriptive list of bank notes and paper money containing Lincoln’s 
portrait has been prepared by iMr. D. C. Wismer, of Hatfield, Pa., with the 
assistance of a number of paper money collectors. Several of these notes 
will also be illustrated. 

Mr. George H. Blake, of Jersey City, N. J., has prepared a list of United 
States paper money with the portrait of Lincoln for this issue. 

The issue will also contain some contributed articles on Lincolniana not 
strictly numismatic, but which will be of interest to all collectors. 

The frontispiece will be a reproduction of an extremely rare silk ribbon 
‘badge of Lincoln, engraved from an original photograph by Brady. 

The illustrations alone will occupy about 20 pages, and among the pieces 
illustrated will be a number of decidedly novel ones. As a rule, the rarer 
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or more interesting pieces will be illustrated. Mr. King’s list also contains 
a great deal of valuable historical information on the pieces described. 

A number of extra copies of the February issue will be printed for those 
who want an extra copy for a checking list. The price will be 50 cents a 
copy, and orders should be sent promptly, accompanied by cash. A little 
later the price will probably be advanced to $1. 


THE COIN EXHIBIT AT NEW ROCHELLE. 


The recent exhibit of coins, medals and paper money at the Public Libra- 
ry, New Rochelle, N. Y., by the New York Numismatic Club was a success 
from every point of view. It was open to the public daily from { to 9 P. M. 
during the week of October 27 to November 2. The exhibit was in charge of 
a committee composed of George H. Blake, chairman; Eben. Beesley and 
Julius Gutag, the two latter gentiemen being residents of New Rochelle. 

Several days during the week the New Rochelle Standard-Star contained 
articles describing at length different features of the exhibit. Considerable 
interest was also shown by the students of the schools, several parties of 
30 to 40 pupils, with their teachers, attending in a body at different times. 

The officers of the library were much gratified by the success of the ex- 
hibit, the librarian stating that it was one of the best attended exhibitions 
ever held at the library. Members of the committee were constantly on 
hand to answer any questions that might be asked. The principal exhibit- 
ors were as follows: 

Mr. Miller—British tokens. 

Mr. Robertson—Medals of noted composers. 

Dr. Valentine—Continental and fractional currency. 

Mr. Smith—Jenny Lind medals. 

Mr. Boyd—FPresidential medals and Asiatic coins. 

Mr. Beesley—British coins and medals, Swedish plate money, Siamese 
coins, German war currency and coins. 

Mr. Blake—United States currency. 

Mr. Raymond—Greek and Roman coins. 

Mr. Wormser—Large-size European silver coins and Austrian emergency 
paper money. 

Mr. Guttag—Entire United States series of coins, broken-bank notes, shin- 
plasters with Lincoln’s head, Chinese coins and odd-shaped pieces and for- 
eign encased postage stamps. 


NEW ACQUISITIONS FOR THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 


The British Museum trustees in November made a number of important 
additions to the coin collections. Among the most interesting of these is a 
gold coin of Lysimachus, King of Thrace, one of the successors of Alexan- 
der the Great. The coin bears the name of Lysimachus, but the type of 
Alexander, though later Lysimachus struck off coins of his own, and is a 
very rare specimen. A similar coin of another of Alexander’s successors, 
Demetrius, the Sacker of Cities, has also been acquired, and this, too, bears 
the type of Alexander, both of the coins having been derived from the col- 
Tection of Alexander, the Grand Duke of Russia. 

Other additions to the collection include: A rare silver coin from the 
Island of Tenos, in the Archipelago, stamped with a youthful head of Zeus 
Ammon, and on the reverse a seated figure of Poseidon—the only other 
good specimen known being at Berlin, though there is a battered example 
‘in the Paris collection—and a coin of peculiar interest struck by King 
Agathocles, ruler of Bactria in the Second Century B. C. and evidently a 
usurper. That this was the case is clear from the series of political mani- 
festoes that he issued in the shape of coins, on which his own name appears, 
with the portraits of a series of predecessors on the reverse. The coins 
with the first four of these predecessors, Alexander the Great, Antiochus II, 
Diodotus, and Euthydemus, were already known, and all of them are in the 
Museum collection; it is the fifth of the series that has now been acquired, 
showing the portrait of Demetrius, and it is the only example of the coin 
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known. The collections have also been enriched by four very rare gold 
coins of the Sassanian Dynasty of Persia, all of which are either unique or 
unknown, except for a single other specimen. They include a coin of Chros- 
oles the Great, about whose period it is interesting to note that it was writ- 
ten in the time of Justinian that even the Persians did not dare to strike 
gold coins.—Lendon Morning Post. 


A FREAK COIN. 


The Montreal Weekly Star says that a traveler who had occasion to tender 
a treasury note when going aboard a Medway (HEngland) pleasure steamer 
was surprised on examining his change to discover that he had become the 
possessor of a picture of the King apparently enjoying a cigar. 

The coin on which the illusion appears, a 1915 half-crown, was tested 
three times and found perfectly genuine, in spite of the fears of the owner, 
Sergt. J. McColl, Royal Marines, Chatham, on first examining it. 


“We have seen some coinage freaks, but never one like this,’ said an 
official at the Royal Mint to a newspaper representative. ‘‘The cause of the 
‘cigar’ which the King is smoking is a bubble in the particular metal used 
in the series, an alloy of silver and nickel, which, though it gave an excel- 
lent white color to the coins made from it, was, we found, extremely difficult 
to mix properly, with the consequence that in the £14,000,000 worth of 
coins issued there was many flaws.”’ 


SWEDISH NUMISMATIC SOCIETY FIFTY-YEAR JUBILEE MEDAL. 


This year’s annual and Fifty-year Jubilee medal is struck in honor of its 
late President. The obverse shows the profile of Victor Edvard Lilienberg 
with name and F. 1839 D. 1876. The reverse has on a table the inscription, 


“Svenska Numismatiska Foreningens 50 Ars Jubil 1923,’ surrounded by a 
vine with flowers and leaves, and at bottom, ‘“‘C. W. Burmester, Don.” (See 
THE NumisMatist for September, 1921, page 403.) J. del. 
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THE HUDSON BAY “BLANKETS.” 


Various names have been applied to paper money of all kinds, and usually 
the name was intended to include all notes of a particular class. The name 
“blankets,” however, is believed to have been applied only to the large 
notes issued by the Hudson Bay Company, principally in the 1840’s. 


Through the courtesy of William Butler, of Toronto, we are enabled to 
reproduce one of these “blankets.” These were issued in three different 
denominations and were 5x4% inches in size. Other details of these is- 
sues wiil be found on page 315 (July) and page 399 (September) of our 
volume for 19238. 


THE ZERBE EXHIBIT OF MONEY IN GUINCY, ILL. 


Since the Montreal Convention of the A. N. A. Ex-President Farran Zerbe 
has been touring Ohio, Indiana and Illinois and some adjacent territory with 
his educational exhibit of Money of the World. While exhibiting at Quincy, 
Ill., two broken-bank notes of that city in his eollection caused considerable 
discussion, which led to a research of the history of financial institutions in 
Quincy. In the Quincy Daily Heraid of November 8, in the column ‘“‘The 
Old Reporter Lights His Pipe,’ the writer comments at length on the two 
notes, and recites some history of the banks’of the city in the 50s, during 
which the notes were dated. The conclusion was reached that the notes 
were not in circulation in Quincy, but were used at points remote from their 
place of issuance. Mr. Zerbe’s exhibit was under the patronage of the State > 
Savings, Loan and Trust Company of Quincy.

NEW COIN ISSUES OF EUROPE, 


Through the courtesy of Guttag Bros., New York City, we illustrate sev- 
eral new issues of coins: . 


First is the 100 lire (gold) of the Fascisti regime of Italy. The type is 
similar to the nickel two-lire token-coin illustrated in our November is- 
sue and is very attractive. 


Second is the one and two ducat gold pieces of Czecho-Slovakia, dated 
1923, which were issued on the fifth anniversary of the republic. St. Wen- 
ceslaus, the prince of Bohemia, is depicted on the coins, with the prayer of 


his people, ‘‘Do not allow us or our descendants to perish.” Both are of 
the same type. 


Third is the 5 


and 10 pfennig pieces on a gold 
of Hamburg. 


Fourth is a necessity piece, struck in brass, for 50,000,000 mark, for the 
Ruhr district. There are also pieces of denominations of 100,000,000 and 
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200,000,000 mark. The obverse design shows Prometheus (Germany) 
shackled while an eagie (France) is biting his liver. The design on the 
reverse is a flame, with inscription surrounding. The two designs are from 
Greek mythology. 


From another source come three other new issues: 


First, a Japanese half yen piece. The obverse reads ‘450 Sen,’ and the 
reverse, “Japan—12th year Taisho Dynasty’”’ (1923). 


Second, the new Russian gold coin, which supplants the ruble as standard 
currency, called a chervonets, corresponding in value approximately to $5, 
issued in 1923. The particular feature of the inscription is the Bolshevist 
motto, ‘‘Proletarians of the World, Unite!” 


Third, the Gangut ruble. This extremely interesting ruble should possibly 
more strictly be classed as a pattern, as it never was placed in circulation. 
Its story is closely allied to that of the tragedy of the Russian dynasty and 
the World War. It was struck by the Czarist Government in order to be 
issued in commemoration of the naval battle of the Gangut, which occurred 
July 27, 1714, and in which Peter the Great won an important victory. It 
was to be issued upon July 27, 1914 (Russian calendar), as the dates in- 
dicate, in connection with the festivities upon this anniversary. However, 
on July 19, 1914 (Russian calendar), the World War broke out, the cele- 
bration was called off and all coins of precious metals were hoarded or kept 
in the Government reserve. Subsequently, the Soviet “Government over- 
threw the Czarist regime and aimed to destroy all reminders of it. This 
unissued coinage was discovered by the Soviet officials, and it was decreed 
that the entire supply was to be melted up. An official entrusted with the 
remelting managed to retain a few pieces, and the foreign informant of our 
correspondent, with the greatest difficulty, succeeded in obtaining five speci- 
mens, probably all that escaped from the Czarist wreck. The fact that this 
is the first specimen which, after nine years since its date of issue, has made 
its appearance, and that it took our correspondent six months to get is 
from Europe, would stamp this story as truth. This piece has an edge in- 
scription, “Pure Silver, 4 Solotnics, 21 Dola.”’ 
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FINLAND NUMISMATIC SOCIETY COMMEMORATIVE MEDALS. 


The Finland Numismatic Society at Helsingfors has issued three medals in 
commemoration of Swedish generals in the war of, 1808-1809. 

“George Carl Von Dobeln * 1758 * 1820” is the inscription about the 
border of a medal showing his bust in a high-collared uniform of that time. 
The reverse has an exceedingly delicate border of laurel broken at the base 
by minute letters, ‘“‘Num F. i F.—MCMXXI.”’ Inside this border is a circle 
of scimiters, one of which is cut by the lightning stroke delivered from a 
sabre thrust swiftly by a strong arm from the clouds. Between this central 
motif and the delicate border is ‘‘Valan Till Strid Till Slag Var Kamp Blir 


Skon I Dag Blir Dobelns Dag,” above, and below, “1808-1809, beneath 
which, in smaller lettering and above the broken laurel is, ‘““Outplanligt ar 
Hans Namn I F'nilands Hafder Ristadt.’’ The relief is low, the modeling 
easy, yet true, and the execution of the work in bronze is beautiful. This - 
is one of three medais by I. Munsterhjelm, the Finnish artist, all being 
types of the Empire period, showing similar care in the design of the let- 
tering and beauty of execution, rivalling the best French work. 

The other two medals, however, have a distinetion and beauty which 
words or illustration cannot well convey. On the medal inscribed ‘“* 1757 
Carl Johan Adlercreutz * 1815,’’ the bust is simplified of all unessential 
detail and peers out from beneath a cockaded Napoleonic hat with a vitality 
enhanced by its restraint of design and clarity of execution. The reverse 


shows the General looking back at his armies moving across the Finnish 
landscape, with the morning sun breaking through the clouds. The inscrip-~ 
eu around this design is “Han Agde Kraft Och Mod Att Radda Finlands 
pay: Nad 
The third. medal, of “Johan August Sandels * 1764 * 1831,” is not so 
happy in the handling of the features, which present an awkward problem 
about the mouth. On the reverse however, a poetic height is reached in 
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the landscape treatment which I have never seen surpassed. In the fore- 
ground three trumpeters stand blowing to the morning. In the middle 
distance the water waves towards one, rippling with the first breeze of 
dawn. Beyond, the sun rises, scattering the mists of night, above which an 


od 


eagle soars into the light. The inscription ‘‘Stigande Djarft Som Den 
Hvilade Orn,’ seems to have entered into the artists hand. This is very 
difficult to translate. The flanking years are ‘1808” ‘1809’? and beneath 
years, ‘““Tacksamt Af Det Land Han Varnat Med Sitt Svard.” The name of 
the company executing these medals, Dertel, is struck in the rim.

NOTE WITH SMALL ENGRAVED HEAD OF WASHINGTON. 


John E. Morse, of Hadley, Mass., sends us a $10 note of the State of 
North Carolina, January 9, 1862 (Bradbeer No. 81), which is not common 
in itself, but which, he says, is the first he has ever owned printed on the 
back of a North Carolina bond. This note shows on the back several coupons 
of the bond, which were payable at the Bank of the Republic, New York 
City, on July 1, 1872. On the two upper corners of each coupon is what 
Mr. Morse says is the smallest engraved head of Washington known. 


A $10 note of the Bank of the State of Georgia, January 1, 1859, also 
shows the small head of Washington and scroll work that appears on the 
coupons. Portions of both this note and the coupon are illustrated here, 
showing the small head of Washington, 


AND THE QUARTER CAME BACK.

Obituary. 
CHARLES E. WALTERS. 


Charles E. Walters, 1540 North Fifty-eighth street, Philadelphia, Pa., 
died at his home on November 6 as a result of hemorrhage of the brain two 
days before. He had been ill for about two weeks prior to his death, but 
had been able to attend to his correspondence and business until he was 
stricken. He was 42 years of age and is survived by his widow, Mrs. Bessie 
Walters. 

Mr. Walters had been a member of the American Numismatic Associa- 
tion for several years and was known to many members through his busi- 
ness as a dealer in coins, paper money and stamps. He attended the Balti- 
more Convention of the A. N. A. in 1916. ‘His death, in the prime of life, 
will be regretted by all members of the Association. 


A FEW WORDS FROM ALDEN SCOTT BOYER. 
First Vice-President of the American Numismatic Association, 


During the years that I have been a collector I do not recollect the day 
when I have been more pleased at securing an addition to my collection than 
recently, when I acquired from one of my brother A. N. A. members a two- 
year 5 per cent. interest-bearing $50 U.S. note, dated 1864, which he had 
just discovered in a hoard. I am familiar with one and three year interest 
notes, but never before have I seen a two-year note. I am wondering if 
they are known to other A. N. A. members? At the time I write this I am 
“at sea’’ on the Leviathan and do not have access to Blake’s book, so do not 
know whether he lists it or not. 

Yesterday, in talking with one of the engineers on the ship, I learned he 
was from Wilmington, N. C. Collectors of early bank bills will at once 
recognize this as the city in which the Bank of Cape Fear was located. This 
bank, to my mind, issued some of the most beautiful early notes that went 
into circulation. I always take considerable pride in showing my $6 and 
$7 denomination notes of this bank. I have always considered the $6 one 
a scarce, if not a rare, ‘‘wild-catter.’’ Mr. Smith (the Leviathan engineer) 
told me that it was his recollection that the head of the Bank of Cape Fear 
was Mr. McCaulley, who was chased out of town, and this broke up the bank. 

When traveling I meet many people, and, due to my interest in the sub- 
ject, the conversations usually drift to numismatics. Many people ask me 
the meaning of the word, so I, of course, have to have an answer. While I 
realize that it is not perfect, I will leave it for you to decide. 

Numismatics as a word comes from the Latin word Numisma, which 
means ‘‘a coin,’’ and numismatics is the science which treats of the art, 
origin and history of coins. It is clear and well known that medals, tokens 
and paper money are nowadays included in the study of numismatics, but 
they are, however, only brought into the scope of the science by the wide 
and liberal extension of the word. 

A coin, according to my idea, is a piece of metal of certain weight and 
shape bearing an inscription stamped upon it by the government or authority 
which issued it, which guarantees its weight and metallic fineness. A coin 
differs from a medal in that it serves as an exchange medium, while a med- 
al is usually a commemorative or decorative piece. 

I usually summarize the beginning of coinage by telling the following 
or parts of it: 

The first coins made were issued in Asia Minor about 700 B. C., so coin-

- age is about 2600 years old. At first coins were but crude, button-shaped 
lumps of white gold, of a definite weight, bearing the likeness of a lion, a 
bull, a beetle or other such emblem. This decoration was done by placing 
the lump of gold on a die and mauling it into the die depression with a 
crude punch and a hammer. Naturally, the punch marks on the early 
coins are usually more visible than the emblem or device, which showed 
on but one side only. Previous to the issuing of coins, lumps, rings and 
bars of gold and silver were employed in exchange, but these were of odd 
and irregular weight and were weighed before being given in exchange. 

It was probably the Lydian or Ionian bankers or traders who issued the 
first coins, because there seems to be no civic or regal types on them. It is 
for this reason I believe they were privately minted. The white gold of 
which they were made is called electrum, which is a natural mixture of 
gold and silver as it was found in the mines in Asia Minor. Notwithstand- 
ing the crudity of these early coins, every specimen I have examined has 
been of a definite weight. These early coins are classed as Greek coins, 
and the Greek issues extended from 700 B. C. to 268 A. D., the year of the 
death of Gallienus the Roman Emperor. it is of course understood that the 
issues became very beautiful and decorative along after the first years of 
coinage. The Romans issued their coins from 338 B. C. to the fall of the 
Roman Empire, in 476 A. D. 

Medieval coinage began at the fall of the Roman Empire, in 476 A. D., 
and extended down to about the 16th century. 

The beginning of the making of modern coins began with the invention 
of the ‘‘mill and screw” press early in 1600 in France. England adopted 
this method in 1651, and by 1662 this ‘“‘machinery’’ method was generally 
adopted in all countries and did away with the old hand and hammer meth- 
od and gave the world’s coinage mechanical exactness and uniformity. 

The rich King Croesus, who reigned from 561 to 546 B. C., issued the 
first pure gold and pure silver coins. 

Coin collectors generally are familiar with the reproductions of the ob- 
long bean-shaped pieces decorated with the lion facing the bull, shown in 
all the coin books dealing with early coins. These are the staters of Croesus, 
and the style of their decoration is what is classed as ‘‘archaic style.’’ 10 
of these pieces in silver were worth one in gold. These coins were issued 
in large numbers and became a sort of an international coinage and were 
accepted and passed readily in all the markets of the ancient world. Thus, 
back in 561 B. C. we have the beginning of a uniform money system, each 
piece having a definite and fixed value, the same as is used today. 


CLEVELAND, THE CONVENTION CITY. 


Probably nowhere outside of New York City is there a more magnificent 
shopping district than in Cleveland. Wide streets accommodate the tremen- 
dous vehicular traffic and broad sidewalks permit the rapid passage of the 
hundreds of thousands who throng this district daily.

But above all is the remarkable transformation which has occurred in 
this district during the past few years. Business houses have spread out 
over a larger area and have moved eastward along Euclid avenue and ad- 
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jacent thoroughfares; magnificent buildings have been erected; the very 
latest of designs in store architeture have been followed; store windows, 
so attractive that they compel the passerby to tarry and view their artistic 
displays, exhibit the latest styles and creations of this country and of Europe. 

In Cleveland today are many of the finest retail stores and restaurants in 
the United States. Merchants, as though spurred by the incentive that wide 
stretes and sidewalks and magnificent buildings offer, have striven to outdo 
one another in making their establishments attain perfection in beauty and 
artistic qecoration.. This thought is unconsciously conveyed to the visitor, 
and the result is that Cleveland’s shopping district has become nationally 
famous. 

The same idea has been carried out by theatrical enterprises, and in 1920 
seven elaborate playhouses were erected, augmenting Cleveland’s previously 
ample facilities for the amusement of theatre lovers. These playhouses, 
for the drama, vaudeville and motion pictures, are the last word in archi- 
tectural design. Four of the new theatres are located in the upper section 
of Euclid avenue, recently occupied by mercantile establishments. These 
theatres, which alone provide more than 11,000 seats, are within the same 
block, now known as ‘“‘Playhouse Square.’’

MANY MINOR COINS REMELTED. 


The coins that jingle in America’s. pockets wear down very gradually, but 
the aggregate of those defaced is so large that the five-cent and one-cent 
pieces returned to the Philadelphia Mint for remelting during the last five 
years would amount to five and one-half car loads at 50,000 pounds a ioad. 

This estimate was obtained from H. D. Coleman, superintendent of the 
melting and refining department at the Mint. Mr. Coleman has been melt- 
ing coins for the Government nearly a quarter of a century. 

“For the five years from 1917 to 1921,’’ he said, ‘‘the coinage of nickels 
and one-cent pieces amounted to more than 214,000,000 troy ounces, or so 
much metal that it would require five trains of fifty- -six cars each, holding 
50,000 pounds.a.car, to transport the load.’ 
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Turning to the subject of gold, he said that the vaults of the Govern- 
ment were filled to overflowing with bullion of the highest grade. 

“The stock of gold bars. in storage today amounts to nearly one-half of 
the $8,000,090,000 that represent the-world’s supply of the yellow metal...” 
The stock in our vaults is largely fine gold and gold with a good copper 
alloy, perfectly suitable for coinage purposes as it is; except that. if it rep- . 
resents the standard of the British it must be lowered with more copper to 
have it conform to our standard of 900 fine. British gold coin is 916% fine. 

“There is not much silver on hand in Uncle Sam’s vaults ready for coin- 
age, however. Since the Pittman Act was repealed, the Government has 
been buying little white metal, and there still is left from this account more 
than 12,000,000 ounces of fine metal to be made into standard silver dollars, 
to go down into storage and replace those melted up and sold during the 
war to the Allies.’’- 


A CANADIAN PRE-CONFEDERATION EMERGENCY ISSUE. 


Through the courtesy of William Butler, of Toronto, we illustrate a Pre- 
Confederation emergency issue of Canada, by Watkins & Harris. The fol- 
lowing details are also supplied by Mr. Butler: 


There are three denominations, viz., 7% pence, 15 pence and 2 shillings 
6 pence, or half a dollar. These bills were about 6 inches long, 214 inches 
wide, and were printed on India paper. Such notes will be a perpetual re- 
minder of the days when Canada valued everything in ‘‘Halifax currency”’ 
and when the Government did not provide sufficient small change. The 
decimal system was not adopted in Canada until 1858 and the Canadian 
Government did not issue its own silver coinage until that date. A motley 
array of British, American, French, Spanish, and even Mexican coinage 
circulated in Canada at that time, and merchants kept their accounts in 
Mexican dollars. Then, too, considerable confusion was caused by the fact 
that the shilling had different values in the various provinces. Individual 
firm notes are very rare, however, for the many banks issued all the notes 
that were really necessary, but the Watkins & Harris notes were issued 
during a ‘“‘short change” period. 


COIN COLLECTION FOUND HIDDEN IN MADRID. 


A press dispatch from Madrid says that with the intention of familiarizing 
himself with all the material at his command as head engraver at the 
“Centro Artistico’”’ of Engraving and Reproduction, Enriquo Baquero re- 
cently made a careful investigation of the contents of the building. In the 
course of the inspection tour he came upon an interesting old cabinet con- 
taining sliding panels, secret compartments and many small drawers, each 
with its own key. Inside was found a collection of national and foreign 
coins. The coins were handed over to experts to catalogue according to 
country, value and metal. The collection includes coins from Russia, Peru, 
Uruguay, Siam, China, Japan, Turkey, Egypt, Greece, England, France, Italy, 
Germany, Holland and other countries, and 47 commemorative medals.

SOCIETE LES AMIS DE LA MEDAILLE D’ART. 


President Victor Tourneur desires me to inform members of this Society 
in the United States and Canada that two of its medals will be ready for 
distribution in January, as follows: 

First—The defence Yser, by Samuel, the second medal for 1922, and 

Second—tThe defence Civile, by Devreese, the only medal for 1923. 

The second medal is said to be a masterpiece. It shows on the obverse 
the likenesses of Cardinal Mercier, Mayor Ad Max, Attorney L. Theodore 
and Prof. H. Pirenne. The reverse has for a motif the exile of the laborer 
with an inscription stigmatizing the Boche, ‘‘Germany Restoring Slavery.’’ 
During the war the Germans carried off thousands of Belgium laborers 
against their will, forcing them to work at the war industries, hundreds 
refusing to work and dying from ill treatment. 

The Society is progressing splendidly with 526 members, of which more 
than 100 are from the United States and Canada. The artists are working 
with emulation. Owing to illness, the treasurer, Mr. Ed. Laloir, after 23 
years of valuable services, has resigned, much to the regret of the Society.

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COLLECTORS A REAL ASSET TO THE GOVERNMENT. 


When the New York City Collectors’ Club (an organization of philatel- 
ists) held its annual dinner, W. Irving Glover, Third Assistant Postmaster 
General, was the speaker of the evening. 

He said: ‘‘Collectors and dealers have during the past year purchased so 
many unused stamps at the Philatelic Stamp Agency in Washington— 
stamps which going into albums, probably will never be used for postage— 
that it did not cost the Government any money to issue the new United 
States series.’’ He said the Philatelic Stamp Agency has made a profit dur- 
ing the year of $35,000. Among the expenses is the entire cost of the 
plates and engraving of the new United States stamp issue. ;

A press dispatch from Vienna says that the Minister of Finance, Herr 
Kienboeck, has informed the National Assembly that, subject to its approv- 
al, he would immediately introduce a silver ‘‘shilling” coinage in Austria, 
the representative coin being 10,000 kronen and the value of the others 
5,000 and 20,000. 

The ‘‘shiliing,’’ the Minister said, would not represent a new monetary 
unit, but later would be associated with a new currency unit.

Dr. Robert A. Millikan, of the California Institute of Technology and a 
winner of the Nobel Prize for physics, has been notified of the award to him 
of the Hughes Medal by the Royal Society of London. The award was 
made for Dr. Millikan’s determination of the electronic charge and other 
physical contents, the notification stated.

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LINCOLN IN NUMISMATICS. 


A Descriptive List of the Medals, Plaques, Tokens and Coins Issued in Honor 
of the Great Emancipator.

LOOKING BACKWARD. 

(Or, More Correctly, Going Back, and Looking This Way.) 


You recall the story of the little girl having been ‘“spanked’’ by her 
mother inquiring, ‘‘And did your mother whip you?” ‘‘Yes, when I was 
bad,’’ her mother replied, ‘“‘And did her mother whip her?’ persisted the lit- 
tle maiden. ‘‘Oh, J presume very likely she did,” replied the mother. Again, 
“And did her mother whip her?’’ And upon her mother retorting, ‘‘My, 
gracious, child, I don’t know; what are you asking all these questions for?’’ 
replied, ‘“‘Oh, I was just trying to find out who started the darned thing!”’ 

The editor of THE NumisMatTistT has asked me to tell what I know about 
the starting of this thing and what I know about the old-time collectors of 
Lincoln medals, so I will endeavor to comply with his request. 

The collecting hobby was born in me, I guess, as my father, who died 
when I was two years old, left a collection of some 800 varieties of Civil 
War envelopes, his father being senior partner of the firm of King & Baird, 
printers, of Philadelphia, which firm issued a number of these envelopes. 

My earliest ‘‘flier in the money market” that I recall was when a visitor 
to the Centennial Exhibition in 1876 (we were living in Philadelphia at 
that time) presented me with a 5-centime piece of Napoleon III. I re- 
member that this piece did not measure up to my standard of brightness, 
so I proceeded to ‘‘clean”’ it by rubbing it vigorously on a coarse file, finish- 
ing the ‘‘cleaning’’ process by further friction on a soft brick! I do not 
recall seeing this process of ‘‘cleaning’’ advocated by any member of the 
A. N. A., but there is this much to be said in its favor: A coin so ‘‘cleaned’’ 
isn’t near so “‘bulky”’ as formerly, takes up less room and weighs less than if 
cleaned by any other process. [I also imagine that it saves wear and tear on 
your coin cabinet, especially if the latter consists, as mine did in those days, 
of your trousers pocket. 

This was followed by a collection of Civil War tokens, they being the 
easiest thing to acquire, as prior to 1880 there were a lot of these little 
pieces still in circulation, and one could hardly get a twenty-five-cent piece 
changed without getting from one to three or four of these tokens in the 
transaction. I know whereof I speak, as I was never sent to the store 
without stopping in some other store first and getting my money changed to 
pennies, with a chance of adding to my collection, and was seldom disap- 
pointed, forming quite a little collection in this way and vee the help of 
friends and “folks.’’ 

My interest in Lincoln medals does not date back very many years, prob- 
ably three or four prior to the Lincoln Centennial in 1909. Along about 
1905 or 1906 I obtained from a gentleman in Wilmington, Del., a dozen or 
so Presidential and Political Medals, which started me collecting these in a 
general way. This, however, did not last long, and I soon disposed of all 
of them, with the exception of the ‘‘Lincolns,’’ and have been diligently an- 
nexing these ever since. 

About this time there appeared in THE NUMISMATIST a little item regard- 
ing a trip to Europe by Mr. A. G. Heaton, stating that he reported about 
the only thing of interest he found among the English dealers was a rare 
Lincoln medal, which he bought. I wrote Mr. Heaton, and he very kindly 
replied to my inquiry, describing the medal fully, which turned out to be 
No. 245 in this list, commonly known as the ‘‘French-Swiss’’ Lincoln. Among 
other things he said that this medal was not even in the collection of Dr. 
Thomas Hall! 

Well, it was clearly up to me to locate Dr. Hall, which I proceeded to do, 
and found him to be a very fine old gentleman, and a very pleasant and 
profitable correspondence followed, until the doctor commenced to fail, 
when he asked me to ‘“‘kindly discontinue the correspondence.’’ I replied 
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that I would do so, thanking him for his many kindnesses, which brought a 
letter from him longer than any of his former letters, ending with the 
“hope that he would hear from me shortly.’’. He had his hope realized, 
and our correspondence continued up to the time of his death, reminding 
one of Artemus Ward, when, in the middle of one of his lectures, he would 
hesitate, stop, and say: ‘‘We will now have a short intermission of fifteen 
minutes.’’ And, upon the audience looking in dismay at the idea of staring 
into space for a quarter of an hour, would continue: ‘‘But ah!—during the 
intermission I will go on with my lecture.” (Pardon the digression.) 

Dr. Hall in one of his letters mentioned Mr. Zabriskie as having a Lincoln 
medal made of soap. That was ‘‘tip’’ enough for me in those days, and it 
was not long before I knew all about that soap medal, or “‘article’’ (as Mr. 
Holland contemptuously termed it), it having been obtained by Mr. Za- 
briskie at the Centennial Exhibition, being the advertisement of a soap 
manufacturer exhibiting there. 

I do not know of anyone quite measuring up to Capt. Andrew C. Za- 
briskie as a thoroughly kind and courteous gentleman, and I do not believe 
that I ever destroyed one of his letters, which were a great help to me in 
those days, as his collection was particularly strong in contemporaneous 
pieces, having been collected by him at time of issue or shortly after. Dur- 
ing the early days of our acquaintance he presented me with a copy of his 
Lincoln Medal Catalog, the earliest publication of this kind and now quite 
rare, having an auction record of about $15. I have besides this many items 
in my collection presented me by him, medals, as well as other things that 
somehow seem to appeal to a Lincoln collector’s heart—photos, badges, ete., 
among the latter being a beautiful silk ribbon woven by Dreyfous, of Basle, 
Switzerland, which I value very highly. 

In 1908 there was held throughout Illinois the fiftieth anniversary of the 
Lincoln-Douglas debates, the observances being held in the seven Illinois 
cities on, or as near as possible, the dates the original debates were held 
there 50 years before. Mr. Allen H. Wright and the writer “followed the 
circuit” by correspondence, and, while we amassed quite a lot of ‘‘plunder,”’ 
there were few medals, the souvenirs consisting mostly of silk ribbon and 
celluloid badges, of which each town had a showing. 

Another collector whose friendship it was my privilege to enjoy about 
this time was the late Judd Stewart, of Plainfield, N. J.,. who had probably 
the largest collection of Lincoln literature in the country and who helped 
me wonderfully with my collection, giving me some of the choice pieces out — 
of his cabinet in exchange for Lincoln books and pamphlets. 

I remember one exchange in particular. Just prior to this Mr. Low, in 
one of his sales, listed some half dozen Lincoln medals, together with a 
‘Penny Biography” of Lincoln, as one lot. Upon taking up the lot with 
him for information, he informed me that, while the medals were of the 
commoner sort, he regarded the “‘Penny Biography”’ as being ‘“‘precious.”’ 
Medals being my chief interest just then, I submitted a low bid on the lot, 
and was surprised when he advised me that I had been awarded the lot for 
seven cents. 

In writing to Mr. Stewart shortly after this I mentioned the ‘‘Penny Biog- 
raphy,’ which brought a request from him to see it. Upon sending it to 
him he confirmed Mr. Low’s estimate as to its “‘preciousness”’ by sending 
me one of the little Mint medallets in gold, stating that if this did not ap- 
peal to me he would send me books and pamphlets until satisfied; would 
send me rubbings of all his medals to select from, or would mail me a check 
in payment, ending his letter with a plaintive ‘‘Please do not ask me to re- 
turn the ‘Biography!’’’ Well, I didn’t, but I returned the gold medal and 
told him I would select a medal from his collection if he would send me 
rubbings or descriptions. The poor gentleman spent two evenings in ‘‘rub-— 
bing”’ his collection, and upon looking over the sheets I selected ten medals, 
telling him he could send me any one of the ten in exchange for the ‘‘Biog- 
raphy.’’ And the next mail brought the whole ten to me! Did any of you 


collectors ever get more for your money than ten Lincoln Medals (your © 


own selection) for seven cents? [ doubt it! 5 

Then came the Lincoln Centennial year of 1909, the year that added so 
many new issues to our collections, and the year following this, through ~ 
the kindness of one of our dealers, I became acquainted with Mr. Robert 
Hewitt, of Ardsley-on-Hudson, who was the instigator of the Roine medals ~ 
of the previous year, both published in books, the first and more pretentious 4 
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one, the LincoIn Centennial medal, being issued in a silver and bronze edi- 
tion, and the smaller one, the Lincoln tribute book, containing the small, 
full-faced Roine, both from the press of G. P. Putnam’s Sons. 

In the early part of our acquaintance Mr. Hewitt mentioned a Lincoln 
Medal catalog he was compiling, sending me a copy of it for verification 
with my collection. This catalog I had for several years, it being a loose- 
leaf affair, and whenever one of us would add a piece we would rewrite the 
sheet in duplicate, and mail to the other one. In that way both our copies 
were identical at all times. 

Mr. Hewitt planned to have this published and every piece illustrated, 
which he could have almost done without going outside of his own collec- 
tion. However, his death put a stop to all of his plans in this direction, 
although I had several letters from his daughter, Miss Elizabeth Hewitt, 
after his death, in which she stated that they were planning to carry out his 
wishes with regard to the publication of the catalog and asking for my 
co-operation in the work. 

It was later learned that the American Numismatic Society had the cata- 
log and were considering the project, but the matter was held in abeyance, 
and when, about four years ago, I wrote Mr. Howland Wood, asking him 
for the catalog to check up my list with, he advised me that it had been sent 
to Mr. Cathcart, of the Western Reserve Historical Society, and directed 
that gentleman to forward same to me. This was done, and I found upon 
going over the cards a number of descriptions new to me, and also added a 
number from my list, proving the entire catalog up, so far as it was pos- 
sible to do so, by reference to the pieces themselves and a steel millimeter 
rule, bringing same up to date and keeping it so to the best of my ability. 
This list has been copied since then by several collectors, but as a number 
of pieces have made their appearance since the work of rearranging the 
series was begun, the list in its present form includes pieces not shown in 
any former list. 

As it is impossible to arrive at the date of issue of a large number of 
pieces, no attempt has been made to list each group in chronological order, 
each division simply starting with the largest examples, and from that to 
the smallest without regard to date of issue. 

That the list is incomplete i well know, and, though unintentional, and 
in most cases unavoidable, do not doubt that I have been guilty of both sins 
of commission as well as omission (which the small boy defined as ‘“‘sins 
we should have committed but didn’t’). However, I heartily invite criti- 
cisms and corrections, which invitation I am the more ready to extend 
through a firm conviction that the critics will hit just as hard whether I 
give them leave or withhold it, but my earnest desire is to have as complete 
a Lincoln Medal Catalog as possible, and this is the only way that this end 
can be accomplished. 

In closing, I desire to extend my thanks to all who have helped in any 
way to make this issue possible; to Mr. Harry A. Gray in particular for the 
yeoman service he rendered in getting this ready for the printer; to Mr. 
Howland Wood for help in the classification and loan of photographs, as 
well as all others who have contributed in any way to the issue.

by stalwart men attired as wood-choppers and rail splitters. Many mem- 
bers from the different Wide-Awake clubs attended the inauguration in 
Washington on March 4, 1861.

WAR TOKENS. 


The small copper pieces circulating as change during the War of the Re- 
bellion were for a time largely composed of tokens or tradesmen’s cards. 
They passed current for a cent, being the coin of the lowest denomination 
used for specie payment. These pieces were found to be profitable to those 
who issued them and they also served for advertising purposes. At the 
close of the war they were no longer current and could not pass as legal- 
tender. They were withdrawn from circulation, not being received by the 
banks. The head of Lincoln was used on the obverse of quite a number of 
varieties as herein described. They were made the size of the ordinary 
bronze cent. Those that were struck in any other metal than copper were 
issued for coin collectors whose desire was to possess a variety of pieces in 
various metals in their collections.

They were a present in the form 
of a ‘“‘Peace Offering’’ from the “Great White Father” at Washington, al- 
ways highly prized and generally worn on a chain around the neck of the 
recipient.

The Lincoln cent first appeared in 1909 from both the Philadelphia and 
the San Francisco Mints, the first issue from both mints showing the initials 
on reverse, “V. D. B.”’ for Victor D. Brenner, the designer. So much oppo- 
sition was manifested against the designer’s initials being shown on the 
coin that new dies were speedily prepared without the initials. In 1909 we 
have from the Philadelphia Mint the V. D. B. variety in both proof and or- 
dinary issue, also the issue without the letters V. D. B. in proof and ordi- 
nary; also from the San Francisco Mint (showing small letter S under the 
date) the V. D. B. variety and without the letters, no proof coins being 
struck at any mint other than Philadelphia. In 1910 we have the first 
coinage of cents at the Denver mint, showing small letter D under the date, 
since which date the Lincoln cent has appeared from all three mints. Pub- 
lic interest was aroused by changing the design of the U. S. cent in 1909 and 
the adoption of the head of Lincoln on the obverse of this coin. It proved 
to be a matter of moment not only to collectors but to the public at large. 
The first issue was eagerly sought. Vendors sold the new coin on the street 
at a premium to those wishing to possess early specimens. So general was 
this desire that in many parts of the country enterprising tradesmen caused 
metal pieces to be made in which the new coin was inserted, thus serving 
the double purpose of an advertisement and giving to their friends and 
patrons one of the newly issued Lincoln cents. The following pieces con- 
taining the Lincoln cent form an interesting series by themselves in ‘‘Me- 
dallic Lincolniana.’’ It is the first American coin adopted by the U. S. 
Treasury Department with the head of a President, and it is a tribute to 
“America’s Greatest American.’’ 

As the cent is the only thing pertaining to Lincoln, complete description 
is omitted and issues of a later date than 1909 are also included. 

There are undoubtedly a great many pieces not included in this list, as no 
especial effort has been made to obtain copies or information along this 
line, the pieces listed being ‘‘such fish as have come to our net.”’

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Some Apocryphal Lincolns. 


In Tue NumismatTist for August, 1909, Mr. Howland Wood described a 
series of Civil War tokens muled with several Providence, R. I., issues. On ~ 
a number of them appears a head that is said by some to be Lincoln’s, and 
at that time this belief was shared by Mr. Wood. In a recent letter from 
him he stated that he knows no more about the series now than he did when — 
the article was written. We reprint the article here with the illustrations 
that accompanied it. 


Collectors who have made a specialty of Civil War tokens sooner or later — 
run across the extensive series of cards muled with the various Providence, ~ 
R. I., issues. The obverses and reverses of the regular ecards are found — 
muled with one another, making an endless series of combinations; and, as 
each muling is struck in several metals, the whole class devolves into a dis- 
grace. With a little study and a comparison of such pieces as show they © 
have been in circulation, the collector can soon determine which were regular & 
issues and which were struck at the instance of some overzealous collector. — 


The muled series reveals several peculiarities. Two of the dies were ori 
inally made for buttons (Nos. 4 and 5); another was a Hard Time Token 
(No. 6); and two others had heads on them (Nos. 1 and 12); the remaining 
dies belonged to the regular issues. No comment is necessary on the button 
dies, they were simply impressed into service in order to have two mo 
combinations to sell. The use of the Hard Time token die being the obver 
of the Maverick Coach card, No. 116 in Mr. Low’s list, may help to dete 
mine who made this whole disgraceful series. A careful study of the orma- 
ments and letter punches of this piece indicates that H. M. and H. I. Rich 
ards, of Attleboro, Mass., made the Maverick Coach card. This firm made @ 
large number of Hard Time tokens. Considering the muling of this toke 
it is, therefore, probable that the Richardses made the Providence series, | 
but their work fell off greatly in the quarter of a century between these tw 
emissions, for the Providence cards are about the poorest specimens of wor 
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manship of all the Civil War:tokens. One of the heads-used in this class 
is a full-face portrait of General Burnside (No. 12). This is found muled 
with nearly every other Providence token, but was undoubtedly made for 
the City Fruit Store card (No. 10), as in this combination only does it occur 
showing signs of circulation. The other head of the series is a puzzle (No. 
1). I have long been of the opinion that it was intended for Lincoln. JI 
can think of no one else whom this caricature (whether intentional or not) 
would fit, unless it be Uncle Sam. What card this Lincoln head was cut 
for I have never seen stated; possibly no one ever gave.-it,a thought. It -is 
found with no Providence card except in the muled sets.. -1>think it can 
now be assigned to a legitimate card as, fortunately, I have in my posses- 
sion two dissimilar cards picked up at different times bearing this Lincoln 
head. 

The first specimen (No. 2) hag the inscription: “DR. O. G. KEITTER- 
IDGE, MAIN ST., WILLIMANTIC * CG. T. 1864’’; on the other side is the 
Lincoln head. This piece is the only one I know of, and has never been de- 
scribed until published a few years ago by Dr. H. R. Storer from the present 
writer’s specimen. The other card (No. 3) has the inscription ‘““ARCH SA- 
LOON No. 10 O. RUDD” and various ornaments. This, as far as I know, 
has never been published, though I understand one or two others are known. 
The edge is knurled or milled in criss-cross lines. The Keitteridge is cop- 
per with a thin silverish wash, and the Rudd is brass with the same thin 
wash. The fabric and plating are very similar to the Frank L. Gay card, 
of Providence. Where the Rudd was issued is a mystery. The Providence 
directories of the time fail to give either Rudd’s name or to list the Arch 
Saloon. 

The muled series is found in the following metals: Copper, brass, soft 
white metal, copper-nickel, lead, nickel, German silver, and Silver; those 
combined with the Lincoln head are ag follows: Eagle.on anchor (No. 4), 
two pointers (No. 5), East Boston (No. 6), C in wreath (No. 7), which is 
the reverse of the next one, obverse of Charnley’s card (No. 8), Arcade 
House (No. 9), City Fruit Store (No. 10), H. Dobson (No. 11), which is 
the obverse of No. 9. Likely enough there are other mules, but the above 
are all that have come to my notice. 


Why I Collect Lincolniana. 


By F. RAY RISDON, Los Angeles, Cal. 


“What are some of the benefits to be derived from the collecting of things 
pertaining to Abraham Lincoln? In other words, why do you collect 
Lincolniana?”’ 

Until this pointed question was fired at me by Charles EB. Bull, Reno’s only 
Justice of the peace and Lincoln’s ‘living double,’ as he and I were dining 
together in Los Angeles a few months ago, I had never given it proper con- 
‘Sideration, though, it is true, it had often presented itself to me, in one 
form or another, since first my small store of Lincoln mementos began to 
assume noticeable proportions. 
The collecting of Lincolniana had been a passion with me for so long a 
time, as an outgrowth of earlier collecting activities, that the thought had 
never occurred to me that another should question seriously the value and 
worth of a hobby so interesting, so wholesome and so distinctly worth-while. 

For the moment I was at a loss to know what to say; for I felt as though 
I were being asked why I love the Stars and Stripes, or why I exercise the 
franchise of a native-born American. 

Perhaps, too, I was more or less embarrassed by this question coming 
from the lips of one who bears so marked a resemblance to the immortal 
Lincoln. To be frank, it seemed to me that Lincoln himself was calling on 
me to “show cause’? why I should contintle longer my quest for things 
Lincolnic. 
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However, almost immediately there came the realization that an oppor- 
tunity was being afforded me to give what appealed to me as being good and 
satisfactory reasons for devoting myself assiduously to this particular hob- 
by. And so, recovering my mental equilibrium, I began to outline briefly 
some of the myriad benefits which I personally have derived from the pur- 
suit of this hobby, and to explain to him why I collect Lincolniana. 

The reasons which I gave, and the benefits that I mentioned, I have since 
reduced to writing, and now present them to the collecting fraternity as my 
brief in defense of the collector of Lincolniana, though he be an amateur, 
a novice, a beginner, even as the author of this article. 

From my earliest boyhood the romance of American history and the ro- 
mantic life of Abraham Lincoln have appealed strongly to me and have in- 
fluenced greatly my literary tastes, my social inclinations and the entire 
tenor of my life. 

This love for the romantic, coupled with my fondness for things rare 
and curious, and the reverence which | have always entertained for relics 
and other sacred mementos pertaining to the history of our country, led 
me eventually to center my efforts, in the realm of collecting, on the pres- 
ervation of objects relating to my national hero. 

The collecting of Lincolniana, like the collecting of anything else, satisfies 
the primal desires to barter and trade, to acquire, accumulate and save 
material objects which have greater or less intrinsic value. 

I have found, too, that he who follows the urge of these basic motives, 
which impel the ‘‘genus collector’ to form and build up a collection, expe- 
riences the joy of acquisition and the pride of possession—two elemental 
passions common alike to rich and poor, to the wise and the ignorant, to 
the product of civilization as well as the lowliest barbarian. 

And it is my opinion that none but a collector of Lincolniana—who is actu- 
ated only by the highest and best purposes in his search for things pertain- 
ing to “our outstanding American’’—knows better or can more accurately 
describe the thrills of delight and the satisfying pleasure which come with 
the acquisition and the possession of the objects of his quest. 

Deep down in the heart of every loyal American there is a love for the 
immortal Lincoln and a reverence for his memory. That he gave his life to 
save the Union is the cherished belief of all who respect his name. And so 
it is natural that anything which bears his likeness, or which in any com- 
mendable way interprets his life and character, grips the imagination of all 
who share the heritage which he bequeathed to his fellow countrymen and 
to posterity. 

So, can it be wondered at that the collecting of Lincolniana has its own 
peculiar lure, and that there are so many devotees of this most entrancing 
hobby? 

I can testify, from my own experience, that the collecting of Lincolniana 
is a fascinating hobby; an interesting and entertaining pastime; a diversion 
of the highest order, and a real source of wholesome recreation. 

True, the collecting of Lincolniana requires the expenditure of consid- 
erable time, effort, and money; but the reasonable investment of these three 
elements, essential to the building up of a collection that shall be worth the 
making, always brings rich returns, of which the collector himself is the 
principal beneficiary. 

Experienced collectors, as well as dealers, acquainted with the open mar- | 
ket, agree that items pertaining to Lincoln are enhancing in value with the 
passing years, and that, purely as a financial investment, if for no other 
purpose, the collecting of Lincolniana is its own reward. 

But, aside from the commercial aspects of this hobby, it pays in many 
other ways. 

If we were to consider the recreational side alone—the soothing effect 
which it has on jaded nerves, the salutary reaction upon one’s physical and 
mental being, the mental stimulus and the general rejuvenation which some- 
how attend the pursuit of this beneficial hobby—the collecting of Lincolniana 
would justify the expenditure of every hour of time and every ounce of en- 
ergy devoted to it. 

Then, too, the collecting of Lincolniana is both elevating and ennobling. 


As one reads about and studies the life and character of Lincoln there is 


aroused in one’s own soul a longing for those attributes and personal traits 
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which made him truly great. Soon or late, the lover of Lincoln begins to 
emulate his illustrious example and strives to follow in his steps by render- 
ing loving service to one’s fellow-men as one journeys along the highway 
of life. 

As a further impetus to this striving for those qualities of the soul which 
Lincoln possessed and exemplified I must not fail to mention the many folk 
of Lincoln’s stamp who have been to me a source of real encouragement. 
For the ever-widening circle of acquaintances, and for the multiplieq friend- 
ships directly attributable to this elevating hobby I am truly grateful. 

Because of the material and social benefits which I have derived from the 
collecting of Lincolniana, and because of-the intellectual and spiritual bless- 
ings which I have enjoyed since first I began to follow this particular hobby, 
I am ever on the alert to acquire and preserve anything, within reach of my 
financial means, which relates to the savior of our country. 

Without trying to exhaust the inexhaustible, I collect books, pamphlets 
and other printed matter, prints, photos, post-cards, badges, medals, but- 
tons, souvenirs, relics and other memorabilia—which will be a continued 
source of help and inspiration to me as I contemplate and study that nation- 
al character who has become, indeed, ‘‘a man for the ages.’’ 

But, I recognize the fact that the mere collecting and the study of these 
various items and objects bearing on the life of Lincoln are not in them- 
selves sufficient justification for amassing a wealth of Lincolniana. 

If these material things were to be sought and saved, classified and dis- 
played solely for my own personal gratification and benefit, the gathering 
of them would be no better than the hoarding of money, and the treasuring 
of them would be ample proof of innate selfishness. 

To have one’s collection put to no practical or beneficial use, or to have 
it augmented and later sold, perhaps scattered, for the money that might 
be obtained from its sale, does not appeal to me as being the proper and 
ultimate end for the accumulation. of many years ao the collecting activi- 
ties of a lifetime. 

It is my hope and desire that my private Periection and library shall be 
devoted to a more enduring and beneficial purpose and serve a more worthy 
mission while I live and after I shall have passed beyond the frontiers of 
this world. 

In short, I collect Lincolniana in order that I may have a fairly repre- 
sentative collection to place in some local educational institution, where, in 
the years that are yet to come, it may be a source of information and help 
to others, and where it may serve to inspire and ennoble the young life 
that may be privileged to make use of it. 

Thus I shall have contributed something to the dissemination of those 
ideals so dear to the heart of the great Lincoln, and shall have helped there- 
by to perpetuate the memory of him who is now and shall ever remain— 


Enshrined within the hearts of men: 
Our greatest, noblest citizen. 


Lincoln Day Menu Cards. 


Some of the Interesting Features of the Printed Souvenirs of a Quarter 
Century.

Naturally, when a collector of Lincolniana gets well along in the pursuit 
of his hobby he finds there are many branches, and while he may claim that 
as a collector of Lincoln material he is a specialist, he will have to admit 
that he is in reality a general collector as well. 

Take the one side of Lincolniana—that of menu cards—-for instance. In 
gathering anything and everything about the martyred President the col- 
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lector will soon find that he is getting together quite a number of tasty and 
interesting cards connected with banquets and dinners which have been 
given on an anniversary of Lincoln’s birth. 

Just when the first Lincoln Day dinner was held for which a special menu 
card was printed the writer cannot say, but the earliest date among the 
cards in his own collection is 1900, the fifteenth annual banquet of the Mar- 
quette Club of Chicago, celebrating the ninety-first birthday anniversary 
of Lincoln. This card bears a likeness of Lincoln on the front cover, em- 
bossed in gilt, facing right, smooth-faced, encircled by two wreaths. 

For the cards of 1902 in the writer’s collection, the best one is that for 
the thirteenth annual Lincoln dinner of the Union League Club of Brooklyn, 
N. Y. This bears an embossed bust, facing left, with beard. 

The sixteenth annual banquet of the Allegheny County Bar Association 
of Pennsylvania, on February 11, 1905, was to mark Lincoln’s birthday, and 
the menu card carried an engraved portrait, facing right, smooth-faced, 
encircled by a wreath. 

By 1907 the observation of Lincoln Day was becoming quite general and 
interesting cards were put out for the dinners of the German-American 
Lincoln Club of Chicago; the Republicans of Oneida county, New York; the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion, Los Angeles, Cal.; the New England 
Dry Goods Association, in Boston; the Union League of Maryland and the 
Young Men’s Republican Club of Baltimore, Md. 

In 1908, as shown by the menu card from the banquet of the Young 
Men’s Republican Club of New Haven, Conn., one of the speakers was Hon. 
William H. Taft, then Secretary of War. Another interesting one of that 
year is from the dinner of the Union League Club of Brooklyn and New 
York, when Hon. John H. Small, of Washington, N. C., spoke on ‘‘Abraham 
Lincoln,’’ from the viewpoint of a Southern Democrat. 

Of course, in the centenary year of 1909 Lincoln Day was very widely 
observed, and the menu cards from all parts of the country were varied and 
interesting. One of the finest of these came from the dinner of the Lincoln 
Centennial Association, held at Springfield, Ill., with Ambassadors Jusse- 
rand, of France, and Bryce, of Great Britain, among the speakers. This as- 
sociation, in conjunction with the Mid-Day Luncheon Club of Springfield, 
and sometimes by itself, has continued these annual banquets on Lincoln 
Day, always having speakers of international reputation. 

The souvenir menu card from the dinner of Erie (Pa.) citizens on that 
centenary date has a front cover in red, white and blue, with a reproduc- 
tion of the St. Gaudens statue as a centerpiece, surrounded by flags. The 
Creve Coeur Club of Peoria, Ill., put out an elaborate menu card, bearing 
on the front a likeness of Lincoln, taken in that city on October 16, 1854. 

Of more than passing interest among the 1909 cards is that of the dinner 
given on board the Hamburg-American: liner ‘‘President Lincoln,’ which 
later, through the exigencies of the World War, passed into the hands of 
Uncle Sam. This card carried prints showing the early home of Lincoln, a 
portrait and a reproduction of the Lincoln memorial tablet which graced the 
ship, this bearing the Gettysburg address. 

Another interesting card of 1909 is from a dinner given by negro resi- 
dents of Los Angeles, Cal., very modest in its style, and bearing a portrait 
on the front. 

To describe all the cards for that year would fill too much space, but all 
of them had points of interest, making them worthy of a place in any col- 
lection of Lincolniana. 

In subsequent years some of the cards worthy of special note are those 
which have appeared in connection with the dinners of the Loyal Legion of 
Minnesota; the Lincoln Club of Portland, Me.; the semi-centennial of the 
Loyal War Governors’ Conference, Altoona, Pa., in 1912; the Ohio Repub- 
lican League, in Dayton, 1910; the Republican Club of New York; the 
Young Men’s Republican Club of Kings County, Wash.; the After-Dinner 
Club of Moline, Ill.; the National Republican Club; the Lincoln Club of 
Los Angeles, Cal. 

Of all the menu cards, however, in the writer’s collection, that which is 
best entitled to the word unique is from the dinner of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Pittsburgh, Pa. This is in the shape of a log cabin, about ten 
inches long, tied with a piece of manila twine. It bears on the front, sup- 
erimposed on the cabin design, an embossed medallion of the Lincoln bust, 
facing right, with the name and years 1809-1909, this dinner taking place 
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on the centenary date. Throughout the folder are reproductions of Lincoln 
portraits and scenes connected with his life, as well as of the speakers at 
the dinner. Quotations from Lincoln have illuminated initial letters. The 
back cover shows the White House. 

The special value of a collection of menu cards connected with Lincoln 
Day dinners is that the various items frequently carry unusual portraits, 
and in several instances such cards have presented likenesses of Lincoln 
which had never before been published. Then, too, they show the names of 
many statesmen as speakers who have since left the sphere of human activ- 
ity, and, again, they show the transition from the days when the cards 
carried the names of liquid refreshments which are today taboo. . They 
form a link in the pictorial and oratorical history of the observance of the 
natal anniversary of one of America’s greatest men.

Story of the “Old Abe.” 


A Famous Baltimore and Ohio Locomotive Which Had an Interesting 
Experience.

In a mussum of means of transportation which is maintained by the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad at Martinsburg, W. Va., the terminus of the 
first division of the road, about 100 miles from Baltimore, are many types 
of engines which have been in use during a period of three-quarters of a 
century. 

There one will find, too, such things as an ox cart dating back to the third 
century before the Christian era, which, according to cylinders found with 
it, was used only to haul animals for sacrifice. This cart was found in a 
vault of the Temple of Luxor, Egypt. 

There is much of interest in a narrative connected with one of the loco- 
motives in the collection of the Baltimore and Ohio. This engine was a 
Perkins 10-wheeler and was numbered 117, and during the early part of 
the Civil War its engineer was Abner T. Ingles, who was born in 1833, en- 
tering the employ of the Baltimore and Ohio in 1852 as an apprentice ma- 
chinist. He finished his apprenticeship in 1854 and worked in the shops 
for the next six years, when he was given a yard engine, a year later getting 
a run on the main line beween Baltimore and Martinsburg. His story runs 
about as follows: 

“TI was running No. 117 in the early part of 1863, an engine which had 
been in service but a short time, and as it was about the latest thing in 
locomotives we were naturally proud of it. The fireman I knew as ‘Bill’ 
Faulkner, and as we were both Union men we included in the decorations 
of the engine and the tender four medallions of Abraham Lincoln, one on 
each side of the cab and one on each side of the tender. These we had paid 
for out of our own funds, and so considered them our personal property. 
On account of these medallions the people of the vicinity began calling the 
engine by the nickname of ‘Old Abe.’ 

“One morning, just after Bill and J had eaten our breakfast and were 
oiling up, the news came to town that the Confederates were on their way 
to Martinsburg and intended to take some of our engines over the pike to 
Winchester, Va., about 22 miles away. As soon as we heard this we got 
out our screwdrivers and soon had the medallions unfastened, and Bill then 
took them, two at a time, and went to the house of a friend of his out on 
the pike, where they were hidden away. 

“Bill got back to the engine about 9 o’clock, and about two hours later 
the Confederates began to arrive in considerable force. One of them came 
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to the engine and said: ‘What are you doing up there, Yank?’ ‘Running 
this engine,’ I replied. ‘Get off,’ he said, ‘and be d—d quick about it.’ I 
did as he had ordered and stood about 100 feet away, while they drew the 
fire and got the steam out of her. They had caught five other engines in 
the same way, and by 1 o’clock started to get them up to the Winchester 
road crossing, now called Five Points, and as each engine reached the cross- 
ing she was jacked around, ropes and chains fastened to her, and they 
started off for Winchester, with every horse and every mule and every man 
helping with the pulling. 

“The six engines arrived in Winchester in good condition and were im- 
mediately placed in service, and at the close of the war four of them were 
returned to the Baltimore and Ohio by way of Harpers Ferry, one now be- 
ing among the features of the transportation museum.” 

The subsequent history of the four medallions is also of interest. In 
January, 1914, E. L. Bangs, of Baltimore, connected with the Baltimore and 
Ohio, was in Martinsburg on an Official trip, and as he walked along one of 
the streets he saw a medallion bearing the Lincoln head in the window of 
an old junk shop. Being an enthusiastic collector of everything connected 
in any way with Lincoln, he went in and learned that it was one of the 
medallions which had once graced the ‘Old Abe.’’ He found, too, that the 
medallion in the window and its three companions had been discovered 
when an old building on the Winchester pike was being torn down, their 
hiding place being beneath the floor. The junk-man had bought them for 
the metal there was in them, and Mr. Bangs quickly negotiateq for their 
purchase from him. One of them is now in his own collection, a second in 
a collection in Hrie, Pa., a third in a Los Angeles collection and the fourth 
belongs to a collector in San Diego. 

iMr. Ingles, who was placed on the pension roll of the Baltimore and Ohio 
in 1904, had a record of never having killed a person while in his long 
service of half a century. He learned of Mr. Bangs’ find of the medallions 
and accounts for their long rest in the house on the pike by the fact that 
the death of ‘‘Bill’’ Faulkner left their hiding place a mystery to him.

LINCOLN RELICS MAY LEAVE WASHINGTON. 


There is a possibility that Washington may lose the collection of Lincoln 
relics, consisting of over 3,000 articles pertaining to the martyred President, 
which has been on display for several years in the house in which Abraham 
Lincoln died. 

An offer was recently made by Henry Ford to Colonel Osborn H. Oldroyd, 
who has spent many years assembling the pictures, engravings and other 
articles in the collection. Colonel Oldroyd, who has been trying for some 
years to sell the collection to the Federal Government, told Mr. Ford he 
would not sell it to a private citizen at any price until after affording the 
Government one more opportunity to purchase it and give it permanent 
housing. Colonel Oldroyd will wait for six months after the opening of 
Congress for favorable action, and if it does not purchase the collection 
within that time he probably will sell it to Mr. Ford. 

Mr. Ford said that if Colonel Oldroyd sold him the collection he would 
pay the cost of packing and shipping it to Detroit, where he intended to 
house it. Colonel Oldroyd, however, does not care to have the Lincoln col- 
lection taken out of Washington. He thinks it ought to be owned and pro- 
tected by the Government. If his ideas were adopted by Congress the Gov- 
ernment would buy the building next to the Lincoln house and erect a con- 
crete structure in which to house the collection, so that persons visiting the 
shrine where Lincoln died also could view the Oldroyd collection. 

Colonel Oldroyd’s collection includes more than 3,000 articles. There 
are over 200 medals, nearly 70 pieces of music, 1,000 volumes of Lincolni- 
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ana, more than 100 actual photographs of Lincoln, and several hundred 
other portraits, original busts by artists who knew Lincoln, 130 pieces of 
furniture from the Lincoln homestead at Springfield, autograph letters 
and documents, badges, caricatures and flags relating to the Lincoln cam- 
paign of 1860, the spur worn by Booth which caught in the flag draped be- 
fore the President’s box in Ford’s Theatre, 325 newspapers dating from 
1843 to 1865 containing Lincoln’s speeches, war papers and accounts of his 
election, death and burial, and 225 funeral sermons. 

In the collection is what is declared to be the last writing penned by Lin- 
eoln—a note written by him just before he left the White House to go to 
Ford’s on the night of April 14, 1865. There also is a black locust rail 
split by Lincoln in 1830, the office chair used by Lincoln in his law office in 
Springfield when elected President in 1860, the last cook stove used by Mrs. 
Lincoln in the homestead at Springfield, the family cradle in which the 
Lincoln children were rocked, and the family Bible, out of which his mother 
read to him when he was a young boy. On the cover of this Bible Lincoln 
wrote his name when not over 9 years old. 


BROWN UNIVERSITY HAS COLLECTION OF LINCOLNIANA. 


The John Hay Library of Brown University, Providence, R. I., was last 
spring presented with the noted McLellan collection of Lincolniana by John 
D. Rockefeller, Jr. Mr. Rockefeller is a member of the class of 1897 and 
made the gift, it is said, as an “‘expression of his loyalty to his alma mater 
and also on account of the appropriateness of the building as the chief 
yisible memorial to his distinguished fellow alumnus, John Hay, to be the 
shrine of this famous assemblage of Lincoln memorabilia.”’ 

The collection has been installed in a separate room in the John Hay 
Library which Mr. Rockefeller has had expressly fitted up for it. 

The McLellan collection was formed over a long series of years by Charles 
Woodberry McLellan, of Champlain, N. Y. It numbers more than 3,700 vol- 
umes and pamphlets, approximately i20 legal papers, autograph letters 
and miscellaneous autographic material of Lincoln himself, and about 180 
other pieces of autographic material. There are also broadsides, political 
posters, medals, pictures, ballots, badges and other items. In all, the col- 
lection totals 6,000 pieces. 


THE SILK BADGE FRONTISPIECE. 


The silk badge with portrait of Lincoln and fac-simile signature which 
forms the frontispiece of this issue is owned by Mr. Robt. P. King, who 
furnishes the fcllowing information regarding it: It was engraved by J. C. 
Buttre (an engraver of the Civil War period) from a photograph by Brady, 
of New York, taken at the time Lincolr made his Cooper Union speech, and 
commonly known as the Cooper Union photograph. This picture was ex- 
tensively distributed prior to his first election, and is claimed by many to 
be responsible to a great extent for his election. The badge itself was owned 
by George Probst, an engraver who worked with Buttre, and passed from 
his hands into those of the late Robert Hosbury, of Toledo, Ohio, from 
whom Mr. King obtained it, with several other silk badges. 


“LINCOLN HOMESTEAD” DEED OWNED BY A. N. A. MEMBER. 


Walter S. Hertzog, Hollywood, Cal., writes to THE NuMISMATIST as fol- 
lows: 

“T have in my possession the original deed to the ‘Lincoln Homestead’ in 
Norfolk, England, dated 1651 and signed by William Lincoln and his wife. 
It is written on parchment and is in perfect condition. It is probably the 
oldest Lincoln manuscript in existence.’’

OUR LINCOLN NUMBER. 
The descriptive list of ‘‘Lincoln in Numismatics,’ which forms the greater 
part of this issue, does not call for extended comment from the editor. It 
speaks for itself, and it speaks eloquently. 

As Mr. King points out in his introduction, this is not the first list of 
Lincolns to be published. But previous lists are not up to date, are far 
from complete and are not available to any considerable number of collectors. 
The present list will serve as a valuable checking or reference list to the 
rapidly growing number of collectors of this series of numismatic specimens. 

There is one thing, however, to which Mr. King does not make reference 
in his introduction, and that is his generosity in contributing the list to 
THE NUMISMATIST and its readers. The original list, which he had compiled 
for ‘his personal use, was found not to be suitable for use as a catalog, and 
at a very great sacrifice of time and labor the entire list was rewritten, re- 
arranged, renumbered and grouped into periods or classes for greater con- 
venience to the collector. For this Tor Numismatist is, and all its readers 
should be, grateful to Mr. King. . 

The life and work of Lincoln need no eulogy from us. The list itself is

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perhaps the greatest eulogy that could be offered. The inscriptions on 
the medals, taken as a whole, reflect the nation’s estimate of his career, 
which is splendidly set forth on the large Roine medal (No. 294): ‘‘By his 
high courage, his statesmanship and his supreme qualities as a leader, and 
not less by his charity, his tenderness and his magnanimity, Abraham Lin- 
coln belongs to the ages, and will ever stand among the world’s best and 
greatest men.”’ 

The present is a fitting time for placing the list before our readers. On 
February 12 the people of the United States will observe in different ways 
the one hundred and fifteenth anniversary of the birth of America’s Greatest 
Man. ; 

In addition to Mr. King’s list there will be found lists of paper issues of 
currency of various kinds bearing the portrait of Lincoln, as well as some 
contributed articles from interested readers, the whole combining to make 
this issue of THkE NUMISMATIST not only by far the largest ever published, 
but one of the most interesting as well. 


THE HUGUENOT MEMORIAL HALF DOLLAR READY FOR ISSUE. 


The National Huguenot-Walloon New Netherland Commission, Inc., of 
which the Rev. John Baer Stoudt is director, makes the following announce- 
ment regarding the latest of United States commemorative half dollars: 

“The Huguenot Memorial Half Dollar, which will be ready for distribu- 
tion about February 1, promises to be one of the most interesting of the 
memorial coins. It commemorates the founding of New Netherland by the 
settling of a colony of Walloons (French and Belgian Huguenots) on the 
banks of the Hudson River in 1624 by the Danish West Indies Company. 
The obverse side will show the profiles of Admiral Coligny and William the 
Silent, and the reverse side the ship New Netherland sailing for America. 

“Only 100,000 will be struck, and all unsold after a reasonable time will 
be returned to the mint. There has been close cooperation of the mint at 
Philadelphia and the Commission of Fine Arts at Washington in making 
both the design and the dies for the purpose of having this Half Dollar 
represent ‘the highest achievement of medallic art.’ The Fifth Avenue 
National Bank of New York City is agent for these memorial coins. They 
will be sold at the customary price of $1.” 


“V. D. B.’? AGAIN APPEARS ON LINCOLN CENTS. 


I think I have discovered what seems to be an unknown fact, namely, that 
since 1918, on the Lincoln cent, the initials “V. D. B.’”’ appear on the obverse 
of the coin at the bottom of the bust. I am of the opinion that very few 
collectors are aware of this fact. I only discovered this by accident today 
on a 1921 specimen, and so far have traced it back to 1918.

Reports received indicate that ‘‘Coin Week,’’ February 9 to 16, will be 
observed in all sections of the country. President Wormser announces 
that he has received reports of observances in the following places: 

The New York Numismatic Club has voted to cooperate with the exhibi- 
tion to be held at the Chatham and Phoenix National Bank and most of its 
12 branches. 

The following A. N. A. members and associated organizations are holding 
special exhibitions: Rochester Numismatic Association, Springfield (Mass.) 
Coin Club, Pittsburgh Numismatic Society and Pacific Coast Numismatic 
Society (San Francisco). In Davenport, Iowa, Charles Markus will be in 
charge of a local exhibit, and at Hawthorne, N. J., R. C. Hartman will be 
in charge of one. Chicago will hold exhibits in branch libraries in Chicago 
and suburbs, at the Chicago Historical Society and in high schools, and 
will also give numismatic talks before history classes in the largest boys’ 
high school, and also expects to obtain publicity in the Chicago newspapers. 
L. A. Cardwell, District Secretary for New Mexico, is arranging for pub- 
licity in four papers in New Mexico and two papers in Texas. 

In Nevada, C. O. Herz, of Reno, will conduct a membership drive. In St. 
Louis there will probably be an exhibit in the Public Library and talks on 
numismatics at Washington University. In Los Angeles, local exhibitions 
are being arranged through the District Secretary. In Cleveland, the West- 
ern Reserve Numismatic Club is arranging for exhibits at five trust com- 
panies and one bank.

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GERMANY’S NEW RENTENPFENNIG. 


Germany’s new rentmark, or rentenmark, was issued the latter part of 
November, and specimens of the one and two pfennig pieces have been re- 
ceived by Moritz Wormser, President of the A. N. A., and placed in the col- 
lection of the Association in the Municipal Museum, Rochester, N. Y. The 
pieces are illustrated here. 


The rentmark is said to have been issued as Germany’s last hope of avoid- 
ing financial chaos this winter, which would be almost certain to result in 
the peasants refusing to sell food and consequent famine in the cities. 

The new currency is exchangeable on demand for bonds on which the 
interest is guaranteed by industrial, agricultural and other associations, 
and hence—theoretically, at least—it is fully protected. The issue is limit- 
ed by law to 1,200,000,000 gold marks. 

With the issuance of the new rentmark, the Government definitely ceased 
printing unsecured paper marks—or so it has informed the public. In the 
future, paper marks may be printed only to the extent that they can be 
guaranteed by gold taxes. 

The fate of the new currency cannot be predicted. It is probable that no 
competent economist would even attempt a prediction as to whether it will 
retain its value or sink like the paper mark. For instance, it cannot be fore- 
told whether the German hoarding mania will cause the public to keep the 
new currency out of circulation. 

One element has been the issue of a large quantity of rentmarks at the 
outset, in order to prevent the money from trickling gradually into the 
pockets of speculators. Another has been to put the new money into circu- 
lation in the form of wages for state employes, whose first week’s wage 
will be 30 per cent. in rentmarks, with subsequent payments of larger pro- 
portion in the new money. 

There is also a piece of five rentenpfennig, a specimen of which is not 
available for illustration. The designs of both the obverse and reverse of 
this piece are very similar to the designs on many of the porcelain tokens 
issued in Germany.

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NEW RUSSIAN COINS NOT YET IN CIRCULATION, 


Although we issued one of the new Russian gold chervonetz, photographed 
from a specimen received from one of our readers, in our January issue, a 
dispatch from Petrograd, dated January 15, says the coins have not yet 
been placed in circulation. The dispatch says: 

“The Petrograd mint has finished the execution of the order made by the 
Commisariat of Finance for the minting of gold chervontzi, and also silver 
coins with denominations from 10 kopecks to one ruble. No copper coins 
have been minted. The coins have not yet been put into circulation.” 

Another dispatch, dated Moscow, January 14, says: 

“The Petrograd Mint, it is officially announced, has resumed the coinage 
of gold, silver, and copper currency, which by spring will have replaced the 
unguaranteed Soviet paper money. During the revolution this mint turned 
out badges and medals for the red army, but now new machinery has been 
installed and day and night shifts are at work. The total value of the paper 
money in circulation on January 1 was 70,000,000 gold rubles, or one- 
quarter of the guaranteed chervonetz notes issued by the state bank. There 
is, however, an acute shortage of small change.” 


JOSEPH LEIDY MEDAL IS ESTABLISHED, 


The centenary celebration of the birth of Joseph Leidy, one of the greatest 
zoologists of the last century, was held December 6 at Philadelphia in the 
Academy of Natural Sciences. 

One of the features of the observance is the establishment of a memorial 
medal in honor of the scientist, to be known as the Joseph Leidy Medal. It 
will be awarded from time to time in recognition of preeminent contribu- 
tions to biological science and will be placed as a trust with the Academy 
of Natural Science. 

Dr. Leidy, born on September 9, 1823, was connected with the Academy 
of Natural Science from 1845 until his death, April 30, 1891. 

He is called the greatest of American scientists, ‘‘the American Cuvier” 
and ‘‘the father of the study of fossil vertebrate animals in America.’ His 
achievements covered every branch of natural history. During his life he 
wrote 550 papers and articles on plants, minerals, and biological subjects. 
For 48 years he served as professor of anatomy at the University of Penn- 
sylvania, from which institution he was graduated in 1844. J. deL. 


UNITED STATES MEDAL ISSUES AND AWARDS. 


It has been announced by Howard Greenley, of the Architectural League 
of New York, that Henri Creange won the Michael Friedsam Art in Indus- 
try Medal, presented to the individual who had contributed the most to 
the development of art in industry in American during 1923. The medal, 
which was designed by Robert Aitken, N. A., sculptor, is a gold medallion. 
The front shows Industry learning from Art; the back, Art nascent from 
Industry. It was offered to further encourage the trend of American indus- 
try toward art and its appreciation. It will be presented each year. 

Signor Antonio Scotti, baritone at the Metropolitan Opera Company, New 
York, was recently presented a green gold medal from the management of 
the Compnay, celebrating the quarter-centennial season of his continuous 
service to his art and his public at the Metropolitan Opera House.

AUSTRIA TO BEGIN COINAGE OF SILVER. 


The Austrian Government has felt secure enough in the matter of the 
currency to announce the introduction of a new silver coin. This does not 
signify establishment of a new currency, but is a transition step toward it 
and a departure from the despised paper currency. The Austrian “silver 
shilling’ will presumably form the basis for Stock Exchange quotations. 
It is expected that the establishment of the silver shilling will raise quota- 
tions considerably.—New York Times. 
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FOREIGN MEDAL ISSUES AND AWARDS. 


The Kaisar-i-Hind Medal of the first class has been conferred by the 
British Government on an American woman, Dr. Louisa Helena Hart, who 
is in charge of the Mary Lott Lyles Hospital at Chittur, Madras. The insti- 
tution belongs to the Arcot Missions of the Dutch Reformed Church of 
America. ‘The Kaisar-i-Hind medal is conferred on men or women who 
have performed useful public service in or for India. Dr. Hart received 
the medal of the second class in 1909. 

The Government of Brazil has awarded a gold medal and a commemo- 
rative diploma to Dr. Thomas T. Read, supervising mining engineer of the 
United States Bureau of Mines. Dr. Read was the representative of the De- 
partment of the Interior with the United States Commission at the celebra- 
tion of the hundredth anniversary of the independence of Brazil at Rio de 
Janeiro last year, and also was the special delegate of the American Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical Engineers and the Federated American Engi- 
neering Societies to the International Engineering Congress held in connec- 
tion with the celebration, which was attended by an American delegation 
headed by Secretary Hughes. J. del. 


COINAGE FOR DECEMBER, 1923. 


Following is the number of pieces of the different denominations coined 
at the mints of the United States during December, 1923, as officially re- 
ported by the Bureau of the Mint, Washington, D. C.: 

Gold—Double Eagles, 171,250. 

Silver—Standard Dollars, 519,000; Quarter Dollars, 3,544,000; Dimes, 
18,170,000. 

Nickel—-Five Cents, 15,088,000. . 

Bronze—One Cent, 30,343,000. 


A SIMON ‘ PETITION” COIN BRINGS $1,100. 


At a recent auction sale of English coins in London a specimen of the 
Simon ‘Petition’ crown, or five-shilling piece, brought $1,100. The speci- 
men was one of the 15 ‘‘Petition’’ crowns issued in the reign of Charles II. 
At that time a Dutchman was appointed engraver for a new coinage, much 
to the dismay of Thomas Simon, coin designer of the day. He therefore 
made an effort to regain his appointment by producing his ‘‘Petition’’ crown, 
around the edge of which he engraved an appeal to the King asking him to 
compare his work with that of the Dutchman. 


PERU REDUCES FINENESS OF SILVER COINS. 


A new issue of silver coins, dated 1923, has apparently been struck by 
Peru. There have been submitted the % sol and 1 Sol in silver of prac- 
tically the same type as previous issues, except for minor differences. 

But the degree of fineness of the silver has been very considerably changed, 
the earlier issues being .900 fine, while the new issue is only .500 fine, 
which is indicated in the inscription, ‘‘5 decimos fino’’ in place of ‘9 deci- 
mos fino.’’ 


“SMUGGLERS’ RELICS” ARE MONEY WEIGHTS. 


What are described on page 599 of the December issue as smugglers’ 
relics or brass counters are really money weights, and were used in this 
country to weigh foreign gold coins which passed current in place of British 
coins and at the rate of value as indicated by the numerals. I have a good 
number of them, also of scales and balances as used for weighing gold 
coins.

The German Bracteates and Their Art. 


Contributed by DR. JULIUS CAHN, Frankfurt-on-the-Main, Germany. 


Among the most interesting items in the field of numismatics we may 
count the Bracteatcs, wh.ch is the name of the uniface coins made of thin 
sheet silver (named after Prattea—tin foil or sheet metal) which were 
struck in Germany during the twelfth and thirteenth centuries of our era. 
They are the monuments of the revival of an economic system in this coun- 
try, after primitive methods had prevailed throughout many centuries of 
the early Middle Ages. Then, suddenly a great need arose for a Silver 
medium of small change; new mints were opened everywhere where market 
places and cities of any consequence were located; and as very little precious 
metal could be produced in the country itself, it was found necessary to 
re-melt again and again the old heavy s:lver pennies, the ‘‘denarii’’ which 
had been struck on both sides, and to re-coin them into a3 many new lighter 
coins aS possibie. Hspecially the Crusades, which revived the commercial 
traffic of Europe, proved an important factor toward this development. 


As the silver pennies had become quite thin, it was inevitable that the © 


- a 
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dies of the obverse came through on the reverse, or vice versa, and the two 
designs on both sides spoiled each other. This resulted in coinages that 
were very ugly and frequently hardly recognizable, and which are known 
as semi-Bracteates. Consequently, as the next development, some of the 
mint masters of Northern and Middle Germany concluded that these de-

fects could be remedied by coining the pennies with only one die, that is, 
uniface, by considerably broadening the flan through rolling and hammer- 
ing the metal into a very thin sheet, and by this process to at least approxi- 
mate for each single coin the weight of the former two-faced denarii. Such 
broad uniface sheet silver coins are the oldest Bracteates, which appeared 
in about the period of 1135 to 1140.

Considerably deteriorated though these coins were when regarded as 
money, in comparison with the older and heavier denarij of the time of the 
Carolingians, this change had at least this advantage: That the broader 
surface of the penny gave the die-cutters an opportunity to display their 
art, and, in fact, we can now speak of a really flourishing age of the die- 
cutters’ art in Germany at the time of the Hohenstafen Emperors of the 


welfth and thirteenth centuries, which coincides with the Golden Age of 
ure art generally known as the Romanesque period, and which has left to 
S$ quite characteristic and charming monuments. To be sure, it was not 
he Imperial mints which furnished the initiative, but the ecclesiastical 
rinces of the Empire, the Archbishops of Magdeburg, the Bishops of Hal- 
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berstadt, the Abbots of Hersfeld and others. Certainly the first attempts to 
produce large uniface pictures upon the Bracteates were still very primitive 
and unskilled, but very soon there were established special regional schools 
for die-cutters in the central cities of the several coinage and political dis- 
tricts, with definite traditions and a technique and style of their own. Af- 
ter some practice one can easily recognize any given Bracteate as attribu- 
table to definite localities. It is very difficult to discover exactly in words 
these local differences, but they will be recognizable from the illustrations 
which accompany this paper. 

Above all, there was MAGDEBURG, the see of the powerful Archbishops, 
which created its own style. The good composition of the picture within 
the circle of the coin, the preference for a fine execution of the details jn 
the ornamentation and in the inscription, which usually reads correctly, dis-

tinguish these. Of course, the custom to designate the provenance of the 
penny by the inscription was by no means general, as a great majority of 
the people could neither read nor write, at least not Latin, which was the 
language of all inscriptions. Frequently the letters which accompanied 
the pictures on the coins had only ornamental or symbolic significance, and 
the number of the Bracteates without inscription (“‘mute,”’ so called) far 
surpasses those which had inscriptions, especially in later times, a circum- 
stance which at times makes the attribution very difficult. In the former 
class very frequently the mint or country of issue are not mentioned, but 
only the name and title of the sovereign or the name of the patron saint. 
This was also the case with Magdeburg, where the series of the St. Maurice 
pennies, which showed the picture of this saint and must have been very

popular, has been very rich in a great number of attractive and diversified | 
types of which we are herewith illustrating several. The Bracteates, which 
were easily broken, much to the financial advantage of the sovereign, were 
called in once or twice every year and new issues were substituted, which 
compelled the die-cutter to invent new subjects for illustration continually 
in order that the new pennies could be distinguished from the old ones. 
Alongside of these there appeared the series of Bracteates with the picture 
of the Archbishop, especially those of the famous Wigmann von Seeburg 
(1152-1192), which showed the highest possible development of art. But 
in Magdeburg there were manufactured not only the Bracteates for the 
Archbishop’s own territories, but also for the neighboring princes, especial- | 
ly the Margraves of Brandenburg, and even Jazka, the Prince of the Wen-/} 


"eS 
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den, ordered there the dies for his coins. This is apparent from many 
parallel coinages on which only the inscription or the absence of a halo 
on the portrait of the saint indicated that the figure was inendetd for the 
margrave, and not St. Maurice. Particularly well executed are the archi- 
tectural frames in which the portrait is set. 

More soft and picturesque is the style of the die-cutters’ school which 
had its location in the northern part of the Harz Mountains, presumably in 
Halberstadt. St. Stephen here appears as the patron saint, whose picture 


' 
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is often represented in scenes of his martyrdom, and is used in illustrations 
of continuing novelty. Of course, here, too, there is an Episcopal series. 
The great treasure trove of Freckleben, in the Harz region, has brought to 
light the finest specimens of this kind. The neighboring Abbesses of Qued- 
linburg and Gandersheim had the dies of their splendid Bracteates cut here, 
as well as a number of temporal dynasts, the Barons of Arnstein, Falken- 
stein, etc. Above all, Henry the Lion, who resided at BRUNSWICK, created 
a beautiful coinage type with his heraldic animal, the lion, of which some 
showed the reproduction of his Lion mcnument, which is standing there

o-day. One can hardly conceive their variety and artistic inventiveness, 
hich give a genuine treat to the student of these coins, even if they do not 
give him the deep insight into the culture and history of their time such as 
ould make them of particular value to the historian. 

The country proper of the Bracteate is THURINGIA. Here the Arch- 
ishop of Mayence maintained a mint at ERFURT, which supplied to the 
rich neighboring countries their coinages, and also dies to many of the 
maller lords who exercised the right of coinage. The Imperial City of 
MUHLHAUSEN created a type of its own, that of the Emperor mounted on 
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horseback, who is riding on his horse equipped with full armor, with flag, 
and shield. Following this example, the landgraves of Thuringia struck. 
their series of Rider Bracteates, on which the overlord is represented with, 
all possible attributes, sometimes riding to the tournament, sometimes.

swinging his sword, but usually carrying the flag and shield. These pic- 
tures on the coinage furnish a contemporaneous source for the study of the 
history and arms and armor of the knights during the twelfth century. 
The Imperial mints also, located at Altenburg and Saalfeld, have left beau- 
tiful Bracteates, on which the Emperor generally appears seated on his

throne. The many small secular and temporal princes of this district, 
which even to our present day was subdivided into a large number of smaller 
individual domains, competed with each other keenly in providing beauti- 
ful coins, which, however, frequently, on account of the lack of correct

inscriptions, are difficult to attribute. Several of particular interest are 
shown in the illustrations herewith. a 

To the south the district of Hessen adjoins, where the famous Abbey 
HERSFELD, as well as Fulda, have left for us the oldest and most beauti- 
ful Bracteates. These are large and very delicate pieces of high relief, with 
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the pictures worked out in great detail in a very characteristic style. The 
-arrangement of the spacing and the distribution of the figures where two 
persons are pictured, such as the Abbot swearing allegiance to the Emperor, 
show all the characteristics of the highest art, which carried its effect far 
| into the thirteenth century. The landgraves themselves and their vassals 
have left to us a series of handsome Rider Bracteates, which are particularly 
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interesting on account of heraldic or symbolic details.

The most beautiful artistic creations on German Bracteates, however, 
we owe to the die-cutting school of the WETTERAU district which had its 
headquarters in the old Imperial city of FRANKFURT-ON-THE-MAIN, 
the seat of Government of this district. We admire the imagination and 
originality with which the usual portrait of the Emperor is represented in 
a variety of surroundings. In some cases the full figure seated on the 
throne, in others the bust enclosed in varied frames, or else accompanied 
by his Imperial spouse, or by the Chancellor of the Empire, the Lord of

Mayence also struck a series of very characteristic Bracteates, similar to 
he Frankfurt originals, at their mint in Aschaffenburg, which belongs in 
he Wetterau district. In this group also pictures will illustrate ‘the differ- 
nees more clearly than words. 

A separate group is formed by the more unique Bracteates of the region 
f the LAKE OF CONSTANCE and their neighbors in the diocese of AUGS- 
URG. Their coinage began later than that of North Germany, not until 
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the last years of Emperor Frederick Barbarossa, after 1180, and probably 
was issued from the regal palace in Ulm. But here also the seat of the die. 
cutters’ school proper was identical with the economic metropolis, the old 
Episcopal city of CONSTANCE on the Lake. For the ‘Constance Penny” 
was the legal tender for over a century throughout the region around the 
lake, and to it conformed all the other smaller mint cities, such as St. Gall, 
Lindau, Ravensburg, Ulm and many others. These South German Bracte- 
ates are the smallest in diameter and weight, but by reason of their per- 
fected style they have a charm of their own. Usually they are without in- 
scription, and their provenance is difficult to attribute. While in Constance 
the portrait of the Bishop prevails with a variety of attributes, the Monas- 
tery of Reichenau issued a coinage with the portrait of the abbot, St. Gall 
usually with the Lamb of God, Lindau with the eloquent coat-of-arms of 
the Linden tree, Ravensburg with the emblem of the Castle, Ulm with the 
portrait of the King, and everyone of the smaller mints with its own char-

acteristic insignia. Much value is also put upon the ornaments of the mar- 
gins or the edge. Finally, the Bracteates of Augsburg show almost always 
a marginal frame which is formed of a circle of crescents. The bishops 
struck their own portraits on the coins, while the regal mints of Schongau 
and Donauworth varied the style with the portrait of the King. 

Thus, ‘in every region of Germany local art created its own style for its 
Bracteates. The period through which they flourished was. only brief. 
Toward the middle of the thirteenth century, with.the end of the reign of 
the Hohenstaufen, decay is quite noticeable, whieh accompanied the politi- 
cal and economic decadence. It is true that Bracteates were struck down 
to the beginning of the fourteenth century, but their designs became more 
and more crude and inartistic, and finally they had to yield to entirely 
different new coinage types which corresponded to the needs of another 
age. But in the history of the coinage of Germany they formed one of the 
most interesting and remarkable phenomena.

It is surprising how much a little coin will sometimes reveal of history. 

While digging a gravel pit near Brestenbro, Jutland, Denmark, in LOTT. 
several skeletons were discovered. The find was reported to the National 
Museum; a deputy was sent over to investigate the place, and it was found 
that a chapel, surrounded by a burying place, stood here in mediaeval 
times. The archives revealed its history. Before the arrival of the deputy 
the owner of the pit had uncovered several] skeletons, one of which had a 
‘small silver coin between its teeth. The object of thus placing a coin be- 
tween the teeth or under the tongue of a corpse has previously been ex- 
plained in THrE Numismarist. Here it is the intention only of saying a few 
words about the coin itself. 

It was a small, thin silver piece, called a “‘korshvid” on account of the 
Maltese cross in outline on the reverse side. In many respects it resembles 
the Anglo-Saxon pennies, which, in fact, the Danish coins of the period did. 
This design is commonly seen on many mediaeval coins. Otherwise it is a 
three-penning or sterling, weighing 0.75 grams. It was struck at the Lund 
‘mint during the reign of Erik of Pommerania. It shows but little wear. 
The obverse is well struck, reading around a crown in the center: ERICVS: 
meee D: S: N:, and on the reverse, around the cross: MONETA: LVN- 
DEMSI. This last name is a mis-spelling. On other coins from the same 
mint and of the same period it reads variously: Lvyndensi, Lyndens, Lynden. 
The upper part of the reverse is double struck. Similar coins were issued 
from the Naestved mint. This coin was struck by Gerrit Gozewijns, hailing 
from Overyssel, in Holland. He is mentioned as being the king’s coiner 
in Naestved, 1407, and in Lund, 1413. 


During the last few years 3everal large hoards of old silver coins have 
been found in Norway, tie last one recently in Bokn, Rogaland. The 
hoard containeq about 300 coins, and proved of great interest. It belongs 
to the termination of the Viking period, about the beginning of the eleventh 


and Denmark. So far 15 large hoards have been discovered in Norway, 
yielding several thousand coins. The many hoards found in Rogaland re- 
veals the wealth of the people in those early days, and that successful 
Vikings resided in this province. 

The greatest number of coins in the Bokn hoard were Anglo-Saxon, coin- 
ed during the reign of King Ethelred II, called “‘the Irresolute,’’ who reign- 
ed 978-1013, and 1014-1016. In 1013 he was expelled by the Danish King, 
Svend Tveskjaeg. At the death of Svend, in 1014, he returned, but was 
again beaten and expelled by Canute the Great in 1016. 
| During the reign of Ethelred II there was much disturbance in England; 
the country was frequently ravaged by Danish and Norwegian Vikings. 
Large sums in silver were paid them by Ethelred, the so-called ‘Dane 
Geld,” and this accounts for the large number of Ethelreq coins found in 
hoards from the Viking period in the Scandinavian countries. 

Next in number were German coins, 92 having been coined during the 
reign of Emperor Otto III, 983-1002, one of the so-called “Saxon” em per- 
ors. And of these more than 50 were Adelheid: dinars. Adelheid was 
tto III’s grandmother. It has been a disputed point whether these coins 
were struck during the reign of her husband, Otto II, 936-997, or during 
that of her grandson under her guardianship. Students of numismatics 
and history have come to the conciusion that the latter is the most probable. 
Jne of the German coins was struck during the reign of Bernhard, Duke 
of Saxony, 973-1011. A noticeable fact, also observed in other hoards, is 


century, and is but ‘one of a group of hoards frequently found in Norway ~ ~ 
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that the German coins are much inferior in workmanship to the Anglo- 
Saxon. 

There was a single Arabian coin in the hoard. This is of some interest, 
as Arabian coins have not been numerous in hoards found in Western 
Europe. It is thought possible that the few Arabian coins came to Scandi- 
navia by way of Gotland, but it may also be assumed that they were brought 
from either England or Germany. 

About 50 of the coins were of a conglomerate nature; some of these were 
more or less worn, and it has been difficult to properly define their identity, 

That this hoard belong to the older group of buried treasure, or the 
period about the beginning of the eleventh century, and before the death 
of king Olaf the Pious, is evidenced by the fact that it contained no coins 
of king Harald Haarderaade, 1047-1066; it was during his reign that the 
first important coinage was begun in Norway. 

The Bakn hoard contained silver treasure, hidden away about 900 years 
ago, for safe-keeping, perhaps, but it is also possible that the owner hoped 
to take it along with him to Valhalla. 


Last year the Danish krone and the Swedish krona might have celebrated 
their fiftieth anniversary. They were first coined in 1873 as a result, of 
the convention concluded May 30th of that year between Denmark and 
Sweden. Two years later the convention was joined by Norway. A decimal 
system, with the crown as unit, was decided upon to replace the old cumb- 
ersome system of recknoing in riksdaler, mark and skilling. The benefit of 
this change was at once apparent, as the money of one country circulated 
at face value in the others. 

The first Swedish money was evidently issued by Olof Skotkonung at 
the beginning of the eleventh century. It was small silver coins, called 
penninger, which in the course of time came to mean money or currency in 
general. No more money was coined in Sweden then for a period of two 
and a half centuries. The silver dollar was first coined during the reign 
of Gustaf Vasa. Later this coin was called “riksdaler,’’ or “riksdaler 
specie,” which after 1855 equalled 4 ‘‘riksdaler riksmynt.’’ This was rather 
confusing. But, as a matter of fact, it might be mentioned that during a 
period of more than 300 years in which the silver dollar was coined in 
Sweden it was never debased, and a dollar of 1534 and one dated 1850 
contained the same amount of fine silver. 

Sweden was one of the first countries in Europe to issue bank notes. In 
1656 the King, Carl X Gustaf, issued patents to Johan Palmstruck, com- 
missioner in the commercial college or coungil, to open and conduct a 
“loan bank.’’ This bank was opened in 1660 and issued the first bank 
notes in Sweden, ‘‘creditiv-sedlar’—notes of credit—-which were receipts 
for money deposited in the bank, and which at the same time circulated as 
currency. The value of the notes, in multiples of five dollars, was printed 
in the text aS well as below same. 

From history it appears that Palmstruck’s bank eventually failed and 
was taken over by the Government, or, more correctly, by “‘rikets staender,” 
an assembly composed of owners of large estates. For a while thereafter 
no notes were issued, but it was not long before receipts for deposits in the 
“Rikets Staenders Bank’? reappeared as a circulating medium, this time 
for any odd amount. Not until 1745 did the bank again issue notes in cer- 
tain denominations, though still in the form of receipts, and this form of 
currency continued until 1849. For sums above 12 dollars the notes had 
to be endorsed and transported from one owner to the next. When in 
1866 a more representative body—the Riksdag—was created, instead of 
the old ‘“‘Rikets Staender,’’ the name of the national bank was accordingly 
changed to ‘Sveriges Riksbank,’’ which at the present time is the only bank 
of issue in Sweden. Until 1904 several private banks had the right of issue. 

To protect the currency against counterfeiting the law prescribed severe 
punishment. On the back of notes a hundred years old is found the follow- 
ing warning: ‘‘Whoever counterfeits or imitates this note will be hanged, 
and the discoverer of such misdoings will be rewarded according to royal 
resolution of December 20th, 1754.”’ 
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Money Weights.

Regarding the third coin illustrated on page 540 in the November number 
of THE NUMISMATIST, I believe it to be a coin weight for testing Spanish gold 
eoins, from the reign of Philip IV. The 88 may signify the date, 1588. The 
ecountermark on reverse is probably the maker’s mark (Hall mark). 

Money scales and weights were used in financial transactions by mer- 
chants, traders, money changers, counting houses, etc., for testing the weight 
of gold and silver coins, in order to detect counterfeits or those of short 
weight. The fact that an enormous number of varieties of foreign coins 
found their way into the trade of nearly every country, from the Middle 
Ages to the early part of the nineteenth century, made such scales and 
weights a necessity. 

The following list, with descriptions of some of the most interesting 
weights in my collection, may be worth space in this magazine.

Lineoln List “Errata.” 


Although much time and labor was expended on the list of Lincolniana 
in our February issue, both by Mr. King and the editor, it was inevitable 
that a few errors should creep in. In the interest of accuracy Mr. King 
has carefully checked up the entire list and reports a few errors, as follows: 

No. 506a should read 508a. ‘‘Obverse, Same as preceding,’’ refers to 
No. 508. This correction does not affect other numbering. 

No. 8380 should be No. 828. ‘‘Obverse, Same as preceding,’ refers to No. 
$27. Nos. 828 and 829 in the list should read 829 and 830. 

An incomplete description is given for the obverse of No. 449. This ob- 
verse is the same as the obverse of No. 555 and should read as follows: 

449. Obv., On an irregular planchet a nude, bearded bust of Lincoln 
facing right. Inscription surrounding the bust, “ABRAHAM LINCOLN’Y 
Below the shoulder, the die-sinker’s name, ‘‘GREENDUCK COMPANY CHI 
CAGO’’. Die-sinker’s name also in very small letters on loop. 


PORTLAND, ORE., WANTS COIN THAT DECIDED ITS NAME. 


The city of Portland, Ore., claims that its name was decided by the toss 
of a coin, and now representatives of the city are endeavoring to get posses- 
sion of the identical coin. The story runs like this: 

In the autumn of 1843 A. iM. Overton and A. L. Lovejoy, traveling along 
the Willamette river from Oregon City, built a log cabin at a point 12 miles 
from that settlement. Overton soon sold out to F. W. Pettygrove, who, 
nearly a year later, built a small store called the ‘‘Shingle Store’ with 
Lovejoy at what is now the corner of Front and Washington streets in Port- 
land. 

The two decided to dignify the little settlement, which was called every- 
thing from ‘‘the village” to ‘“‘Stumptown,”’ but could not agree on a name. 
To decide who would have the honor of naming the place they tossed a 
penny, and Lovejoy, a former citizen of Boston, lost and sold his share of 
the properties to a Benjamin Stark. | 

The coin is said to belong to the estate of Francis W. Pettygrove, coffee 
and tea merchant, at 45 Market street, who died December 1. The penny 
is said to be the identical coin which Pettygrove’s father, F. W. Pettygrove, 
and A. L. Lovejoy ‘‘flipped’’ in 1845 to determine who should christen the 
then small settlement now called Portland. Pettygrove won, and as he was” 
from Portland, Maine, he named the settlement Portland.

| To Whom It May Concern: 
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Huguenot-Walloon Commemorative Half Dollar. 


The Huguenot-Walloon Commemorative half dollar was issued in Febru- 
ary. It commemorates the three-hundredth anniversary of the permanent 
settlement of New Netherland, now the State of New York, by Walloons, 
French and Belgian Huguenots. 

This coin adds another to the number of commemorative half dollars 
struck for various anniversaries during the last seven or eight years, and 
in point of merit and excellence it is the equal of any of them. From the 
eollector’s point of view, the only objection that can be urged against it is 
that the reverse is similar in general appearance to the reverse of the Pil- 
grim half dollar. The workmanship is excellent, and there is a balance 
and symmetry to both the obverse and reverse that is lacking on some of 
the other commemorative issues. 


The obverse bears the profiles of Admiral Coligny and William the Silent, 
with their names, in small letters, below. Inscription above, ‘United States 
eeeuuerica. Below, “Huguenot Haif Dollar.”’ To right of busts, “In God 


We Trust.” The reverse shows the ship Nieu Netherland, in which the first 


30 families of settlers came to New York, with the dates at the sides, 


| “1624” and ‘1924.’ Inscription above, ‘“‘Huguenot-Walloon Tercentenary.”’ 
| Below, “Founding of New Netherland.” 


The coin is issued by the Huguenot-Walloon New Netherland Commission, 
with headquarters in New York City, of which Rev. John Baer Stoudt, a 


member Of the A. N. A., is director. A fitting celebration of the event has 


been organized by the National Huguenot-Wailoon Tercentenary Commis- 
sion, instituted by the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America. 


|The celebration will take place on April 27, 1924, and is to be observed by 


all the descendants of the Walloons, French and Belgian Huguenots who 


came to this country under the Dutch West India Company. 


The act authorizing this issue of coins provided that 300,000 might be 
struck. Only a comparatively small number will be struck at first, and 
additional pieces will be struck as the demand warrants. The bill also 
provides that they shall be issued only upon the request of the Fifth Na- 
tional Bank, New York City, which will act as distributing agent. 

This coin should possess a special interest for members of the A. N. A., 
Since the director of the commission is a member of our association, and 
President Wormser has been consulted and has acted in an advisory 


| capacity with the commission. This is the first instance, we believe, where 
~@ numismatic organization or its officers have been consulted in the issue of 


a commemorative half dollar. A letter from President Wormser has been 
sent out by the commission, as follows:

This is to certify that from time to time J have had the privilege to act in 


} an advisory capacity with the Director of the Huguenot-Walloon New Neth- 


erland Tercentenary, in the issuing of the Huguenot Memorial half dollar, 
which the mint at Philadelphia is about to strike. 
I have passed on the designs and have seen proof of the obverse side. I 
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feel safe in saying that I believe this coin will surpass all previous U. S. 
commemorative coins in both attractiveness and historical significance and 
feel certain, too, that it will appeal not only to those of Huguenot, Walloon 
or Dutch extraction, but to all citizens of every section of our country who 
are interested in the romantic history of its founding as a refuge for the 
oppressed. 

I have confidence in the management of the Tercentenary, which I am 
assured is free from the keen commercialism too often apparent in the dis- 
tribution of commemoraitve coins. 

The first run, I am informed, will consist of twenty thousand coins, and 
thereafter only four thousand are to be coined at a time. It is proposed 
to strike not more than one hundred thousand at most. All coins remain- 
ing on hand after a certain date are to be returned to the mint for remelting, 

The good faith of the Commission is evident from the fact that they have 
come to the American Numismatic Association for suggestions and advice, 
particularly as to selling methods that should protect the purchasers who 
buy these coins at a premium over face.

Some interesting history in connection with the first settlement of New 
Netherland is contained in a circular sent out by the commission, as follows: 


Since the publication of an historical discussion of the date of the per- 
manent settlement of New Netherland in our nineteenth annual report, in- 
teresting light has been thrown upon this important event by the publica- 
tion of the journal of Jesse de Forest, who, on July 21, 1621, sent a peti- 
tion to the Virginia Company for permission to send a colony to America. 
This journal and other valuable information are given in “A Walloon Family 
in America,’’ by Mrs. Robert W. de Forest, who was an ancestor of Mr. 
Robert W. de Forest, of New York City, was a native of Avesnes. Three 
of his children, Isaac, Henry and Rachel, the last of whom married Jean 
Mousnier de la Montagne, were among the earliest European inhabitants 
of New York. In an article in the New York Evening Post of September 19, 
1922, Mr. Robert W. de Forest says that Jesse de Forest’s autograph peti- 
tion of July 21, 1621, is still extant and that it is signed by 56 men, most 
of them heads of families, the whole number comprising 227 men, women 
and children. It was presented to the British Ambassador at The Hague, 
Sir Dudley Carlton, and transmitted to the British State Secretary. In it 
Jesse de Forest asked ‘‘whether it would please his Majesty to permit 50 
or 60 families, as well Walloon as French, all of the reformed religion, to 
go and settle in Virginia, a country under his rule, and whether it would 
please him to undertake their protection and defence from and against all, 
and to maintain them in their religion.’’ The intending colonists offered 
to provide one ship themselves if the king would provide another, as they 
might need to carry 300 persons, besides many head fo cattle. They wanted 
the grant of a tract 16 miles in diameter where they could build a city, 
erect fortifications, elect a governor and magistrates, etc. But the directors 
of the Virginia Company did not view the petition favorably. They did not 
object to having 300 Walloons and French settle in Virginia, but they did 
not approve their settling down together in a single body. They wanted 
to have the proposing colonists placed in convenient numbers “in the prin- 
cipall Citties, Borroughs and Corporacions in Virginia.”’ 

Then Jesse de Forest carried his petition to the ‘“‘States of Holland and 
West Friesland,’ to whom it had been referred by the States General, and 
Jesse received an answer granting his request and authorizing ‘‘the said 
Jesse de Forest * * * to enroll for the colonies all families having the 
qualifications requisite for being of use and service to the country, the 
same to be transported to the West Indies.’’ Mr. Robert W. de Forest, in | 
his article which we are here summarizing only, points out that ‘‘the West | 
Indies’? was then a generic term applicable to all the Western Continent. 
The directors of the West India Company offered to take Jesse and some of 
the heads of families to the ‘‘Wild Coast’’ to select for themselves an ad- 
vantageous site and prepare it for colonization before risking the lives of 
women and children. Ten men were selected for this purpose under the 
leadership of Jesse, of whom four were among the signers of the petition 
to the Virginia Company. They set sail on July 1, 1623, returning after 


: 
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months of adventure and hardship. Jesse de Forest died on the Wild Coast 
before this expedition returned, and therefore was not himself a settler of 
New Netherland, but the project which he had set in motion eventually bore 
fruit. 


PRESIDENT WORMSER COMMENTS ON COIN WEEK. 


Reports received on Coin Week activities are far from complete, but we 
are fully warranted in saying that Coin Week has proved a huge success. 
Bxhibitions and other numismatic activities have been held throughout the 
eountry through the various individuals and organizations affiliated with 
the A. N. A., and a brief summary of these activities appears elsewhere. 

So far there has been no indication of any large increase in membership 
resulting from Coin Week, but a general interest seems to have been aroused 
with the public. Very excellent newspaper reports in the New York Times 
and Herald have produced inquiries, chiefly with a view to the sale of 
numismatic material from people throughout the country. But the one 
gratifying response to the exhibitions of Coin Week has been a manifesta- 
tion among several progressive banks of an entirely new interest in the 
science of coins and money. No less than four institutions in Richmond, 
Va., Bridgeport, Conn., Hartford, Conn., and Northampton, Mass., have 
written to the President’s office inquiring how they could arrange for: 
nhumismatic exhibitions to be held in their own banks. Needless to say, the 
President immediately referred these banks to A. N. A. members in their 
respective localities. This certainly is as valuable an item of publicity as 
numismatics could well attain, and it shows that some banks at least fully 
appreciate the economic, commercial and historical value of our science. 

Another point which Coin Week demonstrated was the very gratifying 
knowledge that our Association has built up a very efficient organization 
which fairly completely covers the entire extent of our country. The Presi- 
dent wants to take this opportunity of expressing his appreciation and 
praises to all the officers, district secretaries, individual members and corpo- 
rate members, clubs and societies, who have so heartily and enthusiastically 
cooperated in the work of Coin Week, showing our Association to have de- 
veloped into a numismatic machine capable of well organized and success- 
ful activities for common numismatic purposes. Congratulations and thanks 
to everybody who lent a hand in this work are very much in order.

MEDALS FOR EDITORS OF THE CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA, 


Papal medals to signalize the second year of the pontificate of Pope Pius 
XI and to commemorate the tenth centenary of St. Thomas Aquinas, patron 
of Catholic schools, have been presented to the editors of the Catholic En- 
cyclopedia, in Philadelphia. 

A personal letter from Pope Pius XI, through his secretary, Right Rev. 
Giovanni Mercati, accompanied the medals. It follows: 

“At an audience last evening our Holy Father Pius XI, referring to your 
letter, handed me five medals, one for each of the editors of the Encyclo- 
pedia, requesting me to express to them his thanks. ‘I could have request- 
ed the Secretariat of State to acknowledge the letter,’ he said, ‘but I am 
retaining this scientific work for personal use, so as not to need to borrow 
it from the Apostolic Library.’ 

“TI hope your reverence will gather from the above the wishes of His Holi- 
hess, which he expressed in better terms than I can command. Do as you 
think fit regarding the medals, especially that of the late editor-in-chief, 
Charles G. Hebermann, which His Holiness wishes to be given to the heirs 
as a remembrance.’’ 

The medals carry a bas-relief of Pope Pius XI. On the reverse side are 
reliefs of St. Thomas Aquinas in glory; Pope John XII, who canonized him; 
Pius V, who named him angelical doctor of the Church, and Leo XIII, who 
Named him patron of Catholic schools. To the left are Dante and Beatrice, 
with the inscription: ‘‘Amid Alighieri’s melodies, John XXII ranked him 
Men the Saints A. D. 1323.”

WORK ON MEDALS AND TOKENS OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


Under the title of ‘‘Numismatics of Massachusetts’ the Massachusetts 
Historical Society has recently published a valuable work. It was compiled 
by Malcolm Storer, M. D., curator of coins and medals of the society, as 
well as of the Boston Museum of Fine Arts and the Boston Medical Library, 
and a memebr of the A. N. A., the A. N. S. and the Boston Numismatic 
Society. 

In his preface Dr. Storer says that the list is primarily a catalogue of the 
pieces relating to Massachusetts in the collection of the society, but also in- 
cludes descriptions of other Massachusetts pieces, taken from many sources, 
and is, as far as he knows, the first attempt to collate them. 

The arrangement of the list is by towns and cities, all issues, except per- 
sonal medals, being included under these respective headings. A separate 
section is devoted to the personal medals. There is also a list of badges, 
a list of Bolen’s productions and a list of Merriam’s tokens. Thirty-eight 
full-page plates illustrate a number of the pieces, while the frontispiece is 
the Harvard University Medal, with profile of President Eliot. A very com- 
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plete index completes the work. It contains 293 pages, exclusive of plates 
and index. The publication committee is composed of Henry Cabot Lodge, 
Malcolm Storer, M. D., and Worthington Chauncey Ford. The Riverside 
Press of Cambridge is the printer, and it has produced a splendid piece of 
work from a typographical point of view. 

In his preface Dr. Storer says: “So little work has been done towards 
collating the minor medals of the United States that a general effort to 
catalogue them would be of great value. This could in no way be better 
done than under the auspices of historical societies in the various States.’ 

Collectors of the issues of the different States will heartily endorse Dr. 
Storer’s suggestion. The cost of issuing such catalogues by individual 
collectors is prohibitive, and if lists of the minor medallic issues of the 
various States are ever to be made available for collectors it will have to 
be done through organizations of some kind. The Massachusetts Historical 
Society has shown the way, and its effort is a highly creditable one. 


NEW YORK NUMISMATIC CLUB ISSUES SALTUS MEDAL. 


Desiring to honor and perpetuate the memory of its late member and 

well-beloved President, the New York Numismatic Club has prepared a 
beautiful portrait medal of Mr. J. Sanford Saltus. 
_ Mr. Saltus was internationally known, and had as many friends in Europe 
as in America. His many deeds of kindness, his generosity and his gentle- 
ness of disposition so endeared him to all that it is highly fitting the mem- 
ory of this unusual man be perpetuated in medallic form for preservation 
by all who knew and loved him. 


This medal measures 37 mm. and was modeled by one of the Club mem- 
bers, Mr. J. M. Swanson. The reverse bears the New York Numismatic 
Club seal. The model for this medal was submitted to the jury of the 
National Sculpture Society and hung in the exhibition of that society in 
New York City during the summer of 1923. 

The medals will be sold only by subscription, at the following prices, 
payable in advance: Bronze, $2.50; silver, $5; gold, $35. 


GUTTAG BROS. ISSUE PAMPHLET FOR COIN WEEK. 


A pamphlet entitled ‘‘Coin Collecting’’ was issued for free distribution 
during Coin Week by Guttag Bros., of New York City. The object was to 
give non-collectors or beginners some idea of the numismatic field and to 
point out a number of interesting series of coins. The pamphlet is by EH. 
H. Adams. The subheadings include ‘‘America and South America,” ‘‘Cents 
of the Confederation,’ ‘‘Tradesmen’s Tokens,’’ ‘‘Hard Times Tokens,’’ ‘‘Lat- 
in-American Coins,” ‘‘First Coins for America,’ ‘‘West Indian Cut Pieces,” 
“Counterstamped Coins,’’ ‘‘Fractional Paper Currency,” “Wildcat Bank 
Notes,”’ ‘Government Issues,” ‘‘Medals’’ and ‘‘Numismatic Literature.” Such 
literature as this is bound to have a good effect for numismatics, and more 
of it should be issued. If non-collectors could be made acquainted with — 
the full depth and breadth of numismatics, and could learn that there are 
many interesting, but inexpensive, series of coins, medals and tokens to be 
had, the number of collectors would increase more rapidly. ; 


TERCENTENNIAL MEDAL FOR ABO, FINLAND. 


The tercentennial of the Court of Appeal, City of Abo, Finland, was cele- 
brated by the striking of a commemorative medal, the obverse of which 
represents Justicia resting, holding a sword in her right hand and balancing 
qa scale in her left hand, with inscription: ‘‘In Memoriam Trium Seculorum.’’ 
In the exergue, ‘“‘Praecelsum Judicium Aboense Cudendum Curavit A. 
MCMXXIII.” The inscription on the reverse reads: ‘“‘Suprema Iustitia 


Magni Ducatus Finlandiae Inaugurata A. MDCXXIII,”’ and depicts the pre- 


sentation by King Gustavus Adolphus of the certificate of incorporation of 
the city of Abo, Court of Appeal, 1623, to its first Judicial President, Count 
Nils Bjelke. Inside the rim appears the inscription, ‘‘Gustavus Adolphus 
Rex. Nils Bjelke Primus Iudicii.’”” The continuity of this inscription is 
broken by the coat-of-arms of Finland. The medal is designed. by Wik- 
strom. J. del. 


NUMISMATIC ARTICLES IN BANKERS’ MAGAZINE. 


Two articles on numismatic subjects recently appeared in the Bankers’ 
Equipment-Service Bulletin, Chicago, by Theo. J. Venn, A. N. A. member, 
of that city. “Coppers Worth Their Weight In Gold’’ was the title of an 
article in the December issue. In this article Mr. Venn illustrated and de- 
scribed a number of the rare colonial issues. In the January issue the 
article was entitled ‘‘Tracing the History of the U. S. Mint Over 130 Years.”’ 
This was a review of the coinage of the large cents and half cents, dealing 
almost entirely with the early issues, and was also illustrated. 


PUBLICITY FOR THE LINCOLN NUMBER. 


The Utica (N. Y.) Observer-Dispatch of February 12 devotes a column to 
a review of the contents of the February issue of THrk NUMISMATIST, giving 
in detail all the features of the Lincoln number. The article is by W. H. 
DeShon, A. N. A. member, of the staff of the Observer-Dispatch. Of the 
two issues of obsolete paper money of Utica described in the list, Mr. De- 
Shon says: “Mr. Carpenter was City Treasurer at the time the note was 
issued, and his office was in the Peckham stove store, where he was em- 
ployed. Mr. Vidvard was a wholesale liquor dealer at 29 and 31 John 
street.’’

NORWAY WILL NOT REDEEM SILVER COINS. 


The Norwegian Riksbank will not in the future redeem Norwegian sub- 
sidiary coins collected in Sweden, but will give interest- -bearing notes re- 
deemable in 1929.—(Free Trans. by J. deL. ) 
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SHANGHAYD’S NEW MINT. 


The opening of the Shanghai Mint recently constructed depends upon 
China’s ability to raise the $2,500,000 needed for the installation of the 
machinery now held in bond, and for the initial operating capital. Already 
$1,000,000 of this amount has been raised and the remainder is assured. 

The program includes the abolition of the tael from the Chinese currency 
and the adoption of a uniform Chinese dollar, says the report. The Shang- 
hai Mint is to be the central mint and responsible for the maintenance of 
its standards in the quality of coins minted. The standards set by this mint 
are to be followed by the other mints, and it is planned to replace the Mexi- 
can dollar, and later the other coins, with these standards so that gradually 
China will have in use Chinese and not foreign coins. 

The central mint is to have a daily minimum capacity of 500,000 silver 
dollars and a maximum output of 1,000,000 silver dollars a day.—New 
York Times.

COINS FOUND FIFTY FEET UNDER GROUND. 


“Sand hogs’’ working 80 feet under ground on the foundations of the 
New York Telephone Company building recently, in New York, unearthed 
several American coins dating back to the latter part of the eighteenth 
century. An official in charge of the work said 50 feet under ground the 
men found the hulk of an old vessel-about the size of a modern canal boat. 

While digging out the hulk the men found the coins, which were bronze 
Or copper. One bears the word ‘‘Libertas” and is dated 1783. On the re- 
verse side is the inscription ‘‘Constellatio Nova.’ Another coin found is 
dated 1780. Of the nine coins found no two are alike.—Press Clipping. 


BILL TO AUTHORIZE COINAGE OF 216-CENT PIECES. 


Representative Wolff, of Missouri, has introduced a bill in the House 
authorizing the coinage of 244-cent pieces. The bill provides for the strik- 
ing of three varieties of the coin, in equal numbers, the varieties to con- 
sist of obverses bearing the portraits of Roosevelt, Harding and Wilson, 
with the dates, respectively, of their births and deaths, and the inscription 
“In God We Trust.’”’ On the reverse would be the inscriptions, ‘‘E Pluribus 
Unum,” ‘‘United States of America’’ and the denomination of the coin. 


EIGHT HUNDRED COINS IN MAYORESS’ CHAIN. 


The next Mayoress of Buckingham, England, will have presented to her 
a chain made from 800 threepenny pieces, which were paid as a fine of 10 
imposed on Councillor Roper, who refused to accept the position of Mayor. 
Councillor Roper handed over these 800 small coins and will have them 
made into a chain for the future Mayoress.

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CLEVELAND, THE CONVENTION CITY. 


An aggressive civic step which has attracted world-wide attention to 
Cleveland is the group plan for public buildings. A ‘“T’” shaped tract of 
land approximating 104 acres in the heart of the city, and known as the 
“Mall,’’ will ultimately contain all of Cleveland’s municipal buildings. The 
Federal Building, costing $3,870,000; the Cuyahoga County Courthouse, 
costing $4,500,000, and the City Hall, costing $3,330,000, are already occu- 
pied. Appropriations are outstanding for a public library and a Criminal 
Court building upon the ‘‘Mall.’’ The completed project will represent an 
outlay in excess of $35,000,000. 

The Public Hall, opened in the Spring of 1922, also located on the 
“Mall,’? constitutes another unit of the group plan. Its auditorium accom- 
modates 12,500 persons, while upwards of 70,000 square feet of floor space 
is available for exhibits. The accoustics of this mammoth auditorium have 
proven ideal. Exhibit engineers have proclaimed its exhibit facilities to be 
the finest and most serviceable of any similar building in the United States.

Few cities have been so favored by gifts from their own citizens. The 
park system, which has hardly a rival in America for extent and for the 
variety of its natural beauty and attractions, is the outgrowth of notable 
giving by Cleveland men. 

Parks and boulevards extend in a great chain around the larger part of 
the city, lacking only a few connecting links to make a complete girdle of 
green in summer. Gordon Park and Edgewater Park, the latter on the 
West Side, as the great section west of the Cuyahoga River is called, re- 
serve for the people forever two miles on the lake front and provide bathing 
beaches, boating facilities and playgrounds swept by cool breezes in sum- 
mer. There are nine parks with from 85 acres to nearly 300 each, and 
the park system includes numerous smaller parks and many miles of boule- 
vards. Deep ravines, natural waterfalls, fine old forest groves, pretty streams 
and the shore of a great lake combine to give these pleasure grounds rare 
charms for lovers of nature.

Obituary. 
LYMAN HAYNES LOW. 


Lyman Haynes Low, numismatist, dealer anq cataloguer, died at his 
home, 28 Clinton Place, New Rochelle, N. Y., on February 10, 1924, aged 
79 years. 

Mr. Low was a descendant of an old New England family. He was born 
in Boston. His parents were Capt. Francis Low and Reliance Cobb Burrill 
Low. He was a direct descendant of John Low, who served as Vice-Ad- 
miral with Admiral Winthrop on the ship which carried Governor Bradford 
to England in 1632. Mr. Low’s wife, who was Miss Ella Mordaunt Peshine, 
died about five years ago. Her death was a severe blow to him, from which 
he never fully recovered. 

Mr. Low’s interest in coins dates from his boyhood days. There was an 
interruption in his collecting during the Civil War, during which he served 
as a member of Company B, Thirteenth Massachusetts Volunteers. After 
_the war he returned to Boston, but went to New York in 1870. He later 
became connected with the Scott Stamp and Coin Company, as manager, at 
178 Fulton street, and remained with that firm until 1896. In that year 
he went in business for himself as a dealer and cataloguer, in which he re- 
mained until his death. In 1911 he moved to New Rochelle, N. Y., from 
which place he conducted his business, though for several years after his 
removal he held his auction sales in New York City. His later sales were 
held in New Rochelle. a 

During his career as a cataloguer and selling coins at public auction he 
held 211 sales, his last one being held December 1, 1923, Part I of the J. 
Coolidge Hills collection. Before his death he had catalogued Part II of 
this collection. His sales, particularly in the earlier years of his career, 
included many noted collections. 

With William T. R. Marvin, of Boston, he edited the American Journal of 
Numismatics, the publication of the American Numismatic Society, for 15 
years. In addition, he was the author of several monographs, perhaps the 
best known of which is his work on Hard Times Tokens. With this work 
his name is inseparably linked. Many of the pieces in this list had their 
origin in New England, and it was a pleasure to Mr. Low to accumulate 
data on the business careers of the parties who issued them. Well inform- 
ed on all branches of numismatics, he took special interest in all issues of 
tokens and store cards. The second edition of ‘““‘Hard Times Tokens’’ ap- 
peared in 1899, followed by a supplement in 1906, which is the standard 
list today of these issues. Not a little of the popularity this series enjoys, 
as well as the high prices some of the rarer ones command, is due to this 
work of Mr. Low. ; 

During his career he made several trips to Europe to visit dealers in 
London, Brussels, Berlin anq other numismatic centers. 

Mr. Low has been a member of the American Numismatic Association 
since its organization. He was also a member of the American Numismatic 
Society, the New York Numismatic Club and other numismatie organiza- 
tions, both in the United States and Europe. a. 

The early days in the colleeting life of such a prominent figure in the 
numismatic world as Mr. Low will be of interest to all, and we reprint here 
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a part of his address at the Philadelphia Convention of the American 
Numismatic Association, held in 1908: 

“Coins first attracted my attention in 1856. The fever continued possibly 
for a year, and then other subjects engrossed me, doubtless from lack of 
congenial companionship, for | knew but one collector, and it was he who 
inspired me. I had not then learned of a dealer, though Henry Cook of 
Boston—my native place—was engaged: in the business, at that time. The 
summit of joy was reached, and my eldorado found at the toll-house on 
the Boston side of Chelsea Ferry, where I made weekly visits on Saturday 
afternoons, and looked over a box of odd pieces. It was the custom of the 
tollman to accept anything having the semblance of a coin. If it proved 
to be something else than a piece of U. S. mintage, it was thrown into this 
box. But nothing of special importance was ever secured, for my knowledge 
was limited, and my pocketbook small. My recollections are that Connec- 
ticut Cents, Hard Times Tokens, and an occasional store card composed the 
bulk of my treasures. It seems worthy of comment that I never found a 
half cent in any of the claims I prospected. It is certain at that period 
none were in circulation in Massachusetts. When the Civil War came on, 
J took my collection to a State street broker and sold it for $5.00. I have 
never forgotten my first small accumulation. 

“During the Civil War more important matters demanded my time, and 
in the years which followed, until 1878, the subject was dormant. In that 
year, when a commercial traveler, I was sojourning in the West, on the 
Mississippi, just below St. Paul. Many foreign copper and silver coins were 
in circulation in that community, and I soon found myself making a collec- 
tion of the various kinds I met with. By this means I became acquainted 
with three collectors in the town, and their hoards were sufficient to re- 
kindle the flame of 20 years previous. My ardor was thoroughly aroused, 
and the interest I took was intense! [I dreamed and talked of coins inces- 
santly; but I soon became rational, and launched into the subject in sober 
earnest. Almost immediately I began to sell as well as purchase. The 
captures, whether of pieces or of customers, were not large or important. 
In the fall of 1879, after returning to New York from one of my trips, I 
passed the old store of Bangs & Co., on Broadway, opposite Astor Place, 
and read the bulletin at the door, ‘Coin Sale To-day.’ <A few brisk steps 
took me up to the spacious rooms, where the coins of the late Theodore 
Riley were displayed on those long, flannel-covered tables, which some of 
you perhaps remember. I attended the sale that afternoon, and most of 
those that followed, whenever I was able to do so. 

“In 1883 I made the dealing in coins my exclusive business, beginning 
at 838 Broadway. When I offered my collection, numbering some 15,000 
pieces, to buyers, it was chiefly composed of copper coins. My career since 
that time is fairly recorded in the catalogues of my public sales, the first 
being that of the late Alexander Balmanno of Brooklyn. So much for my 
early reminiscences; of later days I need not enlarge in this company.” 


THOMAS HEDLEY. 


Thomas Hedley, one of the oldést members of the A. N. A., died at his 
home in Hamilton, Ontario, on February 3, 1924. Interment was in Hamil- 
ton Cemetery on February 6. 

Mr. Hedley was born in England 82 years ago, but had been a resident 
of Hamilton for 60 years. He was a keen student of coins, his chief interest 
being in the Irish and Canadian series, of which he owned a very fine col- 
lection. He was never happier than when imparting to brother collectors 
some of the knowledge he had acquired by long years of study of these 
coins. A fine gentleman of the old school, who will be sadly missed by 


those who knew him, for to all who knew him he was a friend.

On January 11, 1924, Mr. James Belmonte, the well-Known numismatist 
and member of the firm of Adolph Hess Nachfolger, of Frankfurt-on-the- 
Main, Germany, since 1885, passed away, aged 69 years. All the older 
generation of numismatists will hear of this loss to the science of numis- 
matics with great regret.

IMPORTANT NUMISMATIC DISCOVERY. 


The following letter, which has been received by the editor, tells its own 
story: 
“Los Angeles, Cal., Dec. 31, 1923. 
“Dear Mr. Editor—-For some time [I have noticed the arguments in THE 
NUMISMATIST between Mr. Alden Scott Boyer and Mr. Charlie Markus about 
“Ts it not or is an obolus of Lampsacus of Mysia an is?’’ The argument 
got the coin collectors on the Coast going also and all are looking for traces 


of oboluses, so I went to my treasure cave and dug up an old chest left me 
by my great-granduncle. Among the coins and curios of which this chest 
was full I discovereq an obolus, which I am sending to you and which kills 
the argument, as now it shows there is. I remember now as I look on this 
obolus that my great-granduncle told me about his travels in the Land of 
the Dog-Faced Men, where he picked up this obolus. These dog-faced 
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people were well educated and artistically inclined, and this kingdom of 
Mysia was then ruled by King Swat, whose picture is on this obolus. I no- 
tice his name over his head and his motto underneath, ‘‘Tenax et Fidelis,”’ 
which I looked up and find it means ‘“‘Firm and Faithful.” This obolus 
looks like a dog-gone good coin, don’t it? And may I suggest you ought 
to put a cut of it in THrk NumismMartIistT, so the argument will be stopped, as 
we now know there is an obolus, and this whopper of an obolus could go 
to the A. N. A. collection. 
“Yours for settling arguments, 
“LOUIS KRONMAN.”’ 
“924 West First street.”’ 


After caretul inspection under a powerful glass we have no hesitancy in 
saying we believe the piece is just what it is intended to be. It is true it 
measures nearly 31% inches in diameter, which is considerably larger than 
the standard size. But the thickness, Ah! the thickness—1, inch—corre- 
sponds closely to that of oboli of unquestioned standing. The metal is very 
dark bronze, while ordinarily oboli were struck in silver. The piece is 
also uniface and there are no indications of the punch mark on the reverse. 
The lettering on this piece is incuse and regularly formed, while Mysian 
oboli are said to be without inscription. Coins of Lampsacus we have seen 
have the winged sea horse as a design, while the piece under dissection has 
the head of a canine. 

But these trifling irregularities count for little. The piece says on its 
face that it is an obolus of Lampsacus of Mysia, and that’s what it is. The 
docile and affectionate expression on the face of King Swat confirms Mr. 
Kronman’s statement that the Mysians were an educated and artistic lot 
of people, and we congratulate him on his find. We forget whether it is 
Mr. Boyer or Mr. Markus that loses out on this discovery. Whoever it is, 
we hope he will have a box of cigars for all hands at the Cleveland Con- 
vention. 

LATER.—Since the above was put in type we have given this obolus 
another careful examination and find underneath the effigy of King Swat, 
in very small letters, ‘“‘Louis Kronman, L. A., Cal.’’ This proves that it is 
a modern imposition and shows how easy it is to err in separating the sheep 
from the goats. (Nevertheless, we hope the box of cigars will make its ap- 
pearance at Cleveland.) 


PRESTON C. POND TALKS “‘COINS” TO KIWANTANS. 


At the weekly luncheon of the Chicopee (Mass.) Kiwanis Club the mem- 
bers were entertained by Preston C. Pond, ex-President of the Springfield 
Coin Club and a. member of the A. N. A., who gave an informal talk on ‘‘Coin 
Collecting.”’ He traced the history of currency, telling why coins were 
chosen as a medium of exchange. He also exhibited portions of his collec- 
tion, and presented each member of the club with a 1000-mark note. His 
exhibit included a number of rarities in United States coins. 

Signed checks by Chicopee men of prominence in the past, together with 
photographs of them, attracted much attention. Mr. Pond also showed 
State banknotes of the old Cabot Bank. 


NEW GERMAN NUMISMATIC PUBLICATION. 


We are in receipt of No. 1, Volume I, of ‘‘Mitteilungen fur Munzsammler,”’ 
issued January, 1924, which seems to be a continuation of similar German 
nhumismatic periodicals whose absence we have noted with great regret for 
several years. This periodical, in its headlines, is described as containing 
reports of the Numismatic Societies of Frankfurt, Karlsruhe, Westphalia, ~ 
Wiesbaden-Mayence and of Wurttenberg, indicating the gratifying interest 
in social and scientific numismatic activities at these foreign centers. The 
magazine also conveys the very regrettable news fo the death of Mr. Paul 
Joseph of Frankfurt-a;Main, Germany, in the 75th year of his life, who has 
been a prominent writer and scientific investigator of numismatic subjects 
and whose name is undoubtedly famliiar to some of our readers. 
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Coin Week Activities. 


Whatever the results of Coin Week may “be in substantial benefits to 
numismatics as a field of study and to. the numismatic organizations that 
participated in it, there is no doubtSit-was.a great success. It was arranged 
somewhat hurriedly for a nation-wide propesition, but the suggestion for 
such a week seemed to meet with the.appreval’ of-local numismatice socie- 
ties and individuals throughout the -eountry, and cooperation all along the 
line enabled those directing it to make it successful. The idea of “Coin 
Week”’ originated with and was proposed by Mr. Julius Guttag, of .New 
York City, a member of the Board of Governors of the A. N. A., who lent 
his whole-hearted support to the movement. 

The matter was presented to President Wormser of the A. N. A., who 
never misses an opportunity to boost numismatics and the A. N. A., and it 
looked good to him. All that was necessary to make it successful, it seemed 
to him, was to arouse the membership of the A. N. A. and other numismatie 
organizations to the possibilities of such a week. He knew that most of the 
men whose assistance and influence were necessary were busy men and 
that it would require considerable persuasion to enlist their aid. Just how 
he accomplished it has not been made public. But he got it. 

Only those who have taken part in similar exhibits of numismatic material 
know the great amount of work involved in them. The exhibits at A. N. A. 
conventions have been regarded as involving a great amount of time and 
trouble for those taking part in them. But these are comparatively easy 
propositions compared to those necessary for an affair like Coin Week. At 
conventions, locations and showcases are provided, and the installation and 
removal of exhibits constitute the only outlay of effort. With preparations 
for Coin Week it was very different. This involved displays in many cities 
and towns, many of them hundreds of miles away from the directing head. 
The selection of suitable places for exhibits had to be left to those in charge 
locally, as well as the selection of material and methods. Nevertheless, 
the combined effort and time was enormous, and all those taking part de- 
serve the thanks of every member of a numismatic organization and every- 
one interested in the subject. 

The exhibits were held during the week of February 9 to 16—some of 
them during the entire week, others for a shorter time. Detailed reports 
of only a few of the exhibits had reached us when this issue went to press. 
In some cases reports are included in the minutes of club meetings given 
elsewhere in this issue. Reports from other localities are given below. 

Returns indicate that Coin Week was observed in between 40 and 50 
cities and towns throughout the country. An up-to-date feature reported 
was the broadcasting by radio of numismatic talks from Newark, N. Jo, 
Oakland, Cal., and State College, New Mexico. 


In New York City. 


The American Numismatic Society, Broadway at 156th street, had a 
special exhibit, arranged by Curator Howland Wood. It was comprehensive 
and showed the art of coinage from its inception to the present day. 

Other exhibits were in the lobby of the Chatham anq Phenix Bank, 149 
Broadway, and in its five branches, Broadway and Howard street, Broadway 
and Highteenth street, Fifth Avenue and Thirtieth street, Third Avenue and 
Fifty-seventh street and Lenox Avenue and One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
street. 

One of the interesting things in the exhibit at the Fifth Avenue and 
Thirtieth street branch was a trial piece of the proposed President Coolidge 
medal which the United States Mint is preparing to issue in the near future. 
In the same case was a collection of the medals issued in this country and 
abroad in honor of Jenny Lind. i 

There were also several notes of the Manhattan Company of that city, 
issued in 1814 and 1815, one being for $3. Others were issued by the 
Merchants’ Bank and Phenix Bank and by many Western banks. Of peculiar 
interest were two 15-cent scrip pieces issued by the restaurateur, Charles 
Delmonico, one bearing the date 1867, from the famous downtown restau- 
rant at 2 South William street and the other bearing the address of his 
Chambers street house, near Broadway. ‘ 

One case was devoted to early Greek and Roman coinage. 
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In the exhibition at Third Avenue and Fifty-seventh Street was a display 
of the different metals used in the coining art in North America and a col- 
lection of old siege and necessity money issued in Sweden. At the 125th 
Street branch bank was a: collection of Victory medals and World War 
decorations. In the main bank building at 149 Broadway were a lot of 
ehecks bearing names of famous Americans, including James Fenimore 
- Cooper and Theodore Roosevelt. There was also an interesting lot of South 
American gold coins and Civil War money, including many of the trades- 
men’s tokens issued to supply the need for one-cent pieces. 


At Northampton, Mass. 


In one of the windows of the Hampshire Trust Company, Northampton, 
Mass., was displayed a collection of Lincoln medals, buttons and pictures, 
including an ‘original Brady’’ of Lincoln, all the property of Mr. John E. 
Morse, of Hadley, Mass. Mr. Morse also made exhibits of McKinley and 
Washington medals and tokens in Northampton on the anniversaries of the 
pirth of these noted Americans. - 


At West Point, Va. 


A collection of all the United States commemorative coins of the United 
States was made by William F. Miller at the State Bank of West Point, 
West Point, Va. 


At Spokane, Wash. 


In addition to the permanent collection at the Spokane Public Museum, 
Messrs. O. P. Eklund and Alexander McKenzie made a special exhibit of 
eoins filling five large showcases. Mr. Eklund showed copper coins, of 
which, it is said, he has one of the largest and most valuable collections in 
the West, and Mr. McKenzie exhibited a variety of silver coins. 


At Ogden, Iowa. 


The exhibit at Ogden, Iowa, was at the City State Bank, and comprised 
selections from the collection of Mr. William M. Rosen, president of the 
pank, a member of the A. N. A. The exhibit was on display throughout 
the week, and was made up largely of coins, medals and paper money per- 
taining to Lincoln. It included specimens of gold, silver, copper and nickel 
coins struck by the United States Mint during the years of 1860 to 1865, 
and samples of many medals struck off since the end of the Civil War to 
commemorate Abraham Lincoln, and specimens of United States fractional 
currency and of the currency of the Confederate States, in use at that time. 
Civil War Tokens also had a section of the exhibit. A number of: ‘‘shin- 
plasters,” ‘“‘wildcat’’ bank currency and many of the other forms of money 
in use sixty or more years ago were shown. Of interest also were a number 
of original copies of newspapers of the Lincoln Administration period, with 
their reports of Civil War battles, of the actions of Congress and of the 
other burning issues of that period. 


At Lewisburg, Ohio. 


Under the direction of Mr. Waldo C. Moore, exhibits were made in three 
different places. In the lobby of the People’s Banking Company, with which 
Mr. Moore is connected, there was a case of Lincolniana, a frame of Uncle 
Sam’s commemorative coins, four large wall cases of Lincolniana, broken 
bank bills, etc. 

At the Moore Studio there was exhibited a number of medals of each of 
the following celebrities: Washington, Lincoln, Harding, Grant, Hayes, 
William Henry Harrison, Garfield, Bryan, McKinley, etc. 

At the Knapke Gallery five frames of coins were displayed, embracing 
the early cents, the small cents, some foreign coins and other miscellaneous 
items.

Advantage was taken of this occasion to make the fifth award of 
the Saltus Medal one in which the National Sculpture Society should par- 
ticipate, and a reception was held in our Museum when this medal was 
presented to Mr. Hermon A. MacNeil. Because of preparations for this 
exhibition, the spring meeting of our Society was omitted. There have been 
no evening meetings during the year. 

The leave granted to your Secretary terminated July list. During my 
absence the work was carried on by Mr. Wood as Acting Secretary; and 
owing to his initiative the roll of our Associates was greatly strengthened, 
nearly fifty members having been added in this time. 

There was also prepared and sent out by him a card asking information 
regarding the special activities of our members, and the responses received 
provide material which promises to be of great value in further serving 
our members. 

Some of the storage problems of our building have been very happily 
solved by the turning over to. the Society of the vault between our building 
and that of the National Academy of Arts and Letters, and the construction 
of a connection to it from our basement floor. This provides a chamber 51 
feet long by 38 feet wide and about 12 feet high, and has enabled us to 
transfer considerable material which was sadly crowding our basement. 
Those persons who have not examined this vault will have an opportunity 
for doing so after this meeting. Mr. Huntington’s generosity is very great- 

ly appreciated.

Report of the Curator. 


The exhibition of United States coins and medals, which had been on view 
since August 25th, 1922, closed on March 4th, and the building was then 
prepared for the medal exhibition of the National Sculpture Society, which 
was formally opened on April 12th, and which closed on July 31st. Over 
19,000, visitors took this opportunity of seeing the display of modern med- 
als by contemporary American artists. 

The present exhibition opened on November 10th, the date of the Fall 
meeting, and is an educational and miscellaneous display, planned to 
illustrate the whole field of coinage, both for the student and the general 
public. Not only is the progress of coinage shown but various interesting 
phases of numismatics are illustrated, such as large coins, bracteates, siege 
money, odd shapes, primitive money and barter, modern post-war pieces, 
as well as coin substitutes. 

The Society is again displaying the new accessions. This custom was dis- 
continued for several years on account of special exhibitions devoted to one 
subject. 

During the past summer the wall cases have been changed to a certain 
extent, and the swing cases, containing the decorations, have been increased 
from 24 to 40. The whole series of decorations has been entirely rear- 
ranged, and nearly 700 new specimens have been added. 

Our accessions for the past year, in point of value and interest, have more 
than held their own with previous years, though in point of numbers they 
have fallen several thousand short of the last two years. 
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The bequest of the late Rev. James B. Nies was received a few months 
ago, and consisted of approximately two thousand pieces. 

From Mrs. Harriet Weil, in memory of Mr. M. H. Lehman, we received 
about 400 coins and medals. 

The Society purchased the Walter C. Wyman Collection of Indian Peace 
Medals, consisting of twenty-three pieces. Forty-seven members helped to 
defray the cost of this collection. 

Mr. Sydney P. Noe has presented to the Society a find of over 2300 small 
copper coins of the late Roman Period. 

Mr. William R. Powell has continued adding Napoleonic material to the 
Cabinet, and Mr. H. C. Levis sends us at frequent intervals interesting 
pieces—for the most part, ancient. 

Other constant donors to the Society have been Mr. Newell, 
N. Schmall and Mr. John F. Le Blane. 

From Mr. William B. Osgood Field we have received a Rexograph Auto 
Focus camera. The machine is set pointing downwards, and so adjusted 
that the objects photographed appear on the plates the same size as in the 
original. Such a camera is particularly desirable as we invariably require 
the photography results of our material to be exact in point of size. The 
experimenting we have done so far has proved that this machine will be of 
great value to us. 

The Christmas gifts, a custom started this Christmas, have enriched our 
Cabinet to a very considerable extent. These are all laid out before you, 
and you will realize that they cover our entire range of collecting. Your 
attention is called to Mr. Gillingham’s most valuable gift of Decorations; 
Mr. Garrett’s gift of two rare Colonial coins; and Mr. Grinnell’s, of the 
middle-size Jefferson Indian Peace Medal. ‘Several members wrote stating 
that they were willing to contribute but did not know what to give, and we 
were glad to be able to make suggestions which have filled very satisfac- 
torily some of the weak spots in our collection. <A case in point are the 
encased stamps, of which we had previously but five. The Christmas gifts 
number 494 pieces from 54 donors.

Report of the Librarian. 


While the growth of the library during the year 1923 has not been so 


great in numbers, the additions which have been made have all been items 
which strengthen its shelves. New accessions have all been catalogued and 
analyzed. Considerable work has been done on the file of auction cata- 
logues and on a bibliography of Greek coin hoards, which promises to be of 
great usefulness. 

A number of very generous gifts have been received, the chief of these 
being the four volumes of the Corpus Numorum Italicorum, presented by 
His Majesty the King of Italy. From Mr.-Wayte Raymond we have re- 
ceived a very much needed three-volume set on the Spanish Coinage. From 
Mr. S. Hudson Chapman, his monograph on the 1794 cents. From the 
British Museum we have received the first volume of the splendid catalogue 
of Roman Imperial Coins, and from Messrs. Spink & Sons a copy of the 
volume by Messrs. Mattingly and Sydenham, which so amply supplements 
the other. 

In response to the Christmas letters, two members sent additions for the 
library, while two others have presented thirty dollars for the purchase of 
needed titles. 

From the Estate of James B. Nies the library received his books on 
numismatics; and although the number of volumes was not very great, his 
thought for our library is much appreciated. 

Special effort has been made toward completing the periodical files, and 
with some success. We have acquired a complete set of the Gazette Numis- 
matique (Belgian), and of the Buletinul of the Roumanian Numismatic 
Society. The catalogues of the Weber and the McClean Collections have 
been added—the former the gift of Messrs. Spink & Sons.

Committee on Ancient Coins. 


Perhaps the most interesting event which we have to record of the past 
year is the discovery of a magnificent treasure at Beaurains, near Arras, in 
France, composed or ancient jewelry of the late Roman epoch, gold coins of 
the Constantinian period and earlier, and of nine large gold medallions. 
Four of these medallions are now in Amer.can collections. One of the me- 
dallions, now in Krance, and likely to remain there, either in the National 
eollection or at Arras, is a most notable piece. It is in perfect condition 
and bears a representation of the entry of the Emperor Constantius Chlorus 
into London. The whole find is to be published by the numismatic authori- 
ties of the Museum of Arras. We are able to exhibit a few photographs 
and casts, which show to some degree the composition of the hoard; aurei, 
from Diocletian to Constantine, gold medallions of this same period, and 
framed medallions of coins of a much earlier period. Many of the pieces 
are unique and very finely preserved. Medallions of Constantine Chlorus 
have heretofore been extremely scarce, and three of the new medallions, at 
least, bear this Emperor’s portrait. 

Our Cabinet has received an accession of 89 Roman coins, Antoniniani 
and denarii, purchased from a hoard found at Plevna, in Bulgaria. The 
largest single accession of ancient coins is that from the collections of the 
late Dr. Nies. 

Numismatic works on ancient coins which have appeared during the past 
year include: Volume I of the McClean Collection in Cambridge, England,,. 
by S. W. Grose; Volume I of the British Museum Catalogue of Coinage of 
the Roman Empire (Augustus to Vitellius), by H. Mattingly; a treatise on, 
Roman Imperial Coinage (Augustus to Vitellius), by H. Mattingly and E. 
A. Sydenham. 

Among sale catalogues may be mentioned the two of Naville et Cie., 
Geneva; Catalogue No. V and Catalogue VI, Part 1, of the C. S. Bement 
Collection; the Catalogues of Ratto on Republican coins, and that of. San~ 
tamaria, on Roman Imperial Coins.

Committee on Decorations, Insignia and War Medals. 


While the past year has not been productive of many new creations in, 
the War Medal and Decoration line, your Society has received numerous 
additions to its cases. Ag these ‘have been fully given in the reports of the 
Curator and of the Secretary, they will not be repeated, save to extend the 
appreciation of the Committee to those who have assisted in adding to the 
collections. 

Among the new pieces authorized, the following should be mentioned: 

UNITED STATES—tThe Victory Medal has been authorized for those in. 
the Philippine Constabulary service from April 6, 1917, to November fig Be 
1918, inscribed For Service, a copy of which we hope soon to have. 

ENGLAND—An Army General Service Medal was authorized by Army, 
Orders No. 3 in January, 1923, for operations in Hast, Central, and West. 
Africa, India, and the Indian Frontier. A clasp is to be affixed thereto, de-. 
noting the field of operations for which the medal. is granted, viz. “TRA 
Kurdistan, N. W. Persia, S. Persia. . . 

FRANCE—The Victory Medal has finally | been issued, and a specimen, 
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thereof is in the case. As this has been described in one of our publica- 
tions, it will be omitted here. 

BELGIUM—A medal for the Campagne d’Afrique has been issued and 
we already have a specimen. 

ITALY—Several new issues have been authorized, which have been men- 
tioned in Numismatic Notes and Monographs No. 20, to wit: Medal of 
National Gratitude, Medal for War Orphans, Medal for War Volunteers, 
Medal for Italian Unity, the Crown of Merit, for civilian workers. 

POLAND—tThey have revived an old decoration, Military Virtue, and 
created the Order of Polonia Restituta, in recognition of their freedom and 
independence, as well as issuing a War Cross. We now have specimens of 
some of these classes and hope for others. 

VICTORY MEDALS have been authorized by Cuba, Portugal and Rou- 
mania, and are now here. 

FINLAND and other of the newer countries have issued several new 
decorations, specimens of some having been secured by another Committee; 
they will be omitted here. And while the pastures of our Committee have 
been trodden upon by the very active Chairman of that Committee, who has 
been most energetic in his work, we have nothing but praise to extend him. 

Your Society needs many additions to the medals and decorations of 
China, Czecho-Slovakia, Latvia, Lithuania and Japan, to say nothing of the 
South American countries, in which we are weak, and we wish to ask every 
member of the Society to use his or her best efforts to secure for our cabi- 
nets the needed pieces. 

Since the last annual meeting the new swing cases have been installed, 
and already we have visions of wanting more space. It is to be hoped we 
will soon crowd them. 

In closing, I wish to extend the thanks of our Committee to all those who 
assisted in securing the new cases, and to those who have aided in the in- 
crease of the Society’s collections. But do not lessen your efforts for we 
need many other specimens. There are new issues and changes all the time, 
and we trust the members will remember our needs in their correspondence 
with foreign countries or in their travels.

After the reading of this Committee’s report Mr. Belden expressed his 
congratulations to the author of the recently published monograph on 
Italian Decorations, saying that he considered it an exceedingly fine piece 
of work. 


Committee on Foreign Medals. 


Your Committee on Foreign Medals would characterize its work as that 
of a Committee on International Entente Cordiale by means of Foreign 
Medals. It has been the hope of the Committee, therefore, to do something 
during the year to emphasize more than before the character of the Library 
and Museum of the Society as a clearing house for the interest in the me- 
dallic art of America and of foreign countries, both, jointly, where mem- 
bers of the Society and American medallists can get acquainted with the 
work of foreign medallists, and where, in turn, a way may be found to 
enable foreign medallists and people of foreign countries in general. to find 
an appreciation of the ideals of their countries as expressed in their medal- 
lic art and where they may get acquainted with the work in this art of our 
American artists. 

‘This means, of course, correspondence—considerable correspondence— 
and correspondence of a personal character; not circulars, but letters written 
to individual persons. Your Committee has carried on a correspondence 
with 14 countries. The foreigners with whom this correspondence has 
been carried on have included. people, of various kinds. of interest in the 
medallic art—consular officers, directors of museums, medallic artists, 
manufacturers, dealers, and collectors. The response has been most cordial,) 
SO cor dial as almost to wreck the Committee and its work,.a consummation 
at once devoutly to be wished and to be. dreaded. Information has been 
generously given; photographs of medallic work have been sent in large 
numbers; and in some instances, medals, coins and decorations have been 
without any solicitation presented to the Society for its Cabinet. 
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The statistics of this correspondence of your Committee show in the ag- 
gregate: Letters written to foreign correspondents, 203; letters received 
from foreign correspondents, 85; reports on state or progress of the medallic 
art in foreign countries (some included in the letters received, some not 
included), 15; photographs of medals received, 334; medals, coins and 
decorations received, presented to the Society, 73. The difference in the 
number of letters written and of those received is largely due to two facts: 
First, that the Chairman has made it a point to acknowledge every letter 
received from a foreign correspondent, which alone, roughly speaking, 
brings the real proportion up to something like 170 to 203; and second, 
that frequently a foreign correspondent sends the Committee a list of medal- 
lic artists with their addresses, sometimes five or ten of them; all of these 
are written to at first convenient opportunity, and there are a number of 
these from whom there has not yet been time for an answer to come. The 
statistics of letters then show quite-as strongly as the statistics of photo- 
graphs and presentations the cordiality with which the advances of your 
Committee have been received. It is sincerely to be regretted that the 
time available does not permit reading to you extracts from some of these 
letters. Then, too, in some of the countries little has as yet been accom- 
plished to show by photograph or presentation. In these cases the hope of 
the Committee has been to suggest that a cordial interest is already await- 
ing in America any work that may be done in the future. Finally, the 
members of your Committee have been able to give to this work only spare 
time left over from the demands of their business, and, frankly, in many 
cases it has not been practicable to follow up properly the cordial response 
of foreign correspondents. If any of these foreign friends has thought 
that any quiet along the mail routes was due to lack of interest on the part 
of your Committee, it hopes that in some way this word may reach them 
and that they may understand the situation. The trouble is only that we 
are wrecked; that is all. 

For the same reason it is quite impracticable for the Committee to give 
you, even in the considerable time generously allowed at this meeting, what 
it ought to give you, a full statement and exhibition of the results of its 
work. The blame for this we would cravenly evade and forward with a five- 
cent stamp to the other side of the water. We trust that it is not improper 
to say that we understand that the Council has under consideration the 
holding of a special meeting and exhibition for the work of this Committee 
a little later in the year. At that time it may be feasible to show to you all 
the photographs, medals, coins and decorations received, and, we hope, 
invite to join us the Consular Officers of these countries, to some of whom 
we are greatly indebted, and people of these nationalities who are tempo- 
rarily or permanently among us, to come as our guests to see what we are 
trying to do and to get acquainted on the simple basis of the ideals of our 
various countries as expressed-in the medallic art. One incidental advantage 
of such a special meeting and exhibition is that your Committee has been 
informed of certain other gifts of medals and of photographs which will 
soon be sent to the Society, and it will be possible to include these also in 
the exhibition with what we have already received. The report of your 
Committee today is, then, only a sketchy summary of what has been done 
and of the response thereto, and the display in some of the cases around 
you here is simply a characterization of the response received from the 
foreign correspondents, an earnest of their friendly greeting and of their 
willingness to cooperate with us in anything that may inure to a better and 
stronger mutual understanding between our countries. 

The countries with which your Committee has corresponded may natural- 
ly be divided into two groups: First, the seven new countries, naming them 
in order from the north, Finland, Esthonia, Latvia, Lithuania, Poland, 
Czecho-Slovakia, and Jugo-Slavia. If the Society could establish relations 
with the medallic art in these countries, it was felt it might be possible to 
build up a complete record of the medallic art in these countries from the 
time they beeame self-governing. Second, certain other countries, which 
on account of the friendly relations with them and the interest the Society 
already had in their work, it was most desirable to continue. But be it 
noted that the seven countries now to be named by no means include all 
the countries which could be so characterized. They are: England, France, 
‘Belgium, Holland, Sweden, Hungary and Mexico. We wish to call to your 
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attention only a few points regarding the situation in these countries, or 
their response to our inquiries, separately. 

FINLAND—tThe central correspondent in this country has been Mr. H. 
J. Bostrom, of Wasa. He has written to people in Finland to interest them 
in our Society’s work. He gathered together the generous nucleus for a 
Collection of Finland, consisting of 53 medals, coins and decorations, which 
he sent as a present to the Society. Among these were four cast medals by 
Miss Gerda Qvist, a present from her. He also wrote an extended report 
on the medallic history of Finland, which the Consul General in New York, 
the Hon. K. F. Aaltio, kindly insisted on translating for us. The exhibit 
before you will convince you of the distinctive character and interest of 
this Finnish school of medallists. 

ESTHONIA—Little has been accomplished in this country and there has 
not been opportunity for adequate correspondence. But we have as a 
present the three first coins struck by that Government. With this coun- 
try, LATVIA and LITHUANIA have sent a valuable and practical kind of 
communication in pamphlets regarding the history and nature and state of 
their countries. As background for a study of their medallic and numis- 
matic work this sort of material seems to be very important. 

POLAND and CZECHO-SLOVAKIA—Your Committee has not conducted 
as full a correspondence with these countries as it would wish. In the case 
of Poland for some time the difficulty of the language checked the corre- 
spondence, but there will before long now undoubtedly come a number of 
letters as cordial and responsive as those already received. One sculptor, 
it will be noted, sent three of his medals and a set of photographs of other 
work—Konstanty Zmigrodski. It might be well here to acknowledge very 
gratefully the courtesy of the foreign correspondents in accepting letters 
written in English and in answering either in English or in French, with 
the exception of only two letters. From Czecho-Slovakia the Society has 
received a portfolio of 75 fine photographs of the work of Dr. Ottokar 
Spaniel, and other 20 photographs of the work of Monsieur B. Kafka and 
Monsieur M. Stursa. This correspondence with Czecho-Slovakia has been 
somewhat interrupted through the unwilling fault of the Chairman, who 
would plead guilty, but swamped. So, too, with JUGO-SLAVIA the Com- 
mittee can report excellent progress. This country was not taken up as 
soon as some of the others. 

In the second group of countries, the Committee has been fortunate in 
jts correspondence with ENGLAND to get into correspondence with Dr. G. 
F. Hill. He has been most helpful and has put us in touch with the Royal 
Mint and with others. Your attention is specially called to photographs of 
medals by HK. Carter Preston, of Liverpool, and of Harold Stabler, of Ham- 
mersmith. 

FRANCE is one of the great fields of medallic design. There is so much 
to tell that next to nothing can be told. The first letter of your Committee 
to Monsieur Henri Dubois, the eminent sculptor and President of the 
Societe des Graveurs en Medaille, was read by him at a meeting of the 
Societe. In consequence, 17 medallic sculptors, members of that Society, 
made out lists of their recent work, gathered photographs of their medals, 
put them together, and sent them through Monsieur Dubois to the American 
Numismatic Society with their most hearty greetings—a collection of 163 
photographs in one lot, since increased to 173. We were disappointed to 
find nothing in the collection representing Monsieur Dubois’ own work, and 
so wrote him. He replied with very gracious regret saying that he had 
become so interested in the returns sent to him for America by the other 
members of the Societe that he had forgotten all about his own, but that 
he would soon send a statement and pictures of his own work. A few ot 
these 173 photographs are shown today, selected almost at haphazard. 

BELGIUM and HOLLAND also are medallic countries of established 
name. Les Amis de la Medaille d’Art, the Belgian society, affords a right 
and proper means for maintaining friendly relations with the art in that 
country. Societies like these in France and Belgium will unquestionably 
prove the best way to pursue the work of this Committee. We are also 
interested in the medal struck by our Society in honor of their King and 
Queen. Eleven medals were presented to the Society by the Edelmetaal 
Bedrivjen of Utrecht through J. Schulman of Amsterdam, as also some 
photographs. | ; 

Correspondence with SWEDEN has been started rather recently, on ac- 
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count of the interest of some friends who are of Swedish family, and on 
account of the old relations with that country in the person of the medal- 
jist, Mme. Lea Ahlborn, who designed three of this Society’s medals—the 
Washington, 1883; the Anthon, 1884, and the Parish, 1890. We are con- 
fident of much interest to report in the near future. One Swedish medal, 
the Wasa medal, made by Erik Lindberg for Finland, was given to the So- 
ciety by Mr. Bostrom. 

MEXICO and South America offer an important field, one with much new 
interest, as shown by the medal by Eduardo Concha struck by Mexico in 
honor of the centenary of Brazil, and presented to the Society by the Mexi- 
ean Ambassador to Brazil. HUNGARY has very recently been added to 
your Committee’s list at the request of Dr. Ladislas de Siklossy, editor of 
the ‘“‘Collectioneur,” of Buda-Pesth, the first country to ask for our interest 
jn this particular way. 

During the progress of this correspondence your Committee has felt that 
more and more a relation of cooperation was growing up between the So- 
ciety and these foreign correspondents, that in a way this Society, its 
Library and Museum were before long to belong to our foreign friends, in a 
way, aS well as to us, so fine and so cooperative would the relation become. 
In consequence, larger and more important results are becoming possible. 
This directly affected the objects for which the Committee was working and 
extended its purposes beyond the gathering of information for the Society. 

The first result will be that here in our Museum will be the recognized 
American center and headquarters of the medallic art of Finland, of France, 
of England, of Esthonia, of Czecho-Slovakia, of Sweden, and of the others— 
and of all the others. We gain the advantages of a wider knowledge of 
the medallic situation in foreign countries, and a broader. understanding of 
the foreign peoples, their points of view and their ideals as expressed in 
their medallic art. We shall have more to offer our own pepole. But there 
is another side to it. We cannot accept all this generosity: of theirs with a 
mere “Thank you”’ from the Committee in the name of the Society. We must 
find some adequate way to express our appreciation. This naturally is a 
question to which your Committee is enthusiastically giving its earnest 
attention. The appreciation desired is of course exhibition and sale. It is 
hoped that it may be practicable in the coming year for your Committee to 
find some sensible and effective way in which we can further the exhibition 
of foreign medals among us, and also to arrange the facilities for the sale 
here of foreign medals in their smaller forms. The great purpose will be 
to acquaint Americans with foreign art of this kind, not the alienation of 
commissions from the national artists. With certain exceptions we feel 
that the national artist can far better understand and express the ideals 
of his country. Small, not from any lack of appreciation of -the special 
quality or even the superiority of cast medals, but because small medals 
are within the means of a greater number of people. We want to help 
forward here in America a large democratic interest in the medallic art, 
rather than add one or two connoisseurs to a clientele limited by means, 
or rather by lack of means. We want to bring this vest-pocket sculpture 
into its own, into a perfectly practicable wide-spread prevalence, so that 
we all, thanks to the medallic art, may carry a few ideals around with us 
all the time. 

Later there may come up similarly the question of making the work of 
American medallists familiar in Europe, but not yet. There is need for 
Such work. The new quarterly, ‘‘Arethuse,’’ in an otherwise most interest- 
ing article, alleges that America has no real school of medallic art. Your 
Committee therefore sees a mission ahead, in accomplishing which we shall 
hope for cordial help from these foreign friends, and do not doubt receiv- 
ing it. But the economic situation over there does not yet make it prac- 
ticable to attempt anything at present. And your Committee realizes that 
it has plenty here at home to do as it is. 

Work along these lines will, we believe, make a worth-while contribution 
to the development of the Medallic Art, and also in a very real sense to that 
far greater end, the strengthening of a truly intelligent International En- 
tente Cordiale. By the close of another year your Committee hopes, with 
the help and cooperation of our friends of other blood and nationality, to 
be able to report progress in this direction. 


WILLIAM CHAUNCY LANGDON, Chairman. 
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Committee on Indian Peace Medals. 


The Indians are the first Americans, and, as they have given us nothing 
that can be called strictly numismatic, we must consider what we have 
given them, and that constitutes a series of medals unexcelled among the 
numismatic objects relating to America. 

When it is considered that each medal was actually given to an Indian 
by an authority that he respected, and was worn by him as an evidence of 
distinction, often handed down to his successors or buried with his body, 
we must recognize in each of these medals a human interest that is possess- 
ed by few other numismatic objects, as well as a historical interest of great 
importance. 

These medals are generally known as Indian Peace Medals, and the fact 
that, in nearly every case, the purpose for which they were given was the 
promotion of peace and friendship between the Indians and their white 
neighbors, gives them a higher place than even those decorations awarded 
for deeds of war. 

It would seem but proper therefore that the American Numismatic So- 
ciety should be the repository for the greatest collection of these medals 
that could be brought together, thus giving to the first Americans the recog- 
nition that they should have, and this object has been held in view for some 
years. When we consider that the Society has no fund that would pro- 
vide for the acquisition of these medals when they turn up, it has cer- 
tainly done well. 

There is no question but what, with reasonable financial support, the col- 
lection could be made supreme in the lines in which it is now weak, as well 
as practically complete in the United States series, except in cases where 
the only existing specimen is permanently placed. 

Of the British medals given to American Indians in colonial times, and 
later to Canadian Indians, the collection is fairly representative and con- 
tains a number of rarities, but much is still needed. 

Of the French we have no originals, and of the Spanish but one. There 
are, however, but few varieties of French and Spanish Indian medals, and 
all are hard to obtain. 

Of the United States series the collection is far in the lead of all others, 
there being comparatively few varieties that are not in it—that is, few of 
those issued after Washington’s administration. 

A special mention might be made of the Washington medals, and this 
will serve as a good illustration of the difficulties under which the Society 
labors in its efforts to enlarge the collection. 

The Washington medals consist of flat plates of silver, oval in shape 
with raised edges and rings for suspension; each medal is engraved by 
hand, and, without considering the accidental differences that would exist 
in specimens intended to be alike, we know of eleven varieties, bearing the 
dates 1789, 1792; 1793 anded (9.52 

The Society’s collection contains three of these. Two more, of which we 
have heard of no duplicates, belong to private parties. One or possibly 
both of these could be secured for the Society if we were in a position to 
make cash offers for them. How long they may be accessible we do not 
know. They are very valuable, and we can see no present prospect of hay- 
ing the money to purchase them. 

The Society has, from time to time, opportunities to acquire these things, 
as inquiries frequently come in from people who do not go to dealers. A 
number of Indian Peace Medals have been secured this way, but many good 
things have slipped by because we had not the money to secure them. 

All original Indian Peace Medals are scarce, in great demand, and com- 
mand high prices, and when it comes to obtaining these rare and valuable 
specimens, we have no guarantee that an opportunity neglected will ever 
be repeated. 

To make this collection what is should be we should be in a position to 
spend at least five thousand dollars, and have the cash available so that we 
could use .any part of it at short notice. 

As it is, the past year has not been barren of results. The Walter C. 
Wyman collection of twenty-one Indian Peace Medals, including several of 
extreme rarity, has been acquired through the generosity of forty-seven of 
our members. 
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- Our Curator has recently secured one of the exceedingly rare ‘Third 
Treaty’’ medals of Canada, dated 1873. 

Mr. George Bird Grinnell, a member of this Committee, has presented one, 
of the middle-size Indian Peace Medals of Jefferson, which he obtained in 
the Indian country many years ago. This medal fills a gap in our collec- 
tion and gives us all the varieties of the Indian medals of Jefferson that 
were originally issued. 

Much information has been secured from time to time and it is hoped 
that some of it may be ready for publication before another year goes by. 

As regards information, your Committee earnestly requests the co- opera- 
tion of all members and friends of the Society. 

We are most anxious to get in touch with anyone who is at all interest- 
ed in this subject. An exchange of ideas frequently helps all parties, and 
any information that we do not already have is most valuable. 

There is much to be iearned about these medals, especially about the 
oval engraved medals of Washington. We now have full descriptions of 
seventeen of them. There must be a considerable number of which we 
have never heard and these may develop varieties now unknown. 

The same may apply to many other Indian Peace Medals.

Committee on Oriental Coins. 


The most important matter upon which your Committee has to report 
for the past year is the receipt of the coins from the Estate of the Rev. 
James B. Nies. Of the 2000 coins willed to the Society, 350 were Oriental. 
The outstanding unit of the gift was the series of Egyptian glass weights 
of the Mohammedan period. Dr. Nies had specialized in these and had given 
considerable study to them. Our own series of glass weights is very strong, 
and with this important addition our collection undoubtedly. ranks as high 
as any other. 

During the year there appeared in the Numismatic Chronicle, London, an 
account by R. B. Whitehead, entitled ‘“‘“Some Notable Coins of the Mughal 
Hmperors of India.’’ Fourteen of our pieces were described in this article. 
Mr. Whitehead visited the States in 1921 and inspected our remarkable 
eollection of Indian coins.

Committee on Foreign Paper Money. 


The first in importance is that colossus of the twentieth century in paper 
money, the German Mark, which has been used by a ruthless Government 
as a measure to promote bankruptcy and escape obligations. 

The story aS presented in the report of a year ago has developed into a 
much longer narrative than the writer anticipated, for, instead of dropping 
out of sight because of their great depreciation, the inflation has increased 
and they have been continued in circulation by the issuing of notes of fabu- 
lously high values, steadilly mounting up in mere figures that would seem 
to be a fairy tale of the olden times. 

In the case of our Own Continental money, with which the soldiers of 
the Revolution were paid, and of which 241 million dollars were issued, 
history tells us that it continued to be used until the depreciation in 1781 
was $1,000 to $1.00 and then stopped circulating, so that in the latter days 
of its use a year’s pay would not buy a single breakfast or pay for a bottle 
of wine to drink a farewell parting with old comrades in arms. That many 
were hopeful of it again having a value is proven by the fact that so great 
a quantity was stored away in old attics, etc., that even today specimens 
can be purchased for less than half a dollar. 

Had this precedent been followed in Germany, a new currency on a gold 
basis would long ago have succeeded the Mark, but unfortunately it has been 
the policy of the German Government to prolong the ‘‘Dance of Death,” re- 
gardless of the great misery and suffering brought upon its own people. 

Macaulay, speaking of the clipped, base and counterfeit silver money in 
general use in 1696 said: “It may well be doubted whether all the misery 
which had been inflicted on the English nation in a quarter of a century 
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by bad kings, bad ministers, bad parliaments and bad judges was equal to 
the misery caused in a single year by bad crowns and bad shillings.’’ 

The world does not change much, and history seems to have repeated 
itself in the case of the German mark, as a frightful incubus on her popu- 
lation, for a note for a million marks will not buy a slice of bread. 

During the year, several ‘‘bluffs’? have been made to stabilize the mark, 
while they kept right on printing, but all efforts have been equally disas- 
trous, for it has only seemed to depreciate the faster in consequence. 

Columns upon columns have appeared on the subject in the New York 
papers during the year, so that pasted into a scrap-book they would make 


quite a volume; but it seems a waste of time and patience to go deeper 


into the subject. 

In January the German Government was printing daily 25 billion paper 
marks and found it impossible to supply the demand, although it was stated 
that 33 printing plants and 12 paper mills were employed. 

By March over four trillion marks had been issued and it was stated that 
10 trillion could be looked for by June. In May three trillions a week 
were being printed. In Juiy marks slumped by hundred thousand stages 
on the exchange, and they lost value faster than new issues could be printed. 

In November 100 trillion mark notes were actually issued, which is a 
bill of the highest denomination that the world has ever seen, and the 
amount of marks issued to date was stated as 525 quadrillions, as compared 
with 32 billion at the close of the war. 

The Reichsbank and Government aiso then fixed the dollar rate as 420 
billion marks. Further quotations seem useless; but the foregoing show 
why the paper mark is continually going down and prices advancing in 
Germany. 

The fact that the pre-war value of the mark was 24 cents and owing to the 
bankrupting policy pursued under the fallacy of ‘“‘print marks or starve,” 
a trillion marks have lately been quoted as low as 12 cents, speaks for 
itself.* 

The great industrial magnates and others in Germany have not seemed 
to object to this state of affairs, having a large portion of their wealth in 
foreign currency, real estate or merchandise, so that they profit by every 
fall. 
It looks to the writer as if Germany were endeavoring, by manipulation, 
to emerge from this financial crisis and panic practically free from debt 
(internal), except as to the obligations (abroad) imposed by the Treaty of 
Versailles, on which she is so strenuously struggling to secure reductions. 

For example, in January, 1919, Germany’s marks in circulation repre- 
sented four billion dollars, which were reduced by depreciation to less than 
one hundred million in July, 1923.** 

Following this, in November, a series of new gold treasury notes, re- 
deemable September 2, 1935, in paper marks, printed in black type without 
ornamentation, on yellow paper, reading ‘‘4 marks 20 pfennigs gold equals 


one dollar, etc.,’’ and smaller denominations of 10, 25, 50 cents with the 


equivalent in gold marks. 


In this connection, the following story, said to have been told by Abraham 


Lincoln, regarding the depreciated value of our old Western ‘‘wildcat” 
currency, may not be inappropriate: He (Lincoln) was going down the 
Mississippi River on a steamboat, when the pilot announced to the captain 
that they were out of wood. The captain said, ‘‘Well, make for the first 
woodpile.’”’ As the flat-bottomed boat was run up on the mud shore, the 
captain hailed a man he saw walking around as to the price of the wood, 
etc. ‘‘Have you wood?’ ‘‘Yes.” ‘For cash?” “Yes.” 3) fake yas 
currency?’ ‘Yes.’ ‘Well, how will you take it?’? And back came the 
answer, clear and distinct, ‘‘Cord for cord.’’ 

Owing to the violation of the Treaty of Versailles by Germany, the paper 
money situation in France, Belgium and Italy is slightly worse than a year 


ago, nevertheless the low value of franks and lira seem to be quite steadily 


maintained. 

In Austria, monetary conditions have improved, depreciation has been 
stopped by the securing of a gold loan and conditions are gradually becom- 
ing stable, but there are few facts presented to base any opinion on. 

As regards Russia, we have propaganda rather than truth, so the less 
said the better. Following a climax of inflation, a new ruble called the 


" 
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Chervonetz has been introduced, which is said to be secured by gold re- 
serves, although nobody knows how, and a value of 120 million dollars 
has already been put into circulation. It is said the new currency will 
eventually entirely replace the old debased notes. Meanwhile its value is 
said to have been fairly well maintained. 

Friends from Poland say that they expect a new currency basis to be put 
in effect early in 1924 and the old depreciated notes gradually withdrawn. 

In England, owing to unsettled political conditions and industrial stagna- 
tion, the pound has fallen slightly in value, but not enough to cause any 
unusual comment. 

The other European countries seem to be “jogging along’ at the same 
pace. 

As to the Far East—India, China and Japan—they all seem to be firm and 
on a fairly substantial basis, and in Egypt and Palestine paper money of 
less value than a pound has been superseded by silver, which is a good in- 
dication of prosperity. 

On this side of the world, a few words should suffice. 

In Canada, very satisfactory conditions have been maintained with but 
slight depreciation. 

Mexico, like the proverbial Don Quixote, seems, for the time being, to 
have lifted herself out of financial difficulties ‘‘by the nape of the neck”’ 
and for the past year things have been running smoothly, but the present 
revolution may disorganize conditions. 

Speaking generally as to South America, conditions are steadily improv- 
ing with increasing values for their notes of issue and the prospect of better 
times is very good. 

In conclusion, it is an interesting fact that since the first introduction of 
paper money in Europe, which was in 1584 at the siege of Leyden, in Hol- 
land, by the Spaniards, our own United States greenbacks are practically 
the only issue of paper money coming into existence as a war necessity 
that gradually overcame depreciation and gained the confidence of our peo- 
ple to such an extent that we now take them in preference to gold, and we 
seldom see them, although we are now more than plentifully supplied with 
nearly half the entire gold money stock of the world, a total of four billion 
one hundred million dollars.

Committee on United States Paper Money. 


The principal event to record regarding United States paper money is the 
announcement made by the Treasury Department some months ago that new 
designs would be adopted having in view, first, to increase the difficulty of 
raising a low denomination to a higher, and second, to standardize the por- 
traits on the different kinds of notes so that a portrait would always carry 
a certain value, and no more, regardless of what the ‘‘counters’’ or numer- 
als on the note said. This standardization would also materially discour- 
age the raising of notes. 

These new designs were formally approved on September 9th, 1923, and 
work on the plates for printing same has been in process ever since. 

At first the new designs will affect only the Silver Certificates, Legal 
Tender or United States notes, and possibly Federal Reserve Bank notes, of 
the denominations up to and including $100. It is expected that later on 
the principle of the new designs will be extended to the National Bank 
notes and Gold Certificates. 

The portraits to be used are those now employed on the Federal Reserve 
issues and may, briefly, be described as follows: $1, Washington; $2, Jef- 
Serson; $5, Lincoln; $10, Jackson: $20, Cleveland; $50, Grant; $100, 
Franklin. 
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The backs will be of conventional design and similar in general character 
to the present series of Gold Certificates. They will bear no portraits or 
pictures. 

The seals and numbers of the notes will be overprinted in color, but the 
color will vary with the kind of note. The Silver Certificates will bear a 
blue seal and blue numbers. The Legal Tender or United States notes 
green, and the Federal Reserve notes red seals and numbers. The Gold 
Certificates will continue yellow seals and numbers, and the National Bank 
notes will probably be brown, but this is not fully determined. 

According to the tentative designs, which the writer had the privilege of 
viewing some months ago, this series of paper money will be a very hand- 
some one, and there will be no present change in size. It is, however, too 
early to predict whether the designs adopted will succeed in materially 
reducing the number of raised notes with which the public has been af- 
flicted during the last few years. 

At present writing, but one kind of note, the $1 silver Certificate, has 
been issued for circulation, but one or more of other denomination may 
appear at any time.

Committee on United States Coins. 


Your Committee on United States coins has very little to report, as the 
coinage by the various mints has not deviated much from its regular de- 
signs excepting in the issuance of the so-called Monroe Silver Half Dollar. 
The total coinage of these half dollars was 274,000, although 300,000 were 
authorized, and they appeared in New York City about June ist, 1923. 
They were issued by authority of an act introduced in the United States 
Congress and passed December 5, 1922, and were struck only upon request 
of the Los Angeles Clearing House in California. 

Their design is as follows: Obverse: The heads of President James Mon- 
roe and John Quincy Adams, below, ‘“Monroe Adams,’ the names separated 
by two links. To the left, ‘In God We Trust.” To the right)) 1923. see 
mint mark ‘‘S” below, for San Francisco. Around upper circumference, 
‘United States of America.’’ Around lower circumterence, “Half Dollar.” 
Reverse: A picture of the Western Hemisphere. In the field are faint 
lines representing ocean currents. To the left a scroll and a pen separating 
the date, ‘1823-1923.’ Around upper circumference, ‘‘Monroe Centennial.’’ 
Around lower circumference, ‘‘Los Angeles’? and a monogram, which we be- 
lieve represents the initials of the designer. 

As most people know, coins like these have been issued in commemora- 
tion of historical epochs in the history of this country. They are generally 
emitted to assist in the observance or celebration of those events by a 
committee of citizens, and a premium above face value is generally charged 
for them. These half dollars were sold at about twice their face value. 

We believe that the coinage of various designs stimulates an interest in 
collecting and we feel that it should be encouraged, and we also believe that 
in the striking of coins some should be made in proof condition, and that 
the Government should commence again to strike them for collectors and 
charge a little premium, as they did in former years. 

We are of the opinion that the time is ripe when the profile of our late 
President Theodore Roosevelt should be on some or one of our coins. He 
was truly a great man, and his name would be carried further into history 
by issuing such a coin. 

There was some talk about the issuance of a half dollar with a profile of 
ex-President Rutherford B. Hayes, but nothing has as yet come of the 
suggestion. 

It was also proposed by a bill introduced in the United States Senate on 
February 9th, by Senator Reeq of Pennsylvania, to issue a coin to commem- 
orate the 300th anniversary of New Netherland, the Middle States, in 1624 
by Walloons, French and Belgian Huguenots under the Dutch East India 
Company. 

In January of last year a bill was introduced in Congress that would pro- 
vide for payment of express charges by the Government on shipments of 
silver dollars by the mints to the banks. It appeared that people in the 
West preferred silver doilars to paper dollars and the idea was also to 
stimulate the silver mining industry. : 
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Your Committee would like to recommend the continuance of the quarter 
eagle, or two-dollar-and-a-half gold piece. Since the stoppage of coining 
these pieces, in 1915, there has been a great demand at Christmas time by 
many people for these coins, and while a few were placed in circulation 
several weeks ago, we feel that the public should be accommodated by their 
being coined again.

Committee on United States Medals. 


The year 1923 will ever be a memorable one for United States medals, 
because of the exhibition of the National Sculpture Society held on this 
terrace, and because of the prominence taken in this exhibition by the col- 
lection of medals displayed in this Museum. Perhaps the greatest cause for 
satisfaction lies in the demonstration that, thanks to the provisions of the 
Saltus Award Medal Fund, and thanks to the continuing co-operation of 
the Medallic Art Company and of our Sculptor members, the more important 
artistic medals are already in our permanent collection, and the acquisition 
of what is lacking should become easier as time goes on. Would that we 
might say the same for our historic medals! 

To represent the work of Mr. Hermon A. MacNeil, the recipient of the 
Saltus awards for 1923, we have acquired castings in the full size of his 
model for both obverse and reverse of two of his most beautiful medals; and 
two of these are being framed for display on our walls. We al-o acquired a 
portrait plaque of Augustus St. Gaudens, by Miss Helen Mears. From Mr. 
Emil Fuchs we received a very generous gift of twenty medals and five 
plaques, all designed by him. Two charming plaques of children, modelled 
by Miss Frances Grimes, have been added to our permanent collection—in 
part a gift of the artist. 

Single medals—sometimes in two copies so that obverse and reverse may 
be shown—have been received from Mrs. Laura Gardin Fraser, Mr. Victor 
Brenner, Mr. Anthony de Francisci and Mr. R. Tait Mackenzie. In response 
to our Christmas letter we also received a lovely plaquette from Mrs. Gail 
Sherman Corbett. 

From time to time gifts of single medals have been made by the Medallic 
Art Company. In addition to these there were sent by them, in response to 
the Christmas letter and after permission had been obtained from the artists, 
twenty-three medals and plaquettes.

Committee on Foreign Coins. 


The new coins issued during 1923, and those not previously described, 
are the following: 

Australia—The report for 1921 mentioned the issue of new copper coins. 
In that year also appeared the silver florin, sixpence and threepence. The 
mint mark M (Melbourne) is omitted from these coins, probably because 
they are now struck at the Royal Mint, Sydney. 

Austria—TIs reported to strike gold coins in denominations of 100, 20 
and 10 kronen. Obverse, Austrian eagle, with ‘‘Republik Osterreich’’ and 
year. Reverse, value in two lines between linden twigs, and outside the 
twigs the inscription “2952 Kronen Equals 1 Kilogram of Coined Gold 
(900-1000). Specimens of this coinage, however, have not yet been sub- 
mitted to us. 
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Belgium—tThe 50 centimes in nickel has appeared. The one franc of 
similar design was referred to last year. f 

Brazil—The commemorative coin of 100 reis mentioned in last year’s re- 
port is of aluminum-bronze and bears on the reverse the date, 7 September 
1822-1922, with a crown and liberty cap divided by a torch. There is @ 
500 reis coin of similar design and metal. An error occurs on some of 
these coins, the name BRASIL appearing on the obverse. 

A silver coin of two milreis has also been struck. The obverse is the 
same as the preceding, and on the reverse are the arms of the Empire and 
the Republic. 

Canada—The nickel five-cent piece mentioned in last year’s report was 
struck in the Royal Mint, Ottawa, on January 3, 1922, by Lord Byng, the 
Governor-General of the Dominion. 

Cyprus—A silver coin of four and a half piastres appeared in 1921, which 
has not been previously chronicled. It bears on the obverse the bust of 
King George V and on the truncation the letters B. M. (Sir Bertram 
Mackennal). 

Czecho-Slovakia— This Republic has at last definitely issued one and two 
ducat gold pieces dated 1923, upon the fifth anniversary of the Republic. 
The obverse shows Saint Wenceslaus, the Patron Saint of Bohemia, with 
the inscription in the native language, ‘“‘Do not allow us or our descendants 
to perish.’’ The reverse shows the coat-of-arms, a two-tailed heraldic lion. 
While these coins appear to have been officially issued, press reports state 
that they are not part of the regular monetary system nor legal tender, but 
are ‘‘coinages of exchange’’ for domestic or foreign trade purposes and 
minted by the Government for individuals bringing to the mint the equiva- 
lent in gold and bearing the expense of minting. 

Denmark—A silver two-kroner piece was issued last April to commemo- 
rate the twenty-fifth wedding anniversary of King Christian X and Queen 
Alexandrine. 

Egypt—A gold five-pound piece was struck bearing the date 1340-1922, 
and bearing the bust of King Fuad I. It was issued to commemorate the 
independence of Egypt and limited to 800 specimens. The lower values of 
100, 50 and 20 piastres of the same design have also just been put in 
circulation. 

Esthonia—This independent Republic issued its first coins in December, 
1922. There are three values, consi-ting of 1, 3 and 5 marks, struck am 
copper-nickel and made at the Hirsch Messing and Kupferwerke, Berlin. 
About three million pieces of each value have been supplied to the Estho- 
nian Government. 

Germany—New issues of 200 mark and 500 mark, both in aluminum, 
have appeared. The design is similar to the commemorative 3-mark re- 
ferred to in last year’s report. 

The Province of Westphalia has issued aluminum coins of the denomi- 
nations of 10,000 mark, one quarter miilion mark, and two million mark. 
The design is similar to the Westphalian coins described last year. Appar- 
ently higher denominations of these coins were issued successively in order 
to keep pace with the continually falling value of the old mark. 

Toward the end of 1923 the new currency, the Rentenmark, based on 
the old exchange value of the mark, approximating 25 cents, has been 
officially adopted as the currency of this country, and there are now sub- 
mitted coins of the values of 1, 2 and 5 Rentenpfennig, once more making 
the pfennig a sizeable item of currency. The metal appears to be copper 
for the two lower values and nickel for the higher values. The design on 
the obverse shows a central figure for the denomination, while the reverse 
shows the date, a sheaf of wheat and on the 5 pfennig, what seems to be 
intended for ears of wheat. 

The City of Hamburg has issued official tokens through the Hamburg 
Bank for 1, 5 and 10 gold pfennig pieces, on the obverse showing the coat- 
of-arms, very much resembling the design of the old two-mark pieces. 

While we are not recording the large number of miscellaneous tokens 
whose issue seems to be continued, we record what appears to be the first 
silver issue since the end of the war, though only a token. This is a 20- 
mark token-issued in 1921 by the jewelry firm of M. H. Wilkens & Sohne, { 
of Hamburg, redeemable up to December 31, 1922 of silver 80 per cent. fnew) 
The design is a rather fanciful, new art style and the inscriptions appear | 
to be in low German. | 


au 
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Greenland—The Danish Cryolite Mining and Commercial Company, which 
eontrols the Cryolite mines of Ivigtut, in South Greenland, has issued a 
series of tokens ranging in value from 10 kroner down to 10 ore, for use at 
the mines. On the reverse they all carry the insignia of Greenland, a polar 
bear, which first appeared in the Danish royal seal of 1663, and on medals 
and coins from the reign of King Frederick III. The tokens were struck 
at the Royal Mint in Copenhagen, 

Hungary—A 10-kKroner piece in bronze was struck in 1919 for the Bol- 
shevik Republic of Hungary. The issue was stopped at its start by the col- 
lapse of the communistic government and the flight of Bela Kun, conse- 
quently it never circulated. Four exist, with a pattern in silver. The coin 
is slightly larger than our half dollar. The obverse has a nude male figure 
running, with inscription, and the reverse has the axe and fasces separating 
the denomination, with inscription surrounding. 

Iceland—According to press reports of December, 1922, 300,000 25-ore 
pieces and the same amount of 10-ore pieces, dated 1922, struck in nickel 
and designed by Gunnar Jensen, struck at the Mint at Copenhagen, were 
issued. The obverse shows a crowned shield with a cross, 1922, and several 
groups of letters indicate initials of the Mint Master and the designer. 

Italy—A new nickel coin of the denomination of two lira has appeared. 
It has on the obverse the portrait of King Victor Emanuel III and on the 
reverse the fasces and axe. The inscription reads ‘‘Good for 2 lira,’’ fol- 
lowing the type of the one lira mentioned in last year’s report. 

In October, 1923, a gold coin of 100 lire was issued to celebrate the first 
anniversary of Fascismo. The obverse shows the head and name of King 
Victor Emanuel III], and the reverse, the denomination, dates of the anni- 
yersary and the well known emblem of the Fascist party. Similar 20 lire 
pieces were also issued. 

Japan—A silver half-yen piece has been issued in 1923. The obverse 
shows the value, 50 Sen, with the rising sun emblem; the reverse, ‘Japan, 
12th year Taisho Dynasty,’ with two very graceful birds (phoenix) facing 
each other. 

Latvia—The new coins are all dated 1922 and consist of 1 santimo, 2 and 
5 santimi, in bronze, and 10, 20 and 50 santimi in nickel. The basis appears 
to be the Lat, subdivided into 100 santimi or santimu. 

Philippine Islands—Correspondence of Salv Lagdameo, Assistant Insular 
Treasurer, submitted to us, promises that the coinage of 1923 and subse- 
quent years will show the mint mark ‘“M,’’ to indicate that the coins were 
struck at the Manila Mint, but members of your committee have not yet 
seen such specimens. 

Peru—New silver coins of the value of % sol and 1 sol were issued in 
1923. They are a type similar to previous issues except for minor differ- 
ences. Obverse, Liberty seated to the right, reverse, coat-of-arms. But the 
degree of fineness of the silver has been very considerably changed, the 
earliest issues being .900 fine, while the new issue is only .500 fine; which 
is indicated in the inscription, ‘“‘5 decimos fino”’’ in place of “9 decimos fino.’’ 

Russia—The new gold coin of the new standard currency value of one 
Chervonets (approximately $5) has been issued in 1923. The principal fea- 
tures of the design are: Obverse, a laborer or peasant in Russian costume 
SsOWing seeds; plow and factories in the background. Reverse, the well 
known Soviet coat-of-arms, a. hammer and sickle crossed in a frame of 
branches, and the inscription ‘‘Proletarians of the world, unite.”’ 

A specimen of a very interesting commemorative silver ruble, which 
was to have been issued on July 27th, 1914, to commemorate the naval 
battle of the Gangut, obverse, bust of Peter the Great; reverse, coat-of- 
arms, has been submitted. (For full details of its story, see THE NUMISMA- 
TIsT, January, 1924.) 

Switzerland—tThe new silver five-frane piece appeared in the latter part 
of 1922. It has been subjected to a considerable amount of adverse criti- 
cism on account of certain heraidic errors, a color being indicated incor- 
rectly and the dimensions of the cross not being according to statute. 

: Sweden—New coins have been issued as follows: 1 krona in silver, 10. ore 
in nickel and 5, 2, 1 ore in bronze. 

One of the particular noteworthy features of the new coins is the con- 
clusion that we may expect the chaotic European currency conditions to 
right themselves slowly and gradually. For a number of the new coinages 
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here described, particularly Czecho-Slovakia, Italy, Germany, Russia and 
Switzerland, indicate a return to stable currency values, supplanting former 
depreciated standards and a definite return to gold, silver and precious 
metal issues—another instance where numismaties readily illustrates eco- 
nomic and historical developments of the times.

Committee on Publications. 


During the year 1923 four numbers of Numismatic Notes and Monographs, 
Nos. 17-20, have been issued, and our Proceedings for the Year were also 
published in this same format. The four monographs covered the follow- 
ing subjects: Roman Medallions, Mexican Coins, the Demanhur Hoard of 
Alexandrine Coins, and Italian Orders and Medals of Honor. Material for 
new monographs has been accumulating, and as rapidly as possible, and as 
far as our funds will permit, these will be published. Besides the papers 
in the small form, there has been issued a paper on the Alexandrine Coin- 
age of Tyre, which is printed in the size of our former Journal, and the 
long-delayed paper on the Gold Staters of Lampsakos, which now includes 
the silver and bronze coins, is in the press, and will shortly appear as the 
final number of Vol. LIII of the American Journal of Numismatics. 

Your Committee calls your attention at this time, in a survey of the 
twenty numbers of Numismatic Notes and Monographs, to the way in which 
these separate monographs may be conveniently bound into booklets. There 
have been issued two numbers on Alexander Hoards, and one on Coin 
Hoards in general. Another Alexander Hoard monograph is in the press, 
and more papers on this interesting subject are promised. There is also 
in the press an account of a hoard of coins of Side. There have been pub- 
lished two papers on Mexican coins, two on foreign Orders and Decorations, | 
and two on Roman Medallions, while two more papers on this last subject 
are in course of preparation. The various numbers of the series which treat 
of a given topic may thus be combined under one cover, and this was the 
original idea of the advantage of printing various papers in monograph 
form. 

Your Committee wishes to stress the fact that it would be glad to receive | 
more material on Oriental subjects, on medals, and especially on our Ameri- 
can coins, so that this field may also hold a prominent place among the 
others.

greatest authorities on numismatics. With him the Society has always had | 
the most cordial relations, not only in his official capacity but in his recep- | 
tion of those of our members who had the privilege of calling upon him in } 
Paris. He has been a contributor to our publications, and Honorary Fellow | 
since 1910; and to him the Huntington Medal was awarded in 1922. The 
impressive mass of his publications bears testimony to a well-filled life; 
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and all students in the classical field will gladly own their indebtedness to 
his researches. His courteous kindliness will be remembered by all who 
mct him. It will not be easy to find a worthy successor.”’ 

On the motion of Mr. Belden, the names of the retiring Councillors, Har- 
rold BE.

Mr. Webb exhibited casts of some scarce Republican denarii from a recent 
find in Central France. 

Mr. W. H. Valentine exhibited a set of the new coinage of Czecho-Slovakia. 

Mr. William Gilbert exhibited a seventeenth century token of Potters Bar, 
Middlesex. It is unpublished, is in very fine condition and is the first token 
meow ot this place. Obv., WILL . CLARKE . AT. YE. RED. .A lion 
rampant. Rev., LYON .AT.POTTERS. BARR. HIS HALFE PENY 1667. 

Miss Helen Farquhar read a paper on “John Rutlinger and the Phoenix 
Badge of Elizabeth,’ a print, of which two copies are known in the British 
Museum, and is by a certain Johann Rutlinger, whom Miss Farquhar iden- 
tifies with a John Rutlinger mentioned as working for the mint at various 
dates between 1596 and 1609. To this John Rutlinger we must attribute 
the Phoenix badge and jewel, as Miss Farquhar showed from an elaborate 
comparison of the work of the print and badge. The combination of en- 
graver of prints and dies ang goldsmith was not uncommon in those days. 
The date of the badge and jewel remains uncertain, but they were certainly 
made privately by Rutlinger before he became attached to the mint in 1596. 
The jewel at least might refer to the Queen’s visit to Norwich in 1578 and 
the peace enjoyed by the Dutch refugees under the British Phoenix. This 
date was not too early for Rutlinger’s presence in England. 


ROYAL NUMISMATIC SOCIETY.—Dec. 20th. Sir Charles Oman, K.B.E., 
M.P., LL.D., etc., President, in the chair. 

The National Museum of Wales was elected to the membership of the 
Society. 

Mr. Percy H. Webb exhibited the following legionary coins of Carausius 
meepronze: LNG I] PARTE., mm. M L Boar; LEG III Bull; Leg IIII FL., 
mm. M Li Lion; LEG IIII FL Lion; LEG VII CL Bull; LEG XXX ULPIAVI 
Neptune and LHG V .... Boar. 

Mr. Philip Thorburn exhibited two copies of Athenian tetradrachms with 
Aramaic inscriptions, MAZDI and SARGON. 

Rev. Edgar Rogers showed the largest bronze coin of Antiochus IV., re- 
verse, eagle, struck at Antioch B. C. 169-8, with the three smaller denomi- 
nations of the same issue. The only other specimens of the largest piece is 
the Paris specimen and the one that was in the Bunbury collection. 

Mr. L. G. P. Messenger showed the first half crown and florin of the new 
South African mint, 1923; contemporary forgeries of a half crown of Ed- 
ward VI and a third brass of Constantine I, with obverse head radiate and 
reverse VIRTUS EXERCIT. 

Mr. B. A. Seaby exhibited, on behalf of Messrs. Spink & Sons, a remark- 
able series of English coins, with mistakes in the legends, brockages and 
other curiosities of minting. 

Mr. H. P. Hall exhibited a very fine selection of Roman coins in gold and 
brass, including aurei of Marius, Claudius Gothicus, Postumus, Diocletian, 
Victorinus, and Diadumenianus, and some fine large brass of Vespasian and 
Diadumenianus. 

Mr. Webb read a note from Mr. Glen A. Taylor giving the analysis of a 
cOin of Carausius from the Skewen find (Proceedings, Dec. 15, 1921) as 
follows: Copper 85.8, lead .78, tin 4.39, iron 4.9, sulphur 1.16 and traces 
of zinc, arsenic and nickel. : 

The President, Sir Charles Oman, read a paper on the ‘“‘Legionary Coins 
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of Victorinus, Carausius and Allectus.’’ After outlining the earlier history 
of legionary coins, Sir Charles drew a sketch of the history of the Empire 
at the time of the accession of Victorinus and showed that of the twelve 
legions, whom he thus honors, only four were stationed in the west, while 
five stood in the Balkans, two in the Syrian region and one in Egypt. He 
rejected the theory that detachments of these Eastern legions can have 
stood under Victorinus’s command and preferred the view that the coins 
were struck for propaganda purposes, to detach from Gallienus legions of 
the Balkan army, which were probably fighting at the moment in Northern 
Italy and to suggest to the legions of Syria and Egypt, distracted between 
Rome and Palmyra, that Gaul had an Emperor capable of ruling the whole 
Empire. These latter legions could not, under the circumstances, possibly 
have been lending ‘‘Vexillations’’ to the West. The reverses of the aurei 
show the legionary badges, in some cases those that we expect as normal 
for the legions, in other variations from them. Many of these are quite 
intelligible; others, such as the Jupiter and Capricorn, instead of Neptune, 
for Legio XXX Ulpia, were, as the reader held, simple errors. 

The legionary coins of Carausius follow, in the main, the same purpose 
as those of Victorinus. Struck in silver and bronze, very rarely, if indeed 
ever, in gold, they commemorate nine legions, two British, four on the 
Rhine, two of Upper Moesia and VI Parthica, stationed on the Alban Mount. 
Carausius probably never had effective command of any but the first two; 
from the others he must have had some hopes of assistance. It is curious 
that the York legion, VI Victrix, has no coins. The types show normal 
badges, except in the case of IIII Flavia Felix, for which a centaur appears 
in place of lion or lions. This was probably due to error on the part of 
the staff at Carausius’s C. mint (perhaps Coriniun, rather than Camule- 
dunum). 

A similar error occurs on the one legionary coin of Allectus, where LHG 
II (which Second Legion is meant is left uncertain) has a lion, instead of 
capricorn. 

In the discussion that followed, Mr. Webb suggested rather a different 
view of the historical situation at the death of Gallienus. He preferred to 
interpret Carausius’ C. mint as Camulodunum. Mr. Mattingly raised the 
question of the exact duration of the reign of Victorinus and of the mints 
at which he struck his coins and suggested that legionary coins might be 
something in the nature of war medals, the gold being reserved for senior 
officers, while the silver or billon would be issued as pay to rank and file.

SPRINGFIELD COIN CLUB.—The regular monthly meeting of the 
Springfield Coin Club was held at the rooms of the Y. M. GC. A. In the 
display of rare coins, medals, etc., the general public has had the oppor- 
tunity to view for the first time in a number of years some of the choicest 
collections of coins in the East. Many of the collections have been gathered 
together over a period of 25 or more years and represent fine judgment 
and patience on the part of the collector. The exhibition was on display 
from 7 P. M. to 10 P. M., with fully 500 or more in attendance. The coins 
were laid out on tables under specially cut strips of glass, so that every 
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chance might be had by those interested to see the coins under more favor- 
able conditions than if they were placed in showcases. The display includ-

War pennies, and series of different coins in consecutive dates. Shekels, 
kopeks, yen, piasters, pesos and drachma all yielded to the silver half dime 
of 1802, in beautiful condition, the property of Mr. Carl Wurtzbach, of Lee, 
a member of the club. Mr. Wurtzbach values the coin at about $800. Rival- 
ing it for preciousness was a red cent, a penny of 1783, also owned by Mr. 
Wurtzbach, and appraised at $500. The thousands of coins, valued in the 
aggregate at from $30,000 to $40,000, comprised the largest exhibition 
ever seen in New England and a very fine showing of rare U. S. coins. The 
value placed on the many rare specimens was attested by the presence 
throughout the exhibition of a uniformed policeman, who stood guard. 

In the front rank in local interest were the bank notes shown by Preston 
C. Pond, of Chicopee, Mass. Among them were the rare notes of local 
banks that have since been lqiuidated, the John Hancock National, the 
Pynchon National, the Agawam National, the First and Second National 
banks, all since departed. State bank bills before 1863, the year national 
banks were instituted, complete sheets (proof) from 1870 to 1923, gold, 
silver, and medals were all exhibited by Mr. Pond. 

Mr. Wurtzbach also included in his exhibit Washington coins, a set of 
copper cents, including 12 of the rare 1793, Civil War tokens and envelopes, 
pamphlets, etc., and a general collection of over 1000 U. S. cents. 

Mr. John M. Oliver showed United States coins and fractional currency, 
Continental currency, war tokens and Canadian money. 

Mr. J. W. Prevost, a collection of France. 

Mr. W. C. Stone, an interesting collection of Oriental coins dating back to 
680 B. C. to the present time. 

Mr. L. S. Drowne showed ancient Greek and Roman, and Egyptian coins 
beginning with Ptolemy’s reign and .ending with Cleopatra’s. He showed 
about 1000 pieces, among them coins of Caesar, Alexander the Great, and 
ancient Judea. 

Among the other exhibitors were Joseph Beaudoin, J. EH. Morse, Hi. Gi 
Kohler, N. P. Bugbee, W. C. Emery and L. R. Noyes. SNA C. EMERY, Sec- 
retary.

BRITISH COUNTERFEITER SENT TO JAIL. 


At the Old Bailey, London, on November 1 last, Francis Bowie, 49, meés- 
senger, of South road, Edmonton, was sentenced to three years’ penal ser- 
vitude for making counterfeit coin, conveying it from the Mint, and utter- 
ing counterfeit coin. The prisoner pleaded guilty, and said he acted on the 
impulse of the moment. Counsel for the prosecution said that no case of 
the kind had ever occurred in the Mint before, and the authorities took a 
very serious view of this case. 

On his own confession, Bowie had gradually collected a number of 
blanks, and, by going to the Mint in the morning an hour before he was) 
due to start work, had struck the half crowns on one of the Mint pressés.| 
By virtue of his position as a messenger he had a key to the stamping room.| 
It had been found that the chain on one of the presses which locked the| 
flywheel had been sawed through in two places and repaired with wire and| 
string. | 

Bowie had struck four spurious half crowns and had attempted to pass 
them at the Post-office in Liverpool street Station. The clerk was sus- 
picious, and Bowie was detained. 

In passing sentence the judge said it was obvious that great premedita- 
tion had been used and he could not but pass a heavy sentence.—London 
Morning Post. 
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Egyptian Coin Hoards. 
By EDWARD T. NEWELL. 


Practically inexhaustible would seem to be the supplies of ancient coins 
coming On the market. In fact, throughout Mediterranean lands, hoards of 
coins, usually the savings of thrifty individuals of bygone ages, are almost 
daily being resurrected from their ancient hiding places. These ‘“‘finds”’ 
are eagerly bought up by the various dealers of the country where the find 
is made, or by the agents of dealers doing business in such centres as Lon- 
don, Paris, Geneva or Naples. Eventually, single specimens from these 
hoards, now carefully cleaned and neatly described, will be offered to our 
collectors. It is but seldom that the collectors ever hear of the actual 
hoards from which their recently purchased treasures have come. 

It might, therefore, be interesting to readers of THE NUMISMATIST to learn 
of the many hoards which the writer has met with during his visit to Egypt. 
Even now these hoards are in the process of being rapidly dispersed among 
the dealers and collectors of Egypt, Europe and America. Even their mem- 
ory will soon be lost. 

In the hands of a certain Cairo dealer there still are a few choice rem- 
nants of a remarkable hoard of silver tetradrachms found in 1919 at the 
little village of Abu Hommos, a few miles to the southeast of Alexandria. 
This hoard contained about 750 tetradrachms of Alexander the Great and 
950 of Ptolemy I (standing Athene type). The majority of these latter 
coins were exceptionally fine in style and preservation. In fact, some which 
were seen by the writer would have made a collector’s mouth fairly water! 

The early summer of 1923 witnessed another remarakble find. This was 
made near Keneh, in Upper Egypt, and consisted of about 45 golden octo- 
drachms with Arsinoe types, and 200 or more tetradrachms of the type 
usually assigned to Ptolemy VI. All of the specimens in this find, both gold 

and silver, were in a brilliant state of preservation. 
_ Not long previous, either in 1922 or early in 1923 (trustworthy details 
on this point are unfortunately not available), another little hoard of gold 
coins was unearthed. It consisted exclusively of gold octodrachms of 
Ptolemy IV with the rayed bust of the King on their obverses, and the cor- 
nucopia on their reverses, together with gold octodrachms and gold tetra- 
drachms bearing the four portraits of Ptolemy I, Berenice I, Ptolemy II, Ar- 
sinoe II. The exact number of coins in the find is unknown, but many 
specimens were seen by the writer in dealers’ hands in Egypt, and no doubt 
many others have already found their way to Europe. 

About the same time there turned up in Lower Egypt a small but re- 
‘markable hoard of silver coins, containing two of the very rare silver issues 
(a pentadrachm and a 2% drachm) of Berenice II, and also some twenty 
specimens of the Serapis and Isis tetradrachms of Ptolemy IV. 

In October, 19238, there was found at Zawiat Razin, a classical site not 
far from Cairo, a hoard of 251 dated tetradrachms of Ptolemy VIII and 
|Ptolemy X, all in splendid condition. 

Coming down to coins of a later period, there was found in 1922, near 
Saha, in the Delta, a hoard composed of common enough coins but ones 
seldom found in any quantity in Egypt. They were 264 Roman denarii of 
|the emperors from Otho to Trajan, 2 quinarii of the same period, 8 Rho- 
dian drachms and half-drachms, 9 coins of the Achaean League, 1 of Sicyon 
and 16 undetermined pieces, but probably late Greek. The writer would 
never have believed that these autonomous Greek coins of the second 
century, B. C., could have been found together with Roman denarii of the 
first and second centuries, A. D., were it not for the fact that he saw these 
coins in the possession of a single dealer and by him carefully kept apart, 
that their patina and general appearance were absolutely identical, and, 
finally, that in one case a Rhodian drachm was still adhering to a quinarius 
of Trajan. 
| There was very recently unearthed in Lower Egypt (the Delta) a hoard of 
SOme 170 specimens of the large Alexandrian bronze coins struck under the 
jRomans. The find contained specimens running from Vespasian right down 
jto the twelfth year of Antoninus Pius—-at which time the former owner 
probably buried his humble savings. Many of these coins were in fine con- 
jdition and bore interesting types of Antinous, Sabina, Aurelius, Caesar; 


os 
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also some of the rare ‘‘nome” types and a few examples of the famous zodi- 
acal series struck in the eighth year of Antoninus Pius. 

The largest hoard met with was a lot of over 12,000 coins of Constantine 
the Great, said to have been found a few years ago at Tell Basta, the By- 
bastis of the ancients. 

In Egypt it is not ancient coins alone that are found, but mediaeval coing 
as well are frequently unearthed. Among others, the writer met with a 
hoard of Fatimide gold dinars of the tenth century, another of Mameluke 
gold double dinars of a few centuries later, and finally a hoard, recently 
found in the Delta, of European gold ducats of the sixteenth century. This 
latter hoard contained, among: other things, a rare variety of the ungaro of 
Alfonso of Ferrara. 

Such are the interestingly varied lots of ancient and mediaeval coins that 
from time to time are brought to the light of day in Egypt. In fact, the 
unearthing of hoards seems to continue merrily. For even while this little 
summary was being penned the writer was shown a hoard of some 9350 
Athenian tetradrachms of the fourth century, B. C.; a lot of scarce semisges 
and tremisses of the Byzantine Emperors Justinian I, Justin II, Tiberius 
Constantine, Mauricius Tiberius and Focas; and a report was brought to 
him of a hoard no less than 3,000 Ptolemaic bronze coins recently found! 

In view of these recent experiences, the oft-repeated complaint of Egyptian 
dealers that today the finding of coin hoards is no longer as frequent nor 
the hoards themselves as important as in the old days, inspires a certain 
feeling of awe. What, then, must it have been like in those old days? And 
how in the world could the market ever have absorbed such unbelievable 
quantities of coins if they had flowed in any more frequently than they ap- 
parently do at the present time?

Information On Porcelain Coins. 


Furnished Through the Kindness of the State Porcelain Factory of Meissen, 


The first porcelain money was manufactured in China, and there, as well 
as in Siam, it was currency for several centuries. However, these were not 
coins proper, but, rather, tokens of the gambling houses, made of porcelain 
or glass. 

The earliest information on porcelain coins in Germany appears in the 
year 1793 and was published in the ‘‘Journal of Luxury and Styles.” It 
mentions that a medal sculptor, Fr. Jos. Ess, of Munich, was able to furnish 
coins and medals of artistically finished obverse and reverse in a beautiful 
white and hard biskuit. 


No. 1—Oberammergau, 1922. 


About the end of the eighteenth century the first coins made their ap-| 
pearance in the Porcelain Factory of Meissen, and specimens of these cal 
still be found in the exhibition hall of the Meissen Factory. These pieces, 
made of white biskuit porcelain, which did not show the Meissen crossed 
swords trade mark, with which all recent coins are provided, were stored by 
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the hundreds in the storerooms of the State Porcelain Factory as late as 
the year 1921; but as there arose a sudden demand among collectors for 
this material, these valuable pieces were sold out in a very short time and 
now can be purchased in the coin trade only at very fancy figures. 

During the course of the World War several attempts were made by Ger- 
man porcelain experts to produce coins from ceramic materials, but they 
met either with no success or their success was confined to very narrow 
local limits. 


No. 2—Oberammergau, 1922. 


Only the State Porcelain Factory of Meissen was successful in introduc- 
ing porcelain money in general trade. This factory claims the particular 
eredit of having proved in this recent coinage the possibilities of artistic 
products in this line by the adoption of designs particularly suited to the 
‘properties of ceramic material; and by special consideration of the possi- 
bilities and limitations which the ceramic material offers, an entirely new 
and independent coinage type has been created in contrast to metallic coin- 
ages. The Meissen porcelain coins do not in any respect imitate metallic 
types heretofore used. 


No. 3—Association for Hostelries for German Youth. 


The red Bottger earthenware (porcelain invented in 1706 by Bottger, 
instead of gold) was used for the production of coins, as it offers greater 
safety against imitations, and the red coins do not accumulate dirt as easily 
jin traffic as would be the case with the white biskuit porcelain. But for 
special purposes coins are also made in white porcelain. A special advantage 
is offered in the greater solidity of the red mass, whose destructibility is 
reduced to a minimum by technical perfection. This safety against break- 
age is especially accomplished by the proper proportion of the cross section, 
and particularly by the reinforcement of a strong edge, which lends the 
feoins considerable resistance. 

| In this way a young and energetic division for the production of coins 
twas established in 1921 in the Meissen Porcelain Factory, in addition to 
their large and diverse output of porcelain products. The workrooms are 
|physically separate entirely from the manufacturing end in order that the 
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supervision of its products, necessitated in the public interest, can be car- 
ried out without fail.

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No. 4—Association for Hostelries for German Youth. 


An accurate description of the porcelain coins as far as they have been 
produced in the State Factory of Meissen, is contained in the work of Otto 
Horn which has been published under the titie of ‘‘The Coins and Medals of 
the State Porcelain Factory of Meissen’ (Die Munzen und Medaillen aus 
der Staatlichen Porzellan-Manufaktur zu Meissen), by the firm of A. Hek- 
ard, Dresden 24. The collecting of porcelain coins has very rapidly gained 


No. 5—Gymnastics and Sport, for the Best Form Youth, 


in public favor and is bound to spread. The issue of new porcelain coins, 
on account of the difficulties of the process of production, is very limited, 
and the collector need not fear that this very unique collecting field will be 
swamped with new creations, such as has been the case, for instance, with 
the issues of paper money. 


No. 6—A., Eckard, Wholesale Dealer in Porcelain Coins, Dresden. 


In addition to the Free State of Saxony, only about 25 districts and cities | 
have issued porcelain money. Of course, the supplies of these very nov 
pieces of money were very quickly exhausted at all municipal treasuries and | 
surely will not be offered for redemption, as even non-collectors will be glad | 
to save such pieces as souvenirs. In the coin trade, however, all porcelain | 
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coins can still be bought at reasonable prices; but it can easily be expected 
that in later years many coins will be obtainable only either at fancy prices 
or not at all. 

On account of the regulations forbidding the further production of emerg- 
ency money, no further issues of new porcelain coins as currency will be 
put out, aNd in consequence now collectors have begun to collect also com- 
memorative and jubilee porcelain coins and tokens (so-called charity med- 
als (‘‘Wohlfahrtsmedaillen’’). 

_ As almost all these pieces were issued for special charitable purposes 
orphans’ and infants’ care, donations of bells, etc.), the collector not only 
has the pleasure of coins valuable from artistic and historical points of 
yiew, but at the same time the consciousness of being able to help charitable 
jnstitutions. 

- In addition to the currency, the artistically excellent Passion Play coins 
of Oberammergau, the Schiller and Goethe Medals and the German Hunger 
thalers deserve special mention. 


~ What Constitutes a Perfect Cent, 1793-1814? 


At an informal gathering of a few Washington (D. C.) collectors, all 
members of the A. N. A., Mr. B. H. Collins was asked to define from his 
standpoint, based on 40 years’ collecting experience, ‘“‘What constitutes a 
perfect cent, 1793-1814?” . 

His reply interested the other members of the small gathering to such an 
extent that he was asked to reduce it to writing and send it to THe Numis- 
mATisT for publication as a matter of general information. It follows: 


A smooth, lustrous, round planchet. 

An early impression from a deeply-cut die, not cracked or worn. 

A “‘Dempsey’’ strike—bold, strong and centered, and milling geometri- 
cally even. 

The design, lettering, etc., both obverse and reverse (surely the former), 
forceful and sharp. Stars (if any) up, with center lines. 

Color—Any fixed color, light olive preferred, though black or dark very 
acceptable. Red secondary, which, though beautiful, will not ‘‘stay put.”’ 
'No imperfections or vandalism, nicks, oiling, tooling, holes, cleaning, 
sabinet friction, and certainiy asence in toto of corrosion. In short, strict- 
ly bold, uncirculated or proof. 

I own a few (alas, too few!) that are such, but not many advanced col- 
ectors can fully meet the above requirements. And how few measure up to 
that standard! 

| Some requirements! But they make what I call a perfect cent, and they 
are almost as rare as hen’s teeth. 

It is extremely difficult to get a set of dates alone in that condition. And 
to get them and red color (the existing fad) and the nearly a thousand 
‘echnical varieties, cracked dies (I abominate them), etc., to 1857, a la 
Andrews, Doughty, McGirk, Chapman, Hays et al., is utterly impossible. 
Hence I became and am a condition fiend, eliminating cracked dies, etc., 
where possible, and confining myself to ‘‘beauties,’’ ‘‘gems,’’ etc., of any 
solor, too, making red a secondary objective, because it is not lasting, as 
tmospheric influences, gas or steam heat, cigar smoke, exposure, and even 
zareful expert handling, affect that color and change it. 

Corrosion is our great foe, and I recall Hays’ nightly invocation, “God 
<eep me from danger and harm and my cents from loss or corrosion.’’ 
Plenty of mint imperfections, too, such as granulated planchets, cracked, 
worn, broken or flawed dies, are objectionable, but we have to accept them 
with as good grace as possible. But they are not perfect cents and they are 
ypen to your innate knowledge and the criticism of your envious rival, for, 
fter all, the prime pleasure of collecting is, to advanced collectors, condi- 
ion and having something better than the other fellow. So, perfect condi- 
jion—hard to get—shouid be our aim, no matter what the color, so that 
olor is fixed and sure proof against change or other abuse. 

The worship accorded red cents is properly on the decline and in a few 
jlecades will not exist, except in isolated cases, where a brilliant red cent 
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of early date is like King Tut resurrected from its tomb, ‘an old trunk in 
the attic’’ or ‘‘drawers in an old desk,’’ etc. Such pieces are rare, and even 
these change in color—to what? 

I have perfect cents that were red 30 years ago, but have changed to va- 
rious colors—beautiful light olive to lustrous steel or black. Shall I dis- 
card them on account of changing to dark color and seek red, to duplicate 
my experience? Nay, nay. Give me perfect, sharp, not flawed, misstruck, 
weak. spotted, etc., cents, and I have reached my desire in that line, pre- 
ferring a few perfect ones to a lot that are open to just criticism.

The Byron Reed Collection. 


The following is a brief account of the Byron Reed collection of coing 
and manuscripts, now in the possession of the Omaha Public Library, pre- 
pared by Miss Edith Tobit, librarian. The collection is open to the publi¢ 
and occupies a large room on the third floor of the Library Building. 

Byron Reed’s father had founded a collection of rare books, manuscripts, 
autographs, coins and medals, and soon after coming to Omaha the son be- 
gan adding to the collection, making it as complete as possible by employ- 
ing for many years agents in New York and Philadelphia, who attended all 
sales of curios and bought up coins of ancient and modern times and other 
articles prized by collectors. 

After obtaining a collection that at a fair valuation was worth $75,000, 
Mr. Reed decided that in the event of his death it ought not to be kept from 
the public gaze or sold, and he resolved to donate it to the city. This re- 
solve he carried out in his will, giving the city all the rare books, news- 
papers and periodicals, manuscripts, documents, autographs, coins and med- 
als, together with the property at the corner of Nineteenth and Harney 
streets, upon which the Public Library building stands, the condition being 
that the city should erect a suitable library building and set aside space 
therein for the reception and maintenance of the collection and permit it 
to be seen by the public free of charge. 

In the cases set apart for coins is one of the most interesting exhibits 
that can be found in any city upon the globe. Syria is represented by some 
pieces of money bearing the head in profile of Antiochus I, issued 246 years 
before Christ, while the head of Ptolemy II appears upon coins struck 284 
years before Christ. There are Jewish coins of from 135 to 137 years be- 
fore the birth of the Saviour and in use at the time He was propounding 
His gospel in Jerusalem and throughout Palestine. These latter coins were 
issued by Herod, Pontius Pilate and Agrippa, who helped to make New Tes- 
tament history. 

Among other Jewish coins of this era was a small one made of copper, 
which is cataiogued as the ‘‘widow’s mite.’’ The Roman Emperors Hadrian, 
Tiberius, Augustus, Titus, Vespasian and Constantine are also well repre- 
sented, as are Popes Innocent, Benedict and Clement. There are many 
pieces struck by the English, French and Spanish monarchs from the tenth 
to the eighteenth century and bearing the likenesses of those rulers. Many 


of the larger coins are of gold and silver, while the smaller coins are cop-} 


per or bronze. Some that are of undoubted antiquity are still bright, caus- 
ing the spectator to wonder how they escaped the tarnishing finger of time. 
A notable coin in the Jewish collection is the shekel, which is familiar to all 
Biblical students. 

The collection of United States coins is complete from the first issue of 
the mint to 1891, the year of Mr. Reed’s death, since which time none has 
been added. They embrace all the various coins from one cent to the $20 
gold piece. The coin of most interest in this part of the collection is the 
$50 slug issued by a private mint in California during the gold excitement 
in 1849 and later, which never became a Government coin, but passed for 
its face value because it contained $50 worth of gold by actual weight. 
The $4 gold piece and the silver dollar of 1804, of which there are only 4 
few in existnece, are coins that attract unusual attention. 
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GERMAN GOLD PENNIBES. 


- From time to time, collectors of the German series of coins, succeed in 
discovering copies in gold of coins which have been issued for general 
sirculation as copper or silver pieces. The origin of such gold copies is not 
always clear and it has often been thought that they were struck as pat- 
terns or as presentation pieces. Such gold copies are more or less rare and 
in some cases they are, in fact, unique or of the greatest rarity, although in 
sertain countries their occurrence is quite frequent. 

_ The origin of at least one of these copper issues in gold is explained in 
the following story published in a recent issue of the “German Goldsmiths’ 

Magazine” 

: “George I, King of England and Elector of Hanover, on the occasion of 
one of his visits to Hanover, invited a certain Miss Von J. to play a game 
of cards with him. The lady excused herself with the explanation that she 
had no money to spare for games of chance, as she belonged to a family of 
very limited wealth. The King replied that this would make no difference 
and that they would only play for pennies. The card game was played and 
she King managed to lose, and on the next day he sent to the lady her win- 
nings in golden pennies, for the striking of which he had given a rush order 
-o the Mint at Hanover. These ducats on the obverse show the well-known 
Wild Man of Brunswick, Luneburg, and on the reverse, the inscription: ‘1 
Pfenning Scheide Muntz 1726.’ These coins can still be had, but today are 
of considerable numismatic rarity.’’

IMPORTANT DONATION TO BRITISH MUSEUM. 


The trustees of the British Museum accepted a gift of coins from Mr. 
3. S. Gulbenkian, consisting of 26 Greek and Roman specimens. The most 
nteresting of these was an electrum stater from Cyzicus, in Asia Minor, 
jating about 400 B. C. At that epoch this coinage was the only one that 
‘ivalled the Persian Daric, the Greek coinage not becoming standardized 
intil the time of Philip of Macedon. 

It is evident, however, that the Cyzicus coinage was very greatly under 
the influence of Athens, for there appear on the coins several reproductions. 
of Athenian monuments, such, for instance, as those of Harmodius and 
Aristogeiton. The coin has a most realistic portrait of a bearded Greek, 
ind there are in existence three other Cyzicus coins of about the same date, 
which also bear realistic portraits. At this period no ruler had his head 
jlaced on a coin, as until the time of Alexander the Great the placing of an 
fiigy on a coin was equivalent to claiming godhead. 

The striking of the coin acquired probably reflects the activities of a 
‘ealistic school that at that time existed at Athens. 

Among the new acquisitions is a fine gold coin of the Emperor Caracalla, 
lerived from the collection of Signor Caruso. 


POPE ORDERS K. OF C. MEDAL. 


For the first time in history, it is said, the Pope has ordered struck a 
sommemorative medal in honor of an American organization. Mera ei. 
30rgognini Duca of the Vatican State Department at Rome, in a letter to 
he national headquarters of the Knights of Columbus in New Haven, Conn., 
tates that Pope Pius XI has ordered a limited number of silver medals to 
ye struck and has dedicated the inscription, which reads in translation: 
“The Knights of Columbus with their own money, so that they may fulfill 
he wishes of Pope Pius XI, P. M., for the Christian instruction of Roman 
oe, A. D., 1924.’’ 

The inscription refers to the $1,000,000 American welfare work being 
sonducted by the K. of C. in Rome under the auspices of the Vatican. 

The obverse of the medal, which will be designed by a noted Italian 
rtist, will show Pope Pius in his tiara and the reverse side will be a por- 
rait of the K. of C. Gymnasium and Playground erected on Vatican land 
it St. Peter’s recently donated by the Pope. 
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Editorial Comment—Numismatic News. 
SHALL WE HAVE AN ANNUAL COIN WEEK? 


Coin Week, which was observed in many cities and towns throughout 
the United States from February 9 to 16, was such a success, measured by 
the extent and variety of the exhibits and the interest shown by the ex- 
hibitors and the public, that the observance of such a week annually has 
been suggested. 

The principal object of such a week, with its accompanying exhibits and | 
publicity, is, of course, to interest others to the point of becoming collec | 
tors, and thereby to increase the membership of the A. N. A. We can hardly 
imagine that those who took part in the exhibits, involving so much time} 
and labor, did so merely to provide enjoyment for the general public. Un- | 
less new collectors and new members are produced, such exhibits are held 
in vain. 

It is a little too early to determine what the results have been along this 
line from the recent observance. Such reports as have reached us are mail- 
ly newspaper clippings, which were prepared only as a matter of news. 

If future displays of this kind are to be made, some system should be em- 
ployed to secure data on new members secured, as well as the names and 
addresses of non-member collectors and others who may be classed as pros- 
pects. 


: 
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In case such a week is to be observed annually it might be well to adopt 


a name for it that would better express its purpose. ‘Old Coin Week,”’ 
“Old Coin Display Week” or “Old Coin Exhibit Week”? would convey the 
idea better, but none of these seem quite appropriate. ‘‘Numismatic Week”’ 


would be more fitting, but the difficulty the average person has in pro- 
nouncing this word makes its use inadvisable. We will gladly receive sug- 
gestions from our readers as to the most appropriate name for it. 

If a coin exhibit week under the direction of the A. N. A. is to become an 
annual feature of its activities, it should be made, if possible, to produce 
results in keeping with the effort expended. How this can best be accom- 
plished would be a pertinent question for the coming Cleveland convention 
to decide. It is too big a proposition to be directed by one man if his ser- 
yices are expected to be gratuitously given. 

_ It is possible that creditable and fairly extensive exhibits might be ar- 
ranged by local societies and individuals in their own cities and towns, 
acting on their own initiative on a given date, without any great outlay of 
time and effort by a directing head. In other words, let the President of 
the A. N. A. fix a date for such a week and permit the local clubs and mem- 
bers to observe it as best suits them. 

_ The most important result of the recent week, so far as reported, was 
the formation of a local branch society in Detroit. But as this was or- 
ganized during the week it would seem that it cannot be wholly attributed 
to the influence of the week, but that the preliminaries and organization 
work must have been done several weeks before. 

' Perhaps the novelty of the first Coin Week stimulated the interest of ex- 
hibitors to a degree that would not be equaled in future obcervances, and 
that an annual effort may be thought too great for busy men. 

_ It is a new feature of publicity for numismatics, and we believe it has 
possibilities almost unlimited. The concerted action it requires gives it an 
element of strength that should not be overlooked. If the recent week has 
produced results in the shape of new members or new collectors, it deserves 
to be repeated next year. :

STILL ANOTHER COMMEMORATIVE HALF DOLLAR. 


A bill is pending in Congress authorizing the coinage of half dollars com- 
nemorating the work of carving in Stone Mountain, near Atlanta, Ga., a 
nonument to the valor of the soldiers of the South during the Civil War. 
The bill was introduced in the Senate December 3 last by Senator Smoot, 
nd in the House on January 11 by Mr. McFadden. Favorable reports on 
he bill have been made by committees in both houses and it is now on the 
‘alendar. The title of the bill is as follows: 
| “A bill to authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of 
he commencement on June 18, 1923, of the work of carving on Stone 
Viountain, in the State of Georgia, a monument to the valor of the soldiers 
7 the South, which was an inspiration of their sons and daughters and 
srandsons and granddaughters in the Spanish-American and World Wars, 
nd in memory of Warren G. Harding, President of the United States of 

merica, in whose administration the work was begun.” 
| The bill has been approved by Secretary of the Treasury Mellon. Its 
rovisions are similar to those authorizing former issues of commemora- 
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tive coins, and the number struck shall not exceed 5,000,000. The coins 
are to be issued only upon the request of the executive committee of the 
Stone Mountain Confederate Monumental Association, a corporation, of At- 
lanta, Ga., and they may be issued all at one time or at separate times and 
in separate amounts. 

If the bill becomes law the coins will probably be sold at the usual price 
of $1 each. The Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta has agreed to take over 
any portion of the issue remaining unsold. 


Since the above was written the bill authorizing the issue of the Stone 
Mountain half dollar has become a law, having been signed by President 
Coolidge on March 17. Hollins N. Randolph, president of the Stone Moun- 
tain Memorial Association, immediately sent the following telegram to 
President Coolidge: 

“The officers and members of the Stone Mountain Memorial Association 
join in grateful acknowledgment to you and to the Congress of the United 
States for the splendid service you have rendered to the South and the 
nation at large. The enactment of the Stone Mountain Memorial coinage 
bill is the final evidence of the bond of union now existing between the 
North and the South. Such legislation typifies the true spirit of America.” 

It is said the coins will bear on the obverse a partial reproduction of 
the carving on Stone Mountain, showing Jefferson Davis, Robert EH. Lee 
and Stonewall Jackson, and on the reverse will be a portrait of the late 
President Harding. * 

It is proposed to sell the coins at $1 each, the profits from which will 
be used to defray the expense attached to the carving on the side of Stone 
Mountain, which is being done under the direction of Mr. Gutzon Borglum, 
the noted sculptor. 


THE ILLUSTRATION OF THE AXE. 


In response to inquiries, we give the following explanation of the use of 
the axe as illustrations in our Lincoln (February) number of this maga- 
zine, which has been furnished by Mr. Robert P. King: 

“Regarding the little axe which you featured in the February issue of 
THE NUMISMATIST, I would say that this photograph was obtained from Mr. 
A. C. Zabriskie, it being a little badge in his collection. This being a die- 
struck piece, I now think it should have been embodied in the list, with 
description. 

“On December 6, 1900, at a meeting of the American Numismatic and 
Archaeological Society (now the American Numismatic Society), Mr. Za- 
briskie read a paper entitled ‘The Medallic History of Abraham Lincoln,’ 
illustrated by stereopticon views of medals and badges from his cabinet, 
the little axe being shown as No. 8, with reference to which Mr. Zabriskie 
said: ‘Now comes a little token (No. 8) which was probably worn as a pin 
during the campaign, and strongly reminds us of the George Washington 
cherry-tree episode. This, however, is intended as a representation of 
Honest Abe’s axe. For fear lest anyone should imagine that this campaign | 
badge is actually the size pictured on the screen, I would state that the lit- 
tle token is not over an inch in length.’ ”’

The Commission met at the Philadelphia Mint on the morning of Febru- 
ary 13, and after the usual opening formalities the members were taken 
through the Mint on a tour of inspection. At the afternoon session the 
committees were appointed and at once took up the work of the counting, 
weighing and assaying. It required a session on the 14th also and on the 
morning of the 15th, when final reports were received. The report showed 
that there were no errors in the counting, and the weights and fineness were 
all within the allowed tolerance. Congressman Vestal was not able to be 
present at the closing session. 


REPORT OF THE IMPERIAL MINT, OSAKA, JAPAN, 1928. 


The report of the Director of the Imperial Mint at Osaka, Japan, for the 
fiscal year ended March 31, 1923, is at hand, from which the following notes 
and data are taken: 

A review of the operations of the Mint during the fiscal year ended March 
31, 1923, shows that while every effort was made to complete the extension 
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work mentioned in last year’s report, the factory system was radically re- 
formed in order to put into effect the plan laid by the Government for an 
enormous amount of coins to be issued in exchange for 205,000,000 yen of 
small notes issued as a contingent currency during and after the European 
War. Two shifts were operated, the number of officials and worxers was 
increased, a great change was made in departments and sections and several 
regulations were amended, with the result that the minting capacity doubled. 
In addition, the coinage of silver pieces, which had been suspended for two 
years past, was resumed. For those reasons the total value of coin manu- 
factured in the fiscal year 1922-3 was approximately five and a half times 
that of the preceding year. 

No gold was coined. The coinage of silver pieces, which had been sus- 
pended for two years past in anticipation of the fact that silver coins of the 
former fineness would be exposed to the danger of being melted down for 
the purpose of using them in industrial arts in consequence of the phe- 
nomenal rise in the price of silver, was resumed on May 1, 1922, the fine- 
ness being reduced under the law of April 27, 1922, and the type modified 
under an Imperial decree of the same date. The coinage executed during 
the fiscal year 1922-3 was in denominations of 50 sen silver pieces, 10 sen 
and 5 sen nickel pieces and 1 sen bronze pieces. The output was the highest 
on record, totaling 739,450,925 pieces, of the nominal value of 80,011,031.18 
yen, an increase of 287,428,054 pieces compared with the preceding year. 

Silver—50 sen, 47,209,399 yen. 

Nickel—10 sen, 23,501,167.10 yen; 5 sen, 6,500,325.65 yen. 

Bronze—2,800,1389.43 yen. J. del. 


FOREIGN MEDAL ISSUES AND AWARDS. 


After a lapse of 29 years the Bessemer Gold Medal has found its way to 
the United States. The Iron and Steel Institute of Great Britain has award- 
ed to Prof. Albert Sauveur, of Harvard University, in recognition of eminent 
services in the advancement of the science of the metallurgy of iron and 
steel, the Bessemer Gold Medal. This is the sixth time this medal, spoken 
of as the highest award to which a steel metallurgist may aspire, has been 
awarded. It was founded in 1874. 

The Yale Art School has been awarded the gold medal by the Societe des 
Architectes Diplomes by the French Government. The medal has been 
awarded only once before to an American College, viz., the University of 
Pennsylvania, which received it in 1920. The award was made to the 
American college or university having the best record of accomplishment 
in the teaching of architecture along the lines followed by the school in 
Paris. As the University of Pennsylvania is one of the oldest schools of 
architecture in America and Yale one of the youngest, the award was es- 
pecially appreciated. 

The Italian gold Medal of Honor was presented in New York, March 15. 
by Prince Don Gelasio Caetani, Italian Ambassador to the United States, to 
Sergt. Sebastiano Scire in recognition of extreme valor at the Battle of the | 
Piave River while serving in the Italian Army. It is the highest award | 
given by the King of Italy. Antonio Breda received the Italian Silver Medal | 
for bravery at the battle of Monto Sabotino. J. del. 


EUROPE LIKES OUR MONEY. 


Europe not only likes the quality of American money, but also the way | 
the currency is manufactured. As a result, several foreign nations have | 
been dickering with American concerns-who furnish the paper used by the | 
United States Government in turning out dollar notes. 

Bulgaria recently placed an order to have bank notes printed in New | 
York, and recently the announcement was made by Neal Dow Becker, Con- | 
sul-General of Pulgaria at New Yorh, that these American-made notes will | 
be put into circulation immediately by Bulgaria. The Bulgarian Govern- | 
ment in coming to New York for the printing of its national’ currency shat- | 
tered precedent. 
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Under a recent Government regulation, he said, holders of other paper 
moneys of Bulgaria, which are printed in Petrograd, Berlin, Leipsic, Munich 
and London, have been instructed to turn these in and receive in exchange 
the newer American-made notes.—New York Times. 


BELGIAN MEDAL OF WORLD WAR SERIES. 


The second medal (Exercise XVII), 1922, of the World War series has. 


just been distributed. 
The obverse shows Father Yser lending his helpful resources of water to 
the Belgian Army, backed by its fusillier Marines. 
The reverse shows the ruins of the belfry of Ypres, at the foot of which 
an English soldier stands guard. ; 


This is the fifth medal in the commemorative war series. Designed by 
Ch. Samuel. It is struck in bronze and measures 2% inches in diameter.

BATTLE OF YZER MEDAL. 


- Another Yzer Battle medal, October, 1914, designed by H. Allouardy,. 
represents on the obverse the features of Admiral Rouarch and General 
Foch, en face, surrounded with oak leaf and laurel branches. 


The reverse depicts a battle scene with Liberty in uniform triumphantly 
\directing the heroic defense, beneath which the French cock crows trium- 
phantly over the fallen German eagle among the implements of war. On 
j}the upper part of the medal is the inscription, ‘Bataille de L’Yzer, Octobre 
MCMXIV.” Bronze, 2% inches in diameter. J. del. 
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THE ROYAL SWEDISH ACADEMY ANNIVERSARY MEDAL. 


The medal of the Royal Swedish Academy for 1923 was designed by Hrik 
Lindberg and represents Friderik Cederborgh, who was born 1784 and died 
1835. He is remembered for his comic novels, “Uno Von Trosenberg”’ and 
“Ottar Tralling.’ The design has the charm of unusual simplicity and 
restraint. The obverse shows the bust separating the delicate lettering of 


the inscription, ‘‘Frider Cederborgh” and this date, ‘““N. MDCCLXXXIYV. 
DEN. MDCCCXXXV.” The reverse shows a jester’s bell beribboned and 
combined with the pipes of Pan and the rustic branch of oak. The in- 
scription encircling these emblems reads “‘Locorum Dulcedines Hominum 
Ineptias Laete Detexit.’”” The medal is struck in silver. (See THe Numis- 
MATIST, March, 19238, page 119.) J. del. 


RUG WOVEN LIKE $1 BILL IS SEIZED. 


Nobody is going to palm a six-foot Oriental rug off on some unsuspect- 
ing citizen of Uncle Sam by making him believe it’s a dollar bill. Not if the 
Secret Service knows about it! 

Therefore, Mr. S. KE. Lord, of Akron, Ohio, who has such a rug, woven in 
the design of Uncle Sam’s lowest paper issue of currency, must promise f0| 
keep the article safely hidden from public eyes and within the confines of| 
his own home. 

Here’s the story as it simmered out of the office of Representative Martin | 
L. Davey, of the Akron district: | 

The rug, six feet by three, originally was made by an Anatolian peasaimel 
who had in some way come into possession of a dollar bill and took it as! 
his model. He then shipped it to a relative who conducts a restaurant in 
Akron, and there it was seen by Mr. Lord, the rug buyer for a big Akron | 
department store. | 

Mr. Lord innocently thought it would make an attractive window display. 
So he promptly paid some $40 for it, and the next day placed it in his store} 
window, where it attracted the expected interest. 

Then appeared a Secret Service agent. The six-foot rug, to the agent,| | 
looked unquestionably like a dollar bill, as, indeed, its ingenious maker| 
had intended it to. So he forthwith seized the offending run and shipped | 
it to his sunperiors in Cleveland. 

Mr. Lord was anxious. He had paid $40 for the rug. He had been | 
offered $150 for it. As a practiced rug buyer, he believed it worth several} 
times as much. | 

He wrote the Cleveland office. He would not pass it off as a dollar bill,) 
he assured the Secret Service agent in charge of that office. But the agent) 
wasn’t sure. So he sent the rug on down to Washington to the chief a 
the Secret Service. 4 

What to do, what to do! Mr. Lord took the case up with his Congress 
man, Representative Davey. Mr. Davey wrote the chief, who wrote bac: 
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quoting the Penal Code. The seizure was warranted, he said, and there 
had been many similar cases where the same action had been taken. 

However, the chief rélented sufficiently to say that if the United States 
attorney at Cleveland would not oppose return of the rug to Mr. Lord, he 
(the chief) would return it. But only if Mr. Lord would agree never to 
display the rug again and would promise to keep it safe in his own home. 

More letters to Cleveland. More letters to the chief. (More letters to 
Representat-ve Davey. More letters to Mr. Lord. And finally, a few days 
ago, the rug was shipped back to Cleveland for return to Mr. Lord. 

P. S.—The back of the rug doesn’t look like the back of a dollar bill.— 
Baltimore Sun. 


ONLY FILIPINO HOLDER OF MEDAL OF HONOR. 


Last September there died in San Fernando, La Union, an ex-soldier who 
was said to have been the only Filipino ever awarded the Congressional 
Medal of Honor. He was Private Jose B. Nisperos, and he belonged to the 
Philippine Scouts. Though a member of the most select body of brave men 
in any nation, his passing was unheralded, and only through a chance item 
in a local newspaper was it made generally known. 

According to records at Fort Santiago, Jose B. Nisperos was a private in 


the old Thirty-Fourth Company, Philippine Scouts, when the medal of honor 


was awarded to him in the name of the United States Congress by Maj.- 
Gen. J. Franklin Bell, then commanding the Philippine Division, on Febru- 
ary 3, 19138, on the Luneta. Many old scout non-commissioned officers still 
remember the occasion. 

The medal was awarded to Nisperos for distinguished gallantry in an 
action against hostile Moros in September, 1904, at Lapurap, Basilan. He 
was then acting as interpreter for Ensign Hovey, of the United States Navy, 
who, with a detachment of five sailors from the U. S. S. Pampanga, was. 
acting in conjunction with Lieutenant Cody, of the Scouts, in an effort to 
capture Mundang, a Moro outlaw. The small detachment was attacked by 


'a group of Moros and Ensign Hovey was killed. Private Nisperos and the 


five sailors then rallied around the body of Ensign Hovey and managed to 
hold off the Moros until the Scout company, under Lieutenant Cody, ar- 
rived. During the fighting the right arm of Private Nisperos was shot off 
above the elbow. But that did not stop him from fighting. He shoved the 
stump of his arm in the ground to stop the bleeding and kept on firing his 
rifle. He was fighting in that manner when Lieutenant Cody arrived on 
the scene. 

Lieutenant Cody then recommended him to the Secretary of War to be 
awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor for the extraordinary heroism 
he displayed. Meantime, however, Private Nisperos was discharged from 
the service and after the President of the United States had awarded the 
Medal of Honor in the name of Congress, the War Department had some 
trouble in locating him. Finally he was found in San Fernando, La Union.

on, they really wear. If you “‘ring’’ a coin to test its genuineness, you re- 
move some of the metal of which it is composed. The smaller the value 
of the coin, the greater the wear, as it is in uSe more constantly. Experi- 
ments show that in a hundred years in the British Mint £100 worth of half- 


| Crowns lose £13 11s. 8d. of their value. The same sum in shillings would 


decrease in value by £36 14s. 1d.; whereas sixpences to the value of £100 
would be worth less than half what they were originally, losing metal to 
the value of £50 18s. 8d. The loss in coinage value in Great Britain is esti- 
mated at £11,000 annually.

Below are recorded reports received from a number of cities and towns 
in which Coin Week was observed, and which were received too late to be 
included in last month’s report. There still remain a number of localities 
from which no reports have come. 

The following announcement has been received from President Wormser: 

‘“‘The President wishes to take this opportunity to extend official thanks 
to our member, Mr. Julius Guttag, for the earnest cooperation which he 
gave to the success of the Coin Week activities, more particularly his liber- 
ality in having reprinted 2,000 copies. of his booklet on coin collecting, for 
the special use of the exhibitions held in New York, and a separate reprint- 
ing of 1,000 copies for the general use of the A. N. A. These booklets sup- 
plied a much-felt want and it was most liberal and public-spirited on the 
part of Mr. Guttag to put these reprints at the disposal of the Association, 
when these booklets had really been gotten up for the personal use of hig 
firm. In behalf of the A. N. A, the President extends his expression .of its 
appreciation to Mr. Guttag.”’ 

At Davenport, Iowa—Charles Markus was in charge of the exhibit at 
Davenport, and the exhibitors were, besides Mr. Markus, E. M. White, T. 
H. Davis, Edw. H. Luett and George Klindt. The exhibit was in the lobby 
of the Union-Davenport Trust and Savings Bank and consisted of over 2000 
specimens of coins, medals and paper money, made up of U. S. coins of all 
denominations, including commemorative issues, early English, Greek and — 
Roman coins, U. S. paper money, obsolete paper money, fractional cur- 
rency and a number of medals. Mr. Markus writes: ‘Our exhibit drew 
crowds and will ultimately result in a number of new members of the 
APNGRA. 

At Lisbon, Iewa—A. H. Kammerling made a display at Lisbon in the 
show window of Dahn & McCall, which was changed daily. The exhibit in- 
cluded U. S. and foreign coins. 

At Cincinnati, CGhio—The Norwood National Bank was selected as the 
location for an exhibit by C. D. Millar, cashier of the Allis-Chalmers plant. 
It consisted of U. S. gold and silver coins, including commemorative issues. 

At Canton, Mo.—At Canton John D. Nichols had an exhibit at the Lewis 
County Bank on February 13, 14 and 15, and at Culver-Stockton College on 
February 8. It consisted of a type collection of all denominaitons of U. 8. 
coins, Canadian tokens, Far Eastern coins, German war coins and World 
War necessity issues of Europe, medals, and broken bank, colonial and 
Confederate paper money. Mr. Nichols writes: ‘‘“Many people brought in 
old coins and paper money, and a majority of the high school pupils, ac- 
companied by their teachers, came in to study the Greek and Roman coins.” 

At Omaha, Neb.—Nelson T. Thorson, District Secretary, was in charge 
of the exhibit in Omaha, which was displayed at the Peters Trust Company. 
It was made up from Mr. Thorson’s collection and included one of the 50 
specimens of a medal three inches in diameter struck from melted silver 
coins of the Allied nations during the World War. It was designed by Hli } 
Harvey, American sculptor. During the week the Omaha Public Library | 
opened to the public the room which contains the Byron Reed collection of 
coins and medals. (A brief sketch of this collection is published elsewhere 
in this issue.) 

At Detroit, Mich.—The observance in Detroit was an extensive one, and 
as a result a local society was formed there. A report of the organization 
meeting of the society appears elsewhere in this issue. The exhibit was 
held in the Institute of Arts and was continued during the week. Space 
will permit only a summary of the exhibits. Howard R. Newcomb had on 
display his collection of U. S. coins, remarkable for the high degree of pres- 
ervation of the specimens, and colonial coins. Albert Grinnell exhibited @ 
collection of large cents and early dollars. A. C. Hutchinson showed Greek 
and Roman and early Chinese and Japanese coins. Edward Hoare had on 
exhibit a number of coronation medals of English sovereigns and English 
coins. J. M. Potichke showed a collection of coins of the Papal States, 
Japanese and Philippine coins and U. S. 3-cent pieces. G. K. Kutukian ex- 
hibited ancient Greek coins. Z. Dworkowski, early and modern Huropean 
coins, particularly Polish; Joseph E. Helfrich, a Stella and U. S. half dimes; 
R. A. Allen, U. S. half cents, Hard Times tokens and Siamese bullet money, 
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Howard Hudson, U. S. Commemorative coins; C. E. Partridge, fractional 

eurrency and shinplasters; N. C. Ortved, Danish coins and German war 

money. Considerable newspaper publicity was given the exhibit, includ- 
ing the illustrating of specimens from the Hutchin:on, Newcomb and Po- 
tichke collections. 

At Cedar Rapids, Iowa—In Cedar Rapids the observance took the form 
of contributions to the Cedar Rapids Evening Gazette on February 11, 15 
and 16 of three articles by M. Sorensen. These were entitled “Harly Iowa 
Currency,” ‘‘Colonial Currency’’ and ‘Notes on U. §S. Currency,” all of which 
were highly interesting and we regret that space will not permit us to reprint 
them at this time. Hach article was prefaced with a note by the editor of 
the Gazette, as follows: 

“This is Coin Week, instituted by the American Numismatic Association 
as part of an organized campaign to further the science of numismatics by 
spreading authoritative information likely to create an interest in those 
people—and there are many of them—who have an appreciation of things 
beautiful, historical, and instructional, yet withal, valuable and useful. Of 
all the antiquities coins are the smallest, yet, as a class, the most authori- 
tative on record, and the widest in range. No history is so unbroken as 
that which they tell; no geography so complete; no art so continuous in 
sequence nor so broad in extent; no mythology so amp:e and so various. 
Unknown kings, lost towns, forgotten divinities, new schools of art, have 
here their authentic record. By studying coins we gain useful and inter- 
esting information, many details in history which otherwise would be a 
closed book to us.’’ 

At Holyoke, Mass.—The Holyoke members of the A. N. A. made an ex- 
hibit at the rooms of the League of Arts and Crafts, several hundred per- 
sons attending. Among the exhibits was a check signed by John Brown, 
the abolitionist, on the Cabot Bank, when Chicopee was known as Cabot- 

ville; a 90-day note signed by Robert Morris, one of the Signers of the 

Declaration of Independence, and a Spanish dollar taken from one of the 
ships of the Spanish fleet sunk at Santiago in 1898. A large collection of 
coins and paper money was shown, including issues of ancient Greece and 

Rome, and of China. 

At Lucena, Philippine Islands—Under date of February 4, Gilbert §. 
Perez reported that the Lucena Coin Club, composed of an international 
membership of one Japanese, one Filipino and one American, with hopes of 
further members, was making plans for the observance of Coin Week. De- 
tails not yet reported. 

At Vancouver, British Columbia—R. L. Reid, K.-C., delivered an address 
at the Provincial Library, Vancouver, taking as his subject the short-lived 
mint at New Westminster, which produced only a few gold coins. Details 
of Mr. Reid’s address will be printed next month. 

Other observances were at the following places, from which no details 
have been received: 

At Youngstown, Ohio—Exhibition of Lincolniana, including collection of 
‘Lincoln Medals, by ex-President Judson Brenner, at Mahoning National 
| Bank. 

At Reno, Nev.—C. O. Herz arranged for a very attractive display in the 
‘Store windows of R. Herz & Bro., jewelers. 

In a report to President Wormser Mr. Herz says: “I had all my gold 
cOins exhibited in our show window and watched every day to see if people 
would show an interest. Very few passed by that did not stop and look at 
the coins. From 40 to 50 persons came in the store during the week, bring- 
ing old coins, wanting to know the value of them. A number came from 
the university, bringing Greek and Roman coins. One day a lady came in 
with a bag of coins. There were 30 gold pieces, including four $3 gold 
pieces and a number of modern EKuropean gold coins, 150 silver coins and 
Many copper coins. I bought the lot, and the lady was happy, for she had 
had them in the house for 25 years. Coin Week was certainly a good idea, 
and I congratulate you on the good work you are doing as President of the 
poe, A.” 

At Les Angeles, Cal.—J. Milnor Brown exhibited at Guarantee Trust and 
Savings Bank; D. L. Angell exhibited at Bank of California. Several other 
displays were also made by Messrs. Hayes, Hertzog, Vollmer, Larsen, Rob- 
inson, Hetzel, Labar and Kronman.

Mr. William Gilbert exhibited an unpublished seventeenth century Lon- 
don coffee-house penny token. Obv., MARY ta see A woman spin- 
ming. Rev., IN THE MINORIES. M.M. 1671. 

The President exhibited one of two known Pe ae (the other is in 
Gotha) of the aureus of Tiberius restored by Trajan. 

Mr. L. A. Lawrence exhibited an extensive series of forgeries in silver 
and lead impressions from Becker’s dies of Greek, Roman and Mediaeval 
coins. 

Mr. Bert A. Seaby, on behalf of Messrs. Spink & Sons, showed a series of 
Jead impressions from Becker’s dies from Roman coins and a gold ring with 
a Roman portrait thought to be from Becker’s die for the aureus of Bal- 
binus. 

Mr. Valentine showed a series of gilt medalets made in France illustrat- 
ing Roman history and specimens of the Jersey penny for 19238. 

Dr. G. F. Hill read a paper entitled ‘‘Becker the Forger,’’ in which he 
gave an account of the career of Karl Wilhelm Becker. Becker was born 
in 1772 at Speyer, and early showed a taste for art and antiquity, which he 
followed out by becoming a dealer in coins and antiquities in spite of his 

father’s endeavors to interest him in a mercantile career. He seems to have 
been highly esteemed and was made librarian to the Prince of Isenburg, 
who also gave him the title of Hofroath in 1815. He was on terms of 
friendship with Goethe, who has left various references to his ability, and 
was fond of sitting and conversing with him while he was at work on his 
dies. As early as 1806 he seems to have been suspected of forging Greek 
gold coins, and in 1808 the keepers of the collections in Milan and Dresden 
discussed the feasibility of exposing the maker of a certain group of forgeries 
which were becoming common, but no steps were taken in the absence of 
decisive proof. In 1825 Sestini issued a public warning against him with a 
list of his forgeries. Becker had in the meanwhile suffered heavy financial 
losses and went to Vienna to endeavor to sell his dies. While there he was 
connected with certain doubtful coins which had begun to circulate there; 
and he left hurriedly in 1826. He ended his days in Hamburg. His pro- 
fessed object was to give a series of coins illustrating the history of art, the 
originals of which were beyond the reach of most people, and in proof of 
this he could call attention to the moderate price he charged for such sets. 
There is no reason to think that was his only activity, and the intermedi- 
aries through whom many of the coins passed—if not actually his agents— 
were not so scrupulous. Mr. Hill’s study of Becker, with illustrations of 
his Greek forgeries, will shortly be published by Messrs. Spink & Son.

Dale, Jan. 1924, Lot 517). 

Mr. Fredk. A. Harrison exhibited three gold ducats and two thalers of 
various rulers named Sigismund, viz., Emperor Sigismund, ducats of Frank- 
fort and Hungary; Sigismund Bathory, ducat of Transylvania; Sigismund 
Archduke, Sigismund a ruler of the Tyrol, and a taler of Sigismund III, 
King of Poland. 

Mr. Leopold Messenger showed a Bombay 5-cent piece in brass of 1791. 

Mr. Fred. A. Walters showed a very fine series of large and second brass 
of the early Empire. 

Mr. Lawrence showed a series of coins to illustrate his paper. 

Mr. L. A. Lawrence read a paper on the privy marks on English coins. 
In indentures for the coinage during the reign of Edward III to Henry VII, 
and perhaps for a longer period, a Trial of the Pyx was ordered to be held 
every three months and a privy mark was to be placed on each coin. Theo- 
jretically, therefore, it should be possible, by determining the privy marks, 
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to assign the coins to the three months within which they were struck. In 
a few cases it had been possible to find privy marks covering a complete 
year, a pellet, annulet or saltire being placed in one of the four quarters of 
the reverse for each quarter of the year. But so simple a form of marking 
was rarely found. Usually a combination of signs on obverse and reverse 
dies must be expected. Such a system would economize dies, which would 
otherwise have been available for three months only. Various differentia] 
marks were noted which seem to be used in this way in combination for 
different quarters. 

A valuable guide to classification of coins, and perhaps to identification 
of privy marks, might be found in the use of broken punches for forming 
letters in the inscriptions. The most common letters to find broken are © 
and EH. The regularity with which broken letters occur on both gold and 
silver coins of the same period suggested a deliberate breaking of the len 
ters as a means of differentiating coins so marked.

MYSTERY SURROUNDS HISTORY OF MEDAL OF HONOR. 


The trust department of the Fourth and Central Trust Company, Cincin- 
nati, has as part of the assets of an estate a curio in a handsomely engraved 
gold medal. All heirs connected with the estate are not familiar with the 
origin of the medal or its history. The purpose, however, is self-explana- 
tory, for it bears the following inscription. 

“To Captain Quarrier, from the Citizens of Tuscaloosa, for an Act That 
Hnnobles the Man— Reverse the Medal and Behold the Scene.”’ 

It is surrounded by a cluster wreath of acorns and leaves. The reverse 
depicts a steamer aflame near the banks of a stream and close by is the 
steamer bearing the name, ‘‘Hewitt.” A strong magnifying glass discloses 
that the bow of the latter steamer also is ablaze. It is believeq the recipi- 
ent of the medal was the captain of the steamer that came to the rescue of 
passengers on the burning steamer, and in doing so his own boat caught 
fire. The medal is a beautiful piece of engraver’s workmanship. Its weight 
is slightly in excess of two $20-gold pieces, being two and a quarter inches 
in diameter. A. Clifford Shinkle, president of the bank, is making an at- 
tempt to get a biography of Captain Quarrier and the incident to which the 
medal refers.—Cincinnati Times-Star.

Hard-boiled eggs are functioning as small change in many places in 
Southern Russia, according to a correspondent of Economic Life, the Soviet 
financial organ. This is especially the case in the railroad restaurants, 
where the cashiers frequently hand out eggs in change, instead of handfuls 
of paper rubles. 
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THE ALMIGHTY DOLLAR, 


It has been called The Almighty Dollar, but it never came nearer being 
almighty than it is today. In a recent inquiry among financiers made by 
Eugene Meyer, managing director of the War Finance Corporation, an in- 
teresting change with regard to ietters of credit used by travelers abroad 
and commercial credits issued for foreign commerce was discovered. 

Ten years ago practically ail such credit paper was issued payable in 
foreign currency; now practically all of it is payable in dollars. Ten years 
ago 90 per cent. of commercial letters of credit were payable in foreign cur- 
rency; at the present time 80 per cent. of them are payable in American 
currency. 

In the silent battle of finance the dollar is winning simply because it 
stands for plain honesty. Pecple know that in all probability it will be 
worth aS much 10 years from now as it is today. The currencies of Europe 
are a sheer gamble, and even the pound sterling of Great Britain has wob- 
bled considerably. 

At the last, money talks, and the dollar of the U. S. A. has a very com- 
forting voice. i 


WALPOLE’S GUINEA. 


Sir William Pulteney was not the loser, but the winner, of the guinea 
mentioned by the Marquess of Crewe in his address to the Classical Assgso- 
ciation. The loser was Sir Walter Walpole, who quoted Horace (I. Epist., 
I., 61) as ‘‘Nulli pallescere culpa,’’ whereupon Pulteney wagered a guinea 
it was ‘‘Nulla pallescere culpa.’ A text was procured, and Walpole, finding 
he was wrong, handed over the guinea, which Pulteney told him he could 
take without any blush, as it was the only money Walpole had ever given in 
the House of Commons where the giver and receiver had not equal reason 
to blush. No wonder Walpole feared Pulteney’s tongue more than another 
man’s sword. The identical guinea was kept as an heirloom, by Pulteney, 
“that his descendants might see the advantages of knowing Latin.” It was 
ultimately presented by one of his descendants to the British Museum, whe 
it still is—London Morning Post.

Early lowa Currency. 


During Coin Week the Cedar Rapids (Iowa) Gazette published a series 
of articles by M. Sorensen. Below we reprint one of them, entitled ‘‘Karly 
Iowa Currency’’: 


As it more and more becomes a recognized fact that the private currency, 
issued by bankers, commercial and transportation companies during the 
early days of our country, is of great historical value, it becomes the duty of 
everyone interested in our pioneer history to contribute everything possible 
toward making this history as complete as it can be made. I look on this 
as a duty, because our children will be even more interested than we are to 
know about the pioneers, the difficulties and conditions they labored under 
when they entered a wilderness to lay the foundation for a great country. 

With this point in view the fqilowing notes are offered in the hope that 
others, far better posted on the subject, will contribute all they can to the 
history of early currency in Iowa. 

Last summer I started out to interview some of the “oldest inhabitants,”’ 
€ven the oldest banker, here about the early banks, bankers and currency 
of Cedar Rapids, and Iowa in general, but the information gained was in- 
definite. Next I hunted through our libraries, with better results. The 
early bankers of Cedar Rapids were Green & Weare, 1852; Ward, Bryan & 
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Co.; 1853; Carpenter, Lehman & Co., 1856; Dodge, Carr & Co., 1856; Eling 
Baker, 1857; Greene, Merritt & Co., 1858; Carpenter, Stubbs & Co., 1859; 
S. C. Bever & Son, 1862; City National Bank, 1864. The year following the 
firm name indicates the year of starting. 

Seymour D. Carpenter, one of the early bankers of Cedar Rapids, writ- 
‘ing in the “History of Linn County” of banking here during pioneer times, 
thinks there were no banks of issue in Cedar Rapids, and not many in Iowa, 
during that period. The reason for this was that the lowa Legislature from 
the beginning discouraged ‘‘wildcat money,’’ which flourished in other 
States. This, however, is not saying that ‘wildcat money” did not circulate 
in Iowa. It was printed in other states and brought here. 

Mr. Carpenter writes: ‘““Nebraska laws were more favorable. Cook & 
Sargeant, Council Bluffs, I believe, were the discoverers of the new field and 
organized a bank at an obscure town in that Territory named Florence, 
and soon currency of the Bank of Florence was in active circulation. To 
keep abreast of the times, Greene & Weare started a bank at Fontenelle, a 
still more obscure place in the Territory, and bills of the Bank of Fontenelle 
were greatly in evidence. I do not remember what provisions were made 
for the redemption of the notes, but imagine that the holders had a pretty 
tedious Journey to get to the place of issue. The notes, however, did duty 
as monéy, made times good and stimulated speculation.” 

This issue may rightly be taken as for Cedar Rapids, Iowa. To evade 
the law the notes were issued from the ‘‘Fontenelle Bank of Bellevue, Ne- 
braska,’”’ but really for circulation here. In the Masonic Library I found 
two notes of this issue, one for $3 and one for $5, dated respectively 1856 
and 1857, and signed by John Weare as president of the bank. 

Prior to the adoption of the second constitution, in 1857, it became evi- 
dent that the State was much in need of a more stable banking system, and 
provision was made for incorporated banks when approved by vote of the 
people, and for ‘‘The State Bank of Iowa,’ which was incorporated July 
29, 1858, with power to establish branches and issue circulating notes. 
Fifteen branches were established at different points in the State. The 
notes issued by this bank were all printed alike and the names of the branch 
banks written in ink, reading thus: ‘‘The ————— Branch of the State Bank 
of Iowa at Des Moines.’’ The notes are signed by B. T. Allen, president, 
and F. R. West, cashier. 

In the Cedar Valley Times of November 5, 1857, is found an item indica- 
tive that money was scarce and prosperity shying away. It contains the 
news that Angle & Co., operators of a grist mill, ‘‘determined not to see the 
city lag for the want of money, have issued ‘shinplasters,’ to be redeemed 
in currency on demand, as a circulating medium.” 

The editor of the Cedar Valley Times,.commenting on this, declared it a 
move in the right direction and expressed the hope that no business man 
would refuse to accept the notes for goods that a farmer or mechanic might 
need. The paper, he declared, would take all that were offered, premium to 
delinquents who paid in the paper money. 

So far I have been unable to locate any specimens of this currency. 

Most of the currency circulating in Iowa seems -to hhave—been- issued in 
the neighboring States, Illinois:and Wiseonsin, and,-as mentioned above, in 
the Territory of Nebraska. 

Of local interest is the so-called ‘‘Footman’s Pass,’ a copper token about 
the size of a two-cent piece, issued in 1866 by the Cedar River Bridge Co. 
There are two varieties of this token, one with the name ‘“‘Cedar” spelled 
correctly and the other with the misspelling ‘‘Ceder.’’ . However, this 
token is also claimed by Waterloo as having been struck for use in that 
city. A specimen is found in the Masonic Library in this city; another is 
owned by Charles Briggs, Lisbon. There are probably several more kept by 
old settlers as cherished souvenirs of by-gone days. 

In former years quite a number of ‘“slugs’’ circulated—metal tokens 
“good for 5 cents in trade,’ issued by cigar stores, pool halls and other} 
business places. Of the so-called store cards I have record of only one, 
issued by Reynold & Co., New York Store, Cedar Rapids, Iowa. This is 
owned by Mr. Briggs. There have evidently been several more. 

These stray notes make no pretense at completeness. It is a desire OD) 
my part to ‘‘start something” and try to induce others to contribute what | 
they can to the history of our early currency. 
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The Non-Loeal Tokens of Canada.

INTRODUCTION. 


Most of the tokens described here are undoubtedly Canadians—that is, 
were ordered to be struck in England by Canadian merchants. Others, 
also struck in England but having no relation with Canada, found their way 
here and were used as a med.um of exchange, which was very rare at the 
beginning of the nineteenth century. 

I have thought it best to classify these tokens according to the similarity 
of design, rather than follow the dates found on them, as many are un- 
doubtedly post-dated. 

I have also intentionally omitted to describe many tokens hitherto known 
as “Doubtfuls,’” because they have been already described under different 
headings, namely, the Tiffins, the Wellingtons, the 1820 Bust and Harp 
series, the “‘Blacksmiths,”’ etc. It has always been my intention to have 
the Non-Local tokens, including those described here, published in one 
complete volume. 

The degrees of rarity are given from 1 to 10. Specimens rated R. 1 or 2 
are common, while those rated R. 7 or 8 are very rare, R. 9 or 10 of the 
utmost rarity. 

Where no mention is made of the metal or of the edge in describing the 
- tokens, it should be understood that either of them is the same as that of 
the preceding number. 

I am greatly indebted to the following gentlemen for the sending of their 
tokens for examination: Messrs. Edward Carleton, S. S. Heal, Dr. Lang- 
stroth, Judge Lees, Thomas Murray and L. A. Renaud.

It may appear rather strange to meet with an English colonial token 
having on its reverse the emblem of a foreign country, a spread eagle. This 
is what Mr. McLachlan quotes concerning the fact: ‘‘The eagle tokens of 
1813-14-15 were issued by a merchant from Boston who had settled in 
Montreal, and who substituted the Eagle of his native land for that of the 
Wellington of patriotic money grubbing Canadians.”’ 
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Though the idea is somewhat ingenious, I am inclined to believe that they 
were rather ordered to be struck by different Montreal storekeepers, who 
favored peace between England and the United States. The same particu- 
larity is to be found on some of the ‘‘Blacksmith” tokens, bust of George 
III, with spread eagle on reverse, and Britannia seated on obverse with 
same eagle as reverse. 

My opinion is, these Eagle tokens were issued by different firms. The 
two varieties dated 1813 are of different workmanship, those bearing the 
date 1814 are of much the same workmanship as the 1814 Wellington 
tokens, and are without doubt the work of the same die cutter.

Perfect Cents—Red Or Otherwise. 


In re my article ‘‘What Constitutes a Perfect Cent, 1793-1814,” published 
in your last issue, I am in receipt of several letters, some laudatory and a 
few taking issue with my requirements, and it is in response ot such critics 
that I make the following reply: 

One states that he has at this late date ‘cents of 1816-1820” (over 100 
years old) “‘that are as perfect and original red as when struck.” True, 


| 80 have I and every advanced collector, and they and those in the 50s are 
| yet numerous, mainly because we ignored those plentiful cheap dates and 
| did not ‘“coddle” them, as we can readily replace them at a very small out- 


lay if they spotted, etc., though even those dates are advancing in price. 
Suppose, though, he had an 1823, ’24 or ’25? Would they be ignored and 
not coddled? ‘‘Au contraire,’’ they would be looked after and shown with 
pride to appreciative experts, and the frequent handling and change of tem- 


| perature, etc., would soon change the color, for copper is very peculiar. 


In this connection I must mention a case of extreme solicitude in the 


| caring of really choice coppers, primarily colonials, etc., by O. W. Page, 


of Waltham, Mass., our first Secretary of the A. N. A., told to me_by Dr. 


| Thomas Hall, of Boston, who journeyed to Waltham, selecting, as requested, 
}a “clear, perfect day’’ for his visit. Received hospitably by Mr. Page

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day was fine—the doctor was soon made aware that it was not solicitude 
for his comfort that a fine clear day was suggested, but for Mr. Page’s 
cents, which, he assured the doctor, he did not take out or show on @ 
“damp or wet day.’ He likewise stated that Mr. Page laid aside his pipe 
and asked the doctor to dispense with smoking while the coins were laid 
out, and also asked Dr. Hall to carefully wash and dry his hands at the 
washstand before handling his coppers. He further said that in winter 
when looking at or showing his coins he locked his door leading into the 
hall, so that the coins would be in the same temperature and the heat of 
the room not changed by the opening and closing of the door. His extreme 
zeal was rewarded, however, by the beautiful continuous condition of his 
coins, which, on his death, were purchased from the estate by Dr. Hall, 
who, inspired largley by Mr. Page’s care and zeal, also, to a minor extent, 
became a crank on ‘‘temperature,”’ “handling,” etc., and had special air- 
proof cabinets made to order to condition his coppers, and which performed 
their functions admirably. On Dr. Hall’s death I supervised the sale of his 
entire collection to Virgil M. Brand, of Chicago, who incorporated these 
many rare gems in his famous collection. 

Another kind critic suggests use of the very best jeweler’s cotton in proper 
boxes as a preventive of a change of red color, as ordinary or hospital cot- 
ton is generally medicated and may change the color. So also canton flan- 
nel, velveteen, and the glue in trays if cents are shown not boxed. 

I agree with the above, as the best is none too good for our choice cents, 
and anything that will prevent or retard change of bright red should be 
utilized. I am also a believer in separate boxes for fine cents in lieu of 
trays with plush, flannel, felt, etc., bottoms. True, the trays are more readily 
open to view but the cents also run the risk of nicks, spots, cabinet frie- 
tion, dandruff dropping, sleeve rubbing, etc., and the boxes lined with best 
cotton is a possibly tedious method—yet time is nothing, under such cir- 
cumstances to the retaining in mint or perfect state. 

Cents of later date, i. e., 1816-1857, are more numerous in red shade, 
and my authority, the late Chief Clerk and Director of the Mint, R. E. 
Preston, told me that after the fire in 1815, with a larger appropriation, 
better equipment, larger force, more light and space, coins were struck in 
larger numbers—‘‘the United States was growing’’— i y 
was Still practiced, badly broken dies, granulated or uneven planchets were 
tabooed. In his belief, no real proofs were struck until the éarly 40s, those 
showing proof surface of earlier dates being accidents; probably an employe 
rubbed off the die or stroked the strip of copper metal (better annealed) 
on his buckskin apron before cutting out or striking, using the same die as 
for the uncirculated. Hence, flat stars, connected stars, or weak impres- 
sions, even in ‘“‘proofs,’’ which later was rectified by special dies and plan- 
chets, are very rare, and exist from 1840 to 1857. 

So, if you require early red cents, bury them securely against atmospheric 
influences; don’t look at or handle them; assert you have them, but don’t 
produce for comparison, etc. What pleasure is that? I am, perforce, will- | 
ing to dispense with red cents and content myself with any fixed color per- 
‘fect cents. 

And another critic cries out against the rigidity of my requirements, | 
saying such coins, even if not red, are too rare and excessive in cost. That) 
is true, and a new beginner or poor collector must necessarily content him-} 
self with a lower grade; but it is a certainty, in my belief, that perfect cents | 
are not alone a source of pride and pleasure to the collector, but, as a finan-| 
cial investment, a source of great profit to him or his heirs in the future, | 
and the existing prices in time to come will read similar in comparison to | 
those set forth in an old price list before me of John K.,Curtis in 1858, an} 
early New York coin dealer. |

Cents will continue to be favored by 80 per cent. of our collectors

In- 
tercourse, increased collectors, our A. N. A., our journal, demand, and 
‘finds,’ practically a thing of the past, and the prices of today will, like 
the above, sour upward. Therefore, I adivse my critics to get them, red or 
not, but perfect, while the getting is still good, for in rarity and price the 
worst is yet to come.

Swedish Plate Money. 


By T. G. APPELGREN, 


(Translated by R. Robertson from pages 17 and 18 of the Pamphlet, “De Svenska 
Mynten,” advertised in the March issue.) 


Why were the large and cumbersome coins called plate money issued in 
Sweden, and why have they, contrary to their metal, in their stamps the 
appellation “‘Silvermynt” (Silvercoin) ? 

These questions were long since answered in the foreign (non-Swedish) 
-numismatic literature with the declaration that these plates are ‘‘neces- 
sity’ coins. That this classification is erroneous will be shown in the fol- 
lowing statements: 

— When the minting of copper coins began in Sweden, in 1624, it comprised 
‘only low values (2, 1, % and 4% Gre), which, consequently, brought very 
little profit to the Treasury. When this minting had continued for about 
20 years the thought occurred to make it profitable not only by striking 
fractions of the unit but the unit itself, the Swedish daler, or 4 mark, and 
its multiples. 

The scarcity of silver was the reason for this trial to strike the country’s 
higher denominations in copper, ‘“‘not as necessity coins,’ but every plate 
with a metal value in copper equal to the value in silver given on each plate. 
According to such recokoning, a coin of base metal, such as copper, had to 
be made with very large dimensions. With this explanation as a back- 
ground for the history of the small values 1624-1643, the origin of the 
‘Swedish copper plate minting is explained. 

The “manufacture” of these plates began in 1644 at Avesta, Province 
of Dalecarlia, and the only value issued (the first and only time) was the 
10 daler (the largest and heaviest coin of any time and place—it measures 
27% by 12 inches and weighs approximately 48 pounds), but from 1649 
the minting of these plates began in earnest with values of 8, 4, 2 and 1 
'daler denominations, and later with the 1% daler, still later, 1674 only, with 
plates of 5 and 38 daler. 

The 8 daler, like the 10, is rectangular in shape and is known to have 
been struck as late as 1682. The other values are almost square (except 
| where the corners were clipped to adjust the plate to its correct weight— 
; this trimming off of the corners is not an act of modern vandalism, but was 
| made before the striking), and continued to be issued as late as 1776; but 
1as no plate is known with a later date than 1759, those of later dates must 
}have been struck with earlier dies. 
| As an equivalent to the 4 mark in silver, or the Swedish daler (not Riks- 
j}daler, which is equal to 6 mark), there appeared in 1649 the plate that, 
according to expectations, should also have the buying power of the silver 

daler, and received therefore the name ‘‘1 Daler Silvermynt.”’ 

} But the attempt to replace a coin value of silver with a corresponding 
|Stabilized value in copper was a disappointment. Although 1 mark silver 
im 1650 was at par with 25 per cent. of a daler plate, it had in 1664 in- 
creased in value so that 1 mark was equal to 32 per cent. of a daler plate. 
}1676-1709 it had increased to 32-37 per cent., and 1715-1765 this differ- 
ence had increased to 50 per cent., or, in other terms, the daler plate had 
jlost half of its given value. 

} The plate money in the beginning had a value equal to that of the cor- 
responding silver coin. The later depreciation, however, was never so great 
| that these pieces could ever have had the character of ‘‘necessity’’ coins. 
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HISTORIAN ATTACKS THE HUGUENOT HALF DOLLAR, 4 


A press dispatch from Rochester, N. Y., to the New York Times, March 
17, says that Dr. Frederick J. Zwerlein, author of “Religion in New Neth- 
erland’’ and professor of history in St. Bernard’s Theological Seminary, jn 
an address delivered in the Church of the Sacred Heart, stigmatized as qa 
historic inaccuracy the new Huguenot half dollar issued by the United 
States Mint in commemoration of the tercentenary of the founding of New 
Netherland. 

‘“‘As the inscriptions entirely ignore the nation to whom the colony be- 
longs, Americans of Dutch extraction have a grievance which is hardly set 
aside by the bust of the founder of the Dutch Republic on the coin,” said 
Dr. Zwerlein. ‘‘Even here the Dutchman, William the Silent, is made to 
play second fiddle to the Frenchman, the Huguenot Coligny. 

“Both these men had absolutely nothing to do with the founding of New 
Netherland, as they had been assassinated several decades of years before 
there was a thought of a Dutch West India Company and of its colony of 
New Netherland. Coligny was slain at the massacre of St. Bartholomew, 
on August 24, 1572, and William the Silent on June 10, 1584. 

“The anachronism in the deaths of Coligny, 1572, and of William the 
Silent, 1584, and the founding of New Netherland, 1624, to take the erro- 
neous date assigned, eliminates even the semblance of a justification for 
this combination on the coin and lays open the managers of the whole 
thing to the charge of a dishonest conspiracy against the truth in the inter- 
est of Protestant propaganda. 

“Minting this Huguenot coin was a shameful abuse of United States cur- 
rency. New Netherland was a Dutch colony, even though the first colo- 
nists sent out cn the ship Nieuw Nederlandt, thirty families, were mostly 
Walloons, comprising also a few Huguenots. The Dutch, therefore, are 
the ones who should have been honored by the coin. Traditional Calvinist 
lore represents Admiral Coligny and William the Silent as martyrs in the 
fight for religious liberty, but scientific history brands this view of these 
men as untrue and in flagrant contradiction with historical evidence. : 

“Nevertheless, the false tradition seems to have inspired the Huguenot- 
Walloon New Netherland Commission, instituted by the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America, when the United States Government was 
duped into minting this Huguenot half dollar so as to make a Protestant 
demonstration out of the tercentenary of the colonization of the State of 
New York.” 


MR. DeSHON WRITES ON THE NEW HALF DOLLAR. 


In the Utica Observer-Dispatch of February 24, Mr. W. H. DeShon, of 
that city, a member of the A. N. A., recites some history connected with 
the settlement of New Netherland, to commemorate which the half dollar 
was issued. Mr. DeShon’s article has no connection with the controversy 
and was written and printed before it arose. We reprint here a part Of' 
the article: 

“While the English in the seventeenth century were colonizing New 
England at the North and Virginia at the South, the Dutch, or Hollanders, 
not recognizing British claims to the country between, had taken possession 
of the important valley of the Hudson River and the region around its 
mouth and had named the country ‘New Netherland.’ The river had been 
discovered in 1609 by Henry Hudson, an English sailor, but exploring in | 
the service of the Dutch. Trading with the Indians for furs was begun the| 
next year; the coast and rivers of the region were actively explored; a New 
Netherland company was chartered; a trading house called Fort Nassau was! 
built on the Hudson as far to the north, or nearly so, as Albany; but n0) 
real colonization was undertaken until 1623. | 

“The New Netherland Company had been superseded by the Dutch West 
India Company, with rights and powers extending to Africa as well as the} 
West Indies and the North American coast. In 1624 it bought Manhattan } 
Island and other large tracts of land from the Indians. On the banks Of} 
the Hudson it settled a colony of Walloons (French and Belgian Hugue-| 
nots), but for some time it had little success in colonizing elsewhere. I} 
1629 it introduced a strange experiment, creating a kind of feudal system | 
in the New World by conveying great estates to individuals called patroons 
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or patrons, who would undertake to colonize them, and who received with 
territorial grant much of the powers and many of the characteristics of a 
feudal land. Several patroon colonies were established on a_ baronial 
scale; but, generally, the system did not produce satisfactory results, and 
in 1640 the company tried the better experiment of making the trade of 
the New Netherland free to all comers, offering small independent grants 
of land to settlers and limiting the patroons to their appropriation of terri- 
tory. The company government, however, as administered by the directors 
or governors whom it sent out, was too arbitrary to permit a colonial growth 
at all comparable with that of New England. Collisions with the English 
jn Connecticut arose over questions of boundary, but the latter held their 
round. 

“Southward, on the Delaware, the Swedes made a settlement where the 
City of Wilmington now stands, and refused to be warned off by the Dutch, 
who claimed the region. This Swedish colony prospered and enlarged itself 
during 16 years, but was overwhelmed by Director Stuyvesant in 1654. <A 
little later than the appearance of the Swedes on the Delaware certain colo- 
nists from New Haven bought lands from the Indians on both sides of the 
Delaware and made attempts at settlement in what is now New Jersey, and 
on the site of the future City of Philadelphia. - The Swedes and Dutch com- 
bined against them and they failed. 

— “In 1664 the whole situation in this middle region was changed by the 
English conquest of New Netherland. The territory so acquired—or re- 
gained if the original English claim had been good—passed then, by royal 
grant, to the Duke of York (afterward King James II) and became the 
proprietary province of New York. 

_ “While the history of the New Netherland is not a particularly glorious 
one, it is of importance as recording one of the early developments of the 
country. It seems, therefore, appropriate that there be special observance 
of the tercentenary of the occupation of Manhattan Island by the Walloons.”’ 


VALUE OF HISTORICAL ACCURACY IN COIN DESIGNS. 


The New York Post of March 27, 1924, contained an interview with 
‘Howland Wood, curator of the American Numismatic Society, New York 
City, on the value of historical accuracy of coin types and designs. He is 
quoted as saying, in part: 

“Without desiring to express any opinion upon the design of the coin 
struck for the New Netherlands tercentenary, this being a matter wholly 
within the province of the New Netherlands Tercentenary Committee, sub- 
ject to the acceptance of the design by the United States Mint authorities, 
I may say as a general proposition that historical accuracy is of great im- 
portance in archaeological research, where coins and medals often form 
important links. The stamping of coins to commemorate special events 
‘goes back to very ancient times, and there were many examples during 
the period of the Roman Empire. The coins of ancient countries have 
often furnished historical evidence or have confirmed other historical data. 
‘The finding of old coins threw light upon the ancient Bactrian dynasty 
that flourished on the borders of India, in what is now known as Afghanis- 
‘tan. Coins also found in the region of ancient Parthia showed the time and 
jextent of the Roman invasion. Old Greek and Roman coins also give us 
jsimulacra of the rulers who issued them or help in marking historical 
}periods. Thus it can be seen what value may attach at some future time 
to the coins and medals of today.’ 

Mr. Wood also reviewed the various commemorative coins struck in the 
|United States since the Columbian issues of 1892. 


WASHINGTON MEDAL FOUND.

‘about three ounces was recently found. On one side are the heads of Wash- 
jimgton and Lafayette and the date, 1783.

DOES ANYONE KNOW THE ORIGIN OF THIS PIECE? | 

Within the last few years several pieces have come into the possession of} 
collectors of this country, evidently issues of Mexico, which were picked up} 
there or traced to that country as the place of origin, about which little or) 
nothing seems to be known. Some of these have come under our obserya-} 
tion, and our recollection is that they were of varying designs and shapes} 
and bearing dates widely separated, but none later than 1820. They were) 
all crude in execution, of crown or eight-real size, and none was evidently | 
issued under Government authority. Had only a single piece come to light} 
after such a lapse of time its existence might be easily explained. When} 
we say they evidently were not issued under Government authority we | 
mean that they are different in every respect from the regular coinage of | 
Mexico under Spanish rule. 

The latest of the ‘“‘series’’ comes to our attention by means of nha 
graphs from Mr. F. D. Langenheim, of Philadelphia, which we reproduce | 
here. | 

This piece differs from all others we have seen, and yet in a general ¥ 
it is representative of the series, except perhaps in shape. Mr. Lang 
heim says: ‘ 
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“J am sending you photographs of a Mexican peso, triangular in shape, 
which the owner here, a friend of mine and not a collector, bought in Parral, 
Mexico, about 1895. It is of crude manufacture and the date is ‘A. D. 
1708.’ I would like to know if any of the readers can give any information 
about it. Dimensions: Top to bottom, 41mm.; base, 57mm.; sides, 50mm.; 
thickness, 2mm. Weight, 463 erains or 30 grams. Impression is raised, 
not incuse.’’ ¥ 


The piece is unquestionably cast. If issued at the time it is dated it 
would bring it within the reign of Philip V, 1700-1746. But we must not 
overlook the fact that the monogram and cross on this piece are similar to 
the monogram and cross on some of the coins issued in. Spain by Charles 
Ii from 1687 to 1700. Then, too, it must be remembered that the date, 
1708, is within the period of the war of the Spanish succession, when 
Charles III of Austria claimed the Spanish throne. These facts raise the 
question as to whether the piece in question is of Mexican or Spanish or- 
igin. The monogram does not make the piece an issue of Mexico, since it 
is found on coins struck in Spain for circulation at home. 

The use of the word ‘“‘peso”’ for expressing the denomination of a coin 
seems to have come into use at a much later date than is indicated on the 
piece. Hight reals was the term used for Spanish-American coins of crown 
size so long as Spain retained her sovereignty over Mexico, and for some 

time afterward. 
oe can any of our readers throw any light on this piece or others of an un- 
certain origin that have come out of Mexico within recent years? 


GERMANY PLANNIN G TO ISSUE NEW SILVER COINS. 


The Reichsbank is planning an issue of new silver coins of one, three and 
|five mark denominations. Though the bank has asked well-known artists 
to submit designs, none has yet been definitely decided upon. This new 
coinage, it is explained, does not mean an increase in currency because for 
every piece that leaves the Reichsbank’s counter its equivalent in paper 
paeey will be withdrawn from circulation.—New York Times. «

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TWO NEW WORKS ON NUMISMATICS, 


As announced in our advertising pages in this issue, Karl W. Hierse- 
mann, of Leipzig, Germany, has recently published two new numismatie 
works. 

“Sicilia Numismatica,’’ by Walther Giesecke, deals with the development 
of the entire Sicilian monetary system, beginning with the time of the 
Greek occupation of the island, about the middle of the sixth century B. C., 
when money was coined for the first time, until the capture of Syracuse by 
the Romans in 212 B. C.. The first chapters describe the origin of the 
Sicilian settlement’s money from the respective Eubdan mother cities and 
show the relations of the two systems, which develop at the same time, a 
heavy one in the North and a lighter one in the other parts of the island. 
With the help of a number of plates of good plastic effect, the development 
of the Sicilian coinage is described until its summit at about the end of the 
fifth and beginning of the 4th century B. C. The end of this period is 
brought about by the terrible Punic war and from this time the coining is 
limited entirely to Syracuse. This is the beginning——as the author explains 
—of another money-creation, which is interesting in other points of view. 
Sicily takes part more and more in the international traffic and its coins 
become thts a model of the actual leading systems. In this way the Attie- 
Sicilian coin is replaced by a kind of Corinthian system. This again is in- 
fluenced by Macedonia and succumbs to the Roman economical predomi- 
nance. The book throws light into many doubtful questions. 

“Japanische Bildermunzen,”’ by A. Fonahn, is a list of Japanese coins of 
bronze and silver, decorated with interesting, to the European often incom- 
prehensible, designs. The legends of these ‘“‘H-sen’’ are reprinted in the 
text with Latin transcriptions and German translation. Remarks concern- 
ing the meaning of nouns and Japanese technical terms are also given in 
the text. The list has been copied from the Japanese book ‘‘Wakan sen i,” 
by Joshikawa Iken, and renders accessible to Europeans the most interest- 
ing of the coins of this book, the original of which is almost impossible to 
be found. The collector of Japanese picture coins finds in the present work 
a lucid survey of the principal types of Japanese E-sen. 


THE VALUE OF THE SPANISH DOLLAR. 


In re. the inquiry of Mr. Henry Russell Drowne, page 309, THE NUMISMA- 
Tist for April, I beg leave to state that in Pennsylvania currency the dollar 
(the Spanish dollar, known as the piece of 8 reals, a real being 12% cents) 
was worth 7s. 6d., which, reduced to pence, equals 90 pence, so that 1/90 
of a dollar was one penny, Pennsylvania currency. 

I also send you, for publication if you so desire, a list taken from an old 
book in my possession. 


Previous to the act of Congress establishing a mint and regulating the 
coin of the United States, passed in the year 1792, the currency of the 
United States was pounds, shillings, pence and farthings, the same as in 
England. The following table gives the value of the dollar in the old cur- 
rency of the several States:

The query of Mr. Henry Russell Drowne may probably be satisfactorily 
answered by the following extracts from my manuscript, “History of = | 
First U. S. Mint, Its People and Its Operations”: 
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On January 6, 1785, the Continental Congress resolved that the money 
unit of the United States should be one dollar and that the smallest coin 
should be a copper and that the smallest pieces should increase in a decimal 
ratio. If the Society of the Cincinnati kept its accounts in dollars in 1785 
it was years ahead of the merchants. 

On August 8, 1786, the decimal system was more fully set forth and the 
Federal dollar of three hundred and Seventy-five and sixty-four one-hun- 
dredth grains of fine silver was adopted. This approximately conformed 
to the then current weight of the Spanish or Mexican silver dollar, which 
was used in trade and commerce. 

In New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Delaware and Maryland a Spanish dollar or 
piece-of-eight was figured at seven shillings sixpence (90 pence) paper 
eurrency. The paper currency of other States varied greatly. (See 1782 
report of Robert Morris. ) 

In 1789, and possibly earlier, the Bank of North America (which still 
exists in Philadelphia) issued one penny or one-ninetieth-of-a-dollar notes. 
This was an early use of the term penny, which really meant pence. On 
January 1, 1791, the Bank advertised that its accounts were kept in dol- 
lars and cents and published a table showing a list of values of pence and 
pistareens. 

It will readily be observed that one-ninetieth of a dollar originally meant 
one pence or penny and this method of figuring when found nowadays in 
ancient account books is certainly confusing and many very amusing at- 
tempts to explain it have been published from time to time. The puzzle 
undoubtedly shows how our cent or one-hundredth of a Federal dollar, be- 
ing So near to the value of a single pence, or one-ninetieth of a Spanish 
dollar, of the currency of the States above mentioned, received the nick- 
Name of penny, and which with constant use have finally become synono- 
mous words. 

If Mr. Drowne will kindly inform me who from this section of New Jersey 
were members of the Society of the Cincinnati I shall consider the ex-

The inquiry of Mr. Henry Russell Drowne, published in Tus NuUMISMATIST 
for April, for an explanation of the common use of “ninetieths” to express 
fractions of a dollar in financial documents of the 1780’s and later, suggests 
a reference to printed small-value notes of the period, particular those is- 
sued by the Bank of North America, Philadelphia. 

This bank, operating since 1781, was the first bank to be chartered by 
Congress, and during its first years was, in many ways, the main bank 
functioning for Government service, and its practices may be accepted as 
the common and legal practice of the day. 

I have before me a well-preserved bit of paper, 1% by 2%, inches, brown- 
ed with age, which I prize, since it came to me as a gift from an appreci- 
ated friend of many years—Mr. B. H. Collins, of Washington, D. C. 

This bit of paper is printed: ‘‘The President, Directors and Company of 
the Bank of North-America promise to pay to the Bearer, on demand, One 
Ninetieth of a Dollar. August 6, 1789. Tench Francis, Cashier,’’ with, 
crosswise of note, at left end, ‘““ONE PENNY,” and at right end, ‘“‘ONE PEN- 
By SPHCIE.” 

This prompts the conclusion that the British penny and other coins 
classed as ‘‘pennies’”’ commonly circulated at ninety to the dollar, the specie 
dollar being mostly the Spanish dollar, or “‘niece-of-eight.”’ 

I have in my collectoin several documents with ‘‘ninetieths’? from the 
| period being considered, one of which is a post note of the United States 
| Treasury with the amount, written in, “seventeen and forty-five ninetieths 
|} of a dollar.’’ Since the forty-five ninetieths could have been expressed as 
} half a dollar indicates that use of ninetieths was the common and prefer- 
| able way, even by the Government. 
| TI believe it is of acceptable record in writings of the period that ninety 
| pennies were equivalent in value to a specie dollar.

NEW WESTMINSTER, B. C., HAD SHORT-LIVED MINT. 


At the Provincial Library, Vancouver, B. C., on March 3, Mr. R. L. Rem 
K. C., a member of the A. N. A., of that city, delivered an address, in which 
he gave a history of the short-lived mint at New Westminster. The sub-- 
stance of his remarks, as printed in the Victoria (B. C.) Daily Colonist, 
was as follows: 

The mint, erected at a cost of something like £34,000, operated only for 
a very short time, minting a few coins only, at the most. In connection 
with Mr. Reid’s lecture there were some very interesting exhibits, the orig- 
inal dies and matrices from which the first gold coins were struck in the 
New Westminster mint, and one of the dozen or so original $20 gold pieces 
minted. All these exhibits are part of the Provincial Archives collection, 
and the majority of those present seized the opportunity to inspect them at 
close range at the conclusion of the meeting. 

Mr. Reid, in leading up to the subject of the mint at New Westminster, 
recalled that there had been four Eldorados in the nineteenth century, three 
being in North America and one in Australia. The first of the four was 
in 1849, in California, and was responsible for the founding in 1854, at 
San Francisco, of the third United States mint. The second Eldorado oc- 
curred in Australia in 1851, and was responsible for the establishment of a 
branch mint in 1855. The third and fourth Eldorados were in British Co- 
lumbia, the former on the Fraser River, in 1857-58, the second in the 
Klondyke, in 1898. 

The Fraser and Cariboo ‘‘discoveries’’ had indicated the necessity of a 
mint somewhere in this part of the continent. An assay office was autho- 
rized early in 1859. In the same year the Legislature of Vancouver Island 
asked for the establishment of a mint at Victoria, and although this was 
approved by the Governor, Gosset’s report a few weeks later favored the 
placing of the mint at New Westminster. The discussion over this point 
of the mint’s location went on with considerable heat for a period of four 
years or more, and there was perhaps little surprise when the mint (finally 
set up at New Westminster) closed shortly after beginning operations. 

Another of the romances of this experiment was recalled by Mr. Reid 
when he told the story of the discovery not very many years ago of the 
missing dies which had been used in the plant at New Westminster. Their 
whereabouts had evidently for several decades been a matter of indiffer- 
ence. When the question did come up no one could say at first where these 
dies had gone, but they were finally discovered in the possession of the 
British Consul at San Francisco, having been sent there, apparently, at the 
time of the closing of the mint. 

The missing dies were forthwith sent up to the Treasury office here, and 
from there more recently transferred to the Provincial Archives for safe 
keeping. 

Mr. J. Forsyth, Provincial Librarian, stated that Mr. Reid’s address 
would be published as part of the proceedings of the British Columbia His- 
torical Society, and in this way the valuable historical data which had 
been collected by the lecturer would be made available for a much bigger. 
public who are interested in the subject. 


AN INDIAN MEDAL OF 1750. 


In the New York Historical Society Quarterly Bulletin, April, 1924, Mr. 
Sydney P. Noe, Secretary of the American Numismatic Society, New York, 
describes an interesting Indian medal which was last year presented to the 
New York Historical Society. The medal was given to Maj.-Gen. Philip 
Schuyler, of Revolutionary fame, by one of the last of the chiefs of the | 
Mohawks, and has since been uninterruptedly in the possession of members | 
of the family, passing finally to the Society from Miss Fanny Ogden. ! 

The medal is of silver, oval, and about 55x50mm. The obverse shows the | 
busts of a young man and a young woman vis-a-vis beneath a crown. The | 
inscription around the border is ‘‘GHORGE & CAROLINE : Ke: & Q: OF} 
ENGLd : ’’ The reverse has inscription only, in five lines, a translation | 
of which is to the effect that: ‘In 1750, Pleasant Lake, of Cayueasee black- | 
smith, made this medal.’’ 
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ANCIENT COINS PLENTIFUL IN EGYPT. 


I have read the article by Mr. Edward T. Newell about “Kgyptian Coin 
Hoards” with great interest, because it reminded me of some Occidental ex- 
periences in Egypt just two years ago. I found a Roman copper coin, al- 
most obliterated, in the desert not far from the Pyramids in Ghizeh. At 
Luxor [I selected a dozen or more Roman coppers at five cents each from 
about a pint of coins in a shop. 

* On several occasions I was harassed by camel drivers and other poor 
devils to buy ancient coppers at three for a shilling. 

If anyone wishes Roman coins, Egypt and not Italy seems to be the bet- 
ter place to find them in quantity. I had no interest or knowledge of 
ancient coins, otherwise I should have taken advantage of the excellent 
opportunities.

ROCHESTER NUMISMATIC ASSOCIATION MEDAL. 


Following its custom, the Rochester Numismatic Association has issued 
its Presidential portrait medal for 1924. 


This bears on the obverse the portrait of Claude T. Borradaile, who served 
as President of the Association in 1923. The reverse is the same as was 
used on previous issues of the medal. 


THE ZERBE EXHIBIT IN THE SOUTH. 


The Zerbe collection of coins and paper money has recently been shown 
in the principal cities of the South. It was on view at the American National 
Bank, Chattanooga, Tenn., during a part of March, at which a number of 
obsolete paper issues of local interest were shown. These included a State 
walrant for $2, dated May 1, 1875, and Nashville Clearing House certifi- 
cates, dated, August, 1914. Mr. Zerbe says that Nashville was one of three 
cities in the United States whose Clearing House Association issued certifi- 
cates which passed as currency at the opening of the World War, when 
the New York Stock Exchange closed. Students from colleges, academies 
and the public schools were among the visitors at the exhibition.

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Obituary. 
WILLIAM W. C. WILSON. 


William W. C. Wilson, an honorary member of the American Numismatic 
Association, died at his home, 111 Crescent street, Montreal, Canada, on 
March 16, 1924. Although he had been in ill health for several months, 
his death was sudden. The funeral took place on March 19 and was at- 
tended by representaitves of Royal Albert Lodge, No. 25, A. F, & A. M., 
and the Coeur de Lion Preceptory, both of which Mr. Wilson was a member. 
Many of the prominent business men of Montreal were also in attendance. 
The funeral services were conducted by Rev. J. D. Anderson, Presbyterian 
minister at Beauharnois, where Mr. Wilson had lived for many years. In- 
terment was in Mount Royal Cemetery. He is survived by two brothers, 
Howard and Edgar Wilson. He was 55 years of age. 

He was the son of the late J. C. Wilson and was one of the partners of 
the J. C. Wilson Paper Mills Company, Ltd. 

Mr. Wilson had been a collector of coins for many years and is said to 
have left a large and valuable collection. He was a man of considerable 
means and was a liberal buyer. Just what his collection contains was per- 
haps known to only a few up to the time of his death, although it is known 
to contain a number of great rarities. 

It is due to the generosity of Mr. Wilson that Taz Numismatist is owned 
and published by the American Numismatic Association. This fact is known 
to the Older members of the Association, but will be news to most of those 
who have become members since 1911. 

THE NUMISMATIST was established in 1888 by Dr. George F. Heath as a 
private enterprise and continued as such until his death in July, 1908, al- 
though it had for years served as the official paper of the A. N. A. Upon 
his death it was purchased by Mr. Farran Zerbe, and was continued as a 
private enterprise by him for over two years, with its relation to the A. N. 
A. unchanged. 

During 1910 Mr. Zerbe made it known that he desired to be relieved of 
his connection with the magazine, his other interests demanding practically 
all his time, and it was announced that the magazine could be purchased if 
an acceptable buyer came forward. It had long been the desire of those 
interested in its welfare that the Association should own its officia] paper, 
but funds for its purchase were lacking. It was at this time that Mr. Wil- 
son, who had been elected First Vice-President at Montreal in 1909 and re- 
elected at New York in 1910, expressed a desire to purchase the magazine 
and present it to the Association under certain conditions, which were easily 
met. 

In the November, 1910, issue of THE NumMisMmatTist the following announce- 


ment was made: 


“Plans have now progressed to where it may be positively stated that 
commencing with 1911 the American Numismatic Association will, for the 
first time, own its official organ. Title to the publication will be by gift, 
made possible by the generous spirit of Mr. W. W. C. Wilson, of Montreal, 
who has arranged for the purchase of the publication. The A. N. A. has 
long desired to have control of THE NUMISMATIST, which has always been 
its official organ, but it neither had the means for acquirement nor could it 
see the way for continuing the publication if acquired. It was decided at 
the recent convention that the A. N. A. should arrange for its own publica- 
tion and that Tue NumisMatistT should be acquired if ways and means could 
be provided, the matter to be in charge of the Board of Governors. Mr. 
Howland Wood, a member of the Board, and who has been our faithful 
associate editor for more than two years, was looked to by the other mem- 
bers for the information it desired and in a sense as a committee of one to 
Propose ways and means for establishing a publication for the Association. 
Mr. Wood, knowing of the liberal spirit of Mr. Wilson towards numismatie 
organizations, made it known to him what a good and elegant thing it 
would be if the Association could in some way acquire THE NUMISMATIST. 
Mr. Wilson was quick to see the opportunity to render the Association a 
service, along lines of his selection, and negotiations were started at once 
for the purchase of the magazine and its tender to the Association. Mr. 
Wilson asked the present editor-publisher to join with him and Mr. Wood 
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as a body of three trustees to tender the publication to the Board of Gover- 
nors of the A. N. A., and to hold it for delivery to the Board of Governors 
upon satisfactory evidence that the Association was prepared to publish it.” 

Announcement was made a little later by William F. Dunham, Chairman 
of the Board of Governors, to the members of the A. N. A., in which it was 
stated: 

“Our First Vice-President, Mr. W. W. C. Wilson, of Montreal, Canada, 
has purchased and generously presented to the Association, as a gift, Tur 
NuUMISMATIST. The title is now held by three trustees, who are under in- 
structions to transfer the ownership of THr NUMISMATIST to the American 
Numismatic Association as soon as the necessary arrangements for its pub- 
lication can be made. The deed of transfer directs that the publication 
continue the property of the Association, subject to the control of the Board 
of Governors, who are an elective body and therefore represent the mem- 
bership of the Association more truly than a committee; that the Associa- 
tion, through the Board of Governors, keep this publication non-partisan in 
character, and have a general oversight over THE NUMISMATIST. Mr. A. R. 
Frey, of New York, has been appointed editor-in-chief, and our new Secre- 
tary, Mr. G. L. Tilden, Business Manager.’’ 

These gentlemen conducted the magazine during 1911. At the beginning 
of 1912 Mr. E. H. Adams was appointed editor and business manager and 
served until July, 1915, when he resigned both positions. Since that time 
it has been under the present management. 

In closing his official announcement in November, 1911, Editor Zerbe 
said: 

“With the work of publication in favorable progress, all the property, 
right and title to THrt NUMISMATIST will be presented to the A. N. A. by Mr. 
Wilson. In doing this Mr. Wilson renders a valuable service to numis- 
matics and the A. N. A. acquires the most essential factor for its successful 
existence—ownership of its official organ. Mr. Wilson is an enthusiastic 
collector, has an extensive numismatic library and, by recent purchases, is 
believed to have the finest collection of Canadian specimens on this conti- 
nent. As he has become one of the Association’s benefactors it is hoped 
that he will have every reason to know his gift is appreciated, that it will 
ever continue to serve a good cause and that his interest in the A. N. A. will 
be long in evidence.”’ 


WILLIAM EK. H. MERRITT. 


William E. H. Merritt, a lifelong resident of the District of Columbia and 
prominent in real estate activities for the past 40 years, died at his resi- 
dence, 1208 Fairmont Street N. W., November 30, after an illness of eight 
weeks. 

Mr. Merritt was born in the District of Columbia 63 years ago and was 
educated at St. John’s and Gonzaga College. He was a member of the 
Washington Council, Knights of Columbus. Mr. Merritt is survived by his 
wife, Mrs. Hattie M. Merritt; three sisters, Mrs. D. B. Thompson, Mrs: 
Eugene B. Carusi and Miss Lillian Merritt, and a brother, Harry B. Merritt, 
secretary of the Georgetown University Medical School. Funeral services 
were held at St. Paul’s Church and interment was in Mount Olivet Cemetery. 

Mr. Merritt had been a member of the A. N. A. for many years. His col- 
lection of coins was principally United States issues. The Washington Loan 
and Trust Company was named as executor of the estate. 


VICTOR DAVID BRENNER. 


Victor David Brenner, sculptor and medalist and designer of the United 
States Lincoln cent, died at Montefiore Hospital, New York City, on April 
5 after a long illness, aged 52 years. Perhaps no sculptor or medalist was 
better known to the general public than Mr. Brenner, due not so much to his 
skill as an artist, but to the controversy over the presence on the Lincoln 
cent of his initials, V. D. B., when first issued, in 1909. ne 

But to those who admire and appreciate medallic art, Mr. Brenner’s 
reputation rested on a more substantial foundation. He was an artist of 
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the first rank, and his work is represented in the learding art museums of 
the United States and Europe. 

Mr. Brenner was born in Shavly, Russia, June 12, 1871. At the age of 
13 he began working as a seal cutter at a bench beside his father, who was 
an engraver of seals and a stonecutter. Three years later he left home and 
took up his trade as an engraver of jewelry, and later as a sculptor in several 
Russian cities. He came to New York in 1890 and studied first at the 
Cooper Union, and then at the National Academy of Design, and later at 
the Art Students’ League, following his profession during the day and study- 
ing at night. In 1898 he went to Paris and studied under Roty for a time. 
After a year of travel on the Continent he returned to New York and opened 
a studio. In 1904 he again went to Paris for further instruction under 
Roty. While he was abroad his work was shown at exhibitions in Paris, 
Berlin, Munich, London and other cities. He returned to New York in 1906.

He was a member of the American Numismatic Society, National Sculpture 
Society, Architectural League and National Arts Club, New York. 

Mr. Brenner’s selection to make the Lincoln head was largely due to 
President Roosevelt. -While he was modeling the President for the Panama 
medal of 1908 he showed Mr. Roosevelt a design for a Lincoln plaque. The 
President liked the work so much he suggested to George B. Cortelyou, 
then Secretary of the Treasury, that it would be a good choice for the Lin- 
coln cent. When the cent finally appeared it at once met with general ad- 
miration for its beautiful design and disapproval of the conspicuous plac- 
ing on the coin of the artist’s initials, V. D. B. Within a week Secretary of 
the Treasury MacVeagh ordered the removal of all the letters, after it had 
been found inexpedient to use the B alone. However, 22,350,000 of the 
initialed coins had been put into circulation. 

He is survived by his widow, Anna Reeb Brenner; his mother, a sister,

A LITTLE NEWS FROM ALDEN SCOTT BOYER, 
Vice-President of the American Numismatic Association. 


I am still in Paris. The other day as I was walking down the Rue de 
Rivoli I saw a fellow leaning against a rail outside of Rumplemayer’s tea 
shop, who proved to be our friend Edward T. Newell, of New York. J 
stopped, of course, to talk, and in a few minutes Mrs. Newell came along, 
They had tea with me and I was privileged to see some of the finds that 
Mr. Newell made in Kgypt, where he has been for the last six months on @ 
numismatic expedition. The pieces were beautiful and included a hitherto 
unknown gold aureus of the Sassanian King Narses, about 280 A. D., in 
mint condition, and a gold pentadrachm of Queen Berenice, 230 B. C., in 
mint condition. The coins, however, that interested me the most were a 
gold octodrachm and a gold tetradrachm of Arsinoe from a recent hoard 
found in a jar in Egypt. As I remember Mr. Newell’s telling it, there were 
400 silver and 100 gold coins in the hoard. The octodrachm that Mr. Newell 
had was in its original condition as found, and in one spot could be seen @ 
bit of silver that had corroded on it from a silver coin as it laid for the 
hundreds of years in the hoard. The hoard was found by some Egyptians 
and sold to a coin dealer in Cairo. I told Mr. Newell that he probably got 
them cheap, to which he replied that the specimens he secured were not 
exactly presented to him, but he really secured them quite reasonable con- 
sidering their rarity. 

My friend James Francis Dwyer, whom I have told you about, who writes 
me a letter each week for $10 a year, recently sent me a clipping of a news- 
paper article written by Arthur C. Wyman, who many American numis- 
matists will remember as the gentleman who was assistant to Howland 
Wood, curator of the American Numismatic Society’s Museum in New York. 
Upon receiving the article I wrote and asked Mr. Wyman to come see me. 
He did so, and we have had a couple of long numismatic visits here in Paris 
since that time. Mr. Wyman now lives in Paris and says he occasionally 
gets some good coins here. He showed me recently six nice specimens of 
Greek coins he had picked up here. I. commissioned him to find me, if 
possible, an obolus of Lampsacus of Mysia in archaic style, as I want this 
to present to Charley Markus at next year’s A. N. A. Convention in Cleve- 
land at the close of our debate on the famous coinage of this King. .Now, 
let’s see, Charley, is Lampsacus a King or a country? 

Mr. Wyman told me about being in Germany last fall and discovering 
one of the large Syracuse silver coins in high relief, of which only one speei- 
men was then known. He immediately wrote about it to one of the ecqgin 
dealers in London, who jumped on a boat and came to Germany to get it. 
He was successful, and the coin now occupies a high place in a fine English 
collection commensurate with its dignity. It is also known here that the 
King of Italy knew about this specimen also, and he, too, had sent a courier 
to secure it, but without result. 

I like this sort of collecting. It is romantic. It reminds one of the old 
days when coin collecting was an art and the gallant knights rode in far-off 
lands in search.of much-desired specimens. 

M. Ernest Babelon, head of the coins and medals department of the 
French Bibliotheque Nationale, whose death has just recently taken place, 
was an expert of European reputation. Numismatic problems of all kinds 
were brought to him, and he was rarely at a loss for the right solution. 
When the present King of Italy, himself an authority on the subject, took 
his seat in the Academie des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres as a foreign as- 
sociate some years ago, he asked M. Babelon to account for the word ‘‘Fert” 
which appears on the collar of the Italian Order of the Annunciation. The 
explanation was that the word was made up with the initial letters of the 
words, ‘‘Frappez, entrez, rompez tout’? which formed the motto of the 
House of Savoy, which is believed to have adopted it in Be fourteenth 
century. 

I understand that Mr. Edward T. Newell is to follow up some of Mr. 
Babelon’s numismatic work, in collaboration with Mr. Babelon’s son, and 
publish a book on numismatics for the French Government. 1 understand 
that Mr. Newell will shortly return to Paris to proceed with the task. 

It seems to me the French Government has secured the proper man if 
Mr. Newell. Who else is so situated they could spend the time and money 
to come to Paris to do such work? ty 
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I recently had a visit here in Paris from my friend Cameron, of the Chi- 
cago Coin Club. Mr. and Mrs. Cameron are both artists and are spending 
many months in Europe this year. Mr. Cameron’s numismatic specialty is 
French coins, and not long ago he gave a very interesting talk on French 
coinage before the Chicago Coin Club. Mr. Cameron told me that he was 
recently down at Nemours, France (where the Dupont powder people came 
from), and a hoard of gold coins of Louis XIV was discovered there recent- 
ly hidden inside a large boulder in a field. The boulder had a crack in it, 
and the hoarder simply dropped the gold into the crack as he accumulated 
it; and there it has lain for all these years since the days of Louis XIV. 

The latest news I can report from Paris is that we received a letter here 
today (April 8, 1924) addressed to George J. Bauer, of Rochester, who is 
no doubt on his way to Paris. Many people have been privileged to see 
George’s wonderful collection of ancient coins. The first time I saw it ex- 
hibited at the New York Convention I was startled. I knew George had 
some good stuff, but I never suspected he had such awful, terribly good 
stuff. 

I invite the members of the A. N. A. to make my new offices at 15 Rue 
Royale their headquarters while in Faris. Have your mail sent here (like 
George Bauer did) and we will look after it and will be glad to see you 
here and help you enjoy your stay in Paris. 

How many of you fellows have secured a new member for the A. N. A. 
for this year of 1924? If you haven’t secured at least one, or don’t secure 
one this year, you are no friend of mine. Remember that we all have to 
make the A. N. A. our A. N. A. and we need more members.

One will 
be given to the member making the best exhibit at the Cleveland Conven- 
tion of the A. N. A. and one for the best article appearing in THE Numis- 
MATIST during the twelve months between the Montreal and Cleveland con- 
ventions. Which coin will be given for the best exhibit and which for the 
best article will be determined by the judges of the contests. 

Mr. Guttag’s offer is a generous one and should stimulate interest in both 
directions. The matter of making suitable recognition of splendid efforts 
in convention exhibits by giving prizes or awards has been considered for 
several years, but no definite action was taken until last year.

Presentations to the Library—-By Mr. Harrold Edgar Gillingham, of Phila- 
delphia, “Italian Orders and Medals of Honour.’ By Messrs. Spink and 
Son, “Biographical Dictionary of Medallists,’’ Supplement, A to Lee by 12 
Forrer. 

Exhibitions—FEy Mr. J. O. Manton: British stater of the uninscribed 
series, weighing 96 grains. It was dug up recently during road construc- 
tion in Derby, and is similar to that found at Loughborough in 1844, illus- 
trated A, No. 11, in “The Coins of the Ancient Britons,” by the late Sir 
John Evans. 

By Mr. W. C. Wells: A series of coins of Edred and Edgar, by the moneyer 
Thurferth, raising the inference that the mint-names Han, and Ham, were 
used for Northampton at that period. 

By Mr. F. A. Walters: Henry IV. Two pennies of the heavy coinage and 
London mint, from the Highbury hoard and Neck and Webb collections. 
Mr. Walters explained that two other specimens only were known, one from 
the Rashleigh sale, and the other in the national collection. 

By Miss Helen Farquhar: A collection of silver plaques engraved by 
Simon van de Passe and in beautiful state, representing, Hlizabeth; James 
I bareheaded; James I in hat; Prince Charles, afterwards Charles I, with 
reverse, arms; Prince Charles, with reverse, equestrian portrait; Frederick 
of Bohemia with his wife Hlizabeth, daughter of James I, and their son 
Prince Frederick Henry; Henry IV of France and Marie de Medici. 

By Mr. Walter L. Pocock: Medal in silver of the child ‘“‘Napoleon II, 
King of Rome,” with portraits of his parents Napoleon and Maria Louise of 
Austria on the reverse. Exhibited in relation to the portrait in wax shown 
by Mr. Andrew at the last meeting. 

By Mr. W. J. Andrew: ‘‘Jessop’s Sketches of British Coins,’’ being careful 
reproductions by hand of all the plates in the first edition of Hawkins, by 
Arthur Jessop, 1853-1854; mounted in an elaborate album. 

By Mr. Lionel L. Fletcher: Astronomical medal showing the solar sys- 
tem, signs of the zodiac, etc. Probably engraved by Ottley. 

By Mr. A. E. Bagnall: An interesting series of ten proofs, patterns, and 
“mules” from the guinea of 1791 to a ‘‘muled’’ threepence of 1868. 

By Mr. Frank E. Burton: The series of crown, halfcrown, shilling and 
Sixpence, also proofs silver-plated, gilt, and copper, of the Arnold tokens 
of 1791. Mr. Burton read a short paper in which he corrected the error in 
the location hitherto accepted for their actual issue. 


ROYAL NUMISMATIC SOCIETY.—March 20, Sir Charles Oman, K.B.E., 
mer, Li.D., F.S.A., President, in the chair. 

Mr. L. Leopold Messenger showed a’ bronze coin of Nicopolis, in Epirus, 
of the Emperor Nero with the Rey., Victory crowning the name of the Em- 
peror, the first known coin of the town between Augustus and Trajan. 

Dr. Sidney Fairbairn showed a French medal of 1848 commemorating 
Louis Napoleon’s demand when President for the dossiers of his attempts 
at Strasburg (1836) and Boulogne (1840). 

Mr. Fredk. A. Walters, F.S.A., showed two of the four known heavy 
pennies of Henry IV, both from the Highbury find and the Neck and Webb 
collections. 

Mr. William Gilbert exhibited a billon coin of Pacatianus, a usurper 
known only from his coins, and who is believed to have been killed in Pan- 
nonia in the year 249 A. D. The coin shown (Cohen 6) was from the Vier- 
ordt collection and is one of the finest specimens known of this rare issue. 

He also exhibited an unpublished tradesmen’s lead token of the seven- 
teenth century, of London, reading: 

Obv., ACBART . GOODSPEED, a shield of arms. 

hev., IN. PVDDIN . LANE, a cross. 

Mr. Mattingly gave a short account of the circumstances of the Plevna 
find of the coins of Trajan Decius, and drew attention to several points of 
Interest—to the presence in the find of a great mass of coins of the second 
issue of Trajan Decius, all in mint condition, and to the evidence to be 
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derived as to the dates of the reign and as to the division of the mint into 
officinae. He showed how, in the last two issues of Philip I, six officinae 
were working, each striking one reverse type, I, II, V, VI for Philip I, Ill 
for Philip II, IV for Otacilia Severa. With these issues in view he then 
studied in succession the three issues of Trajan Decius, attempting to show 
that the same general principle of distributing types to officinae was still 
in force. Different ranges of portraiture certainly went with different re- 
verses and were characteristic of different officinae. The series of “‘conse- 
eration’ coins, once attributed to Gallienus, was represented by two speci- 
mens in the find, and on grounds of style, too, must be attributed to the 
reign of Trajan Decius. 

Mr. Salisbury sketched the main outline of the chronology of the reign, 
showing on what numismatic and epigraphic evidence it rests and how the 
Plevna hoard contributes to assuring some dates. The fact that the hoard 
contained no coins of Trajan Decius of Balkan mintage was a strong con- 
firmation of the statement of our historians that Trajan Decius was misled 
into revolt by his troops and honestly tried to keep faith with Philip. The 
issue of the “consecration”? coins was naturally to be connected with the 
persecution of the Christians under Trajan Decius. As a rule, in the re- 
ligious tests previded for the suspect, the question is one of ‘“‘sacrificing to 
the gods’’; there is no special mention of the deified Emperors. It was, 
however, probable that the imperial cult had a special importance in the 
army, and this would help to explain why Trajan Decius furthered its

Holmes county man. This coin, a silver dollar bearing the date of 1795, 
was found in the hoard of Napoleon Kieffer, about 75 years of age, an ec- 
centric recluse and alleged miser of the Doughty Valley vicinity. The dis- 
covery of this dollar, which is believed to be worth more than a thousand 
dollars, was made by §S. B. Fair, ex-Mayor of Millersburg, who was called 
in by Kieffer several months ago when he was seriously ill and feared that 
he was about to die. There were only six of these dollars ever coined and 
it is said two of these were lost. 


Cameron, Texas, March 16.—Burglars blew a safe in the Mondrik Bros. 
grocery store Saturday night and stole $1,000 in gold, silver, currency and 
Santa Fe railroad checks. They gained entrance at a back door, prizing 
it open with an automobile axle, stolen from Joe Ondrej’s blacksmith shop 
earlier in the night. A number of old American coins, whose face yalue 
was several hundred dollars, were among the loot. These coins were worth 
considerably more than their face value, however, some of them being over 
100 years old. One of them, a silver dollar, was made in 1804.

MEDAL MAKING AND THE ROYAL MINT IN ENGLAND. 


Serious apprehension has been aroused by the competition of the Royal 
Mint with the legitimate business of the medal industry. A deputation 
from the firms affected, organized by the London Chamber of Commerce, 
waited recently upon the Deputy Master of the Royal Mint and urged that 
' the mint should reconsider their policy of entering into contracts for strik- 
ing medals which would, in the ordinary course, have been executed by 
private firms. 

Mr. R. L. Barclay, C.B.E., chairman of the Council of the Chanimer 
introduced the deputation and explained that the London Chamber of Com- 
merce, as the mouthpiece of the commercial community of London, had 
systematically opposed proposals involving the trading by Government de- 
partments in competition with private firms as being inequitable, uneco- 
nomic, and impolitic. While it was essential that certain public services 
should be provided by the State, the principle that the State should not 
compete with private firms in the manufacture and supply of commodities 
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which were not of public utility had been settled in favor of private enter- 
prise and against Government trading. 

_ Mr. J. R. Pinches dealt with the economie effect of the mint’s action and 
stated that the proposal outlined in the press and in statements Made per- 
sonally by the master constituted the gravest menace to the trade that they 
were able to conceive. Other members of the deputation, including Mr. 
H. L. Symonds, vice-president of the Chamber, and Mr. A. G. Wyon also 
addressed the Deputy Master, detailing the effect of the proposals. 

The Deputy Master of the Mint intimated that the Royal Mint was not 
out to damage the trade in which they were interested; on the contrary, 
they were most anxious to do what they could to assist it, and any sugges- 
tions made to him by which the trade could be helped would be most grate- 
fully received. After referring to the state of the medallic industry during 
the past 40 years, and to the position of the mint at the time he was appoint- 
ed Deputy Master, he urged that the standard of work had to be improved, 
and if the standard were improved there might be more business of a high 
slass. The Deputy Master promised the deputation that the Royal Mint 
would not strike medals from dies that had not been made at the mint, 
and that it would neither advertise nor solicit orders in the ordinary sense 
of the term. He admitted that the mint intended to exhibit at the British 
Qmpire Exhibition and at the Royal Academy each year, but explained that 
vhe undertaking that the Mint would not advertise was intended to apply 
0 advertisements in the press only. In conclusion, he pointed out that the 
jecision to pursue the new policy was a ministerial one, and therefore he 
was not able to give them the assurance which the deputation desired. But 
1€ suggested that those present might further consider the matter and he 
would be pleased to meet them at any future time on the subject.

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RUSSIA ISSUING SILVER AND BRONZE COINS. 


Sokolnikoff, Russia’s commissary of finance, is continuing his work: ti 
the end of giving Russia a stable currency, says a.press despatch. He ha} 
just started to ship to various parts of the republic a supply of small silve| 
coins of 10, 15 and 20 kopeks. There will be smaller coins, of one, thre) 
and five kopeks, probably made of bronze, but until they are coined thei) 
places will be taken by paper notes of the same amount. The 50-kopek an 
silver ruble will be issued in May or June, as soon as a sufficient amoun) 
has been coined. The old gold coins, as well as the silver coins las 
down from the Czarist days, will be excluded from circulation. 

A fixed price in gold rubles will be announced for the Soviet rubles stil, 
in circulation at which exchange can be made at State banks and Govern) 
ment institutions. 

The Russian Government is already issuing the new Treasury notes 0) 
one, three and five gold rubles. The printing of the famous Soviet rubl/ 
has been discontinued. 

In future, Russia will have three kinds of currency—the chervonetz) 
which will be largely used in credit operations abroad; the State Treasur) 
gold notes, and the smaller metal coins, which are known here as the Rus 
sian equivalent of ‘Shard money.’’ The Soviet ruble will not be outlawed 
but will. pass at a fixed price, but will be redeemed in the new currency ani 
destroyed as fast as possible.

The authorities profess to have little fear of hoarding of the silver by 
yeasalits for three reasons: First, the money is so much needed as change 
or the chervonets that it is bound to pass freely; second, it is worth con- 
iderably less in silver than its nominal rate; third, the old silver of the 
gars already is reappearing in circulation in the provinces, which indicates 
he hoarding period is drawing to a close. 

The old Soviet currency will be bought in at the rate of 50,000 of 1923 
ubles to one new chervonets or “solid’’ ruble. New York Times. 


A later dispatch to the New York Times, from Berlin, says: 

The view of the German market last week was that Russia’s attempt at 
n issue of silver coins seems doomed to failure. The Moscow Izvestiya 
tself now reports that these coins are either being hoarded or else chang- 
ag hands at a premium of 30 per cent. 

The coins were issued under the decree of Feb. 15, following the decree 
f Feb. 5, which provided for issue of 1, 3 and 5 ruble currency notes. The 
urpose of the currency notes was to provide retail business with smaller 
enominations of stable money than the chervonet notes. 

Unlike the chervontsi, the new currency notes were wholly unsecured, 
ut the decree enacted that they might be convertible at Sight into cher- 
ontsi Meantime, the silver coins of one ruble and 50 kopecks have ex- 
ctly the same legal status as the small currency notes. On the same status 
iso stand the base metal coins for 20, 15 and 10 kopecks. The decree de- 
ared that the total currency notes and coins must never exceed 50 per 
ont. of the vaiue of the chervontsi circulation. 


BUYING GERMAN MARKS AS WASTE PAPER. 


A large part of the German flood of paper money is now being ‘‘redeem- 
1” at no cost to the treasury, through purchase by foreign paper factories 
3 material for new paper. Paper factories at Rosenberg, in Jugo-Slavia, 
id Frazenthal, in Czecho-Slovakia, for instance, have bought up old notes 
small dencminations by the carload to be turned into pulp, finding this 
eaper than regular cellulose. 

A carload of million-mark bills, for instance, is worth about a thousand 
es aS much for papermaking purposes as its nominal value at the present 
‘change rate of four trillion marks to a dollar, while the one, two and five- 
ark notes are of too infinitesimal value to count. 

The authorities at first looked askance upon this traffic in old money and 
rested several dealers engaged in collecting and exporting it. It was soon 
alized that .the notes were not worth as money the trouble of assorting 
d counting them, and that the treasury, at no cost to itself, was getting 
1 of a note issue which had Supported the entire budget of Germany for 
‘0 years after the revolution.—Philadelphia Public Ledger.

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PLANS FOR SILVER COINAGE OF GERMANY. 


According to the Frankfurter Zeitung, the Berlin silver trade does not 
expect greater activity in connection with the contemplated silver coinage, 
as the Ministry of Finance reckons to obtain the necessary silver from the 
Reichsbank. That institution’s holdings are estimated at 750,000 kilos, 
perhaps a little more, which would be quite sufficient for a circulation of 
5 gold marks per capita, or 390,009,000 gold marks under present condi- 
tions. The minting of the silver coins would not commence before July, 
and should not exceed 20,000,000 gold marks’ worth per month. 

The more pressing issue of bronze coins has increased lately, and a fur 
ther augmentation is expected in the near future. As to the manner ip 
whecih the Reichsbank will be paid for the silver, it is presumed that the 
Reichsbank will be paid item by item in the new silver coins, and that aj 
corresponding quantity of notes will be withdrawn.—New York Times. 


SPAIN TO HAVE NEW MINOR COINAGE. 


A press dispatch from Barcelona, Spain, says that the National Mint has 
under consideration the issue of new coins to replace the copper currency 
issued during the Republic of 1868 and during the reign of Alfonso XII 
No copper coins have been put into circulation during the present reign 
The new coins will be made of an alloy composed of nickel, aluminum ané 
copper, and will be of the value of 25, 10 and 5 centimes. They will b 
perforated in the center in order to avoid confusion with the silver money 
in circulation.

The Coinage of a Phantom King. 


By ARTHUR C. WYMAN. 


Several years ago I first heard of a French coin issue that presented cer- 
tain unusual and interesting features, and I then determined to learn more 
about it when the opportunity offered. Recently one of the Paris numis- 
matic dealers showed me a lot of silver pieces forming part of a hoard of 
French coins found in the western part of the country. Among them were 
some 40 or 50 specimens of the very issue which had formerly attracted 
my attention, and as I am now living in the country where they appeared 
it seemed the time to carry out my old resolution. The coins in question 
were all quarter ecus and bore on one side the Latin inscription, variously 
abbreviated, CAROLUS X DEI GRATIA FRANCORUM REX, which, trans- 
lated, reads ‘“‘Charles X, by the grace of God, King of France,’’ with dates 
from 1590 to 1598. On the obverse is the shield of France and on the rc- 
erse a cross fleurdelissée, both types common on French coins of the 
period. The difficulty was that in the years indicated on the coins Henry 
IV was King of France, and the only Charles X to be found in any list of 
French kings is that of Charles X, who, in 1824, succeeded his brother, Louis 
XVIII, during the brief re-establishment of the monarchy after the fall of 
Napoleon, and who reigned until 1830, when he abdicated, being the last 
King of the direct line of the Bourbon family. However, a little reading 
of French history solved the mystery for me, and perhaps the readers o: 
THE NUMISMATIST will be interested to know what I discovered. 

In 1574 Henry HII of Valois became King of France. He was the youngest 
of the three sons of King Henry II and his wife Catherine de Medici, who 
sat successively upon the throne of France and, feebly subject to their cruel 
and unscrupulous mother, allowed her to rule and nearly ruin the kingdom 
in their name. For years previously the country had been in a state of 
disorder amounting at times to actual civil war as a result of the struggle 
between the Catholic and Protestant parties. Catherine’s policy of alter- 
nately playing one of these groups against the other in the hope of weak- 
ening each had resulted in nothing but di.aster, and instead of thereby in- 
ereasing the authority of the crown, had discredited it and brought it to 
practical impotency. The powerful princes of Lorraine, three brothers, 
the Duc de Guise, the Duc de Mayenne and the Cardinal de Lorraine, were 
leaders of the Catholic party and by means of an organization known as 
the “Catholic League’”’ ruled a large part of the country, including the city 
lof Paris. The Protestants had placed themselves under the protection and 
jleadership of the King of Navarre, a feudal subject and distant cousin of 
ithe French King. They struggled with varying success to oppose the cam- 
paign of extermination undertaken against them by the Duc de Guise, who 
secured from the feeble King the rank and authority of ‘‘Lieutenant-Gen- 
ral of the Kingdom.” The situation was complicated by the fact that un- 
Wloubtedly the ambitious Duc de Guise desired to secure the throne for him- 
self eventually, and the course best suited to serve his personal ambitions 
did not always coincide with that required by the interests of his party. 
‘He maintained the outward form of loyalty to the King and pretended to 
serve him though actually disregarding his commands. At last the King, 
jangered and humiliated beyond endurance, had recourse to the resort of 
jweak and cowardly monarchs and secured the assassination of the Duc de 
Guise and his brother, the Cardinal. This act, though it rid the country of 
wo powerful and designing princes, brought about an open rebellion on 
ithe part of the Catholics urder the Duc de Mayenne and a younger brother, 
jthe Duc de Mercoeur. At this juncture the Protestants very politically 
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declared that they were loyal subjects of the King, desiring to see his power 
restored and determined to support his efforts in that direction, asking only 
that they be protected from persecution and legal disabilities on account of 
their religion. The King and his followers joined the Protestant armies 
and marched upon Paris, preparing to besiege and take the capital from 
the Leaguers. On the very day in 1589 set for the assault, King Henry III 
was murdered by an insane monk, Jacques Clement, leaving no direct 
heirs. His nearest male relative was his cousin and ally, Henry of Bour- 
bon, King of Navarre, who thus became King of France and Henry IV. Be- 
ing a Protestant, Herry IV was especially objectionable to the League and 
even many of the late King’s supporters, who, though Catholics, had re-

mained loyal to the crown because they distru tcd the plans and purposes 
of the House of Lorraine, could not conscientiously support a Protestant 
claimant for the throne. Now, Henry of Navarre had an aged uncle, next 
to himself in the line of succession, a Catholic priest, Archbishop of Rouen | 
and a prince of the church, Charles, Cardinal de Bourbon, whom the 
Leaguers declared King with the title of Charles X. The authorities in 
Paris called a conference of mint officials and ordered coins in the name of 
Charles X. A competition for the design of the new coinage was held, the 
first time such a thing was done in France, and the winning model was a 
very handsome portrait of the aged Cardinal. It was, however, used only 
on the dies prepared for striking silver francs, then, it must be remembered, 
the largest denomination struck in silver and of considerably greater yalue

than the modern coin of the same name. Only a very few francs were is- 
sued.and now they are among the greatest rarities in the French series. 
I have failed to find a record of one offered for sale in Paris for many years | 
and am told that today a conservative price for one would be 10,000 franes, 
a respectable sum even at the present rate of exchange. Through the 
courtesy of the officials of the Cabinet des Monnaies at the Bibliotheque 
Nationale I have been permitted to secure the accompanying illustration 
from the specimen in the French national collection. While the silver | 
francs were rare, the smaller silver pieces, the 4%, the % ecu and the d : 
zaine, together with the copper tournois and double tournois, were issued | 
in great quantities. There were also struck, but more sparingly, gold ecus 
and half ecus. The ecu and %4 ecu here shown are now in the collection 
the Museum of the American Numismatic Society at New York. These tht 
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_ pieces illustrated are all from the Paris mint, but other mints in towns 
| subject to the League’s control issued gold, silver and copper of similar 
| designs, and in some parts of the country where the regular establishment 
| was in the hands of King Henry IV the Catholics started a new one in a 
/nearby town. Altogether, 12 mints struck money in the name of the Car- 
' dinal King. They were as follows and were designated by the mint letter 
or symbol which I have placed after each name in parenthesis: Paris (A). 
'Rouen (B), Lyons (D), Bayonne (L), Riom (O), Dijon (P), Beaucaire 
mun), Troyes (S), Nantes (T), Amiens (X), Bourges (Y), Dinan (99), Aix 
_(&) and Marseilles (a ligated A and E). The mint at Dinan replaced for 
| the Catholics the regular mint at Rennes, which had as its mint mark the 
| figure 9.

Now comes one of the most interesting features of the issue. Henry IV, 
immediately upon the death of his predecessor, had realized the difficulties 
that would result from a movement in support of his uncle, and one of his 
'vyery first acts was to place the old man as his prisoner in the south of 
| France. Here a few months later he died, first formally acknowledging 
his nephew as lawful King of France. This left the Leaguers in a quan- 
idary. They no longer had a King; true, the Duc de Mayenne had suc- 
| ceeded to his brother’s ambitions and desired the crown himself, but did 
'not yet quite dare to openly declare himself, nor did he wish to support any 
| Other claimant for fear of injuring his own chances later. Meanwhile, 
King Philip II of Spain claimed the French throne for his daughter, as 
| heiress of her mother, a French princess, and sent an army into France to 
| support her cause. Some of the Leaguers joined the Spanish movement, 
| and this brought a reaction in favor of Navarre, for many of the more 
| moderate Catholics preferred to have a French monarch, even though a 
| Protestant, than to place the nation under the control of Spain, its tradi- 
| tional enemy. Also, Henry IV was proving himself each day a capable and 
| courageous leader and by his own gallant qualities gaining in popular es- 
'teem. For several years more, however, the League kept control of part 
'of the country and issued money from several mints, and, no longer hay- 
| ing a King of its own, adopted the simple expedient of continuing to use 
| the name of the dead Cardinal on the coins. At last Henry IV removed 
| the only remaining obstacle to his peaceful occupation of the throne and 
| became himself a Catholic. The opposition to him now collapsed and most 
| of the mint towns had surrendered to him by 1594. After that date only 
| in the west, where the Duc de Mercoeur, with Spanish aid, still held out, 
| were coins struck in the name of Charles X. In 1598 Henry IV was com- 
pletely and finally successful and the last of the Catholic mints, those at 
Nantes and Riom, came under the royal authority, and thus brought to an 
| end this amazing coinage of a monarch who never reigned and was dead 
for seven of the eight years it lasted.

| telescopes, a benefactor of education and the founder of the Engineering 
| Foundation, to which he gave $500,000. The medal is one of the highest

HISTORY OF ENGLAND’S MILLED COINS. 


During the early part of Elizabeth’s reign foreign coins that had come to 
England were found to have a much finer finish than the pieces current in 
this country. Inquiries were made which resulted in Eloye Mestrell being 
invited from the Paris mint in 1561. He erected new machinery at the 
mint which was much quicker and more efficient than the hammer, and for 
about 13 years produced a few current coins simultaneously with the ham- 
mered pieces. He met with little favour with the authorities at the mint, 
and in 1572 the coins struck by his process came to an end, not to be re- 
adopted for nearly a century. 

Peter Blondeau, a medallist of Pairs, invented a new machine, also on 
the principle of the mill and screw, but an improvement on that of Mestrell. 
In 1649, Parliament having heard of the great advance in the manutfac- 
turing of coins, sent for Blondeau that our coinage might be put on a bet 
ter standard. His entrance into the mint, however, was objected strongly 
to by the moneyers already there, and resulted in the issue by Ramage of 4} 
series of patterns to show that foreign aid was not required. These pieces} 
were very inferior to the beautiful patterns in silver issued by Blondeau.| 
The opposition, however, became too strong and in 1656 he was forced to} 
resign; he returned to Paris with a pension of £100. 

It must be conjectured that he left his mill at the mint, for how else 
could the fine Cromwell patterns have been struck; but it was probably) 
through the absence of the expert that the die of the crown broke and the 
flawed coins were struck. 

At the restoration he was invited back by Charles II, who confirmed his 
pension and appointed him provost of the moneyers and engravers at the 
London Mint, which post he held for fourteen years. Hawkins gives the) 
text of his agreement ‘‘to furnish all the mills, rollers, presses, and other} 
instruments, to cut, flatten, make round and size the pieces; the engines to 
mark the edges of the money with letters and grainings, the great presses 
for the coinage of monies, and all other tools and engines for the new way) 
of coining.’’ Blondeau also engaged ‘‘to discover his secrets in rounding) 
pieces before they are sized, and in marking the edges of the monies.” 

After the signing of Blondeau’s agreement a competition was entered into} 
between Thos. Simon, the chief engraver at the mint, and John Roettier, of 
Antwerp, as to whom should make the dies for the new coinage. Roettier’s) 
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patterns having been preferred he was entrusted with the work. It was 
then that Simon produced his celebrated ‘‘Petition crown.’’ 

In 1662 crowns only were struck, and in the following year these were 
slightly reduced in size and were issued with half crowns and shillings. 
There are several busts on each of these denominations, showing the King 
getting older and representing him with a broader head. The sixpences 
were not issued till 1674 and have only one bust. 

A custom commenced with this issue of placing a mark upon the coins 
when they were made from a consignment of silver coming from a definite 
source.

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MEN WHO CORNERED COINS. 


Nearly everyone has come across individuals who are under the delusion 
that English 1861 pennies contain a large percentage of gold. The gold, of 
course, is non-existant. But that fact has not prevented many estimable 
individuals collecting all the 1861 pennies they could lay their hands upon 
with a view to melting them down. A Bradford man named Meyes, who 
died last year, used to boast that he possessed 7,000. He estimated their 
valuecat- £125. 

In small towns it is quite possible to corner, for a limited period, coing 
of any one denomination. At a Welsh holiday resort the local band was so 
indignant at the large proportion of halfpennies in its ‘“‘silver collections” 
that it locked up every halfpenny received. In a few weeks there was hard- 
ly a halfpenny in the town, and the band thenceforth reaped a harvest of 
pennies. A Manchester man was so struck by the inconvenience which re- 
sulted that, on returning home, he opened a ‘“‘Copper Change,’’ where, for 
a small commission, he received packages ot pence from those whose busi- 
ness brought them in too many, giving them silver in exchange. 

In 1899 an Irishman of Cashel made a bet that thirty single shillings 
could not be got in all the shops on a certain day. For days in advance he 
changed innumerable sovereigns and bank notes, thus cornering practically 
all the silver. He won his bet, his opponent, who was, of course, in igno- 
rance of the trick, being able to scrape together only eleven shillings. 

Cornering coins with criminal intent led to a Bayonne Frenchman named 
Bornier getting five months imprisonment in August last. Bornier corner- 
ed several thousand 1888 sou pieces, and sold them at fifty centimes (10 
cents) each to simple-minded peasants, by declaring that the French Goy- 
ernment was going to make each sou bearing that date token money for 
one franc. He swindled over 200 persons before being apprehended. 

The ordinary type of the 1887 sixpence, though worth nothing more than 
its nominal value, has been almost completely cornered by a number of in-- 
dividuals who believe that it will rise in price as a memento of Queen 
Victoria’s jubilee. Of the tens of thousands issued from the mint few speéi- 
mens are now in circulation. 

Cornering gold coins demands a capital which few men possess. At 
Dieppe, however, some years ago, there was a sudden scarcity of ten-frane 
and twenty-franc pieces, which was traced to an American visitor named 
Bragg, who, for some cryptic reason, had the day before changed several 
hundred bank notes of high value into gold. Laden with the coins he leit 
for Paris, and it was not for a week that the normal amount of gold re- 
turned to the town. : 

Superstition has led many ignorant individuals to collect large numbers } 
of coins of a particular denomination. A remarkable ca_e occurred in South | 
Russia several years ago. A “prophet” appeared at Berdiansk, on the Sea} 
of Azov, and proclaimed that he had come to save the worid. Meeting | 
with a bad reception from the townspeople, he tramped inland and gained} 
many peasant adherents. Among other queer doctrines, he preached that} 
all five-kopek pieces issued in 1831, the year of the emancipation of the . 
serfs, were “holy.” They were to be brought to him for preservation in an 
oaken chest. When Russia got into difficulty all these coins would turn to} 
gold and save the empire. 

Over an area of 300 square miles the peasants feverishly set about col-| 
lecting the holy money. When the prophet had collected about £40 worth} 
he decamped, after changing them at a local bank for gold. 

An attempt to corner the Maria Theresa dollars, which are used as Cur- 
rency in many parts of northern Africa, collapsed owing to a queer cause. 
An Abyssinian, Ras Makoppo, conceived the ingenious idea of collecting all 
specimens of these coins extant in his district. As they were old coins, he 
reasoned they would rise in value. After he had possessed himself of about/ 
3,000 he found that the country was as well supplied with them as ever. 
While he had been busy collecting them, modern Maria Theresa dollar) 
made in Germany were being imported by the thousands. The result Was} 
that the coin fell in value, and the too astute chief lost half his wealth. 

Birmingham boasts the only man who corners bad coins. This gentle-| 
man has a unique collection of false money. Some years ago he issued @/ 
notice to various tradespeople that he would give one-quarter of the nomi-} 
nal value for certain specimens of counterfeit coins which might have | 
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passed upon them. He now possesses several thousand, some so like good 
money that the fraud is not perceptible, some so clumsily made that it is 
hard to understand how any tradesman could have been taken in.—London 
Tidbits. 


THE LAST MEDAL OF THE BELGIAN WAR SERIES. 


_ The sixth and last medal, Exercise XVIII, 1923, issued by La Societe Les 
Amis de la Medaille d’Art, at Brussels, Belgium, was designed by G. Dev- 
rese, and was struck to commemorate the sacrifice of the Belgians to the 
glory of their country. The medal is entitled ‘‘La Defence Civile.’’ 


It shows on the obverse the portraits of Cardinal Mercier; the Mayor, Ad. 
|Max; L. Theodor, President or the Order of Belgian Barristers, and Pro- 
fessor Pirenne. At the leit, ‘1914-t8.’’ The reverse represents the de- 
ported workman refusing to work against his own country and defying the 
enemy, with the inscription, ‘“‘L’Allemagne Retablit l’Esclavage, 15 Mai, 
1916” (German Reestablished Siavery). The medal is struck in bronze. 
The illustration is reduced. It measures 2% inches in diameter. (See

MEDAL FOR INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITION OF INVENTIONS. 


The award medal struck for the International Exposition of Inventions, 
iNew York, February 16-24, 1923, was designed by Julio Kilenyi, of New 
York City. It was struck by the firm of I. F. Newman and the American

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Satirical Tokens of Napoleon III. 
By O. Pi) HKLUND: 


The curious satirical tokens of Napoleon III struck, it is said, at the in- 
stigation of some of the French officers who had to surrender their arms 
after the capitulation of Sedan, are undoubtedly one of the most interesting 
series of its kind. 

A description, with a free translation of the legends, of the different 
varieties in my collection follows, but no claim is made that it includes all 
varieties issued. 


1. Bust of Napoleon III wearing a Prussian war helmet; legend around. 
NAPOLEON III LE MISERABLE (Napoleon III the miserable), 2 DECHM- 
BRE. Reverse, an owl on a thunderbolt; legend, VAMPIRE DE LA FRANCE 
(Vampire of France) SEDAN 2 SEP. BRE 1870. Copper. Size 32mm. 


2. Bust as preceding; legend around, NAPOLEON III LE MISERABLE.

(Not having the courage to 
die at the head of my army, I deliver myself up to my brother of Prussia). 
This legend refers probably to a note sent to Emperor William I of Prussia 
by Napoleon, after the surrender at Sedan, as follows: ‘‘Sir, My Brother: 
Not having been able to die at the head of my troops, I lay my sword before 
Your Majesty. Your Majesty’s good brother, Napoleon.’ Reverse, same 
as preceding.

Besides these tokens, numerous coins of Napoleon III were mutilated in a 
satirical manner by engraving Prussian war helmets, officers’ caps, etc., on 
the head of the Emperor. Of these the copper ten centimes are the most 
common. In this collection are eleven varieties, all of entirely different 
designs. Some have an owl’s head punched in over the eagle’s head on 
reverse.

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The Cents of 1802.

In describing the obverses of these cents the position of the 1 of date was 
used, as it is easily seen and makes two divisions; then the edge of forelock 
and the R and hair. These are all the points necessary to tell the die, ex- 
cept Obverse 4—a T cut over a Y. The reverses are divided, first, as wreath 
with or without stems; the ones with stems according to fraction; those with 
perfect fraction as to the number of berries. The detailed descriptions are 
given for the purpose of finding new dies. Breaks and cracks are mentioned 
only incidentally, as the same die may be found both perfect and broken.

Items from the Press. Collected by M. Sorensen. 


A medal presented to his grandfather by Commodore Perry is the proud 
‘possession of William McClaskey, of Cawker City, Kan. The medal is of 
generous size and weight. On the obverse is a portrait of the Commodore 
and the legend, ‘‘Presented by the Government of Pennsylvania.’’ The re- 
yerse carries the immortal words: ‘‘We Have Met the Enemy and They Are 
Ours,’ and the following: “To Alex. McClaskey, in Testimony of His Patriot- 
ism and Bravery in the Naval Action on Lake Erie, September 10, 1813.” 
Three men were sent to locate a fort, and Alexander McClaskey was one of 
the three. He and another returned, the third one being lost sight of and 
never again found. Their work in locating the enemy virtually led to the 
end of the war with Great Britain, and Commodore Perry ordered two medals 
struck in honor of the two men. It is possible the one now in Mr. McClas- 
key’s possession is the only one of its kind now in existence. 


That the artistic balance is being rapidly shifted from the west coast of 
Hurope to the west coast of America is the belief of Scotch newspapers, ac- 
cording to Frank Morley Fletcher, delegate from Scotland on the jury of 
award at the Fifth International Print Exhibition, which opened recently 
at the Los Angeles County Museum. The statement carried in leading

The Nebraska State Bar Association has awarded medals to the winners 
of its essay contest dealing with the Constitution of the United States. The 
nedal, designed by Fenton Flaming, is to be used for both State and dis- 
rict championships. The State is divided into eighteen judicial districts, 
nd gold, silver and bronze medals are awarded to the winners of first, sec- 
md and third places in each district and in the entire State. 


Prof, Elihu Thompson, one of the founders of the General Electric Com- 
‘any and holder of more than 700 patents, is the first American to win the 
ord Kelvin medal. This is awarded every three years by British and Ameri- 
N engineering societies jointly. Professor Thompson, who is head of the 
search laboratory at the Lynn, Mass., works of his company, will sail for 
ondon in July to receive his decoration. 


| The Italian Government has instituted a new order, to be awarded to men 
Od women having performed meritorious manual labor in the industries 
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or agriculture. It is intended as an award for industry, faithfulness and 
discipline. One hundred orders will be awarded yearly to manual laborers 
having worked in the same industry 25 years, and to farm laborers having 
worked for the same employer uninterrupted 35 years. 


The conversion of barren sand hills into one of the world’s most magnifi- 
cent parks has been the life work of John McLaren, born in Scotland in 
1846, and who in 1887 went to San Francisco. He set his mind to work a 
revolution on the sand dunes bordering the city of San Francisco. The 
- Massachusetts Horticultural Society has seen fit to honor McLaren in a most 
notable way. Through a liberal endowment of George Robert White, a 
wealthy Bostonian, the society is able to award a fine gold medal each year 
to some person famous for achievements in the line of horticulture. Hach 
medal has a gold value of $400. So far 15 medals have been awarded. 
This medal is the highest horticultural award possible of bestowment in 
the United States. 

Prof. Albert Sauveur, of Harvard University, has been presented with the 
Bessemer gold medal by the British Iron and Steel Institute ‘‘in recognition 
of service in advancement of metallurgy.” He is the first American so hon- 
ored in 28 years. 


Miss Blanche Knox, of Erie, has been awarded the Cleveland Dodge medal 
for heroic service while with the Near-East Relief. She spent two years 
with the Near-East Relief in Turkey and Armenia. :

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Editorial Comment—Numismatic News. 
THE CLEVELAND CONVENTION OF THE A. N. A. 


There are several reasons why the attendance at the Cleve!and Convention 
of the American Numismatic Association should be larger then at any pre- 
vious convention. First, the membership is larger than ever before; second, 
Cleveland is located only a short distance from three other cities having 
local numismatic societies—Rochester, Detroit and Chicago; third, a very 
considerable percentage of the entire membership is located within a com- 
paratively short distance of the convention city; and fourth, Cleveland has 
the reputation of being one of the most beautiful cities in the United States 
and one worth visiting, even without the attraction of the A. N. A. gathering. 

Of course, the usual exhibit of coins will be a feature that will attract 
many. The exhibit varies in character every year, but is always interest- 
ing and instructive, and to a collector is worth traveling many miles to see. 

At the time this is written we have not received any information—not 
even a hint—as to the nature of the entertainment that is being arranged 
by the local numismatic club—the Western Reserve Numismatic Club. This 
matter, however, will be well taken care of by the committee and announce 
in due time. 

For the information of the many new members who have joined the as- 
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‘sociation during the past year, it may be said that A. N. A. conventions are 
held annually, and every member is entitled to attend and have a vote and 
-yoice in the business sessions. Every member is also entitled to space in 
the exhibition cases for an exhibit of specimens from his collection. The 
exhibit is open to the public and is adequately safeguarded in every way. 
Those intending to make exhibits should notify the local committee, of 
which Chas. H. Fisher, Care The Bailey Company, Cleveland, Ohio, is chair- 
man, as to the amount of space required for their exhibits. Each member 
attending is also entitled to take part in all the entertainment features 
arranged by the local committee, the cost of which is borne by the visitors, 
according to custom. This plan has been in use for several years and has 
been found highly satisfactory. 

The attendance of new members or those who have never attended a con- 
yention is particularly requested. The acquaintance of and mingling with 
the foremost collectors of the country for a few days will give a new col- 
Jector, or even an old one, a broader view of numismatics and a greater in- 
terest in the subject, as well as an opportunity to acquire or dispose of 
specimens, if he so desires. He will also learn much about the A. N. A. 
and the work it is endeavoring to accomplish. It is today, and has been 
for several years, the largest numismatic society in the world. It makes — 
no pretence of being an organization of numismatic experts, but is, rather, 
an organization of all grades of collectors, from the beginner to the expert, 
with the buik of its members grading between the two extremes. 


COSTA RICA HAS ANOTHER ISSUE OF COUNTERMARKED COINS. 


Our attention has been called by Farran Zerbe to the latest issue of coun- 
termarked coins of Costa Rica, who has furnished specimens for illustra- 
tion. The coins illustrated here are the silver 50 and 25 centavos or centi- 
mos of recent types, one dated 1902 and the other 1889. The countermark 
consists of a circular depression in the center on both sides of the co:n. 

In the circular depression on the 50 centavos is stamped ““‘UN COLON,” 
and on the 25 centavos ‘50 CENTIMOS.” The reverse of each coin has a 
Similar depression with ‘1923.’’ In brief, the countermark doubles the 
value of the coin. As to whether the purchasing power of the stamped 
pieces has been doubled or increased we have no information. 


The colon of Costa Rica, to the value of which the silver 50 centavos 
}has been raised, is a gold coin, but, like the Mexican gold peso, has only 
the value of 50 cents in United States money, the 20 colons being the size 
of the United States $10, and the smaller gold coins in proportion. | 

Perhaps a new financial system has been inaugurated in Costa Rica which 
has made necessary the adjustment of the values of her silver coins. 

The countermarking of coins by Costa Rica is becoming a habit with her. 
Within the last 100 years she has four or five countermarked issues to her 
credit, exclusive of the present one.

WHO WANTS TO BUY A HALF DOLLAR OF 1824? 


In the course of a year a great many letters reach this office from persons 
having coins for sale and inquiring as to their value. Most of them are 
turned over to Charley Markus, chairman of the Committee on Inquiries, 
for a reply. Mr. Markus’ temperament, patience and other good qualities 
make him admirably fitted for such a delicate task. The following letter, 
received by one of our Chicago members, will give an idea of the nature of 
many of the inquiries: 

“Vou are Collectors of old Coins, and no doubt that you would be inter- 
ested to make the discovery of a Century old United States half a dollar 
with 13 stars, the date 1824, a other United States three cent piece 1865, 
a piece of the Republic de Panama 1907, and a Columbia half a dollar 1892. 

“T am sure that you will agree with me that they are old and Valuable 
Coins especially the 1824 would be very hard to duplicate, also the three 
cent piece. I have shown them to American people and they did admit, 
that they never seen any like it in there life. 

“Now I am willing to sell them at a fair price, hence my writing to you, 
and if you are interested of buying them at a fair price let me hear from 
you, aS I am thinking of publishing them in the News Papers, because a 
Century old Coin is great news and a very good Ad.’’ 


JAPAN’S CROWN PRINCE’S WEDDING MEDAL. 


Gilbert S. Perez, of Lucena, Philippine Islands, writes that he has just 
received the Crown Prince of Japan’s Wedding Medal, which he believes ig 
one of the most artistic and exquisite productions of the Imperial mint. He 
says: 

“Tt is a rectangular bronze plaque with the top rounded. The obverse 
shows two medallions garlanded with chrysanthemum branches and flowers. 
In the right one is a full-face bust of the Prince Regent and in the left one 
a bust of the Princess. Below is an inscription in ancient Chinese letters, 
and above, the royal chrysanthemum crest of Japan. 

“The reverse is especially pleasing. It represents two pine trees growing 
close together, with the branches uniting one with the other. On the trunk 
of the larger tree a wistaria vine is growing, the branches binding the trees 
together, while sprays of flowers hang from the lower branches of both 
trees. The symbolism is beautiful and the modeling of the trees exquisite. 
The obverse is by S. Hata and the reverse by I. Sato.” 

Mr. Perez also says that the award medal of the P. A. A. F. has just come 
to him and that it is a great improvement over all medals struck in the 
Philippines. He adds: ‘‘I believe that in the near future we will have some 
Philippine medals equal to the best from France or Belgium.’’ 


OLD SPANISH COINS FOUND IN ALABAMA. 


Young and old in Baldwin county, Alabama, are digging today with every 
available implement in the hope of finding buried treasure. 

Their efforts are due to the sight of old Spanish and Mexican coins dis- 
played by C. C. Coleman, a prosperous farmer and turpentine operator, 
who says his plow turned them up. 

He came in town early today with a handful of the coins and rapidly dis- 
posed of them. The coins were loose in the ground, he said, their container, 
a wooden chest, having rotted to pieces.—Press dispatch from Bay Minette, 
Ala. 
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ON COLLECTING ROMAN BRASS. 


The immense series of Roman brass coins is one of the most fascinating 
in numismatics, for it is full not only of historical interest, but of beauty 
and of art. As a general rule Roman brass aie quite common, especially 
those of the third century, but unfortunately the proportion of specimens 
extant in anything like beautiful preservation is exceedingly small. The 
great majority of the large pieces (First Brass) are rare in mint condi- 
tion, and when perfect preservation is combined with the exquisite patina 
which age can give to a copper coin the result is a masterpiece of design 
and color far exceeding in beauty any coin struck in the precious metals. 
The commonest patina is a dark green, but occasionally, through the pres- 
ence of iron or other substance in solution with the moisture which attacks 
‘the coin, red-brown, black or even blue patina lends enchantment to even 
the most ordinary of types. Besides, Roman First Brass form a wonderful 
‘picture gallery; on account of their large size the portraiture, with very 
few exceptions, is extremely good and the reverses of. the coins depict an 
unending variety of types: Statues of gods and heroes, military parades, 
historical events, famous buildings passing before our eyes fresh from the 
hands of those who gazed on them. To the students in search of historical 
confirmation as well as to the seeker after beauty, Roman brass must al- 
ways appeal, strongly, vividly, for they “being dead, yet speak.’—-Spink & 
Son’s Numismatic Circular. 


THIS {[S SAID TO BE A UNIQUE COIN. 


There is no occasion for collectors to become unduly excited over the 
reported find of what is said to be a unique coin of Alexander the Great 
and which may be the key to the location of his tomb. The news is con- 
tained in a press dispatch from St. John, New Brunswick, as follows: 

“Kicked by the toe of a soldier’s boot out of a trench in Asia Minor dur- 
‘ing the war in 1913 between Greece and Turkey, a silver coin supposed to 
bear the key to the location of the tomb of Alexander the Great, has come 
to light in St. John, and is in the possession of A. M. Carrus, a Greek shoe- 
maker, in Mill street. From time immemorial the legend has been handed 
‘down that the one who should find the lost coin bearing the figure of nine 
pigs, guarded by a shepherd, will come into possession of untold treasures. 
There was only the one coin in existence.”’

This was the home of James A. Garfield, at one time President of the 
United States. The Garfield Monument, built by national subscription, is 
one of the famous memorials of the country.

His burial place is in 
Lake View Cemetery. Tom L. Johnson, nationally known as the father of 
three-cent street car fare, was Mayor of Cleveland for several terms. 
Marcus A. Hanna, at one time United States Senator and national figure, 
resided in Cleveland, and a massive monument has been erected to his 
memory. John D. Rockefeller, oil king and philanthropist, laid the foun- 
dation of his fortune and spent the greater part of his life in Cleveland, and 
his estate here is one of the show places of the city. Cleveland is also the 
home of Newton D. Baker, former Secretary of War.

Cleveland has always been an orderly and thrifty city, notable for its 
large and numerous savings banks, its devotion to schools and colleges, 
libraries, and above all for its home life and healthful environments.

Its choice as 
the location of the Federal Reserve Bank for the fourth district was made 
not only because of what it has accomplished, but also because the city bids 
fair to become increasingly important. 

The climate of Cleveland is of the kind which has proved most favorable 
to the full development of modern civilization. The seasons are strongly 
marked, but the waters of Lake Erie temper the extremes of winter and 
summer, delay the frosts of autumn and hold back the vegetation in the 
spring enough to make fruits more dependable than they are a little far- 
her from the shore of the lake.

In a general way, collectors in the United States have an idea of the) 
extent of the issue of emergency metal coins placed in circulation in Ger-| 
many since the outbreak of the World War. Many of them were illustrated | 
and described in 'THE NUMISMATIST when they first appeared and were 4} 
novelty, and since the close of the war many have found their way into col- 
lections in this country. Perhaps few collectors, however, realize that lod 
many cities issued such tokens. 

Below we give a list of the cities and towns, as well as the different i. 
nominations and metals in which they were struck. It contains 627 locali- 
ties, and the total number of varieties is between 2,000 and 3,000. 

The list was prepared for publication by Rev. Francis S. Betten, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and was copied from a list compiled by Joseph Puetter, of 
Balve, Kreis Arnsberg, Westphalia, Germany, from specimens in his coilee- 
tion. Mr. Puetter is connected with the tax revenue office in his home a 
and began forming the collection when the first issues appeared.

A “Kopek” Mortar From the Early Eighteenth 
Century. 
By DR. EDUARD EYSSEN. 


(Translated from Mitteilungen fur Munzsammler, March, 1924, by Robert 
Robertson.) 


The War and Weapon Museum of the Berlin Ordnance Department has in 
its ‘‘Defence Collection’’ a mortar weighing about 800 pounds, 85 centi- 
meters long, with a bore of 26.5 cm. 

The piece has two linked C’s facing each other, and below, the Roman 
numerals XII, the monogram of the Swedish King Carl XII, and an inscrip- 
tion explaining the remarkable contents of the mass from which the cast- 
ing of the piece was made. 

Fredrik IV of Denmark, Peter the Great of Russia and August II of Sax- 
ony and Poland had allied themselves in the year 1700 to attack and de- 
feat Carl XII, but the latter had, through a quick maneuvre, freed himself 
from the Danes, won a brilliant victory over Czar Peter at Narva, and in 
the following years drove the Saxons out of Poland. Through Silesia he 
went into Saxony and forced King August ‘‘the Strong” to sign the ‘‘Peace 
of Altranstad’’ in 1706. 

At the time when Carl XII advanced on the Elbe a shipload of Russian 
coins fell into his hands. The rich prize was carefully forwarded to Stade, 
the capital city of Bremen and Verden, which had passed over to Sweden 
on the ‘‘Peace of Westphalia,’ 1648. 

Concerning this event and the utilization of the booty, the inscription on 
the mortar gives the solution, it reads: “ZU ZBHITEN IHRO KONIGLICHE 
MAJ. VON SCHWEDEN KONIG CARL DES XII. UND UNTER DERO UBER 
DIE HERZOGTHUMER BREMEN UND VERDEN HOCH VERORDNETEN 


s 
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GENERAL GOUVERNEUR FREY HERREN NICOLAUS VON GYLLDEN- 
STERNS VERANSTALTUNG IST DIESER MORTIER Ao 1705 IN STADE 
GEGOSSEN AUS DENEN AUF DER ELBE AUFGHEBRACHTEN MUSCO- 
WITISCHEN PFENNINGEN.” (‘In the time of His Royal Majesty, King 
Carl XII of Sweden, and during the rule of the General Governor of Bremen 
and Verden, Baron Nicolaus Gylienstierna, and at his command, was this 
piece cast in the City of Stade year 1705, from the Muscovite ‘Pennies’ 
brought up on the Elbe.’’) 

Nearby is a round, coin-like disc of 2.5 cm. diameter, with this descrip- 
tion: “DIESE GROSSE” (this size). 

By the “‘Muscovite Pennies” are, of course, meant kopeks, which were 
@euck In silver from 1538, but after 1655 in copper, and as such were the 
only circulating medium in the eighteenth century. 

Through this we can understand that the captured amount of these the 
smallest coins must have been enormous to make such a large mortar, and 
we Can only surmise at the number that went into the melting-pot. 

This Swedish memento, finished during the times of the brilliant deeds of 
the 25-year-old King, was transferred to Pommerania in Prussian owner- 
ship. 

The mortar was brought from the Stettin Artillery Depot in 1859 to the 
Berlin “‘Museum of Artillery’ attached to the “Ordnance Department,” the 
latter being the foundation of the present collection of weapons and trophies. 


NEW YORK BROKERS STRUGGLING WITH NEW CURREN CY UNITS. 


Foreign exchange brokers in New York, whose trading market hangs sus- 
pended on myriad telephone wires, are Struggling with two new units of 
currency which recently have come into existence, the Russian chervonetz 
and the Polish zloty. 

Trading in these currencies, locally, has not yet reached extensive propor- 
tions, but dealers assert that before long the two odd-sounding exchanges 
will be quoted as freely as sterling or francs. In London the chervonetz 
already has virtually replaced the old Russian ruble as a trading unit.” The 
latter, however, despits its infiniteima] value, is still preferred in the scat- 
tered dealings in this country. 

The Polish zloty officially will Supersede the mark as that country’s unit 
of exchange on July 1. It is now being quoted slightly below par, which is 
5.18 to the dollar, but few transactions have taken place. The zloty is 


legal tender in Poland today, together with marks, which are accepted at 
| their conversion value of 1,800,000 for each new unit. An attempt will be 


made shortly before July 1 to shelve the almost worthless paper mark, but 
conversion privileges will be extended for another year. An emergency is- 
Sue of zloty notes will be replaced by coins after January 1, 1925. 
Introduction of the Russian and Polish newcomers into the foreign ex- 
change ranks directs attention to the appearance abroad of many other 
new units. Some of them are merely old currencies masquerading under 


|; unfamiliar names, while others actually represent new monetary standards 
| designed to replace exchanges whose value has shrunk to almost nothing in 
| post-war inflation. 


The Republic of Latvia, for instance, has adopted as its standard unit 


| the lat, equivalent in value to the gold france. Copper and nickel coins 
: based on the lat hay beeen issued and arrangements have been completed 


for the minting of silver lats. The Free State of Danzig also has estab- 


\ lished a new unit, the gulden, which is equal to a gold franc. 


Lithuania, on the other hand, has abandoned Huropean precedents and 
fixed the nominal value of its new unit, the litas or lit, at one-tenth of the 
American dollar. Austria has announced the introduction of a new silver 


| “shilling” coinage, and several German cities, including Hamburg and 
| Bremen, have adopted emergency currencies. The latter has issued notes 


which bear on their face the value in dollars and the equivalent in gold 


|marks. 


Czecho-Slovakia has undertaken the coinage of gold ducats, which are 


|not included in the regular monetary system and not accepted as legal 
. tender, but are valued by weight in foreign trade transactions.—New York

Editorial Comment—Numismatic News. 
A NEW COUNTERFEIT 1804 CENT. 


Several weeks ago an 1804 cent of an unpublished variety came to light 
in the neighborhood of New York City, which attracted considerable atten- 
tion. It was at first thought by experienced collectors to be genuine, but. 
has been proved to be a counterfeit of a dangerous type. The cent was sub- 
mitted to Mr. Chas. L. Clarke, of Schenectady, N. Y., a collector of United 
States cents, for his opinion. Mr. Clarke is a physicist and consulting engl 
neer of 50 years’ experience and is now connected with the research labo- 
ratory of the General Electric Company. His opinion follows: 


Counterfeit 1804 Cent. 


An 1804 United States cent has been brought to my attention, which fOr | 
some time I thought to be genuine and a variety not described by Doughty. 
The obverse, very good with fine date, passed the test of comparison with 
my own very fine specimen with die break through RTY. The reverse, 
although worn and corroded, appeared in every essential detail to be from 
the same die as the reverse of the 1800 cent, Lot 22, photographically illus- 
trated in Mr. S. H. Chapman’s catalogue of the Beckwith collection of cents, 
sold April 27, 1923. Doughty does not appear anywhere in his book : 
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have described this reverse die (at least not positively to identify it to me), 
a strongly characteristic feature of which is a short fraction line sloping 
downward toward the right and mainly at the right of the numerator. 

In the counterfeit the letter O of OF is not, centrally, exactly opposite 
the cipher of the date, but is nearly so—nearly enough to throw even an 
expert, unless very careful, off his guard. It has the correct thickness, 
diameter and weight, making just allowance for wear and crorosion, and 
could not be separated into two parts when raised on a hot-plate to a tem- 
perature way above that required to melt tinsmith’s solder, as can the usual 
electrotype copies of copper coins. Also, a strong magnifying glass failed 
to indicate on the rim that the cent was made of two parts soldered or 
brazed together. 

Nevertheless, it proves to be partly an electrotype. The obverse of a 
worn and corroded cent (represented, let us say, by Lot 22 of the Beckwith 
collection) was smoothed off and sweated to a relatively thin electrotype 
copy of the obverse of a much better 1804 cent with die break through the 
RTY, care being taken that the two parts should be of the correct combined 
weight, and that the cipher and letter O should come practically opposite. 
The final finishing off with fictitious transverse scoring and nicking across 
the entire width of the rim, was skilfully done. 

The deception was discovered finally, after suspicion somehow arose and 
kept growing, by rubbing the rim with a cork wet with a strong solution of 
_perchloride of iron, which gave the pure copper of the electrotype part an 
even rosy-fiesh color and the impure copper of the reverse part a generally 
_ brownish color. The color contrast by this test was strikingly plain and 
bold. As a check test, I smoothed off the reverse Of a poor 1802 cent, and 
gave it a thick copper electroplate; the same color contrast on the rim was 
| obtained with perchloride as in the case of the counterfeit. 

In addition, due to the fact that while perchloride attacks both copper 
and soldering and brazing alloys, its action on the latter is much faster than 
on the former, it bit into the alloy joining the two copper parts of the 
counterfeit, so as to develop a fine surface crack between them around the 
rim. The proof of the counterfeit character of the coin is thus complete. 

Other similarly made counterfeits may possibly turn up, to be guarded 
against. The manner cf making is ingenious, and likely to prove dangerous 
to the collector unless careful attention be paid to Doughty’s description of 
the genuine cent, especially the reverse.

ROMAN MEDALLION OF LONDON DISCOVERED AT BEAURAINS. 


| The January number of the new French art periodical Arethuse contains 
jthe first authentic account of the remarkable Roman gold medallion found 
jat Beaurains, near Arras, in September, 1922. 

It proves to be even more interesting than the press accounts Suggested 
)at the time. The medallion was one of a large find of Roman gold coins, 
}Of which the majority seem to have been dispersed and lost to science. Its 
|Value was 10 solidi, and it is about the size of an English crown piece. 

| The obverse bears a realistic portrait of the Roman Emperor Constantius 
iChlorus. The reverse shows the Emperor armed on horseback, being wel- 
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comed by a female figure kneeling before the gate of a fortified city, all 
doubts as to the identity of which are removed by the label LON for Lon- 
dinium (London). A river flows in the foreground, on which is a rowing 
galley full of soldiers. The legend is REDDITOR LUCIS AETERNAH, “‘re- 
storer of the eternal light’ (of Rome), and the letters PTR, which prove 
the medallion to have been struck at the mint of Treves. 

The event commemorated by this medal is the entry of Constantius 
Chlorus into London in 296, when he reincorporated Britain in the Roman 
Empire and won the title Britannicus Maximus. In 286 Maximian’s gen- 
eral Carausius had declared himself independent in Britain, where he ruled 
for seven years, during which neither Maximian nor Constantius were able 
to take serious steps against him. He was assassinated in 294 by his lieu- 
tenant Allecuts, who succeeded him. 

By 296 Constantius was ready to invade Britain and deal with Allectus. 
His forces left Boulogne in the fleets in a thick fog. One fleet landed an 
army in Hampshire under Asclepiodotus, who defeated and killed Allectus 
at Woolmer, in Hampshire. The remnants of the latter’s army fled to Lon- 
don in the hope of getting ships to take them to the Continent. While they 
were plundering the city the other fleet, under Constantius, arrived in the 
Thames and soon cleared the city of the plundering rabble. Constantius 
was given a great welcome by the natives, who had had enough of Allectus 
and his Frankish mercenaries, and it is this welcome that this unparalleled 
memorial commemorates. The “Eternal light of the Roman Empire” once 
more refreshed the Britons.—London Morning Post. 


AUGUST STRINDBERG MEDAL. 


To celebrate the seventy-fifth anniversary of the birth of the Swedish 
writer-dramatist, Strindberg, a bronze medal 70 mm. has been struck in 
high relief by the well-known firm D. Holmberg Mynthandel, Stockholm, 
Sweden. 


The obverse is a profile facing the right, which divides the inscription 
“August Strindberg.’’ The reverse depicts the chained Prometheus tor- | 
mented by an eagle, above which are the dates of Strindberg’s birth and | 
death. The initials of Ph. O. Beck, the enthusiastic Czecho-Slovakian sculp- | 
tor-designer, appear on both sides of the medal.

COINAGE IN MEXICO SINCE 1537. 


An interesting tabulation of the amount of gold and silver pieces minted 
by the national mint of Mexico, founded by the Viscount Antonio de Men- | 
doza in the year 1537, to the present date has just been published. During 
the colonial period, from the year 1537 to 1821, 68,778,411 gold pesos wé 
minted, and in silver 2,082,260,637.05. During the period of independe 
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anus, 1rOm the year’ 1822 to 1905, 63,112,693.00 pesos in gold were 
struck, while 1,504,122,971.00 in silver were minted. From 1905 to the 
present day, 325,671,966 in gold were minted and in silver 228,849,692.70. 

The total of gold minted according to these figures reaches 457,653,070, 
and in silver 3,815,233,321.85 pesos. 

Mexico today is on a gold basis. The peso fluctuates between 49% and 
48% cents United States currency. At the present time there is no paper 
money whatever in circulation._—Greater Mexico. 


PRINCE MASAYOSHI MATSUKATA MEDAL. 


Prince Matsukata, Japan’s chief elder statesman, one of the Genro, pass- 
ed away near Tokio March 1. He was born in 1835 and served through the 
Japanese Civil War of Restoration. He was many times a member of the 
Japanese Cabinet. The life span of Matsukata, who in an extended career 
served the Government in many capacities, linked feudal and modern Japan. 
As a youth, clad in medieval Samral armor, he wielded a long spear in the 
imperial armies against the Shogun usurpers. 


Matsukata was regarded as the founder of modern Japanese finance. He 
cstablished the Bank of Japan and also instituted the gold basis of curren- 
cy. During the earthquake in Japan last September it was reported that 
Prince Matsukata was among those killed. The medal was designed by the 
well-known Japanese medal engraver, J. Iida. J. deL. 


PLUGGED AND COUNTERMARKED FOREIGN GOLD COINS. 


During tle latter part of the eighteenth and the early part of the nine- 
teenth century the Governments of some British colonies, especially in the 
West Indies, ordered foreign gold coins, generally Portuguese and Spanish, 
to be mutilated by piercing and then plugging the perforation with gold of 
‘Similar fineness to restore the coins to their standard weight. That part of 
the plug on the obverse was usually countermarked in seript capitals or Ro- 
man capitals with the initials of the person to whom the countermarking 
was entrusted, but the mutilated coin was generaly countermarked on the 
Obverse with either the initial of the colony in an Italic or Roman capital, 
or an heraldic device. The main object of piercing, plugging and counter- 
marking the coins was to prevent their being exported from the colony, as 
‘the mutilated and countermarked coins were no longer legally current in 
the countries for which they had originally been minted. It was subse- 
quently discovered that the plugs and countermarks were counterfeited, 
sold with a large amount of alloy, and gilded brass and copper, instead of 
gold of the correct standard, being used for the plugs. Ultimately the 
piercing, plugging and countermarking was abandoned.—Henry Garside in 
Spins s Numismatic Circular. 
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GERMANY RESUMES COINAGE OF SILVER ON SMALL SCALE, 


The silver stock of the Reichsbank, the unloading of which for several 
years continuously threatened the international silver market, will be used 
up within some months, owing to the decision of the German Government 
to mint new silver coins. At the beginning of 1923 the silver stock of the 
Reichsbank totaled 28,000,006 troy ounces of fine silver, of which a great 
part was deposited abroad, especially in Holland and Sweden, while the 
balance was in the cellars of the Reichsbank at Berlin. During past years 
increasing quantities were deposited abroad, to be sold when the oppor- 
tunity offered. Thus, during the year 1923 a total of 4,000,000 ounces was 
shipped to Holland, where it was sold; the Dutch buyers afterward shipped 
almost all the silver for resale purposes to London. 

Further quantities of the Reichsbank’s silver during the past year were 
taken from its foreign deposits and also small parcels were sold to the 
German jewelry industry, so that the total sales of Reichsbank silver dur- 
ing 1923 will amount to about 5,600,000 ounces. However, fair amounts 
were also bought during that year, when the silver price at home went be- 
low the world market level. This was especially the case early in 1923, 
and during the fall the Reichsbank bought all quantities available at low 
prices. 

As a result its purchases during 1923 amounted to 1,600,000 ounces. 
The net decrease during the year thus totaled 4,000,000 ounces, reducing 
the stock at the beginning of 1924 to 24,000,000 ounces. It should be men- 
tioned that this stock is not published in the Reichsbank’s weekly balance 
sheet, and is therefore a secret of the Reichsbank. Silver stocks in private 
hands in Germany are about 6,000,000 ounces. 

The production of silver in Germany has decreased during last year to 
about 3,360,000 ounces, as compared with 3,840,000 in 1922, mainly owing 
to the occupation of the Rhineland and the Ruhr and owing to the loss of 
Upper Silesia. The main producer is the Mansfeld Company, the output of 
which constitutes 70 per cent. of the total. Other producers are the Stol- 
berg Company, the Prussian State, and the Saxonian State. 

The industrial consumption of silver last year continued its decline, as 
the increasing prices in paper marks made the ue of silver or gold for jew- 
elry purposes always more difficult. The use of plated articles instead of 
silver articles increased. Jewelry was mainly consumed by foreigners vyisit- 
ing Germany, while the main part of the jewelry articles produced by the 
German industry was shipped abroad, mainly to South America. 

The silver coins which in pre-war times had circulated in Germany most- 
ly had been melted down for their silver content, or had been hoarded by 
the population. Total German consumption of silver had decreased to a 
smail percentage of pre-war consumption, when the stabilization of the 
mark changed the situation. | 

As the German Government was not yet able to balance its budget the 
minting of new silver coins was decided, the intrinsic value of these coins 
being only 25 per cent. of the face value. Thus, the Government had a net 
profit of three-fourths of a gold mark from each silver mark newly coined. 
As it is at first intended to coin silver mints in the total nominal value of 
$75,000,000, this will mean a profit for the Government of about $5,000,000. 
And if the population is willing to accept these new coins freely, a furifer 
$75,000,000 will be coined. In order to avoid a new inflation outstanding 
paper money to the same equivalent as the new silver coins issued wii 
eventually be withdrawn from circulation. 

The new silver coins have a fineness of 500 silver, whereas the remaining 
500-1000 will consist of copper. There are minted three-mark and one- 
mark coins, which contain 7.5 and 2.5 grams of fine silver, the intrinsi¢ 
value of which is about 0.75 and 0.25 gold marks, respectively. The total 
quantity of silver needed for the minting of the first set of nominal $75,000,- 
000 will be 24,000,000 ounces; that is, just the actual silver stock of the 
Reichsbank. The first silver coins were put into circulation in the middle 
of April, and the Reichsbank statement of April 15, 1924, shows for the 
first time in many years silver coins to the total nominal value of 964,500 
gold marks. 

In order to procure the silver needed for coining purposes the Reichsbank 
already has removed all its silver deposits from abroad to Germany. If it 
should be decided to coin another $75,000,000 faee value of new silver 
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coins, the Government will be compelled to buy up to 24,000,000 ounces 
of silver in the world market, which may result in a fair increase of the 
silver price.—New York Evening Post.

ORIGIN OF THE BRITISH MUSEUM. 


The British Museum had its origin in the bequest of Sir Hans Sloane, a 
famous physician and naturalist, who provided in his wil] that his famous 
museum should be given to the public, provided that $100,000 should be 
paid to his family, which sum scarcely exceeded the intrinsic value of tha 
gold and silver medals, coins, ores and precious stones, which had cost Sir 
Hans about $250,000. In addition, he bequeathed his library of 50,000 
volumes and 3,556 manuscripts. Soon after his death Parliament voted 
| the necessary sum to his daughters and took over the collection, which thu; 
formed the nucleus of the British Museum, the greatest institution of its 
| kind in the world. | 
; Sir Hans was an Irishman, born in the Green Island, of Scotch parents, 
}and while a physician by profession he had a passion for natural history 
| which caused him at one time to spend 16 months in Jamaica, where he 
| Wrote a natural history of the island. In 1716 he was created a baronet by 
George I, being the first physician to receive that title.

Type XVII. Thetford mint. The sceptre fleury held by the left hand, as 
plate xix, figure 2. 

Type XVII. Variety A. Oxford mint. The sceptre pommée not held at 
all. Hildebrand records only two examples of this variety, both of London. 

Type XIX. Aylesbury mint, formerly attributed to Harthacnut, but be- 
lieved by Mr. Parsons, volume XI, page 25 of the Society’s Journal, to be of 
this reign.

about B. C. 450 to 275 bronze bricks (aes signatum) existed concurrently 


with aes rude and aes grave, but cannot be regarded as transitional from 
one to the other. The libral as (aes grave) was not introduced until after 
B. C. 335. Its nominal standard was probabiy Attic rather than Oscan. No 


reduction in the weight of the as seems to have been made before B. C. 275. 
Between 275 and 268 the weight of the as seems to have fallen rapidly. 


By the end of this period it was approximately that of a triens (4 ounces), 
but in practice it conformed to no fixed standard. Evidence shows that 
down to B. C. 244 asses of 3 or 4 ounces continued to be issued. 

The denarius (B. C. 268) was probably equivalent to 10 triental asses. 


It seems probable, however, that actually the denarius bore no direct rela- 


tion to the cast pieces, but part of a new struck coinage, of which the bronze 
factors were triens, quadrans, sextans and uncia. At first the denarius 
seems to have been issued only in small quantities. Until the second Punic¢ 
war issues of silver coins from the Roman mint appear to have been inter- 
mittent. Struck asses of the sextantal, or two-ounce, standard were intro- 
duced probably about B. C. 242.

How Coin Blanks Are Made. 


The following is reprinted from a recent issue of Brass World. It will be 
of interest to new collectors, and perhaps to many of the older ones. The 
firms mentioned, the Scovill Manufacturing Company and Benedict & Burn- 
ham, were both located in Waterbury, Conn., and many years ago did an 
extensive business in the manufacture of Hard Times tokens and store cards. 

Forty million nickel blanks and 43,000 penny blanks were turned out 
last year by the Scovill Mfg. Co. for the Government. The manufacture of 
penny and nickel blanks is an old task of this company and it is believed 
to be the only concern in the country which makes this form of the nation’s 
money. 

These coins, which are manufactured solely on order of the Government, 
are shipped to the mints, and there receive the official imprint which makes 
them legal tender as one and five cent pieces. 

The manufacture of coins by this company almost parallels its history. 
Before it began to make coins for the Government, both Scovill and Bene- 
dict & Burnham made what were called ‘store cards’’ or ‘‘Hard Times’’ 
tokens which they issued and circulated themselves on par with the Govy- 
ernment money. From 1820 to 1845, Scovill’s issued a variety of business 
metallic cards and tokens. They were called ‘‘Hard Times’’ tokens be- 
cause this period was known as the ‘‘hard times period,’ due to the great 
currency problems, theories and practices of the administrations of Jack- 
son and Van Buren, during which Webster was the leading exponent of a 
paper currency and Thomas H. Benton stood steadfastly for a metallic circu- 
lating medium. 

' Specie payments were suspended, metallic money bearing the stamp of 
the Government disappeared from trade and necessity for a circulating 
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medium of fractional value brought into use the round copper and brass 
pieces that had been made and issued to answer the purposes of business 
advertisement and to exploit political sentiments and convictions, many of 
the pieces bearing allusions to the policies of the two above mentioned 
statesmen. 

In 1834 the Scovill company actually challenged the exclusive right of 
the Government to issue coins and for the next seven years issued coins of 
nearly 200 different designs. Most of these were stamped from sheet cop- 
per, although a few were alloyed with tin. They passed as current coin 
even after their manufacture ceased. In 1842 the Government enjoined 
the issue. After 1866 the Scovill company furnished the United States 
mint with blanks for the three-cent ‘‘nickels’’ and after 1890 with blanks 
for the one-cent bronze and the five-cent nickel coins. Many coins, both 
blanks and fully stamped, have been issued by Scovill’s from time to time 
for most of the South American states. About the time of the World War 
the concern had a big order for blanks for Italian lira, which kept it busy 
for a long time. 

The most notable achievement in the history of the country in the line 
of medal making is said to be the full set of medals, 23,757 in number, 
furnished by Scovill’s for the Columbian Exposition in 18938. 

The blanks or planchets, as they are called, for the one-cent and five-cent 
coins are stamped out from sheets of copper alloy, rolled down to the thick- 
ness. The planchets are sorted and weighed. Overweight pieces are filed 
down; underweight pieces are remelted. The planchets next go to a mill- 
ing machine where they receive the raised edge which protects the design 
on the coin from abrasion. The edges are raised only a little higher than 
the device. Otherwise, continual rubbing on counters and other coins would 
erase the device. The raised edge also allows the coins to be piled one on 
another steadily. The process is, by a very beautiful piece of mechanism, 
in the following manner: 

Several planchets are placed in one of the brass vertical tubes of which 
there are several for different sized coins. At the bottom of the tube the 
lowest planchet is struck by a revolving wheel on one side and the fixed 
segment on the other. The segment is on the same curve as the wheel, 
though somewhat nearer to it at the farther end. The planchet is caught 
in a narrow groove cut in the wheel and segment and the space being some- 
what less than the diameter of the planchet the edge is crowded up. The 
planchet makes four revolutions when it reaches the end of the segment and 
being released from the groove falls into a box below. The edge is per- 
fectly smooth, the reeding being put on in the process of coining. 

Actual coining, or making the impress, is done at the mint by presses 
carrying the dies with the design used on the coin. The arch of the coin- 
ing press is a solid piece of cast iron weighing several tons. In the interior 
of the arch is a nearly round plate of brass called a triangle. It is fastened 
to a lever above by two steel bands, called stirrups. There is a stout arm 
above it connected with the triangle by a ball and socket joint, and it is 
this arm which forces down the triangle. The arm is connected with the 
end of the lever above by a joint somewhat like that of the knee and forces 
down the arm until it is perfectly straight. By that time the crank has 
revolved and is lowering the lever, which forces out the knee again and 
raises the arm. As the triangle is fastened to the arm it has ito follow all 
its movements. Under the triangle, buried in the lower part of the arch, 
is a die stake. 

Into this is fastened the reverse die. The die stake is arranged to rise 
about an eighth of an inch, but when down is rests firmly on the solid 
foundation of the arch. Over the die stake is a steel collar in which is a 
hole just large enough to allow a blank planchet to drop upon the die. In 
the triangle above, the obverse die is fastened, which moves with the trian- 
gle; and when the knee is straightened the die fits into the collar and 
presses down upon the reverse die. Just in front of the triangle is an up- 
right tube made of brass and of the size to hold the blank planchets to be 
coined. The blank planchets are examined by tthe operator and the per- 
fect ones are placed in this tube. As they reach the bottom they are seized 
singly by a pair of steel feeders, in motion as similar to that of the finger 
and thumb as is possible in machinery, and carried over the collar and 
dropped upon the die. The knee is straightened, forcing the obverse die to 
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enter the collar and press both sides of the blank at once. The sides of the 

collar are fluted, and the intense pressure expands the blank planchet about 

one-sixteenth of an inch, filling the collar and producing on the coin the 
fluted edge. 

The stamped coins go to an automatic weighing machine which has three 
receptacles, one for the planchets which exceed the proper weight, and 
which after having thus been rejected are forwarded to be filed off to the 
required weight. The middle receptacle is for those of exact weight and 
the third and fourth receptacle for those too light for coinage and hence 
rejected and remelted. 

They are then counted by counting boards, by means of which $25 in the 
five-cent pieces can be counted in less than one minute. These boards are 
a flat surface of wood with copper partitions the height and size of the 
coins to be counted, rising from the surface at regular intervals and running 
parallel with each other from top to bottom. These boards are worked by 
hand, over a box, and as the pieces are counted they slide into a drawer 
prepared to receive them; after which the counted coins are put in bags 
and removed to the office of the coiner, where they are again weighed. 

The dies which stamp the coins are engraved in the mint itself. Their 
preparation is a work requiring considerable skill and care. The steel 
gelected must be of moderately fine grain and uniform texture and when 
polished should show no spots or patches under a magnifying glass. Two 
short lengths, cut from bars of steel and forged into rough dies, are next 
made as soft as possible by careful annealing. After being faced up flatly 
and smoothly in a lathe they pass into the hands of the engraver who traces 
upon them their appropriate images, obverse and reverse, and works these 

out with steel tools. When the new matrices or maternal dies, after re- 
| peated impressions on clay, ete., and alteration, are found correct, they 
are ready for hardening——a process simple enough as regards plain steel, 
but here very critical, seeing that a delicate engraving has to be kept intact. 
Each matrix is first protected with a mask, composed of fixed oil thickened 
with animal charcoal, or of lampblack and linseed oil. 

They are then placed face downwards in a crucible and burned in animal 
charcoal. After being heated a cherry red they are taken out with a pair of 
tongs, plunged in a large body of water, moved about rapidly till all noise 
ceases, and left in the water till quite cool. If the matrix pipes or sings, 
there is probably a crack in it. The hardened die is next polished and tem- 
pered, the former by holding it against a running iron disk, coated with 
flour emery and oil, the latter by putting it in water, which is gradually 
raised to the boiling point, then allowed to cool slowly or by placing it on a 
heated bar of iron until is acquires a rich straw color. To increase its 
strength an iron may be shrunk upon it. The matrix, heated as described, 
can then be used to multiply coins or medals, but it is preferred to use it 
for first producing punches or steel impressions in relief. 
| The matrix is then laid aside and the punches used to produce any num- 

ber of steel dies. These are fac-similes of the matrix and when completed 
are used for the purposes of coinage. 


LA SOCIETE LES AMIS DE LA MEDAILLE D’ART. 


(The Secretary’s Annual Report for 1923, March 30, 1924. Free translation by 
Guy deLagerberg.) 


At the end of the past year the Society has seen the number of its mem- 
| bers increase. The few deaths and resignations have been compensated 
for by the admission of new members, a considerable number of whom re- 
Side abroad. We have at present more than 525 (of which about one hun- 
dred are from the United States). 

You have received the medal of Lieutenant-General Baron Jacques, the 
| Successful work of Eug. J. De Bremaecker, who reproduced faithfully the 
vigorous features of the valiant and popular general, in whom your society 
recognized the symbol of our army. This medal belonged still to Exercise 
SXVI (1921). ; 
| To the Exercise for the following year belong two medals of the .com- 
memorative series of the war. Both of these have been distributed to you. 
|One of them, the fourth, commemorates the defense of Namur and is the 
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work of Pierre Theunis; the City of Namur, proudly set between the Meuse 
and the Lambre, defies the Austrian shelis, and its garrison is represented 
on the reverse side, in a most vigorous ensemble, landing at Ostend. 

The fifth, which we owe to the talent of Ch. Samuel, recalls the defense 
of Yser and the martyrdom of Ypres. The symbolic conception of the aid 
given in 1914 by the Yser and the Franch sailors to the Belgian Army, and 
of the guard maintained by the English army up to November, 1918, over 
the ruins of Ypres, are brought bouetney with the most striking realism in 
execution. 

Contrary to the expectation, of wahial your committee informed you, 
serious and persistent difficulties in the striking of the sixth medal, the 
work of Geo. Devreese, have prevented us from distributing the same to you. 
However, it will soon be ready. This medal is the only one belonging to 
the Exercise XVIII, 1923. Tothe one now beginning will belong the seventh 
and eighth medals, entrusted to Hyp. Le Roy, ‘‘The Offensive of Flanders 
and Re-entry of the King into Brussels,’ and Armand Bonnetain, ‘‘Homage 
to the Dead.’’ 

The financial situation of your society will probably enable them to meet 
the expense of striking these two medals, owing to the fact that the Exer- 
cise 1923 consisted of but one medal. However, unless the cost of every- 
thing, and especially that of labor, diminishes to an appreciable extent, 
it is evident, at least for the year 1925, that a revision will be necessary in 
the amount of dues. Therefore, your committee requests authorization, if 
it be found necessary, to increase for one year the amount of same. 

The activity of your society continues to manifest itself, both in Belgium 
and abroad. 

In our country the Committee of Organization of the Triennial Salon of 
Antwerp decided to devote a special section to Medals. It entrusted the 
preparation of this section to your President, and you may have observed 
how well your committee was inspired. The medallic section was composed | 
of no less than twenty cases. Fourteen medallists from Belgium joined, 
viz.: Messrs. A. Bonnetain, Eug. J. Bremaecker, Edw. Deckers, Fl. De 
Cupyer, G. Devreese, Ph. Du Bois, J. Dupon, J. Jourdain, Hyp. Le Roy, 
Mademoiselle J. Lorrain, A. Mauguoy, G. Petit, V. Rousseau, Ch. Samuel, 
P. Theunis, P. Wissaert and Jas. Witterwulghe. | 

To make known at home what is being done in other countries, the 
President has invited a series of foreign medallists with the most different | 
characteristics to exhibit a selection of their works.

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THE LIFE OF PAPER MONEY. 


Down in the tropics where native workmen often carry paper money 
tucked inside their shirts, against their bodies, its life is very short. The 
average American paper dollar, circulating right here at home, seldom 
wears more than a year; a $10 bill may last four years, and a $10,000 bill 
—for painfully obvious reasons—never wears out. To make sure that all 
paper used is amply stout, it is put through a testing machine. One piece 
I saw was folded, unfolded and refolded 1400 times before it broke. 

It costs Uncle Sam practically as much to make a $1 bill as it does to 
make a $20, or a $10,000 note—about 1.3 cents each, they told me at the 
Treasury. So, even if it were practicable to use gold, and even if we al- 
ways had enough, it would cost more through loss, by abrasion, to use it 
than to use paper. At that, some $600,000,000 gold is in circulation, or 
theoretically so—for most of it is kept in the vaults of banks. 

Hvery day old paper money moves in a steady stream to the Treasury, 
and new bills move out. More than $1,000,000 a day is destroyed, and of 
course, an enormous amount must be kept on hand to meet new demands. 
In one small cupboard about three feet square I saw $642,000,000 in paper 
money—-said to be the most valuable pile anywhere. 

Our $1 bills, being handled most, wear out soonest. Many of the $2 
bills turned in have one corner torn off—proof that gamblers and others 
still believe a $2 bill is unlucky, and that only by tearing off a corner is the 
hoodoo broken. 

“A $10 biil,’’ says Frank Thiel, Assistant Treasurer, ‘‘will last on an av- 
erage less than four years. Just how much paper money is lost or de- 
stroyed, and never returned for redemption, is difficult to estimate. One 
guess says that it is not more than one-quarter of 1 per cent.’’—Frederick 
Simpich, in Saturday Evening Post. 


AUSTRIANS HOARDING SILVER COINS. 


A dispatch from Vienna to the New York Times says that the public 

revenue of the Austrian Government from December to June was far in ex- 
cess of expenses. It is believed that these high receipts will enable Austria 
to repay the debt owed by her to Czecho-Slovakia against the purchase of 
silver required for coining metallic money. 

These coins have been issued in large quantities, but they do not stay in 
Circulation. The public appears to hord every available shilling. As a re- 
sult of this tendency, a probability exists that if the Government pursues 
its plan of withdrawing paper money in proportion to the new coined issues 
a scarcity of currency will be created. 


PHILADELPHIA MINT TO STRIKE POLISH COINS. 


The 12,009,000 one-zloty and 6,000,000 two-zloty silver pieces which the 
| Republic of Poland contracted for with the American Smelting and Refining 
Company and other concerns wili be coined at the Philadelphia Mint, says 
the Public Ledger. Dies for the new coins are now being prepared. It is 
expected that actual coinage will begin in a few weeks. The zloty is the 
|} new Polish monetary unit and has value of 19.3 cents United States gold. 
The coins will be composed of three parts of silver and one part of cop- 
} per. Their coinage will require approximately 1,900,000 ounces of fine 
Silver. The refining companies will furnish the silver and copper to the 
, mint.

THE “WIDE AWAKE” POLITICAL CLUBS. 


As there are several political tokens having reference to the ‘‘Wide} 
Awake” clubs in the campaign of 1860, particularly among the ee 
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political issues, the following description of the clubs will be of interest to 
collectors of this series, supplementing Mr. King’s reference to them in our 
February issue. It is taken from a recent issue of the National Republican, 
Washington, D. C. 

“One of the picturesque and effective features of the campaign of Abra- 
ham Lincoln in 1860 was the marching clubs known far and wide as the 
‘Wide Awakes.’ This country-wide movement had its origin in Connecticut. 
After making his celebrated Cooper Union speech, Mr. Lincoln made a trip 
through New England. At Hartford the Presidential candidate was greeted 
by a delegation of active Republicans, each wearing a cap and a large cape 
of oilcloth and bearing over their shoulders a long staff, on the end of 
which blazed a brilliant torch-light. This first ‘Wide Awake’ club, as it 
styled itself (according to Nicolay and Hay, biographers of Lincoln), march- 
ing with soldierly step and military music, escorted Mr. Lincoln, on the 
evening of March 5, from the hall where he addressed the people to his 
hotel. The device was so simple and yet so strikingly effective that it im- 
mediately became the pattern for other cities. After the campaign opened, 
there was scarcely a county or village in the North without its organized 
and drilled association of ‘Wide Awakes,’ immensely captivating to the 
popular eye and forming everywhere a vigilant corps to spread the fame of 
and solicit votes for the Republican Presidential candidate. On several 
occasions 20,000 to 30,000 ‘Wide Awakes’ met in the larger cities and 
marched in monster torch-light processions through the principal streets. 
The ‘Wide Awakes’ undoubtedly were an important factor in the election 
of Lincoln. Most of the ‘Wide Awakes’ joined the Union army upon the 
outbreak of the Rebellion and fought for the preservation of their country. 
A great many of the few remaining members of the Grand Army of the 
Republic were proud-stepping ‘Wide Awakes’ in their young manhood.’’

FREIHEIT (Union and Right and Freedom). The one mark has an orna- 
mented edge, but no inscription.

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JAPAN CROWN PRINCE’S WEDDING MEDAL. 


A description of this plaque was printed in the June issue. The illustra- 
tion is from a specimen furnished by J. deLagerberg, Shoreham, N. Y., and 
the description is reprinted. Illustration is slightly reduced. 

A rectangular bronze plaque with the top rounded. The obverse shows 
two medallions garlanded with chrysanthemum branches and flowers. In 
the right one is a full-face bust of the Prince Regent and in the left one a 
bust of the Princess. Below is an inscription in ancient Chinese letters, 
and above, the royal chrysanthemum crest of Japan. 


The reverse represents two pine trees growing close together, with the | 
branches uniting one with the other.

HUGUENOT COINS FOR EUROPEAN RULERS. 


According to press reports, specimens of the Huguenot Souvenir Half 
Dollar will be presented to the Queen of Holland, the King of Belgium and 
the President of France when the pilgrims go to Europe to celebrate the 
Huguenot-Walloon New Netherland tercentenary. The pilgrims will visit 
France, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, Holland, Belgium and England. 
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LONDON ROYAL MINT TO STRIKE COINS FOR RUSSIA. 


In connection with the various statements which have appeared in the 
press during the last few days on the coinage of Russian coins at the Royal 
Mint, Dr. Laserson, the foreign representative of the Currency Department 
of Moscow, yesterday made the following statement: 

“The negotiations with the Royal Mint commenced on March 4 last, when 
Mr. Philip Rabinovitch, the acting chairman of the Soviet Trade Delegation 
in London, and Dr. Laserson visited the Deputy Master of the Royal Mint. 
On March 6 the Deputy Master wrote to the Soviet representative stating 
that he was pleased to inform them that his Majesty’s Government author- 
ised him to undertake the coinage in question. 

‘Following these negotiations, an agreement was concluded with the 
Royal Mint on March 27, according to which the Royal Mint has under- 
taken the coinage of 40,000,000 half rouble pieces—so-called poltinniks— 
representing a total amount of 20,000,000 roubles. The half rouble coin 
is worth about one shilling and is the most popular coin in use. The com- 
position of these coins is 900 parts silver and 100 copper to 1,000; the diam- 
eter 26.67mm.; the total weight 10 grams. 

‘‘All the poltinniks are to be coined by the Royal Mint according to 
the designs and from punches supplied by the Leningrad Mint. 

“Delivery of the whole quantity of coins is to be effected four months 
after the confirmation by the Currency Department of the specimen coin 
supplied by the Royal Mint. 

“The conditions of payment are the usual ones. The Soviet Government 
has never been asked to accept any other conditions for the payment of the 
work done by the Royal Mint than those accepted by any other client of 
the Royal Mint. 

““As regards the silver necessary for the coinage, this is to be supplied in 
the usual way by the Trade Delegation of the Union of Sovet Socialist Re- 
publics in London, and it may be mentioned in this respect that the whole 
quantity of silver needed for the coinage of the 40,00,000 of poltinniks has 
already been secured. 

“The specimen coin manufactured by the Royal Mint, according to the 
punch supplied by the Leningrad Mint, has now been confirmed by the 
Currency Department. Actual coinage will commence at the end of June.” 
—London Observer, June 23, 1924. 


Britain Minting Money for Soviet Republic. 


The population of Russia will no longer be handicapped in the matter of 


coins with which to carry on domestic commerce, provided they can over- | 


come the difficulty of gaining possession of these monetary conveniences. 
The British Treasury has already started on an order to mint 45,000,000 
coins for the Soviet Government. This is the first Great Britain has re- 
ceived from the Soviet Government since the two countries patched up their 
diplomatic difficulties. The coins will also be the first Soviet coins ever 
minted. The negotiations occupied several weeks, and eventually the Soviet 
was forced to accept the British terms, which called upon Russia to furnish 
the necessary siiver and alloy, and for payment of the work upon delivery. 


The coins are mostly one, two and five ruble pieces. The design is the | 
work of an Englishman, although suggested by the Soviet. It is exceed- | 
ingly plain, one side carrying the Soviet coat-of-arms and the other the | 
value of the coin and the date. The minting is taken as an indication that | 
the Soviets are abandoning their theoretical economic policy of using goods | 
to displace money and have now adopted a definite currency policy.—New |

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WHEN CONFEDERATE MONEY WAS BETTER THAN GOLD. 


In these days, when Confederate money is wanted only by collectors or 
as souvenirs of the ‘‘Lost Cause,” it seems almost impossible to believe that 
at one time the Confederate paper was wanted in exchange for goods in pref- 
erence to gold and silver. Recently the Macon (Ga.) Telegraph reprinted 
an advertisement from its own columns during the war period, wherein the 
advertisers showed their preference for the paper money. The advertise- 
ment follows: 


The concern of Roberts, Dunlap & Co., being somewhat demor- 
alized, our Senior & Co. being in the hands of the doctors, and our 
middle man in the Army, makes it absolutely necessary that those 
who owe us should settle without delay. We have some half 
bushel, more or less, of due bills given for cash and goods, payable 
in bacon, pork, corn, wheat, ete. We have no time, talent or shoe 
leather to waste in running after these claims. We want money 
(not gold or silver) but Confederate money, and we want it at 
once. Our store is full of goods and we are anxious to sell for 
something to eat.’’ 


THE GERMAN WAR COINS. 


Permit me to offer a few words on the subject of the German war coins. 
In the July issue of Tok NuMISMATIST appears a so-called checking list of 
this series, with the statement that this is perhaps the first ever printed. 
A great many of the sets given in this list are very incomplete, and a num- 
ber of the issuing cities are entirely missing. Also, the list contains an 
admixture of private tokens, as well as a few of the war-prisoner issues. 

I wish to state that the series of books edited by Dr. Arnold Keller, and 
known as ‘‘Das Deutsche Notgeld,’’ completely covers this field. Volume 2 
of this work catalogs the official and private tokens, while those of the 
prisoner-of-war camps are contained in Volume 5. 

Also, I might mention that on page 151 of Volume 36 of THe NUMISMATIST 
Mr. O. P. Eklund gave a complete compilation of the number of these tok- 
ens, taken by groups.

Mr. Moritz Wormser.

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The Cleveland Convention of the A. N. A. 


For two months the editor of THe Numismatist has been trying to dis- 
cover a number of new reasons why members should attend the Cleveland 
Convention of the A. N. A. Year after year he is expected to impress upon 
them the importance of being on hand to take part in the numismatic feast 
and the series of entertainment features that have become a part of our 
conventions. No entirely new reasons have been found, but all the old 
ones are still good. 

The numismatic exhibit is one of the great drawing cards, and this year, 
as in the past, it is expected to have a number of surprises. No one can 
tell in advance just what will be in it, for most of the exhibitors give no 
hint of what they expect to display. But as many of the very good things 
in coins are owned by those who usually attend, the exhibit is expected to 
fully equal in importance that of any previous one. A prize of a gold coin 
has been offered by Mr. Julius Guttag for the best exhibit. 

There will, of course, be the interesting business sessions, when members 
will learn from the reports of officers the condition of the Association and 
what has been done in the past year. Charlie Markus, chairman of the 
Committee on Papers, writes that members have responded in a very gratify- 
ing way to requests for papers. Several are already in his hands, and 
indications are that the number will be greater than at the Montreal Con- 
vention. Then, we expect to have a real treat when President Wormser 
takes the floor and tells us about his trip to South American and European 
capitals, from which he and Mrs. Wormser expect to return about the mid- 
dle of August. When they sailed last April Mr. Wormser announced that 
the trip was for a vacation and a rest. But those who know him best say 
- that he never takes a rest, even on a vacation. Enough information has 
filtered through to the United States since he left to show that the trip 
was for numismatic purposes as well as for a vacation. All collectors know 
that South American gold is getting very scarce, and some of his friends 
know that lately Mr. Wormser has gone outside of his former field of col- 
lecting, which was confined to the coins of Central Europe. If there was 
any gold left in South America, we confidently expect Mr. Wormser gar- 
nered it and will have some of it at Cleveland. 

One of the most interesting features of a convention are the curb- 
stone transactions. Of course, they don’t actually take place on the curb; 
usually they are made on the sofas of the hotel lobby or in the rooms of 
the members. But it is safe to say that the total amount of sales during 
a convention run well up into four figures. 

Then, there is the usual flood of numismatic anecdote and reminiscence. 
This is usually let loose about the hotel lobby and in the exhibit room. From 
these the young collector can learn a whole lot—if he believes half of it. 

As to the entertainment or social features, the program published last 
month contains about all the information the committee has released for 
publication. But we have the statement of Chairman Fisher that there will 
_ be some surprises in addition. These matters are entirely in the hands of 
| the local committee, and we feel satisfied they will justify expectations. 
| The standard of entertainment seem to be mounting higher each year, and 
| it was thought at Montreal last year the maximum had about been reached. 
The visitors will make the acquaintance of a number of Cleveland mem- 
bers who have never attended a convention. Until last year the Cleveland 
delegation usually was made up of Messrs. Marcuson and Joers—Marcuson 
always, Joers most always. <A convention without Marcuson would imply 
that a cog had slipped somewhere. Last year at Montreal the Cleveland 
|} delegation for the first time included Mr. Fisher. He is the manager of 
one of Cleveland’s leading department stores and has the reputation of 
doing things. He is the chairman of the Committee on Arrangements, so 
you can draw your own conclusions. 

The Western Reserve Numismatic Club has a number of other enthusi- 
astic collectors whom it will be a pleasure to meet. Cleveland is also the 
home of the Western Reserve Historical Society, one of the moving spirits 
of which is Mr. Wm. H. Cathcart, a fellow-member of the A. N. A. and the 
local club. We strongly suspect that the historical society has many things 
worth seeing, particularly along numismatic lines, and especially in Ohio 
| “stuff... My! how some of those Ohio collectors do fight for ‘“‘good Ohio 
} Numismatic stuff,’ as they call it! 
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An innovation is promised this year in holding both the exhibit and the 
business sessions at the hotel headquarters. While the exhibit and the 
business sessions have usually been held in a single building, they haye 
never before been housed in the hotel headquarters. This feature wil] 
have many advantages, and few, if any, disadvantages. It will serve better — 
to keep the members together; in case of rain, the advantage is apparent; 
it will be a convenience for those who, in the past, have wanted something 
while at the exhibit room and discovered they had left it at the hotel, and 
vice versa; it will serve as a time saver when President Wormser, around 
10 A. M., is trying to corral the members for the business session and finds 
that most of them have not yet been to breakfast. 

The entertainment program calls for three major events—a drive through 
the city Sunday afternoon; Monday evening, Keith’s Palace Theater, and 
a reception and dinner at the Hollenden Hotel on Wednesday evening— 
with a feature to be arranged later for Tuesday afternoon. An afternoon’s 
entertainment for the ladies, to include a visit to the Art Museum and His- 
torical Society and a shopping tour, has also been arranged. These features 
should be sufficient to make the entertainment side attractive enough to 
encourage a large attendance. On Tuesday evening we are to be allowed 
to ‘‘do as we please.’”’ By that time the visitors should be well enough ac- 
quainted with Cleveland to find a little entertainment for themselves. 

Saturday morning, August 23, will be the time to register with the Gen- 
eral Secretary. If you do not arrive until later, see that you sign the regis- 
tration book at the first opportunity. Hunt up Harry T. Wilson, General 
Secretary, and tell him you want to register. He will loan you his fountain 
pen if you have left yours at home. The registration book is the official 
record of attendance, and if you overlook this matter you may not be in- 
cluded in the list of those present. ; 

All in all, it will be a great convention.

M. Spink: A series of thirteen medals of the Prince, noticeable 
for the beauty of their condition.

Great Britain. Also the MICAT INTER OMNES medal in bronze. 

By Mr. Charies Winter: The Duke of Cumberland’s gold medal of 1746, 
by Yeo, awarded to Lieut.-General Wren of the 46th Regiment. 

By Mr. W. J. Andrew: A series of sixteen medals issued by or for the 
Jacobite Princes in exile, including an example of the MICAT INTER OM- 
NES medal in bronze with plain edge. 

Memorial ring, enameled in gold and enclosing a lock of the auburn hair 
of the unfortunate Princess Elizabeth, second daughter of Charles I, who 
died a state prisoner at Carisbrooke Castle in 1650, aged fifteen years. 

By Mr. Thomas G. Barnett: Silver dessert Spoon, hall-marked York, 
1679-80, by Thomas Mangy, into the trifid end of which some anti-Jacobite 
had, at a later date, set a twopenny piece of William and Mary. Also a 
pair of Stuart spoons, of 1669-70, beautifully worked in silver gilt. 

By Mr. Walters: Silver penny of Athilheard, Archbishop of Canterbury, 
790-803, and Coenwulf, King of Mercia, 794-818. 

By Mr. Winter: Eight bronze plaques illustrating London in 1924. 

Paper—‘‘Portrait-Medals of Prince Charles Edward Struck Between the 
meears 1745 and 1752.” 

Under this heading Miss Helen Farquhar, in a very interesting paper, 
Called attention to evidence in the Stuart Papers which suggested that cer- 
tain medals which had hitherto been attributed to Thomas Pingo were or- 
dered by Prince Charles from Charles Norbert Roettiers in France. The 
correspondence disclosing this proved that Charles Norbert Roettiers had 
prepared dies for a medal which, according to other evidence, was of the 
“Amor et Spes’’ design, but that the permission of Louis XV would be re- 
quired before the issue could be struck, because Roettiers was an official 
of the French Mint. The political situation having become strained in 1748, 
Charles was finally compelled to leave France, but, aS payments were made 
to Roettiers for striking medals, this permission would seem to have been 
granted, but the artist’s initials, as to which a question was raised in one 
of Charles’s letters, were apparently omitted. 

The attribution to Pingo had been bazed upon evidence published in the 
middle of the last century in ‘‘Notes and Queries,’ which disclosed that 
the accounts of the Jacobite Club in London, known as The Society of the 
Oak, included pyaments to ‘‘Mr. Pingo” for striking medals which had 
been identified with that known as “The Medal of the Oak’’ distributed to 
the members of the Club in 1750. Although not so stated in the accounts, 
the frequent payments to Thomas Pingo for striking raised the inference 
that he also made the dies: and the likeness in technique of these Oak, or 
REVIRESCIT, medals to those bearing the motto AMOR ET SPES caused 
a tentative ascription of the latter also to this artist. 

Miss Farquhar now suggested that not only were the latter medals the 
work of Roettiers but also the reverse die and possibly the head-puncheon 
from which Pingo struck the Oak medals. Being, however, for the political 
reasons already given, unwilling to assume public responsibility for the 
design, Roettiers would seem to have substituted for his usual initials on 
ithe reverse die the symbol or cipher of a rock, perhaps the rebus rots for 
Reettiers, that had already appeared upon the Amor-et-Spes medal. She 
Was indebted to Mr. Andrew for calling her attention to this interesting 
symbol upon both issues, and to other evidences of identity in the technique 
of the two medals. These facts Strengthened the case for attributing both 
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to one artist, and the present evidence from the Stuart Papers indicated 
that this artist was almost certainly Charles Norbert Roettiers. 

The other medals bearing the head of the Prince were inferior in both 
portraiture and workmanship and probably copies by another hand. The 
charge in the Oak Society’s accounts for making one die might have been 
necessitated by some breakage, or Pingo might have made the obverse die 
from the Roettiers puncheon. But she inclined to the view that if the 
Amor-et-Spes and the Oak medals were to be thus transferred to Roettiers, 
the large medal with the similar design but differing inscription and of in- 
ferior execution might be assigned to Thomas Pingo.

THE MILLED SILVER COINAGE OF ENGLAND. 


On the death of Mary no change occurred in the denominations or in the 
size, and a few coins were issued in 1695. At this period the silver currency 
of the country was in a very bad condition, owing to the clipping of the 
hammered money which was still in circulation. However, in 1696 it was 
decided to withdraw all the hammered coins and issue a very large quan- 
tity of milled money in their place. To ease the pressure on the London 
mint and also to save the transport of bullion, several mints were estab- 
lished in the provinces (Bristol, Chester, Exeter, Norwich and York). All| 
denominations except crowns were struck at each mint in 1696 and 1697,| 
when they closed down. As the dies were all made in London, we find 
similar busts and types at each mint. 3 

Owing to this great recoinage, the coins struck after 1697 are for the 
most part rare, with perhaps the exception of 1700. 

Between the first and third busts on the crowns and sixpences and possibly 
the shillings, a bust is found with the hair across the king’s neck. It is 
probably a suggestion for a new bust that was rejected in favour of the 
third bust and only a few sixpences of 1697 with it on really found their 
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way into circulation. The variety of this bust with the deeper engraving on 
the hair found on the sixpence and crown in the British Museum may only 
be patterns. 

A few of the later coins have roses or plumes on the reverse, denoting 
that the silver came from English and Welsh mines, respectively. There are 
also a few excessively rare pieces extant with a small plume under the 
King’s bust. 

There was little change in the coinage during the reign of Anne, the chief 
variation being the alteration of the shields on the reverse after the union. 
with Scotland in 1707. Each denomination has two or three different busts, 
which eh differ in small detail, easily distinguished by the curls on top of 
the head. 

Many of the coins of the first two years are struck with the word VIGO 
under the bust, in commemoration of the capture in October, 1702, of Vigo 
and the Spanish galleons, from which was taken the silver of which the 
coins were struck. The plumes on other pieces show the silver was from 
the mines of Sir Humphrey Mackworth and Sir Carberry Price in Wales; 
and those with roses and plumes from silver supplied by the new ‘‘Company 
a eons down lead with Pitcoale and Seacoale.’’—-Spink’s Numismatic 
Circular. 


ORDER OF ST. PATRICK WILL BE ALLOWED TO DIE. 


‘Since Ireland has recovered the home rule and legislative autonomy 
_which she lost at the close of the eighteenth century, and as her legislative 
'union with Great Britain has come to an end, it is only natural that the 
| Order of St. Patrick, which was created 130 years ago for the avowed pur- 
pose of promoting and commemorating that union, should pass out of ex- 
istence. Since the abolition of the post of Irish Viceroy, who was by virtue 
of his office the grand master of the order and intrusted with the investi- 
ture of the knights at Dublin Castle, it became clear that the order was 
doomed. It is not proposed to abolish it outright, but merely to allow it 
to die out with the demise of the existing score of knights. Thus the vacan- 
cy in its ranks left by the recent death of Lord Enniskillen will not be filled. 
_It has been an ill-omened order from the very outset and quite the reverse 
of popular with the people of Ireland. Curiously enough, there has always 
been a flaw in its constitution which some hold was sufficient to invalidate 
| its existence. Thus, King George III in 1783 issued his royal warrant to 
the Earl of Temple, then Viceroy of Ireland, authorizing the latter to issue 
letters patent under the great seai of Ireland creating the Order of St. Pat- 
rick, to consist of the sovereign, the viceroy, as grand master, and sixteen 
'knights, composed of members of the Irish peerage. Now the most diligent 
search has failed to discover the existence of any such letters patent. There 
is no record whatsoever of their having been issued by the Earl of Temple 
or any of his successors as Viceroy of Ireland under her great seal. In fact 
the Order of St. Patrick may be said to have existed for considerably over 
a hundred years without any of the letters patent necessary for its legal 
| constitution, a unique condition. 

| Gorgeous insignia were ordered for the grand master of the order. The 
badge consisted of an imperial crown surmounting an Irish harp, both of 
| diamonds, from which hangs the actual badge of the order, consisting of a 
| Sold medallion, encircled by a wreath of emerald shamrocks, and another 
} one of blue enamel adorned with the motto in brilliants of the order, ‘‘Quis 
| Separabit,” encircling the cross of St. Patrick, surmounted with a sham- 
| rock, each leaf of which charged with imperial crown upon a field argent. 
| The cross of St. Patrick is entirely composed of large rubies, while the 
| shamrocks are all composed of emeralds, that in the center of the medal- 
| lion being particularly large and valuable. This badge is worn suspended 
} to a large gold chain composed of alternate roses and harps, interspersed 
} with knots of gold, the roses and the harps being richly jeweled, while the 
| Same design in large diamonds, rubies and emeralds is reproduced on the 
} star of the order worn on the left breast. 

But that standard work, ‘‘Irish History and Irish Character,’ by the late 
| Prof. Goldwin Smith, contains the following letter, in fac-simile, written 
| by the first Duke of Wellington, who, as Sir Arthur Wellesley, was Secre- 
} tary for Ireland from 1807 to 1809, before winning his peerages in the 
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Peninsular War and the Battle of Waterloo. He wrote as follows: “TI have 
settled the business of the grand master of the Order of St. Patrick. He 
will have literally a copper collar and jewels. For they are of copper. W., 
the father of —————, embezzled the money which had been given him for 
the acquisition of the gold insignia and had them made of copper gilt 
instead.’’ 

There is no record of the copper gilt insignia of the grand master of the 
Order of St. Patrick ever having been superseded by real gold ones. But 
- if on the authority of the great Duke of Wellington the gold was merely 
copper gilt, what guaranty is there that the diamonds, the rubies and the 
emeralds adorning the star and badge were not of paste?—-New York Sun. 


MEDAL ISSUES AND AWARDS. 


The presentation of the Franklin Medal, Franklin Institute of Pennsylya- 
nia, July 15th, in London, by Charles P. Trevelyan, president of the Board 
of Education, in the absence of Prime Minister MacDonald, to Sir Ernest 
Rutherford, Cavendish Professor of Experimental Physics at Cambridge Uni- 
versity, in recognition of his researches in ‘physics, is announced. The 
medal and a certificate of honorary membership were awarded to the dis- 
tinguished scientist also. In presenting the medal Mr. Trevelyan stressed 
the distinction conferred upon the British scientist by a body of the stand- 
ing of the Franklin Institue. He added that Sir Ernest was peculiarly fit- 
ted to be the recipient of the medal, for he was, without any doubt, the 
greatest experimentalist alive. Sir Ernest, who was born in New Zealand, 
is the second British scientist in three years to receive the Franklin award. 
The other was Sir J. J. Thompson, who was the recipient in 1922. J. deL.

THE MAKING OF COUNTERFEIT COINS. 


An ex-official of Scotland Yard, London, -had this to say the other day of} 
counterfeiters and counterfeiting: 

There appears to be some fascination in the misapplied art, for no amount} 
of punishment seems to deter a convicted coiner from returning to me 
moulds and batteries the very moment he is free. 

The modern coiner takes a very high rank among intelligent crimingaael 
and is as far removed from his forerunner of a few generations ago as al) 
average man from an ape. But even today a few of the “‘baser’’ sort Of; 
coiners are almost equally primitive in their methods. Their batteries are) 
crudely contrived out of domestic vessels, and the rest of their apparatus) 
consists of plaster-of-paris and plumbago to make the moulds, a crucible,) 
an iron spoon, a file or two, and a little grease. In fact, the whole of their) 
equipment would be dear at half a crown. It is nedeless to say that they) 
and their ‘“‘snide pitchers’’—the men employed to pass the spurious coins—} 
are often ‘“‘lagged.’’ ; i 

The “superior”? coiner, however, is a man of considerable intelligence, 
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who has often made an exhaustive study of metals and electro-plating, and 
ean produce coins as perfect in appearance as any that are issued from 
the mint, and which satisfy all the ordinary tests of weight, and so on. 

In fact, many of the coins they produce are actually made of silver, for 
it is possible to mould spurious coins of silver of the requisite fineness and 
yet make a profit of 100 per cent. on the manufacture. At this rate of 
profit the business is quite lucrative enough to compensate for a little risk, 
and naturally such coins, which are of full weight and of standard silver, 
are most difficult to detect. 

The process of coining is really very simple, although it requires both 
delicacy and manipulative skill. An exact impression is taken of the coin 
to be copied, and a mould from plaster-of-paris. The molten metal is then 
poured into the mould through a small aperture in it.. Any superfluous 
metal is filed away, and the part from which it is removed is most carefully 
milled. 

The coins are now placed in a rack in a silver solution, in which they are 
soon covered with a coating of silver electrically deposited on them. To 
remove any suspicious newness they are covered with a mixture of grease 
and cigar-ash or lampblack. 

To increase the deception, the coin which is copied is almost invariably 
old and worn, and the resultant copy, after undergoing the various doctor- 
ing process, has all the appearance of a dirty, half-obliterated coin of the 
days of Queen Victoria. 

Probbaly none but an expert teller could detect these impostures, but 
the ordinary spurious coin made from pewter, antimony, lead, and similar 
base metals can almost invariably be detected by one of the following tests: 

If on rubbing the coin with a moistened finger the bright metal appears 
under the worn and dirty surface, you may be sure the coin is counterfeit. 

The practice of biting the coin, common to many people, is excellent, for 
the spurious coin is always ‘‘gritty’’ as distinguished from the smoothness 
of a genuine coin. Also, if you find that your suspicious coin will make a 
mark on a Slate, you may be sure that there is good ground for your 
distrust. 


SOUVENIR COINS AND STAMPS FOR KING VICTOR EMMANUEL. 


Because King Victor Emmanuel of Italy is one of the greatest authorities 
in the world on stamps and coins, the Huguenot-Walloon-New Netherland 
Tercentenary Commission is presenting him, through Dr. John Baer Stoudt, 
its director, a sheet of one, two and five-cent commemorative stamps. Each 
sheet bears the signatures of Postmaster-General H. S. New, Assistant Post- 
master General W. Irvin Glover, Superintendent of the Division of Stamps 
Michael L. Hidsness, Jr., and Dr. Stoudt, director of the commission. 

In addition, he will be presented a Huguenot 50-cent piece struck by the 
Government to commemorate the coming of the Huguenots to America, the 
300th anniversary of the founding of New York by Huguenots and Walloons 
| under the Dutch West India Company, and the settlement of the Middle 
| Atlantic States. 


ESTHONIA TO HAVE A MINT. 


The Esthonian Ministry of Finance has decided to establish a mint for 
| the production of metal coins, and indicates its intention to purchase com- 
| plete equipment abroad. Metal coins will be issued to the amount of 
7,000,000 Esthonian marks, of which 6,000,000 will be in 1, 3 and 5 mark 
} coins and 1,000,000 in 10-mark coins.

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Medals Relating to Thomas Jefferson. 


INO Rt: 


The medals described here constitute advance material for a work to be 
entitled ‘‘Medallic Portraits of Architects.’’ Although it is not generally 
known, Jefferson was an architect of rare ability. To him it is literally 
correct to ascribe certain features in the White House and the Capitol at 
Washington, as well as the classic revival in dwellings and public structures 
throughout the United States. 

Thomas Jefferson was born April 2, 1743, at Shadwell, Albemarle Coun- 
ty, Virginia, and died July 4, 1826, at Monticello. 

He served successively as a member of the Virginia House of Burgesses 
and of the Continental Congress, and drafted the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence in 1776. He was Governor of Virginia, 1779-81: member of Con- 
gress, 1783-84, and Minister to France, 1784-89. Later he was Secretary 
of State and Vice-President, and in 1801 was elected President of the United 
States, holding office for two terms. Jefferson was the founder of the Demo- 
eratic-Republican party. The Louisiana Purchase referred to on many of 
the medals was one of the outstanding events of his administration. 

Early in life he became interested in art, studying the old masters and 
specializing in architecture. He built Monticello, his beautiful home in 
Virginia, for which he drew all the plans and elevations. As chief archi- 
tect for the University of Virginia, at Charlottesville, he made the draw- 
ings and the details, carefully preserved to this day,- which bear in his own 
hand specific instructions to the carpenters and other artisans. Shortly 
before his death he began work on the plans for an astronomical observatory. 

His activity in his chosen avocation has been treated exhaustively in 
two books of recent date, ‘Jefferson as an Architect,’ by William Alexan- 
der Lambeth, M. D., and Warren H. Manning, and ‘‘Thomas Jefferson, 
Architect,’ an authoritative volume by Dr. Fiske Kimball, Professor of the 
Literature of the Arts of Design at New York University.

CURRENCY IN BRITISH WEST INDIBS. 


There is no gold in circulation in the British West Indies. The token 
silver coins of Great Britain are unlimited legal tender. In the Turks and 
Caicos Islands £1 notes are issued by the local government. In Jamaica 
£1 and 10s. notes have been made legal tender. Apart from these colonies, 
the highest units of legal tender in ordinary circulation are the 10s. and 5s. 
notes and the $2 and $1 notes issued by the colonial governments. There 
is no unit of legal tender in Barbados or St. Vincent higher than British 
Silver. In all the colonies, except Jamaica, Antigua, and St. Lucia, the 
money of account for commercial purposes is reckoned in dollars of 100 
halfpence, while the legal tender currency in circulation (except for the 
dollar notes in Trinidad and in British Guiana) is sterling. In all the colo- 
nies, except Jamaica, dollar notes issued by the banks circulate side by side 
with the sterling legal tender silver and bronze. In the case of the Leeward 
Islands, Grenada, and St. Lucia dollar notes issued by the banks circulate 
Side by side with sterling notes. In the Turks and Caicos Islands there are 
no bank notes. Colonial government notes circulate and are redeemable 
only in the colony in which they are issued. The notes issued by the banks 
circulate throughout the colonies where the issuing banks have branches. 

The total amount of silver coin in circulation is assumed to be £1,250,000, 
of which £150,000 has the new millesimal fineness of 500.—From Consul- 
General Robert P. Skinner, London. 


MEDAL ISSUED TO COMMEMORATE HERRICK’S WORDS. 


The French Government, desiring to commemorate the words of Ambas- 
sador Herrick, uttered in September, 1914, when a German airplane dropped 
bombs dangerously close to the American Embassy, has had two medals 
struck with what the Ambassador said at that time inscribed upon them. 
One of the medals is in French and the other in English. 

One side of each medal is taken up with a very good head of Mr. Herrick 
in relief. The inscription on the other side of the one in English reads: 
“At this time it might have well served France if the American Ambassador 
had been killed by a bomb from the German airplane. There are moments 
when a dead Ambassador might be more valuable than a live one.” 

Ambassador Herrick said that the quotation is hardly exact, but he 
doesn’t want to raise a historical controversy by questioning it.

No copper coins above quattrino size were issued until the reign of Pius 
V, 1566-1572, when half and one baiocco coins were struck at Bologna. 


The haif baiocco was dated 1570, while the larger denomination was un- | 


dated. These denominations were first struck at Rome under Clement VIII, 

1592-1605. Only one variety of each is listed, both very rare. 
The Senate of Rome issued the first gold coins, 1183-1303, but none are | 

listed as being issued by a Pope until the reign of John XXII, 1316-1334. 
Julius II, 1503-1513, issued the first listed silver testone, ‘‘unique.’’ 
Sixtus V issued the first of the remarkable series of silver scudos, or dol- 


lars, dated 1588. From this date until 1856, the last date coined, 276 


varieties are listed.

Awards of Medais. 


By M. SORENSEN. 


In the 19 years since the Hero Fund Commission was created and en- 
dowed by Andrew Carnegie, almost 1800 of these medals have been award- 
ed. Most of them were in bronze. Not quite 500 were in silver, and only 
18 in gold. All were awarded for brave and gallant deeds to those who 
have won the highest honors and may be called by that old phrase, “the 
bravest of the brave.” 


A bronze medal commemorating the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of the William Jewell College, Liberty, Mo., was struck in con- 
nection with this year’s commencement. The college was founded in 1849. 
The medal shows a view of the college buildings. Above is a portrait of 
the founder, and on a ribbon, “‘Dr. William Jewell.’’ Below buildings, the 
years, ‘‘1849-1924.’’ Reading around, ‘‘75th Anniversary William Jewell 
College, Liberty, Mo., May 27-28.’’ The movement for the establishment 
of the college began in 1834, but the charter was not obtained until Feb- 
ruary 27, 1849. 


The Danish Arctic explorer, Lauge Koch, was awarded this year’s Vega 
medal at the annual meeting of the Swedish Geographical Society, the Crown 
Prince presenting it to Mr. Koch, who is the youngest recipient of this 
coveted distinction. He was warmly complimented by Professor Quensel 
on the brilliant manner in which he had completed the Danish exploration 
of Greenland and mapped out North Greenland. 


The city of Kristiania, Norway, is to celebrate its 300th anniversary this 
year. In 1624 the old capital, Oslo, was destroyed by fire. With a staff of 
engineers and surveyors the King of Denmark and Norway, Christian IV, 
went up and platted the site for the new city, which was named after him. 
A medal commemorating this event has been struck in Norway, designed 
by the young sculptress, Aagot Simonsen, showing on one side the portrait 
of King Christian IV, and on the other the coat-of-arms of the city of Kris- 
tiania. . ’ 
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Harry S. Parks has been awarded the Edward Longstreth medal in recog- 
nition of the invention of a pneumercator tank and draft gauge. The medal 
is awarded only for extraordinary meritorious work in art and science and 
for inventions of a high order that develop and improve mechanical Op- 


erations. 


Dr. Gilbert M. Lewis, dean of the college of chemistry of the University 
of California, has been awarded the Willard Gibbs medal for 1924 in recog- 
nition of his contributions to chemistry during the last 25 years. 


Military Training Camp Association medals for excellence were awarded 
this year, as usual, to young men attending the citizens military training 
camps. The medals are awarded by camp commanders on the recommenda- 
tion of company officers on the basis of approximately one medal to each 
100 men in each of the four courses of instruction. They are bronze medals 
with appropriate colored ribbons for the red, white and blue courses, and 
a red, white and blue ribbon for candidates in the basic course. These 
medals are given to the most soldierly candidate in each company, troop 
and battery, and furnish a real contribution to camp morale. 


Capt. Harry J. Parks, Alpine, Cal., is perhaps the only man in the country 
holding two Congressional medals for bravery. As a boy of 16 years he 
joined the Union forces in 1864. He was with General Sheridan in the 
famous battle in the Shenandoah Valley, where he captured a rebel flag and 
took several prisoners. For this deed he was awarded the 28th medal then 
awarded in the United States for personal valor. Abraham Lincoln pinned 
the medal on the boy’s breast, saying, ‘“‘God bless my boy hero of the Shen- 
andoah.”’ Years later Harry Parks again felt the call to fight for his nation 
and gave distinguished service in the Spanish-American War. He was feted 
by the people of Brooklyn, N. Y., and was presented with a special honorary 
medal by that city. Meanwhile, the G. A. R. issued a medal so Similar to 
the original Congressional Medal of Honor that Congress decided to call in 
all previous Congressional medals and give in their stead a medal of new 
design. A letter from the Secretary of War in 1907 informed Captain 
Parks of this decision. The captain gallantly wrote in reply that were the 
War Department to send him a medal formed of diamonds and precious 
stones he would refuse to exchange it for the one Abraham Lincoln had 
placed on his breast. Only one Congressional medal is ever issued to a 
man for bravery, no matter how high his record, so the Secretary of War 
sent word that under the circumstances he had no authority to recall the 


| first medal given Captain Parks. So the captain still treasures his glorious 


;}medal, and the War Department courteously sent him the second medal. 


POPE OFFERS MEDAL FOR MODEST DRESS. 


Pope Pius has taken a hand in a campaign inaugurated by the Catholic 
|Women’s Diocesan Clubs against immodest dress for women. The Pontiff, 
|having heard of the work of these clubs, decided to offer a medal to the club 
|/evolving the most attractive modest fashion in women’s clothing. 

| The contest for the medal is divided into two sections—a theoretical 
}section devoted to the best demonstration that immodest dress is really 
silly, barbaric and uncultivated, and a practical section devoted to the actual 
jdesigning of attractive fashions designed to appeal to good taste. 


FIUME HAS NO CURRENCY OF ITS OWN. 


The so-called Free State of Fiume has no currency of its own, the Italian 
jpaper lire having been in use exclusively for the past three years. Directly 
jafter the armistice Hungarian kronen were stamped for use in Fiume and 
jare known as ‘“Fiume kronen.” Mililons of these paper kronen are in the 
jbanks of Fiume awaiting redemption when Fiume establishes a monetary 
\system of its own or when some foreign currency is adopted as the legal 
jmedium. No silver money is current in Fiume.—Consul Wilbur Keblinger.

ENGLISH PENNIES OF ALFRED THE GREAT DATED 1924. 


A feature of England’s great exposition at Wembley is that part of th 
Government Pavilion devoted to the Royal Mint. Here one of the lates} 
models of coining presses has been installed, which turns out two varietie) 
of souvenir exposition medals at the rate of over 100 a minute. 

Adjoining this exhibit of the twentieth century method and rapidity 0} 
stamping coins and medals is another of an entirely different method an} 
age. This shows as faithfully as it is possible to do so the manner of coir 
ing money in the time of King Alfred the Great (871-901). The coiné) 
is dressed in the costume of the ninth century, and the coins he turns ov 
are replicas in base metal of the silver pennies of Alfred, using the sam 
methods of manufacture that were in use at that time. Over a charco¢ 
fire the metal is melted, then made into strips by pouring into molds. Thes 
strips are then hammered into the required thickness, from which the coi 
planchets are cut. The discs are then placed between dies and hammere 
until the impression of the coin is made on them. : 

The finished coin shows the head of Alfred with ALFRED REX on tl) 
obverse, and the reverse has LONDON in a monogram. There is a minw 
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date, 1924, on the shoulder of Alfred, so that these replicas may not be 
mistaken for genuine pennies of the King. 

The London Illustrated News of June 14 contained several illustrations 
showing the exhibit of the Royal Mint at the exposition. 


A UNIQUE CENT OF 1813. 
To the Editor of THe NUMISMATIST: 

There appeared in THE NUMISMATIST for July, 1924, an elaborate descrip- 
tion of a counterfeit 1804 U. S. cent. 

In THE Numismatist for August, 1913, there appeared the following, page 
108: 

“The cents of 1804 present a combination of measurements that defy 
counterfeiting by alteration of date, namely, the figure 0 of date is directly 
over the O of OF on the reverse. The space between the last S of STATES 
and O of OF measures %mm. This occurs again and will be noted, but 
not in combination with the close S and O.”’ 

If the above instructions are followed closely there should be no mis- 
taking a counterfeit. 

An absolutely unique variety of cent has come into my hands, namely, 
a cent of 1813. Obverse, D. 222; reverse, D. 221. This makes four varie- 
ties from two sets of dies.

MR. VENN WRITES ON GOLD COIN VALUES. 


In the Bankers’ Equipment-Service Bulletin for July Mr. Theodore J. 
Venn, of Chicago, a member of the A. N. A., contributes an article entitled

REMARKABLE FIND OF EARLY ENGLISH COINS IN SWEDEN. 


The Copenhagen correspondent of the Exchange Telegraph Company 
states that last Thursday it was reported that over 2,000 coins, presumably 
tin, and bearing curious hierogiyphics, had been found in an old graye 
which had been opened in a churchyard at Igeloesa, in South Sweden, and 
some of them were said to bear the name of Ethelred II of England, 979- 
1016. The coins have now been sent to the State Historical Museum at 
Stockholm, and so far as they have been examined they appear to be of 
increasing interest to England. There are altogether 2,037 coins, and they 
weigh about three kilogrammes. Of this number 839 apply to Ethelred II, 
but it is not certain where they were minted. Six coins relate to Hthelred’s 
immediate predecessor on the Hnglish throne, Edward I, Martyr, 975-979, 
and three to Edward’s predecessor, Edgar, 958-975. There are also Six 
coins of the Irish King Sitheric, who died in 926; eighty German coins of 
Otto III and other German regents, twelve Arabian coins, and others still 
unclassified. The coins are believed to have been buried somewhere about 
the year 1000, and the question of their disposal is understood to rest with 
the Swedish Academy of Antiquities.—London Daily Telegraph. 


MOVE TO PROHIBIT MELTING OF U. S. GOLD COINS. 


At the 27th annual convention of the American Mining Congress, when} 
it meets at Sacramento, Cal., September 29 to October 4, one of the major’ 
problems to come before it will be the huge loss the country is said to) 
suffer every year through the destruction of gold coins. 

At present no law prohibits the melting down of gold coins and use Of) 
such metal in the manufacture of jewelry and in the arts. Proponents of 
a ban on such melting contend that $5, $10 and $25 gold pieces, minted at 
the expense of taxpayers, are thus removed from circulation and from thel 
media of exchange to be turned into luxuries. Their opposition is based) 
principally on the fact that gold has a fixed price, set by the Government, 
unaffected by supply and demand, unlike other commodities. 

An anti-destruction law for gold coins will be agitated at the convent 
and the attitude of the entire mining industry will be sounded out. If the 
sentiment is favorable, steps will be taken to have such a bill presented inj 
Congress. J. dela 


RUG IN IMITATION OF DOLLAR BILL SEIZED. 


The largest United States dollar in the world was seized in New York on 
August 13, according to a press dispatch. The ‘“‘dollar,’’ a finely woven rug) 
replica of a silver certificate, in which were woven portraits of Lincoln and 
Grant, had been brought in on the steamship King Alexander from Greecé 
by a Greek merchant living in Chicago. Secret Service agents said the im 
portation was inadvertent. Signatures of the Register of the Treasury and, 
of the Treasurer were woven in skillfully.

the Spaniards in South America during his famous voyage round the world

Silver Coinage of George III. 


For the first time for hundreds of years the issuing of silver currenc 
seems to have been completely neglected. From 1760 till 1787 the onl) 
pieces to be issued were £100 of shillings of 1763 and Maundy money; jj 
1787 large quantities of shillings and sixpences were struck. These muj 
have been kept as souvenirs, as they are nearly always in mint state. B) 
1800 the currency was in a very bad state, scanty in amount and, froj 
long usage, much depreciated in value, and continued to diminish in valy 
every year. In 1803 the extraordinary expedient was resorted to of issuin) 
Spanish dollars and their sub-divisions stamped with the head of Georg 
Ill, similar to that used by the Goldsmiths Hall for stamping silver plat! 
In 1804 this stamp was. changed for an octagonal one of somewhat largé¢ 
dimensions, engraved with the king’s head like that on the silver penny. | 

These Spanish dollars were current for 4s. 9d., which gave rise to thi 
saying “two kings’ heads not worth a crown.” These pieces were muc 
counterfeited, so later in the same year the Bank of England received pe} 
mission to issue a dollar of the current value of 5s., and this permissi¢ 
was extended in 1811 to pieces of the value of 3 shillings and of the vali) 
of 1 shilling and sixpence. Dies were also prepared for pieces of the vali) 
of 5s. 6d. and 9d., but none of the former and only one or two of the latt# 
got into circulation. ; 

At length, in 1816, the Government resolved to meet the expense of @ 
entirely new coinage. The weight was, however, diminished, for instead | 
sixty-two shillings, sixty-six were ordered to be made out of every pour 
troy of silver. This series was one of the finest ever issued at the mij 
and very much credit is due to Thos.

The weights and fineness of all the coins were the same.as the coinage 
George IV. The obverses were by Wyon, after a model by Chantrey, al 
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the reverses by Merlen. No crown was issued for circulation but dies were 
yprepared and a few beautiful patterns were struck. 


Coinage of Victoria. 


Upon all the early issues is an excellent portrait by Mr. Wyon, which he 
took from life, and now on the reverses the arms of Hanover are omitted 
on the royal shield. In 1847 Sir John Bowring succeeded in getting the 
authorities to issue a piece of the value of one-tenth of a pound. These 
were called florins. In consequence, the coinage of halfcrowns was tempo- 
rarily suspended. 

In 1887 it was decided to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Majesty by 
the issue of a new coinage. The obverse was adopted from Boehm’s medal. 
With this issue we get the double florin for the first and last time. 

On account of the unfavorable reception of the Jubilee issue coins in 
1892 it was decided to design a completely new series. A new bust of the 
Queen was made by Mr. Thomas Brock nad new reverse types were adopted 
for the halfcrown, florin and Shilling. Halfpences of Victoria were first 
struck in 1834 under William IV, and were last struck about 1862. They 
were intended for circulation in Ceylon. 


Coinage of Edward VII. 


The chief change on the accession of Edward was the reverse type of the 
alfcrowns, florins and Shillings. The crown was not struck after the first 
year. Many of the coins of this reign are quite scarce. 


George V. 


So far no crowns have been issued, much to the regret of all numisma- 
ists. All other denominations have been issued regularly and none are 
are. All types are similar to those of Edward VII, except the florin, whose 
everse is like that on the Jubilee florin. In 1921, owing to the high price 
f silver, the coinage was debased for the first time in 400 years. The 
roportion of silver is now only half, the remainder is made of a special 
lickel alloy. At first this was very poor and the piece soon became discol- 


red. The alloy has, however, greatly improved.—Spink’s Numismatic 
‘ircular. 


Numismatic Notes. 


It appears that the plan for the issue of silver coinage, which the Russian 
rovernment decreed early in the year, is not working out satisfactorily. 
he Moscow ‘“‘Izvestiya’’ states that these coins are either being hoarded or 
re changing hands at a premium of 30 per cent. The purpose of the cur- 
ency notes was to provide retail business with smaller denominations of 
table money than the chervonets notes. The coins were issued under a 
ecree which provided for the issue of 1, 3 and 5 ruble currency notes. 


In discussing the various new monetary units in circulation in Europe 
ince the war, the National Bank of Commerce, of New York, presents a 
ble which is interesting in many ways. The Republic of Lavia, for in- 
ance, has adopted as its standard unit of value the lat, equal to a gold 
anc. Lithuania has fixed its new unit, the litas, or lit, aS one-tenth of 
e U. S. dollar. Poland introduced the gold standard January 1, 1924, 
ith a currency unit equivalent to the franc, for which the name zloty is 
sed. A novel plan was undertaken in Czecho-Slovakia in the coinage of 
old ducats, which are not part of the regular monetary system. A certain 
uantity of bullion has been minted into ducats as “counters of exchange” 
1 domestic and foreign trade. 


With April the Government of Sweden returned to a gold basis, in that 
€ gold standard and resumption of gold redemption notes was adopted 
y the Riksdag after lengthy debates on the question of keeping the krona 
1 a par value with the dollar. Importation of gold into Sweden, however, 
Still restricted to the Riksbank. The bill when introduced was considered 
Paramount importance to the future policy of the country, and leading 
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financial and industrial experts are of the opinion that its adoption wil] 
have a salutary effect in other countries where the currency has not yet re- 
covered to the same degree as in Sweden. M. SORENSEN, ~

GERMAN MUNICIPAL EMERGENCY METAL COINS. 


In publishing the list of German Municipal Emergency Metal Coins in 
our July issue, the statement was made that it was perhaps the first list of 
such coins to be published. This appears to be incorrect. The following 
letter from Dr. Arnold Keller, of Berlin, a member of the A. N. A., gives 
information aiong this line and contributes other facts in regard to German 
emergency issues: . 

“Four years ago I published a book containing all German war coins of 
cities and firms known at that time. Of this book a second edition appeared 
in 1922, compiled by Judge Fritz Giseke, at Magdeburg. It contains 597 
localities in which the magistrates or government offices have emitted war 
coins, 50 emissions of tramways, about 60 military emissions and more 
than 800 private issues. ; 

“T give you the approximate number of German emergency issues of 
different kinds since 1914: : 

‘Paper money of 1914 (August-October), about 400 localities, 2,000 dil 
ferent pieces. . ae 

“Paper money, small values (1 pfennig to 75 pfennig), 1915-1922, aba

THE CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER ON NUMISMATISTS. 


During the Cleveland Convention of the A. N. A. the Plain Dealer printed 
an editorial on “The Numismatist,’’ which was favorably commented on by 
a number of our members. We reprint it in full: 


The Numismatist. 


Of all well-established hobbies that of the numismatist is probably 
the most useful and instructive. The man who finds recreation and de- 
light in the collecting of coins is, consciously or unconsciously, a student 
of some phase of human progress, and by his labor he is adding to 
mankind’s knowledge of mankind. Most thirty-third degree numis- 
matists are ardent specialists. Some particular period or some limited 
area occupies most of their attention. It may be Greek silver or Roman 
bronze or Byzantine gold or Chinese antiques or British pennies or 
Swedish coppers or Jewish shekels or American colonials or Civil War 
tokens or California gold ranging from twenty-five-cent pieces to fifty- 
dollar pieces; but whatever it is, the collector becomes necessarily inti- 
mate with the history and with the people who made the coins. No 
written page could possibly bring so vividly to mind the story of a 
nation or a period as the actual coins which were a part of everyday 
life and which are themselves imperishable history. 

Stamp collecting is more popular; but postage stamps cover but a 
brief and very recent space of time. Coins cover the advance of man- 
kind from the dawn of civilization. Greek coins tell the story of every 
Hellenic city. Roman coins present the history of every emperor, every 
usurper or pretender. Down through the Middle Ages the complicated 
history of Europe is made clear not only by the accepted national coin- 
ages but also by the emergency pieces, siege pieces, religious tokens, 
political medals. American coins, like American history, appeal strong- 
ly to Americans; and the specialists in American numismatics have a 
broad field not only in the accepted and experimental coins of the re- 
public but also in State issues—like the Mormon coins of Utah—and in 
the varied series of colonial coins and the quaint issues of revolution- 
ary times. 

With such a wide range for the choice of special interests it is not 
amazing that the American numismatists, now in session in Cleveland, 
are able to present a visible and tangible record of human progress 
from ancient through medieval to modern times. Quite reasonably 
these men hold they are not mere collectors. They are students, and 
their studies command a respect which is not so clearly merited by col- 
lectors in many other fields. 
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Proceedings of the Annual Convention 


of the American Numismatic Association 
HELD AT 


Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, 1924. 


FIRST SESSION, MONDAY MORNING, AUGUST 25. 


The first session of the 1924 Annual Convention of the American Numis- 
matic Association was called to order in the Lounge of the Hollenden Hotel, 
Cleveland, Ohio, on Monday at 10.30 A. M. by Charles H. Fisher, chairman 
of the Convention Committee. 


Mr. Fisher’s Address. 


Mr. Fisher—Will the convention please come to order. It is a source of 
real pleasure, to the members of the Western Reserve Numismatic Club to 
greet you in our own city. You all will remember that last year was the 
first convention [I attended. The gentleman who writes us the sidelights of 
the meetings was kind enough to remark that I had a lot of fun at that 
meeting, and at Montreal we decided to bring the next convention to Cleve- 
land. 

As a native Clevelander I am to be pardoned for bragging about my home 
city. In the language of the street, we have any Californian beat a block in 
telling you what a wonderful town Cleveland is. You will hear us tell you 
that we have the finest theater in the world, and we are going to back it up 
tonight. We will tell you that we have the largest municipal hall in the 
world, and we are going to prove that to you. We will tell you that we 
have the largest bank in the world, and will show you that. We will tell 
you that we have the finest hotel orchestra in the United States, and you 
shall hear that. We will tell you also, with all of these big things, that we 
have the biggest hearts in the world (applause), and you will need only to 
adopt this town as your own; it belongs to you. 

I am allotted by the Chairman just two minutes to talk. I have made 
associations in the A. N. A. that I will never forget, and I have learned to 
regard and love all of you very highly. I must apologize because it was an- 
nounced that the Manager of the city was to welcome you. You all know 
that Cleveland is unique in that we do not Rave a Mayor like other towns; 
we have a City Manager, and he was to be here to give you an address of 
welcome; but we are not going to lose by Mr. Hopkins’ inability to come. 
In his place we have substituted—and I think the substitution better than 
the original—-Mr. Wallace Cathcart, who is the curator of the Western Re- 
serve Historical Society, a member of our Western Reserve Numismati¢ 
Club and a member of the A. N. A. of some years’ standing. He is going to 
tell you how glad we are to have you in Cleveland. (Applause.) 


Mr. Cathcart’s Words of Welcome. 


Mr. Cathecart—-Ladies and Gentlemen of the American Numismatic Asso- 
ciation: I was nonplussed when, this morning, Mr. Fisher came to me just as 
I walked into the room and asked me if I would give you an address of wel- 
come. It was a little sudden, but I said I would do the best I could. It 
seems to me. however, that Mr. Fisher has covered in his preliminary re- 
marks nearly all the points you would expect in an address of welcome. But 
we do welcome you to the city. We, perhaps the baby of the large family of 
clubs that are devoting a good deal of time and attention to the gathering 
of numismatics, hesitate as that baby to say very much when we see around | 
us gray heads that have been in the Association so many more years than 
we have. We hesitated about inviting the convention to come to Cleveland 
because we were so young. We were in our first year of infancy, but we 
had some old members with us, men who had been to the conventions for a 
great many years. Our worthy president, Mr. Marcuson (applause), I think, 
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has been in attendance at a great many conventions. Our secretary, Mr. 
Fisher (applause), perhaps, has not been to many conventions, but I have 
no doubt when you have read his letter to The Numismatist you have found 
that he is a live wire, and I have no doubt before you go away you will see 
that the welcome extended by the Western Reserve Numismatic Club has 
been largely the work of our worthy secretary, Mr. Charles H. Fisher. 
_ May I speak a minute on the name that we adopted—the Western Reserve 
Numismatic Society. You will see that phrase, Western Reserve, around 
this part of the country so much. I take it for granted that many of you 
do not know what the Western Reserve stands for. I say that from the 
fact that only one out of a class of 11 or 12 in psychology at the College on 
the Western Reserve could tell what the Western Reserve was. We in this 
section of the State are a little offspring of the old State of Connecticut. 
King Charles gave a grant to Connecticut from the Atlantic Ocean to the 
South Sea, which would be the Pacific Ocean. Connecticut hung on to that 
with the greatest tenacity. She had a great struggle with Pennsylvania be- 
fore Pennsylvania settled for the strip that went through the State of Penn- 
_sylvania. She had really no legal right to this land, not nearly the right 
that Virginia had from the south, but she held on to it, and when the con- 
federacy was formed the Western Reserve was set aside, but had _ no laws, 
and for some time the State of Ohio had no jurisdiction over the Western 
Reserve, and Connecticut refused to have any, but the western half of the 
Western Reserve, Cuyahoga and Huron counties, was set aside for the 
sufferers of the old French and Indian Wars of Connecticut. That is often 
known as the “Sufferers’ Land.’’ West of the Cuyahoga River was sold to 
the old Connecticut Land Company, and they, in turn, sold it to immigrants 
and to other settling in the country. Therefore, it seemed to us to be right 
in our section here, as contiguous territory, to embrace the collectors in this 
territory and to name the club the Western Reserve Numismatic Club. 

With this brief introduction as to our name I want to bid you the most 
cordial welcome here in the city of Cleveland. We have done the best we 
-could. We have encroached upon the valuable time of papers and other 
things pertaining to the convention to give you as much amusement as we 
could. We would like to have you stay a week with us, and I am sure you 
_ will be as welcome at the end of the week as you are at the beginning. (Ap- 

plause.) Mr. Hopkins, the Manager of the city, finds he has a real job 
Managing this growing metropolis, and he could not be here; but if he 
could have welcomed you he would have extended to you the keys of the 
city. We haven’t the keys, but we have a lot of backbone, and we will put 
you anywhere you want to go. Just call on our Secretary, Mr. Fisher. We 
welcome you one and all. (Applause.) 


President Wormser’s. Response. 


President Wormser—Mr. Cathcart, Mr. Fisher, Mr. President of the West- 
ern Reserve Numismatic Club, Members of the Western Reserve Numismatic 
Club, and Friends and Members of the A. N. A.: I want to express the very 
heartiest thanks of our Association for the cordial words of welcome with 
which we have just been greeted. It is indeed a great pleasure for us to be 
here for our 1924 convention. I think when we left Montreal last year we 
were somewhat at sea as to where our ship for the 1924 convention would 
land. I think it has landed on the very fine shore of Lake Erie, and the 
auspices are good for a very wonderful, record-breaking 1924 A. N. A. Con- 
vention. I was glad to hear Mr. Fisher express so many wonderful things 
about Cleveland. We have already had the pleasure of a drive through 
Cleveland, and we have seen what a fine and wonderful, thriving, progressive, 
enterprising city it is. 

I think Mr. Fisher forgot to tell the story I heard from him some time 
ago. I think he was out in Denver one day with a Denverite who was show- 
ing him all the points of interest, until they came to a big field where they 
Were raising strawberries, and the Denverite said: ‘‘Here are some of our 
famous Denver strawberries growing.’ And Mr. Fisher said, ‘‘Gee! how 
do you do it?’’ And the man said, ‘“‘Why, climate, my boy, climate.’ It 
was a little too much for Mr. Fisher, but he didn’t say anything for a while, 
.and then he said to the man: “I tell you we have a building in Cleveland 45 
‘Stories high.’””’ The Denver man said: ‘How do you get up there?” And 
Mr. Fisher said: ‘‘Climb it, my boy, climb it.” (Laughter.) 
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Well, we are certainly very happy to be here. [I think the allegation that 
this club is the baby club in our organization is entirely wrong. I am sure 
that a club that has the enterprise and the kind-heartedness to invite our 
Association for one of our annual conventions has long ago outgrown its 
majority, and, following its records as they are published in our magazine, 
I am sure that fact is borne out. They are one of our hustling, thriving 
organizations, and among the best clubs which we have. Mr. Fisher has 
been referred to as a live wire. I would like to expand that and I would 
like to say that the Western Reserve Numismatic Club has not only one live 
wire, but it is a whole telephone system. (Laughter.) 

Last year we met in one of the most ancient cities of our continent, in 
Montreal, where our Association is represented, and everything that sur- 
rounded us told of history and the lore of olden times. Montreal, of course, 
also has its modern aspects, but I think the distinct keynote of Cleveland 
today is the Western enterprise, its hustling and its industrial activities. 
The keynote of our meeting also has been struck by one of the announce- 
ments the Western Reserve Club made, that this year we should be a work- 
ing convention and do a lot of good, hard numismatic work and accomplish 
much along scientific and educational lines. Let’s go to it. 

I want to again express the thanks of our Association to our entertaining 
hosts for having opened their hearts and doors to us this year, and we all 
deeply appreciate it. We are glad and happy to be here. 

I now take pleasure in officially calling to order the 1924 American 
Numismatic Convention.

Mr. Newell Presents the Wormser Medal. 


Mr. Newell—Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I wonder if he meant 
that I was the girl. (Laughter.) Some well-wishers of the Association have 
asked me to make a few appropriate remarks, but, unfortunately, I am not 
an orator, and neither was I a member to the recent Democratic convention. 
(Laughter.) Every one of us here is well aware that at least one member 
present deserves well of this Association. His devoted labors, his con- 
tinued loyalty, his far-seeing and well-thought-out plans for the advance- 
ment of the Association and numismatics in general have earned him great 
distinction. [I think I could put it in far better words than these, but these, 
at least, I know cover the situation. I know also that every one of you will 
voice this sentiment, as you have done in the past, by re-electing this mem- 
ber to his duties, so that he can continue laboring as he has done in the 
past; but to many of us it has seemed that a far more lasting and fitting 
token of our appreciation of what he has done for us could be made. 

Therefore, ladies and gentlemen, on behalf of the Association and of his 
own personal friends, both absolutely synonymous, it gives me great pleasure 
and honor to present to Mr. Moritz Wormser this small token of our ap- 
preciation and regard and lasting affection.

President Wormser’s Reply. 


President Wormser—Mr. Newell, Friends and Members of the A. N. A.: 
I think this is the first time I don’t know what to say. I am generally able 
to talk you deaf, dumb and blind, but I am really quite overwhelmed. I 
think it is a lovely surprise, and I cannot thank you enough. I really think 
this is worth while coming several thousand miles for, not only from Europe, 
but from the ends of the world. I wouldn’t have missed this for anything. 
I think, really, this is too overwhelming. : 

I thank you very heartily for your wonderful words, Mr. Newell, and for 
the sentiments that this token will always mean to me.

To the President, Board of Governors and Members of the American Numis- 
matic Association: 
Gentlemen—tThe report of your Librarian. for the past year is as follows: 
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The circulation of books contained in the Library for the past year has 
been 16, distributed to the following points: St. Louis, Mo.; Sidney, Ohio; 
Ada, Ohio; Missoula, Mont.; Savannah, Ga., and inquiries from St. Louis, 
Mo.; Springfield, Ill.; Wilkinsburg, Pa.: Chicago, Ill.; Paterson, N. Ie eed ae 
Ohio, and Cincinnati, Ohio, for material which, I am sorry to say, was not in 
our A. N. A. Library. 

The titles sent are: ‘‘English Coins and Tokens,’”’ ‘‘Coin Collector’s Man- 
ual,’ ““U. 8. Coinage, 1793, Cents and Half Cents,’ ‘‘Varieties of U. S. Cents, 
1794,’ “Notes on the Private Tokens,” ‘‘The Art of the Medal" ties:

I wish to again call attention to my report of last year, in which I stated 
it is to be regretted that certain well-known publications which should be 
in your Library are at present missing. I find this is a serious drawback 
to the efficient working of your Library, inasmuch as more than half of the 
inquiries have to be rejected owing to your not having the material on hand. 

The coin coilection has made fair progress in one respect, that of med- 
als, but I am sorry to state coins themselves are almost a minus quality. “If 
there is any way in which these could be donated or bought, my recommen- 
dation is that the same should be done at once, or at least a start made to 
more evenly balance the exhibit. As at present constituted it is practically 
one of medals alone, and experience has demonstrated that among the col- 
lectors themselves medals are extremely interesting, but to the public at 
large coins create the most interest.

Report of the Chairman of the Board of Governors. 


Mr. President, and Members of the American Numismatic Association: 

Another uneventful year has rolled along, and the Chairman of the Board 
of Governors has not much of a report to make or recommendations to offer. 

It is unnecessary for me to go into the details of the reports of our 
Treasurer, Secretary and the Pusiness Manager of The Numismatist, as you 
have heard them read and they speak for themselves. The increase in the 
cash on hand is due to the increase in the dues and subscription price of 
The Numismatist which went into effect on January 1 this year. It is very 
Satisfactory to know that at last we are in a fairly good financial condition 
and able to tide over a bad year should such a thing occur. 

One thing that is called to my attention repeatedly is that the American 
Numismatic Association should publish in The Numismatist a list of the 
members at least once a year. The reason this has not been done has been 
On account of the expense. The last list published was in June, 1920, the 
expense of which was paid by one of our members. I understand the Phila- 
telic Association publishes a list of its members once a year, one in alpha- 
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betical order, and one by states, and I would suggest that we have a list 
of our members published in the January issue of The Numismatist once a 
year, either in alphabetical order or by states, whichever form would be the 
more convenient for all concerned. 

It has been the pleasure of the Board of Governors during the past year 
to authorize the issue of a medal with the portrait of our President, Mr. 
Moritz Wormser, and to present same to him in appreciation of the time 
and services rendered the American Numismatic Association. Copies of the 
medal will be on sale at the convention. 

We are still short our goal of 1000 members, and I fully appreciate how 
hard it is to get new members; but if every member would speed up a bit 
in the endeavor to get just one new member, I think it could be done. 

In the place where I now reside of about 15,000 inhabitants, I believe I 
am the only one interested in our science. I have talked and given exhibits 
before the Rotary and Kiwanis Clubs, to private clubs and others, and so 
far have failed to interest anyone during the past three years or since I 
have lived in Indiana, but I still have hopes of accomplishing something 
some time. 

The co-operation between the members of the Board of Governors and 
other officers has been very gratifying, and the excellent work of our Gen- 
eral Secretary, Mr. Wilson, and the Business Manager of The Numismatist, 
Mr. Duffield, is to be commended.

President Wormser’s Report. 


President Wormser—Friends and Fellow-Members of the A. N. A.: You 
have heard from all our officers, and it is now your sad duty to listen to a 
few remarks by the President. I certainly am very happy that the A. N. A. 
1924 Convention was the rising sun toward which my late vacation has 
been traveling. It is a very fine ending for a holiday, and it is a good way 
of beginning work. 

You have already heard the reports of all our officers, except my own, on 
the past year’s activities, and having permitted myself the luxury of a long 


vacation, and having abandoned the presidency for the last four months, I 
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am afraid it is somewhat presumptuous for me to try to tell you more about 
the doings of our Association. However, I am happy to point out to you 
the achievements of our efficient officers—the Secretary, who was able to 
report to you a membership larger than ever before; of the Treasurer, who 
could report the biggest financial surplus in our history; of our Business 
Manager, who could report a flourishing state of affairs of our magazine, 
financially as well as from a literary point of view; of the hard-work- 
ing Chairman of our Board and of all the other enthusiastic nad unselfish, 
hard-working officers whose reports you have heard. It is particularly 
gratifying to note that since our last year’s convention the number of life 
members has increased by six. This class of membership is the most effec- 
tive means of putting our Association on a solid and permanent basis, and 
we again wish to urge upon all our members who have not yet done so to 
change their active membership to life membership by the necessary pay- 
ment.

I consider that our foremost achievement, 
thanks to the devotion of our editor, Mr. Duffield, and the earnest work of 
our member, Mr. Robert P. King, and their collaborators, was the issue of 
our February Lincoln number. J hereby wish to extend to them our sincerest 
thanks, good wishes and expressions of appreciation. 

Next in importance we may consider the addition of another link to our 
strong chain of associated organizations in the shape of the founding of 
the Detroit Coin Club. A hearty welcome to this, the youngest of our clubs, 
and best wishes and greetings to its organizers and members. Judging by 
their reports, we may look forward confidently to the healthy growth and 
youthful expansion of this new numismatic organization. 

Your President, during the year, also made special efforts to launch 
further numismatic clubs in two other important cities—Washington and 
Los Angeles—pbut so far, unfortunately, without results. 

Other recent achievements along this same line are the founding of the 
Lucena Coin Club in the far-off Philippines, indeed struggling under diffi- 
culties, but yet a hopeful sign of growth and loyalty to our aims. Not to 
be overlooked in this connection also is the founding of the New York Junior 
Numismatic Club—truly a step in the right direction for interesting the 
young man and boy in the science of numismatics. This, I believe, is the 
pioneer junior organization, and we hope that, inspired by this example, 
members of our organization in other localities will be enthusiastic in the 
stimulation of similar junior organizaitons. 

As you all know, because you all have been helpful in its successful 
achievement, our Association embarked in the new enterprise of ‘‘Coin 
Week,’’ observed during the second week of February of the past year. 
Due credit for the first suggestion of something along this line must be 
given to Mr. Julius Guttag, member of our Board of Governors. On this 
occasion I need not go into the details of how Coin Week was observed 
by our various individual members and constituent clubs, but enough cannot 
be said in praise of the hearty cooperation which this enterprise found 
among most of our members and organizations in various localities through- 
out the length and breadth of our country, and it certainly was successful 
in stimulating an interest in numismatics in a concerted manner; in calling 
to the attention of the general public the attraction of our subject; increas- 
ing our membership to some extent, and this I consider one of its notable 
achievements, bringing to the aid of our science, we hope in a permanent 
way, the support and interest of banking institutions. As a final point of 
success of Coin Week, I would like to emphasize the discovery that the 
A. N. A. is no longer a loose body of amateurs, but we may consider our- 
sie a business organization, capable of enthusiastic cooperation and team 
work. 

The immediate question which suggests itself, and which undoubtedly 
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members will bring up in our discussions on the floor of our convention, 
will be whether Coin Week should be established as a permanent annual 
event. In my humble opinion I do not consider this warranted, as I believe 
as an annual event it would quickly lose its attraction as a novelty and it 
would prove a severe task upon :'.. = engaged in its activities, this task 
necessarily falling ont the shoulders of but a few in each locality and handi- 
capping them in the fulfillment of the work of their daily routine. 

Other numismatic achievements during the year to which I would like to 
point are the publications of Dr. Valentine’s book on Fractional Currency, 
S. H. Chapman’s ‘‘Cents of 1794’’ and of Mr. Guttag’s and Dr. Hetrich’s 
books on ‘‘Civil War Tokens” and “Coins. of the Americas.’’ It is, indeed, 
gratifying to see some of our members engaged in literary and scientific 
numismatic work, and our congratulations are extended to them upon their 
work. We express the hope that it will prove a stimulus to other members 
to put their numismatic knowledge and researches into literary form, as 
there is great need for such works, especially on the subject of American 
numismatics, and we should feel that we owe it to fellow collectors and the 
general public to incorporate in written form our numismatic knowledge 
and experience. Of course, I am not mentioning especially the publications 
of the American Numismatic Society, of continuing excellence, as this So- 
ciety is really a numismatic university and is always living up to its publi- 
eation standards and traditions. 

Your President has by no means overlooked or forgotten the recommen- 
dation of last year’s convention in regard to the publication by our Associa- 
tion of a treatise either on general numismatics or on American numis- 
matics. For many reasons the time did not seem ripe to undertake any- 
thing along this line during the past year. In the first place, there seemed to 
be no funds in sight for such purpose, which, after all, was one of the most 
essential considerations. There seemed to be as many different suggestions 
as to what the book ought to contain as there were individuals with whom 
your President discussed the matter. Also, there seemed to be about to be 
issued other publications on similar subjects by the American Numismatic 
Society, and also the little booklet, ‘‘Coin Collecting,’ which Guttag Bros. 
issued and of which they were courteous enough to make available for the 
use of our Association during Coin Week, a good sized edition of special 
reprints. Both in regard to such a publication and general organized pub- 
licity through paid advertisements, it was thought best to await develop- 
ments as to what result the increase in membership dues initiated at last 
year’s convention would have upon our general membership. We are happy 
to have found that no falling off is indicated, but that, on the contrary our 
Association is in a more flourishing financial condition than ever. 

As regards the publication of an introductory work on numismatics, l 
undertook some preliminary work by talking over the matter with a publish- 
ing house in New York who had issued a similar publication for stamp 
collectors. They seemed very much interested in the plan which I outlined 
to them and which called for members of our Association, experts in their 
respective fields, to write a chapter, each on his own subject, for this book, 
which would be a kind of numismatic symposium. My idea was that we 
could furnish the material to the publishing house, who could take care of 
the publication and selling end of the book, which would bear the imprint 
of our Association in some way. They pointed out to me, however, that 
just a few years ago they had published, or rather imported from England, 
an introduction on the subject of numismatics and that while they were 
very much interested in the subject, they could, of course, tell us nothing 
definite unless we first submitted our manuscript to them; so that the start- 
ing point of any work to be published by us would have to be the gathering 
of the material and the compiling of the manuscript, provided we decided 
to undertake the work through a book-publishing firm, which plan would 
seem to involve the least expense to us. 

At our annual gathering, as always, it is the proper occasion to take a 
brief survey of the inevitable ravages which the unswerving hand of time 
must inflict upon our ranks, and it is with the sense of the greatest personal 
and common loss that we now must lovingly and sorrowfully give a thought 
to two of our foremost numismatists and fellow-workers, who have passed 
on during the year. Among the men whose names will ever be linked with 
the early expansion and fortunes of our Association, and to whose gener- 
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osity alone our Association owes the ownership of our world-famed maga- 
zine, we must ever cherish that of W. W. C. Wilson, of Montreal; and to- 
gether with him the past year removed from our ranks Lyman H. Low, 
famous and prominent numismatist, scholar and gentleman of the old 
school. Among other prominent L......_.8, we lost our faithful Distriet 
Secretary of Nova Scotia, H. L. Doane; our enthusiastic collector of pioneer 
gold, Arthur C. Nygren, and the following other men who have been earnest 
and active members in our ranks: John Edmonds, C. J. J. Von Witt, Arthur 
H. Brewer, Edw. F. Wolfe, C. Edgar Walters, Thomas Hedley, George J. 
Schwartz, Dr. 8. Handler, A. F. Wooster, Wm. EH. H. Merritt, Jas. Bailey, 
S. Goette and A. L. Orcutt. In memory of these friends who have gone be- 
fore us, I ask you to rise in a silent tribute of reverence. 

(The members rose in silent tribute to the deceased members. ) 

Continuing the report of our activities during the past year, it was the 
President’s good fortune to be able to attend the annual meeting of the 
Rochester Numismatic Association and a special meeting of the Springfield 
Coin Club, both of which were helpful in a closer cooperation with these 
organizations and provided most enjoyable gatherings, socially and numis- 
matically. On another occasion we had the pleasure to renew the acquaint- 
ance and a visit to the Naitonal Coin Collection at the Smithsonian Institute, 
with its genial curator, our member Mr. Belote, and other Washington col- 
lectors, and we fould the coin collection there permanently installed and 
attractively arranged for the enjoyment of numismatists and lay visitors. 
Unfortunately, the present tendency of our Government to economize has 
retarded the desirable expansion of our national collection, and perhaps 
some official resolutions expressing our hopes and ambitions in this respect 
to members of Congress might be suitably acted upon by our present con- 
vention. I would heartily recommend this thought to our Committee on 
Resolutions for consideration. 

During the year another commemorative coin, the Huguenot-Walloon 
Tercentenary Half Dollar, has made itS appearance, as anticipated, and as 
usual, from source sources, the coin has received considerable criticism, 
both artistically and historically, none of them well founded, in your Presi- 
dent’s humble opinion. Yet another commemorative half dollar of the 
Stone Mountain Monument of the Confederacy has been authorized by Con- 
gress and will probably be issued in the near future. I assume that the 
method of issue of these and similar half dollars is well known to all of us. 
The chief point of their issue is that the premium authorized by Congress 
and charged for these coins by the respective commissions entrusted with 
their issue constitutes a very simple method of subsidy on the part of our 
Government, which really does not involve any cost to the Government, but 
is passed on to the shoulders of coin collectors and friends of the particular 
undertaking. Of late the authorization of these commemorative coins has 
become more frequent, some of the events commemorated being of a much 
lesser importance historically than others. I believe it would be a fit sub- 
ject for discussion on the part of our convention or in our Resolutions Com- 
mittee what the numismatists’ attitude on the subject of future commemo- 
rative issues should be. There has been considerable criticism of this 
method of the Government, but, personally, I believe that no great harm is 
being done numismatically by these issues, but rather that interest in numis- 
matics is stimulated thereby, provided only that the issuing commission 
keeps its faith to those to whom it sells the coins and does not throw on the 
market remainder supplies at sacrifice prices. Perhaps our Association 
might consider it worth while to have its opinion on this subject officially 
recorded and brought to the attention of the Government authorities. 

As a final thought in regard to the programme advocated by our enter- 
taining club that this should be a convention of scientific numismatic 
achievements, I want to point out that much of our achievement will de- 
pend upon the activities of just one committee—the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. It is very much to be regretted that for many years past the activi- 
ties of this committee have consisted in presenting to our conventions upon 
their last day, almost during their final dying minutes, sets of resolutions, 
some more some less important, always rendering discussion of the subject 
matter presented more or less impossible. I would strongly advocate a 
departure from our previous routine and a presentation of resolutions dur- 
ing the days of our convention on important topics by the Resolutions Com- 
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mittee in order that the body of our convent'‘on attendance might take part 
in discussions on such subjects. I realize that our previous method has 
simplified convention proceedings and avoided unnecessary and lengthy 
discussions, aS a great deal more can be accomplished efficiently in a small 
committee than in a large assemblage. However, the departure here sug- 
gested would certainly increase an interest in the proceedings, would pro- 
duce more thoroughly numismatic discussions and the length of time of 
speakers could easily be limited. I recommend this suggestion to the con- 
sideration of the Resolutions Committee already appointed, to be acted upon 
at their discretion. There are a great many more things of numismatic in- 
terest which have occurred to me during my lengthy absence abroad, but as 
the present address has taken up enough of your time, I shall reserve to 
myself the privilege of talking to you on other subjects later during our 
proceedings. 

Once more my own, aS well as the A. N. A.’s, thanks to our officers for the 
present prosperous condition of our Association and for their very earnest 
and devoted work. Sincerest thanks also to the Western Reserve Numis- 
matic Club for its cordial welcome to us visitors, and here is God-speed to a 
successful 1924 Convention of the A. N. A. 


President Wormser—What is your pleasure in regard to the President’s 
report? 

Motion made that it be accepted with thanks and published in The Numis- 
matist. 

Dr. Henderson—I move that the recommendations be referred to the 
Chairman of the Board of Governors for consideration and their disposi- 
tion. I think there are some very important recommendations there, and 
the Resolutions Committee is going to be very much burdened and hurried, 
and they will possibly do exactly the opposite from what is recommended 
here to do. The Board of Governors very likely will act upon that better. 

Motion seconded and carried. 

President Wormser—oOur next order of business I think will be the set- 
ting of such special order of business as we may determine. Our Constitu- 
tion calls for nominations for officers to be closed at noon, standard time, on 
Tuesday, the second day of the convention. [I think it is in order to adopt a 
resolution to that effect, that it is a special order of business and to set the 
time for handing in the ballots for the election for noon, standard time, on 
the third day, or Wednesday, of the convention. 

Motion made and seconded that as a special order of business we have 
closing of nominations for officers at 12 o’clock Tuesday of the convention 
and the election of officers at 12 o’clock on Wednesday, and upon a vote the 
motion carried. 

President Wormser—wWe still have to hear from several of our standing 
committees. 

Dr. Henderson—As a point of information, has Cleveland standard or 
central time? 

Mr. Fiisher—The city of Cleveland and the State of Ohio operate legally 
on Hastern standard time. When New York city is on their regular time, 
not on their daylight-saving time, their time and ours is the same. 

President Wormser—The next order of business is ‘ie reports of stand- 
ing committees. We have, from last year’s convention, the Committee of 
Assistance to the Curator, Messrs. Bauer and Gillette. 

Mr. Bauer—I think the matter is not up to expectation. A year ago I 
spoke on this subject and appealed to 'the generosity of the members to try 
and help make this collection worth while by donating coins which they do 
not care about any more. We have a lot of valuable coins which are dupli- 
cated; there are coins that are of historical value that we could use which 
those who collect certain lines haven’t much interest in. I would like to 
| See more interest taken in the subject, as I am on that committee and 
haven’t anything to work with. Here and there a medal is received, but 
nothing worth while. If this collection has no interest to the membership, 
I don’t see the use of trying to form it. Your committee is doing the best 
it can; they put the coins and medals received on exhibition in the cases, 
and they are absolutely sure of protection; but there doesn’t seem to be the 
interest in the subject there should be. I think it is just indifference, that 
is all. I have nothing further to report. 
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President Wormser—About January 1 write a letter to The Numismatist 
for publication and tell them all to bring in New Year’s presents. Now we 
have the Committee on Prizes. Mr. Guttag is chairman, Messrs. Bauer, 
Dunn, Fisher and Turrill. Mr. Guttag, have you any report on that? 

Mr. Guttag—-I made an appeal through The Numismatist and haven’t 
been very successful; but the Board of Governors, I believe, appointed a 
committee for the prizes being donated this year. 

President Wormser—We have Mr. Zerbe, of the Publicity Committee. 

Mr. Zerbe—Mr. President, your Publicity Committee has no formal re- 
port to make, and I doubt if it has been more active in the past year than 
in the previous years. The committee has endeavored to produce something 
in its effort to correct misstatements of fact relating to numismatics as they 
appear in miscellaneous contributions to the general publications. My ex- 
perience has been that the various press syndicates throughout the country 
take any material which is presented to them, or such aS may be produced 
by poorly-paid and incompetent help, and there have been frequent mis- 
statements of fact in the general press, and has caused other members of 
the committee and myself to be alert to try to bring to the attention of ya- 
rious people who control general publicity that there is a seat of confirma- 
tion for information. 

It is not the sense of your committee that it be active in any sense in try- 
ing to edit such miscellaneous material as may be provided, but that it will 
bring the information to the source of production before it is distributed. 
That is, if there is any question about the statements of fact, it will be 
brought to the sources where that information can be confirmed or correct- 
ed. Outside of that, Mr. President, I doubt if your committee has anything 
new to report. 

There has been quite a lot of publicity as may have been developed by my 
activities and travel over the country. I concede this: That any time we 
can get a story about money that is correct, and any time we can get the 
word numismatics into publication, and the name of our publication, we 
are producing publicity that would produce, directly or indirectly, some 
good interest. 

Mr. Chapman—I wish to add a few words in regard to newspaper publi- 
cations. Not that I wish to give myself any credit, but I have told our Phila- 
delphia papers that if at any time they had a question asked them referring 
to numismatics, I would be glad to place any information in my power at 
their service, and they have phoned me many times to ask about this, that 
or the other—questions which I have always courteously answered. That 
is more or less in the line of our good friend Zerbe’s efforts. 

Mr. Zerbe—May I supplement my statement, Mr. President? We are 
trying to acquaint the press of every city with the fact that we have a mem- 
ber there who is competent to give information on such subjects. 

Mr. Sears—It may not be out of order at this time to say, as some of the 
members may not know it, that Mr. Julius Guttag’s generosity has made it 
possible for two prizes to be awarded for the best exhibit and for the best 
paper appearing in The Numismatist from October, 1923, to September, 
1924. At a meeting of the Board of Governors yesterday the following 
gentlemen were selec*ed to act as judges in this contest: Harry Yawger, B. 
‘Max Mehl and Geor,. Gillette. 

President Wormser—yYou have heard Mr. Zerbe’s report and also Mr. 
Sears’ report. I don’t think it requires any further action. I would like to 
point out in this connection that I think the press seems to have progressed 
considerably in reporting numismatic stories. I know I got a good many 
clippings during Coin Week, and I thought that most of the things we read 
were really correctly reported. I know that the reporters in New York 
seemed to have covered the subject very well and gotten the story quite 
intelligently right. 

Mr. Blake—Mr. Chairman, if I may be permitted, I would like to call at- 
tention to the fact that the Plain Dealer has in today’s paper a very fair re- 
port of our exhibition so far, and I will recommend to the members of the 
convention to look over it. 

Mr. Fisher—Also the Cleveland Commercial-Times has. 

President Wormser—The next order of business is something else. I 
was visiting some of our numismatic friends and confreres at Frankfort, in 
Germany, and I hadn’t heard any A. N. A. news for a long while. Just as 1 
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was wondering how the good old A. N. A. was getting along, this gentleman 
whom I was visiting was telling me that he felt so much flattered, honored, 
that he had been invited to come to our convention and read a paper, but 
that was, of course, impossible. However, he had sent the paper to the 
gentleman whose efficiency I immediately recognized, Charlies Markus, chair- 
man of the Committee on Papers. He has submitted a written report on his 
work, which shows that he has been very busy preparing intellectual food 
for our convention this year. I think at this stage it would be interesting 
to have Brother Markus take a hand in the proceedings and possibly read 
or call on some of the promised speakers for a talk. 

Mr. Markus—Mr. Chairman, I would like to call on Mr. Waldo C. Moore 
to read his paper. 

Mr. Moore—My paper is upstairs. May I be excused to get it? 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the meeting adjourn until 2 
o’clock. 

Adjournment 12:10 P. M. 


SECOND SESSION, MONDAY AFTERNOON, AUGUST 25. 


The afternoon session was called to order by President Wormser at 2.30. 

President Wormser—wWe will now proceed with the regular order of busi- 
ness. We have a communication from Member George 8. Godard, on be- 
half of the Connecticut ‘State Library. 


“Mr. Harry T. Wilson, General Secretary, A. N. A.: 

“My Dear Mr. Wilson—I am very sorry I can be present at the forthcom- 
ing meeting of the American Numismatic Association only in spirit. I have 
many times looked forward to attending some of these meetings, because 
you know of my interest in this field. Please report for the Joseph C. Mitch- 
elson Collection here in the Connecticut State Library that it is growing 
steadily and rapidly. I am sending to you under separate cover three or 
four photographs, which I think may be of interest to those who attend the 
convention. You may add these to the archives of the Society. With all

President Wormser—wWe shall now proceed with the business where we 


left off before we adjourned—the reading of paper. Mr. Waldo C. Moore 
has the floor. 


Mr. Moore—I came very near refusing our good friend Mr. Markus to 
prepare a paper for this occasion, for the simple reason that I thought my 
name appeared so often that I grew tired of it myself, and was thinking 
that some of the A. N. A. fellows would tire, too, of seeing my name so 
much in print; that was one reason I thought to refuse, but I didn’t want 
them to come back at me a second time, so I consented. My subject is 
“Numismatic and Otherwise.” (Reads paper.) 

Motion made, seconded and carried that Mr. Moore’s paper be accepted 


with thanks and printed in The Numismatist. 


(Mr. Moore’s paper will be published later.) 

President Wormser—Mr. Markus, will you call on the next one? 

Mr. Markus—lI really have so many that you are going to get tired before 
we get through, but before you get tired I am going to inflict my own on 
you—“‘Inquiry Department Notes.” (Reads paper.) 

(Mr. Markus’ paper appears elsewhere in this issue.) 

President Wormser—Gentlemen, you have heard the report of the In- 
quiry Department. What is your pleasure in the matter? I think it would 
be in order to move its acceptance and the reappointment of Mr. Markus 
for another year. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the report of the Inquiry Depart- 
ment be accepted with thanks and that Mr. Markus be appointed as head 
of it for another year. 

President Wormser—What is the next paper, Mr. Markus? 

Mr. Markus read a paper, ‘(Our Numismatic Successors,’ by Thomas L. 
Elder, New York City, which will be published later. 
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President Wormser—What is your pleasure in reference to the paper? 

Dr. Henderson—-I move that it be turned over to the editor of The Numis- 
matist, with the thanks of the convention to the author. 

Motion carried. 

Mr. Markus—I would like to suspend the reading of these papers, because 
we have something of greater importance and benefit to us. We would like 
to have our beloved President, Mr. Wormser, tell us of his experiences on 
his trip in the last few weeks. 

President Wormser: Friends, I really thought this was more or less in the 
nature of a paper, but I am entitling it, ‘‘Numismatics Seen and Heard 
Abroad,’’ and I have half a case outside, that is taken somewhat as illustra- 
tions in connection with my talk. 


‘‘Numismatics Seen and Heard Abroad.”’ 


You probably know that I just managed to squeeze past the U. S. immi- 
gration authorities on Friday in time to get here for the opening of our 
convention. My first official act in the United States was to look for the 
August issue of The Numismatist and to see what the latest convention 
plans and developments were. I was greatly surprised to read that I was 
expected to be the bearer of numismatic diplomatic secrets involving news 
of great importance. 

I am very much disappointed that matters of numismatic moment which 
I gathered during my travels have been few and far between. Particularly 
was my trip a disappointment, owing to the fact that in the short space of 
time I tried to cover such a large territory that it was impossible to go into 
any one phase of the trip with any degree of thoroughness. However, if 
you will forbear with me and not consider me a pure and unadulterated ego- 
tist, I shall be glad to tell you of a few things of numismatic interest that 
came under my observation during my wanderings. 

Our first stop was Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, and the very first day after our 
arrival we decided to hunt for a public coin collection. The National Library 
seemed to us the most probable location, and with the aid of a very poor 
French vocabulary my card as President of the A. N. A. proved a perfectly 
valid introduction and identification. We were informed that the numis- 
matic belongings of the Library had been transferred to some other insti- 
tution, but we were shown some very splendid treasures, whose nucleus 
was the Library of the Regent of Brazil, Don John VI. During our subse- 
quent days in Rio we discovered that the numismatic collection was located 
in a historical museum, to which JI received an introduction too late to be 
able to avail myself of it. However, we paid a visit to the Casa da Moeda, 
in other words the mint, whose director, Sr. Honorio Hermeto, speaks 
French fluently and extended to me a most cordial reception. He put at my 
disposal an employee of the establishment, who showed us first the small 
coin collection, and which contains some very fine medals that had been de- 
signed by some Brazilian artists and struck at the mint, and also some very 
interesting patterns, among them a dollar-size silver piece with bust in ad- 
mirals uniform of Dom Pedro I. We next were shown the engraving de- 
partment, where some very beautiful designs for paper money, as well as 
stamps, were being turned out. You will find in my exhibit a postal-card 
view of the exterior of the mint building. 

Leaving the front part of the building, we were led into a beautiful court- 
yard decorated with tropical plants and palm trees and surrounded on its 
other three sides with well-kept low factory buildings. One side of the 
court is occupied by the Government printing plant, where the paper money 
is fabricated, while the farther side contains the actual coining rooms, and 
we observed the coining presses in operation. 

The metal blanks of silver for the two milreis pieces and of composition 
metal for the one milreis pieces, as I understand it, are furnished to the 
Government by foreign firms, and at the mint the blanks are punched out 
of the bar metal and the coins struck. At the end of the visit the Director 
promised a gift of several medals for our collection, which I was to call for 
upon our return visit to Rio. Unfortunately, this visit never took place, 
is on the return voyage the boat did not stop long enough to again visit 
the city. 

As for an opportunity to pick up coins in Rio, this is very limited, al- 
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though I visited the greater part of the foreign exchange places that I could 
find. There are several very prominent collectors in Rio, and their special 
field, naturally, is Brazilian coins. A specialized collection of this country 
can run into the thousands of different varieties. I am happy to say that 
several of these collectors gladly volunteered to join our Association as 
members. 

Mr. Guinle is recognized as the biggest collector of Brazilian coins and is 
a man of great wealth, and has generously offered his coin collection to 
the Brazilian nation. Unfortunately, this was one of my unaccomplished 
tasks, and, owing to the accelerated trip of my steamer, I did not have the 
good fortune to meet Mr. Guinle personally or to see his collection. Another 
prominent collector who has joined our Association is Mr. Chas. A. Baumann, 
who also specializes in Braziliana and through whose courtesy I discovered 
a fact hitherto unknown to me and of which I believe a few others of you 
have not heard before. Those of you who are interested in South American 
gold coins are familiar with the great rarity of the Brazilian counterstamped 
gold bars of the period of the eighteenth century. The interesting fact 
which Mr. Baumann called to my attention is that these bars did not have 
currency alone, but that they were supposed to be accompanied by an official 
assayer’s certificate, confirming exactly the weight and value of the coin as 
contained in the counterstamp. Just a few days ago Mr. Baumann was kind 
enough to send me a plaster cast of the gold bar he owns and a photograph 
of the certificate accompanying it. I also had the pleasure to have Mr. 
Baumann show me some of his treasures. 

After Rio we spent a few brief days in the city that is considered the 
most progressive industrially—Sao Paulo—of which you have probably read 
a good deal in the press lately as having been the seat of a recent revolu- 
tion. Personally, I felt very badly to read of this, as it is a magnificent, 
apparently prosperous, up-to-date city, and it is depressing to think of it 
being even partly demolished by the shot and shell of a revolution. I was 
told that in this city a numismatic society was just being formed and met 
several of its members. Mr. Ravache was kind enough to give me a blank 
form of one of these gold-bar certificates, which I am showing in my exhibi- 
tion case. I also had the pleasure of meeting the very delightful Dr. Marra, 
another prominent collector of Brazilian coins, and spent a pleasant two 
hours with him looking at some of his treasures. 

Our next stopping point was Buenos Aires, and very good fortune brought 
me into contact with numismatics within two hours of landing from the 
steamer. The busiest little thoroughfare, of European appearance both as 
to shops and people, is the Calle Florida, and Mrs. Wormser and I strolled 
through it in the dusk, admiring its hustling multitudes and its beautiful 
shop windows. Can you imagine my excitement when in front of a large 

medallic establishment the word ‘‘numismatica”’’ struck my eye? We found 
ourselves in front of the shop of the Fabrica Nacional de Medallas of Mr. 
Constante Rossi, and what I had seen was the seal of the Historical and 
Numismatic Association of Buenos Aires, which this establishment had manu- 
factured. The members of the firm directed me to the Museo Bartholome 
Mitre and its Secretary, Sr. Zabala, and when I explained to them our Asso- 
ciation and its objects and told them about our publication they evinced 
great interest in us. The products of this firm are very fine works of medal- 
lic art and, in my opinion, rank equal to the products of the French school. 
Mr. Rossi was sufficiently interested in us and wanted us North Americans 
to get acquainted with Argentinian medallic art, so he was kind enough 
to dedicate to us a number of the products of his establishment, which I 
am also showing in my exhibition as additions to our collection. 

Subsequently we visited the Museo Mitre, where at the time of my visit 
I was also fortunate enough to find the president of the association, Sr. 
Leguizamon. The museum was founded by Dr. Mitre, who was a national 
figure in Argentina life, having been the founder of the great daily, La 
Nacion, and as such he was recognized as a national educator and patron of 
arts and sciences. He founded a great library at this museum on the sub- 
ject of South America and recognized the importance of numismatics as an 
aid to the study of history by also assembling in connection with the library 
this wonderful coin collection. I had the good fortune to look over this 
collection also, which was particularly rich in Argentinian gold onzas. AS 
luck would have it, I seemed to be in time for a meeting of the Historical 
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and Numismatic Association, to which I was invited, for Saturday, May 
24th. At the last minute, however, it was my bad luck that the meeting 
had to be called off, as this date was declared a national holiday. However, 
I visited another private museum of Sr. Isaac Fernandez Blanco. Sr. Blan- 
co has a splendid collection of objects of Argentine historical interest dis- 
played in his own private house, and on certain days of the week this is 
opened wide to the public. Upon presentation of my A. N. A. card, his 
nephew, Sr. Obregon, extended every possible courtesy,to me and personally 
showed me the very large number of numismatic objects which formed part 
of the exhibition. Among these were particularly prominent a quantity of 
silver Argentinian proclamation pieces (Juras), as I understand they are 
called. 

I also received a very cordial official reception at the National Library, 
which, however, did not feature particularly numismatic material, although 
they possess a collection of modern medals. And finally, last but not least, 
through the courtesy of Sr. Eshayde, one of the directors of the Museo Muni- 
cipal, a special visit was arranged, during which I had an opportunity to look 
at all the treasures contained in their numismatic collection, among them 
a fine collection of South American gold and an almost complete collection 
of Argentine money, including all the onzas. Note that I say all, which 
means both ‘the onzas of 1836 and 1842, with a portrait of Rosas, and truly 
my mouth watered at the numismatic feast. The collection also contained 
some Paraguayan gold coins, the existence of which no one else that I asked 
about them ever seemed to have heard. This numismatic collection was 
founded by Sr. Zemborain, and on his death were given to the City of Buenos 
Aires. 

When I embarked for South America I was told particularly about two of 
the famous South American collections, the Ramos collection, in Brazil, and 
the Rosas collection, in Buenos Aires; but upon inquiry they proved non- 
existent. The former I understand has been sold to Mr. Guimle, and the 
latter was sold at public sale a few years ago, being dispersed completely 
and having brought very low prices. 

This practically ends our South American numismatic experiences. Our 
next visit was to London, where I paid a visit, unfortunately very brief, to 
the British Museum. Unfortunately, Mr. Hill was on sick leave, but Mr. 
Allen extended to me every possible courtesy. The exhibition cases of the 
numismatic section are weli arranged and contain some splendid Renais- 
sance medals and a very fine selection of English coins illustrating history. 
Also, a splendid selection of ancient coins. One of the attractive features, 
most useful to visitors, is a series of booklets as well as postal cards, which 
are for sale to the public and which should be an aid in making numismaties 
attractive to the general public. It was particularly thrilling to see some of 
the tags in the cases contained in the private cabinets, which date back to 
the eighteenth century, the national coin collection having been started un- 
der the rule of one of the Georges and having been greatly enriched in the 
beginning of the nineteenth century by donations by the Bank of England. 

Numismatics in England seems quite popular, as Selfridge’s Department 
Store had on view a large collection of badges and decoraitons and had is- 
sued a catalog describing them. I did not find the opportunity to visit this, 
however. At Wembley also, where, as you know, a great British Empire 
Exhibition is being held, numismatics has come somewhat into its own, as 
a great many of the colonies show sets of their coinages. India has several 
very fine exhibition cases of the products of the Calcutta Mint. The State 
of Kutch is selling sets of its gold coins in cases, and the British Mint par- 
ticularly, I am told, although I did not see it, shows a very representative 
collection of English coins, and is running a very interesting modern coin 
press, and alongside of it shows the primitive method of coining at the 
time of King Alfred the Great, striking a souvenir medal similar to the 
ancient design, the workmen being in the costume of King Alfred’s time. 

I also acquainted myself with the exhibition of Waterlow Sons, Ltd., 
whose establishment has been engaged in printing notes for banks and 
governments since 1811, and who showed specimens of their banknote print- 
ing, from early notes of about 1850 to notes of governments all over the 
world, also of some Canadian banknotes nearer home. This firm, I am told, 
also prints the present British 10-shilling and one-pound notes, while the 
more time-honored 5-pound notes of the Bank of England are printed by 
this institution. 
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Our next numismatic stop was Paris, and there we had the great pleasure 
of finding some of our home friends. We spent much time and did a great 
deal of exploring with the Raymonds, and also met one of our members, 
Mr. Volimer, and his wife, from Los Angeles, with whom we had some very 
good times, not always numismatic, together. 

I visited the Bibliotheque Nationale, and especially the younger Monsieur 
Jonun Babelon, who is one of the assistant curators there, but I did not meet 
the d.rector himself, Monsieur Dieudonnet. 

Monsieur PRabelon showed me some of the coins that were stored in the 
cases there. The cases are the original ones in which this particular col- 
lection was started, under Louis XIV, so coin collecting over there goes 
back quite a long ways, and it was very thrilling to think that we were 
looking at cases that Louis XIV had been looking over. 

Outside of the private rooms are three large exhibition rooms containing 
a great number of ancient coins, and also a very fine selection of Irench 
coins, among which I noted particularly a good many pieforts, very rare 
coins struck on thick planchets, of the French kings and the feudal! lords. 
Also, I particularly was interested in some very large gold medals of th: 
fourteenth century, I think, commemorating the expulsion of the English. 

I also noted a 20-stater gold piece of Hucratides of Bactria, and two Roman 
gold bars. The unfortunate part, it seems to me, about most of these con- 
tinental collections, particularly the one in Paris, is that they only open at 
certain hours and certain days in the week. In our country I think we are 
much more liberal. We keep our museums and libraries open throughout 
the week so that people can come in any time it suits them. Over there the 
chances are that on the day you try to go there you will find it closed. 

Mr. Raymond and myself also undertook a numismatic expedition to the 
French mint, the Hotel de la Monnaie, as it is called, and we were amply 
repaid for having gone there. 

They have a very nice collection. The greater part consists of medals, 
but they also have some fne French co_ns, especially pieforts; the 10-l-ouis 
piece of, I think, Louis XIII, one of the large gold coins; and they have 
some very interesting modern coins, Spanish 100-pesetas piece of 1871, and 
Greek 100 and 50 drachme pieces; and again some of those large gold medals 
on the expulsion of the English. We didn’t have the time to go through 
the coining rooms themselves, although they are open to the public at cer- 
tain hours on certain days. 

The French Mint seems to engage to some extent in the manufacture of 
medals in general, I think. Our United States mints only manufacture 
official medals, but the French mint undertakes the striking of medals in 
general, and you can take your selection of a large quantity of medals and 
order them. My time there was very short and I didn’t have very much 
time to wait for the striking of medals, but in one of the cases they had 
four small gold medals. I am telling you this to show you the process 
through which this goes. They appealed to me very much as they were 
rather pretty, and particularly characteristic headdresses of the princes:es 
and queens that were represented on these medals, and I asked whether 
they could sell those to me. They said, ‘‘Well, you have to buy the gold 
and then we strike them for you, then you can get them.’’ I said: ‘“‘It is 
too bad, but I cannot wait for them.’’ And they said: ‘Well, we will let 
you have these, but you have to bring in the gold.’ So they took the medals 
that were in the cases and weighed them, and from that they determined 
how much gold was necessary and exactly how much gold I needed. They 
gave me the address of an assayer whose gold would be satisfactory to them; 
that they could rely on his weight, fineness, and so forth. I went to that 
place, bought my gold in bars, went back to the mint, and they weighed the 
gold and tested it, and I got an order to go upstairs and get my medals. I 
got my medals the next day, after I had paid for the cost of striking them. 
It struck me as a rather interesting process of getting these things. It is 
very nice to go there and bring home a souvenir of the French mint. The 
mint also sells a set of postcards. I think there are 25 in a set. I have 
shown them outside in the case, and that is really very interesting propa- 
ganda, showing the coin collection, the interior of the mint, and the building. 

Our next numismatic experience was a visit to the collection in Geneva. 
This is something I found out, characteristic of Switzerland. There are a 
number of public coin collections, and they especially feature the local 
history. In Switzerland most of the different cantons had their own coin- 
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age, and in the particular localities they specialized in collecting the coins 
of ithat locality. In Geneva the collection is located in the Municipal Art 
Museum, beautifully displayed, in large cases, and several rich Geneyege 
gentlemen have interested themselves in times past to complete the collec- 
tion. It is said to be one of the best collections of Geneva coins. The lady 
in charge there was very courteous and did not hesitate a moment to take 
coins out of the cases to show them to me. The visit was very much worth 
while. 

The next numismatic stop was Lucerne. A great many of you have prob- 
ably been there if you have been to Europe, but it isn’t generally known 
what sort of a coin collection 'they have. The coin collection is contained in 
the Citizens Library. There, again, they were very courteous to me and 
did not hesitate about opening up the safe for me. They have about 20 
trays full of a special collection of Lucerne coins. Lucerne coins are very 
rare, and they have a good many silver coins struck in gold, some large- 
sized gold coins, and dollar-sized ones, a very showy collection, some very 
fine gold medals, and after I had finished looking at them, the gentleman 
in charge said, ‘‘Now, as long as I have this safe open I am going to show 
you something very fine.’’ 

He got out a great big volume, which was the Chronicle of Lucerne, writ- 
ten some time around, I think, 1520, by a cleric, and every page had a color- 
ed painting on it opposite the writing. It was a wonderful antique and un- 
doubtedly a volume of ‘tremendous value. It was certainly a great pleasure 
to get a look at that, and if it hadn’t been for numismatics I wouldn’t have 
seen it. The pictures were illustrative of the entire history of the time. One 
picture I recall was very cruel, of some people being ‘tortured on the rack; 
another picture was very beautiful, the entry of the emperor to the city, 
and another showed his exit after he had visited there a few days. It was 
a most interesting volume. 

I hunted up ‘the gentleman in charge of the cabinet, who had been re- 
sponsible for the gathering of it, although, of course, the money was fur- 
nished by the citizens who were interested in the library. He was a master 
baker and a very interesting gentleman. He had written a complete catalog 
of the coins of Lucerne, which had been published in ‘the Revue Numis- 
matique some years ago. He also seemed to be very cordial and wanted to 
show me his collection, but, unfortunately, time did not permit. 

In Lucerne I also discovered the building where most of the very beauti- 
ful coinage of Lucerne was struck. The building is now used as a factory, 
but has a beautiful carved oak door overtopped by the seal of Lucerne, 
flanked by carved stone lions holding cornucopiae filled with coins. I man- 
aged to get a local photographer to furnish me with a picture of the door 
and building, and they are shown in my exhibition case. 

The next numismatic stop was a visit to Zurich. I called on Mr. Burghart, 
with whom I had had previous correspondence, at the Central Library—the 
Central Bibliotheque—and on my visit I was accompanied by my good old 
friend, Mr. Schulman, who was spending his vacation in Switzerland. 

The nucleus of the collection there was founded by a Mr. Shintz as far 
back as the end of the eighteenth century. Mr. Schintz was a very patriotic 
Swiss citizen, and he evinced his patriotism by collecting all possible coins, 
except French, for he lived at the time the French occupied Switzerland. 
We can picture to ourselves at the time he was collecting that all he had to 
do was 'to watch the coins that came to his hand and put them aside. It is 
a wonderful collection. We discovered some great continental rarities. 
There were quadruple testones of Milan, and especially coins of Alsace, 
which isn’t so far from Switzerland. There were square thalers of Alsatian 
cities, and the double thaler of Weissenburg. Those of you who know this 
series, Mr. Gillette and Mr. Bauer, will probably appreciate this, and a large 
series of coins of Freiburg and of Colmar, of Breisach and Hagenau, and 
then suddenly our eyes opened wide—-we discovered a dollar of South 
America of Charles and Johanna. [I think Mr. Sears will appreciate this. 
It was wonderful—a very, very rare South American item. We also dis- 
covered some rare Dutch pieces. Mr. Schulman never had seen them. We 
were only able to spend an hour there, but it was wonderful. There were 
no Swiss items in the collection, because they were housed at the Historical 
Museum. We didn’t have time to go there. 

The next and last numismatic stop that I made was at Munich. Our old 
friend Mr. Hirsch, of the firm of Otto Helbing Nachf., took me to the Alte 
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Academie, where the State coin collection is kept. I had the pleasure of 
meeting Dr. Harbich, the director of the collection, and Dr. Buchenau, the 
curator, and Dr. Pahrens, whose title, I think, is assistant curator. That 
collection contains about everything numismatic that you can think of. There 
is a wonderful series of ancients, a wonderful series of Rennaisance medals, 
particulary rich, something that never comes over here; cut stones which 
are the models for medals. They had, particularly, medallic decorations, 
early medals, portrait gold medals, usually, or silver medals gilt, with some 
jeweler’s work around the edge, enamels, pearls hanging down from them— 
it was really a feast for the eye. There is so much that you cannot describe 
it. You cannot do it justice. 

As my name is Wormser, Dr. Buchenau took special delight in showing 
me the coins of Worms, among them two double talers that were unique, 
of old bishops of the fifteenth or sixteenth century. 

Then I saw the famous Salzburg collection. This cabinet has in it, l 
think, the best collection of coins of Salzburg in existence, and some two or 
three hundred years ago they were bought by a Duke of Bavaria, from a 
monastery in Salzburg for a very good sum even in those days—lI think they 
said something like 10,000 gulden, and it must have been a good deal of 
money then, much more, relatively, than it would be today. 

This collection was founded—you can imagine how good it is—by Duke 
Albert V, and his rule was between the years 1550 and 158 Ge iathink -the 
foundation of the collection goes back to about 1560 to 1570. I have a 
little book out in that same case in which is written a history of the collec- 
tion—the origin of the collection. The collection was originally housed in 
an ivory cabinet, a beautiful carved ivory affair. This cabinet is such a 
wonderful work of art that they put it into another museum—the Culture 
Historical Museum. After that, toward the end of the seventeenth century, 
they housed the collection in Japanese cabinets. They are all there. They 
pull out the drawers and the coins are all there. It is a great treat to look 
at one of these collections. The particular richness of the collection is due 
to the fact that one Duke or Elector or King of Bavaria after another seems 
to have taken interest in adding to the collection, and this history describes 
how King Louis II in his leisure moments used to come to the collection and 
see what was to be added, and he would decide particularly that such and 
such coins were to complete the series. I was told it ranks next in import- 
ance and size to the Berlin collection. 

Of course there were a good many dealers I visited, but the story of that 
doesn’t fit into this report exactly. Wherever I went I received a most cor- 
dial reception and had a most interesting time, numismatically. 

I would just make this suggestion to the A. N. A., that some of these 
people could, to advantage, be put on the official mailing list of The Numis- 
matist. They would be very much interested in receiving our publication. 
I think they should receive it free of charge, and undoubtedly, if we would 
send it out that way we would occasionaliy receive their reports in return, 
and it would lead to an interchange of numismatiec ideas. That recommen- 
dation I certainly would like to make, to be taken up either by the conven- 
tion or the Board of Governors or to be acted upon automatically by our 
business manager. 


Motion made that the report be published in The Numismatist and mo- 
tion was seconded. 

President Wormser—Do you want to take any action with reference to 
supplying the institutions? 

Mr. Duffield—How many do you think there are? 

President Wormser—lI should say about a dozen; perhaps not that many. 

Mr. Bauer—I met another gentleman in Munich who showed me a Flap- 
per Dollar and he asked for a ten-cent piece. I promised to send it to him. 
But they do take an interest in things that we wouldn’t expect them to, 
and, therefore, I think it is a good idea to put the curators of these museums 
in the different countries on our mailing list. Surely it is good advertising 
for the A. N. A., and if one of us happens to be abroad while on a vacation, 
they receive us with open arms. 

Mr. Duffield—While there is a great deal of truth in that, it doesn’t seem 
fair to require American museums and libraries to send $2 for a subscription 
to the magazine, and then put foreign museums and libraries on the list 
free, does it? 
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Mr. Bauer—Mr. President, I would like to say to Mr. Duffield that the 
curator there said to me: ‘“‘I would have had that ten-cent piece, only we have 
no funds to buy any coins with.’’ The old kings have died off and so they 
have no way at all of enriching their collections. 

Mr. Guttag—I believe in advertising and I believe there is no cheaper way 
of advertising than having our magazine go around the world. It really 
makes us become better acquainted and better known to the foreigners. 
As far as the United States is concerned, we are known fairly well, and 
those who really want the magazine can afford to pay for it, while the people 
abroad cannot. I am sure if they had money they wouldn’t ask for it for 
nothing. 

Mr. Yawger—How much do they cost? 

Mr. Duffield—The subcription is $2 a year. The actual cost isn’t that of 
course. So far as our funds go, we are able to stand that expense; but it is 
the principle of the thing to which objection can be made. If some librarian 
in this country happened ‘to be traveling in Kurope and should be told there 
that they are receiving The Numismatist free, and at the same time the libra- 
rian was paying $2, he would probably wonder about the discrimination. 

Mr. Thorson—wWe are trying to further the interest of our hobby, and we 
want to do that as much as possible; and I think it is sufficiently advan- 
tageous if, on different occasions like this recommended by our President, 
we would put institutions on our so-called free list. Every institution has 
such a list. I would heartily endorse the recommendations to send these 
various institutions The Numismatist free, especially to the worth-while 
places that have extended us courtesy or would be likely to extend us 
courtesy. 

Vice-President Boyer took the Chair. 

President Wormser—Mr. Chairman, I could possibly say something about 
how this could be done. Mr. Duffield’s point is very well taken. We want 
to be fair in the matter, and we don’t want to charge one man and not charge 
the other; but in this particular instance we only refer to institutions which 
would not be likely to become members and which also would not be likely 
to have any reason for wanting to subscribe to our magazine, and, on the 
other hand, could give us something in return. When we are sending The 
Numismatist to the state collections, they have certain publications which 
they undoubtedly, out of pure courtesy or mutual understanding, would be 
willing to furnish us in exchange. We could have some preliminary corre- 
spondence on that subject. I am also thinking, if we should send The Numis- 
matist, for instance, to the National Library of Buenos Aires—they would 
never think of subscribing to The Numismatist—we may get some more 
South American collectors interested in the A. N. A. and join as mem- 
bers. It is propaganda that would pay. The libraries over here that get 
The Numismatist are not libraries that could give us anything numismati- 
cally in return. They are simply reading libraries of general information 
and are taking The Numismatist because they need it for their files, the 
same as they might need the Ladies’ Home Journal or the Saturday Hvening 
Post. We are not attempting to have an exchange with them; they simply 
pay for their subscription, and, after all, it is not a general rule we are 
making, it is something that could be decided upon between the Chairman 
of the Board, the President and Mr. Duffield. 

Mr. Duffield—In that case, if those institutions publish anything like we 
are doing, that would be of any benefit to us, we might place them on our 
exchange list, or we might send a copy for a year on ‘trial, or something of 
that sort; but I hardly think it is fair to place a foreign institution on the 
free list and expect the libraries in this country to pay for it. 

Mr. Newell—While I don’t recall exactly how our rules state it, could we 
not make some of them corresponding members? In the Numismatic Society 
of New York our corresponding members get our publications, and we have 
similar institutions as corresponding members. They get our literature and 
we get theirs in return. 

Mr. Duffield—-We haye no corresponding members; we might make them 
honorary members. 

Mr. Guttag—-What we are selling here is to libraries that are not numis- 
matic institutions. We are not trying to give them to libraries on the other 
side; only institutions interested in numismatics. 

Chairman Boyer—Just as a suggestion, the A. N. A. might withhold a 
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certain amount of money and pay it over to The Numismatist for this mat- 
ter. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the matter be left with the Board 
of Governors. 

President Wormser resumes the Chair. 

President Wormser—The motion, then, is that the report be accepted, pub- 
lished in The Numismatist, and that the recommendations be referred to the 
Board of Governors. Shall we proceed with the program, or leave the read- 
ing of further papers until tomorrow? I suggest we have one more paper 
and then adjourn. 

Mr. Markus—The subject of this paper is ‘‘Numismatics and History,’’ 
by George HE. Pipes. He is one of the youngest members and he is very 
modest. He wrote a very short paper, but it is very interesting, and I wrote 
him that I wished it was five times as long. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the paper be accepted with 
thanks and printed in The Numismatist. 

(Mr. Pipes* paper will be published later.) 

Motion made, seconded and carried to adjourn until 10 o’clock on Tues- 
day morning. 

Adjournment at 5:30 P. M. 


THIRD SESSION, TUESDAY MORNING, AUGUST 26. 


The morning session of Tuesday, August 26th, was called to order at 
10.45 by President Wormser. 

President Wormser—This morning I received a telegram from another 
one of our good friends who used to come to conventions regularly, but has 
not been seen for some time. 


“Moritz Wormser, Hotel Hollenden, Cleveland, Ohio: 

“T hope the present convention will be the most interesting and success- 
ful that we have ever held. I regret exceedingly not to be able to meet with 
you this year. Best wishes to all. 

“ROSTER LARDNER.”’ 


President Wormser—Has anyone else any communications they have re- 
ceived which should be called to the attention of the convention? 

Secretary Wilson—I have two from boards of trade which should be 
brought up when we select a place for our next convention, 

President Wormser—This is a good time to listen to reports, and I will 
call upon our District Secretary for Nebraska. Mr. Thorson, I think, has 
some interesting communications to make to us. I should have called for 
that yesterday when I asked for reports of officers. 

Mr. Thorson—Mr. Chairman, I am delighted to report from Nebraska. I 
can hardly coincide with our friend, Mr. Yawger, who reports no activities 
in his community. I found otherwise during Coin Week. We had two dis- 
plays in Omaha. I was instrumental in getting one in one of our largest 
banks there for ten days and distributed a number of pamphlets supplied, 
and, above all things, I secured the opening of the famous Reid Collection, 
in splendid cases, which is rated as the largest and best numismatic and 
autographic collection in the Central West, it having been closed for a num- 
ber of years. I secured the opening of that for Coin Week. I received there 
a great many registrations, which will lead up to eventual memberships. 
However, I cannot report very many new members to date. I have the ma- 
terial to work with, and next year I hope to be able to, report many more 
new members in my district. 

A splendid token was given me in the form of an appointment, and if you 
will permit me to dwell, as our friend Markus did yesterday, on politics, I 
will be glad to tell you of it. Our esteemed Mayor is a popular Democrat, 
and Iam a Bull Moose Progressive, so the appointment came as a surprise. 
He saw fit to appoint me on the Library Commission, and I am on the com- 
mittee that has full charge of the new collection. Hereafter I will probably 
be able to render more service than in the past for our hobby, having 
charge of this enormous collection, which, I was advised before leaving, 
would be given special attention from now on. That is quite a credit, I 
believe, to the numismatic world, especially in the West. I feel that, if pos- 
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sible, some recognition in the way of a letter might go to the Mayor from 
this Association for his appointment of one of our members on that com- 
mission. It would be in order and very much appreciated. I cannot say 
much more for our district, as I have been busy with other business affairs 
which have somewhat restrained me from more activity. I hope I will be 
able to report better progress and more of it at our next meeting. Thank 
your Mr. President. 

Motion made, seconded and craried that Mr. Thorson’s report be accepted 
with thanks and that his recommendation in regard to a letter to the Mayor 
of Omaha be referred to the Resolutions Committee. 

President Wormser—Are there any other reports to offer? Does Pitts- 
burgh have any report to make? 

Mr. Gies—We have a fine display in the corner room in the Carnegie In- 
stitute, and it has been there since February. 

Mr. Davis—-Chicago has, through the gift of Mr. Dunham, acquired quite 
a collection of coins, and Mr. Dunham has been spending considerable time 
in arranging and cataloging them. They are now being placed on display. 
The collection includes a good many ancient and mediaeval coins. I think 
there is nothing modern in the collection. Mr. Dunham has been working 
several hours a day for several months in getting the collection in order. 

President Wormser—wWe have with us today a gentleman who has not 
been at our conventions before—Rev. Doctor Betten. He wants to tell us 
something in a few words. 

Rev. Doctor Betten—I have here a few coins that have the value of 
8,000,000 mark, and I want to present them to the museum of your Asso- 
ciation for our society. The remarkable things are the inscriptions on them. 
They are given in the dialect of the locality. There are many inscriptions 
on these so-called war coins that are of a humorous nature, and the fact 
that they are in the dialect makes them doubly humorous. 

One is worth 5,000,000 mark. The coins come from a little town of about 
5,000 inhabitants and have no circulation outside of that town. On this 
there is on one side the figure 5, on the other side there is a poor fellow with 
his pockets both pulled out, and there is nothing in them, and he says, “JI, 
poor fellow.’”’ On the other side the inscription says: ‘‘It is in the old light.” 
In that locality the ‘‘old light’’ is the name for the period from full moon 
to new moon, so it is the time when the light is going down and slowly dis- 
appearing. And it winds up by saying: ‘‘What will be the end of it?’’ 

Here is another—the 2,000,000 coin. These are aluminum. ‘There are 
three figures which are important in the history of the little town, namely, 
811, 1348, and 1816. The first date, 811, was the time of Charlemagne, the 
time when this little town is first mentioned in some document. In 1343 
that town came under the control of the Archbishop or Elector of Cologne, 
and 1816 is the time when the town came under the Prussian Government 
and became a part of the Province of Westphalia. On the 2,000,000 mark 
piece there is on one side a gentleman who doesn’t look as if he had been 
starving. He is looking at some merchandise and asks: ‘“‘What does that 
cost?’’ On the other side there is an inscription which, translated, means, 
‘Money galore, but nothing to buy.’’ 

These are the coins. It isn’t a great present, but I will give them to the 
museum of the Association. 

While I was sitting here yesterday I thought of the fact that the English 
textbooks of history, and, on the whole, English historians, lay much more 
stress on representations of coins in connection with their history and his- 
tory in general than do the American textbooks. You may look up any of 
the current high school textbooks in America and you will not find mention- 
ed many coins; but if you take an English handbook of history, especially 
if it is of English history, you will find for almost every king one or more 
coins which he issued. That was very interesting for me to observe while 
I was sitting here yesterday. This is always the case with other books 
written by Englishmen. For instance, there is a large history of the Popes. 
There are two men who write the history of the Popes; one is an English- 
man, the other a German. The Englishman begins with the year 590 and 
intends to go as far as 1450, the middle of the fifteenth century, the century 
when America was discovered. This gentleman has now come as far as 
about 1300—not quite that far. The other gentleman, the German pastor, 
begins at about 1450 and hopes to come to the present time, which, however, 
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he will not succeed in doing. He is now as far as 1590 and he is an old 
man, 72 years of age, so it is probable that if it required 16 large volumes 
to get from 1450 to 1590, he will not succeed in compiling the volumes that 
will be needed for the rest. 

The English writer, however, shows the peculiarity that when he has 
treated of the history of a Pope he never fails to say something about the 
coins he issued, and he does that as soon as any coins are on record, either 
paper or metal. They do not go as far back as the Roman coins, because 
they start only at a time when the Popes, either practically or in a generally 
recognized manner, were the sovereigns of Rome and the so-called Papal 
States; but as soon as that period begins and as soon as the Popes have 
possessed the right to coin their own money he begins speaking about the 
coins of the Popes. If he cannot give the representations, he at least de- 
scribes the coins for you. You can look them up in big collections. 

Incidentally, it is also an interesting thing to know that the coins, the 
shape of the coins, is a sort of clue to the cultural standing, to the civiliza- 
tion of the time. Now, take those first, oldest Papal coins, that date, if 
I remember rightly, from about 750. 

Mr. Chapman—lI have one; [ will bring it in and show it to you. 

Rev. Doctor Betten—These coins are extremely plain, and they evidently 
show that at that time in Rome the art of working metal was not very per- 
fect. These emergency coins, struck by little towns, are much more perfect 
and show a much greater skill in working metals than do those Papal coins 
of 750. I don’t know whether the other coins struck at the same time by 
other rulers are much better. I don’t think so, with the exception of those 
struck at that time in Constantinople, because Constantinople at that time 
was the most educated, the most civilized city in the world. Now, gentle- 
men, I thank you for having given me a chance to air my thoughts, which 
came to me while I was sitting among you yesterday. 

Mr. Zerbe—Mr. President, it is my pleasure to ask the convention to give 
a vote of thanks to the Reverend Father for not only his presentation to our 
collection but also for his much appreciated and informative remarks. 

Motion seconded and, upon a vote, carried. 

President Wormser—Gentlemen we have just received in our midst one 
of our old friends, whom we have missed a great deal. I want you to all 
rise and welcome our dear young friend, Mr. Judson Brenner. I will now 
turn over the floor to our chairman of the Committee on Papers, Mr. Markus, 
so we can hear some more of the very interesting papers which he has labor- 
ed hard to obtain for us. 

Mr. Markus—lIt is always a great pleasure to us to hear from our Euro- 
pean friends, and I consider it a personal tribute from the gentleman in 
sending us a paper. He submitted a list of subjects that he would like to 
write on, and among those he submitted I chose ‘‘The Development of the 
waler’’ It is by Dr. Julius Cahn, of Frankfort, Germany. He is inex- 
pressably glad to have the American numismatists request him to send a 
paper. He considered it a high honor. Mr. Wormser had the pleasure of 
meeting the gentleman while he was in Frankfort-on-the-Main and he ex- 
pressed his feelings to us, as Mr. Wormser told us yesterday. (Reads paper.) 

Motion that the paper be accepted with thanks to the donor and the paper 
be published in its entirety in The Numismatist. Motion seconded and upon 
a vote carried. 

(Mr. Cahn’s paper is published elsewhere in this issue.) 

Mr. Chapman—I would like to make a few brief remarks. On the early 
notes of 1709 to 1714 of the State of New York you will find the valuation 
is expressed in so many lion dollars. I have often been asked what that 
meant, and it was only recently that I discovered what it does mean. It 
means the lion dollar of Holland, which had a rampant lion on it, and evi- 
dently was the dollar at the time of the issue of those notes. 

I would like to say, in regard to publicity, that I have found one little 
thing I am doing in Philadelphia that may be of benefit to others and carried 
out by other members, ard that is in the schools that are teaching ancient 
history, helping them by loaning them coins of the Roman Emperors that 
the children may be studying the history of. I supply them without charge, 
so it is not a question of feeling embarrassed in asking for them. The 
children have expressed their pleasure, and the teachers say the children 
visualize the portraits of the emperor and the entire period much better 
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when they have seen them; otherwise they don’t feel any different toward 
Nero than they do to Hadrian or Trajan. 

President Wormser—Is the Auditing Committee ready to report? 

Mr. Davis—The Auditing Committee has examined the books of the 
Treasurer and the Secretary and have found them correct. We submit this 
as our report, and it was entered on the books. 

Motion made to accept and file the report of the Auditing Committee and 
that the reports of the Secretary and Treasurer be placed on file as correct. 
Motion was seconded and, upon a vote, carried. 

President Wormser—I would like to have a motion that we set 2 o’clock 
as a special order of business for the discussion of the report of the Reso- 
lutions Committee. It is a little bit out of order to make a motion on a 
report which hasn’t been heard yet, but it will expedite matters. 

Moiton made, seconded and carried that 2 o’clock be set aside as the 
special order of business for discussing the report of the Resolutions Com- 
mittee. 

President Wormser—We will now hear the report of the Resolutions 
Committee. 


Report of Committee on Resolutions. 


Mr. Bauer—Mr. President, your committee, consisting of Mr. Horner, 
Mr. Thorson, Mr. Langenheim, Mr. Gillette and myself, have had two meet- 
ings, and we have a few recommendations to make. 

1. Resolved, That we recommend that the Secretary be instructed to 
communicate to such South American and European institutions or curators 
who presented medals or other numismatic mementoes to our President on 
his trip, which are to be added to the Society’s collection, our appreciation 
and thanks for the same. 

2. Resolved, That the committee favors the Coin Week activities; that 
the same was of very great benefit and furthered the interest of numismatics, 
and that we recommend further activity along these lines. 

3. Resolved, That we recommend that a list of members of the A. N. A. 
be published in the January issue of The Numismatist each year, and that 
the expense thereof, uness provideld for by donation or otherwise, be charged 
against the general funds of the Association. 

4. Resolved, That we recommend that The Numismatist be sent for at 
least one year to such foreign institutions or societies, not exceeding 15 in 
number, as the Board of Governors may select, and that the expense thereof 
be appropriated from the general funds of the Association. 

5. Resolved, That a committee be appointed to construct an authentic 
booklet of numismatic subjects, the same to be issued under the auspices 
of the A. N. A., and thereafter distributed among the District Secretaries, 
principally for the use of the press and others desiring accurate informa- 
tion on the A, B, C’s of numismatics in all its branches. 

Further, the committee recommends that prior to the conventions a 
special committee be appointed to supply press information. 

Mr. President, might I just take a minute of the time here to state that a 
great many of our members yesterday took pains to give interviews to re- 
porters and go over collections which are on exhibition, and the result of 
the interviews you saw in the morning papers. For instance, here is one: 
They went on describing our President, and then they come on with this: 
‘“‘Next to him sat Mr. G. J. Bauer, a slender, tall, handsome individual.” I 
can’t see what bearing that had on the subject of numismatics—whether I 
was a fat man ora lean man. That is some of the stuff that was published. 
I really spent 15 or 20 minutes going over the early history of coinage, and 
especially Roman coins, and then see what was published in the paper. 

6. Resolved, That we recommend that the Resolutions Committee be 
made effective and useful as a steering committee of each convention, as 
follows: 

First, that all officers and committees give to such Committee on Resolu- 
tions, at once upon its appointment, an outline of measures and resolutions 
or suggestions from reports and papers which are of outstanding import- 
ance, to be considered by such committee, and that all papers containing 
such suggestions be turned over to the committee; that the committee call a 
meeting on the same day of its appointment, and anyone having important 
matters to be suggested, lay the same before such Resolutions Committee; 
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that the committee’s report be submitted as early as possible to the conven- 
tion and that the President call for reports of the Resolutions Committee as 
one of the preferred orders of business at such convention meeting. 

7. Resolved, That we call attention to the report of the Librarian re- 
questing additional coins and other numismatic material for the A. N. A. 
collection, also for more books, pamphlets and catalogs, supplying much- 
needed sources for numismatic information, and we call upon members to 
be as generous in their contributions as possible. 

Memorandum—Whereas the committee discussed the question of attempt- 
ing to regulate the uniformity of prices of commemorative coins left in the 
hands of commissions after distribtuion of the issue, it was feared that any 
interference or suggestions on our part might either be ignored or else might 
tend to discourage the issue of such coins, which we understand the authori- 
ties would only be too glad for an excuse to do away with. 

President Wormser—Gentlemen, you have heard the partial report of 
the Resolutions Committee. JI am sure that there will be further reports 
as the committee goes along. I think it would be in order, if I may sug- 
gest it, that we accept the report and discuss it under the head of new busi- 
ness aS already voted, at 2 o’clock. I should say receive the report instead 
of accepting it. 

Upon a motion made and seconded a vote was taken and the motion to 
receive the report and discuss it at 2 o’clock as previously voted was carried. 

President Wormser—Mr. Wilson has another communication from one of 
our friends which I will ask him to read. 


“Mr. Harry T. Wilson, General Secretary: 

““Dear*Sir—I feel very sorry to be obliged to say to you that it will be im- 
possible for me to be at the A. N. A. convention. I hope, however, it will 
be the best yet, and I shall enjoy reading about it after it is all over.

President Wormser—tThe hour approaches for the closing of the nomina- 
tions. I think it is now in order to call for our next order of business. The 
chairman of the Committee on Nominations, Dr. Henderson, will please re- 
port on the nominations made officially. 


Report of the Committee on Nominations. 


Dr. Henderson—Mr. President and ‘Members, it is going to be very diffi- 
cult for the committee to make a report on these nominations. As most of 
you are aware, the nominations are still open, to close at 12 o’clock today. 
These names have come to you as the result of the work of the Committee 
on Nominations. I might say a word to this effect. We made our best 
efforts, Mr. Thorson, Mr. Swanson and myself, to secure two or more nomi- 
nations for each office. We have fallen down in our efforts. I don’t know 
whether it is your fault or the Committee’s fault or the fault of the officiary 
of the Society. There are also some names that do not appear on this 
proxy ballot that I am sure will be placed in nomination at this convention. 
So far, the only nominee for President is Mr. Moritz Wormser, of New York, 
our worthy President. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the nominations be closed. 

President Wormser—That motion is out of order until 12 o’clock. 

Dr. Henderson—TI have the floor and I am going to retain the floor. The 
nominations are closed. 

Dr. Henderson—For First Vice-President we have Mr. Alden Scott Boyer, 
of Chicago, Ill., and Mr. Ludger Gravel, of Montreal, Canada. 

Mr. Boyer—1I want to withdraw my name in favor of Mr. Gravel. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that nominations for First Vice-Presi- 
dent be closed. 

Dr. Henderson—-For Second Vice-President we have Mr. Charles H. Fish- 
er, of Cleveland, and Mr. Nelson T. Thorson, of Omaha. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that nominations for Second Vice- 
President be closed. 

Dr. Henderson—For General Secretary we have Mr. R. Edward Davis, of 
Chicago, Ill. Are there any further nominations? 
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Mr. Chapman—yYes. I nominate Mr. Wilson. Not that I oppose Mr, 
Davis, but when you have a man who has filled the position as Mr. Wilson 
has, he has the business in hand, and I think if Mr. Davis will kindly wait 
for about five years we will be glad to elect him. 

Mr. Davis—I shall be very happy to wait five years, and I wish to with- 
draw in favor of Mr. Wilson. 

Dr. Henderson—I might add that Mr. Wilson has been nominated from 
several different sources. His name, I believe, has been presented for Gen- 
eral Secretary on every list that came to the committee, but he had the ad- 
vantage of leaving his name off this list, so it is a printer’s error. 

Mr. Wilson—I didn’t want to take the honor. There are about 900 mem- 
bers, and [ think somebody else ought to take a chance at it. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the nominations for General 
Secretary be closed. 

Dr. Henderson—For Librarian we have Edward D. Putnam, of Rochester, 
IN SEY 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the nominations for Librarian be 
closed. 

Dr. Henderson—For Chairman of the Board of Governors we have Harry 
H. Yaweger, of Indiana, Pa. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the nominations be closed. 

Dr. Henderson—For members of the Board of Governors, four to be elect- 
ed, we have the following nominees: B. Max Mehl, Fort Worth, Texas; 
Charles Markus, Davenport, Iowa; M. Marcuson, Cleveland, Ohio; George 
J. Bauer, Rochester, N. Y.; Edward T. Newell, New York City; Waldo @ 
Moore, Lewisburg, Ohio; Dr. J. M. Henderson, Columbus, Ohio; George A. 
Gillette, Rochester, N. Y.; Charles H. Fisher, Cleveland, Ohio; Carl Wurtz- 
bach, Lee, Mass.; Alden Scott Boyer, Chicago, Ill.; Charles B. Turrill, San 
Francisco, Cal.

Motion made, seconded and carried that the nominations be closed. 

Dr. Henderson—I thank you Mr. President. That is all. 


President Wormser—We thank the Committee on Nominations for their 
hard, earnest work, and I think a motion to that effect is in order. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the report be accepted and the 
committee be thanked for its labors and discharged. 

President Wormser—wWe are ready for the report of the Proxy Commit- 
tee. Mr. Wilson will have the floor.

Motion made, seconded and carried to accept the report of the Proxy 
Committee, with thanks, and discharge the committee. 

President Wormser—I think before adjourning we have time to listen 
to one short paper. 

Mr. Markus—Mr. President, | have papers enough to keep every spare 
moment of the convention occupied in listening, but I have no short one, and 
I would like to call on Mr. Newell to take us with him on his trip to Europe. 
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Mr. Newell Takes Us On a Numismatic Trip. 


Mr. Newell—Mr. President and Gentlemen: I objected strenuously to 
that, but Mr. Markus would not listen. I think you will agree that he was 
mistaken. After our President’s description of his very interesting trip I have 
little to say, for the simple reason that I had a most uneventful trip. I 
mean I simply went to one or two of the large cities and stayed there. 

To me the most interesting thing was, of course, the various hordes [I ran 
into, and of that I wrote a short letter of description to The Numismatist 
while I was away, so I don’t want to mention that again; but it might be 
of a certain amount of interest for you to hear of one or two of the col- 
lectors abroad who are not generally heard of over here. One in Paris I 
have in mind, and then, also, several that have been collecting in Egypt for 
a great many years. There is quite a little group of collectors in Egypt of 
whom one never hears. They have no organization there. They are not 
inimicable to each other, but they would cut each other’s throats when it 
comes to buying coins, and I don’t know whether they ever could get to- 
gether. Also, down there the situation is aggravated somewhat by nation- 
ality. For instance, the collectors are Englishmen, Armenians, Egyptians, 
Hebrews, Greeks, and you all know how very much these various nations 
love each other. I don’t believe they ever could get together. 

The greatest collector in Cairo was, of course, Dattiri. He died two years 
ago. His collection is still in the possession of his widow and daughter. 
He has gotten together unquestionably the most extraordinary collection of 
Roman issues struck in Alexandria from Augustus to Diocletian. You prob- 
ably know the catalog of his collection, which was published in 1902 or 
1903, which contained about 7000 numbers, which is far beyond the num- 
bers contained either in the Eritish Museum or in the de Demetrio collection. 
Since 1902 or 1903 Dattari more than doubled his collection, and what he 
considered as fit for his catalog were simply coins issued—well, I should 
put it in other words; he simply catalogued the coins in his collection that 
he thought were varieties. Besides these 12,000, he had a great many 
which he called duplicates, but which really are not; for instance, a figure 
facing to the right instead of the left, and so I should say his collection 
numbefed about 17,000. 

He himself tcld me that he felt certain that in his 20 or 30 years of col- 
lecting in Cairo over 500,000 coins had passed through his hands, and I 
think he underestimated it. He has a big home there, and the entire base- 
ment is given up to his collection. It is composed of several rooms, of 
which the largest is certainly larger than this room. He had rows of cases 
in which the coins lay, standing up on end, stacked against each other. It 
is simply unbelievable the number of coins that man had, but, of course, 
he disposed of a great many. He would buy large hordes, pick out what he 
wanted and then dispose of the remainder of the collection. At Ann Arbor, 
Mich., they have many coins they secured from him, and I believe at the 
Royal Ontario Museum they have a great many coins that came from his 
collection. But what will become of this collection I don’t know. 

The most important collector in Egypt today is, of course, the King of 
Egypt. He has, they say, a very extraordinary collection, too, but he col- 
lected only choice specimens. His was a purely amateur collection, not 
scientific. The King is very amiable and very glad to show his collection 
when he has the opportunity, but he is a very busy man, and the British 
situation and all his other friends keep him very busy, and he is very hard 
to find at home, so I was not able to see his collection. But I was assured 
that if I came to Egypt again and let them know about two months ahead 
of time I certainly would be able to see his collection. 

There are several big collectors in Alexandria, one a cotton merchant, 
and one a tobacco merchant. One by the name of Adda collects only gold 
coins, and his collection is well worth seeing. 

In Cairo the most attractive collector is an English doctor, Dr. Phillips, 
who has been collecting for a great many years, not only coins, but all kinds 
of antiquities. His collection is quite extraordinary. He is now retiring 
from certain lines and is concentrating on Ptolemaic and Alexandrian coins. 

Then there are small collectors. One of the larger collectors who died 
recently was Arif Bey, who had a collection of what you might call junk, 
but, nevertheless, among that junk he had a number of extraordinary rari- 
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ties, and I was fortunate in being able to see his collection through his son. 
Arif Bey was an Assyrian Christian, who moved to Cairo 30 years ago, set- 
tled down, had a family, and I was invited by his son to their home. If J] 
had not known that they were Christians I would never have suspected it. 
They live exactly as the native Egyptians, except that the ladies of the 
household are admitted to the sitting room with the gentlemen. The widow 
is a very nice old lady, and she entertained me with drinks and sweets, 
coffee and cigarettes and all sorts of murderous substances for several hours, 
and we had an amusing time. I happened to look up at the wall and there 
was a photograph of a very brawny gentleman. I thought he looked familiar, 
and I said: ‘‘Who is that?” And it turned out that it was Arif Bey’s son, 
with whom I was dealing, and he was the Jack Dempsey of Egypt. I asked 
him if he was arranging a bout with Jack Dempsey, and he said if he came 
over he would knock him. over the ropes. (Laughter.) I thought if such 
a meeting were arranged it would be of international interest. 

While in Paris I met a collector of old standing, a gentleman who has 
written a great many very learned papers, Colonel Alotte de la Fuiye, who 
in his youth ‘had been in the French Army. I think he had served in the 
Franco-Prussian War of 1870. He must be nearly 70, if not more, and he 
is aS enthusiastic as a new collector of about two years’ standing. He has 
a splendid apartment outside of Versailles, and one room, about the size of 
this room, is devoted to coins, and also Babylonian tablets and things of 
that sort, which he is interested in. It is an extraordinary room. I trust 
that Mr. Chapman will forgive me when I say that Mr. Chapman’s office 
looks as if it had been put in order by about fifteen people working ‘hard 
for the last year, in comparison. (Laughter.) The old Colonel has three 
long tables in his room piled high with books and boxes full of coins and 
pots full of coins in the most indescribable confusion I have ever seen. I] 
have never been in such a place, and the place for visitors was a little alley 
from the doorway to the window. You could hardly squeeze through; the 
books were piled on the floor, and the boxes were piled to the ceiling. The 
poor old gentleman had a cataract on each eye and he could just see out of 
one corner of one eye. 

He had a long wall cabinet full of trays, and the coins I was interested in 
were in the top tray. He was a very short gentleman, and in order to get 
up there he had to pile a couple of books on a chair, and the climbed up, 
with my assistance. I was scared to death for fear I would have a disaster 
on my hands, and when he finally got to the top the tray was full of coins, 
and you can imagine the weight of them. But he is a charming gentleman 
and a great scholar. He is still writing, even though he can hardly see; 
but he has such a fund of knowledge that I believe he could keep on for 
another 25 years. He is one of the most interesting collectors abroad that 
I have ever met. I thank you gentlemen. (Applause.) 


Motion made, seconded and carried that Mr. Newell’s talk be accepted 
with thanks and spread upon the minutes. 

President Wormser—Mr. Mehl you are the District Secretary for Texas. 
Have you anything to tell us? 

Mr. Mehl—Not just now. I have been away from there for three weeks. 

President Wormser—Mr. Markus, have you any further papers that we 
could hear at this time? If not I think we had better adjourn. 

Motion made, seconded and carried to adjourn at 12:15. 


FOURTH SESSION, TUESDAY AFTERNOON, AUGUST 26. 


Called to order at 2 o’clock by President Wormser. 

President Wormser—The special order of business is the discussion and 
action on ‘the report of the Committee on Resolutions to date. I think the 
only way to take ‘this up is to take each resolution separately. 


Report of Resolutions Committee. 


(Mr. Bauer reads Resolution, No. 1.) 
President Wormser—tThere is really only one that gave us medals, and 
that is a medal establishment. You might as well mention those particu- 
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larly and leave out the generalities. We admit that Brazil did promise us 
something, but I didn’t get a chance to collect it. 

President Wormser—lIs there any discussion on this? 

Upon a motion made and seconded it was carried that the resolution be 
adopted as corrected and that the Secretary be instructed accordingly. 

(Mr. Bauer reads Resolution No. 2.) 

Mr. Markus—Mr. President, in our little town we had an exhibition dur- 
ing Coin Week of a few more than 2000 pieces of coins and paper money 
and medals. It was not as well advertised as it might have been, and the 
people did not understand what we were trying to put on or put over, as 
some of them phrased it, but we held it in the lobby of a bank that coope- 
rated with us to the fullest extent, gave us all the space they could, and then 
I stole about nine feet in length to give a better exhibition, and created such 
an interest that I got at the rate of from 40 to 50 letters every day for 10 
days following the exhibit’s conclusion, and many of them were not aware 
as to when it was going to be held. I had to tell them it was all over. We 
opened it on a Saturday night and held it every night of the following week. 
We had seven exhibitions of a complete exposition of all the money in the 
United States, and some from foreign countries—gold, silver, paper, etc. 
It created so much interest that two banks have already asked us if we 
would put on an exhibition for them. They are both building new banks 
and each wants an exhibition. It is a strenuous matter and a costly one, 
because we are few, and some of the members haven’t any money at all, 
and the expense devolves on the rest of us. We have enough to put it on, 
and if Coin Week continues we are going to put on one, gladly and willingly, 
that will astonish the natives next year. That is the feeling of the little 
town of Davenport, Iowa. 

Mr. Brenner—Mr. President, I rather expected to be seen and not heard 
at this convention, but I cannot help but give my experience. In Youngs- 
town I filled up seven windows of the bank there. The display was gotten 
ready on Saturday and I was surprised to learn that all the churches an- 
nounced it, and the city schools announced it, and we had school after 
school come down and look at it. The paper reported it a number of times. 
It seems to me that if something could be gotten up that way, without any 
particular organization, to attract that much attention and interest, it would 
be a very good thing to do. 

Mr. Zerbe—Mr. President, I happened to be on my vacation in California 
over Coin Week, and in San Francisco, where we have quite an active so- 
ciety, a great deal of local interest was developed in money. When we use 
the word money in the collective sense we are sowing seeds for numismatics. 
At the suggestion of Mr. Hansen, the secretary of the Pacific Coast Numis- 
matic Society, we provided a neat sign. They interested about 50 or 60 
pank officers in Greater San Francisco in this neatly printed card, and it 
was then placed in each bank: “NEXT WEEK IS OLD COIN WEEK. BRING 
IN YOUR OLD MONEY FOR DISPLAY.” In addition to that, in so far as 
we had collectors that might be particularly friendly or conveniently located 
to some particular bank, those collectors were encouraged to make a little 
exhibit of ‘their own material. Even in banks where they had no collectors’ 
exhibits there were some of the banks’ patrons and residents of the com- 
munities who brought in the old coins, to which the banks gave space in the 
window or lobby, and the only expense to our organization was about $17 
for the printing and distribution of the cards. Accompanying the cards 
were letters to the banks fully explaining and heartily endorsed by the 
Pacific Coast Society. We received their interest in so far as they could 
give us display room, both to the cards and the exhibits, and the results 
were highly gratifying. 

In the Los Angeles district Mr. Milner Brown took an active part and had 
the interest of one of the banks which had the best window for display, and 
he provided from his collection a very creditable exhibition and stayed in 
charge throughout the time. I don’t know how many days the exhibit was 
on. The newspapers gave it some publicity and stated there would be one 
sufficiently informed to answer questions in charge, and everyone was to 
come in for information. It was surprising the number of people who had 
material to be attributed, to seek information as to the valuation, and, inci- 
dentally, I know Mr. Brown was able to pick up some very desirable things. 

I feel that if each one of our members would take the same interest in 
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his little community, I don’t care how little it is so long as it has a bank, in 
every town there is something worth while, probably, and it is brought out. 
The member can feel that he is rendering a very satisfactory service for the 
Association or for ‘himself, for the chances are that things may be brought 
to his attention which he didn’t know existed and which he may profit by 
purchasing. I feel that each member is doing something not only for our 
Association by actively endorsing and supporting the movement as far as he 
can, but he is doing something for his community. 

President Wormser—lIs there any further discussion? 

Motion made, seconded and carried to adopt it. 

(Mr. Bauer reads Resolution No. 3). 

Secretary Wilson—I would like to remark in that connection that I think 
it would be wise to publish, along with the name of the member, his collect- 
ing specialty. I have been requested from time to time to get the names of 
those who collect paper, or Scandinavian, or other coins, and I think our 
application reads: ‘‘Personal acquaintance with coin collectors in all parts 
of the United States.’’ I think it would aid a collector a great deal to know 
what the man he is corresponding with specializes in. 

Mr. Duffield—The understanding is, I suppose, that the General Secretary 
prepares this list with the collecting specialty mentioned. 

Secretary Wilson—So far as possible, yes. But in too many cases they 
don’t mention it. Another thing, gentlemen, it would be wise to have the 
applications state what they specialize in. I have sent a number of applica- 
tions back with the request that this fact be inserted in the application. It 
has meant postage against the funds of the Association to do so. In fact I 
did that until I got tired of doing it. 

Mr. Duffield—I would like to ask the committee if there is any particular 
reason why they selected the January issue. It seems to me an issue later 
on in the year would be better, as all memberships expire at the end of the 
calendar year and the renewals take place in the first few months of the 
new year. If you postpone the publication of such a list until the May or 
June issue, it would include only those who had paid for that year and it 
would be an up-to-date list and would not contain the names of those who 
have not renewed for the coming year. 

©ecretary Wilson—It was also suggested that it be prepared for distribu- 
tion so that it would go out with the proxies without additional postage, if 
it was left in the hands of the Secretary as a separate list. 

Mr. Duffield—If it is published in The Numismatist, I cannot understand 
why there is any need or demand for a separate list. 

Secretary Wilson—lIt was suggested as a separate list to be mailed along 
with the proxies. ; 

Mr. Duffield—tInstead of being published in The Numismatist? 

Secretary Wilson—That was the suggestion. 

Dr. Cathcart-——It occurred to me that it might be advisable to have it as 
a separate list. Many of us would like to have such a list in convenient 
form so that we can carry it around with us. The magazine is just a little. 
too large for the pocket, and [ think as we go from place to place it would 
be very convenient; we could make it a localized list. When we get into a 
place like Providence I would like to turn to the list, as I do in some of my 
other lines of collecting, and see who is there. We have to carry too many 
books around with us most of the time, anyway, and if we could have a 
small, convenient form, unless the expense of mailing it to the members is 
too great, it could be issued as a bulletin of the Association, couldn’t it? 
I simply offer that as a suggestion. 

Mr. Thorson—Speaking for the committee, in our opinion there was no 
definite date as to the time set for this list, and no definite form—-whether 
is should be printed in The Numismatist or as a pamphlet. I would prefer 
to see a pamphlet or a leaflet. It would be more convenient than in the 
regular issue; and if our Manager sees July as the most convenient time, I 
am sure the committee would prefer that to January. 

Dr. Henderson—As a suggestion, I personally think that the January is- 
sue would be the least desirable in which to send out the list. Perhaps the 
May issue would be the better, to get nearer a correct list, and it could be 
published and should be published as a supplement to The Numismatist, in 
that way not covering the pages of the magazine with the list. 

Mr. Bauer—If the other members of the committee will concur with me, 
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I think we will accept that amendment as outlined by Dr. Henderson—that 
the list be published as a supplement, and if agreeable to Mr. Duffield, would 
July be better than January? 

Mr. Duffield—I didn’t have any reference to the month being busy or dull. 
My object was that if the list was printed, it ought to be printed after all, or 
practically all, renewals were in for the year, and they are all in by May or 
June at ‘the latest. If it is published as a supplement, would you want the 
game size page as the magazine? 

Mr. Rauer—lI believe it was Mr. Cathcart’s idea that this be published in 
some convenient form that could be carried in the pocket. 

Mr. Duffield—Then it could hardly be published as a supplement. 

Mr. Cathcart—I wouldn’t make it a supplement. I would make it a bul- 
letin—a separate bulletin of the A. N. A. 

Mr. Bauer—wWell, this committee didn’t want to impose on the magazine 
an additional expense. - That is one thing we had in mind. 

Mr. Chapman—Couldn’t it be done in double-line column to the page? 

Mr. Duffield——Well, if you take a man’s name, his collecting specialty and 
his street address and city and state, it will make a full line across the page, 
if not more than that in some cases. It is my opinion that if we are going 
to have it in pamphlet form it ought to be entirely separate from the maga- 
zine. 

Mr. Marcuson—Mr. President, if I remember, in 1913 we issued a nice 
little book; then the Springfield Association issued one in 1914. It was 
handy to carry around, and I think it would pay us to spend a little extra 
for that. ; 

President Wormser—wWe had to pay fifty cents for that. 

Mr. Marcuson—We would be willing to pay it. I don’t know why not. 
It is not so much. 

Mr. Bauer—I think the committee is willing to accept an amendment to 
that. 

Mr. Zerbe—Mr. President, unless there is a reason, the majority seems 
to favor a handy publication. There is no particular reason why it should 
come under the jurisdiction or the work of the Business Manager, unless. 
he has printing facilities which cannot otherwise be commanded. It could 
be prepared at a time of year when all renewals are in. I am satisfied that 
a convenient pocket form would render greater service than anything that 
we might publish within the covers of the magazine, and we cannot pro- 
duce it without invalidating our special postage rate. 

President Wormser—If I may be permitted to make one remark about 
publishing it separately, the advantage of that would be that it would only 
go to members of the A. N. A., while The Numismatist goes to quite a few 
others who are not members of the A. N. A.—only subscribers to the maga- 
zine. In other words, they would be getting the benefit of our membership 
list, although they were really not entitled to it. It would be one of the 
things that we could point out as being something special that members 
get and others do not get. The point has often been raised that our mem- 
bers get nothing for their membership dues. 

Mr. Bauer—lIf you will refer this back to the committee we will try to 
get it in the proper form. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that Resolution No. 8 be referred 
back to the committee. 

(Mr. Bauer reads Resolution No. 4.) 

Mr. Duffield—-Mr. President, I move the adoption of that if you will strike 
out the latter part of it. I think we can find some way to get the magazine 
to these institutions if the Board of Governors decides that they ought to 
have it, without any reference to the expense. 

President Wormser—Mr. Duffield suggests that the committee accept as 
an amendment to the resolution the omission of the clause referring to the 
expense. 

Mr. Bauer—Mr. President, I am not prepared to receive that until you 
give this a thought: The committee had in mind that inasmuch as prac- 
tically all who receive it pay for The Numismatist, Mr. Duffield couldn’t 
consistently send it to these people free; therefore, we thought that our 
organization could pay for the subscription, and in that way we could get 
around it. 

Mr. Duffield—I am still of the opinion that I was yesterday; but if the 
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Board of Governors thinks that these institutions are entitled to or should 
receive the magazine, if they tell me to put them on the mailing list, my 
personal opinion doesn’t amount to anything. The magazine is in a better 
position today than ever before, so far as funds go, and if it is decided 
that these institutions ought to receive this magazine, our funds will enable 
us to send it to them without pay, although, as I said yesterday, I don’t 
think it is quite fair to charge the American libraries $2 and send it to the 
foreign institutions free. 

President Wormser—Do you want to let the resolution stand or amend it? 

Mr. Gillette—I think it is all right as it is. 

President Wormser—Gentlemen, you have heard the resolution. The 
committee doesn’t accept the amendment so we are to vote on it the way it 
stands. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that Resolution No. 4 be adopted as 
read. 

(Mr. Bauer reads Resolution No. 5.) 

Dr. Henderson—To be most desirable it should be absolutely practical. 
If there is any way of putting a resolution like that into effect, let’s do it. 
If the committee has something definite to.suggest as a means of adminis- 
tering such a resolution, I would favor it very strongly. 

President Wormser—As I understand it, Doctor, your point is that we 
cannot muzzle the press. 

Dr. Henderson—No, you can’t muzzle the press, and you cannot muzzle 
the collectors, either. If you don’t believe it, go out there now. There are 
too many of us attempting to enlighten the seeker for information, whether 
it is a press reporter or an embryo collector, when we do not possess the 
necessary knowledge to enlighten the one seeking enlightenment. I really 
think the resolution is intended for the very best, but I don’t think it goes 
far enough. We should embody in the resolution some means of adminis- 
tering it. : 

Mr. Gillette—-I move that the resolution be recommitted to the committee. 
I think it possible that we could make some suggestion for raising funds in 
advertising from the dealer or something like that. 

President Wormser—I really believe the committee tried to kill two 
birds with one stone—publish a book and at the same time carry informa- 
tion that might be carried in other ways. It is just the press man that you 
are objecting to isn’t it? 

Dr. Henderson—I am not objecting to it; I think it is not feasible. 

Mr. Guttag—tThere is one thing I want to bring up about a booklet, if 
you want to do any good at all, particularly where you shhaven’t any col- 
lectors at the present time. 

President Wormser—I think it will expedite things—the committee was 
trying to hold hearings this morning to get this formulated, and tried to 
interview one gentleman who had certain ideas on the subject. Suppose 
when the committee has its session they call on you. I am sure the com- 
mittee will be glad to do it. 

Mr. Cathcart—Might I suggest that they bring it in as two separate reso- 
lutions—the booklet and the press? 

Motion made, seconded and carried that Resolution No. 5 be referred 
back to the Resolutions Committee. 

Mr. Yawger—I just wanted to say that we have been working pretty hard 
to get something on hand in the way of money. If there is a way to finance 
this thing, so it doesn’t come out of the Association fund, go ahead, but 
don’t try to give away any money. 

Mr. Bauer—Mr. Yawger needn’t have any anxiety on that point; we have 
a plan in mind. We didn’t embody it, but we are going to hold down the 
cost of this thing if it is put across. He needn’t worry that we are going 
to spend all the money the Board of Governors have been five or six years 
getting. 

Mr. Zerbe—My observation is that we suffer greatly from misinformation. 
Not only the press is to blame. Probably their information comes from 
those who are not in authority to give it. My observation is that the press 
reporter will enter the exhibit room and asks for information from the first 
one he buttonholes—it may be the newest member or the smallest collector, 
or the most enterprising dealer. Their news space is limited, they have to 
get a human interest story, and they probably go away with that individual’s 
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survey, and by the time it comes out in the newspaper it has been cut and 
recut until it is unrecognizable. I think that might be looked forward to 
when we anticipate an arrangement with the local committee, or have the 
President appoint a committee of one or two from those first to arrive, so 
that always someone who has information is here to receive and take care 
of the press; and when the press representatives come in, let it be under- 
stood that they are to be referred to this set of informants, and of course it 
is always also to be understood and believed that the information will be 
not only authoritative and correct, but entirely important. I think that 
will be a good thing for us to look forward to, because we have suffered in 
the past from misinformation. 

President Wormser—This discussion is out of order because we have re- 
ferred the matter back to the committee, and I am trying to keep things in 
order as much as possible. The matter can come up again for discussion 
when the Resolutions Committee brings in its amended report. 

(Mr. Bauer reads Resolution No. 6.) 

Motion made, seconded and carried that Resolution No. 6 be adopted. 

(Mr. Bauer reads Resolution No. 7.) 

Motion made, seconded and carried that Resolution No. 7 be adopted. 

(Mr. Bauer reads Memorandum.) 

President Wormser—Any discussion on that point? It seems to be the 
sentiment that the committee has acted wisely in not bringing up any dis- 
cussion on this subject. As there seems to be no further discussion we will 
pass over this point as recommended by the committee. Are there any 
further discussions on the activities of the Resolutions Committee? Has 
the Committee any further recommendations at this time? 

Mr. Bauer—No, I don’t think we want to recommend anything further 
at the present time. We will submit further resolutions at the session to- 
morrow morning. 

President Wormser—Mr. Boyer will submit the report of the Committee 
on the Audit of the Business Manager. 

Mr. Royer—wWe looked the books over and audited them, and they are in 
wonderful condition. They have a lot of money on hand, and I think we 
have got a good Business Manager; in fact, I think a wonderful one, if it is 
in order for me to mention that. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the report of the Auditing Com- 
mittee of the Business Manager be accepted and placed on file, with thanks 
to the committee, and that the report be accepted and filed as found correct 
by the Auditing Committee. 

President Wormser—lIt is so ordered, with special thanks to the Business 
Manager. Is there any further business? I think the time is approaching 
for the auction sale and the time is too short for further papers. I will 
entertain a motion that we adjourn until 10 o’clock tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Bauer—I suggest that we appoint a sergeant-at-arms to gather them 
in in the morning. 

President Wormser—lI will accept that suggestion and appoint Mr. Davis 
to act as sergeant-at-arms. 

Upon a motion made, seconded and carried, the session adjourned at 3.15 
P. M. 


FIFTH SESSION, WEDNESDAY MORNING, AUGUST 27. 


The morning session on Wednesday was called to order at 10.15 by 
President Wormser. 

President Wormser—tThe first order of business today is the reading of 
papers. Mr. Markus will take the fioor and delight us with more papers. 

Mr. Gravel takes the Chair. 

Mr. Markus—The first paper I will read is “For How Much Will It Sell?” 
by Charles B. Turrill, of San Francisco, Cal. (Reads paper.) 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the paper be accepted with 
thanks and spread upon the minutes. 

(Mr. Turrill’s paper will be published later.) 

Mr. Markus—This paper is one on paper money, ‘‘Banks and Bank Notes,” 
by D. C. Wismer, Hatfield, Pa. Accompanying his paper is a letter in which 
he encloses two checks, dated 1791 and 1794, of the Bank of the United 
‘States, which he wishes to donate to the A. N. A. collection. (Reads paper.) 
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Motion made, seconded and carried that the paper be accepted with thanks 
to Mr. Wismer, both for the paper and for the contribution. 

(Mr. Wismer’s paper will be published later.) 

Motion made to adjourn until 11.30 to hold election. 

Mr. Bauer—Mr. Chairman, the Resolutions Committee has something to 
report. 

Mr. Markus—I don’t like to intrude, but these papers were written by 
people who were solicited in good faith, and they should be heard by the 
convention. I object to a recess. You can sit here for a few minutes. It 
is very important that the Committee on Resolutions be heard, but please 
don’t waste any time for adjourning, either today or tomorrow, because we 
are not going to get through. I wish to add that it has been a tremendous 
task to get these papers, and they ought to be listened to. | 

Mr. Wormser resumes chair. 

President Wormser—Is the Committee on Resolutions ready to repoma 
Before we listen to that report I want to say that the polls close at 12 
o’clock today. Those who hold proxies will find it quite a task to fill in the 
names on the ballots, and we shall take a recess at 11.15. I think that will 
give everybody time to fill in their ballots. Inasmuch as there is only one 
candidate for certain offices, it will not be necessary to fill in your entire 
ballots. We can have the Secretary cast one ballot for the respective offi- 
cers. The only names you will have to write in will be those for Second 
Vice-President and the Board of Governors. Now we will listen to Mr. 
Bauer. 


Report of Committee on Resolutions. 


Mr. Bauer—Resolution No. 3, which was referred back to our committee, 
has been changed and we are now offering the following: ‘ 

Resolved, That we recommend that a list of members of the A. N. A. 
be published in booklet form, which shall include a list of officers and Dis- 
trict Secretaries, a copy of the Constitution and By-Laws, and an application 
blank for membership. Also, that a directory of dealers be included and 
the price for such insertion in this directory be left to the proper persons; 
and that such list, so far as possible, give the information as to what branch 
of numismatics the member is especially interested in. 

President Wormser—yYou have heard the resolution. What is your pleas- 
ure in the matter? 

Motion made and seconded that the resolution be adopted and the sug- 
gestions be carried out in the proper manner. 

President Wormser—As I understood it, that is only a membership list. 

Mr. Bauer—Just the membership list. 

Dr. Henderson—I believe the full import of that is that every member of 
the Association receive a copy of this book. 

President Wormser—I don’t believe it necessary to put that into the 
resolution. 

Dr. Henderson—I offer as a suggestion, possibly not as an amendment, 
that duplicate copies can be purchased for fifty cents or a dollar each would 
be a wise provision. 

Upon a vote the motion carried and the Resolution No. 3 was adopted. 

Mr. Bauer—The next is the part of Resolution No. 5 pertaining to press 
notices. 

Resolved, That we recommend that a press committee be appointed an- 
nually, who shall have exclusive charge of giving out information to the 
press before and during the convention. 

Mr. Blake—I think that matter ought to be left to the local committee 
where the convention is held. There are local matters that have to get into 
the press that no man from out-of-town can attend to. 

Mr. Duffield—While I think the suggestion is very good, along the proper 
lines, I don’t believe we can make it effective, for we cannot prevent a man 
from giving out information if he chooses to do so. 

Dr. Henderson—TI favor the resolution as read, and it certainly can do 
no harm to adopt it. I really believe we can do some good. 

Mr. Bauer—I would like to explain that was the intent of the committee. 
We felt it was a step in the right direction, to impress on the members not 
to give out any information at the convention, but when the press men come 
to them, to direct them to the press committee. 
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President Wormser—I would like to make comment on that. Personally 
I do not think that the offenses which this is supposed to rectify have been 
very serious. If a man has an exhibit and a reporter comes around and 
wants it explained, that man can explain it better than any press commit- 
tee; and if a press committee alone has charge of it there is not likely to be 
much improvement. Suppose there is not a committeeman present and we 
want the stuff to get into the press. How are you going to get it there? A 
man from Chicago cannot interview the papers in New York and give out 
some stuff to them. I think it is all right to have a press committee ap- 
pointed, but I don’t think I would make it compulsory to just see that press 
committee for anything that is to go into the papers. I would like to have 
a little more explanation as to why this action is taken. 

Mr. Bauer—In case this press committee is appointed, what we had in 
mind was that they furnish advance publicity to the local organization. 
Then, at the convention, to do away with the buttonholing of different mem- 
bers by cub reporters, we would say to these people, ‘‘Here is the material 
to work out.’’ We cannot censor what they say, but we can provide them 
with certain material instead of all this melange that is in the papers. I 
want to compliment the papers of Montreal on the nice, clear way in which 
they wrote up our convention, in direct contrast to some of the other cities 
we were in. We had this same matter up at Philadelphia and nothing came 
of it. I think it is worth trying, and this committee should cooperate with 
the committee in the city where the convention is held. I don’t think there 
will be any friction there. 

Mr. Duffield—You may give the reporter the correct information, and 
when he or she turns it in it may be garbled, like they did my remarks in 
this morning’s paper. 

Mr. Gravel—If you want a good report by a newspaper you will have to 
put the matter into the hands of one or two men, and when the reporter 
comes in to get some information, everybody says, ‘“‘Go see Mr. So-and-so,”’ 
and the member of that committee gives the report right and you don’t get 
something ridiculous into the newspapers. It is a good idea, and I believe 
Mr. Bauer mentioned the report we had in Montreal. Everything passed 
into the hands of Mr. Renaud, and we got very nice report. I am in favor 
of that motion. 

Mr. Thorson—Mr. President, I was instrumental in getting a resolution 
of this kind introduced. I do not favor the exact wording of that, but I 
favor something along that line. I realize that the shortcoming of all or- 
ganizations of this nature is the publicity. We haven’t any publicity before 
the convention. That applies to nearly all bodies of this kind. They haven't 
a systematic source of supplying reliable information to the press. I am in 
the publicity business myself and I know a little about what I am talking 
of. They should be organized before the convention period. There should 
be a committee consisting of part of the officers of this organization and 
part of the entertainment committee in the locality where we meet. They 
should be delegated to supply the information. That doesn’t mean that 
any individual exhibitor hasn’t a perfect right to expose the secrets of his 
finds or displays, but there should be some reliable source to supply the in- 
formation to the press. If you had one source, a reception committee, for 
instance, where these reporters could get the accurate information, you 
would get better reports. Every newspaper is as anxious to get the infor- 
mation as we are to give it to them. They want some source where they 
can get it and not be told that it must be framed before they can get it? 

Mr. Boyer takes the Chair. 

President Wormser—I would like to get clear what the idea of the pub- 
licity committee is. Do you mean this to be a local committee? 

Mr. Thorson—-I explained that—-composed of officers and members and 
the local entertainment committee. 

President Wormser—In comment on that I will say that we have never 
interferred with the local committees. It is not good policy for the A. N. 
A. officers to impose any restrictions on the local committee. You will notice 
in The Numismatist a long list of committees on this, that and the other, 
and at other conventions we have never known who the committees were, 
except, possibly, one or two men who may have been in charge. It isn’t 
good policy to impose any committees on the local club that is going to 
entertain us. If you want to appoint a standing publicity committee, that 
we have already, although its functions have been somewhat different from 
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what you have in mind now. I certainly would strongly oppose inflicting 
a publicity committee on the local club if they don’t want it. One of the 
objects in our association is publicity for the numismatist. We will always 
keep in mind the necessity of publicity for the convention, and it is simply 
carrying coals to Newcastle to demand a publicity committee. Ag to the 
exclusive charge, I don’t think you can have any particular two or three 
men in charge of it. Half the time they will be somewhere else. You can- 
not tell a reporter that he must be there at a certain time. You don’t want 
to get the press down on you. Suppose they do get a few things wrong? 
Barnum said the old world wanted to be humbugged. Even if we put a lit- 
tle bunko into the press it is good advertising, just the same. 

Mr. Thorson—Mr. Chairman, you may call it a press committee, but I 
would refer to that as an information committee. When you step into this 
hotel desiring any information about it you go to the information bureau. 
You might ask a bell boy or a clerk, but you usually go to the information 
bureau. You go to any large mercantile establishment and the first thing 
that greets you is ‘“Information.’’ We lack that in our Association. 

President Wormser—If I may make a suggestion, I think that we could 
change that here on the floor without referring it back to the committee. 
Reword it so that you recommend the appointment of an information com- 
mittee which is to function not only at the convention but all the year 
around, and which is to take particular charge of the giving out of news- 
paper information and information for the periodicals. I think that would 
cover the point much better and leave out the restrictive feature that no- 
body else is to do it, and have this similar to our Nominations Committee, 
our Credentials Committee and other functioning committees at conven- 
tions. But I don’t want to impose my views on the Association. 

Mr. Davis—At the Chicago convention we had such a committee, and we 
had one of the troubles Mr. Wormser mentioned. When the reporters 
came some of the members of this committee were out on other business, 
and so a good deal of the material we supplied the press, and took a consid- 
erable amount of trouble to get ready, never appeared. The things that did 
appear were the spectacular things, or things that the reporters imagined 
would be spectacular, when they saw the exhibits. I don’t see that our 
committee accomplished a thing. 

Mr. Bauer—-With the permission of the rest of the members of the com- 
mittee I have changed it to read as follows: 

Resolved, That we recommend that a press information committee of five 
be appointed annually, which shall have charge of giving out information 
to the press before and during our convention. 

Mr. Wormser takes the chair again. 

Mr. Bauer—I would like to explain that the word ‘‘exclusive’’ was put in 
without intention to hamper any local committee, but rather to have the 
members refer the reporters to this committee or whoever has charge of the 
publicity. 

President Wormser—Any further discussion on the subject of the substi- 
tute resolution? 

Motion made, seconded and carried to adopt resolution as corrected. 

Mr. Bauer—tThe next is a resolution as to the publication of a pamphlet. 

Resolved, That at present it appears from the committee’s inquiry into 
the matter of publishing a suitable booklet to stimulate interest in coin 
collecting among the youth of our country and furnish reliable numismati¢ 
information to the general public, that the publication and distribution, al- 
though very desirable, will necessitate great expense, which we do not wish 
to impose on the Association without further investigation than has been 
possible to this committee, and also will make considerable effort to secure 
the proper editorial writers on each subject to be considered briefly, setting 
forth the numismatie subject which will be featured. 

Mr. Gillette—We have had such a brief time to consider it, and, although 
we have a surplus, I see some of our very efficient Board of Governors don’t 
wish to have it spent all at once. We have investigated also by calling cer- 
tain dealers before us that we thought might possibly bear the expense, 
but until this is put in proper shape I don’t think there is any use depend- 
ing on that at present. 

President Wormser—May I suggest that you mention the number to be 
appointed on the committee? 
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Motion made to appoint a committee of three to look into the possibili- 
ties of a propaganda publication as suggested in Resolution No. 5. 

Mr. Duffield—wWhile I have no objection to the appointment of such a 
committee, wasn’t a similar committee appointed last year? 

President Wormser—It was supposed to have been appointed, but it was 
not, because the President took it upon himself to think that they didn’t 
know what they were to do after they got together. 

Mr. Brenner—-I am wondering if there is anyone present here who recalls 
a committee of a similar nature appointed in 1912 that hasn’t functioned 
yet. Those who were present at the Detroit convention remember a fine 
letter received from Dr. Comparette in regard to starting some activity in 
teaching numismatics in our educational institutions, and the convention 
was so impressed with it that they authorized the president to appoint a 
committee, which consisted of Dr. Comparette, Dr. Zimmerman and Mr. 
Huntington. It seems there has never been an appropriation made to pro- 
vide them with funds to operate, and I don’t know whether it is dead or 
just sleeping. I just want to refer back to that time in considering this. 
Iam thoroughly in favor of it if you can get action. 

Mr. Guttag—I know at the present time of two books being prepared out- 
side of our pamphlet to interest collectors of coins. A real book of this sort 
takes a long while to prepare, and I suppose it will be a year or two years 
at least before either of these publications will be ready; and I think after 
these books are finished they will be what the general public will want. I 
don’t know what the price will be; I suppose it will be several dollars; but 
it is in conjunction with the little pamphlet which we are publishing. I 
have told the committee I would be willing to have an application blank sub- 
mitted on the back page, giving a page to the A. N. A. 

Mr. Thorson—I wish to move now, as I did before the committee, that 
that part of the resolution requesting our President to name the committee 
be eliminated from the resolution. 

Mr. Gillette—I think that would take the substance out of the resolution. 

Mr. Dunham—I would like to ask what the penalty would be for members 
outside of the committee who furnished information to the press? 

President Wormser—I don’t think they will be suspended, Mr. Dunham. 

Upon a vote the motion that the committee of three be appointed was 
carried. 

Mr. Bauer—That concludes the report of the committee to date. 

Mr. Duffield—Mr. Chairman, before we take up any more papers I would 
suggest that we consider the meeting place for next year. 

President Wormser—lI think we will have time to consider that now. 

Mr. Wilson——On that subject I have two ietters, one from a merchants‘ 
association of New York. They invite us to get in touch with them in refer- 
ence to holding our convention there in 1925. Also one from the San Fran- 
cisco Convention and Tourists’ League. Inasmuch as they are from organi- 
zations outside of our own, I don’t think we will take any action on these 
letters at all. 

President Wormser—I agree with the Secretary that there isn’t much 
purpose in those invitations. Are there any positive suggestions as to 
where we ought to meet? 

Mr. Gillette—I have heard a rumor that Washington was to be the next 
place suggested. 

President Wormser—lI think the only reason Washington has been talked 
about is that at last year’s convention in Montreal we went on record as 
favoring Washington, not having received any other invitations. Wash- 
ington is always an attractive city. I suppose the Board of Governors will 
consider that among the possibilities. If we have the convention there it 
may start that Washington coin club that we have been trying to get going 
for some time. There has been nothing positive. 

Mr. Guttag—lIf you go to Washington this time of the year it will be very 
hot. Try to get as far North as you possibly can. I know it’s hot enough 
as itis. Everybody tries to keep away from the South this time of the year. 

President Wormser—tThere is no set date as to when the convention is 
to be held. We can have it in December if we want to. 

Mr. Sears—I have heard that the city of Detroit was to send, or had ex- 
tended an invitation. I should like to know whether that is so or not. 

President Wormser—We haven’t heard anything about it. 
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Mr. Hutchinson—I am the only one here from Detroit. I simply made 
the statement that it hasn’t been discussed at the Detroit Coin Club and I 
didn’t think I had any right to extend an invitation in its behalf. If the 
convention comes there, that is all there is to it; we will have to entertain 
it. I don’t think it was decided last year to come here, either. 

Mr. Yawger—Would it be a good plan tor us, if we receive no special in- 
vitations, te favor Washington? There wiil be no entertainment. We will 
have to provide that ourselves. 

President Wormser—I think, Mr. Yawger, that unless there are some 
detinite reasons for any preference, we still have it on record from last year 
that our preference then was Washington, and in the absence of any invita- 
tions I don’t believe there have been any reasons why there should be any 
change of opinion. Evidently, nobody has any definite suggestions or deti- 
nite ideas, so we might as well leave the matter to the Board of Governors, 
with whom the decision rests, anyway. 

Mr. Sears—-It may be within the realms of possibility that they would 
like to have the convention in Fort Worth, but our representative is so 
modest that he doesn‘t want to propose it. 

Mr. Mehl—I think, sir, that Mr. Guttag is opposed to the hot weather. 

Mr. Thorson—We can oifer you something in Omaha, too, you know. 

President Wormser—As long as there are no deidnitely expressed opinions 
we will have to leave it to the Board of Governors. 

A telegram of greeting from Mr. Swanson was read. 

Motion made, seconded and carried to recess until 11.50. 

After the recess the meeting was called to order at 11.50 by Vice-Presi- 
dent Boyer. 

Chairman Boyer—wWhile we are waiting for Mr. Wormser I am going to 
call on Mr. Markus. 

Mr. Markus—Mr. Chairman, the papers are somewhat lengthy and I think 
it would relieve the monotony if I call on Mr. George Bauer to tell us some- 
thing about his Huropean and Asiatic trip. 

(Mr. Bauer’s remarks will be published later.) 

Mr. Markus—Mr. Chairman,.as we have had such a pleasant voyage to 
Europe and the Near East, let us continue our journey by having Mr. Gil- 
lette take us with him on his trip around the world. 

Motion to thank Mr. Bauer and Mr. Gillette for their talks and that they 
be published in The Numismatist. Motion carried. 

(Mr. Gillette’s remarks will be published later.) 

President Wormser—I think the morning session fees advanced to the 
adjournment time. I am informed that the Western Reserve Bank of the 
District of Cleveland has extended an invitation for us to visit the bank. 

Motion made, seconded and carried to visit the bank prior to its closing 
hour at 3 o'clock, and to reassemble again at 4 o’clock in the afternoon.

SIXTH SESSION, WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON, AUGUST 27. 


* The afternoon session of Wednesday was called to order at 4.15 by Presi- 


dent Wormser. ; . 

President Wormser—Our first order of business this afternoon is the 
further reading of papers, and Mr. Markus will have the floor, as he has a 
very interesting paper to read that will lead to some discussion. 

Mr. Markus—Mr. President, I would like to state, in the first place, that 
this paper is a continuation of one that was received last year from the 
same gentleman, which was along the lines suggested last year and dis- 
cussed here yesterday. It is well worthy of your attention. The gentleman 
who wrote it is the head of the Extension Department of the University of 
North Dakota, a man of deep thought and knows whereof he writes. It 
may be rather technical, but it is worth listening to—‘‘Educational Numis- 
matic Exhibits,’’ by Dr. Albert H. Yoder, Grand Forks, N. D. 

(Mr. Yoder’s paper is published elsewhere in this issue.) 

President Wormser—I am sorry that the Committee on Resolutions was 
not present to hear this paper. What is your pleasure in the matter? I 
would like to hear some further discussion on the subject. Mr. Markus 
has pointed out to me that this practically constitutes unfinished business of 
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last year’s convention. Ags I recall it, Mr. Yoder’s paper at that time was 
taken care of by the thought of issuing a numismatic textbook or text guide 
or introductory book, as you may want to call it, on which this year’s Reso- 
lutions Committee has taken further action, endorsed by the convention. 
What is your pleasure in the matter? 

Mr. Davis—Mr. Chairman, I have had a little experience with some of 
this educational work and I believe that the one thing that is necessary is 
to educate the teachers as to what is available in numismatics. During 
Coin Week the history teachers in the school in which I teach asked me to 
come to their classes, and all of them were very anxious to have me bring 
specimens for exhibition. My time was so limited that I could only visit 
some classes in the first half of the fourth year of high school, covering the 
first half of American history, and I spoke during that week before 16 
classes. Now we have constant calls for material from high school teachers 
as to what is available in the line of exhibits. A high school teacher of 
Oklahoma stated that she had $50 to spend on a coin collection and want- 
ed to know what she should buy. Mr. Dunham wrote a letter to us and 
after some discussion we made a list of coins and what they would probably 
cost and sent it to her, and sent a list of half a dozen dealers. I don’t know 
what she. ever did with it, but the proper thing is to get this matter before 
the teachers. The teachers are willing to use this as illustrative material in 
their high school classes. I know if the members of the Cleveland Society 
want to go before the teachers in history in the Cleveland high schools, 
they will have no difficulty at all, for the teachers will be glad to exhibit 
their material. 

President Wormser—Mr. Markus, as a point of information, did the pa- 
per merely describe the size of the cases or did it describe in full what each 
case should contain? 

Mr. Markus—It described the size of the cases and what each case should 
contain. 

President Wormser—Could you give us again a synopsis of it? 

Mr. Markus—The early issues of the Americas shown by coins and paper 
money; then he wants a EHuropean exhibit, and then he wants to come later 
on to the modern coins of the United States and the modern paper money 
so that you could get a progressive idea of what constituted American coin- 
age and currency from the beginning until the present day; nothing rare, 
excepting that he contends visualization to a child is a great deal better 
than talking to them for an hour without showing them what you are talk- 
ing about: That is Mr. Yoder’s idea and he expects to bring it before that 
great convention of educators to be held next spring in America. They 
haven’t the: proper means to do it and they are asking the A. N. A. to help 
them along by suggestions, or the practical end of it, by the installation of 
practical exhibits. 

Mr. Zerbe—The ancient history classes always want to see the coins of 
the period they are studying; they want to see some of the Greek coins, 
irrespective of where they are from, because educators tell us that was one 
of the highest periods of art. They see the pictures in the books, but that 
is different from seeing the coins. They also want to see the portrait coins, 
and always ask for a coin of Julius’ Caesar. In the American series they 
want to know something about the period of the Confederation, the time 
just before the adoption of the Constitution, what we used for circulation 
media and how it was used. Then some of the Hard Times tokens of the 
Jackson period that carried the satirical mottoes on them are also in de- 
mand. They get more of an idea of the political atmosphere and the cam- 
paigns from looking at some of these tokens. Nothing expensive, but things 
of that kind that will bring vividiy to the pupil the history of the time. 

Mr. Markus—Mr. Chairman, to my mind it is a good thing, because Mr. 
Zerbe has an unparalleled collection of numismatic data of all kinds, but 
he cannot reach the people that Mr. Yoder expects to reach. 

Mr. Guttag—To start anything like that is going to require a great deal 
of work, and outside of the labor which it would take to try to interest the 
different boards of education, or whatever they may be called, throughout 
the country would take a large amount of money, and our funds are limited. 
We could make a plan and try it, and see whether something of this sort 
would work out; but to try to capture the United States at one time is not 
feasible. : . 
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President Wormser—May I be permitted to say a few words on that, al- 
though it is perhaps unusual for the presiding officer to do so? 

Mr. Boyer takes the Chair. 

President Wormser—I didn’t quite get what Mr. Yoder wants us to do. 
Did he want us to be helpful in making out these plans? The thing that 
strikes me about the proposition is, so far as Mr. Guttag’s doubts are con- 
cerned about covering the whole United States, you cannot have a better 
champion than Mr. Yoder addressing this concourse of teachers. That is 
about as introductory a way of getting at the matter as you can want. Mr. 
Davis seems to have the right idea of introducing the subject into the high 
schools. It occurs to me that the proper way would be to interest some 
firm that specializes in the publication of school material. I don’t know 
from what kind of firms school books are bought, or from what kind of 
firms the art pictures you see displayed in the school rooms nowadays are 
bought, but a firm of that kind should be interested in the proposition, and 
I think it could be interested in a proposition of this sort by a committee of 
the A. N. A. That firm, in turn, could get in touch with our coin dealers 
upon the proper occasion and get them to make up sample sets. When we 
had our Coin Week exhibition in New York we had all sorts of things worked 
out. One man was going to illustrate this subject and another that, but one 
subject we tried to show in all the six places we were exhibiting, and that 
was a series of United States commemorative coins, because that would in- 
terest the public, and we simply went to the foremost coin dealers in the 
country and asked him to make up Guttag’s standard set that was in each 
one of the show rooms where we had our exhibition. Something of that 
kind could be worked out by a firm supplying school material, and through 
them be distributed to the schools. That would be my contribution as a 
thought on the subject. I don’t know what official action we could take 
in conjunction with Mr. Yoder’s paper, but possibly we could appoint an 
auxiliary committee that could collaborate with Mr. Yoder and present some 
sort of a report that he could read, heartily endorsing school material of 
this sort in our schools. 

Mr. Guttag—There is another thing in regard to this, and that is the 
dealers’ end. I know, as a rule, young boys come in to a dealer, and he is 
not going to bother very much with a 25-cent or 50-cent purchase of coins 
and explain what this is or that is. In my own experience, one high school 
boy came to the office, and all of a sudden I found about a dozen from some 
private high school around Fifty-seventh street. It is all very well to say 
that the dealer should try to hold the interest of the boys and try to show 
what coins these boys should buy, but you must realize that we get, perhaps, 
six or seven boys in, and to show coins, it takes a man’s time for an entire 
day. You have to look at the business end as well as the educational end. 
Of course when it comes to an out-of-town boy, he won’t take up so much 
time. 

President Wormser—I think Mr. Guttag missed the entire point. We are 
not talking about selling coins to boys at all. We are talking about making 
up standard sets to show in schools for demonstrative purposes, and Mr. 
Mehl could very easily be of assistance to the dealers in supplying them to ~ 
the dealers in school supplies. For these standard sets could be made up 
to be displayed in cases. I would like to hear from Mr. Davis whether 
such a thing would be feasible. 

Mr. Davis—I believe it would, but you will have to begin a little further 
back. You must begin with the demand, and the demand must come from 
the high school teacher. These firms will not manufacture this material 
unless they can sell it, and they cannot sell it unless the high schools ask 
for it. A good thing to do would be to go before the Educational High 
School Association and get the history section interested in it; then you will 
have no trouble in going before the Association of Chicago High School 
Teachers—about 200 teachers. The only thing is, after you get them start- 
ed and they say, ‘‘Where is the material,’’ you must have the material there. 
Most of those high school teachers don’t know where to go; but if they 
know where to get this material there will be no difficulty at all. If the 
local club could help them get started, after a while there might be a de- 
mand for such a thing. 

President Wormser—HMr. Davis, as a practical teacher, I would like to 
ask you what high school supplies house would you go to on the subject, 
provided there was a demand on the part of the teachers? 
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Mr. Davis—I don’t know much about it. There is Milton Bradley, in 
Springfield; W. F. Welch, of Chicago; the American Book Company, but 
that goes more into the publication fo books. 

Chairman Boyer—yYou will have to go to a house that makes something 
like kindergarten supplies. 

Mr. Davis—There is a house that makes maps and such things in New 
York. I cannot recall the name now. I can get those names in a few days. 

President Wormser—Why wouldn’t it be to the point to get this thing 
started by having a committee located in Chicago, composed, say, of Mr. 
Davis, Mr. Boyer and others, to interview two or three firms located in 
Chicago and get their angle of the matter. It has to start somewhere, and 
if the teachers are told that such and such firms would be willing to and 
could supply the material, then the teachers would be more ready to accept 
it as a teaching idea. I doubt even if our eminent coin dealers would be 
in position to get the material into shape beyond simply furnishing the 
coins. The teaching force itself would have to put it into presentable form 
for teaching the pupils. As something along the line, I see Spink «& Sons 
are selling a selection of $10 worth of coins, or $25 size collection, like 
selling stamps in packages. If coins were sold that way or in corner stores, 
I think you could get children interested in coins once in a while. The same 
thing should be done to make it easy for educational firms to get up standard 
selections. 

President Wormser resumes the chair. 

Mr. Boyer—A kindergarten supply house, I think, would be the place. 

Mr. Zerbe—I was not here to hear all of this paper, but I feel he offers 
an occasion we should not let go by. As I look upon it, if one or a number 
of our dealers who may not be otherwise too occupied with big things would 
survey the field as to acquiring specimens that would fill this demand, if the 
demand is created, there is no reason why they couldn’t specialize in that 
and make it a part of their business, and a prolitable part of their business. 
Mr. Markus has been with my exhibit during the last year and has also had 
occasion to observe the public interest in the exhibits. It has been my 
pleasure to entertain country high schools who came seven miles—took a 
vacation for the day—to spend it with the educational exhibit that I make. 
It has been my pleasure to entertain various classes from high schools as 
I travel, and there is no question about there being a growing interest and 
that they are anxious for something that will better illustrate ancient his- 
tory. I believe we have had some originality coming from our dealers, and 
now I believe if we gave this a little thought they could bring to our officers 
a way in which this material might be obtained and put at disposal of the 
demand at a price within reason. 

Mr. Guttag—Some of the coins are very hard to obtain in sets. If you 
want the colonial coins, suppose you try to obtain 1000 sets of colonial coins, 
I don’t care which variety. I think it would be very difficult to obtain them, 
even if you tried all the dealers in the country. I think it is a good idea. 
I make a motion that a committee be appointed to look into the matter, or 
leave it to the Resolutions Committee. I think that will be the best way. 
I make a motion we turn this over to the Resolutions Committee to take 
action on it. 

Motion seconded and upon a vote carried. 

Mr. Boyer—In the British Museum, in London, they handle this thing 
very well. They have large frames and they make electrotypes of these 
rare, early coins of all periods, and they send them out to schools. In that 
way they show types of the early coinage. I don’t think that is our idea, 
but I didn‘t know whether that was generally known or not. 

President Wormser— Is there any special business that any one wishes to 
bring up outside of the reading of papers? 

Mr. Zerbe—Mr. President, I am satisfied that we have with us in spirit 
today one of our members who, for lack of vitality, cannot be with us in 
person, one who has been with us so long as his vigor would permit, and 
that is our long-time Vice-President, Robert W. McLachlan. If it please 
the convention, I would suggest that we send a message of remembrance and 
good will to Mr. McLachlan to his Montreal home. 

Motion seconded and upon a vote carried, with instructions to the Secre- 
tary to forward. 

President Wormser—Shall we continue, then, with the reading of the 
papers? Or is there anyone who wishes to bring up new business? 
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Mr. Markus—Gentlemen it affords me great pleasure to call on Mr. Worm- 
ser to tell of his numismatic and other acquisitions on his second honey- 
moon trip. 

(Mr. Wormser’s remarks will be published later.) 

Motion made, seconded and carried to adjourn until 10 o’clock on Thurs- 
day. 


SEVENTH SESSION, THURSDAY MORNING, AUGUST 28. 


The morning session of Thursday was cailed to order at 10.05 by Presi- 
dent Wormser. 

President Wormser—As our first order of business I would like to eall 
on the Committee on Prizes. Mr. Yawger, Mr. Mehl and Mr. Gillette are 
the committee. We will delay that for a moment and I will call on Mr. 
Markus, chairman of the Committee on Papers. I know you are too modest 
to do this, but I Know you have a paper yourself, so let’s hear it. If I let 
you run this Committee on Papers you wouldn’t call on yourself, so I will 
call on your. 

Mr. Markus—I am sorry you did, but every reference regarding the sub- 
ject on which I have prepared a paper has been published in The Numisma- 
tist, and I have no means of defending myself excepting to get this off my 
chest before the members. If Mr. Duffield finds it possible to publish it in 
The Numismatist I would like to have him do it. Some people will say I 
haven’t told the truth in this matter, and after I have read this paper per- 
haps you will come to the same conclusion, but I will accept the verdict. 
The paper is entitled ‘‘Is or Is Not an Obolus.’’ 

Motion made and seconded that a vote of thanks be given Mr. Markus, 
that his paper be published in The Numismatist and that he be continued as 
Chairman of the Committee on Papers. Upon a vote the motion carried. 

(Mr. Markus’ paper will be published later.) 

President Wormser—tThe only criticism I should make is that Mr. Markus 
has overlooked the fact that the obolus has already been found. It was 
published in The Numismatist. 

Mr. Markus—Mr. Chairman, I wish to state that a fraud was attempted 
in the showing of an obolus of Lampsacus, but the wise editor of The Numis- 
matist found out it was a fake and fraud and you couldn’t put anything 
over on him; so I am still in order, because that was a pure and unadulter- 
ated fraud; but if the gentleman in California who put those initials on 
there will write and ask me what those initials mean, I will be glad to tell 
him. 

_ President Wormser—The next order of business is the report of the Com- 
mittee on Prizes, and I shall call on Mr. Yaweger. 

' Mr. Yawger—tThe committee appointed to judge the best article and ex- 
hibit, composed of Mr. Mehl, Mr. Gillette and myself, certainly had some- 
thing wished on us, “The committee was authorized to establish the condi- 
tions on which to award the prizes, and the condition under which we labor- 
ed was difficult. For instance, in the exhibit there was the finest displays of 
Roman and Greek coins, postal currency, 1794 cents, Ohio paper money, 
and so on over the entire exhibit. But we take great pleasure in awarding 
the prize for, the best exhibit to Mr. Elmer Sears. As to the best articie 
there was no question as to whom it should be awarded, and we take great. 
pleaure in telling you that it was the unanimous opinion of your committee 
that the prize should be given to Mr. Robt. P. King, who wrote the article 
on the Lincoln Medals which was published in the February, 1924, issue of 
The Numismatist, and which will probably go down in history as the most 
complete and authentic article ever written or published on Lincoln Medals. 
We. would like to suggest that a vote of thanks by the Association be ex- 
tended to Mr. Julius Guttag, who donated the two prizes. And we would 
also like to suggest that if at future, convention any prizes are offered, the 
donor should establish the conditions or give some idea as to whether the 
final decision should be based on rarity, value, arrangement, ‘general appear- 
ance, ahd so on. We sincerely hope our decision meets with your approval. 

President Wormser—Gentlemen, I think it is in order to move the adop- 
tion of the report and to thank the Committee for its work, and to authorize 
the award of the prizes in accordance with the decision of the Committee. 
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Mr. Guttag—The committee failed to state which was to get the first 
prize. 

Mr. Yawger—I should have explained that the first prize went to the 
author of the best article. It seemed as though that article involved a 
great amount of labor to get together. 

Upon a vote the motion to accept the report and thank the committee 
and authorize the award of the prizes was carried. ; 

Mr. Duffield—-Is it understood that this is to be an annual feature? 

President Wormser—No. 

Mr. Guttag—Mr. Chairman, I will announce that I will award prizes again 
next year. 

Mr. Yawger—wWill you also set-the conditions? 

Mr. Guttag—I will try to. I hadn’t thought about the conditions. 

President Wormser—lIt is certainly fne and laudable of you, Mr. Guttag, 
and we will greatly appreciate it. The next order of business I think will 
be the continuation of the reading of papers. 

Mr. Markus—tThe subject of this paper is “American Political Medals,”’ 
an interesting field in numismatics, by F. Ray Risdon, of Los Angeles, Cal. 

Mr. Gravel takes the Chair. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the paper be accepted with 
thanks to Mr. Risdon and published in The Numismatist. 

(Mr. Risdon’s paper will be published later.) 

Mr. Markus—-I have been inflicting papers on you for several days, and 
I am very glad to say that I hvae reached the end. I have only one more. 
This paper is entitled, ‘“‘Money of Account,’’ by M. Sorenson, Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa. 

Motion made, seconded and carried that the paper be accepted with thanks 
to Mr. Sorenson and that the paper be published in The Numismatist. 

(Mr. Sorenson’s paper will be published later.) 

President Wormser resumes the Chair. 

President Wormser—Is there any business that anyone wishes to bring 
up under the head of new business or unfinished business? 

Mr. Wormser read a communication of greetings from Father John Suchos, 
of Eynon, Pa. 

President Wormser—I may say, in explanation, that this gentleman is now 
a member of the A. N. A., and is very much interested in the collection of 
Polish coins. I think he has a very large collection and has published a 
book in the Polish language, here in the United States. I think very few 
members of the A. N. A. know about Eble There now remains the final re- 
port of the Resolutions Committee.

Mr. Moore—We ought to let the committee read the resolutions right 
through. If there are any mistakes we can take them up and correct them 
then. 

Mr. Thorson—No. 13. Resolved, That the A. N. A. extends its thanks 
and appreciation to the Western Reserve Numismatic Club and its Conven- 
tion Committee, especially Mr. and Mrs. Fisher, for their efforts to make 
our stay in Cleveland a pleasant one. 

14. Resolved, That the Association heartily endorses the splendid point 
outlined in Professor Yoder’s paper, which aims to introduce into the 
schools an elementary education in numismatics, and that the suggestion 
contained in the paper be referred to the Board of Governors for proper 
action, either by the Board itself or through a special committee to be ap- 
pointed by the Chairman of the Board of Governors, at their discretion. 

President Wormser—Now gentlemen, we are ready for discussion of the 
report of the Resolutions Committee. 

Motion made to accept with thanks the report of the Resolutions Commit- 
tee and that they be discharged and given a rising vote of thanks, and that 
a letter to that effect be written to those who are absent on that committee. 

Amendment made that the individuals or corporations referred to in the 
resolutions each receive a copy of the resolution referring to them, in a 
letter sent by the Secretary of the Association. 

Amendment accepted and motion seconded and upon a vote carried. 

Rising vote of thanks to the Committee. 

Mr. Zerbe—Mr. Chairman, I move a vote of thanks to Mr. Charles Markus 
for his good work and great success in bringing to our convention the num- 
ber of eloquent papers, and the services rendered in presenting them to us, 
and that the committee be continued for another year under his chairman- 
ship. 

President Wormser—I don’t think that it is in order, because the appoint- 
ment of committees is up to the President during the year, but you may rest 
assured that he will make a note of it. He is too good to lose. 

Rising vote of thanks to Mr. Markus. 

Mr Markus—I thank you heartily for the courtesy and consideration ex- 
tended to me. I did the best I could under the circumstances. 

President Wormser—lIs there any further business? 

Mr. Yawger—I would like to ask the decision about publishing the mem- 
bership list. I wasn’t here, but I was told that the suggestion was that we 
publish it in June or July. Take December 31st, 1924, and you have a 
complete list of members that belonged during that year. If you publish 
that in May or June you will not have a complete list, for the reason that 
all during the year there will be new ones coming in. Suppose you publish 
it as of December 31st; every man will be on there. If you break into the 
middle of the year you would not have a complete list, and if you are going 
to publish this once a year then every man’s name will be on it. 

Mr. Guttag—You could take any month of the year and you will have 
corrections. 

President Wormser—lIt is only a point of information that Mr. Yawger 
raised, on our final decision about having it around the July month.

It will save mailing cost; that is the main thing about it, and at one time 
or other some members are going to drop out, anyhow, and it will be a elari- 
fied list because the delinquents will be left out. The list will probably be 
published annually and every man will have a chance to be on the list if 
he is in good standing. It is only for the first year that somebody may be 
omitted because he has dropped out. 

Mr. Yawger—Shouldn’t the proxy go separately? It only costs one cent 
to mail it.

Educational Numismatic Exhibits. 
By ALBERT H. YODER, Grand Forks; Ni: 


(A paper read before the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association, Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, 1924.) 


We are all interested in the instruction which the youngest generation is 
receiving. Our interest is determined largely by our personal experience, 
for we all see the world from the vantage of our own viewpoint. The busi- 
ness man wants his children instructed in the fundamentals of business; 
the W. Cc. T. U. demands time for instruction in temperance; the militarist 
is certain that all boys should receive instruction in the school of the soldier; 
and so on down the line of human interest. There is a great pressure upon 
the school authorities to provide for special instructions in all of these in- 
terests. It is practically necessary to maintain a line of defense against 
these forces so that they may not overwhelm the constituted courses of 
study. The favorite method of wedging in when the attack upon the front 
has failed is that of securing additions or modifications of existing courses 
or subjects. If a special interest cannot be made a part of the curriculum, 
then it must be attached to some established subject or study. For example, 
the temperance people have succeeded in both plans; they have won recog- 
nition for their cause and they have also written into the textbooks on 
hygiene one or more chapters on the subject of alcoholism. There are 
numerous other illustrations of such changes in the work of the public 
schools. 

The group of people here assembled represents a special interest. Al- 
though we are collectors and dealers in money, we believe we have a special 
interest in the larger aspect of the subject. We, too, feel that our interest 
is so important that the youth of the land should receive instruction in it. 
We believe that some knowledge of the origin, history, and function of 
money, mints, treasuries, and banks is desirable, and that such knowledge 
is of greater use to the coming citizen than much of the material now being 
taught him. At least, it will not be necessary to amend the National Con- 
stitution in order to force people to recognize our subject, as has been done 
in the case of some recent amendments. We believe that children should 
be told the fascinating story of money just as they are told the stories of 
American achievement, for it is an integral part of the larger story of 
America. We are not money worshippers, but we believe that the position 
of America in the world of finance is an evidence of the soundness of our 
institutions and the ideals of our people. The history of coinage is the 
history of civilization. There is a special flavor gained from learning the 
world’s history as it is reflected in man’s efforts to express values in the 
Shape of coins. We propose to insist that our special interest be given 
recognition in the work of the school and the college. We do not claim 
that such a change will revolutionize modern life, but it is our conviction 
that it will add a little to the practical equipment of the future American. 


The Exhibit. 


The exhibit should be arranged in panels. Each panel should be 16 by 
28 inches inside the frame. The frame should be either of art metal or 
wood, with a thin, clean glass and a back of light wood in which appropriate 
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circles should be bored for the coins, the wood to be covered by a white’ or 
light tinted paper on which lettering. may be done or slips of printed matter 
pasted. The panels should be packed, with pads between each panel, in a 
carrying case just large enough to contain the panels. Packed in this way, 
the case could be sent by express or carried by the exhibitor. 


Panel 1—This should contain appropriate samples of early coins, begin+ 
ning with the simple plaque with a character or crude picture stamped upon 
it. The panel should contain Greek, Roman, mediaeval and early German, 
French, Spanish, Scandinavian, and English coins.’ I will not attempt to 
name the coins, as availability and the fancy of the collector would de- 
termine this. What we wish to do is to show the development of coins 
from the earliest date to the carly coins of New England. 

Panel 2—FEarly Colonial coins. This panel should contain the tree money 
of Massachusetts—twopence, oak, 1652; threepence, pine, 1652; sixpence, 
willow, 1652; shilling, pine, 1652. Along with this there should be some 
wampum, and possibly a tiny package of tobacco, examples of early substi- 
tutes for money which were widely used in America at one time. To the 
silver collection mentioned above there may be added the Virginia shilling, 
1774, and the Annapolis sixpence and shilling of 1783. Also, there should 
be included in this panel the Spanish milled dollar—whole, one-half, one- 
quarter and one-eighth. In the same panel should be a collection of Colo- 
nial copper—Virginia half cent, 1773; New Jersey cent, 1786; Connecticut 
cent, 1785; Kentucky cent, 1791; New York cent, 1787. Under each coin 
there should be a printed information slip of two or three lines. 

Panel 3—Colonial and Continental currency. The two periods should be 
separated in the panel and enough samples should be included to show the 
different colonies—Connecticut, Delaware, Georgia, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire, New Jersey, New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, Vermont, and Virginia, showing as far as 
possible the different vignettes on the bills and some range in the value 
of the bills. 

Panel 4—Early United States coins. This panel should contain the early 
coinage of the United States from one-half cent piece to one or two early 
gold pieces. 

Panel 5—United States coinage of early nineteenth century. Same as 
above, but showing later patterns. Should also include some gold. . 

Panel 6—Early private bank notes. Begin with the famous Detroit bank, 
the history of which has been prepared by W. L. Jenks, of the First National 
Exchange Bank of Port Huron, Mich. The number and selection of the 
bills of this character can be left to the exhibitor. Personally, I should wish 
to have two panels devoted to this interesting phase of our financial devel- 
opment; in the second panel place the later bank bills, the forerunners of 
the Government greenbacks, closing the series with samples of the New 
Brunswick beautiful bills. 

Panel 7—Tokens. Probably one panel devoted to tokens is sufficient. If 
so, the panel should be divided in such way as to provide a place for the 
early tokens, satirical-political tokens, store cards, and the Civil War tokens. 

Panel 8—Early United States bills. There should be samples of all the 
series of fractional currency issues and a few samples of the early green- 
backs. 

Panel 9—Current bills. This should include the $1, $2, $5 and $10 bills 
of various issues, showing both sides of the commoner bills. 

Panel 10—United States Commemorative coins. First, a few of the gold 
coins, and then all the attractive half-dollar series of modern issues, in- 
cluding the 25-cent Isabella issue. 

Panel 11——Early and historical checks and drafts. The material for this 
panel would be hard to collect if very many panels are to be provided. In 
the collection which I made at Whitewater, Wis., where the commercial 
teachers are trained, I think nothing made a stronger appeal than this item. 
I recall that one sample was a check for $500,000 which had passed through 
some New York bank: the name of the maker of the check was known to 
most of us. Another was a personal check of one of the Presidents of the 
United States. Then, too, the samples of foreign exchange were of interest. 

Panel 12——This may or may not be included. This panel should be made 
up of current checks and bills of exchange, the samples selected entirely 
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for their attractiveness. And, last of all, a panel of bonds, stocks, mort- 
gages, notes, certificates of deposit, etc. 


It would be advisable, I think, to add one or two panels to this collection 
showing pictures of the United States Mint at Philadelphia, the United 
States Treasury Building, perhaps the Sub-Treasury of New York City, one 
of the Federal Reserve Banks, and the United States Bureau of Printing 
and Engraving, where bills are made. 

The above arrangement of the panels is the one [I first had in mind. I am 
not certain but that it might be advisable to arrange the panels in a some- 
what different order. For example, begin with Panel 4, put all the United 
States one-half cent and one-cent specimens in this panel. In Panel 5, put 
all the two, three, and five cent specimens. In Panel 6, all ten and twenty- 
five cents. In Panel 7, all fifty cents, including the commemorative coins. 
In Panel 8, all dollar coins. In Panel 9, all the gold series. This would 
make a larger collection and might appeal to people because it would be 
possible to show the series in a given denomination from the early to the 
current issues. 

The plan is simple and practical. The real problem is to convince the 
A. N. A. of its need and to get action. It may possibly be advisable to ask 
dealers to inaugurate the plan, although it seems to me that the Association 
itself should undertake it. Such a collection should be provided for each 
State with a committee to promote its use. 

The writer wishes to suggest a committee of the national Association to 
organize and administer the project. Because of my relation to extension 
education, I should be glad to place the plan before our National Associa- 
tion of Extension Directors at its meeting at the University of Virginia next 
spring, for their endorsement. It would be a good plan, also, to ask the 
bankers and the thrift associations to co-operate. There should be pro- 
vision for the preparation of a small textbook and for chapters to be added 
to text books on arithmetic and economics. 

While writing this paper the idea came to me of a different type of exhi- 
bition service which we could render. I believe a smaller and different 
collection than the one mentioned above could be made for use in com- 
mercial establishments, stressing the need for training in detection of bad 
coins, bills, and commercial paper; not a collection for the expert in an of- 
fice, but for the average employe who has to receive money for the estab- 
lishment. It would dignify and exhalt our work to sponser such a service. 
This is a day of education; many business concerns find it necessary to set 
aside a fund for the purpose of educating their employes and sometimes 
their customers. The American Numismatic Association should not be be- 
hind in this matter, and it is the purpose of this paper to suggest a some- 
what definite plan of action, hoping that the Association will find it possible 
to assume responsibility for the creation of a better understanding of the 
purposes of the Association. 


The Development of the “Taler.”

(A paper read before the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association, Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, 1924.) 


Very few of the many million people who use the word ‘‘dollar’’ daily 
and who are accustomed to calculate in dollars think of the origin of this 
word, which has a ponderous meaning in the world’s commerce. But, as 
during these last few years the dollar started a triumphal march all over 
the world, I think it quite appropriate to tell American numismatists some- 
thing about the development and history of its ancestor and predecessor— 
the good old ‘‘taler.’’ 

The word ‘‘dollar’’ means nothing but ‘‘taler,’’ is of German origin, and 
it may be proud of its 440-year-old history. 

It was toward the end of the fifteenth century—during those stirring times 
in which the transition from the period of Middle Ages to the period of 
modern times was being prepared—a short time before the discovery of 
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America, when the taler came into existence. Its proper birthplace was 
the little town of Hall, on the River Inn, in Tyrol. The taler owes its be- 
ginning to the desire for reforms which made themselves felt during that 
time in the whole of Europe. The coinage of the Middle Ages had become 
untenable, especially in Germany. During the last two centuries the ‘‘gold- 
gulden’”’ of the Middle Ages was predominant in the wholesale business, at 
least in Europe. The town of Florence was the first to strike, in the year 
1252, a new golden coin with the impression of a flower, a lily, which was 
therefore called ‘‘florin.’’ In Germany it was called gulden, or ‘‘guelden,’’ 
on account of the metal used. Gradually all commercial countries of Middle 
Europe followed this example. The first appearance of that gold coin signi- 
fied a great progress over the then used silver coins of small value and 
the bars of silver scaled at special weights. 

These golden coins were soon imitated in France, in Spain, in the Neth- 
erlands and in Hungary. They also became a coin of currency in Germany 
since the middle of the fourteenth century, especially introduced in large 
quantities by the four Hlectors of the Rhine. But by the coinage in great 
quantities the standard value and purity could not be kept at the original 
standard. Especially in Germany, where no or only little gold was found 
and where this metal had to be imported at great cost and trouble, the 
standard of the gulden sank very low, in spite of all treaties and laws which 
were issued to put a stop to it. Originally its fineness was 231% karats, 
but the fineness of gold sank after the year 1475 to 17 or 18 karats (0.708 
to 0.750 of 1000 fine) and nobody had any more confidence in the once- 
so-much-liked coin. 

Habitual forgers, as well as unscrupulous sovereigns who misused their 
right of coinage at the expense of their subjects by causing bad money to be 
coined, made matters worth from year to year. So the desire of another 
and more reliable currency became stronger and stronger. Just at that 
time the mining of silver in Germany and her neighboring states was thriv- 
ing in the mountains of the North Tyrol, in the Bohemian Erzmountains; 
in Alsace rich veins of silver were newly discovered. This led to a great 
gain in mining of silver on the part of the sovereigns of the above-named 
districts. Soon the desire arose to strike out of the newly found metal 
large silver coins of the value of a golden gulden in order to take its place. 
Thus the coin which later on was called taler came into existence. Its 
original name, ‘‘goldengroschen”’ or “guldener,’’ expressed well as to what 
use it was intended. 

The proper year of birth of the taler is the year 1484. Archduke Sigis- 
mund of Austria, who also reigned over Tyrol and Alsace, established then 
at Hall, on the Inn, a new mint and caused silver coins to be struck of the 
value of a goldgulden. These silver pieces had at first only the size of the 
later half-taler, but already in the same year the so-called thick pieces of 
the value of goldgulden were coined at Hall. The first guldengroschen show 
the picture of the soverign clad in armor, his head covered with the arch- 
duke‘s hat, the right hand holding the sceptre, while the left hand was rest- 
ing on the hilt of his sword. The reverse showed the archduke on horse- 
back in full armor, as for tournament, with the banner, bordered by the 
coat-of-arms of all countries over which Sigismund reigned. The legend is 
done in well-written letters. The dies for these coins were cut by the 
Nuremberg artist, Bernard Beham the elder. Two years later, 1486, by a 
second emission, the form of the taler was changed into the one now known. 
The unpleasant-looking portrait of the sovereign on the taler of the first 
emission is replaced by the one of the second emission in full figure, stand- 
ing between shield and helmet. 

These coins of Sigismund found general approbation; they certainly fur- 
nished a want of those times and were soon copied. Already in 1488 Duke 
Renee of Lorraine, on the west border of the German Empire, struck his 
first guldengroschen, following the example of Tyrol. In 1492 several Swiss 
towns. also imitated Tyrol. These pieces are called “incunabula talers” be- 
cause they depict the taler in its childhood. Also, the art-loving Emperor 
Maximilian caused talers to be struck on which he was depicted on horse- 
back. A later design shows only his bust. These coins are really artistic. 
The taler received its name from the North Bohemian town Joachimsthal. 
Here was the mint of the counts of Schlick, the proprietors of silver mines 
on the south slope of the Saxon-Bohemian Erzgebirge. In 1519 these mines 
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yielded such a large output that the counts decided on a coinage of gulden- 
groschen in large quantitics. \.o the guldengroschen became widely known 
by the public who liked and favored its circulation. They were generally 
called ‘‘Joachimsthaler,’’ but were also Known under the commonly used 
abbreviation ‘ taler,’’ which name soon became valid for this species of coin. 
Already in the sixteenth century the taler found its way over the borders of 
Germany as “‘tallero” by the Italians and as ‘‘daalder’’ by the Dutch. The 
oldest Joachimsthaler looked remarkable enough to be remembered. It 
carried on its obverse the picture of St. Joachim, the patron of the town, 
with the coat-of-arms of the counts of Schlick. On its reverse, the rampant 
lion of Bohemia. In 1524 Charles V issued at an empire council at Nurem- 
berg a decree by which the taler became lawful currency of the empire and 
its weight and standard value was legally fixed. Its weight, expressed in 
“mark’’ and ‘‘tenth,’’ was stated in grammes 29.2, its fineness fixed at 
0.9375. It was also decreed that the taler should be given and taken as 
lawful currency everywhere and by anybody in the whole empire. This was 
the first acknowledgment of the taler by the state, but this acknowledgment 
had very little success. Only sovereigns who owned silver mines and who 
were not compelled to buy silver could afford to make such good coins. 
Therefore, only Austria, Salzburg and Saxony were able to coin talers in 
any quantities. 

It is impossible to mention here all details of the glorious history of the 
taler. One could fill a big volume to recount only all specimens of the 
German taler and its historical extension, but how and under what form 
the taler came to America must be told here. It is well known that King 
Philip II of Spain, son of the German Emperor Charles V, was also soy- 
ereign of the Netherlands. He introduced here, especially at Antwerp, the 
so-called Philippstaler to be struck in large quantities out of the large silver 
store of his West Indian colonies and Mexico. By means of Spanish and 
Dutch commerce a large number of these coins came to America under the 
name of ‘‘daalder,’’ out of which name later on the word dollar developed. 
The coin showed on the obverse the king’s bust in armor without headgear. 
The value of this coin experienced later in Spain and Mexico a reduction in 
value and changed into the ‘‘8 reales’? pieces or the ‘‘peso,’’ which coin is 
even now in current use in Mexico and South America. 

After the United States had gained their independence they went back to 
the old name ‘‘daalder’”’ in contradiction to the peso. This daalder became 
currency under the name of dollar, which supplanted the peso, at least in 
North America. - 

In Europe the taler still had a reciprocal history, which may be said to 
have been very glorious because the taler of all coins had retained its purity 
and weight in spite of all the stormy times. This explains why the taler 
enjoyed an uncommon popularity. But this was also the reason that many 
of these fine and interesting coins went eventually to the melting pot; many 
have disappeared, and so these coins have become very rare in numismatics. 

A glance over all the long list of the different talers gives us a real pic- 
ture of the history of the last four centuries, especially of German history. 
Almost all the countless small states of the empire either possessed or 
usurped the right to coin talers. There exists still a great number and 
variety of talers of emperors and electors, both ecclesiastical and secular, | 
of abbots and counts, as also of the old free towns of Hamburg, Nuremberg, 
Frankfurt, Regensburg and many others. The designs of these coins depict 
historical events, as peace treaties, victories and coronations; they refer to 
events in princely families, as, for instance, marriages, births or deaths. 
Many sovereigns also liked to express their piety, and so we see on many 
talers the pictures of saints, representations of holy actions and even the 
Bible texts. Names such as Marientaler, Georgstaler, Andreastaler give 
testimony of this usage. Especially interesting are the jubilee talers of the 
Reformation and the Augsburg Confession, many with the picture of Luther, 
so. called Luthertalers. Numerous are the portraits of princesses which 
decorate the taler. They were partly of an exceedingly artistical finish, 
while some of them were just medallions, but as later on the art of die 
engraving somewhat declined, these portraits became conventional, reaching 
sometimes the very verge of caricatures. The Great Elector of Branden- 
burg had to send a very gross letter to the master of his mint, protesting 
against the abuse of his portraits on coins. In the nineteenth century there 
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appeared on a large silver coin the head very badly impressed and un- 
pleasant to look at. 

Some of the talers have become renowned, as the so-called ‘“talisman- 
taler.”” Coins of the counts of Mansfeld with the inscription “BEI GOTT 
IST RATH UND THAT” and the picture of St. George were carried during 
the Thirty Years War by soldiers because it was believed that he who wore 
such a coin on his chest was immune against all bullets. Even in the last 
World War they were worn by soldiers, especially horsemen, as an amulet. 
Of later times are know the “‘glockentaler,’’ 1643, struck in remembrance 
of the conquest of Brunswick; the Maria Theresa taler, which for more 
than 100 years was common currency in the Hast; the ‘“‘schiesstaler,’’ which 
was given out as a prize at rifle matches. Some of the talers also received 
a nickname, as for instance, the “‘rubentaler’’ of Archbishop Leonard of 
Salzburg, on account of a rape in his armorial bearings; the ‘‘papageien- 
taler”’ of Friedrich Wilhelm II, because the Prussian eagle looked more like 
a parrot; the “angsttaler’’ of the year 1848, on which the usual inscription, 
“Von Gottes Gnaden” (by God’s grace) was left out. 

In Germany, talers were coined till 1872, the year of introduction of gold 
currency, but they remained a current coin in the German Empire until 
1907. On the first of October, 1907, they were definitely called in. Now 
they only slumber in the collections of museums and private coin collectors, 
but even here they tell us much about the varied destinies of our fore- 
fathers. 


Inquiry Department Notes.

For the second time I render unto you an account of activities during 
the past year. 

Last year there were answered 135 letters; this year there were but 92, 
undoubtedly owing to the fact that the 1923 convention was held in Canada, 
whose people may not have been aware that the A. N. A. conducts such a 
department. 

The queries ranged from the serious to the laughable, and the more in- 
significant they were the more research was required, and the information 
desired was of no numismatic value whatever. 

During Coin Week in my home city an elderly lady on crutches asked 
one of the bank employes regarding coins. He pointed me out to her and 
she showed me a bag of coins and wished to know their value, stating at 
the same time that a bank official told her they were scarce and valuable. 
If Elmer Sears were asked to give $10 for them, he would.turn up his aris- 
tocratic nose in disdain; but the dear old lady had an idea they were 
valuable enough to pay for the necessary medical and surgical aid of which 
she stood in so much need! 

A young girl in the Ozark region of Arkansas wrote she had a gold dollar 
of 1854. You all know that is one of the more common dates. She had 
been told the dollar was rare enough to pay for her college education! 

A Civil War veteran wrote he had a number of Confederate notes, for 
which he had been offered 30 per cent. of their face value, and wanted to 
sell them to me at that price. They were very common notes, so I wrote 
him I had notes, some of them rare, of a face value of $3,000, which I of- 
fered him at 15 per cent. of face, enabling him to make another 15 per cent. 
without much of an effort. Needless to say he did not reply. 

A man wrote me that a coin collector in his home city had valued a num- 
ber of coins for him, not telling me what the valuation was. I wrote to 
this member, asking him for his diagnosis. He told me, so I gave my in- 
quirer the same valuation, thus saving the faces of both of us, and convinc- 
ing the man that numismatists cannot go wrong on values! 

The percentage of postage enclosures for answers was even less than 
last year, and that was low enough. I will conclude with a benediction. 
May the spirit of mischief which animated Editor Duffield and Alden Scott 
Boyer to saddle this Department on me for the last year, rest upon and 
abide with them, until either or both of them relieves me gee the ‘‘De- 
partment of Inquiry.” 
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The Coin Exhibit. 


While the exhibit was not so varied and extensive as has been made at 
some previous conventions, it contained many interesting lots of coins, all 
20 cases being filled. The attendance was good throughout the convention, 
the room being open to the public from 9 o’clock in the morning until 9 in 
the evening. Following is a list of the exhibits. Where they are given in 
detail, a list has been furnished for publication. 


ELMER :S. SEARS, Swansea, Mass.—Mr. Sears was awarded the prize 
offered by Mr. Guttag for the best exhibit at the convention. It included 
26 gold coins of Annam, which Mr. Sears says is the only collection of sim- 
ilar pieces he knows of. There was also shown early American gold, in- 
cluding the very rare types of the 1797 half eagle, two varieties of the $4 
gold piece, some rare Oriental gold and two unique pieces of Central China. 


CHARLES MARKUS, Davenport, Iowa.—Mr. Markus showed a number 
of rare United States notes, as follows: $100 three-year note with coupons 
attached, the only other one being in the collection at Washington; $50 
three-year note without coupons; $10 note with $20 reverse, of National 
Bank of Lumberton, N. C.; $100 gold note with written date, Jan. 5, 1866, 
the only note the United States ever printed on yellow paper; a complete 
set of compound interest notes, $100, $50, $20, $10; one-year 5 per cent. 
notes for $10, $20, $100; a $100 gold note, series 1875, payable to order, 
with a blank back, autograph signature of Asst. Treas. Hillhouse; $10 re- 
funding certificate, payable to order, only one other one not redeemed, ac- 
cording to United States Treasurer’s report of 1919; the only complete set 
of bills payable at Cincinnati, $5, $10, $20. 


JULIUS GUTTAG, New York City—Mr. Guttag had an interesting exhibit. 
One-half of the case was occupied by a number of varieties of the cut and 
countermarked pieces of the West Indies, principally silver. It included 
many rare pieces, among them a number of the Martinique cut coins. In 
the other half of the case was a number of South American gold coins and 
United States cents. In the center of the case was a bound volume of the 
early issues of THE NUMISMATIST, commencing with Vol. I, No. 1. It is 
worthy of note that the title of the magazine on the first number is “‘The 
American Numismatist.’’ The volume contained all the issues from No. 1, 
Sept.-Oct., 1888, to Vol. 6, No. 12, 1893. The exhibit included 52 coins of 
the West Indies, containing specimens of practically all the known cut and 
countermarked pieces of these islands. Of the South American gold coins 
he showed the following: Bolivia, 7 pieces; Brazile 14-4 Go0stamhica a0; 
Ecuador, 5; Chile, 10; Colombia, 11; Peru, 5, and South Peru, 3. He also 
showed a number of United States cents and half cents. 


MORITZ WORMSER, New York City—In one case Mr. Wormser showed 
“Currencies I Have Met on a Tramp Abroad.”’ It was principally current 
paper issues of South America and Europe, with a sprinkling of coins. In 
another case he showed a number of medals presented to him by the Fabrica 
Nacional de Medallas of Constante Rossi, Calle Florida 152, Buenos Aires, 
as an evidence of the high class of work being produced by him. Mr. 
Wormser has presented them to the A. N. A. collection. He also placed on 
exhibition the gold medal presented to him at the convention. 


EDWARD T. NEWELL, New York City—Mr. Newell’s exhibit was a num- 
ber of Greek tetradrachms from a hoard found recently. A number of them 
were in the condition in which they were found, while others had been 
cleaned. Mr. Newell explained that it is necessary to clean ancient coins 
found in hoards and that the coating on the greater part of them can be 
removed without injury to the coins. He also showed a pair of dies for 
a Greek tetradrachm, the only pair known to exist. He also showed a coin 
of the type of those from the dies. 


WALDO C. MOORE, Lewisburg, Ohio.—Two cases. One containing 
Cleveland items, as follows: 46 Civil War tokens, store cards and medals 
and Chapter pennies; several Cleveland one-cent checks; $1 note, Mer- 
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chants National Rank; $5 note, Ohio National Bank; $1 and $5 Federal Re- 
serve Bank notes, both No. 23; Ohio broken bank notes and satirical issues 
of Cassie Chadwick. The other case contained broken bank notes of odd 
denominations; a complete set of Monticello Bank notes; Confederate notes, 
set of four, dated Montgomery, about uncirculated; $5 note of Clark, Gruber 
& Co., and a $1 note of the Cherokee Nation, payable in Confederate notes, 
dated Tahlequah, Indian Territory. 


L. A. RENAUD, Montreal, Canada—New award medal of St. Jean Bap- 
tiste, of Montreal, struck June, 1924, given to Mr. Renaud for numismatic 
researches; two silver Confederation medals; medal struck for’ anniversary 
of foundation of Quebec, 1608-1908. 


WESTERN RESERVE HISTORICAL SOCIETY, Cleveland, Ohio—Set of 
14 notes of the Kirtland Safety Society Bank, Kirtland, Ohio, $1, $2, $3, $5, 
$10, $20, $50, $100; five frames of encased postage stamps. 


GEORGE H. BLAKE, Jersey City, N. J.—Six uncut sheets of $1, $2, $5 
Silver certificates, 1899 issue, and $1, $2, $5 legal tender, 1917 issue. 


DR. GEORGE P. FRENCH, Rochester, N. Y.—57 varieties of 1794 cents, 
arranged according to Hays; four varieties of 1793 cents; cents of 1796 
and 1804, all remarkable for splendid preservation. 


H. A. BRAND, Cincinnati, Ohio—Mr. Brand displayed a part of his col- 
lection of Ohio paper money. A feature of it was four varieties of the Kirt- 
land $3 notes. He stated that he knows of no other collection containing 
all four varieties. He also exhibited a new Lincoln medal. 


A. C. GIES, Pittsburgh, Pa.—Forty varieties of half dollars of 1794, 
1795, 1796 and 1797. 


(ee KRAFT, Sharpsburg, Pa.—45 varieties of half dollars of 1794, 1795, 
1796, 1797 and 1805. 


WM. F. DUNHAM, Chicago, I1l.—Complete collection of all known varie- 
ties of encased postage stamps; several varieties of fractional currency; a 
number of specimens of Japanese bean money of varying sizes. 


HENRY CHAPMAN, Philadelphia, Pa.——Mr. Chapman showed two cases 
of coins, rich in U. S. and foreign gold, with many ancient coins and rare 
issues of U. S. coins in all metals. 


ALDEN SCOTT BOYER, Chicago, Ill.—Mr. Boyer showed several rare 
United States notes and a gold bar stamped with weight and fineness. 


GEORGE J. BAUER, Rochester, N. Y.—Mr. Bauer’s exhibit was a case of 
ancient Greek coins, many of them rare and all in splendid preservation. 


CHARLES H. FISHER, Cleveland, Ohio—This exhibit was a case filled 
with war medals, military decorations, orders, etc., from all parts of the 
world. 


PRIZES OFFERED BY MR. GUTTAG AWARDED. 


Two convention prizes were offered several months ago by Julius Guttag, 
of New York City. They were as follows: 

First Prize—A gold coin of 100 lire of the Italian Fascisti, for the best 
article appearing in THe NUMISMATIST during the year. Awarded to R. P. 
King, of Erie, for his article on ‘‘Lincoln in Numismatics,” published in the 
February, 1924, issue. 

Second Prize—A gold coin of 20 lire of the Italian Fascisti, for the best 
exhibit at the convention. Awarded to Elmer §S. Sears, of Swansea, Mass.

H. Callister, of Cleveland, the pen- 
dants being manufactured by Bastian Bros. Co., of Rochester, N. Y.

Story of the Major Social Events and Entertainment Features of the 1924

It was a most enjoyable meeting from every point of view. The arrange- 
ments has been perfected with care and thoughtfulness and they were car- 
ried out with the same attention that had been given their preparation. It 
developed that Mr. Fisher bears much the same relation to Cleveland that 
Mr. Gravel does to Montreal. His large circle of friends and acquaintances 
enabled him to secure advantages for the convention that could not have 
been obtained otherwise. Much of the courtesy extended to us by the 
Hollenden Hotel was due to an intimate friendship between Mr. Rochester, 
the manager, and Mr. Fisher. 

Perhaps the feature of the arrangements that received the most favorable 
comment was that by which all the activities were grouped at the Hollenden. 
A short flight of stairs from the lobby brought one to a reception hall and 
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cloakroom for our exclusive use. Adjoining this to the left was the official 
headquarters of the General Secretary, which also served as a committee 
room. To the right was the assembly hall, in which the business sessions 
were held, while farther to the right was the exhibit room. This arrange- 
ment served to keep the members together, and the close proximity of the 
rooms of the individual members served to make facilities 100 per cent. 
convenient. Whenever possible, similar arrangements should be made for 
future conventions. 

The activities began about 10 o’clock Saturday morning, when the mem- 
bers started registering. All day long General Secretary Wilson was on 
hand with the registration book, and after this formality had been attended 
to he turned each one over to Chairman Fisher and his assistant, Miss Leona 
Touschner, who decorated them with a badge and supplied them with a 
book of tickets for the entertainment features. 

Saturday afternoon was devoted to the installation of exhibits by those 
who had arrived up to that time.

The first entertainment feature on the program was the sightseeing trip 
on Sunday afternoon. Three large Pullman busses had been engaged to 
carry the party, and after they had been filled Mr. Fisher found he had 
two members left over. These he placed in his own car and took the wheel 
and the ride began. The route was principally through the residential 
sections, including East Cleveland, Euclid Heights and Shaker Heights. 
Many points of interest were passed, which were pointed out by those 
familiar with the city. One of these was Rockefeller Park, connecting 
Gordon and Wade Parks, the gift of John D. Rockefeller to the city. The 
Rockefeller estate, adjoining Lakeview Cemetery, in which is located the 
Gartield Memorial, was also pointed out. The sections visited contain many 
beautiful homes and estates. A delay of several minutes was caused by a 
flat tire on one of the busses, and at another point a short stop was made. 
During these stops some of the members gallantly furnished the ladies 
with ice-cream cones, 


At Keith’s We Hear a Sxaophone Band, Listen to Some Snappy Jokes and 
Learn There Is Such a Place as Kokomo, Ind. 


For Monday evening a theater party had been arranged. A section of 
orchestra seats had been reserved at Keith’s Palace Theater, and practically 
all who had arrived by that time attended the performance. The program 
was fully up to the Keith standard of entertainment. It included, among 
others, Tom Brown and his 30-piece saxophone band; Harriet Rempel, in 
“A Tropical Storm,’ a dramatic Mexican episode, with Miss Rempel in the 
role of a Mexican senorita, and ‘‘The Corner News Stand,” at Broadway and 
Forty-second street, by Frank Dixon & Co., portraying some of the comedy 
and grief found at New York’s busiest corner. 

By previous arrangement our party remained after tie performance and 
inspected the theater, Mr. Fisher acting as guide. All the mechanical 
features of the stage were inspected, and we realized how easily we had 
been deceived by the thunder in the tropical storm. It wasn’t real thunder 
at all, but was produced by a stage hand with an ordinary piece of sheet iron 
and a hammer. The dressing rooms (all the performers had gone) and the 
accompanying equipment of the stage were also visited. On the way out 
the foyer and parlors, all of which are handsomely furnished and decorated, 
were inspected. Cleveland has reason to be proud of this magnificent play- 
house. 


Lake Erie Was Calm, the Night Was Cool, and We Made the Round Trip 
Without Incident. 


‘Although the program as arranged several weeks ago provided that on 
Tuesday evening we should ‘‘do as we pleased,’’ the committee arranged 
later for a boat ride on Lake Erie for that evening. The ride was one of the 
scheduled evening trips of the Cleveland and Buffalo Transit Company, giv- 
ing’ a’ 2%4-hour ride along the lake front.- The city has over 14 miles of 
lake frontage. The’ harbor is protected by a breakwater over five miles 
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long. Music and dancing were features of the ride. The boat was a large 
one, and as a result the party was separated most of the evening. 


We Inspect the Federal Reserve Bank and, With Tears In Our Eyes, See 
Them Chop Up Honest-to-Goodness Money. 


One of the most interesting features of the entertainment side of the con- 
vention was one that was not down on the program. At Wednesday morn- 
ing’s session an invitation was received from Charles L. Bickford, a member 
of the A. N. A. and the Western Reserve Numismatic Club, to visit the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of the Cleveland district in the afternoon. Mr. Bickford 
is the assistant cashier of the bank. Unfortunately, only about half of the 
members were present and heard the invitation, and the party was not a 
large one. The members were received in the banking room by Mr. Bick- 
ford, who, with some of his assistants, conducted them through the building, 
which is 10 stories high, all of which is occupied by the bank, excepting one 
floor. Ascending to the top floor, which is on the roof, we were shown 
through the welfare department for the employes, of which there are be- 
tween 800 and 900. This floor contains the dining room and kitchen, the 
gymnasium and reading room, all of which open on the roof, from which 
a splendid view of the city and the lake is obtained. Descending, we were 
shown through the different rooms of the higher officials, including the 
private dining room, all of which are handsomely furnished. On another 
floor are the rooms in which all checks issued in the Cleveland district are 
received and sorted daily. This is a hive of industry. 

On another floor we were shown where paper money is sorted into pack- 
ages, each strapped with a paper band, and where several packages are 
then placed together and strapped with metal bands and electrically welded. 
At another point on this floor are the automatic counters, by means of 
which bags are filled with coin. In this process the operator detects the 
much-worn coins and removes them, as well as occasionally a counterfeit. 
Adjoining these machines is a weigher of all the gold coins that pass through 
the bank. 

In another room we were shown the process of destroying the worn paper 
money. After being sorted into packages they are placed in a perforating 
machine, which makes four large holes in each note. They are then placed 
in a cutting machine and cut lengthwise. One-half is then forwarded to 
the Treasury Department in Washington, the other half being retained by 
the bank until word is sent that the first half has been received. The second 
half of the notes are then forwarded. The parts of the notes removed by 
the perforating machine are burned. This part of the tour of inspection 
was reached about the closing hour, and the last operation of the day was 
postponed for a short time to give our party an opportunity to see it. 

In these rooms we felt that we had seen ‘‘some money.” But it was 
nothing compared to what we saw when Mr. Bickford led us down into the 
vault in the basement. The different rooms in the vault, as well as the dif- 
ferent compartments in the rooms, are equipped with two combination 
locks, requiring two persons to open every door or compartment. In one 
compartment we were shown about a dozen gold bars, each of which was 
stamped with the weight, fineness and value. From another compartment 
Mr. Bickford selected nine notes with a total value of $300,000, which he 
allowed Master George Hoare, one of the visitors, to own for a few seconds. 
The mechanism and operation of the door of the vault was also shown, al- 
though it involved considerable time and trouble for those in charge of it. 
An interesting feature is the locking mechanism. The combination is Op- 
erated through a periscope, so that only the person using the combination 
can see the operation. 


We Have a Square Meal, Hat Baked Alaska, Get Caught in a Coin Shower 
And Regret It Didn’t Rain Harder. 


The last entertainment feature was the reception and dinner at the Hol- 
lenden on Wednesday evening, and it was a delightful affair. The dinner 
was served in the large banquet hall. The officers, with their wives, were 
seated at the end table, while the other members were placed at two tables 
at the sides, forming three sides of a hollow square. An orchestra occupied 
the stage at the other end of the hall. The program called for a dinner 
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“with special features.’’ These were to take place in the space in front of 
the tables and were to be a substitute for the usual speechmaking at A. N. 
A. dinners, but no intimation was given in advance of what they would be 
like. After the first feature we were satisfied they were to be great. The 
dinner had scarcely begun when two young ladies tripped in, each bearing 
an armful of roses, one of which they presented to each lady, with the 
opening song, ‘‘Love Sends a Little Gift of Roses,’’ concluding with a verse 
written especially for the occasion. (Mr. Fisher declined to give the name 
of the author.) After the program was concluded Mr. Fisher introduced 
each of the artists to the diners, with Miss Muriel W. Miller, artists’ repre- 
sentative, under whose management they appeared, and explained that it was 
all Cleveland talent. The young ladies furnishing the entertainment were: 
June Farley, Ruth Sponceller, Billie Lochart, Violet Owens, Sylvia Betters, 
Lylah Killoran, Dede Fitzpatrick and Bobbie Fitzpatrick. The program 
was as follows:

Nos. 1, 10 and 14 were ‘‘numismatic numbers.’”’ No. 1, or the opening 
song, has been explained above. No. 10, ‘‘Dance of the Coin,’’ was a dance 
in which large fac-similes of silver dollars dated 1838 and 1894 covered 
the chest and back of the dancer. No. 14 (Oh, boy!) was an Oriental dance, 
at the conclusion of which a trayful of coins carried by the dancer was dis- 
tributed among the diners in the form of a ‘‘coin shower.’’ 

A feature of the dinner was the serving of Baked Alaska, on the sides 
of which the words ‘‘American Numismatie Association” were molded in 
chocolate. 

There was a minimum of speech-making. Mr. Fisher called on President 
Wormser, who spoke briefly in appreciation of the entertainment furnished. 
Mr. Fisher then asked Farran Zerbe for some remarks, who responded by 
relating some humorous incidents encountered in connection with his numis- 
matic exhibition work. 

Dancing followed the dinner. 


It was learned that President Wormser has recently been elected a corre- 
sponding member of the Numismatische Gesellschaft in Wien, Austria. 
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Observations and Reflections. 


A Melange of Convention Gossip and the Minor Doings of the Members, Some 
of Which is Decidedly Personal and a Considerable Part of Which 
Has Been Contributed by Staff Correspondents. 


Among those who motored to ihe convention were Mr. and Mrs. Nelson 
T. Thorson, of Omaha, Neb., covering a distance of over 1800 miles for the 
round trip. Their visit to Montreal last year was part of their honeymoon, 
and Mr. Thorson insisted that this year’s trip was a part of the same honey- 
moon. Mrs. Thorson is a pianist of considerable reputation in Omaha, and 
is a teacher of music as well, having completed her musical education in 
Europe. Mr. Thorson has a number of hobbies, not the least interesting 
of which is the ordering from a hotel menu some items with which he is 
unfamiliar but which look promising. He threatens to publish a pamphlet 
some day entitled ‘‘Some Strange Menu Dishes I Have Met and Conquered.”’ 

Dr. French was much pleased in securing the certificate of membership in 
the Order of the Cincinnati at $61 in the Chapman sale at the convention. 
This is a very unusual document. It is printed on parchment from an en- 
graved plate, and was issued to George McCully, signed at Mount Vernon, 
Va., October 31, 1785, by Geo. Washington, President, and H. Knox, Secre- 
tary. It measures 19% by 13% inches. 


One of the new faces at the convention was that of H. A. Brand, of Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, who is developing into a dealer in coins. He is the manager 
of the Cincinnati office of Whitehead & Hoag, medal manufacturers. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. Brand, and they were on their way home from a 
vacation spent in Michigan. 


A. C. Gies, of Pittsburgh, recalled that the last convention he attended 
was the Columbus meetirg in 1907. Of the large number at Cleveland 
only about seven or eight were present at the 1907 gathering. 

One of the greatest showings of superb condition, type and die varieties 
of early United States cents ever made in a convention case was the exhibit 
of Dr. French, of Rochester. Unfortunately, the position of the case was 
not favorable for good light effect, and the merit of the exhibit was not 
readily appreciated. 


One candidate offered three anti-Sahara guzzles for each vote. His vote 
shows that the offer was popular. A migration to Texas to collect may be 
expected. Remember the number of your “blank’’ ballots. Our secretary 
will probably take a long vacation. 

Mr. Fisher thinks that Mr. Zerbe is some talker at a social function. Mr. 
Zerbe says: ‘Mr. Fisher should not be judged too harshly for his error. 
The only time he ever heard me talk out loud in ‘company’ was outside the 
twelve-mile limit.”’ 


Although General Secretary Wilson had declined to be a candidate for 
reelection prior to the convention, and R. E. Davis, of Chicago, had allowed 
his name to be placed in nomination for that office, so much pressure was 
brought to bear on Mr. Wilson to accept a reelection that Mr. Davis gladly 
withdrew his name. The latter gentleman did not seek the office, and only 
agreed to accept it in the belief that Mr. Wilson would not consent to a re- 
election. He has made a careful, conscientious official, has been on the 
job every day of the year, and the A. N. A. is to be congratulated that he is 
willing to serve it another term. 


Waldo CGC. Moore, of Lewisburg, Ohio, brought along with him a part of 
his unique collection of one-cent checks. He did not place these on exhi- 
bition, but allowed members who were interested to examine them. The 
collection consists of several hundred of these checks, each of which is for 
one cent and is made payable to him. The checks are signed by men and 
women who have achieved distinction in various fields of endeavor and 
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have a national reputation. Each check is enclosed in a holder, many of 
them also having a brief biographical sketch and a picture of the issuer. 
Much time, patience and ingenuity has been required to bring the collection 
together. 


The exhibit room was under the constant care, day and night, of two 
officials of the Cleveland police detective bureau. In citizens’ clothes, they 
mingled with the crowds, and no one would have suspected they were other 
than visitors interested in numismatics. 


Wonder if George Bauer took home his magic wand and Max Mehl his 
golden tray. 


The convention was favored with a great showing of encased postage 
stamps, probably the most complete and largest number of specimens ever 
before on exhibit together. Mr. Cunham showed his unrivaled collection 
of all known varieties, the bringing together of which had been the life- 
time pleasure of the late ‘“‘Ben’’ Green. Mr. Cathcart had on display the 
very considerable collection of the Western Reserve Historical Society. 

The Montreal trio is a consummation to be desired, and as Cleveland was 
their fourth successive A. N. A. convention ensemble it is pleasing to ex- 
pect that they will be permanent features with us in the future. Father 
Donat carries the grace and dignity, Ludger Gravel has the store of joviality 
and efficiency, and L. A. Renaud packs most anything needed for “expert” 
service, and all three are qualified to ‘‘double’’ for either of the others in 
ease of an absentee. And, with memories of Montreal in 1923, this is not 
“apple sauce,’’ either. 


Farran Zerbe usually has a few numismatic specimens to show at each 
convention he attends that are quite out of the ordinary. At Cleveland he 
showed a gold coin of doubloon size that proved a puzzle to all who saw it. 
It was apparently a Spanish or Spanish-American issue, dated 1778. The 
bust of Charles III was well executed and the Spanish arms on the reverse 
was exceptionally fine. But the inscriptions on both sides were barbaric— 
to such an extent that it was impossible to decipher them, many of the lines 
bearing little or no resemblance to the letters of the alphabet. Another 
specimen he showed was evidently an issue of Morelos, of Oaxaca, Mexico. 
This piece is of silver, the size of a peso or eight reals. On the obverse is 
the Morelos monogram and the date, 1812. Between these is 16 8. The 
reverse has the usual bow and arrow, and below it SUD. While many of 
the Morelos silver issues have ornaments in addition to the lettering, this 
piece is quite plain, showing only coarse milling on a part of the obverse. 
No pieces of Morelos for more than eight reals are known, and the signifi- 
cance of 16 S has not yet been explained. 


As usual, a large number of coins and small collections were brought in 
by the public for sale or for information. Only a few really good pieces 
were among them, according to reports, one of which was a $50 slug. 

Two of the ladies failed to get in the photograph, much to our regret. If 
you wonder who we mean, it was Mrs. S. and Mrs. Y 


Dr. French was prepared, but did not have a chance at the banquet, to 
tell the ladies how numismatists’ wives can obtain $500 coats. 


Mr. Dunham, may he always be with us, came to the convention with a 
‘nique’ encased stamp—the two-cent Jackson. Mr. Boyer matched him, 
and the ‘‘unique’’ went home ‘‘only two known.”’ 


Anyone seeing Mrs. S. grabbing for those pennies thrown by one of the 
dancing girls would have thought she really needed the money. 


Messrs. Gies, Kraft and Locker, of the Pittsburgh, Pa., district, were 
inseparable conventionites. They are a long-time friendly trio of rivals for 
die varieties of the early United States half dollars. What they did not

have on public display they had to show in private. Based on their com- 
bined collection of varieties, a new ‘‘type table’’ is in order. 

One result of the convention was a number of new members for the 
Western Reserve Numismatic Club. 

One of the really good things to see was Ex-President Judson Brenner, of 
Youngstown, Ohio, when he walked into the meeting room on Tuesday 
morning. He was given a rousing reception. Mr. Brenner is well on the 
road to recovery from a severe illness that has kept him inactive for over 
four months. On his arrival he placed himself in the care of Dr. Henderson 
and faithfully carried out the Doctor’s instructions as to the hours for re- 
tiring and arising and the amount of exercise he should take. Although 
the Doctor is not a practicing physician, he is a good man to take such or- 
ders from. Mr. Brenner expects to be back in his old-time form in a few 
more weeks. 

Mrs. Wormser did not accompany President Wormser on the journey to 
Cleveland on Saturday. They had arrived in New York only a couple of 
days before from their tour of two continents and she felt the need of a 
rest. But she knew of the gold medal that was to be presented Mr. Wormser 
at Monday morning’s session, and decided she wanted to be present when 
the ceremony took place. She took a later train and arrived on Sunday. 

A universal favorite was the 4-year-old son of Mr. Fisher, who, with 
Mrs. Fisher, enjoyed most of the entertainment features. Mrs. Fisher acted 
as hostess to the visiting ladies. 

We recommend that at our next convention we have vocal and instrument- 
al selections from Mrs. Wormser, Mrs. Sears and Mrs. Thorson. 

Dr. J. M. Henderson and Mrs. Henderson, accompanied by the Doctor’s 
mother, and daughter, Miss Lucille, motored from Columbus, Ohio, and ar- 
rived late Saturday afternoon. The Doctor missed the Montreal conven- 
tion last year, much to his regret, and this year he atoned for it by bringing 
the entire family. 


An interesting loan exhibit was made in one of the cases by Mrs. Marion 
Starr Gilbert, of Cleveland, consisting of three pieces of jewelry—a brace- 
let, brooch and earrings—-made from small silver coins of the Greek colony 
of Massilia, near what is now Marseilles, France. The coins were about 
three-eighths of an inch in diameter. There were 36 in the bracelet, linked 
together, three on the brooch and four on the earrings. Accompanying the 
exhibit was a card, containing the following: 

“These pieces of jewelry once belonged to Sir Walter Scott. They 
were presented to Mrs. Marion Starr Gilbert by Mrs. Edward Bogley, 
of Edinburgh, the adopted daughter of Lady Jane Scott, widow of 
young Sir Walter Scott and favorite daughter-in-law of the great nov- 
elist.’’

Coin Week may be Julius Guttag’s ‘“‘baby,’’ but the A. N. A. also likes the 
balance of his numismatic family, and particularly his annual twins ex- 
hibit prize and literature prize. 


Dr. Henderson reported increasing interest in numismatics in the vicinity 
of his home city, Columbus, Ohio, and if all continues favorable there will 
be some special numismatic doings in Columbus in the near future. 

By a combination of light and shadow, or some other reason, the features 
of William F. Dunham as revealed on the official photograph greatly re- 
sembled those of Abraham Lincoln. This fact was remarked by a number 
of members upon seeing the photograph. In the reduced form in which it 
is reproduced in this issue the likeness is not so well defined. 
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“Billy” Sunday, accompanied by ‘‘Ma”’ Sunday, arrived on Saturday af- 
ternoon, but they were compelled to leave before the close of the conven- 
tion. Lest there be a misunderstanding we make haste to remark that 
this ‘‘Billy’” and ‘‘Ma’”’ refers to William F. Sunday, the popular President 
of the Rochester Numismatic Association, and his charming wife. 

Throughout the 
six days of the convention the weather was delightful, except on Wednesday, 
when the thermometer climbed a little too high for real comfort. 

The official photograph was taken Monday at noon on the balcony of the 
hotel, which extends over a wide sidewalk. It is reproduced elsewhere in 
this issue. The prevailing panoramic style of making group photographs 
renders them unsatisfactory for reproduction in a magazine.

Scott Boyer withdrew his name as a candidate for First Vice-President.

John E. Morse, of Hadley, Mass., who was unable to be 
present, sent a quantity of Civil War scrip of Harmon & Root, of Aurora, 
Ohio, for distribution. These had Mr. Morse’s advertisement printed on 
the back. 


A. W. Converse, of Palmer, Mass., distributed boxes of silver polish, in 
the manufacture of which he is interested. The polish is intended for 
cleaning table silver, etc’, and he does not recommend it for cleaning coins. 

Many new faces were seen at the convention. These included several 
members of the Western Reserve Numismatic Club, as well as a number of 
members living in other parts of Ohio who had never before attended an 
A. N. A. convention. 

Mr. and Mrs. Harry H. Yawger motored from Indiana, Pa., to the conven- 
tion. They were accompanied by Miss Emma Stewart, a young lady friend 
of their home city. Dr. and Mrs. George P. French also motored from 
Rochester, N. Y., and were accompanied by Miss Pearl Ward and Master 
George Hoare. 


The installation of some of the exhibits was delayed until Monday while 
six of the exhibit cases were being repaired, the glass in which had been 
broken in shipment. 

You cannot guess ’em in politics, not even in the A. N. A. After being 
edited by radio, following advance telepathic communication with the Elec- 
tions Committee, the special extra, down to the split second with numis- 
matic news, missed fire on the General Secretaryship and went off empty on 
the First Vice-Presidency. The publication evidently was a strong support- 
er of Mr. Blank for First Vice-President and confident he would win, but 
Mr. Gravel defeated him unanimously.

They knew a good 
item. It is worth a lot more than the free distribution price. 


Everyone seemed to like Emma Stewart for some reason. 
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“T saw him first’? was the coliectors’ slogan in dealing with the public 
who had specimens for sale, but it did not always win. 


Mrs. Yawger tried to make Harry dance, but it looked as though she put 
in too much pep for him. 

A couple of Uncle Sam’s collectors attended the exhibit. They took 4a 
particular fancy to a couple of specimens, but the owner refused to part 
with them. 


Dr. George Hetrich, of Birdsboro, Pa., was present for a day and appeared 
much pleased in knowing that the catalog of Civil War tokens he has com- 
piled and is publishing with the assistance of Julius Guttag is about ready 
to be issued. Each of them had an advance copy of the book, which they 
passed around for inspection. It is a large volume and illustrates practi- 
cally every type of Civil War token. The catalog is arranged by States and 
is the first work of its kind to be published. It should prove a valuable aid 
to collectors interested in Civil War tokens. 

Everyone was pleased with the way Mr. Fisher put over the banquet en- 
tertainment novelties and specialties, and his services will probably be in 
demand for the next convention, wherever it is held. Fisher certainly did 
it in great form (‘‘form’’ is right). 


The way Max Mehl and Julius Guttag scrapped over the difference between 
Fort Worth and New York would make you think that New York was really 
on the map. 


No collector can afford to miss having his name, address and collecting 
specialty in the A. N. A. Membership List to be published next year. The 
sure way to be in the publication is to be a member in good standing by 
early payment of 1925 dues. 


Charlie Markus was glad he did not bring his wife. He had a fine time 
looking at the dancing girls, but the man next to him put one over on him 
when the prettiest one addressed a song to him. Moral: Lon’t let them 
come alone. 


Our keyhole look and grapevine whisper confirmed an already formed 
impression that the Committee on Award had a difficult task in determining 
the winner for the best exhibit, since they had neither precedent nor speci- 
fied qualification to guide them. The decision clearly showed that the com- 
mittee was entirely governed by the general rule of an exposition commit- 
tee of award, the way displayed and the impression made on the viewer 
being a greater consideration than value, rarity or quantity. The decision 
was popular and should have a wholesome influence in producing exhibit- 
award competition at our future conventions. Just as Mr. Sears said after 
he was awarded the prize, ‘‘It demonstrates that the collector in a small 
way with a little show can, by discriminating selection, proper labeling and 
effective setting, receive more consideration than a ‘big’ collector’s display 
of great value and quantity if it is not attractively arranged. In fact, I be- 
lieve I could pick out $25 worth and dress it up in my way and be a con- 
tender for a prize any time.” 


Showing a deep interest in numismatics and in the A. N. A., Wm. H. 
Cathcart, curator of the Western Reserve Historical Society, was present 
at all the business sessions and, with Mrs. Cathcart, enjoyed the social 
features of the convention. He expressed regret that crowded conditions 
at the Historical Society’s building made it impossible to receive visitors 
in the way he would like, but said that when they occupy their new build- 
ing, he would be glad to receive them and show them the many interesting 
things housed there. 

Mr. and Mrs. Alden Scott Boyer announced that they would spend the 
winter in France, as has been their custom for the last few years, Mr. Boyer’s 
business interests requiring him to spend several months of each year there. 
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PRESENTATION OF THE WORMSER GOLD MEDAL. 


One of the most pleasant features of the Cleveland convention was the 
presentation of the gold medal to President Wormser at the first business 
session. (The speeches of presentation and acceptance will be found in 
the report of the proceedings. ) 

Mr. Wormser’s absence from the United States for the last four months 
enabled those who arranged for the striking of the medal to do so without 
knowledge of it reaching him, and it was a complete surprise. Although 
designed and struck in more or less of a hurry, it is a very creditable piece 
of work. It was designed by J. M. Swanson, President of the New York 
Numismatic Club, and was struck by the Medallic Art Company, of New 
York City. 

The gold medal was presented in the name of the A. N. A., but the cost 
of it was borne by a considerable number of his Association friends. The 
issue of the medal had the approval of the Board of Governors, and it 
authorized the striking of a few copies in silver and a number in bronze. 
The cost of striking these will be borne by the Association, but it is ex- 
pected the treasury will be fully reimbursed by the sale of them. 


NEW NICKEL COINS FOR RUMANIA. 


Mr. George C. Arnold, Providence, R. I., sends specimens of two denomi- 
nations of new nickel coins of Rumania for illustration. Mr. Arnold’s son, 
George C. Arnold, Jr., is first vice-consul at Bucharest, Rumania. 


In Rumania the unit of currency is the leu, the plural of which is lei. 
The coins illustrated are the one leu and two lei. ‘‘Bun Pentru’ is the 
equivalent of ‘‘Good for.” 


DETROIT WANTS 1925 A. N. A. CONVENTION. 


A. C. Hutchinson, secretary of the Detroit Coin Club, was present at the 
Cleveland convention. He went home and told the Detroit members about 
it, and at the meeting of the club on September 4 a resolution was unani- 
mously passed extending to the American Numismatic Association an invi- 
tation to hold the 1925 convention in that city. The matter is being con- 
sidered by the Board of Governors, which will shortly make known its 
decision. 

The 1913 convention of the A. N. A. was held in Detroit, as well as one 
of the very early conventions. 


PALESTINE TO HAVE CURRENCY OF ITS OWN. 


The introduction of a distinctive Palestine monetary system, to replace 
the Egyptian money now in use, is contemplated by the Government, and 
a commission has been appointed to make recommendations in the matter. 

-Not since the days of the Roman emperors has Palestine had a money of 
its own, having used that of its rulers through the centuries since then. 
Egyptian money was introduced at Jerusalem after the occupation by Gen- 
eral Allenby’s forces. 

It is planned that the new money shall be issued directly by the Govern- 
ment and without the intermediary of any bank.

THE CLEVELAND CONVENTION OF THE A. N. A. 


A full report of the proceedings of the annual convention of the A. N. A,, 
held in Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, is published in this issue. It 
should be read with care by every member of the Association. 

In several respects it was one of the best conventions ever held. Two 
business sessions were held daily, except the last day, at which various 
phases of numismatic and Association work were fully discussed, giving 
the officers and standing committees the benefit of the views of other mem- 
bers to enable them to carry on the Association work for another year. 

A valuable feature was the large number of papers read, some of which 
were of a constructive nature, while others were informative. In addition 
to these there were several addresses on numismatic travels, which were 
instructive as well as entertaining. Owing to the length of the proceed- 
ings, which we print in full, it is necessary to omit in this issue most of the 
papers and addresses, but they will be published in early succeeding issues 
of this magazine. 

The program of entertainment provided by the Western Reserve Numis- 
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matic Association furnished the members with enjoyable social diversion 
between the business sessions, and the Club deserves the highest praise for 
the manner in which all arrangements were carried out. The unfortunate 
ones are those who were unable to be present. 


NEW YORK PUBLIC LIBRARY WANTS BACK VOLUMES OF 
THE NUMISMATIST. 


The New York Public Library, which has been a subscriber to THE NuMIs- 
MATIST for several years, desires to complete its files of the magazine. It 
lacks the six early volumes, 1888-1893. In a recent letter from C. L. Can- 
non, chief of the acquisition division, he says:

It seems fitting, therefore, that a complete file of THE 
NUMISMATIST should be permanently preserved, catalogued and made avail- 
able for reference here.”’

FIRST ICELANDIC COINS MINTED. 


The Bank of Iceland has had a quantity of silver 25-6re coins (at normal 
exchange 6.7 cents) struck off by the Royal Danish Mint. The coin is of 
the same size as the Danish coin of the same denomination, but bears on 
its reverse the inscription “‘Island 25 Aurar.’’ This is the first coin ever 
minted by that Arctic State and is intended for home use only, and is not 
a legal tender in the Scandinavian lands, in spite of the fact that Iceland 
is a member of the Scandinavian Coinage Union. Up to the present time 
only Danish coins have been used in Iceland, while the Central Bank of 
Iceland had the right to issue notes which were a legal tender on the island 
only. With the recent separation from Denmark, by which the island has 
become independent, except that the King of Denmark continues to be King 
of Iceland, the island has entered upon a new era and will gradually have 
its own coinage and note issues. 

Steps have been taken by the Bergen Bourse for daily notations of the 
exchange value of the Icelandic crown as compared with Norwegian and 
other world units of value, and Bergen banks will undoubtedly soon be 
posting such notations.—Consul George Nicholas Ifft, Bergen, Norway.

Obituary. 
MOSES MARCUSON. 


Announcement of the death on September 13 of Moses Marcuson, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio, will cause sincere regret to all his fellow-members of the <A.“ N- 
A. and will come as a severe shock to those who were present at the recent 
convention in that city and who enjoyed his companionship during those 
six days of fraternizing. 

Mr. Marcuson died of acute indigestion after an illness of only a few 
hours. He had presided at a meeting of the Western Reserve Numismatic 
Club on Wednesday evening, the 10th, the first meeting of the club after 
the convention. He appeared to be in his usual health at that time. On 
Friday he complained of indigestion, and grew worse until Saturday morn- 
ing, when he died. He had suffered a severe attack of indigestion only a 
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few days before the convention, but had apparently recovered and was 
present at ail the business sessions and social features. 

The funeral took place on Tuesday, September 16. Services were held 
at Mayfield Chapel at 3 P. M. It was attended by members fo the Western 
Reserve Numismatic Club, who also acted as representatives of the A. N. A. 
A floral design was sent by President Wormser. 

Mr. Marcuson was 69 years old. He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Bertha 
Marcuson; a daughter, Mrs. Dora Miller; four sons, Edward, William, Henry 
and Clarence Marcuson; also a brother and sister. 

The greater part of his life Mr. Marcuson spent with the William Edwards 
Company, wholesale grocers, of Cleveland. Until about two years ago, when 
he retired, he had been with the firm for over 40 years, 25 of which he had 
spent as a traveling salesman, and for 15 years held a responsible position 
with the house. A tribute was paid to him in a recent letter from J. C. 
Jones, treasurer of the company, who said: ‘“‘He was one of the best sales- 
men we ever had; in fact, was considered the best in our line of business in 
this vicinity. He was a very hard worker, conscientious and reliable in every 
way, and had a host of friends.”’ 4 

Mr. Marcuson had been interested in coins for many years and leaves a 
large collection. He joined the A. N. A. in January, 1901, and his mem- 
bership had been continuous since that time. He attended the Buffalo con- 
vention of that year, when he was elected a member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, and served for three years. He never sought office, but at the New 
York convention in 1922 he was elected Second Vice-President in apprecia- 
tion of his long membership and attendance at conventions and served for 
one year. Since that time he had been District Secretary for Ohio, and had 
been President of the Western Reserve Numismatic Club since its organi- 
zation. 

Mr. Marcuson was truly a lover of coins, and his devotion to the A. N. A. 
was conspicuous. During his long membership he attended most of the 
conventions, and we cannot recall a member who seemed to enjoy the com- 
panionship of collectors more than he. He was frequently the first member 
to arrive and always among the last to leave. 

He had many splendid qualities which one could not fail to recognize as 
an acquaintance with him developed. He was a gentleman of the old school. 
Courteous, kind and solicitous for the feelings and comfort of others, he 
numbered all his acquaintances as his friends. Years ago he suffered an 
illness from which he never completely recovered and at times suffered in- 
tense bodily pain. But he would conceal his suffering and always appeared 
jovial in spite of it. 

A well-spent earthly life has been brought to a close. He deserves well of 
the eternal life. Like Abou Ben Adhem, he “loved his fellow man.’’ 


EDWARD D. PUTNAM. 


Edward D. Putnam, Librarian and Curator of the American Numismatic 
Association, as well as Librarian of the Municipal Museum of Rochester, 
N. Y., died on Saturday, September 20, at a private hospital at Oneonta, 
where he had been confined following an operation the preceding Sunday. 
He was 64 years old. 

Mr. Putnam, accompanied by his wife, Mrs. Mary V. Putnam, had been 
in Albany over the week-end to view an exhibit of Indian curios which Mr. 
Putnam hoped to add to his collection at the museum. They were return- 
ing by automobile when Mr. Putnam was stricken. He was rushed to the 
hospital and an operation was performed immediately. Pneumonia, which 
developed during the week, is believed to have caused his death. Mr. Put- 
nam, during his 12 years at the museum, gained wide recognition as an 
archaeologist, geologist and ethnologist, and is given credit for the devel- 
opment of the Municipal Museum from its inception to its present high 
standing in the country. He was installed as curator of the Municipal 
Museum when it was opened with a collection given by the Rochester His- 
torical Society 12 years ago. Since that time, principally, through the 
efforts of Mr. Putnam, the museum has added yearly many articles to its 
collection until at present it is given a high rating by the National Museum. 

Mr. Putnam was elected Librarian and Curator of the American Numis- 
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matic Association at the Boston Convention in 1921. He was reelected at 
the New York and Montreal conventions, as well as at the recent meeting in 
Cleveland. Being a practical Librarian, he had arranged the library of the 
A. N. A. so as to make it available for use by the members and had en- 
deavored to build it up in various ways. When the A. N. A. established an 
exhibit of numismatic specimens, two years ago, Mr. Putnam was made 
Curator also. He was a member of the Rochester Numismatic Society and 
of the Rochester Philatelic Association. On account of his duties at the 
Municipal Museum Mr. Putnam was unable to attend the A. N. A. conven- 
tions and was not known personally to the membership at large, but his 
outstanding qualifications for the office he held insured his election each 
year. 

Born in Albany, N. Y., Mr. Putnam received his early education in the 
Albany and Canajoharie schools. For many years he was a member of the 
Sons of the American Revolution and of the Knights Templar. He was a 
member of Brick Presbyterian Church. Besides his widow, Mr. Putnam is 
survived by an aunt, Mrs. L. C. Charles, of Rochester, and a cousin, A. J. 
= Fox, of Hrie, Pa.

ADDITIONAL VARIETIES OF LINCOLN MEDALS. 


When the list of Lincoln medals was published last February it was an- 
nounced that Mr. King did not consider his work finished, but that he would 
attempt to keep the list up to date by publishing in THr INUMISMATIST from 
time to time additional varieties as they are issued or other pieces as they 
may be brought to his notice. He will shortly publish his first supplemental 
list, and requests that readers of this magazine bring to his attention prompt- 
ly any new dies or pieces not mentioned in the original list. 

*Under date of September 8 Mr. King writes acknowledging receipt of 
the prize awarded him at the Cleveland convention for the best paper pub- 
lished in THrt NUMISMATIST during the year. He says, in part: ‘‘I wish to 
thank all hands having a part in the surprise party tendered me at the con- 
vention, and I want to again thank all who made possible the publication 
of the Lincoln list, and particularly to Harry A. Gray, of Roxbury, Mass., 
who rendered valuable assistance and who was the first to propose the pub- 
lication of the list.’’ 

In the letter accompanying the eoin, President Wormser wrote to Mr. 
King, in part, as follows: 

“It gives me great pleasure to inform you that the judges in charge of 
the contest have decided that your paper on Lincoln numismatic material, 
published in our February issue this year, was unquestionably and par ex- 
cellence entitled to be awarded first prize, and this award on the part of 
the judges received the heartiest approbation by all our members assembled 
at the convention.’’ 

In a letter to Mr. Julius Guttag, who donated the prizes, Mr. King wrote, 
in part: 

““T wish to thank you especially for your kindness in making this award 
possible. It will always be esteemed by me, not alone for its intrinsic 
value, but for the pleasant associations connected with it.’’

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MEDAL FOR GILBERT S. PEREZ. 


Below we illustrate a medal issued for Gilbert S. Perez, District Secre- 
tary of the A. N. A. for the Philippine Islands. (Specimen from J. deLager- 
berg, Shoreham, L. I.) 

A recent letter from Mr. Perez, in sending one of the medals, says: ‘‘At 
last I can send you one of Zamora’s medals. It is the one which the teach- 
ers ordered when the news was out that I was to be transferred to another 
province. It makes me look rather old, but otherwise is not so very unlike 
the original.”’ 


For several years Mr. Perez has been a superintendent of schools at 
Lucena, Tayabas. 

The medal is uniface. Around the portrait is GILBERT S. PEREZ DIVI- 
SION OF TAYABAS and the dates, MCMXVII and MCMXXIV. It is struck 
in oxydized bronze, from the establishment of Zamora, Manila. 


BURIED TREASURE STIRS SETAUKET, L. I. 


A discovery in 1894, kept secret 30 years, has set Setauket gossiping 
concerning treasure trove. The discovery consisted of 100 Spanish coins. 
It was made by George W. Hawkins, a school teacher, who has lived here 
nearly half a century. 

Thirty years ago Hawkins was puttering about his garden after school 
hours, digging a few holes to plant poles for beans. About a foot and a 
half below the surface the spade struck something metallic. A little deeper 
it scooped up some coins. Before the last one was recovered Hawkins had 
gathered up mcre than 100. He took them into the house and found all 
to be Spanish, of dates varying between 1770 and 1775. He put them away 
and said nothing about them. 

_ Hawkins, now retired as a teacher, was surprised a few days ago when 
neighbors asked him questions about the treasure. How the news of it 
leaked out he does not know. Nor will he say why he kept it a secret all 
these years. But today he told of the discovery and advanced a theory of 
their presence in his garden. 

During the American Revolution, Hawkins said, the house in which he 
and his family live was occupied bya Rev. Mr. Brewster, pastor of the old 
Presbyterian Church on the ‘‘green.’”’ The “green” was captured by the 
British. Apparently there was further skirmishing and the owner of the 
coins buried them for safety, planning to dig them up afterward. He was 
probably killed in battle. 

The coins, Hawkins said, are in perfect condition. He has already dis- 
posed of several.—New York Times.

URGES GREATER USE OF THE HALF DOLLAR. 


The tendency of late has been to use quarter dollars in making change, 
almost to the exclusion of the half dollar, which is causing a shortage of 
the smaller coin and a surplus of the larger one. As the holiday season ap- 
proaches, Benjamin Strong, Jr., governor of the Federal Reserve Bank of 
New York, has requested member institutions to make greater use of the 
half dollars available for circulation purposes in order to relieve the mints 
as much as possible in the coinage of new quarters. ‘The Treasurer of the 
United States,’’ says (Mr. Srong, ‘‘has expressed the hope that in orders for 
coins banks will be able to increase the amount of halves and decrease the 
amount of quarters by approximately 25 per cent.’’ 
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Our Numismatic Successors. 
By THOMAS L. ELDER, New York City. 


(A paper read before the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association, Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, 1924.) 


The opportunity will not be taken in this address to repeat to you the 
oft-given reasons for the collecting of coins, medals and paper money. Only 
certain phases of numismatics will be touched on and more attention devoted 
to those numismatic phantoms of the future—our numismatic successors. 

During the French and Indian War, when General Braddock’s army, with 
that splendid array of officers, so many of whom were to become noted in 
the Revolution, wound its slow and painful way through the narrow defiles 
and over the mountains of Virginia and Pennsylvania, a large company of 
sappers and pioneers preceeded the main body to hew a road and pave a 
way for that army. The present-day numismatists also have to prepare and 
pave the way for those numismatists who are yet to come, for those who 
shall take our places in collecting. While it may seem a trifle difficult to 
speak with definiteness of our numismatic successors, it requires no sage to 
tell any thoughtful person how we ourselves may be of-the best help to 
them. We can do this by improving our grade of numismatic work and by 
making it easier for the future numismatists, and especially the future 
American numismatists, to work and study. To achieve this, more construc- 
tive and painstaking work has to be done in the future than we have been 
doing in the past. If our successors are to be well posted and capable, the 
heritage we must leave them should be one worthy of us. How can we best 
contribute to this end? 

There are a number of ways. Badly we need books on American numis- 
matics and paper money, especialiy books on our political medals and tokens 
and a convenient work on American Colonial and Continental coins. There 
are plenty of neglected subjects in American numismatics. And an odd 
phase of this matter is that we have been ten times more industrious in 
issuing works on the subject of ancient and foreign numismatics. I ask you 
not to misunderstand this comment, because I am heartily in favor of the 
collecting of historical and artistic coins of all nations. Yet I do not think 
a country with 113,000,000 people ought to neglect its own numismatics. 
I know this matter of publication is difficult and expensive. It is far more 
expensive than it ever was; it is, in fact, three times more costly than it was 
before the Great War. It takes great care, time, talent and patience to 
write and publish a work on numismatics. Busy men find it hard to take 
the time even to do the painstaking work, not to mention the expense con- 
nected with it. 

We can assist in laying this groundwork for future collectors by advocat- 
ing a better appreciation of history, and especially American history. It is 
remarkable how ignorant the rank and file are on the subject of the details 
of our own country’s history, and it is, further, more shocking to note how 
indifferent they are to it. I recently heard a prominent woman of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., bewail the fact that her grandchildren, while reading many novels 
and magazines, had no taste for the romantic history as portrayed by Francis 
Parkman. For it was Parkman who wrote the immortal ‘‘Conspiracy of 
Pontiac’ and ‘‘Wolfe and Montcalm.’’ If we are able to improve the Ameri- 
ean taste for the history of our own America, naturally our collectors will 
turn toward the collecting of more purely historical coins, medals, tokens 
and paper money. Crosby’s “Early Coins of America’ has become such a 
rarity and so high-priced that the beginner simply cannot afford a copy. 
Besides, it is too bulky for convenient handling. We need not only a book, 
but a series of books, covering the subjects treated by’ Crosby. American 
numismatics can be greatly enriched by the addition of a considerable num- 
ber of numismatic works. 

I earnestly ask that you be loyal to numismatics. ‘‘Loyalty”’ is one of the 
finest words in the English language. We need more than ever your loyalty 
to numismatics. New collectors are coming into the field and fine enthu- 
siasm is being shown on many sides, but don’t overlook the fact that we are 
also losing collectors, and not nearly all by untimely deaths, either. The 
prospects of our numismatic successors are not brightened by the spectacle 
of a prominent collector suddenly stopping numismatic study and collecting. 
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His collection is offered at public sale, and even his auction sale catalogues 


and books. His reasons are varied. ‘I have stopped collecting.’’ ‘I com- 
pleted my collection.’”’ ‘‘I needed the money.” ‘I was too busy to attend 
to it.” When a little bit of financial bad weather comes along it usually is 


the numismatic collection which suffers most. If you and your hobby are 
in proper relation and articulation you are not going to allow a little depres- 
sion of flurry in business to put an end to collecting. The quitter’s useful- 
ness to the future collector is definitely at an end, and his course is not one 
which causes the patriot to stick to the ship or to his guns. The fact of 
taking part in a numismatic convention once a year is no criterion of numis- 
matic activity or loyalty. Our relation to our science should be personal 
and vital, something not to be turned aside for a mere pretext or excuse. 
Don’t be numbered among the numismatic dead until you are decently buried. 

Our numismatic successors are to inherit nothing better than we leave 
them. They will inherit our tastes or culture or the lack of them. It is 
clearly up to us to determine the quality of this new ecollector’s technique 
and availability. As present-day custodians of numismatics we are obliged 
to prepare a place and way for the future curators of the science. At this 
point let me say a word as to collecting in general in this country. I mean 
not simply coin collecting, but all collecting. What is the status of collect- 
ing in the United States? I should say the present American collecting 
taste is very curious, uncertain, changing, contradictory and unsatisfactory. 
One would almost think we had sacrificed too much in our achievement of 
world supremacy and commercial and financial success, because in the 
achievement of these we unmistakeably have sacrificed a good deal in the 
way of culture and historical and esthetic taste. What can be more ir- 
rational and inconsistent, not to say freakish, than the rather disgusting 
exhibition of erratic tastes in collecting now being shown on all sides. Many 
people collect, not because the objects they collect are either beautiful or 
interesting, but rather because of the beginning of a sudden fad for them 
and somebody else wanting them, thereby contributing a share to the mak- 
ing of recent high auction records. Not five years ago the writer had a set 
of the Currier & Ives ‘‘Darktown Fire Department” prints. You all remem- 
ber them, as they illustrated the antics of the colored fire department in 
full operation save the relieving background of art. Those prints costs me 
five or ten cents apiece. Since then a change has come over the state of mind 
of the collectors and no Currier & Ives prints now hang in old mahogany 
frames neglected in antique shops, but they are now selling from several 
dollars to several hundred dollars apiece at auction sale. Dramatic prints, 
play-bills, miniatures and relics are not a whit less interesting than they 
were in the past, yet you cannot, for some curious reason, give them away. 
Washington portraits and prints, many of them of the highest rarity and in- 
terest, have suffered the same ignominious slump. Ugly hand-made glass 
objects, pitchers, bottles, dishes, balls, ornaments and so on, some of them 
without a single redeeming trait of beauty, are eagerly sought for, praised 
and bid for, occasionally to the tune of hundreds of dollars apiece. Who 
can explain it? I have heard rich women rave over the beauty and charm 
of these ugly things. Would you think it was because the objects actually 
were beautiful? I don’t think so, but simply because their collecting is a 
fad. Our collectors are a lot of faddists. Simian-like, they do noé do their 
own thinking or show any originality, but keep their eyes on the other fel- 
low to see what he collects, and to learn whether the other fellow’s stuff is 
bringing big prices. If there is one trait above all others which the general 
collector here lacks it is independence of thought and action. Inclination 
towards faddism in collecting is to a certain extent noticeable in coin collect- 
ing. One gleans curious numismatic items from newspapers nowadays. 
Many of these newspapers carelessly print any alleged fact submitted re- 
garding coins and medals, through the ignorance of the editors as to the 
real meanings of coin collecting and through false impressions of numis- 
matists.. The editor of a New York State newspaper, I think, wrote some 
years ago, in response to an anxious reader, as follows: ‘A correspondent 
writes us asking if we know the value of a Columbian half dollar and an 
eagle penny of 1857. We suggest that all these coins be melted up into 
bullets to shoot fools with.’’ The general public’s ideas on numismatics, 
in fact on any subject from music to art, is always crude, if not vulgar. 
William J. Bryan said recently that most men who die nowadays do not 
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leave enough means to justify the services of an executor. Mr. Bryan tried, 
I presume, to throw out the impression that his statement, if true, is the 
fault of big business and Wall Street. He did not explain the fact that about 
nine persons out of ten are a failure in life through their own fault; are in- 
efficient and unfit, and that not all the king’s horses or all the king’s men, 
or any number of favorable circumstances or environment, could make them 
otherwise. So I say of that conglomerate mass of the people, called the 
public, that it is only interested in old coins as a means for obtaining with 
them new coins of the realm. I recently read a newspaper article which 
amused me, because I felt certain that while its proposition was half numis- 
matic it did not seem to have originated in the mind of a numismatist. I 
quote it in full: ‘“‘A gift for which there is an increasing demand when some 
sort of an anniversary celebration is to take place, is a collection of cents 
bearing the dates of consecutive years ending with the present one. When 
a man observes the twenty-fifth anniversary of his place as head of a firm 
the gift from his employees of 25 cents bearing dates from 1884 to 1909 is 
most appropriate and invariably tickles the ‘old man.’ The growing popu- 


larity of this odd sort of gift, however, is causing some extra work for the 


boys in the banks. Recently we had to look over 60,000 cents before we 
could complete a collection of twenty-five consecutive dates.”’ 

As a real incentive* toward making live numismatic successors we, of 
course, need intelligent and effective propaganda. Of numismatic propa- 
ganda we have had quite a respectable showing recently. Mr. Wormser 
wrote and had published a scholarly pamphlet on the benefits, uses, meaning 
and value of coin collecting. This pamphlet, he told me, he circulated free- 
ly to college faculties and so on. It is, of course, rather difficult to measure 
the actual benefits derived from such propaganda. Then we had Coin 
Week all over the United States. After it was all over I heard Mr. Howland 
Wood, who was one of the hardest workers during Coin Week with the ex- 
hibits in New York, get up in a meeting of the New York Numismatic Club 
and ask for views as to just what results had taken place and inquire if any- 
one could say if any new collectors had been made. The impressions gath- 
ered from the remarks which followed lead me to suspect that few immedi- 
ate beneficial results had been noted. In stating this I do not want to pre- 
cipitate an argument at the convention; neither do I want to say that Coin 
Week was devoid of good results. Only, of course, we have to ask our- 
selves, six months afterwards, whether that particular line of propaganda 
justified the effort. As far as population goes, it would seem we had as 
fertile a field to work on here in the United States as anywhere. Our im- 
mense population, 113,000,000, presents in numbers something appealing 
to the imagination. Here seem to be potentialities which ought to be almost 
immeasurable, yet our progress seems slow. Coin collecting has curious 
beginnings and has strange comrades as to stations in life. It is the hobby 
of the small boy or girl, or the young clerk, the street-car conductor, the 
college professor, the student, the banker and the head of big business. It 
is well its adherents have such a diversity of callings. The field of collect- 
ing has many branches. People collect things from nedeles to anchors. 
I-won’t say that one person in 100 is a collector, but the chances are one in 
100 is not too high an-estimate. Let us say one in every 200. This would 
give us over 500,000 people who collect something. Everybody knows there 
are at least 100,000 stamp collectors here. Let us eliminate, say, half of 
these and estimate 50,000 active stamp collectors. Then compare the fig- 
ures with our estimated 2500 coin collectors, a number who have some in- 
terest in collecting coins, even if not over half are active numismatists. 
This estimate of about 1250 actives would indicate a rather meagre body of 
serious coin collectors and students of numismatics and paper money. 

Mr. DeWitt Smith, a noted collector, did not start to collect coins until 
after he had reached the age of 60 years. Mr. Clarence §. Bement, a noted 
Philadelphia collector, who left one of the world’s finest collections of an- 
cient coins, did not begin to collect until after he was 70. 

Speaking of my own humble beginning as a collector, I probably would 
never have collected coins had not my father, while I was a boy of 13 years, 
presented me with his own small coin collection. From these examples you 
can readily see that in many cases the start made to collect and study coins 
was through a mere incident or accident. Still, I hold that the instinct to 
collect something is always present when the beginning in coin collecting is 
made. 
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We all enjoy our collections and their study, but, seriously, we will all 
have to lay them aside one day, and at that day our numismatic successors 
will, we trust, step in and take up the reins where we lay them down. Ob- 
viously, these successors of ours are either the very young collectors of to- 
day or the youth of tomorrow. Rest assured your numismatic heirs will 
not be your ordinary flesh-and-blood heirs. Your sons and daughters are 
not going to inherit your love for coins, medals and paper money. I re- 
cently heard one of our oldest dealers say he never heard of a son inherit- 
ing his father’s collecting instincts and love for coins except in two cases. 
Think of that statement from a man over 50 years in the coin business! It 
is to youth, then, that we have to look for our numismatic legatees. Words- 
worth says, ‘‘The boy is father to the man.’’ This is literally so as applying 
to the future man. Nearly all boys or girls, at some time or other, show an 
inclination to collect something, such as postage stamps, coins, minerals, 
or curiosities. The pursuit of these has given untold pleasure and benefit. 
The great question is, How can we turn their attention to coins, medals and 
paper money? How can we make them permanent collectors and not spas- 
modic accumulators who give up the pursuit after a brief interest? In or- 
der to have our ranks largely added to, this is a subject of the first import- 
ance and about which we must strive for a solution. 


“Is Or Is Not An Obolus.”

Association, Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, 1924. In his introductory remarks 
Mr. Markus said: 

“Hvery reference regarding the subject on which I have prepared a paper has 
been published in The Numismatist, and I have no means of defending myself 
except to get this off my chest. If the editor finds it possible to publish it in 
The Numismatist I would like to have him do it. Some people will say I haven’t 
told the truth in this matter, and after I have read this paper perhaps you will 
come to the same conclusion, but I will accept the verdict.’’) 


In THe NuMiIsMATIST of December, 1923, Alden Scott Boyer, of Chicago, 
challenged me to renew the debate between us on the subject, ‘“‘Is or Is Not 
an Obolus of Lampsacus of Mysia,’ in which I take the “Is Not’’ side. 

At one time the argument between us was as the friendship between 
Damon and Pythias, Pylades and Orestes, David and Jonathan; now it is as 
friendly as the lion and the lamb, the wolf and the sheep, the shepherd and 
the satyrs. The less I know about any subject the better argument I can 
put up, because after my opponent states his case I can leisurely proceed to 
demolish it. 

During the last six months my opponent has scoured the civilized and un- 
civilized parts of the world in search of an obolus, but he has failed miser- 
ably. I am sorry for the time and good money he has spent, and can only 
account for his failure with the charitable remark that he must be “exhila- 
rated with the exuberance of his own verbosity,’”’ or that he is “sadly defi- 
cient ‘in mental pabulum,” but I freely give him the benefit of a doubt as to 
which it is. ; 

Not content with spending his time in the valleys of sunny France in con- 
tinuation of his fruitless search, he also enlisted the services of the best- 
known scholar on Greek and Roman coins. He even bribed the Rochester 
delegation touring Europe to conduct the search, and I firmly believe he 
enlisted the services of President Wormser when he recently visited South 
American countries. I make the soft impeachment openly and have heard 
no denial. 

While Boyer was spending his time among the roses and violets of France, 
his fellow numismatists at home were shivering in sub-zero temperature, 
a result of one of the severest winters of recent years. No wonder Boyer 
can travel in European fairy lands and purchase coins galore of fabulous 
values. Let me whisper to you in confidence where he obtains his money. 

He has delivered at a factory on North Clark street one ton of substance of 
a calcareous nature, commonly and commercially known as chalk, for which 
he pays $2.50. After many manipulations of a hocus pocus nature, with 
the addition of a sweet-smelling substance, that ton of chalk which cost 
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him $2.50 is put up in neat packages and sold to the credulous public for 
twenty-five cents an ounce, thus making the Dutchman’s 1 per cent. of profit. 

Into the other side of this same factory the City of Chicago pumps the 
water of Lake Michigan for twenty-five cents per thousand gallons. After 
clarifying, distillation and changes of an unknown nature he combines it 
with a perfume from Araby the Blest, places it in fancy bottles with gor- 
geous labels and an insidious description, and sells that which cost him 
twenty-five cents per thousand gallons for twenty-five cents per ounce to 
credulous femininity in all parts of the world, thus again making a Dutch- 
man’s profit of 1 per cent. Fifty-seven other articles of every description 
and nature under the sun are turned out in this same marvelous chemical 
laboratory, but I forbear to reveal any more secrets. 

The mystery of the obolus is only rivaled by three other mysteries that 
I wish to mention. The first one is, ‘‘What became of Charlie Ross?’’ The 
second one is, ‘‘Who struck Billy Patterson?’’ The third and greatest one 
is, ‘‘Where does M. W., of New York City, get the stuff that he combines 
with those insidious ingredients which, after being mixed and imbibed, 
causes a delightful and tingling sensation from the crown of your head to 
the soles of your feet?’’ 

After Boyer’s vain and fruitless search for an obolus, let me suggest to 
him some possible hiding places. 

Let him search the land of Thibet, where the giasticutus lives in the same 
regions where the whangdoodle mourneth for its young.

Or hie himself unto the dark regions of equatorial Africa, and dig at the 
roots of those giant trees in the topmost branches of the tallest of which 
the hoopicanupum rears its young in peace and solitude. 

Or let him pursue the giant sauropod that cropped, fatuous and care free, 
the herbage from giant trees in the far-famed Land of Nod. 

Let him search the dark caverns in the volcano of Popocatapetl, where 
the giant bird called wifflepoof, which flies backwards, makes its home. 

For the latitude and longitude of Popocatapetl, its location, height and 
other information, let him send a self-addressed, stamped envelope to G. H. 
B., Jersey City, who is reported as having made three ascensions of this cele- 
brated volcano. 

If by this time your money has not entirely evaporated, you may continue 
the search in our own United States by ascending to the cloud-capped sum- 
mits of the Rocky-gheny Mountains, made famous as the place of capture by 
Colonel Fremont of that proud bird of freedom, the American eagle, whose 
great accomplishment is the whistling of “Vankee Doodle,” that celebrated 
tune which has been heard around the world by many would-be nations. 
England heard it just after the Boston Tea Party. General Winfield Scott 
introduced the tune to Mexico in 1848. Admiral Dewey astonished the 
Spanish natives by its rendition, as did Hobson and Roosevelt in Cuba. Ger- 
many heard the ‘“‘doughboys” sing the heart-rending tune, and Japan is 
hearing it today. 

I might cite many more places where the obolus can be searched for, but 
I spare you the infliction. 7 

There is one bright and redeeming feature to the character of my opponent 
in debate. He had the good sense and wisdom to go to the great State of 
Iowa for a mate, and there he found her on one of the broad and fertile 
prairies with which the State abounds. She is even today the owner of many 
fertile acres in Iowa, ‘‘where the West begins and the tall corn grows.” 
May they both live long and prosper! 

Thus endeth the first chapter in the search for an “‘Obolus of Lampsacus 
of Mysia.’’

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Monticello.

Monticello, Jefferson’s Home, North Front. 


Anything in the past that has been associated in any manner with Monti- 
cello is of great interest at present. Thomas Jefferson’s home was at Monti- 
cello, on the plantation which he had inherited from his father, Peter Jeffer- 
son. Here he lived after his retirement from public life, an object of inter- 
est to his countrymen and to foreigners. Here he passed his declining years 
and welcomed with lavish hospitality the many who came to see him. 

In one of the British General Tarleton’s Virginia raids during the Revo- 
lutionary War Governor Jefferson was barely able to escape from his house 
at Monticello before it was surrounded by cavalry, and so passing on down 
through history it can readily be noted that Monticello has had a varied 
experience. 

The Thomas Jefferson Memorial Foundation has been conducting a na- 
tion-wide campaign to raise money to buy Monticello, the old home of 
Thomas Jefferson, which is located in Charlottesville, Virginia. American 
citizens who have rendered the greatest service to humanity in science, edu- 
cation, and government will be entitled to occupy Monticello for a period 
of three months each. These citizens will be chosen each year by the board 
of regents in charge of Monticello. The guests will be known as ‘‘Guests of 
the Nation.’’ The plan is to promote ‘‘active and continuous service for the 
preservation of American ideals.” 


As a result of the activities of the recent Jefferson week all over the 
country the Jefferson Foundation received ample funds to make the neces- 
sary payment required by June 30, 1924, under the terms of the purchase 
of Monticello. The Foundation took title to the 650 acres, which comprise 
the estate in Virginia. The Foundation will hold another Jefferson week 
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next year in all probability. In addition to the Jefferson home and estate, 
the purchase of Monticello included all the original Jefferson relics on the 
place, which were once, as the records show, appraised at $200,000. 

Jefferson was a successful lawyer, though he was never a good speaker. 
He was much more of a politician than Washington or Adams had been. 
He died on July 4, 1826, the fiftieth anniversary of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence proclamation. 

If any American doubts that Thomas Jefferson ranks among the nation’s 
statesmen, thinkers, political scientists, and scholars, let him read the Mon- 
ticello papers published by the Jefferson Memorial Commission. Here will 
be found abundance of proof of the greatness of the man who at 33 wrote 


the Declaration of Independence. In the Colonial Congress of 1775 he 
penned the immortal document to which his name is linked forever. AS 
Adams’ Vice-President he drafted the parliamentary rules still used in Con- 
gress. As President he bought most of the Mississippi Valley and sent 
Lewis and Clark to explore it. In retirement, at Monticello, he was instru- 
mental in founding the University of Virginia. 

The Monticello Bank of Charlottesville, Virginia, was organized in 1852 
and was so named in memory of the home of Jefferson. The bank is credited 
with the following issues of bank notes: $1, $2, $2, $5, $5, $6, $7, $8, $9, 
$10, $10, $20, $20, $50, $100. The $1 and $2 were issued without serial 
letters, while al the other denominations come with the serial letter A. 
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The west front of Monticello comes engraved upon each of the following 
varieties: $5, $5, $10, $10, $20, $20, $50 and $100. A fine portrait of the 
Sage of Monticello comes on the $5, $5, $10, $10, $20, $20, and $100 
varieties. 

Rumor has it that the lady portraited on one variety of the $10 note (the 
variety here illustrated) is a Miss Blackey, said to be the most handsome 
woman in Old Virginia at that time. Incomplete records show that this 
same portrait was used on other bank notes as follows: $1 of the City 
Bank, Augusta, Ga., 1856, also another variety, 1861; $5 Pank of North- 
umberland, Northumberland, Pa., 1856, also another variety, 1863; $10 the 
Exchange Bank, Columbia, S. C., 1853; $20 Merchants Bank, Nashville, 
Tenn., date so faded on specimen examined that it is impossible to decipher. 


The lady portrait on the $5 and the $20 notes here illustrated has been 
found displayed on several other different State bank issues which date 
back as early as 1860 and 1858, respectivley. The lady portrait as found 
on the $20 Monticello note and a few other broken bank bills was used on 
numerous scrip issues, especially blast furnace necessity money during the 
late sixties and seventies. 

The $6, $7, $8 and $9 denominations of Monticello Bank seem to be ex- 
tremely rare. An authority states that $1 and $2 notes were issued during 
the Civil War. There were type-set.

Money of Account.

(A paper read before the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association, Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, 1924.) 


The phrase ‘‘money of account’? means the money in which people keep 
their accounts and in which they think. The money of account of all the 
American colonies was pounds, shillings and pence, but there was no such 
things in circulation excepting a limited amount of the Pine Tree coinage. 
The money in actual use was the Spanish dollar and its fractions, more or 
less clipped and abraded. The division of the dollar into one hundred 
parts was not made till 1792. By a law of that year Congress enacted that 
the money of account of the United States should be dollars, dimes, ete., 
but it did not become so in practice until after the Civil War. Before that 
era the price of merchandise was quoted in dollars, shillings, and sixpences. 

In Canada there were in former years an intricate confusion of monetary 
systems. Many species of foreign coins, chiefly varieties of the dollar, were 
in circulation. There were also two separate moneys of account, namely, 
the Halifax currency pound, divided into 20 shillings of 20 pence each and 
defined by the fact that 60 such pence were equal to one dollar; and second- 
ly, the Halifax sterling currency. The latter, I believe, is still employed 
to express the foreign exchange. 

In the monetary system of a country or a nation the unit of value or 
standard weight of a selected metal is not necessarily made into a coin. It 
-may be a quantity too great or too small for coining. All that is requisite 
is that the current coins shall be multiples or submultiples of the unit or 
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easily expressible in terms of the unit. Nor is it even requisite that the 
numbers of value should be numbers of coins or numbers of units of value. 
The money of account may differ both from the current money and the 
standard money. This f& well illustrated in the Anglo-Saxon system of cur- 
rency. The unit of value was the Saxon pound of standard silver, which 
was far too large to be coined. The only coins issued in any considerable 
quantity by the Anglo-Saxon kings were silver pennies and a few halfpen- 
nies, yet the usual money of account was the shilling, which, after varying 
from four to five pence, was fixed by William I at 12 pence, as it has ever 
since continued. No coin called a shilling was issued before the reign of 
Henry VII. Though the shilling has survived, other moneys of account have 
been forgotten, as, for instance, the mancus, which was equal to 30 pennies, 
or six shillings of five pence each. The mark, the ora and the thrisma were 
other moneys of account used by the Anglo-Saxons. 

Money of account is a method of computation based on an imaginary unit 
or on weight. We find it among the Sicilian Greeks on certain bronze coins 
in the third century B. C., in the ancient Roman numismatic system, and in 
the Middle Ages at Venice, Cologne, Paris, etc. At Venice it was the mark, 
and subsequently the lira, and in France the livre, which never had existence 
in the normal coinage till the first Revolution, but is frequently cited in 
large commercial transactions. In Portugal in the thirteenth and fourteenth 
centuries we find the libra—20 soldi—mentioned as money of account. It 
is not improbable that the Greek money of account took its rise from the 
original ‘‘aes grave’’ of Italy. Even in Anglo-Saxon England in the eighth 
century the higher values were estimated by standards of weight, not of 
currency, aS in France heavy payments were reckoned in livres—the Roman 
libra and the Venetian lira. But, on the other hand, on the continent it was 
a usage to strike a special issue of gold money where it was required for a 
given occasion, and Offram, king ot Mercia, presumably adopted this plan 
when he engaged to pay the Holy See an annuity of 396 gold marcuses, a 
denomination not otherwise known in that country. In England, in Anglo- 
Norman times, the shilling was money of account, varying from 4 to 12 silver 
pence; there was no current piece so called. Of the pound, libra, lira, or 
livre, the value depended on the description of money and metal specified. 

The American colonies prior to the confederation in 1778 had almost as 
many systems of money as there were distinct colonies. Inasmuch as the 
majority of the inhabitants were of British birth and traded chiefly with the 
mother country and with each other, the monetary units were in some 
measure similar, although, as frequently occurs in colonies, the money of 
account imposed by the mother country differed from the money in actual 
use. 

The colonies generally reckoned in pounds, shillings and pence, but in 
actual transactions other coins, chiefly the Spanish dollar and its subdivi- 
sions, constituted the medium of exchange. The gold coins in use other 
than British pieces were the French guinea and pistole, the Portuguese 
moidore and johannes or ‘‘joe,’’ the Spanish doubloon and pistoles. Silver 
coins in circulation other than British were the French crowns and livres 
and the Spanish pieces, the latter being most prevalent. 

The people were naturally compelled to find an equivalence between the 
money of account and that of exchange, and hence the practice of reckoning 
the dollar at so many shillings obtained. The valuation varied in different 
eolonies. In what is known as New England and in Virginia the dollar was 
six shillings; in New York and in North Carolina it was valued at eight 
shillings; in Georgia at five; in South Carolina at thirty-two and one-half, 
and in the remaining four colonies at seven and one-half. 

The ‘shillings’ here referred to evidently differed in value and were not 
in fact the English shillings, for it is declared in a law of Massachusetts of 
1750 that the value of the English shilling was equal to one and one-third 
of the Massachusetts shillings. The ‘‘shillings’’ of most of the other colo- 
nies must have been worth much less, therefore, in English coin. 

This accounts for the present reckoning of 12% cents to the “shilling”’ 
in New York, Ohio, etc., and of 16% cents in New England and Virginia, 
‘nine pence” still being used as the equivalent of 12% cents. The persist- 
ence to the present day of the units of a century ago, although the coins 
representing them have passed out of existence, is one of the striking facts 
in monetary history. ' 
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Jefferson states that the tenth part of a Spanish dollar was known as the 
‘hit,’ yet in States other than Virginia the term was applied to the eighth 
of a dollar, the same as the ‘‘York shilling,’’ and to this day in the Western 
and Southwestern sections of the country the quarter dollar is called ‘‘two 
bits.”’ 

The Continental Congress undertook the task of creating a uniform system 
out of apparent chaos at a time when the actual currency in circulation was 
depreciated paper. It may be said to have fixed upon the unit finally adopted 
as early as 1775, when it authorized the issue of notes payable in ‘“‘Spanish 
mliled dollars,’’ but it was not finally specifically determined upon until 
several years later. 

The coinage of a country may change, and yet the old system of accounts ~ 
may be retained, especially as regards foreign transactions. Thus, the 
rate of foreign exchange between the United States and England was, until 
1874, quoted in terms of a dollar valued at 4 shillings 6 pence, in accord- 
ance with a law of 1789. This rate seems to have been the traditional par 
of the Mexican dollar, and it was still retained even when the American 
dollar had been coined so as to be worth only 49.316 English pence. 

That a system of money of account, a unit, may exist among people having 
no coinage whatever is seen among the negroes on the West Coast of Africa, 
where an imaginary value, a macuta, is in use. The macuta serves to ex- 
press the name of a definite though probably a variable number of cowry 
shells, the number being at one time 2000. lLater, the macuta has been 
coined by Portugal for use in its colonies, struck in silver pieces of four, 
six and eight macutas. In this coinage the macuta has a value of about five 
cents. A similar system was in use among the Aztecs of Mexico, where the 
unit of value seems to have been 200 beans. 

In the territory of the Hudson’s Bay Company, even after the use of coined 
money had been introduced among the Indians, the skin is still in common 
use as the money of account. A gun nominally worth 40 shillings brought 
20 ‘‘skins.’’ This term is the old one used by the company. One skin 
(beaver) is supposed to be worth two shillings, and it represents two mar- 
ten, and so on. The latest evidence of this I have seen in George M. Doug- 
las’ ‘‘Lands Forloren,’’? New York and London, 1914: “‘You hear a great 
deal about skins at Fort Yukon, as the workmen were also charged for 
clothing, etc., in this way’’ (page 259). Similarly, in the extreme north of 
Asia we find some Ostiak tribes using the skin of the Siberian squirrel as 
their unit of value. Among the Haidas and all along the coast the blanket 
now takes the place of the beaver-skin currency of the interior of British 
Columbia and of the Northwest Territory. The blankets used in trade are 
distinguished by the points or marks on the edge, woven into their texture, 
the best being four-point, the smallest and poorest one-point. The acknowl- © 
edged unit of trade is a single two-and-a-half point blanket, worth about $2. 
Everything is referred to this unit, even a large four-point blanket is said 
to be worth so many blankets. 

There is also the “‘copper,’’ an article of purely conventional value and 
serving as money. This is a piece of native metal, beaten out into a flat 
sheet and made to take a peculiar form. These are not made by the Haidas 
—nor, indeed, is the native metal known to exist in the islands—but are im- 
ported as articles of great worth from the Chilcat country north of Sitka. 
Much attention is paid to the size and make of the copper, which should be 
of uniform but not too great thickness, and should give forth a good sound 
when struck with the hand. Spurious coppers have come into circulation, 
and although these are easily detected by an expert, the value of the cop- 
per is somewhat reduced and is often more nominal than real. Formerly 
10 slaves were paid for good copper as a usual price; now they are valued 
at from 40 to 80 blankets. 

In the olden days of the Hudson’s Bay Company the unit of value, as al- 
ready stated, among traders and trappers was not dollars or other pieces 
of money, but a ‘‘skin,’’ worth about 50 cents. In those days the company 
hired its carriers or ‘‘voyageurs”’ by the year and paid them so many ‘‘skins”’ 
for a year’s service—about $18. The white men in the employ of the com- 
pany were given their choice of three whitefish, three rabbits or three pounds 
of dried deer meat each per day. If they desired tea, they were permittd 
to purchase a limited quantity, for which they had to pay out of their meager 
wage. The same rule applied to tobacco and sugar. Of the latter one could 
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purchase not more than nine pounds per year. At Christmas each man was 
presented a pound each of flour, sugar, tea and tobacco, a clay pipe and six 
small packages of matches. 

The most valuable of Canadian postage stamps is the 12d. black of 1851. 
Quite apart from its intrinsic rarity, this stamp has a peculiar interest of 
its own in the unusual expression of its face value, which is a never failing 
source of curiosity and wonder to the uninitiated. The explanation of the 
use of the inscription 12d. instead of the more familiar 1s. on this stamp is 
that at the time of its issue the somewhat depreciated Canadian currency 
required 15 pence to equal the shilling sterling, while in various parts of 
North America the value of the local ‘‘shilling’’ ranged from 1214d. to 10d., 
according to the district. Had the denomination been rendered, therefore, 
as “fone shilling,” considerable confusion would have resulted, to the detri- 
ment of the postal revenue. 

The Bank of Venice, originated in 1171, soon became one of the greatest 
instruments of commerce of the Republic and of the trading world. Instead 
of money the bank used a substitute for money—the bank credit. Instead 
of the varying coins it had the constant money of account—the zecchino 
d’or. This was the standard of Venice, just as in the succeeding period 
the Florentine gold coin was the standard of reckoning in all the money 
transactions of Hurope. The fluctuations in the gold coins were slight, but 
none at all can occur in the uncoined money of account. All money, muti- 
lated or sound, turned in by depositors, was weighed, assayed and account- 
ed for at its true value, not at face value. The Venetians knew that trade 
followed sound money. The only money sure to be always of full value was, 
in one sense, not money at all. This money of account was undisturbed for 
upward of 500 years. 

Hamburg adopted the same policy in creating the mark banco. The ac- 
counts were all made out and settled in this, the money of account, which 
was not coined. It was valued at about 25 per cent. more than the mark 
current—the coin in circulation. 

In England, up to the coinage act of 1816, the money of account was 
something different from the money in circulation. The unit of account 
was the pound sterling. This was not coined money, but it represented a 
certain value in gold, and this value of gold was put into the sovereign, 
which henceforth stood as the coin representing the pound sterling. It was, 
therefore, the full value of the money of account, which created the full 
value coin—i. e., as then determined: 5 pennyweights 3 171-623 grains of 
standard gold, and at the value of £3 17s. 10%4d. the fine ounce. 

From the reign of Charles II until the year 1816, when the sovereign 
was coined, the pound sterling was not represented by any pieces in the 
coinage. The guinea was intended to be of the value of the pound, but, not 
having been correctly adjusted, its greater value was at once shown by its 
greater price expressed in the money of account; and the price of gold fluc- 
tuating, it varied correspondingly in price until the year 1717, when it was 
fixed by Sir Isaac Newton at 21 shillings. The guinea as a coin has disap- 
peared, but as a money of account it still holds sway. You ask the price 
of a commodity of a somewhat large value, and it is named at so many 
guineas and half-guineas. Donations, subscriptions, and bets are made in 
guineas, and not in pounds or sovereigns. Fees of doctors, laywers, and of 
professional men in general are accounted in guineas, as well as the clothing 
made by the fashionable merchant tailors. 

Though the “livre” was superseded by the ‘‘franc’’ in the coinage of France 
over a hundred years ago, the word ‘‘livre’’ is still used in expressing value. 
People speak of so many ‘‘livres de rente’”’ in stating a man’s income. No 
one would say ‘‘cinquante mille francs de rente.’’ The ‘“‘pistole’’ was pro- 
scribed in France under Louis XIV, but the Norman peasants still cling to 
the terms ‘‘pistole’’ and ‘‘demi-pistole’ in formulating the price of their 
cattle. 

America figured in pounds and shillings when no such money was in ex- 
istence. The Spanish shilling, the eighth part of a dollar, is still the money 
of account in many places in America. 

Preies are made and people figure in moneys which have long since gone 
out of existence. People cling to the names of coins which have not been 
seen within the memory of the living generation. And many would feel 
troubled if they suddenly would have to change from the uncoined money of 
account to the coined money of an entirely different denomination. 
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Many examples could be added from the financial history of all nations. 
We all have something entirely different in our mind when we trade or 
figure money values than the coin or money in circulation. We always think 
of a full value money of account, which the money in circulation seldom 
represents. Our silver dollar is certainly a debased coin. The silver certifi- 
cates and other paper currency are taken at the full value because of the 
implied Government promise to redeem them at the full value of our money 
of account, represented by 23.22 grains of tine gold and call one dollar. 

The idea of your money of account follows you into foreign countries. 
If you go to France you translate the francs, in England the shillings or 
pounds, into your dollars, your medium of payment—your own money of 
account—before you get the value of the commodity into your head. 


A Hoard of Roman Coins Found in England. 


(From a Correspondent of the London Times, dated Somerset.) 


When we were told at second or third hand that more than a thousand 
Roman coins had just been found in a field at Clapton-in-Gordano, we natu- 
rally allowed something for exaggeration in the telling. Particularly since 
with a fine imaginative effort it was added that some of the coins were 
marked ‘B. C.” Investigation, however, showed that if the coiners had 
been less considerate of posterity in the matter of date, they and time had 
left image and superscription clear, and that the number was a timid under- 
statement. There were, in fact, more than 3,500 Roman coins, and stray 
ones are being added from day to day. 

The place and the manner of their finding deserve some description. The 
field, broken from grass some years ago and cropped since with potatoes, 
wheat, and turnips, lies within a mile or so of Cadbury Camp, under the 
range of hills which, running from the Avon gorge to Clevedon, encloses 
Gordano on the south. Sloping inward to the bills, between Clapton rec- 
tory and Clapton church, the field makes a lap above the valley, bearing on 
its knees, as it were, a roughly rounded eminence, once wooded and now 
covered with undergrowth with rocky outcrops, which to the inexpert eye 
looks uncommonly like a barrow. But since from time to time this neigh- 
borhood has been worked in a desultory way for minerals, coal, iron, lead, 
and even strontia, it would be rash to say more than that the eminence does 
not look natural, and that in one place there are hints of a ‘‘cave dwelling” 
or sepulchral chamber. It is as a contribution to atmosphere in a region 
which conveys the indefinable impression of history, substantiated by sur- 
vivals, that the mound concerns us. Standing upon it you command the 
whole valley from the Avon flats to the convergence of the hills by Clevedon 
and, turning about, look up at the wooded range which bares at Cadbury. 
Westward the field of the coins slopes down to a wooden glen curving out 
from the flank of the hill to Clapton Court with its fifteenth century battle- 
mented tower bearing the arms of the Arthur family. Particularly at even- 
ing the atmosphere of the place is history haunted. Anything might have 
happened there, anything might be found there. 

About two years ago a man plowing the field turned up some two dozen 
Roman coins. Fortunately, they were shown to a young local archaeolo- 
gist, Mr. Godwin, of Portishead. He advised communication with the British 
Museum, where the coins were sent and returned correctly dated. From 
time to time another stray coin was found, but nothing of consequnece came 
out except a plowman’s story that some years earlier he heard a rumble be- 
hind him and turned to find that the ground had fallen in to the depth of 
about five feet. Apparently the hole was filled in without examination. 
Then about a fortnight ago ‘Mr. Godwin heard of more coins. Going to the 
spot indicated he found yet more, until late at evening and in heavy rain he 
was putting them into his pockets ‘“‘by feel.’””’ The next day he went to the 
place with a digging fork, a riddle to sift the soil, and a small tin box for 
the coins; what he found can best be described by saying that the coins same 
home in the riddle. They turned up, he says, by fifties and hundreds, stuck 
together, with every spit of soil, to the total number described. Careful 
examination showed that the coins had been placed originally in a skin bag 
enclosed in an urn or vase which had been subsequently shattered by the 
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polugh with the partial dispersal of the coins. The urn, of black, unglazed 
but glossy pottery, had no bottom, but stood upon a piece of wood which 
rested in turn upon two stones, the foot of the urn being hooped with iron. 
Enough pieces of pottery, fragments of skin, and corroded arcs of iron, be- 
sides the wood and stone, have been recovered to make the original arrange- 
ment reasonably certain, and the skin and wood bear the impress of coins. 

How this hoard compares in numbers with previous findings would need 
familiarity with records to say, but to the layman it seems remarkable. The 
coins, ranging between a halfpenny and a farthing in size, are of base metal 
or low-grade bronze, thickly patinated. So far as examination has gone they 
are all of the third century A. D., but of several empires—Gallienus, Clau- 
dius, Aurelian, Tacitus, and Probus being some of the images and super- 
scriptions made clear by careful rubbing. Without complete examination 
it would be too much to say that no two of the reverses are alike, but they 
present an extraordinary variety of symbols—figures of Victory and For- 
tune, altars, charioteers, eagles, centaurs, and sphinxes. A coin of Probus 
made bright again shows the head lifelike in character and a very spirited 
charioteer, with the horses in perspective, on the reverse. But the interest 
of the discovery does not end with the number and variety of the coins. Ob- 
serving that the soil where they were found was reddened, as if by exposure 
to heat, Mr. Godwin sank a pit several feet deep and crossed it with trenches 
at right angles, finding a few more coins, what appear to be unstamped disks 
of bronze, fragments of pottery, red and black—some with traces of incised 
linear decoration—scraps of coal and cinder, small irregular slugs of pure 
lead, and lumps of ironstone; and on the sides of the trenches the red color 
can be seen dying away into the soil around. Taking into account the variety 
of the coins, the suggestion of a mint—or at any rate a workshop of some 
sort—is difficult to avoid. A few yards from the place of the coins Mr. God- 
win found large flat stones, irregular in outline but evidently flattened arti- 
ficially, with fragments of pottery beneath; and extending his researches 
from here he has come upon what seems to be a rude, curving causeway, 
composed of several kinds of stone, including lumps of a red sandstone not 
common in the locality, arranged with some skill, the outer stones at the 
shoulders of the curve being tilted inward as if to give support. Carefully 
scraped ‘away, the soil above the causeway continues to yield fragments of 
pottery of different kinds. 

There, for the moment, the matter rests; and it need only be added that 
Mr. Godwin, who is in touch with the British Museum and has already made 
avconsiderable collection of flints from this neighborhood, is proceeding in 
his work with the most exemplary care and thoroughness. 


. King Victor Emanuel III of Italy As a Collector. 


(The following comes to us through the courtesy of Henry Russell Drowne, 
of New York City. It appeared Sects in a foreign publication and was 
translated by Major Otto Holstein (U. A.), now in Peru, a friend of Mr. Drowne 
and fellow member of the Order of ae Cincinnati. King Victor Emanuel III is 
an honorary member of the American Numismatic Association and has presented 
to the A. N. A. Library a copy of each volume of his “Corpus Nummorum Itali- 
corum” as issued.—Editor.) 


In olden times it was a tradition among sovereigns and princes to make 
collections of medals and old coins, a tradition which their teachers and 
monitors took pains to cultivate, deeming it a wise thing from the dual 
point of view as historically and artistically educational. The Duke Juan 
de Berry, in France; Cosimo de Médici, in Italy; Alfonso de Aragon, in 
Naples; his contemporary King Renato, Maximilian I, Francis I of France, 
Catherine de Médici and Henry IV figure in the long list of distinguished 
numismatists. Louis XIV left nothing undone to enrich his collection of 
medals, which he moved, in 1683, to the Palace of Versailles and which, 
guarded in beautiful ebony cabinets, is to this day the object of admiration 
of lovers of antiquities:: Queen Christine of Sweden preferred her collec- 
tion of coins to all the riches of the Crown. 

- Among present-day monarchs the only one who has cultivated the study 
of numismatics is the King of Italy, Victor Emanuel III. In this he does 
nothing more than follow the example of many other august members of 
the House of Savoy, and in particular that of Charles Emanuel III, who con-

tributed principally to collecting the coins in the Royal Mint at Turin, which 
collection reached a considerable: walue in the days of the King Charles Al- 
bert, who acquired the magnificent collection of Aragoni, amounting to 
20,000 examples. But the King of Italy is no mere collector; he is a true 
scholar, who studied numismatics scientifically and who has made of that 
study his principal distraction. | 

How he commenced collectingy coins Victor Emanuel tells in his own 
words in a composition exerciseslhe wrote for his teacher, Luigi Morandi, 
when he was fourteen years of age; or, to be more precise, on April 9th, 
1883. The exercise is entitled ‘“My Collection of Medals,’’ and the illustrious 
collector thus expresses himself: 

“For three or four years I have had an allowance from Pius IX, which I 
saved. Later I had a second allowance, which Iradded to the first, and in 
this manner continued to save until I had some 20-odd different classes, 
when the King gave me almost 60 pieces of copper money, which, added to 
what I already had, formed the nucleus of my collection.’’ f 

Victor Emanuel goes on to relate how his collection continued to grow, 
principally by the addition of gifts which, knowing his hobby, were givem 
to him by august personages, until, .at the time of writing his exercise, the 
collection had reached the number of 3000 pieces of coins and medals. : Fin- 
ally, the royal collector explains how he arranged and classified his valuable 
treasure and ends by saying: “And always, when I have the time, I find 
interest and pleasure in classifying my coins and looking up in the books 
the data concerning them.”’ 

Little by little Victor Emanuel proceeded deeper in the study of numis- 
matics, giving up to the study all his spare time and becoming finally a true 
specialist. In October, 1896, he writes from Florence to ‘Morandi: ‘For 
many years I only seek mediaeval and modern coins of Italian coinage. I 
have had to abandon the collecting of classical coins, because I have seen 
that. by limiting the field of my investigations I may hope to get together 
a better collection.’’ The Prince had now ceased to be a mere amateur and 
had developed into a finished collector, into a student. The collection which 
he hoped to make a ‘‘better’’ one consisted of 12,000 pieces. Two years later 
it grew to 18,000 pieces, and in 1900, by the acquisition of the valuable 
Marignoli collection, it approached 30,000 pieces. ~Today it is more than 
75,000, which, aside from its intrinsic value, represents 45 years of patient 
and well-directed labor. 

But Victor Emanuel is not a collector who is made selfish by his knowl- 
dege. He wisely knows that his collection contains data of exceeding value 
from a historical point of view, information of great value to other collectors, 
and has published a detailed study of the same, a monumental work which 
has obtained for him honorary or corresponding membership in the best 
numismatic societies of the world.. 

In 1907, that is to say, years before he ascended the throne, he had al- 
ready conceived his plan for his ‘“‘Corpus Nummorum Italicorum,” com- 
municating his plans to the Italian Numismatic Society and making it plain 
that the work would not refer to his own collection alone, but also to those 
pieces which he lacked but which existed in other collections, public or 
private. As may have been expected, the Prince found at once diligent and 
intelligent collaborators. Among them and of special merit we find Gen. 
Guiseppe Ruggero, who up to the year 1911 was the Prince’s most active 
assistant. The first volume of the work appeared in 1910 and carried as its 
subtitle, ‘‘First Steps of a General Catalog of Mediaeval and Modern Coins 
Struck in Italy or by Italians in Other Countries.’’ The King of Italy, in 
spite of being an erudite scholar, reveals his inherent modesty in his sub- 
title, ‘‘First Steps.’’ The so-called ‘‘effort’’ was a superb volume of 532 
pages, with 42 plates reproduced by photographic process, presenting 715. 
pieces of the 4354 which are described in the text.- It only treats of the 
coins of the House of Savoy from the time of Count. Amadeo IV, who was 
born in the year 1197, up to the time of the present. rulers. 

In 1911 the second volume appeared, which detracted nothing from the 
things we have said of the first volume and which contains the coins of 
Piedmont and Sardinia. The following year the third volume appeared, 
which treated of the numismatics of Liguria and of the Island of Corsica, 
and so they have continued until eight volumes have appeared, with no other 
interruption other than the sixth, which was published last (in 1922) with 
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the object of ineluding the coins of Dalmatia. and. Albania; that is to say, 
countries long unredeemed: and finally conquered. | 

The “Corpus Nummorum’’ is not even yet finished. The King is now 
actively engaged in the preparation of the ninth volume, without forgetting 
for this reason the growth of his collection, whether it be by isolated addi- 
tions or through the agencies in the principal centers in the world. 


Concerning Our New Paper Money. 
By GEORGE H. BLAKE. 


Some time ago considerable interest was created through an announce- 
mentiby the Treasury Department thatthe current issues of our paper 
money. would be replaced by those of:new design. The declared object of 
such a change was to standardize the portrait designs of our paper money, 
onitwhich very little change had taken place during the last twenty years or 
more. It was also thought that. by standardizing the portraits the public 
would more readily learn through them the different denominations of our 
paper money and would be less likely to be deceived by raised and counter- 
feit notes. . 

As no information concerning the tardy appearance of other denomina- 
tions has been made public we decided to inquire into the situation, and 
have, therefore, taken the matter up with the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing to ascertain, if possible, just what the banks and the general public 
may expect in the matter. 

The models or patterns for the new money were designed by the artist 
of the Bureau nearly two years ago, and after a critical examination and 
discussion regarding their various features, and after some changes had been 
made, they were formally accepted by the Secretary of the Treasury early 
in 1923. 

The dies and plates for the $1 Silver Certificate and the $1 United States 
note were made first and the notes duly printed. The silver certificates are 
in general circulation today, but only a limited number of the United States 
notes has been sent to the banks for distribution. The reason for this is 
that there is an abundant supply of the old design in reserve, and until 
those are exhausted it is unlikely the new notes will be released for circu- 
lation. The $5 Silver Certificate has also been printed and is held in re- 
serve for the same reason, | 

There are, then, three plates fully finished and in use. They are, as be- 
fore stated, $1 and $5 Silver Certificate and $1 United States note. 

Work has been commenced and some degree of progress has, been made 
on 10 other denominations, as follows, $2, $5 and $10 United States notes; 
$5, $10, $20, $50 and $100 Federal Reserve notes, and $10 and $20 Gold 
Certificates. 

On eight others nothing at all has been done. They are the $2, $10, $20, 
$50 and $100 Silver Certificates and the $20, $50 and $100 United States 
notes. It will probably be a long time before the three highest denomina- 
tions of this group of eight are made, as the demand for these denomina- 
tions is very limited and the present supply is quite ample for some time 
to come. ; me ae 

There is no doubt the Bureau is working as rapidly as possible in the 
manufacture of our new money. Every denomination requires a separate 
die, roll and plate for the face, to say nothing about the design of the back. 

In the five denominations of the twelve Federal Reserve Banks there will 
be required 60 changes of plates. As for the designs of the National Bank 
notes, none has yet been decided upon, and when the manufacture of this 
class of notes is begun, the work of the Bureau will be very largely increased, 
owing to the great number of banks it will be necessary to serve. 

In view of the facts presented above we feel constrained to ask the banks 
and the public in general to be patient in the matter, remembering that 
work of this character can never be done best when done hurriedly. 
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Editorial Comment—Numismatic News. 


IT IS THE TYPEWRITTEN PAGE THAT TALKS. 


The publication in the Cleveland press of distorted interviews, erroneous 
statements and incorrect descriptions of exhibits at the recent convention of 
the A. N. A. in that city was one of the matters which the members dis- 
cussed and made an effort to provide against at future conventions. The 
attention of interested members is directed to the discussion, which appears 
on pages 612-613 and 614-616 of the October issue. 

Perhaps no great harm was done by these reports, except that the mem- 
bers. giving the interviews or information were placed in a false or unfavor- 
able light. The same thing has occurred at other conventions of the Asso- 
ciation, though probably it was more marked at Cleveland than ever before. 
It is only fair to say that some of the convention matter printed was all that 
could be expected or desired. 

The convention decided that in future a press committee be appointed 
and authorized to receive representatives of the press and give them the in- 
formation desired. fe es ee y F 

A study of the situation should reveal the weak parts of our method of 
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giving interviews and suggest the remedy. Conditions are something like 
these: 

On each day of the convention a reporter for each of the dailies is assign- 
ed by the city editor to ‘‘cover’’ the convention. The reporter assigned 
may be, and usually is, uninformed on even the rudiments of numismatics, 
even though he or she may be the one usually assigned to write convention 
stories of all kinds and may be considered exceptionally good at that par- 
ticular work. About the only instructions he or she receives from the city 
editor is the amount of space available for the story. The reporter visits 
the exhibit and ‘‘looks ’em over.” Knowing nothing about numismatics or 
the relative importance of the exhibits, it is the spectacular or out-of-the- 
ordinary things that attract his attention. (And we might add that it is 
the spectacular and out-of-the-ordinary things in all phases of the world’s 
activities that constitutes ‘‘news,’’ and ‘‘news’’ is the thing newspapers are 
engaged in printing.) The reporter sees the exhibit from a news or human 
interest point of view, not from a numismatic one. But being a numismatic 
exhibit his story must, in a way, be a numismatic story, so he calls to his 
aid, probably, the most accessible man in the room wearing a convention 
badge. Probably the owner of the particular exhibit that has caught the 
reporter’s “‘news’’ fancy is not in the room to help him with his story, so he 
attempts to get the information he wants from one who is not well informed 
on that particular exhibit. Sometimes he is able to get in touch with the 
owner, who will give him the correct information, going into minute detail 
—numismatic detail. After a lengthy description of the exhibit the reporter 
has the material for his story. The material consists of an ‘‘earful’’ and a 
few dates and names and other memoranda on a scratch pad. No matter 
from whom he gets his information, or whether or not it is correct, his 
material is in the same form. Perhaps he has to cover two or three other 
assignments before getting back to the office, and by the time he is ready to 
write his story of the exhibit most of his ‘earful’? has evaporated and his 
scratch-pad data is more or less meaningless. But he writes his story, just 
the same, and some or all of it is printed in some of the editions after it has 
passed through the hands of the city editor, the copy reader and the make- 
up editor. 

Perhaps the reporter will also want to know something about the business 
that has been or is expected to be transacted that day. He sometimes would 
like to have a copy of Mr. Jones’ or Mr. Smith’s paper that has just been 
read. Or perhaps he would like to have an interview with one of the officers 
on some phase of numismatics that has news value. He doesn’t have much 
difficulty in getting what he wants in the way of an interview, but is told 
that it would be impossible to give him a copy of the papers read, because 
they were not submitted in duplicate. He can have a look at the manu- 
script, if that will answer. He glances through it and reads portions of it, 
with a polite ‘“‘Thank you.” His harvest is a similar ‘‘earful’’ and a little 
more memoranda on his scratch pad. 

We have no criticism to make of the reporter. He does the best he can 
with an unusual assignment and the shape of the material furnished him. 

And the remedy? To one who has mingled with reporters at conventions 
and coin exhibits the remedy should be so plain that it need not be pointed 
out. 

It is the typewritten page, double spaced, that counts with the news gath- 
erer. If there is one man the reporter or the editor loves it is the man who 
furnishes typewritten copy for something he wants printed. The typewrit- 
ten page talks, and talks eloquently. 

Suppose that when the reporter came around to ‘‘look ’em over” he should 
find a typewritten sheet in the case with each exhibit, which gave informa- 
tion about it; and suppose that the owner should say, ‘‘Here is a duplicate 
copy of that description for such use as you want to make of it.” 

Suppose that when he asked to take a look at Jones’ or Smith’s paper read 
that day he should be told, ‘‘Here is a duplicate copy of it. Take it along.” 

Suppose he should ask an officer or other member for an interview on some 
numismatic subject that the public would be interested in reading, and 
should be told, ‘‘We anticipated such a request, and here are copies of several 
pieces of numismatic news that you may use in the form of interviews with 
different members.’’ 

Suppose that instead of his ‘‘earful’’ and his scratch pad he had good, 
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clear typewritten copies of practically everything he needed for an accu- 
rate convention story, his heart would leap with joy and he probably would 
say to hmiself: 

“Those numismatic boys are good fellows. They certainly know how to 
handle their convention dope for us poor reporters.”’ 

The trouble can be corrected by the members themselves. The average 
reporter knows nothing about numismatics and cannot be expected to turn 
in an accurate story unless provided with information in the proper way. 

Everyone ought to see the advantage of properly labeling an exhibit. 
Telling a little story about it, what it contains, and such other things as are 
interesting would help wonderfully in enlightening the public. Some ex- 
hibitors always make it a point to have cards or other details placed with 
their exhibit. With many exhibits this would not be necessary if only those 
who saw them were collectors. But the exhibits are held largely for the 
benefit of the public, and unless labeled they are only of passing interest to 
them. 

A press committee or committee to give out information can do much to 
remedy existing conditions, or it can be done without such a committee. 
But with or without a committee, the members must cooperate. The situa- 
tion cannot be much improved so long as the verbal interview is relied on. 
So long as information is given the reporter verbally the chances are that 
the printed repert will contian inaccuracies if nothing worse. 

A greater interest in coins could be created if in our convention exhibits 
we placed more items that have a human interest. At nearly every conven- 
tion visitors will inquire whether or not there are on exhibition certain coins 
that have a reputation among non-collectors. Frequently many of these are 
not there, and the impression is created that we are not such great collect- 
ors, after all. We try to impress upon them that many coins exhibited are 
of far greater numismatic interest than their favorites, but in many cases 
they fail to be impressed. 

The Association could well afford to buy and own and have on exhibition 
at each convention several pieces having such human interest. Inquiries 
are frequently made by visitors for the widow’s mite, a Jewish shekel, a coin 
of Caesar, a tribute penny of Tiberius, a coin of Cleopatra, of Alexander the 
Great, or one of Cromwell. Such a collection could be started the coming 
year, and to it could be added each year a few other historical coins, which, 
displayed at each convention, would meet expectations of the visiting non- 
collectors. 

The exhibits made by members are largely strictly numismatic, with a 
minimum of interest for the layman. A piece of Swedish plate money will 
attract and hold the attention of the public, as well as the news gatherer, 
to a greater degree than a number of coins of great rarity of conventional 
size and shape. 

The 1925 convention of the A. N. A. will be held in Detroit. Our recol- 
lection of the convention held there in 1913 is that the exhibit attracted 
unusual attention and large crowds—to such an extent that it was felt neces- 
sary to keep it open in the evening. Assuming that the interest next year 
will be as great, let us plan to have the exhibit more interesting to the public 
than it has been in recent years. 

And don’t forget the labels—and duplicate copies (5) of them. 


BULGARIAN COINS REPORTED DISINTEGRATING. 


A report from Bulgaria is to the effect that a commission from the Minis- 
try of Finance has been sent there to investigate a peculiar phenomenon in 
the local branch of the Bulgarian National Bank—the crumbling of metallic 
currency, either to a thin scum-like film or else to mere dust. 

The currency in question was minted abroad less than a year ago. Special- 
ists believe the aluminum coins contain too much zinc, which disintegrates 
under the action of moisture. 

Officials of the National Bank are alarmed at the prospect that the entire 
issue of 100,000,000 leva may disintegrate. 

[hese coins were not made in the United States. Coins have been struck 
for Bulgaria in the Philadelphia Mint, but none of these were the kind de- 
scribed in the Bulgarian report.

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THE FREY MEDAL. 


The latest, and perhaps the finest, of the series of presidential medals by 
the New York Numismatic Club has just been issued. It is for Alfred R. 
Frey, who served as president of the club in 1919 and 1921. Previous to 
1919 Mr. Frey had served 10 consecutive years as vice-president, and was 
also one of its organizers in 1908. 

Mr. Frey is one of the best-known numismatists in the United States, and 
has the reputation abroad, as well as at home, of being one of the foremost 
numismatic scholars of the world. He is also a member of the American 
Numismatic Society, New York, and of several. European societies. For 
many years he has been a member of the American Numismatic Association. 
He served as vice-president of the latter association from 1901 to 1904 and 
as president from 1904 to 1907. He also was editor of THrE NUMISMATIST in 
1911. He has been a frequent contributor to numismatic publications and 
is the author of several works, among them ‘‘The Dated European Coinage 
Prior to 1501,’’ published in 1914, and ‘‘A Dictionary of Numismatic Names,” 
published in 1917. 


The medal just issued is struck in bronze and conforms in size to the 
series of presidential medals previously issued by the club. The obverse 
has a bust of Mr. Frey in profile upon a background of oak leaves. At the 
left, ALBERT R. FREY in two lines. The reverse is the seal of the club, 
used on the entire series of medals. Only 12 were struck in silver and 30 
in bronze. The obverse die has been canceled. The design is by J. M. Swan- 
son, president of the New York Numismatic Club. The medals were struck 
by the Medallic Art Company, of New York, their imprint appearing on the 
edge, as well as the number of the medal. 


POLISH COINS TO BE STRUCK AT PHILADELPHIA MINT. 


The United States Mint at Philadelphia will strike the new silver zloty 
coins for the Republic of Poland. Announcement has been made that the 
mint will turn out 24,000,000 one-zloty pieces and 12,000,000 two-zlote 
silver coins. 

The Polish Legation at Washington has stated that the United States 
Government is furnishing every facility in connection with the coinage, so 
that the zloty pieces will be ready for distribution in Poland at the earliest 
possible moment. They will replace the one and two-zlote paper currency, 
which has been issued by the Republic. 

The United States, as an example of international comity, permits foreign 
governments to have their coins struck in the federal mints, no profit being 
made on the operation.

EXHIBITION OF FOREIGN MEDALS. 


An exhibition of more than usual prominence is planned by the American 
Numismatic Society, New York, for the months of November and December.

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study the merits of the forms of expression peculiar to each of the national 
groups. 

It is planned to open the exhibition with an informal reception on Novem- 
ber 7th, the opening to the public taking place on the following Monday, 
November 10th. The closing date will be probably at the end of December.

CURRENCY IN BARBADOS AND BERMUDA. 


Under the laws of Barbados, the entire metallic reserve of banks which 
do business in this colony may be in silver, which is legal tender in the 
British West Indies. Not more than 50 per cent. of the bank reserves, how- 
ever, are silver. Silver is taken at its face value. In the redemption of 
notes, silver is paid out dollar for dollar. No changes have occurred since 
1914 in the laws governing the use of silver as reserve for notes. 

British silver currency is used in Barbados. The Colonial Government 
keeps its accounts in pounds, shillings, and pence, whereas the business 
houses keep theirs in dollars and cents. The unit is the shilling, weighing 
8084, fne grains. Silver was not withdrawn from circulation during the 
war. The public has always used silver freely and there has been no change 
in its attitude toward silver since the war. There has been no agitation 
for the adoption of bimetallism. There are about $400,000 of silver coins 
in, circulation in the colony. 

The colony of Bermuda uses the silver coin of Great Britain as well as 
other currency, has no coinage of her own, and with the exception of the 
issuance of 28,000 notes of £1 denomination during the period from 1915 
to 1917, has never issued currency. These notes are still in circulation and 
are covered by investments made by the colony in pet als —Reports of 
Consuls-General. 


HISTORIC COIN COLLECTION SOLD. . 


Among recent sales of coin collections in Europe was one that deserves 
mention, not so much because of its size or contents, though it was neither 
a small one nor the coins uninteresting, but because it was formed by the 
Grand Duke of Oldenburg, one of the petty monarchies abolished in 1918. 
The collection was sold by A. Riechmann & Co., of Halle (Saale), on Octo- 
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per 28 and 29. It was made up exclusively of German coins, principally of 
Oldenberg. 

The house of Oldenberg is one of the most ancient of Europe, its history 
extending back to 1108. Before the war the Grand Duke was one of the 
wealthiest of the petty monarchs. In 1904 he paid a flying visit to New 
York, leaving his own country without notice and arriving unheralded, with 
only one attendant. In 1918 Oldenburg was one of the monarchies over- 
thrown, and a little later it was announced that a part of his collection of 
paintings had been sold to a Dutch art dealer, who had, in turn, sold many 
of them to Americans. These included five Rembrandts, one Rubens and 
a number of works by Italian masters. 


BYRON REED COLLECTION NOW OPEN TO THE PUBLIC, 


Through the efforts of Nelson T. Thorson, of Omaha, Neb., an A. N. A. 
member, who was recently appointed a member of the Library Committee 
of the City of Omaha, the Byron Reed Collection of coins, medals, books, 
autographs and early Omaha documents, which is located in the Public 
Library, is now open to the public each afternoon, according to printed an- 
nouncements being sent out, which contain the following data: 

“Byron Reed, pioneer Omahan, descendant of William Reade, Puritan 
emigrant, came to Omaha in 1855 from Warren, Ohio; was Omaha’s first 
real estate broker; city and county clerk, 1860 ot 1866; president of City 
Council, 1872; treasurer first I. 0. 0. F. lodge; active member of the Ameri- 
ean Numismatic Society. Died in Omaha, June 6, 1891. 

“Gave to Omaha present library site; deeded to citizens of Omaha his 
valuable collection for all time, no parts thereof ever to be removed, and 
provided that the public shall have access part or all of the time, free of any 
admittance charge, according to his will, made June 4, 1891; Abraham L. 
Reed, trustee.”’ 


WE HAVE SOME OF THEM OVER HERE, TOO. 
(From the American Paper published in France, about May 15.) 


London.—What to do with $120,000,000 worth of Confederate bonds 
stored in a safe deposit vault here for the last 40 years was a question dis- 
cussed by bondholders to-day at a meeting in the city. There were frequent 
suggestions that in the debt-funding negotiations with the United States 
Mr. Stanley Baldwin should have put forward the claims of these bond- 
holders. 

The chairman of the meeting, who is a trustee of the estate of the late 
Marcus van Raalte, recited the doleful history of the bonds and their repu- 
diation by the United States Government. He described many unsuccessful 
efforts to get the question tested in the United States Supreme Court and 
remarked that there was little hope of inducing the United States Govern- 
ment ‘‘to remove the stigma on its credit.’’ The bondholders finally assent- 
ed to a resolution recognizing the futility of continuing the negotiations and 
deciding that the bonds be returned to the representatives of the owners. 


CURRENCY IN TRINIDAD. 


Practically all metallic reserves used in the colony of Trinidad and Toba- 
go are of silver coin. In March, 1920, permission was obtained to reduce 
the proportion of reserve in coin from one-half to one-third for a period of 
three years, and a new ordinance has just been drafted locally to provide 
for renewal for another three years. 

The total amount of notes in circulation on January 9, 1923, was $716,040; 
and the amount on hand fit for circulation was $1,975,024. The average 
amount of coin proportion, understood to be all silver, during the month 
ending December 11, 1922, was $239,040. 

The coin in circulation is almost exclusively British silver and bronze. 
Both the old and new silver coins (0.925 and 0.500 fine, respectively) are

circulating, the proportion of old coins to new being probably 5 to 1. But 
in course of time most of the silver coins circulating should be those of the 
lesser fineness, as it is the policy of the local banks, whenever shipping coins 
to England, to ship the old coins. 

In addition to the British sterling silver currency, bronze penny and half 
penny pieces, and the Government currency notes in denominations of $1, 
$2, and $1,000, there are three banks, the Colonial Bank, the Royal Bank 
of Canada, and the Canadian Bank of Commerce, authorized to circulate 
their own notes, which is done in denominations of $5, $20, $50 and $100. 
—Consul Henry D. Baker, Trinidad. 


MR. NICHOLS MAKES AN EXHIBIT OF COINS. 


On October 1 and 2 the Farmers’ Trust Company, of Kahoka, Mo., had 
on exhibition a collection of coins. The exhibit was made by John D. Nichols, 
of Canton, Mo., a member of the A. N. A., from specimens in his collection. 
It was arranged as an educational exhibit, showing the different currencies 
used by civilized and uncivilized peoples in business transactions. It in- 
cluded both ancient and modern coins. 

Mr. Nichols was one of the A. N. A. members who made an exhibit in his 
home town during Coin Week last February, and believes that such displays 
stimulate an interest in numismatics. 


AMERICAN NUMISMATIC SOCIETY BEQUEATHED $20,000. 


According to a press dispatch from Los Angeles, Mr. Archer M. Hunting- 
ton, of New York, inherited the bulk of the estate of his mother, Mrs. 
Arabella D. Huntington, who died on September 16. Her will was filed for 
probate in Los Angeles. To Mr. Huntington is left $2,000,000 in trust and 
all the jewelry, paintings and other personal effects of the deceased. There 
were several bequests, including $500,000 to the Hispanic Society of Ameri- 
ca; $25,000 to the American Geographical Society; $20,000 to the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Society, and $50,000 to the Natural History Museum of 
New York. 


COINAGE FOR SEPTEMBER, 1924. 


Following is the number of pieces of the different denominations coined at 
the mints of the United States during September, 1924, as officially report- 
ed by the Bureau of the Mint, Washington, D. C.: 

Gold—Double Eagles, 1,611,250. 

Silver—Standard Dollars, 1,008,000; Dimes, 1,000,000. 

Bronze—One Cent, 6,922,000. 

‘Coinage executed for other Governments: 

Poland—-Silver, two zlote, 1,300,000. 


ANOTHER 1804 DOLLAR TURNS UP. 


A press dispatch from Grand Rapids, Mich., dated August 29, says: “A 
New York coin collector paid Peter Brooks, coin collector of this city, 
$3,600 for a silver dollar of the 1804 coinage, according to a statement 
made by Erooks today. Brooks said he inherited the coin from a South 
Carolina uncle.’’ 


FLYER NELSON PRESENTED WITH SWEDISH COIN. 


On arrival at San Diego of the world flyers a copper coin of the days of 
Charles XII of Sweden was presented to Lieutenant Nelson by Engineer 
John F. Anderson in the presence of several thouzand enthusiasts. The 
coin will be engraved with an appropriate greeting to Lieutenant Nelson.

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CURRENCY IN BAHAMA ISLANDS. 


There is no mint in the islands and the circulation media are: By the act 
of 2 Victoria, cap. 4, British sterling (without limit as to legal tender of 
silver or copper). By the British Queen’s proclamation of February 19, 
1853, United States gold coins at $4.87802 to the sovereign. By Governor 
Bayley’s proclamation of April 6, 1864, United States silver at 2 shillings 
to the half-dollar. And by the British Queen’s proclamation of September 
14, 1838, Spanish, Mexican, and Colombian doubloons at £5 4s. each. 

United States gold and silver certificates, though not legal tender, are 
accepted as United States gold. In practice, the British pound note, British 
silver, and American paper currency are the media, due account being taken 
of exchange variations. 

Silver circulated as usual during the war and no law was passed except 
one forbidding export. The total face value of silver coins in the islands 
(all British coins) has been estimated at £45,000, of which two-thirds is 
normally in the hands of the bank.—Consul-General Lorin A Lathrop, 
Nassau. 


OLD COINS FOUND AT FLAGSTAFF, ARIZ. 


Ted Spencer, of the First National Bank of Flagstaff, has a treasure of 80 
copper coins, found by a Mexican highway laborer under a large rock. The 
containing leather sack was almost rotted away. One of the coins, bearing 
the head of George I of England, is dated 1723. The others are mainly of 
American manufacture, running down to 1850, some of them apparently 
struck for political purposes and others the issue of private firms, who used 
them as tokens.—HEHl Paso (Texas) Herald. 


WONDER WHAT THIS REALLY IS? 


A coin bearing the date of 1150 and the image of Queen Mary was plow- 
ed up the other day by P. W. Shiffett, a farmer, near Armstrong, Mo. The 
coin is made of green gold, the metal used in ancient times for coining 
money, and, besides the date and the image of the queen, is marked with a 
cross, 10 stars and has a ring soldered to it, having evidently been used as 
a watch charm at one time.—Press Clipping. 


NEW PAPER CURRENCY FOR GERMANY. 


The new banking and coinage laws were declared in force in Germany in 
October and new Reichsbank notes for 10, 50, 100 and 1,000 marks are ex- 
pected to be in circulation in a few days. Meantime, the Reichsbank, in its 
official accounts, will treat the new Reichsmark, the rentenmark and a tril- 
lion of paper marks without discrimination. 


UNITED STATES MINT WORK SAID TO BE UNSATISFACTORY. 


A recent press dispatch from Paris says that the first consignments of 
silver zloty coins minted for the Polish Government by the Philadelphia 
mint has reached Warsaw, and 40 per cent. of the coins are declared by of- 
ficials of the Ministry of Finance to be unsatisfactory. 


MR. VOETTER NOW CONSUL AT CURACAO. 


Mr. Thomas W. Voetter, a member of the A. N. A. for many years, and 
who has served as United States Consul in several cities of South America, 
has recently been appointed Consul at Curacao, West Indies. For the last 
few years he has been Consul at Caracas, Venezuela.

Currencies I Met On a Tramp Abroad. 
By MORITZ WORMSER. 


(An address delivered before the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association, Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, 1924.) 


I have been telling a lot about this trip, and I feel hesitant to talk to you . 
again on such a subject. It is somewhat in connection with my exhibit 
which you have seen outside. Possibly you may not have looked at it. It 
is one of the exhibits I have and I have labeled it ‘‘Currencies I Met on a 
Tramp Abroad.’’ You know there are a lot of incidentals a man needs for 
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a long journey, or even a short one, but the chief incidental is numismatics. 
He needs money, and, unfortunately, it isn’t only United States money that 
he needs, but a great deal of foreign money, and the most confusing prob- 
lem the traveler has is to cope with the currency problem—with the for- 
eign exchange problem. I have sat in a cafe in Paris, next to some Ameri- 
cans, and I have heard them say, ‘Oh, I still have $50 in my pocket.’”’ They 
will take American money anywhere, of course, but it is a question what 
they will give you for it. Some will give you more and some will give you 
less. Unless you go to the right man you are api to get a great deal less 
than you can get from somebody else. One has to have a very good foun- 
dation of mathematics, especially elementary arithmetic, which is some- 
times much harder than advanced algebra, in order to cope with the for- 
eign currency problem. 

For instance, it is very nice for us to know that a franc is worth in Switz- 
erland approximately 19% cents, let us say. But when you go to a bank 
and they tell you the franc is 5.40, you try to dope out how that 5.40 works, 
and after a little meditation you discover that a dollar is equal to 5.4 
francs. 

We are used to figuring, as we see it quoted in the New York Times, 
that a Dutch guilder is worth around 39 cents. It has been as low as 37 
cents, and even lower, but the Dutchman will tell you that the guilder is 
2.55. It is an awful problem, and as for Argentina, when you get there 
you cannot master it at all. Of that I will talk presently. 

Our first currency problems were in Brazil, and you will see in my exhi- 
bition case a varied assortment, chiefly Brazilian paper money, some of it 
rather handsome, some of it less so. I haven’t collected my specimens in 
mint condition; on the contrary, I have selected the worst specimens I 
could find, so you will see what they look like; but even the worst Brazilian 
specimens I have in the exhibit aren’t as bad as some you meet, because in 
Brazil they never withdraw any currency. I don’t think they ever clean it. 
I don’t think they ever redeem it. Some of it looks like wash rags. When 
we were down in Brazil the milreis, which is the standard currency, was 
worth about 12 cents. The par of it is about 33 cents, I think, so you can 
see how much it has fallen. Today it is down even a little further, to 10 
cents. 

When you see a milreis in paper it looks like $1000, because it has 1000 
on it, but it is only 12 cents, and the milreis itself is divided into 1000 reis; 
but the smallest currency I saw there is a 20-reis piece. What they do 
with it I don’t know. The lowest possible use I found for 100 reis was 
for a second-class street-car ride. They have the front car and a trailer. 
The front car fare is 200 reis, and the trailer is full of the population of 
different colors of varying shades of chocolate. 

It is a very confusing thing about Brazilian currency that you meet with 
some 200-reis pieces which are larger than the 400-reis pieces, and the 
silver looks very much like the nickel. The silver is 2 milreis, that is, 24 
cents, so you have to be very careful that you don’t spend silver when you 
think you are spending nickel. One criticism I have with that currency is 
that the value on the metallic coins is very hard to find. The commemo- 
rative issue of 1922, which you may remember, was largely current there, 
and it is very hard to find the denomination on it. If you will look at my 
exhibit you will find that criticism to be just. 

The variety of the design is possibly due to the fact that they originally 
used to buy their paper money from the American Bank Note Company, and 
then they turned out a great deal of it locally, not engraved. I think it is 
a different process. I think it was lithographed and somewhat on the style 
of the American Bank Note Company, with similar pictures, but not ex- 
actly the same. That paper money was turned out at the mint which I 
visited and of which I told you before. I found they had just issued some 
new currency, 1-milreis and 2-milreis pieces of different designs, which are 
shown in my case. 

I also found out one interesting fact about that commemorative issue of 
1922. They have an error, which I am also told was not absolutley acci- 
dental. Instead of spelling Brazil B-r-a-z-i-l, they have it spelled, B-b-a-s-i-l. 

When a man wants to be very rich in Brazil he has only to have 1000 mil- 
reis. That corresponds to about $110 and is called a conto, and if you 
have a conto in your pockets they will take their hats off to you. 

On account of the low value of the currency, living is rather cheap in 
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Brazil. We were frequently able to measure the value of the currency by 
indulging in one of my vices—-we went to gambling houses. The minimum 
value accepted in Brazil is a milreis, that is, 12 cents. In the next country 
we went to we had only a few hours to stay. That was Uruguay, the city 
of Montevideo; and as we got there very late at night and the boat was 
leaving early in the morning, the only place to go was the gambling house, 
and their standard of living is much higher. The standard of currency 
there is a peso, divided into 100 centavos, and that peso is real money. It 
felt good to get a good hard dollar after all the Brazilian substitutes for 
money that we had handled. The peso of Uruguay is almost par—I think 
it is only 2 or 3 per cent. below par. At any rate, it was very close to par, 
and the standard of gambling there is one peso, so one becomes much more 
conservative, and doesn’t bet quite so much or so recklessly. 

The next place we stopped was in Argentina—Buenos Aires—and they 
have a currency system that I-am still trying to fathom. They have a pecu- 
liar conversion system. There is a gold coin in Argentina which is sup- 
posed to correspond to $5, or a pound, somewhere near that, and you see 
it in the exchange windows, but you never get it. You never handle it. 
You see it lying there in stacks. It doesn’t seem to be rare, but you have 
to go to a special conversion institute of the Government, and the fixed 
ratio they have established is one peso gold is equal to 2.27 pesos M. N.— 
Monedo Nationale, or national money, paper money. The thing that fluc- 
tuates, of course, is the paper money, and to this day I haven’t found out 
what my foreign exchange broker meant when he gave me his quotation. 
But the long and short of it is that the paper peso is worth about 45 cents, 
but at the time we were there it was worth only 33 cents or 34 cents in 
United States money. 

The smallest bill is the 50-centavo bill, which is half a peso. One of the 
difficulties about the paper money there I found is that the sizes are very 
much alike. They are small bills, end it is very easy to get confused and 
hand out a 10-peso bill when you think you are handing out a 5-peso bill. 
So as a last resort I had to invest in a special pocketbook carrying three 
compartments. The handiest was the 1-peso compartment, then the 5-peso 
and then the 10-peso. Of course, there are higher denominations also, but 
we didn’t have many of those. 

The next country we touched was Portugal, and if you look at the money 
in the case outside you will find some very handsome bills. You will find 
some very handsome bills with the large denomination of 50 escudos. The 
escudo originally was something like a dollar or a 5-franc piece. Some of 
these pretentious bills even have the little word on them, ‘“‘ouro,’” meaning 
gold, or ‘‘prato,’’ meaning silver. There is no such thing as gold and silver 
back of them. The poor, sad escudo has fallen from its high estate to only 
3 cents. That is all it is worth today and all it was worth when we were 
there. I didn’t have very much time in Portugal, and the main thing I 
bought there was a luncheon. They gave me some change, and the change 
ran down to 5 centavos. I didn’t try to figure what the centavo was worth 
in our money when the entire escudo was 3 cents. I also noticed that with 
the first Portuguese money I got there were no escudos at all, but milreis, 
and I thought I was badly stuck, because I though I had gotten some cur- 
rency that was demonetized; but I afterward found out that escudo and 
milreis are used for the same object and are of the same value. 

The next country we touched was dear old England, with its more or 
less staple pound. Gold cannot be found in England at all, because a 
pound was at that time only about $4.34 and its par value was $4.87. The 
silver coinage was ample. The half-crown was a little bit confusing with 
the florin, because the florin is 2 shillings and a half-crown is 2% shillings, 
and they are very much the same size. There, also, you have to watch your 
step that you do not hand out half-a-crown when you want to hand out a 
florin. All currencies for many, many years back are still current in Lon- 
don—Queen Victoria Jubilee issue, King George, King Edward—you find 
them all, all in more or less worn condition. 

The paper money is the pound, the 10-shilling note, made by Waterlow 
& Sons, Ltd., and the time-honored 5-pound note of the Bank of England. 
But I was very much interested to hear that they also have Bank of Scot- 
land notes, which, unfortunately, I could not secure, and they also have 
Bank of Ireland notes. The Bank of Scotland notes and the Bank of Ire- 
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land notes do not pass as the equivalent of the Bank of England notes. 
There is a discount on them. The Bank of Scotland has a discount of about 
3 pence to the pound, and the Bank of Ireland a discount of about 1 penny 
on the pound. That is not a generally known fact. 

The next country was France, and everything there above the 2-franc 
piece is paper money. The franc, during our visit there, had been as low as 
almost 5 cents and as high as 5.60. There is no need to tell you much about 
the small change. They are of some composition metal, not precious metal, 
and you all probably have seen them. Two interesting items of French 
currency, however, I found in the occupied territory which I touched near 
Frankfort. That was rather an amusing experience. The railrodas in the 
occupied territory are run by the regie, the regie being composed of French, 
Belgian and British, the occupying powers, and the income, I think, goes 
toward the payment of the expenses of occupation. There is a short stretch 
of about one hour’s ride from Frankfort to Wiesbaden. Wiesbaden is 
French occupied territory and Frankfort is in Germany. I went to the 
German side and they said: ‘‘We can only give you a ticket to Hochst, and 
then you have to go to the regie window to buy the ticket to Wiesbaden.”’ 
So I did that. I went to the ctker window where there was a line of about 
25 people. I patiently waited for the 25 people to pass up to the window, 
and just as the twenty-fifth person ahead of me stood there I saw the lady 
was holding a piece of French paper money in her. hand, and I asked what 
the idea was. She said: “‘They don’t take German money here. You have 
to get French money.” So I had to go to an exchange window and come 
back. By that time there were 25 people ahead of me again and I had to 
march along in line, and just as I got to the window—the twenty-sixth 
man—down goes the window. The man had to take a 10-minute rest. 

But I was going to tell you about the exchange I got then. It was not 
French money, but paper money of the regie, a small bill or note for 1 
franc, only secured by the income from the railroads. And another piece 
of paper money I picked up at that same window was, I think, also a 1- 
france note of the Saare region, secured, I think, by the income from the 
Saare coal mines, both of them apparently being at a par with the regular 
French currency. 

The next country we visited was Switzerland, which hardly needs any 
comment, as the money is at par there, and there, again, I found the good 
old hard money in the shape of big 5-franc silver pieces that would wear 
a hole in your pocket, and you knew you had real money. The same thing 
applied to Holland, of which I would only like to mention, aS my exhibit 
shows, you readily find all the old currencies from William I down to Wil- 
liam II and all the ages of Queen Wilhelmina. 

In Italy there seemed to be a great shortage of change. The Italian lira 
has swung from 19 cents to a value of only 4% cents, but even a 5-lira 
piece constitutes a good-sized bill, and, consequently, the small change is 
very much worn. You will find money there in all kinds of dilapidated 
condition. The auxiliary coinage is of a very pretty design. JI am sure 
you have seen specimens of it illustrated in THE NUMISMATIST. 

The only other foreign currency I had experience with is the German 
currency, and any handling of German currency simply makes your head 
dizzy. As you can see by the money in the case, they only talk in milliards 
and billions. If you get money that has millions on it that is not worth 
anything. They have, fortunately, come back now to their new system of 
the rentenmark, and at present that seems to be as solid as the Rock of 
Gibraltar. There is practically no variation in the stability of the renten- 
mark, 4.20 rentenmark to the dollar; and when you try to cash a letter of 
credit they generally allow you only 4.14 or 4.15, because the bank wants 
to make a little on you, too, and the Government tax comes off, too, but 
the difficulty, as I say, is that a good deal of the old currency is still in use 
alongside the rentenmark, and they have arbitrarily or definitely fixed a 
ratio of exchange which makes 1 billion marks of the old equal to 1 renten- 
mark. Ten milliard is equal to a pfennig and a pfennig buys very little. 
They have come back to such a system of stability that they have silver 
currency again. They have a mark piece and a 3-mark piece, and in com- 

position metal they have a 50-pfennig and a 20, 10 and 5. 
The only other interesting German items that I came across were a cer- 
tain survival of some of the currency of the last days of the inflation period. 
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In Wurtemberg the state has guaranteed a gold mark. I got one note there 
for two gold mark, Wurtemberg being one of the constituent states of Ger- 
smany, and, above all things, in Bavaria during the last days of the infla- 
tion they resorted to the United States dollar. They actually had notes 
which I am showing out there in dollar valuation of a fixed ratio of 2 dol- 
lars, 1 dollar, half a dollar and a quarter dollar, the quarter being equal 
to 1 mark and 5 pfennig. This is the money of the Free State of Bavaria, 
and also of the state railroad in Bavaria, and has currency value until such 
time as it will be called in. 

This little talk isn’t exactly numismatic; it is, rather, political economics, 
I think, but I couldn’t help but observe these facts on the money of the 
countries. I hope it was interesting to you. 

When I got back to the. United States I was glad to handle dear old crisp 
United States money without any worry as to what I could buy with it and 
how much it was worth. I thank you.

Anyone, no matter who, 
Ought to think. 


“While I was in New Connecticut I laid out a town on the bank of Lake 
Erie, which was called by my name, and I believe the child is now born 
that may live to see that place as large as old Windham.” This statement 
was made by Gen. Moses Cleaveland in the summer of 1796. Since that 
time Cleveland has grown from a community of few families to a great city 
of about a million people. The position of Cleveland on Lake Erie brings 
it a very large lake commerce, which is greatly added to by its railroad 
connections. The abundance of trees gives it the name of ‘‘The Forest 
Citys: 

When thinking of Cuyahoga county, thoughts of great national characters 
closely associated with her past come flocking, and, as a great poet once 
had wont to express himself, ‘“‘reminds us.’’ With each succeeding year the 
haze of obscurity removes more and more from view the fast disappearing 
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landmarks of the past. Oblivion sprinkles her dust of forgetfulness on 

men and their deeds, effectually concealing them from the public eye and, 

because of the many living objects that claim attention, but few of the 

characters who have been removed from the busy world remain long in 

memory. At this time we shall make mention of only the following: 
James A. Garfeld and his intense towing-path experiences.

John Hay and his association and earlier law practice with Lincoln. 
Marcus A. Hanna and the cartoonist’s dollar marks. 
Tom L. Johnson and his novel three-cent street-car tickets.

And we would not have you forget the notorious Cassie Chadwick and 
her once wieldy pen and her promissory-note manipulations. 

There is no hobby so interesting, so educational, so financially profitable 
as the collecting of certain collectable items. It has been hinted that the 
collector keeps things of fancy for the same reason that a hold-up man 
holds up banks, or a pickpocket man picks pockets, or a base scoundrel 
decamps with his nearest neighbor’s wife—because it is his pleasure to do 
so. Collecting things that interest is a rest from the usual routine and is, 
in the piquant words of the similist, Nina Wilcox Putnam, ‘harmless like 
a rubber rabbit.”’ 

The habit of collecting items, numismatic or otherwise curious and 
fanciful, is found to be more cleanly than keeping pigs or watering ele- 
phants, more convenient than wintering in Hollywood or summering in 
Petoskey, more portable than sky-flying or wireless talking; hence it is 
eminently suited to the use of the average good fellow who usually knows 
little or nothing about it and perhaps ofttimes regards it with mistrust. 

Historiques and antiques of every description, coins, medals, old buttons, 
almanacs, tobacco pipes, sugar bowls, highboys, fans, first editions, spinning 
wheels, match boxes, match papers, old clocks, bookplates, color prints, 
snuff boxes, candlesticks, mirrors, paper weights, old firearms, door knock- 
ers, and numerous other whatnots smacking of bygone days, are how being 
treasured with pious reverence by some member of the family or by some 
family of the community.

The opportunities for picking up choice pieces of genuine antiquity are 
becoming more and more rare, hence the great and evidently irresistible 
temptation to defraud. Faking is widespread and remarkably successful. 
Some of the cleverest fakes are made from old oaken beams, but often the 
deception is quite complete to the uninitiated. The story is current among 
collectors and dealers of a woman who was brought before a judge across 
the big pond. Upon being asked her husband’s business, she replied: ‘‘He’s 
a worm-eater.’’ ‘‘A what?’ exclaimed the judge. ‘‘A worm-eater,” said 
she. ‘“‘He makes worm-holes in an antique furniture factory.” This inci- 


dent calls to mind a newspaper item of very recent date, which was headed, 
“Defective Lumber in Demand.’’

Oak lumber that was wormy was sent to an overseas firm by an American 
exporter. It could not be sold because of its many worm-holes and would 
have been a heavy loss to the exporter but for an antique furniture factory 
where grandfather’s clocks were being manufactured. To give their clocks 
the proper age marks they had been boring holes by hand. This work was 
eliminated by using lumber with holes ready made. The lumber was dis- 
posed of at a premium. It was. better fortune than a crooked exporter 
deserved. 

The amazing thing is that the coarsest and more barefaced and ignorant 
forgeries will seil. An interesting collection of counterfeits might be made 
by a collector of a detective turn of mind; and there is perhaps no better 
way of learning to know the real thing than by studying the shams. 

There are faddists who claim that one of the most interesting studies is 
the history of costume. The collector of buttons, for instance, has many 
points of interest connected with his hobby. The connoisseur knows that 
the buttons at the cuffs of coat sleeves are a relic of the days when gentle- 
men wore lovely, frilly cuffs of lace. When fighting, or when eating soup, 
these frills were apt to get in the way, and the buttons were used to loop 
them back out of the way. Sometimes the sleeve is seen decorated with a 
long row of buttons. This is because it was once fashionable to wear long, 
tight sleeves, and they had to be made to button so that my lady could get 
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them on. And so the enthusiast versed in buttonology and other costumery. 
might proceed indefinitely.

Done in a very happy vein of burlesque is the following passage from a 
section on ‘“‘Old Rugs, Old Iron, Old Brass, Old Glass,’ found in ‘“‘The Col- 
lector’s Whatnot,’’ a guide to antiqueing and a monument to the horsehair 
period: 

“The perfect glass of my dreams——for I admit I am always dreaming of 
ijt—the perfect glass of my dreams is a bit of plain glass, very simple. It 
may be either plain glass or moulded glass—I care not; and it may be 
browned in the making, or clear; I am indifferent about that. I do not 
even insist upon its antiquity, though the older it is the better, of course; 
but what I do value is the state of preservation in which I find ia Lae is 
to say, aS I have already pointed out, a specimen of glass, to be really worth 
while, should be precisely in the condition in which it left the retailer’s 
shelf to pass to the original purchaser’s possession, and above all, the 
original contents should be intact.’’ 

The old-fashioned almanac merits real attention. For use of the follow- 
ing citation we know not whom to credit. The author is very reminiscent 
and good on description. “The Old-Fashioned Almanac,’’ with apologies 
to an anonymous author for the blue pencil: 


O, the old family almanac hung by the shelf 
Where the big kitchen clock ticked the hours, 

Twas a whole reference library there in itself 
For it tested our researching powers. 

From the man with his innards exposed in the front 
To the ad for herb tea in the back, 
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‘Twas a peerless informant for those who are wont 
To hunt up all the knowledge they lack. 

Such a rare composition of all erudition, this old- 
Fashioned Hall’s almanac! 


So we ordered our lives by this old-fashioned boon, 
And we planted our crops by its signs; 

We were born and we died on the change of its moon, 
Learned our history by reading its lines. 

It informed us on moneys and collecting lore, 
Gave first aid in all illness; in fact 

No one book have I seen either since or before 
With so much information close packed. 

Like a fresh-water college, ’twas chock full of knowledge, 
This old-fashioned Hall’s almanac. 


We are informed that it is the fashion now in gay Paris to collect match 
boxes, some of which are by no means lacking in ‘diversity or originality. 
Some of them which come from Sweden reproduce the Paris, London and 
New York monuments, while a few appear with numismatiec and other 
catchy designs. Still others come from Canada and contain the practical 
warning not to throw away lighted matches, especially in the woods, which 
exhortation brings to mind ‘‘The Penalty of Carelessness.’’ Years ago, in a 
forest reservation in Oregon, this was written on-a shingle: 


He dropp’t a match when he lit his cigar, 
And it felloinsa, bunch {ol erass: 
And he went on to shoot his b’ar, 
In the distant mounting pass; 
And the wind it riz and the fire it spread, 
Till it went all over the patch, 
And the melted pants button they found was his, 
That feller-that dropp’t the match. 


Had the match remained silent in its box, had the torch been not applied, 
there is no question but that many a broken bank bill, many a stamp, many 
a whatnot, would be this day gracing some collector’s cabinet that other- 
wise has gone up in smoke. 

The collecting of match papers—the labels, usually pictorial and gaudy, 
that are pasted on the boxes in which matches are sold—for some years 
has been an Oriental fad. Some of the more important collections number 
match papers by the thousands. We are told that there is no land where 
collectors more abound than in Japan and that there is none where the 
collector is more tolerantly treated, while with us in America, outside of a 
few lines of generally recognized respectability, collecting is worse than an 
amiable weakness; the collector is queer at least and meets little sympathy; 
if overenthusiastic, he is mad. 

Many there are who fancy fans—fans with a history, fans old and fans 
modern, fans with numismatic flirtations, fans pictorial and gaudy, fans of 
every design and creation. Anything in anyway connected with fans charms 
the real fan collector. Fan items, such as pictures, books, advertisements, 
descriptions, and anything whatsoever related to fans, are usually hunted 
down by the fan enthusiast. And thus we are reminded of that little poem 
—‘‘Painted on a Fan,’’ which was published in Lippincott’s some years ago: 


Dear little lady, dressed in colors bright; 
Always pleasant, always smiling, such a -happy sight! 
Funny little lady, painted on a fan, 
Little, twisted, bowing lady of Japan! 

* * oo * * 
Wouldn’t.an inviting cup of amber, steaming tea 
Bring you tripping here to sup a little while with me? 
Tranquil, queer, illusive little lady of Japan, 
How I wish that you were not just painted on a fan! 


With some hesitancy we approach the next thought—a perhaps some- 
what delicate subject. It is relative to the superlative, so weighty and so 
mighty, but too frequently and too eminently used, that we would call at- 
tention. Have you ever gone shopping when the shopkeeper was found to 
be out of the very article for which you inquired, but had something better 
in stock or, anyway, tried to substitute something just as good? 

The manufacturer of a certain advertised brand of small fine linens makes 
use in his advertisement of the catch-phrase: ‘‘You can teach a parrot to 
say ‘Just as good,’ but he won’t know what he is talking about.’ Likewise 
declaring that a coin or a broken bank bill or a whatnot is ‘‘extremely 
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rare,” ‘‘the finest specimen in existence,”’ the ‘‘most’” this and the ‘MOST 
that, does not make it so. We rise in defence of the elative. It has been 
much abused, particularly in deceiving and deluding the incautious and 
the unguarded collector. 

It is quite true that some things in all lines of collecting endeavor are 
rare and some are more so than others. But it is so easy to become care- 
less with the superlative and we have in the past observed cases of this 
seeming indifference. We have been appraised of specimens being cata- 
logued as ‘‘d— rare’’ and ‘‘d— good for the piece.’’ In such instances we 
should think that the degree of rarity and condition this represents would 
depend largely on the reader’s mental wordbook. 

Recently an Ohio collector called attention to the following ‘‘for sale”’ 
notice set in bold black type then appearing in a certain coin price-list, 
pamphletic in form: 

“Bank of Ohio River $20 Bill. Dated 1838. Red and black. A rare 
bill. Price $2.00 each.”

We have a number of these Ohio River notes, always more or less sus- 
picious looking in their general make-up and appearance, which we would 
pe more than pleased to part with at this large figure. Why this -bill; 
broken bank, if such it be, should be so treated as to rarity is a Chinese 
puzzle to the numismatic informed. 

A deseription of the so-called female-riding-a-deer, will-pay-the-bearer 
note appears in a certain items-for-sale catalogue under the caption of Con- 
federate Currency, as follows: 

Mly 25, 1861. . $20. Female on deer, very rare. Good $25.00; fine 


$30.00.” 


“Confederate” female-on-deer note. 


Again we are puzzled to know why this particular bill should be classed 
or rated as being very rare. We recall only recently of having quite a lot 
of the several varieties of this fraudulent note, so suspicioned, in our pos- 
session for examination. We ‘have in our cabinet twelve of these much- 
talked-about ‘‘dear’’ deer notes, mostly varieties, all practically new. In- 
stead of going it singly, are we bid $30.00 for the entire lot? 
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We have known parties so bold that they have on certain occasions sug- 
gested to a customer or customers that when a collector wants an item very 
badly he will pay a high price for it. Of course, the owner has the legiti- 
mate right to price his ware at what he may so please, but such unguarded 
action is often the direct cause that deadens the first impulse, fire and zeal 
of him who is young in the collecting game and thus the fraternity quite 
frequently scores loss. Such and similar arguments, for the good of the 
order, should be left unsaid. 

We have in the past noticed numismatic wares put forth with the warn- 
ing that the ‘‘opportunity to acquire occurs but once in a lifetime.” ‘‘Not 
bringing half what they are worth’”’ has become more or less a by-expres- 
sion. Over-cataloguing, too frequent averments of rarity and excellence, 
often defeat its own purpose. 

Well do we recall back in the eighteen-nineties that six street-car tickets 
for a quarter, twenty-five for a dollar, was the general practice. Well, 
there was a preacher in town who used to buy a dollar’s worth of tickets 
at a time. Then he would take a seat right up in front next the fare box 
and when someone passed up a nickel he would put the nickel in his pocket 
and drop a ticket in the fare box. He was riding free and making a little 
money on the side until the car company pointed out the error of his ways 
—told him he could never expect to get to heaven on their line if he kept up 
sucha practice. We do not want to be too severe in judging, but we fear 
that the same logic could be and might be easily applied to those who are 
guilty of such adjectival negligence, so to speak. 

Not long since, while scanning the pages of a collector’s journal, atten- 
tion was arrested by a line which read: ‘‘Man is the only animal that can 
be skinned more than once.’’ And because of the past experiences of man 
it is no excuse, when dealing or otherwise, that the uninformed should be 
taken unkind advantage of should the opportunity ever present itself. Such 
harsh treatment destroys the bird that lays the golden egg. 

And now just a little more otherwise and we will have done. Do you 
remember when broken bank bills could be had almost for the asking, any- 
where from one cent to, say, seven cents? Do you remember when a shave 
cost ten cents and a haircut fifteen cents at most? Do you remember when 
we had five-cent movies, five-cent ice-cream sodas, and three-cent restau- 
rants? Do you remember when your mother sent you to the grocery store 
to buy twenty-one pounds of sugar for one dollar? Do you remember when 
you could get a square meal for twenty or twenty-five cents, and could get 
board and room for three or three-fifty a week, and do you remember when 
hotels charged two-fifty a day, American plan? Well those days are history. 

Speaking of hotels, we are reminded of a certain Lake City souvenir way, 
a practice often followed, no doubt, by the transient public at the great 
expense of the hostelries of other cities as well. We must all agree that 
emotion is a strong stimulus to poetry. It has caused the president of one 
of the many hotels of this certain Lake City to burst into a song entitled: 
“It’s Just a Souvenir.” An apology is here offered that it may not be great 
poetry, but it’s painfully true. The song has a very Wordsworthian ex- 
planatory note at its head: 

‘(Written after losing, among other things, 25 per cent. of our therman 
bottles one year after they were installed into service.)”’ 


The boniface is quite the biggest sucker that I know. 

He Keeps his stock of “upkeep” up, it’s always thus and so. 
But when he finds his stocks run down to zero very near, 
He sighs and sighs and then he cries, “It’s just a souvenir.” 


The bride who enters a hotel has long made up her mind 
There’s nothing half so funny ag to swipe ‘three of a kind.” 
So when she’s ready to depart, it seems to her quite clear 
That all the junk that’s in her trunk “Is just a souvenir.” 
* * * * * * 
And so it goes, God only knows where all our stuff has gone, 
But rest assured we’ll be abjured; the sun has never shone 
Upon a pack of crooks like us, whose end they hope is near, 
So help yourself to all our pelf, “It’s just a souvenir.” 


In conclusion, we wish to state that a sense of humor is a help and a 
blessing through life; but even a sense of humor may exist in excess. We 
have in mind the case of a certain Lake City fellow-collector who, having 
built a new house, was moving from one street to another. Observing with 
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dismay the care-free way in which the moving crew yanked his cherished 
antiques about, he was filled with a desire to save from possible damage 
a tall grandfather’s clock which he prized highly. Taking the clock up in 
his arms he started for the new house. But the clock was as tall as its 
owner, and heavy besides, and he had to put it down every few feet and 
rest his arms and mop his streaming brow. Then he would clutch his 
burden to his heaving bosom and stagger on again. After half an hour of 
these strenuuos exertions he was nearing his destination when an intoxi- 
eated person, who had been watching his labors from the opposite side of 
the road, took advantage of a halt to hail him. 

“Mister,” he said thickly, ‘“‘could I ash you a quest’n?”’ 

‘What is it?’’ demanded the pestered fellow-collector. 

“Why in thunder don’t you carry a watch?’’ 


Numismatics and History. 
By GEORGE A. PIPES, Portland, Ore. 


(A paper read before the Annual Convention of the American Numismatic 
Association, Cleveland, Ohio, August 93° +o 28, 1924.) 


We scan the pages of history and find a world peopled with dim shadows. 
The imagination, unaided, is unable to bridge the gulf of time and call 
forth in definite outline the great personages who fill the annals of the past. 
But when we turn to numismatics and hold in our hands the relics of by- 
gone ages, as if by magic the great ones of the past, whose images have 
been preserved to us in bronze and silver and gold, cast off their shrouds 
and take on the garments of living persons. 

Let us glance at random ata cabinet of coins. A great procession seems 
to pass before us. Here is Julius Caesar, and we feel the majestic presence 
of the man who came and saw and conquered. Near at hand should be his 
loyal friend and champion, Mark Antony. And here he is with his massive 
face and Hyperion curls. On the reverse of the coin of Antony is the re- 
nowned Cleopatra. These two while living could not endure life apart; and 
this little relic they have left—-a monument to their great love—shows 
them still inseparable. 

Our eye, by chance, falls upon a denarius of Tiberius. This does not 
call up a vision of the pomp and splendor of a royal court, but rather a 
certain Carpenter of Nazareth. He is surrounded by false friends, who 
are trying to entrap him into a treasonable utterance against Rome. They 
ask him, ‘“‘Is it lawful for us to give tribute unto Caesar or not?” Bul) he 
perceived their eraftiness and said unto them: ‘Why tempt ye me? Show 
me a penny. Whose image and superscription hath it?’’ They answered 
and said, ‘“‘Caesar’s.”” And he said unto them, ‘‘Render therefore unto 
Caesar the things which are Caesar’s, and unto God the things which be 
God’s.’”? And there was announced for the first time a great principle of 
liberty, the separation between church and state. It is an awe-inspiring 
thought to contemplate that Jesus scrutinized the features of Tiberius on 
the coin as we can do now. 

In this procession we can see all manner of men—the monster of iniquity, 
Caligula, and by his side the benign countenance of Marcus Aurelius, whose 
gentle face portrays the tranquil mind of the philosopher. Here is a Papal 
crown, and next to it, a crown of Eisleben. Martin Luther is in the pres- 
ence of the Pope, but now is silent! Here is the grim-visaged Cromwell, 
and by his side the debonair Charles Stuart, who shows no fear that his 
high lace ruff will be stained with blood. 

We see a crown of Charles II. A noble brow, laurel-wreathed like some 
hero of antiquity, gives promise of a king: But, alas, it is not so. He is 
only a merry fellow, decked in the insignia of royalty, surrounded by a 
court of merry lords and ladies, where the wine flows freely, and My Lady 
Castlemaine is not always quite discreet. 

A monument of vain ambition is a half groat of Henry VIII, bearing the 
initials of Cardinal Woolsey and a cardinal’s hat for a symbol. This too- 
earthly priest tried to outshine royalty itself, and fell ‘like Lucifer, never 
to rise again.’”’ One of the counts in the indcitment against him was his 
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authorization of this coin. Shakespeare refers to the incident in this pass- 
age: ‘“‘That out of mere ambition you have caused your holy hat to be stamp- 
ed on the King’s coin.’’ 

A boyish figure in armor astride a horse catches our attention. He looks 
as if he might be playing soldier. This is the son of Henry VIII, the boy 
king, Edward VI, who died at the age of 16. He was so gentle and humane, 
and so different from his environment, Mark Twain conceived a possible 
explanation in the supposition that he must have become intimately ac- 
quainted with the life of the poor; and this idea was developed in the 
classic ‘‘The Prince and the Pauper.’’ Edward was the Prince. 

A coin of more ancient make we notice, and with difficulty decipher from 
an unfamiliar alphabet the letters P A X. Surely, this should be the mint- 
age of some peaceful, saintly king—-some Edward the Confessor. But what 
a device for William the Conqueror! Did this fierce warrior also have his 
dreams and his ideals? Did he, too, hope by making war to end war? 

We notice a coin with strange marks like nothing in the heavens nor on 
the earth below. This is a dirhem of Haroun al Raschid. At the mention 
of that name we are cast upon a magic carpet and are transported to Bag- 
dad, the City of Romance, and as in imagination we traverse its narrow, 
winding streets in search of adventure we are thrilled anew as when first 
in childhood we listened to the Thousand and One Tales. 

And thus, by numismatics and history, we are brought to the land of 
enchantment, where the wise will be content to remain, nor be too prompt 
to emerge from such dreams to the harsh realities of a weary worid. 


A Real Numismatic “Spree.”

(An address delivered before the Annual Convention of the esr! Numismatic 
Association, Cleveland, Ohio, August 23 to 28, 1924.) 


About the time of the Milier sale Mr. Gillette and I were walking down 
Broadway in New York and we heard somebody hail us: “Hello, fellows, 
where are you going? I guess you are on a numismatic spree.’’ We looked 
around, and it was our President Wormser. He had coined a new phrase, 
‘“numismatic spree,’’ so that later on became my slogan—to go on a regular 
numismatic spree. 

When Mr. Gillette returned from his trip around the world and he only 
had about a bushel of coins, we Rochester collectors were very much disap- 
pointed, because we figured on not less than a carload. I kidded him along 
about it and finally induced him to take the Mediterranean trip around the 
old stamping ground of the ancients. We went to New York, and several 
of the New York boys gave us a little farewell luncheon, and before we got 
on the boat we couldn’t help but fall into the net and look over a dealer’s 
stock, to get a good start. We bought a few, and before we left this dealer 
we had a phone message from our President asking if we were still there. 
He was sending over the Assistant American Consul at Tangier, who had 
some coins he had just brought over, and among them were a few ancients. 
I annexed the little collection he had and took it along on the trip as bait. 

After a very stormy voyage, which wouldn’t interest you, but did me, we 
fell in with Mr. Miller, of Erie, Pa., another collector on the boat, and then | 
we met a collector from Texas, whose hobby was collecting only coins of 
Constantine. 

Our first stop was at Madeira. As I walked up the dock I was met by 
several coin collectors. This may surprise you. They dive into the ocean 
as the passengers toss quarters off the boat, and I assure you they are con- 
noisseurs,’ because they won’t go after a nickel. They offered to exchange 
with me four good quarters for an American dollar bill. I fell for the 
game and found out later that American silver wasn’t as good as the dollar 
bill. In other words, they were getting the benefit of the gold value for 
their silver when I exchanged with them. 

We attempted to land in Spain, but could not on account of more bad 
weather. We finally made Gibraltar. We didn’t succeed in getting any- 
thing worth while in Gibraltar, although we saw a sign which read, ‘“An- 
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tiques—Eggs.” If some small boy would reverse that, it would read all 
right. After that we went over to Algiers and delved around among a lot 
of junk in antique shops, and our guide finally took us toa jewelry store, 
where we fortunately got a gold stater of Alexander and six or eight denarii 
of Juba II in very nice condition. 

From Algiers we went to Athens. Of course, we thought we would get 
some fine things in Athens, but after rummaging around in the bazaars 
we didn’t uncover anything except a few poor Roman denarii and other 
poor coins that didn’t amount to anything. We got one Crusader coin, 
however. Mr. Noe, of the American Numismatic Society, kindly furnished 
us a list of dealers in the principal cities we were to visit. We called on 
a Greek dealer, with very good results, securing about 50 Greek coins from 
him, but at prices that didn’t give us any real bargains, for this reason: 
No matter where you go, they are all fortified with the catalogs of the 
European sales, and if they don’t know, they will tell you to come around 
the next day and they will tell you how much it is. Safety first! 

Of course, we got our thrill, like everybody does, on top of the Acropolis, 
and visited the ruins of old Greek civilization from which our fine Greek 
coins came, and then we ieft for Constantinople. Unfortunately, we arrived 
in Constantinople on Friday. Everything is closed there on Friday. You 
can’t get anything except in the restaurants, and then you can’t get any- 
thing to drink. After our disappointment in Constantinople we went to 
Damascus, up through Syria. We traveled on a railroad that runs a train 
every other day; no evidences, whatever, of any European civilization; 
every village the same as it was 3000 years ago. By village I mean a con- 
glomeration of stones, no windows in the houses, like holes in the walls, 
you might say. These villages are as they were 3000 years ago and protect 
the inhabitants from roving bands of Bedouins, who still roam around 
there. We saw many of them, armed and dangerous looking. 

Arriving at Damascus, we thought, ‘“Now we will get a lot of fine coins 
for a song.’’ Being the oldest city in the world, we thought we would find 
the oldest coins in the world. After rummaging amongst the bazaars we 
went through the goldbeaters’ shops—the jewelers—about 50 or 60 of 
them, like a large market place, everything in disorder, boxes, chairs, show- 
cases, and we didn’t uncover much, only a few coins. One gold aureus of 
Constantine was the only coin we secured worth while. They were selling 
intaglios and engraved gems, and one of them was trying to interest Mr. 
Gillette. He had his little box out, and I looked over his shoulder and saw, 
“Made in Switzerland.’’ In the oldest city in the world, that is what you 
get. To the uninitiated it is bad policy to buy anything in the Orient if 
you don’t know whether it is genuine or not. More often it is not. 

We left Damascus to go to Jerusalem, and we had a little better luck in 
Jerusalem. At least, Mr. Gillette did. I took a severe cold, and he gave 
me some pills and put me to bed, and while I was in the land of slumber 
he went out and annexed two nice shekels, the very thing I had thought 
of doing when he wasn’t looking. 

There are a few dealers in antiquities who handle coins and know some- 
thing about them in Jerusalem. One is right outside of the Jaffa Gate. 
From Jerusalem we went to the land of King Tut and up the Nile, and 
from the Arabs there we recovered a few third bronze Roman coins of the 
Constantine period. 

Coming back to Cairo, we met a friend of Mr. Gillette’s, an Arab, who 
has a shop, and whom Mr. Newell knows very well, also, who kindly took 
us and directed us around to the various dealers. Cairo contains an enor- 
mous lot of coins, not all good coins, but an enormous lot—more than any 
city we visited, and it is very good evidence that if Mr. Newell could stay 
two months looking for them there must be a lot. 

At Memphis we spoke to the Arabs by pantomine and, through the guide, 
showed them some coins, and while they were not showing any coins, im- 
mediately they all dug down and hauled some out. I think we got eight 
or ten large Ptolemaic coins, one or two rare ones. It just shows there is 
any amount of material there if you can uncover hes 

One place to which they took us the fellow brought out a ball like a 
wasp’s nest. There must have been 2000 coins, all corroded together, in 
one lot. At another place we bought 200 large bronze Roman and Egyptian 
coins, which we used as ballast, and I want to say that we had quite a load 
to carry. At Mr. Nachman’s place we had the good fortune to meet Mr. 
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Howard Carter. He told us a lot of good things about Egypt, but knew 
nothing about numismatics, because King Tut didn’t have anything like a 
coin. 

We then went to Naples and met our old scholar there, Mr. Seltman, a 
collector of 40 years’ standing, and we secured a few nice pieces from him. 

Then we went to Rome. Rome, again, like Cairo, contains a lot of 
numismatic treasures, mostly Roman. I[ want to say here that we uncovered 
very few Greek coins—mostly Roman—on our trip. After visiting the 
largest dealers in Rome we obtained some very nice bronzes, and also some 
very nice crowns from Sweden. You wouldn’t expect to find these in Rome. 
However, the Bolsheviks had confiscated a collection in Russia and under- 
ground it found its way into Rome, and we had the good fortune to get 
some very nice pieces out of it. Traveling around among the antique deal- 
ers who display coins in their windows we had quite a spree. That con- 
tinued about a week. At the Forum we found a dealer who was not so well 
posted—didn’t have so many catalogs—and we got some very nice coins 
from him. 

Mr. Gillette took especial delight in standing at the place where Caesar 
fell, and also getting on the heights and overlooking the Appian Way, where 
the Caesars came jin triumph with their loot. He said, ‘‘Now we are coming 
back in triumph with our loot.’’ 

From Rome we went to Florence and saw the very fine collection of 
Roman Republic large bronzes (aes and earliest barter money) in the 
museum, and made a trip to the little village of Fiesole. There is, I be- 
lieve, the place where the Catalinian Conspiracy started. There is an am- 
phitheatre, and they have a collection of coins which was found in and 
around the town. It was very interesting. 

We then went to Venice, where there was nothing but water, and from 
there to Milan, where there was nothing of numismatic interest, at least 
we did not find any coins. Then we went up to Lugano, and there we 
found Mr. Ratto, a dealer, who carries a large stock, and we spent a full 
day with him. He has an office building. It is only one story high, but it 
is very fine, set in his garden, with his villa, and after that we went over to 
Geneva, met Dr. Hirsh and saw the Bement collection, which he was pre- 
paring for auction sale. From there we went to Strassburg, and from 
Strassburg into Germany and to Munich. We were in Munich the day 
bock beer came out, and I want to tell you that it came near being an 
Highteenth Amendment spree. At Munich we visited the principal dealers, 
who were hard hit by the war and apologized for the small stock of coins 
they showed us. It was really sad to see them put out a tray of coins with 
only a few of any great value in the tray—dealers who had carried immense 
stocks before the war. We secured a few pieces, not very many, and then 
we went to Nuremberg, Wurtzburg, Rotenberg, Stutgart and some more: 
places, but we didn’t get anything. 

Finally, we went back to Paris. In Paris we figured we were going to 
give Mr. Boyer a surprise. However, my son had written me a letter in 
his care: It seems when he got that letter he knew we were coming and 
immediately packed up his coins and beat it to the country. Nothing like 
getting anything away from Boyer. However, he said in his note which he 
left for us, ‘‘You can have the office, stenographer and all,’’ so we had no 
kick coming. 

I must speak of one dealer in Paris. Mr. Gillette was much interested in 
some Roman bronze coins that had interesting reverses. Every time he 
would pick one up, the price of which was perhaps 15 to 20 francs, about 
75 cents in our money, the dealer would take it and go into another room 
and consult someone else, and then they would consult another man, and 
finally he would come in and announce the price of the coin. In other 
words, a 50-cent transaction had to go through three hands before he would 
take a chance of selling it to you. We saw several other dealers in Paris 
and spent a few francs. 

From Paris we went to Brusseis. Mr. Gillette had decided that we were 
wasting too much time on coins, but we had to hunt up a small and par- 
ticular dealer whom he had seen before on his trip around the world, and I 
went with him to the place and waited a while. Finally he said to me, 
“You had better go on sightseeing,’ and about 6 o’clock he came to the 
hotel and he had a cigar box full of coins! More ballast for the Majestic. 
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We went over -to Amsterdam, and the dealer there, Mr. Schulman, showed 
us some very nice things, and finally we went to London, called on Spink 
& Son’s, and Mr. Gillette went to see Mr. Baldwin, while I took a trip to 
Cambridge and had a delightful time with Mr. C. J. Seltman in this old 
university town. By that time we were pretty well tired out, both physi- 
cally and financially, so we left for home. I thank you. 


THE PENNIES OF QUEEN VICTORIA’S REIGN. 


Banks, post offices, transport companies and others have been asked by 
the British Mint to cooperate in accelerating the withdrawal of worn bronze 
coins. The notice concerns chiefiy the pennies issued between 1860 and 
1894—those stamped with the uncrowned head of Queen Victoria. The 
process of withdrawing these worn coins has been going on gradually for 
some time past. There are still great numbers in circulation, and as there 
is a surplus of bronze coins it is thought advisable to speed up the process. 
There is no calling in of the coins in the sense that they are of no value, 
and it will certainly be some few years before they pass out of general 
circulation. 

The pennies issued during the long reign of Queen Victoria amounted in 
total value to £2,184,706. It might be thought that it would have consti- 
tuted a record, but since the death of Queen Victoria until the present 
year the value issued has been more than doubled, actually £4,844,536. 

The first pennies of the reign were made of copper and were larger than 
those of later years, measuring 34 mMm., compared with the present Mh nae gee, 
They had the bare head, by William Wyon, and underneath it the date. 
On the reverse was the seated ‘figure of Britannia, with the rose, shamrock, 
and thistle below. In 1860 came the first change of importance. The metal 
was altered to bronze, and the weight of the coin was at the same time 
halved. On the head, engraved by Leonard Charles Wyon, was placed a 
wreath of laurel. The rose, shamrock, and thistle were removed from the 
reverse, making room there for the date, while on one side of the figure of 
Britannia appeared the lighthouse, and on the other side the ship. 

In all essentials this design lasted until 1896, when Sir Thomas Brock 
modeled the design for the head, with crown and veil. The lighthouse and 
the ship now disappeared, and the figure of Britannia and the lettering were 
increased in size. This design remained until the end of the reign. Through- 
out the reign whenever there were new dies or punches, there were usually 
some minute alterations, but these variations, though plasing to collectors, 
have no special importance.—Newspaper Clipping. 


PLAQUE FOR THE COLLECTORS’ CLUB. 


A novel design for a plaque has recently been completed by J. M. Swan- 
son, sculptor, New York city, for the Collectors’ Club, also of New York. 
The plaque is about 2x3 inches, and is described as follows: 

“The six figures on the obverse of the. medal forming a united group 
represent the Continents and Australia. The palm of high award ready to 
be conferred is in the hand of idealized North America. The others, each 
expecting to be honored also, are joined in approval; Africa to the extreme 
left with Egyptian headdress and ornamentation to express her character; 
next Europe bearing the crown of builded cities and the heraldic devices of 
State, Church and Nobility; South America just to the right of the middle 
is principally Spanish in character with fringed shawl and wide brimmed 
hat; Australia in the foreground, young, undeveloped and clothed only in a 
sheepskin. At the extreme right Asia depicted with the charm and mystery 
of the age-old Far East. Below, the lettering identifies the medal as that 
of the Collectors’ Club. The hemispheres are indicative of the world-wide 
appeal of philately. The plain field of the reverse permits the engraving 
of the name of the recipient and some statement relative to the occasion of 
the award. At the top on a panel of laurel leaves are shields bearing re- 
specively the windmill device, a part of the Seal of New York City, the 
home of the Collectors’ Club, and the eagle representing the United States. 
of America.”’ 
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Brazilian Gold Bars and Certificates. 
By MORITZ WORMEER. 


Among the rarest items of South American, and more especially Bra- 
zilian numismatics, in which American collectors seem to find more and 
more interest, are the gold bars which circulated in Brazil as money during 
the latter part of the eighteenth and the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
turies, and which always are found counterstamped with, to the American 
collector, more or less mysterious counterstamps and inscriptions, very 
much corresponding to our own F. D. Kohler and Moffatt & Co. pioneer 
gold bars. 

These Brazilian gold bars have always commanded a very high price 
and are very much sought after, but there is one fact in connection with 
them which we believe is not generally known among the collectors in this 
country and which we believe will be of interest to them. These bars did 
not circulate by themselves, but were always accompanied by an official 
weigher’s or assayer’s certificate, and the few specimens that have come on 
the market in the United States within our recollection and knowledge 
have never been accompanied by their certificates. Of course, it stands to 
reason that as these certificates are of paper, they are easily destroyed or 
lost, and this would readily account for their gradual disappearance and 
rarity. 

We are indebted to our member, Mr. Chas. A. Baumann, of Rio de 
Janeiro, for some detailed information on the subject of these certificates. 


GOLD BAR OF BRAZIL, 


Description:—Don John, Prince Regent, 1799-1817. Barrinhas de ouro, or “Bar 
of Gold.” At the left, punch mark, arms of Portugal, a shield crowned, next in 
upper row the number N 2001, date 1802 in cartouche and at end punch mark 
monogram, V C R; lower row TOQUE, the fineness 23, two ornaments, —3—2-66, 
the weight in Troy, 3 oz.

We are illustrating herewith one of these bars which came on the American 
market some years ago, and a second illustration shows a blank certificate 
on which the blank spaces are filled in in ink with the respective data to 
accompany a gold bar. The specimen of a bar owned by Mr. Baumann 
- shows on the obverse the arms of Brazil with the letters V (not visible) R 
which stands for Villa Rica (today Ouro Preto, in the State of Minas 
Geraes), one of the smelting houses which in the eighteenth and the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth centuries existed in the Province of Minas Geraes. 
Accompanied by such an Official certificate, the gold bars, weighing less 
than one marc, circulated as money. The weight of Mr. Baumann’s bar Is 
26% grammes and the certificate accompanying it reads as follows:

It is particularly interesting to note that when this gold was brought 
into the Assay Office the Government retained one fifth of the amount 
brought.in or 20% as a tax or fee. The values or weights referred to in 
the above certificates, translated into modern weights, are as follows:

Ounce—8 eighths—-576 grains. 
Highth—-72 grains.

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THE RENTENMARK AND ITS SPONSOR. 


A year ago the downward rush of the German paper mark was at its lowest 
point. Four million million of them were worth a dollar. Two events oc- 
curred then, with little relation to each other at the time but with the com- 
bined result of checking the nation’s financial collapse and restoring sanity. 
One was the creation of the rentenmark, the other was the appointment of 
Dr. Hjalmar Schacht as Currency Commissioner. Both topics are discussed 
informingly by Mr. Isaac F. Marcosson in a recent issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post. The author had been in Germany in 1923 and again last 
summer, and knows whereof he speaks. 

The rentenmark, Mr. Marcosson reminds us, was invented by the German 
Government in October, 1923. The word rente means “income’’ or ‘reve- 
nue.’ Along with the new currency came a new bank, the Rentenbank, 
with a capital of 3,200,000,000 rentenmarks covered by a mortgage up to 
4 per cent. on all landed and industrial property. In exchange for the 
mortgage, property owners were to receive evidence of indebtedness called 
a Rentenbriefe, purchasable with marks and bearing interest at 5 per cent. 

So much for the scheme itself. Mr. Marcosson tells us that for weeks it 
continued to be merely a scheme, and that the printing presses kept on 
grinding out paper marks. 

Then occurred the second feature in Germany’s financial regeneration. 
On November 13 Dr. Schacht, a more or less obscure banker, was appointed 
Currency Commissioner. Two days later the printing presses were stopped 
and the new rentenmark was put in circulation. ‘Despite all the high- 
sounding talk of security of a mortgage on all German property,” our 
American investigator declares, “there was really nothing behind the rent- 
enmark except the iron determination of the Currency Commissioner to 
make it a stable medium of exchange.’’ There began a curious conflict be- 
tween Currency Commissioner and speculators, but in five days the strategy 
of Dr. Schacht was such that one rentenmark was accepted for 1,000,000,- 
000.000 paper marks! Once more things began to be priced at 1, 2, 5 or 10 
marks, instead of thousands of millions. Sanity was restored, deflation 
started, and Germany was placed in a position where a Dawes plan could 
be offered and accepted. 

Schacht, the man responsible for all this, is characterized .by Mr. Mar- 
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cosson as alert, dynamic, and possessed of more ‘‘pep”’ than any of his 
financial contemporaries. ‘‘His conversation, like his personality, is aggres- 
sive. He holds rank, tradition, and precedent in contempt.’’ He is known 
as Hjalmar Schacht, but his father named him Horace Greeley Hjalmar 
Schacht. The father was a Dane who had left Schleswig-Holstein after 
Germany’s annexation and had emigrated to America, iyi. 5 0 aoetLe. te 
mained here only six years, when he accepted an opportunity to represent 
one of our life-insurance companies in Germany. But the elder Schacht 
was an American long enough to name his son, born in 1877, for the famous 
editor and political crusader. 

Mr. Marcosson interviewed Dr. Schacht, in the office of the Reichsbank— 
to the presidency of which the successful Currency Commissioner was ap- 
pointed upon the death of Havenstein. ‘‘What I have tried to do,” the 
German financial wizard said, ‘‘has been to make German money scarce 
and valuable.” He admitted that he was author of a credit famine and a 
cash scarcity. But through temporary hardship deflation was secured and 
the decks were cleared for a permanent and constructive future, while the 
policy of credit restriction has brought out hidden reserves of capital that 
are now doing their proper work for their country. 

The rentenmark is characterized by Dr. Schacht as merely a bridge be- 
tween chaos and ‘‘the new ideal which will come to Germany through the 
international loan which the Dawes plan provides.’’ Once in operation, he 
adds, the Dawes plan means that Germany will resume her old place as a 
constructive force in the economic affairs of the world.—The American Re- 
view of Reviews. 


MINISTER FINDS TREASURE CAVE IN ENGLAND. 


Treasure trove recently found in a cave at Beeston Tor by a Manchester 
Methodist minister has been made the subject of an inquest held at Leek, 
says the Manchester Daily Express. 

The discoveries included Saxon coins .covering a complete century of 
Wessex kings, and gold and silver jewelry and ornaments which have prob- 
ably lain undisturbed for 1,000 years. 

Beeston Tor is in the Derbyshire Peakland, and the caves in the neigh- 
borhood have been explored by the minister, the Rev. G. H. Wilson, for 14 
years past. His earlier discoveries included human and animal remains. 

The latest finds, however, are of far greater importance, and were made 
in what is believed to have been the sleeping chamber of a Mercian ruler 
of 10 centuries ago. The coins date from Cenwulf, King of Mercia, about 
the year 800, and include specimens of Ethelwulf, Ethelbert, Ethelred, 
Alfred, and Athelstan. There are nearly 50 of them, and all are of silver 
and the size of a sixpence. 

The jewelry includes a ring of pure gold, in rectangular form, weighing 
half an ounce, and a medallion of silver embossed and engraved in clear 
geometrical design, which was probably a buckle worn by some ruler. 

Mr. Wilson has also extracted from the cave bags of soil which have yet 
to be searched for treasure. His theory is that the Saxons of Eastern and 
Midland England, repulsed by the Northumbrians, took refuge in the Peak- 
land. Some of the caves explored by Mr. Wilson were as spacious as church- 
es. The treasure chamber had an entrance almost silted up, and he had to 
crawl into it through a 20-foot passage nearly choked with fallen earth. 
Mr. Wilson worked chiefly by the light of an acetylene cycle lamp.

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Change in Our Advertising Rates 


The attention of advertisers in THE NUMISMATIST is called to a change in

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OLD COIN WEEK SHOULD BE MADE TO PRODUCE RESULTS. 


The announcement that the A. N. A. will again undertake the observance 
of Old Coin Week from February 15 to 21, 1925, is an indication that the 
members feel that the efforts spent on last year’s observance were not in 
vain. 

While the sentiment at the Cleveland convention of the A. N. A. was 
clearly in favor of a second observance, statements have come from other 
sources that the results last year did not warrant a repetition of such a 
week in 1925. Since last year’s observance was the initial one, the novelty 
of it may have caused many to overlook its real object, which was of course, 
to give the pubiic an oecular demonstration of what numismatics really is, 
and to endeavor to interest others in the subject and eventually make them 
members of the A. N. A. AS we remarked in the April, 1924, issue: “We 
can hardly imagine that those who took part in the exhibits, involving so 
much time and labor, did so merely to provide enjoyment for the general 
public. Unless new collectors and new members are produced, such ex- 
hibits are held in vain.” 

Unquestionably, some new members were produced as a result of last 
year’s exhibits. The list of applications for membership published during 
the three months following the week was much larger than the average. 
But some of the new applicants can definitely be traced to the Lincoln 
number of The Numismatist, issued at the time Coin Week was held, and 
quite a number should be credited to the formation of the local society 
in Detroit, which was also organized at the same time. 

While the A. N. A. may not have benefited greatly as the result of last 
year’s Coin Week, there were some gains in membership, but hardly in 
keeping with the efforts expended. It is true that the A. N. A. and numis- 
matics reaped a harvest of publicity in the local press of the cities and 
towns where exhibits were held, but, unfortunately, this does not produce 
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tangible results. Nevertheless, we believe the annual observance of such 
a week can be made more productive. As we stated at the time, we believe 
“it has possibilities almost unlimited.”’ 

If the purpose of such an exhibit is kept uppermost in mind and arrange- 
ments made accordingly, more substantial results could be recorded. Con- 
ditions under which they are held vary greatly in different localities, and 
what could be done in one city or town would be impossible in another. 
But at most exhibits some or all of the following suggestions might be put 
in operation: 

The whole or part of the exhibit could be arranged so that it would 
appeal strongly to the public—not an exhibit for collectors, but one in 
which historical coins could be displayed. 

Literature of some description should be provided for distribution, tell- 
ing what the A. N. A. is and the purpose of the exhibit and Coin Week. 

Where there is an opportunity, a registration book should be provided 
for visitors to register, with name and address, with space for a ‘‘yes’’ or 
‘no’? answer to the question, ‘‘Are you a collector, or are you interested 
in coins?’’ This would give data on which ‘‘follow-up’’ work could be done. 

Where possible, some one should be present all or part of the time to 
answer questions and give other information to visitors. 

In announcing the date for Coin Week in 1925, in last month’s issue, 
President Wormser requested that a full report of exhibits made be sub- 
mitted to him as soon as possible after the close. 


THE NUMISMATIST A LIBRARY IN ITSELF. 


In offering 23 back volumes of THk NUMISMATIST in a recent sale cata- 
logue the following comment was made by the cataloguer: “A library in 
itself. A wealth of numismatic information and numismatic history for 
the past twenty-three years.’’ 

Secarcely a week passes that we do not receive orders for back num- 
bers and volumes of this magazine which we are unab’e to fill. We are 
unable to supply more than two or three complete volumes during that 
period. In order that your files of the magazine may be kept complete, 
care should be taken of each issue when it arrives. The loss of an occa- 
Sional number will break the set, and it may be difficult to replace it later 
on. We have in mind one collector who has been trying for more than 
five years to obtain certain issues to complete his file. 

One of the best plans to prevent broken files is to renew your sub- 
scription promptly at the expiration. For 1925, do it now. 


HOW MANY COMPLETE SETS OF THE NUMISMATIST IN HXISTENCH? 


We are frequently asked how many complete sets of THE NUMISMATIST 
are in ex’stence. We are unable to answer this, but feel sure there are 
few—so few, indeed, that we are willing to devote space to publishing 
such a list in an early issue. If you have a complete set of this magazine 
from its first issue (whether bound or unbound), drop us a line to that 
effect and your name will be published in the list. The first issue was 
dated Sept.-Oct., 1888. 


WHN NOT A WASHINGTON OR LINCOLN GOLD DOLLAR? 


The recent political campaign often called to mind the names of Washing- 
ton and Lincoln. The popularity of these two great Americans remain 
undiminished. Yet their anniversaries have never been commemorated 
with a gold-dollar coin. It would be fitting and pleasing to all of us if 
some influential society, numismatic or historical, put this matter before 
the United States Congress. Even the radical elements would not object 
to such a coin, if it pictured Lincoln, for both La Follette and Wheeler 
often quoted him in their speeches. This subject we are reminded of at 
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this time on account of the proximity of their birthdays, which come with- 
in two weeks of each other. We believe two such coins would be of the 
greatest interest, perhaps of greater interest than any commemorative pieces 
yet issued. A gold dollar of Washington commemorating Yorktown, or 
with the bust of Lafayette on the reverse, would be popular. A coin show- 
ing Lincoln as a railsplitter on the reverse might have a strong appeal. 

I venture to predict that a Lincoln gold dollar would have a great sale 
even among the laboring people, if the price were kept at about Si OU perk 


coin. I think the subject is worth going into and it should be taken up.

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FEGREIGN MEDAL ISSUES AND AWARDS. 


Capt. John F. Anderson, the Swedish bridge builder, late of New York 
but now of San Diego, Cal., honorary member of the Swedish Engineers’ 
Club, has been awarded the Royal Swedish Academy of Sciences Linne 
Medal, in gold. Mr. Anderson, as honorary chairman of the John Hrics- 
son League, of San Diego, represented the engineers’ society at the recep- 
tions in that city to the world flyers. At one of these receptions there was 
presented to Lieut. Erik Nelson a copper coin of the reign of Charles XII. 
The coin was donated by Mr. Anderson to the John Ericsson League and is 
considered by collectors to be worth 500 kronor. On the reverse is the 
following inscription: ‘‘To Lieutenant Eric Nelson in Commemoration of 
the Completion of His Round-the-World Flight at San Diego, California, 
September 22d, 1924. From the John Ericsson League, of San Diego,

The Swedish Aero Club has decided to bestow its highest award of honor, 
a gold plaque, upon Lieut. Erik Nelson, one of the pilots on the round-the- 
world flight. It is expected that the plaque will be presented to the aviator, 
who was born and reared in Sweden, when he arrives in Sweden in the near 
future to visit his mother. 

From the Province of Gotland, in Sweden, we learn that the first ‘‘Star- 
backsmedal’ has been awarded by the Nature Protection Society to Director 
Willy Wohler, at Klinthamm, for the interest he has taken in the preser- 
vation of animals at Stora Karlso. 


Mr. John D. Rockefeller, Jr., of New York, has been awarded by the 
Societe des Architectes Diplomes, the alumni association of the Ecole des 
Beaux Arts, at Paris, its Grande Medaille in recognition of his gift for 
the restoration of Rheims, Fontainebleau and Versailles. 


The Darwin Medal of the Royal Society has been awarded to Dr. Thomas 
Hunt Morgan, professor of zoology at Columbia University, for valuable 
work in zoology, and especially for research in heredity and cytology. 

The city of Milan, Italy, on November 15, publicly presented to Arturo 
Toscanini, conductor at La Scala, a special gold medal as a token of gratitude 
for his work in the production of Barto’s posthumous opera, “‘Nero.”’

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Obituary. 
HERBERT FREMONT SOVEREL. 


Herbert F. Soverel, of Maplewood (near Newark), N. J., died suddenly 
of heart disease on July 25 at his summer home at Lake Hopatcong. He 
had been a member of the American Numismatic Association for several 
years. He was 64 years of age. 

Mr. Soverel studied mechanical engineering but never made use of this 
training, having early associated himself with his father and older half 
brothers in the Soverel ice business, which he followed for a number of 
years. Later, in 1890, he founded the Newark Blue Print Company, makers 
of duplicate drawings for architects and engineers by the sun and later 
the electric light process of printing. His blue print company, established 
about 35 years ago, was the first of its kind in Newark. 

At the time of his death Mr. Soverel was a member of the Morrow Memo- 
rial Community Church of Maplewood. He was a lover of good music, in- 
herited from both sides of his family, and took an active part in the singing 
societies and glee clubs of his community. / 

In announcing his death the South Orange Record said: | 

“Mr. Soverel was a collector of minerals, antiques and coins. As a 
collector of rare and valuable coins there were few if any in this part of 
the country who took a greater interest; in fact, outside of his love for his 
home, his church, his country and the ‘great out-doors,’ his pet hobby was 
his coins. For a great many years he had been a member of the American 
Numismatic Society of New York, and made a practice of keeping up to 
date on all there was to know and remember about domestic and foreign 
coins. The historical value of his collection held his keenest attention 
rather than the market value of his coins.’’ 

He is survived by his widow, Margaret Becker Soverel, and a daughter, 
Agnes Wright Soverel, both of Maplewood, and two brothers, Clinton Wright 
Soverel, of Mountain Lake, N. J., and M. DeForrest Soverel, of Hast Orange, 
N. J. He was president and historian of the Soverel Family Association at 
the time of his death.

Competitors will be rated on practical questions, and education, training, 
and experience.

States Civil Service Commission, Washington, D. C., or the secretary of 
the board of U. §. civil-service examiners at the postoffice or custom house 
in any city. 


GLUCKSTADT COLLECTION BRINGS BIG PRICHS. 


Numismatic specialists and amateurs from many countries had, it is writ- 
ten to the Svenska Dagbladet, for September 24, arrived for the auction sale 
in Copenhagen the week previous of the collection of coins and medals of 
the late Emil Gluckstadt, Minister of State. 

A total of more than 4,000 lots were disposed of, while later in the fall 
3,000 more will be sold. The many Danish rarities brought together at 
Gluckstadt, representing the long period from the year 800 to 1920, had 
brought speculators not only from Denmark but also from Sweden, England, 
Holland and Germany. High prices were realized for the mediaeval coins, 
and the bids jumped sky-high when the gold coins were offered for sale. 

The highest figure realized, for the Malmo goldgyllen, 1537, of Fredrick I 
was paid by D. Holmberg, of Stockholm, Sweden for 1,350 kronor. The 
second highest was purchased by J. Schulman, of Amsterdam, a Christian 
IV portugalos, 1592, for which 1,230 kronor was paid.—Free trans. by 
J. deL.).

Secretary’s Report. 


To the Members of The American Numismatic Society: 

In connection with publications, we are giad to announce that Mr. Seager’s 
article on the Cretan Coin Hoard is practically finished. This is the first 
important hoard found in Crete that has ever been published and it raises 
a number of very worth-while questions. The experience of the author 
as an excavator and archaeologist makes his conclusions of an especial 
value, and we are very fortunate in being able to add this to our growing 
shelf of publications. The succeeding numbers of Notes and Monographs 
is devoted to the coins of Aegina and is the work of S. R. Milbank, one 
of our younger members, who las brought together widely scattered facts 
of great interest. The five folding plates afford a survey of this coinage 
from the earliest times to the Imperial period and include a surprising 
number of unpublished pieces, especially among the later bronzes. In so far 
as has been possible, coins not previously illustrated have been used, and 
it is gratifying to note that many of the finest pieces come from the cabinets 
of our members. 

Work has been begun on the medal of the 150th anniversary of Paul 
Revere’s Ride, and we hope to have the medal ready for distribution on 
that very date. The design is in the hands of Mr. A. de Francisci, who 
modelled the Maine Centennial half-dollar and the Peace dollar; and from 
the sketches which have been prepared, a highly satisfactory result is in 
prospect.

Curator’s Report. 


This report covers the year 1924, or since the last Annual Meeting of 
the Society. The work of the Curator has been largely given over to the 
regular routine of the department, with slightly more emphasis on decora- 
tions than in previous years, as many changes anc additions have been made 
in the display of these. Some rearrangement has also been made in the 
American medal cases against the wall. 

The general exhibition illustrating the various phases of coinage, which 
was opened last November, was withdrawn on October 6th to make way 
for the present exhibition of modern foreign medals. 

In February the Society assisted the American Numismatic Association 
in Coin Week exhibitions by displaying some of its coins at the two banks 
where the exhibits were held. The Curator also helped in supervising the 
laying out of the coins on this occasion. 

From the middle of May the Curator took part of the balance of his 
Sabbatical year and was absent the whole of the summer, coming in once 
a week when in town in order to keep up with certain special work— 
accessions, etc. Since September he has been back at his post. 

During the latter part of 1923 arrangements were made to hold an 
exhibition of modern foreign medals; anu, as you will now see, these arrange- 
ments have taken a concrete form. This exhibition will open with a private 
view on the 13th instant, and will be opened to the public on the following 
day, the 14th. This satisfactory display is the work of the Committee on 
Foreign Medals. To its chairman, Mr. William Chauncy Langdon, particular 
credit is due, as all the preliminary arranging and detail, the vast corre- 
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spondence necessary to awaken the interest in the various European coun- 
tries involved, as well as the writing to individual artists and to the medal 
societies abroad, fell wholly on one man. It was not until the medals 
actually began to arrive in the States that the Curator took up his share 
of the burden in clearing the invoices through the customs and arranging 
the medals for exhibition. 

A more detailed report of the exhibition will be presented at the Annual 
Meeting in January by the Committee itself. However, it can be said that 
this display represents work done by European artists since the year S05 
and is a continuation of the International Medallic Exhibition which was 
held by this Society at that time. Recent medals by American artists were 
shown in the summer of 1923 under the auspices of the National Sculpture 
Society. 

It has not been the intention of the Foreign Medals Committee to exhibit 
all work since the year 1910, but to show a small selection, approximately 
five pieces from one artist. 

It will be apparent to everyone how well the new European countries are 
represented, such as Finland, Poland and Jugo-Slavia. It has been particu- 
larly gratifying to have secured so enthusiastic a response from all countries 
participating. In the case of Finland, practically its whole display has been 
presented to the Society by the artists or by those interested in that country. 
A number of the Dutch medals have been given in the same way, as have 
several of those received from Sweden. The Lithuanian artist, Prof. Petras 
Rimsa, has made the request that the Society accept his plaque, and the 
President of the French Society, M. Henri DuBois, has presented six of his 
medals. It should be mentioned that several of the foreign governments 
have generously lent their aid in assembling the medals of their respective 
countries. The Italian display is an official exhibit; the Polish, Czecho- 
Slovakian and Spanish (the last two mentioned have not yet arrived) have 
received governmental encouragement, and the British exhibit falls in two 
sections——one sent by the Royal Society of British Sculptors, and the other 
by the Royal Mint. The Mint struck certain medals and badges especially 
for the occasion and have presented them to the Society. In all, sixteen 
countries will be represented, and the number of medals on display will 
not be far short of one thousand pieces. The Society has the privilege of 
purchasing many of the medals, but, unfortunately, owing to the funds 
being so limited, advantage cannot be taken of the offer to any great extent. 
At the last Annual Meeting several members of the Society contributed 
varying sums, which amounted to $170, for the purchase of medals, half 
of which has been expended. Although the Society is in no position to sell 
medals to the public, it can in most instances assist anyone so interested 
in the securing of specimens, as it has in its possession the prices asked by 
the artists for their work. 

The following has been added to the Society’s Collection during the year 
1924: 1615 coins and tokens, 360 medals and decorations, 340 pieces of 
paper money, 13 money weights, 8 counterfeit coins, 1 money scales, 1 coin 
die, 2 encased stamps, 10 impressions of coins. Totalis2300) 

The number of specimens received is decidedly less than that of the same 
period in 1923, when 4674 coins, 545 medals and 94 pieces of paper money 
(totalling 5751 pieces) were received. 

The building up of the Society’s Cabinet depends almost entirely on the 
generosity and good will of the public, as funds for purchasing new pieces 
are absolutely inadequate. Of the 2350 pieces acquired this year, but 
436 were by purchase. The annual report of the Curator will cover more 
in detail the special acquisitions of the year, and will also list the donors of 
all gifts to the Society’s Cabinet during the year.

Librarian’s Report. 


Mr. President and Fellow-Members of the ADIN st 
In connection with the Exhibition of Foreign Medals, of which our Curator 
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has spoken, arrangements have been ‘made with the New York Public 
Library to hold an exhibition of books relating to medals. The smaller of 
the two rooms in the library at 42nd Street has been set aside for this 
display, and a very comprehensive array of the standard works has been 
prepared by Mr. Victor H. Paltsits, chief of the American History Division 
and Keeper of Manuscripts, whose cooperation at all times has been most 
cordial. The period covered is greater than that of our exhibition—begin- 
ning with the medals of the Renaissance and extending to the present. 
A number of volumes from our Library have been loaned, and it is hoped 
that not only the attention of medal lovers will be attracted but that some 
new or unknown friends to this branch of numismatics may be discovered. 

The growth of the Library since the first of this year has been very 
gratifying, and because there is less time for telling of this at the Annual 
Meeting I ask your indulgence if I give you fuller details than usual. 
Some of the more important accessions have been arranged in the floor 
cases, and these have been left unlocked in order that you may feel free 
to examine the books more closely if you so desire. You will notice that 
in addition to gifts which have already been received in connection with 
the Foreign Medal Exhibition, our Library has also benefited. From the 
Royal Society of British Sculptors we received a handsome volume on 
Modern British Sculpture. We have also received a number of valuable 
pamphlets and special articles from other sources. 

Furthermore, Mr. Langdon, the Chairman of the Foreign Medal Com- 
mittee, has very generously offered to arrange and mount in portfolios of 
uniform size the photographic and other illustrative material which has been 
sent us by the various individuals or organizations. This should prove a 
mine of wealth to anyone endeavoring to obtain information regarding 
these modern issues—a task of almost hopeless difficulty without such aid, 
as some of you know. 

For those interested in the Greek and Roman series, there is Mr. Seltman’s 
“Athens: Its History and Coinage,’’ fresh from the press, as well as Part 
IV of Svoronos’ monumental work. The splendid volume by Minns, “‘Scy- 
thians and Greeks,’’ throws light on a section of Greek numismatics never 
before fully explored. Blanchet’s ‘‘Trésors de Monnaies Romaines’’ comes 
as a very helpful gift. We also acquired a five-volume treatise by Speck on 
the ‘‘Handelsgeschichte des Alterthums’’ which should be very helpful. 
Reinach’s “Orpheus’’ and a volume in Italian, ‘‘Culti e Miti della Magna 
Grecia,’’ by G. Gianelli, will be of interest to mythologists. 

For the Orientalists there is a valuable publication of Sauvaire’s on 
Mussulman Numismatics and Metrologie, as well as the second part of De 
Morgan’s ‘‘Manual de Numismatique Orientale.’’ 

More modern, and a very desirable addition to our shelves, is Campaner 
y Fuertes’ ‘“‘Numismatica Balear’’; a number of volumes dealing with the 
coinage of Northern Hurope, the gift of Dr. A. M. Rackus; Mr. Hill’s Portrait 
Medals of Italian Artists of the Renaissance; Gumowski’s booklet on Polish 
money; Friedensburg’s “Symbolik der Mittelaltermunzen,”’ together with 
several other much-needed titles, comes as a gift from Mr. Raymond. 

Mr. Gillingham has continued his gift to the shelf for books on decora- 
tions, and the gift of another of our members interested in the same field 
will have to await the Annual Report. 

There are mint reports from France, Sweden, Japan and a governmental 
publication from Mexico, which we are very glad to have. Our periodical 
sets have been strengthened by the completion of our file of the Frankfurter 
Munz-zeiting; by an early Italian publication, the ‘‘Bull. di Numismatica e 
Sfragistica.’”’ We have received through M. Hugen Pridik, of the Russian 
National Numismatic Collection, a valuable lot of the recent publications 
in our field in Russia. The letter which we received in answer to my 
inquiry contains a number of matters of interest, and I hope you will pardon 
me if I read one or two paragraphs from it.

Report of the Committee on Foreign Medals. 


Mr. Langdon, chairman of the Committee on Foreign Medals, briefly 
outlined what had been done in mounting the illustrated material which 
had been received through the various foreign medal societies in connection 
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with our exhibition. Uniform portfolios and loose-leaf sheets, which permit 
the addition of further material at any time, have been adopted. When 
completed, there will be a valuable record of recent medals which should 
prove of great use and value to the Library. 


The following amendments to the Constitution were submitted and given 
their first reading, as prescribed in the By-Laws: 

Constitution.—Article III, Line 2: Add ‘Sustaining Members’’ after 
“Honorary Members.’’ 

Article V, Sec. 3, amend to read: The officers of the Society shall be 
a President, a Vice-President, a Treasurer and a Secretary, who shall be 
elected by the Council, from among its members, within three weeks after 
the Annual Meeting of the Society, and shall serve for the term of one 
year or until their successors are elected; a Curator and a Secretary who 
shall be salaried officials, having their offices on the premises. 

Sec. 4. The Council shall at the same time, and for the same terms, 
elect four members of an Executive Committee (or Board of Governors, 1. 
preferred), which shall consist of the President, who shall be chairman, 
and four other members of the Council, any member of the Council to be 
eligible whether holding other office or not. 

Sec. 5. Old Section 4 to be new Section 5. 

By-Laws—Chapter I. Officers. Sec. 1 President. Unchanged. Sec. 2 
Vice President. In the absence of the President, the Vice President shall 
assume the duties of the President. Sec. 3 Treasurer. Change old Section 
4 to Section 3. Sec. 4 Secretary. Change old Section 5 to Section 4, omitting 
the words: First line, ‘‘shall be a salaried official who.”’ Second line, 
‘the.’ Ninth line, “Governors or.” Tenth line, Omit. Sec. 5 Curator. 
The Curator shall have charge of the collections of the Society, subject to 
the direction of the Council, and shall perform such other work as the 
Council may direct. 

Chapter II. Council. Sec. 1, Chapter I, Section 2. Change to Chapter 
II, Section 1, and amend as follows: First line, substitute the word 
“Council” for “Governors.’’ Sixth line, substitute ‘“‘a Curator, Librarian, 
Assistant, Secretary and such assistants and employees as may be from time 
to time necessary” for wording following ‘‘to superintend the publications 
of the Society and appoint.” Sec. 2, change old Section 1 to Section 2. 

Chapter III]. Section 5. New Section. Change old Section 5 to Section 
6, and number succeeding Sections accordingly. The dues of Sustaining 
Members shall be twenty-five dollars per annum, payable in advance. A 
sustaining Member elected at a Meeting held after November 1st, will not 
be required to pay dues for the current year. Any member of the Society 
who becomes a Sustaining Member shall not thereby lose such rights ofr 
privileges pertaining to the membership he already holds. 

Chapter IV. Section 2, first line, insert ‘Sustaining’? between “Rellow”’ 
and “or.’’ Section 3, second line, insert ‘Sustaining Member” after “Rellow.” 
Section 6, first line, insert “Sustaining Members’’ after ‘Corresponding 
Members.”’ 

Chapter VII. Meetings. Section 4. first line, substitute ‘“‘Pyesident’’ for 
‘“‘Governors.”’ 

On motion the meeting adjourned at 3:50 P. M.

ROYAL NUMISMATIC SOCIETY.— October 16. Mr. Percy H. Webb, M. 
B. E., Treasurer, in the chair. 

Mr. H. W. Taffs showed a Henry VIII halfpenny with m.m. portcullis, 
and farthings of York and Dublin of Edward IV, all found at Dunwich; 
also a light penny of Henry IV of York. 

A fine series of coins of Henry IV and V were shown in illustration of 
the paper by Messrs. L. A. Lawrence, J. §. Shirley-Fox, Fredk. A. Walters 
and Mr. W. Gilbert, etc. 

Mr. William Gilbert exhibited a solidus of Anthemius, being a variety of 
Cohen 6 in its having the Christian monogram between the two soldiers on 
the reverse. He also exhibited an unpublished penny token reading as 
follows: 

Obv., ALLICE . ONLEEY . AT. THE . BVLLS (a bull’s head). 

Rev., HEAD . IN. LEADENHALL . STREET Her 1D 1668. 
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He said this house was a tavern and is mentioned in the ‘‘Vademecum for 
Maltworms.” George Onely, the landlord, was buried at St. Peter’s, Corn- 
hill (in which parish the tavern stood) on January 27th, 1656, and is de- 
scribed in the register as a vintner. His widow Alice (the issuer of the 
token) continued the business until her death, in 1670, when she was buried 
in the cloister of the above church (on December 1st). From the same 
register one learns she had a servant named Anne Rancez, who was buried 
in the churchyard in 1667. 

Mr. J. S. Shirley-Fox read a paper on ‘“‘The Later Transitional Silver 
Coinage of Henry IV,’’ in which he gave the results of a detailed study of 
the coinage and laid down criteria for distinguishing the last coinages of 
Henry IV from the first of Henry V. Mr. Walters, Mr. Lawrence and Mr. 
Lockett contributed to the discussion. 


BRITISH NUMISMATIC SOCIETY.—Ordinary Meeting, Wednesday, June 
25th, 1924, Mr. Grant R. Francis, President, in the chair. 

Exhibitions illustrative of Mr. Crowther-Beynon’s paper were: 

By Mr. V. B. Crowther-Beynon: Coin weights to check the Portuguese 
money circulating in England in the eighteenth century. 

By Mr. L. A. Lawrence: A series of modern forgeries in good silver of 
the half-crown and florin. 

General exhibits were: 

By Mr. W. J. Andrew: Silver penny of Richard I. The diesinker seemed 
to have mistaken the first three letters in the moneyer Hverard’s name for 
that of the mint and had therefore added the usual initial cross. This 
suggested that the officials worked by the eye rather than education. 

By Mr. Edmund Parsons: Half groat of Edward IV, of the Canterbury 
mint, recently found at Andover. 

By Mr. L. L. Fletcher: A series of fourteen ferry tokens. 

Mr. E. J. French contributed an account of the recent discovery of a 
hoard of Tudor silver coins upon the farm of Mr. Robert Craigie at Harris- 
town, St. Margaret’s, County Dublin. It comprised about a hundred Hnglish 
shillings and sixpences of the reigns of Edward VI and Elizabeth, but 
mainly of the latter. So far as Mr. French*had been able to ascertain, tie 
coins did not add any varieties to the published lists. 

Mr. William C. Wells, in support of his contention that the Anglo-Saxon 
and Norman series of coins bearing the mint name Hamtun should be re- 
moved to Northampton, while that with the name Hamwic should be left 
to Southampton, and coins bearing the contraction Ham-, which is common 
to both names, should be classified so far as possible by the identification of 
their moneyers, exhibited three coins of the reign of Eadwig. He showed 
by comparison with coins of the immediately preceding and succeeding 
reigns that these moneyers were more likely to be Mercian than Wessex. 
For instance, the name Boia or Boiga occurred under Athelstan at Chester 
and Derby, under Eadwig at Bedford, but under Hadgar at Chester, Canter- 
bury and Wilton. On some coins of Eadwig the letter M appeared in the 
field of Boia’s issues. 

Mr. V. B. Crowther-Beynon, M.B.E., F.S.A., read a paper entitled ‘‘An 
Highteenth Century Coin Clipper.” This title was based on a numismatic 
curiosity which had recently come into his possession, namely, a shilling 
of William III wrapped in a paper bearing the inscription, ‘““Shill® milld by 
Mr. Guests Engine 15‘ Octo" 1767 who was executed the day before for 
filing and milling Guineas.’ He had succeeded in finding the full report of 
Guest’s trial at the Old Bailey, in September, 1767, and was therefore able 
to bring before the members not only an example of the clipping, but the 
evidence in the case which convicted the clipper. Such offences against the 
coinage were made high treason and punishable by death under a series of 
acts in the reigns of William III and Anne, and so continued until 1832, 
when the death penalty for these crimes was abolished. It appeared that 
Guest was a ‘‘teller’’ in the Bank of England, and suspicion was first direct- 
ed against him by a bank colleague, who observed that Guest, when paying 
over cash to customers, was in the habit of taking part of the gold coins 
required for the purpose, out of a bag in his drawer. On the 4th of July a 
customer who had just received thirty guineas from Guest was interrogated 
and the money examined, when some of the coins were found to be of short 
weight and to bear an apparently new milling. Under a search warrant, 
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an examination of Guest’s house was made, when various tools and appli- 
ances suitable for the commission of the offence in question were discovered, 
together with a considerable quantity of gold filings. A workman from the 
Royal Mint was called as a witness, and with the aid of Guest’s “engine” 
was able to apply to some guineas a milling which was indistinguishable 
from that on the guineas to which the charge related. A jeweler, who on 
several occasions had sold gold ingots on Guest’s behalf, also gave evidence 
against the prisoner. The only witnesses, apart from those as to character, 
called for the defence were some makers of scientific instruments and 
clocks, who expressed their opinion that Guest’s apparatus would be equally 
useful for purposes connected with their own trade. 

The prisoner was sentenced to death, and a brief account, extracted from 
the Gentleman’s Magazine, of his subsequent execution at Tyburn, was 
given. Unfortunately no description of the machine employed by Guest 
was present in the report of the trial. It seemed clear that it was a me- 
chanical contrivance of an e‘fective kind, and an examination of the William 
III shillings exhibited revealed the very fine quality of the milling, although 
it differed from that on the contemporary guineas of the period in consist- 
ing of straight instead of the usual curved lines. This difference, how- 
ever, would not be noticeable, except under a very close inspection, and it 
was evident that Guest had been able to carry on his nefarious practices 
for some considerable time, without detection.

SIXTY COUNTERFEITERS ARRESTED IN BERLIN. 


A dispatch from Berlin to the New York Times says that 60 counter- 
feiters have been arrested there as a result of a police campaign against 
bands which specialize in making and passing counterfeit American and 
English notes. Most of these counterfeiters are Russians or Galicians, who 
for some time have been passing bad money in Berlin and near-by towns. 

Counterfeiters pay special attention to dollars, and have put large amounts 
of them in circulation here. Recently a Berlin woman clothes dealer sold 
80 woolen jumpers and severai woolen shawls, in payment for which she 
received two $100 notes which turned out to be false. Several Berlin inn- 
keepers also were swindled by a man who paid them in dollar bills, which 
likewise were found to be counterfeit when presented at the bank. The 
police succeeded in catching the man who passed these. 

Recently a Russian woman has been swindling Berlin landladies by 
asking to see the rooms, pretending to hire them and paying in advance 
with $20 bills, the landladies giving her change in German money. These 
bills proved to be counterfieit when they reached the bank. 

Counterfeits of pound sterling notes also are numerous in Berlin nowa- 
days. No wonder Berliners hold foreign bills of all sorts up to the light 
and scrutinize them carefully before accepting a single one.
